necessary funds and to defray the cost’ of travel and maintenance. 


An Act to authorize the Board of Commissioners of Middle Coastal Highway 
District to expend funds deposited with the State Treasurer of South Carolina 
to the credit of said district for permanent markers and improvements along 
and/or in the vicinity of the roads of the Middle Coastal Highway within the 
Middle Coastal Highway District. 


An Act to ratify and validate the proceedings relating to sale of Four Million 
($4,000,000.00) Dollars notes of the State of South Carolina sold on March 
26, 1930, and to provide for the issuance of said notes. 


An Act to renew the charter of the Chero-Cola Bottling Company. 
An Act to change the name of the reformatory for negro boys. 


An Act to authorize and direct the transfer of the Society Hill Toll Bridge on 
State Highway No. 30 to the State Highway Commission, to authorize and 
direct the said Commission to maintain the said bridge as a toll bridge and 
to provide for the assumption by the State Highway Department of the in- 
debtedness now outstanding for the construction of said bridge and the ap- 
proaches thereto. 

An Act to appropriate Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars for public night 
schools. 


An Act to prevent relocation of state highways in the Town of Summerton. 
An Act to appropriate funds for the approved accounts of the Senate and House. 
An Act to exempt from taxes McLeod’s Infirmary and Saunders Memorial Hos- 


pital in the City of Florence and County of Florence, and certain lands 
devised to Generostee A. R. P. Church in Anderson County. 
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No. 1210. A Joint Resolution to erect a Bronze Tablet in the State Capitol commemorating 


the bravery and intrepidity of those six gallant South Carolinians who in the 
World War signally honored this State in having citizens of this State 
awarded the greatest number of congressional medals of Honor per quoto of 
soldiers than any other State in the Union, and providing funds for the 
erection of same. 


No. 1211. An Act to direct the State Highway Department to pay to J. H. Cleveland the 


sum of Sixty-four ($64.00) Dollars. 


No. 1212. An Act to amend Act No. 588 of the Acts of 1929 entitled “An Act to amend 


Act No. 895 of the Acts of 1928, so as to relocate the Church Street Ex- 
tension of the Coastal Highway at the City of Florence; to reduce the width 
of the Coastal Highway east of the City of Florence, and to provide for an 
alternate route through the Towns of Lake City, Dillon, Ridgeland, and 
Beaufort, and for other purposes,” by striking out all of Section No. 5 of 
said Act providing for an alternate route through the Town of Dillon, and 
requiring in lieu thereof that the State Highway Commission shall lay out, 
locate, construct and maintain a state highway from the Town of Dillon in a 
westerly direction for a distance not exceeding six (6) miles, and to amend 
Section 6 of said Act by further defining the location of certain roads in the 
Coastal Highway. 


No. 1213. An Act to exempt from taxation Conway Hospital, Inc., located at Conway in 


Horry County, South Carolina, and the Florence Infirmary and Saunders 
Memorial Hospital at Florence, South Carolina. 


No. 1214. A Joint Resolution to pay to Mrs. Minnie Wilson the sum of Two Hundred 


Twenty-four ($224.00) Dollars, a claim for pension money for the years 
1926 and 1927. 


No. 1215. An Act to appropriate a sufficient sum of money to pay each member of the 


General Assembly Two Hundred Sixty ($260.00) Dollars expense money for 
the session of 1930.

Part I 
GENERAL AND PERMANENT LAWS 


No. 603. 


AN ACT to Require a License to Drive or Operate Vehicles; 
to Specify the Terms and Conditions for the Issuance 
of such License; to Fix the Responsibility of a Parent, 
Guardian, or Employer in Certain Cases; to Provide for 
the Suspension, Cancellation or Revocation of Such 
License; to Provide for the Safety of State Highway 
Traffic by the Establishment of a Highway Patrol; to 
Provide for Rules and Regulations by the State High- 
way Department; and to Provide Penalties for Viola- 
tion. 


Section 1. Definitions.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: For the purposes of this Act 
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the following words, phrases, and terms are hereby defined as fol- 
lows: 


, 


(a) The word “License” or the words “Driver’s License”? means 
a license secured by a person from the State Highway Department 
to drive or operate a motor vehicle on the public Lew streets, 
and roads of this State. 


(b) The term “License Fee” means the privilege tax or fee im- 
posed by this Act. 


(c) The term “Highway Department” or “State Highway De- 
partment” means the State Highway Department of South Carolina. 


(d) The term “Motor Vehicle Division’ means the Motor Ve- 
hicle Division of the State Highway Department of South Carolina. 


(e) The term “Motor Vehicle’ means and includes automobiles, 
trucks, truck-tractors, trailers, semi-trailers, and motorcycles, pro- 
pelled by steam, gasoline, electricity, or any other source of energy 
other than muscular power, except farm implements or vehicles 
operated only on rails or tracks constructed therefor. 


(f£) The word “Person” means every individual, firm, corpora- 
tion, partnership, or association. 


§ 2. Motor Vehicle Driver’s License Required After 
October 1, 1930.—That on and after the first day of October, 
1930, every person, before driving a motor vehicle along or on any 
public highway, road, or street in this State, shall secure from the 
Highway Department a license which shall be known as a motor ve- 
hicle driver’s license and it shall be unlawful for any person to drive 
a motor vehicle along or on any public highway, road, or street in 
this State, unless such person has been issued a motor vehicle 
driver’s license by the Highway Department in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, except such person or persons as are ex- 
pressly exempted by this Act. 


§ 3. Application — Applicant — Fee — License — Ex- 
piration—Proviso as to 1930.—Application for license herein 
required shall be made to the Highway Department on such form 
and in such manner as may be prescribed by said Department. For 
the fiscal year ending the thirty-first day of December, 1930, each 
applicant for a license under the provisions of this Act shall pay a 
fee of Fifty (50c) Cents and such payment shall accompany the ap- 
plication for license. Each license issued by the Highway Department 
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under the provisions of this Act shall expire on the thirtieth day of 
June, 1933, unless suspended or revoked or cancelled as herein pro- 
vided. Every person paying an annual license fee to the Highway 
Department under the provisions of Act No. 731, Acts of 1924, ap- 
proved the twenty-first day of March, 1924, as amended, for the 
fiscal year 1931 and annually thereafter shall pay an additional license 
fee.of Fifty (50c) Cents at the same time and in the same manner 
as required-by said Act of 1924, as amended, and the license fee of 
Fifty (50c) Cents herein authorized and directed shall be levied, 
collected and expended as herein provided in this Act. Every person 
who makes application to the Highway Department for a license 
after December 31, 1930, and who does not have a motor vehicle 
registered in such person’s name, shall pay a fee of Fifty (50c) 
Cents: Provided, That for the year 1930 in the case of members of 
the same family residing in the same house licenses may be secured by 
the head of such family for the husband and/or wife and children 
‘between the ages of twelve (12) and twenty-one (21) years and for 
the individual licenses issued to the members of any such family at 
one and the same time as one transaction the Department shall not 
collect in excess of One ($1.00) Dollar. 


§ 4. Applicant Must Have License in Immediate Pos- 
session.—Any person who is of sufficient age to drive a motor ve- 
hicle under the laws of this State may apply to the Highway De- 
partment for a driver’s license and the said Department, upon good 
cause being shown, may, in its discretion, issue to the applicant a 
license which shall entitle the applicant while having such license in 
his immediate possession to drive a motor vehicle upon the public 
highways, roads, and streets of this State. 


§ 5. Non-resident or a Non-resident Minor.—A “non- 
resident or a non-resident minor, who has been licensed to drive or 
operate a motor vehicle under the laws of his home State or country, 
and who has in his immediate possession a valid license issued to him 
by his home State or country, shall be permitted to drive or operate 
a motor vehicle in this State without examination or license as re- 
quired by this Act for a period of not to exceed ninety (90) days in 
any one year. The Highway Department is hereby authorized and 
empowered to promulgate rules and regulations covering the case of 
any person whose home State or country does not require a motor 
vehicle driver’s license, and all such rules and regulations shall have 
the full force and effect of law. 
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§ 6. Application to be Verified.—Every application shall 
be verified by the applicant, and by any other person or persons re- 
quired by the provisions of this Act to sign such application, before 
a person authorized to administer oaths, and for this purpose, the 
officers and employees of the Motor Vehicle Division are hereby 
authorized to administer oaths without fee, and any Notary Public 
or other officer shall not charge in excess of Twenty-five (25c) Cents 
for the administration of such oath. 


° 


§ 7. To Verify Change of Address.—Whenever any per- 
son after applying for or receiving license shall move permanently 
from the address or place of residence named in the application for 
said license, such person shall within ten days thereafter notify the 
Motor Vehicle Division in writing of such change and of his or her 
new address. 


§ 8. Application of Minor, Twelve (12) Years of Age 
or Above.—The application of any minor, twelve (12) years of 
age or above, for license shall not be granted unless such application 
is signed by both father and mother of the applicant, if both father 
and mother are living and have custody of the applicant; otherwise, 
by the parent, guardian, or other person having custody of such 
minor or by the employer of such minor. 


§ 9. Examination Required—Place—Cancellation of 
License—Time to Return License—Failure a Misdemeanor 
—Appeal.—The Highway Department through the Motor Vehicle 
Division shall require every applicant upon first applying for a 
driver’s license and before issuing such license, to submit to an ex- 
amination by its authorized representatives, as to the qualifications 
of such applicant, and provisions shall be made for examination in 
the county wherein the applicant may reside within not more than 
ten (10) days from the date such application is filed with the High- 
way Department. The examination shall include such tests as may 
be prescribed by the Highway Department. The Highway Depart- 
ment may, in its discretion, waive the examination of any person ap- 
plying for a renewal license under the provisions of this Act. For 
cause satisfactory to the Highway Department, said Department is 
hereby authorized and empowered to suspend or cancel or revoke the 
driver’s license of any person for a period of not more than one 
year. Any person whose license has been suspended or cancelled or 
revoked by the Highway Department shall be notified of such sus-

pension or cancellation or revocation in writing by the said Depart- 
ment, which notice shall be sent by registered mail to the last address 
furnished said Department by such person ; whereupon the said per- 
son shall within five days return his or her license to the Highway 
Department, and the failure on the part of any person to comply 
with this provision shall be deemed a misdemeanor and punishable 
as a violation of this Act as herein provided. Any person denied 
license or whose license has been suspended or cancelled or revoked 
shall have the right to file an application within thirty (30) days 
thereafter for a hearing in the matter before a Circuit Judge at 
Chambers or in open Court, in the judicial circuit in which the ap- 
plicant resides, and such Court or Judge is hereby vested with juris- 
diction to set the matter for hearing upon ten (10) days’ written 
notice to the Highway Department for such hearing, and thereupon 
to determine whether the applicant is entitled to a license or is sub- 
ject to suspension or cancellation or revocation of license under the 
provisions of this Act, and the decision of the Circuit Judge in any 
such case shall be final and conclusive without right to appeal. 


§ 10. Files of all Applications to be Kept.—The Motor 
Vehicle Division shall file every application for license approved by 
it and arrange the same alphabetically under the name of the appli- 
cant, including only applications granted, and shall assign to each 
applicant a distinguishing number. The Motor Vehicle Division shall 
also file every application for a license not approved by it, together 
with a statement of the reasons for refusal and shall index every such 
application alphabetically under the name of the applicant in an index 
file for this purpose. The motor vehicle Division shall also maintain 
a file containing the names of all persons whose licenses have been 
suspended or cancelled or revoked by it or by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction and the reasons therefor, which names shall be filed al- 
phabetically. . 


§ 11. Drivers Already Licensed Not Required to Get 
Additional License for 1930.—For the year 1930, every person 
authorized by other laws of this State to drive or operate a motor 
vehicle shall, upon application to the Motor Vehicle Division, be is- 
sued a driver’s license as a matter of right, but this right shall not 
apply in the case of an application for a renewal license or the ap- 
plication of any person whose license has been suspended or can- 
celled or revoked.

§ 12. License.—Every license issued by the Motor Vehicle 
Division shall bear thereon the distinguishing number assigned to 
the applicant and shall contain the name, age and residence of the 
applicant and a brief description of such person for the purpose of 
identification, and shall also provide a space for the signature of the 
applicant; and thereafter there shall be endorsed thereon a record 
of each suspension or cancellation or revocation authorized by this 
Act. Every person licensed shall write his usual signature with pen 
and ink in the space provided for that purpose on the license issued 
to him immediately upon receipt, of such license, and such license 
shall not be valid until it is so signed, except in the case of a person 
who cannot write his or her name and in such case such person may 
may make his or her mark in the presence of one attesting witness. 


§ 13. License. Must be in Immediate Possession.—The 
licensee shall have his or her license in his or her immediate posses- 
sion at all times when driving a motor vehicle and shall display the 
same upon the demand of any officer or agent of the Highway De- 
partment or any police officer of the State. 


§ 14. Terms of License After June 30, 1933.—Every 
license issued before the thirtieth day of June, -1933, under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall expire at midnight on the thirtieth day of 
June, 1933, and thereafter licenses shall be renewed or issued at the 
rates provided in Section 3 hereof for a four year period ending on 
the thirtieth day of June, 1937, and thereafter licenses shall be re- 
newed or issued for each succeeding similar four year period. 


§ 15. License—Lost or Destroyed—Fee for Renewal.— 
Tf any license issued under the provisions of this Act shall be lost or 
destroyed, the person to whom the same was issued may obtain a ° 
duplicate thereof upon furnishing proof satisfactory to the Motor 
Vehicle Division immediately thereafter. Any person who loses his 
or her license shall, within ten (10) days, make application to the 
Motor Vehicle Division for a duplicate license, and for each dupli- 
cate license issued there shall be charged and collected the sum of 
Fifty (50c) Cents. Any person who loses his or her license and 
does not make application for a duplicate thereof within the period of 
ten (10) days as herein prescribed shall pay a penalty of Two 
($2.00) Dollars. 
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§ 16. Cause or Causes to Revoke License—Investiga- 
tion—Procedure—Admissibility of Testimony and Evidence 
in Certain Courts.—1. The Highway Department shall forthwith 
revoke the license of any person, for a period of twelve (12) 
months, upon receiving satisfactory evidence of the conviction or of 
the entry of a plea of guilty and sentence thereupon, or of the for- 
feiture of bail of any such person charged with the commission of 
any of the following crimes: 


(a) Manslaughter, resulting from the operation of a motor ve- 
hicle. 


(b) Any crime constituting a felony in the commission of which 
a motor vehicle is used. 


(c) Upon three charges of reckless driving under the laws of this 
State all within a period of twelve months from the time of the first 
conviction. 


2. The Highway Department may conduct an investigation and 
hearing to determine whether the license shall’ be suspended or re- 
voked in any of the following events: 


(a) Upon receiving a verified complaint that any person is af- 
flicted with such mental or physical infirmity or disabilities as would 
constitute ground for refusal of a license under this Act. 


(b) Upon receiving a verified complaint that any person has 
driven a motor vehicle in a reckless or negligent manner, and has 
thereby caused death or injury to any person or serious damage to 
property and upon investigation following such complaint, inquiry 
shall be made, and the Highway Department shall have jurisdiction 
to determine whether the license of any licensee involved in or con- 
tributing to such accident shall be suspended, or cancelled, or re- 
voked, and no testimony or record of suspension or cancellation or 
revocation.of a license by the Highway Department following such 
complaint shall be admissable as evidence in any Court in in any 
action at law for negligence arising out of or involving such acci- 
dent, nor shall any testimony or record of a conviction of any person 
of a misdemeanor under this Act be admissible as evidence in a civil 
action brought against the person so convicted. 


(c) Upon receiving a verified complaint that a licensee is an 
habitual reckless, negligent, or incompetent driver of any motor ve- 
hicle. 
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3. The Highway Department shall determine the sufficiency of 
any complaint filed hereunder, and in its discretion shall have power 
to set a time for hearing in the county wherein the person com- 
plained of shall reside, and such person shall be entitled to at least 
ten (10) days previous notice of such hearing from the Motor Ve- 
hicle Division and such hearing shall be held by the Motor Vehicle 
Division or by any person or persons, not exceeding three officers or 
employees of the Motor Vehicle Division. 


4. The Highway Department through the person or persons 
designated by it and holding such hearing may summon witnesses in 
behalf of the State and such witnesses as may be designated by the 
person under investigation, and may administer oaths and take 
testimony or cause depositions to be taken, and any County or Cir- 
cuit Judge at Chambers or in open Court shall have jurisdiction 
upon the application of the Highway Department to enforce all 
lawful orders of the Highway Department under this Act. The fail- 
ure of the respondent to appear at the time and place of hearing 
after notice, as provided in this Section, shall not prevent the hear- 
ing, the taking of testimony and determination of the matter as 
herein provided. 


5. Upon the conclusion of such hearing, the person or persons 
holding such hearing shall prepare findings based upon the evidence 
received and considered. If the findings are to the effect that the 
person referred to therein is incompetent or is unfit to operate a 
motor vehicle upon any grounds upon which license might be refused, 
as stated in this Act, the Highway Department upon a review of 
such findings shall have authority to forthwith revoke the license of 
such person, or if the findings are to the effect that the person there- 
in referred to has by reason of negligence or reckless driving en- 
dangered life, limb, or property. or has thereby caused loss of life 
or injury to person or property, the Highway Department upon a 
review of such findings shall have power to suspend the license of 
such person for a period not exceeding six months, or may revoke 
such license, and in either event shall require that such license is- 
sued to such person be surrendered to the Motor Vehicle Division. 

6. Upon the expiration of the period of the suspension of any 
license, as herein provided, the Highway Department shall return to 
the licensee his license, or in its discretion may issue to him a new 
license: Provided, however, That a record of such suspension shall 
be first endorsed by the Motor Vehicle Division on each such license. 
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§ 17. Unlawful for Owner to Cause or Permit Any of 
Certain Persons to Operate Motor Vehicles Without License 
—Non-residents.—It shall be unlawful for any person to cause or 
knowingly to permit his or her child or ward over the age of twelve 
(12) years, or any employee, to drive a motor vehicle upon any 
public highway, road, or street in this State, unless such child, ward, 
or employee shall have first obtained a license to drive a motor ve- 
hicle under the provisions of this Act; and it shall be unlawful for 
any person to rent for hire a motor vehicle to be operated by any 
person who does not have a current license under the provisions of 
this Act; or, in the case of a non-resident, who has not been licensed 
to drive a motor vehicle under the laws of his resident State or 
country, if the laws of his resident State or country so require. 


§ 18. Record of Judgment or Conviction to be furnished 
by Clerk of Court.—Each Clerk of any Court of record of 
this State shall within ten (10) days after final judgment or con- 
viction of any violation of any of the provisions of this Act or of 
any conviction of a felony, resulting from the operation of a motor 
vehicle, under other laws of this State, send to the Motor Vehicle 
Division a certified copy of such judgment or conviction on forms 
furnished for this purpose by the Motor Vehicle Division. 


§ 19. Can Refuse to Issue License for Just Cause—Ap- 
peal.——The Highway. Department is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to refuse to issue a license under this Act to any person for 
any cause satisfactory to said Department, but the applicant for said 
license in such a case shall have the right to appeal in the same 
manner as is provided for in Section 9 of this Act. 


§ 20. No License Required to Operate Certain Imple- 
ments of Husbandry.—No person shall be required to obtain a 
license under this Act for the purpose of operating or driving im- 
plements of husbandry temporarily drawn, propelled or moved on 
the highways, roads, and streets of this State. 


§ 21. Compromises—Use of Funds.—The State Highway 
Department is hereby authorized and empowered to compromise in 
any case arising under the provisions of this Act instead of com- 
mencing suit, upon the payment by the person apprehended of a 
penalty, the amount of which shail be not less nor greater than the 
fine authorized by this Act or any other law of this State relating 
to motor vehicles, and all penalties or funds received by the com- 
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promise herein authorized shall be used for the purpose of this Act 
as herein provided. 


§ 22. Applicant to Furnish Information—False Infor- 
mation—Violation.—Every person making application for 
a license under the provisions of this Act shall give and furnish such 
information as may be required by the Highway Department, and 
the giving and/or furnishing of any false, erroneous or incorrect 
information shall be deemed a violation of this Act. 


§ 23. Not to Repeal Act No. 170, Acts of 1925—Cumu- 
lative.—This Act is not intended to repeal Act No. 170, Acts of the 
General Assembly of 1925, as amended, but shall be held cumulative 
thereto. : 


§ 24. Enforcement—‘“South Carolina Highway Patrol’ 
—Powers—Duties—Bond Required—Cost of This Act to 
October 1, 1930.—The Highway Department is hereby authorized, 
directed and required to administer and enforce the provisions of 
this Act. The field personnel of the Motor Vehicle Division, used in 
the enforcement of this Act, shall be known as the “South Carolina 
Highway Patrol.” The State Highway Department is hereby au- 
thorized to employ such services, help, agents officers and patrolmen 
as in its judgment may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this 
Act and the other motor vehicle laws of this State. The said patrol- 
men shall patrol the highways of the State for the purpose of en- 
forcing the provisions of this Act and all other laws of this State 
relative to motor vehicle traffic and relative to animal drawn vehicles, 
Any officer or patrolman of the Highway Department shall have the 
same power to serve criminal processes against offenders as Sheriffs 
of the various counties, and also the same power of the said Sheriffs 
to arrest without warrants and detain persons found violating or at- 
tempting to violate any motor vehicle laws of this State, until a legal 
warrant can be obtained, and they shall also have the same rights as 
Sheriffs to require aid in executing the duties of their office. Every 
officer authorized by this Act to enforce the provisions of this Act 
shall file with the Highway Department a bond, subscribed by some 
duly licensed surety company, conditioned for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties; for the full, prompt and proper accounting for 
all funds coming into his hands and conditioned to pay any judgment 
recovered against him in any Court of competent jurisdiction upon a 
cause of action arising out of breach or abuse of official duty or 
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power, and damages sustained by any member of the public from any 
unlawful act of such officer: Provided, That the costs and expenses 
of administering this Act from the date of approval to the first day 
of October, 1930, shall be paid from the State Highway Fund and 
that all money so expended shall be refunded to said fund. 


§ 25. Uniforms—Equipment—Badge to be Displayed 
—to Remain by Highways at all Times—Exceptions.—The 
Highway Department is hereby authorized and empowered to pro- 
vide field officers and patrolmen herein authorized with distinctive 
uniforms and suitable equipment for the use in the performance of 
their duties. The patrolmen herein authorized shall, at all times, when 
in the performance of their duties, wear a complete uniform, with a 
badge conspicuously displayed on the outside of the uniform, and 
they shall remain on the highways or roads at all times while in the 
performance of their duties, only leaving said highways or roads or 
streets to pursue any offender who could not be apprehended upon 
the highways or roads or streets. 


§ 26. Parking or Leaving Vehicles—Rules and Regula- 
tions.—The Highway Department is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to promulgate rules and regulations providing for parking 
or leaving vehicles on or along State highways and all such rules and 
regulations shall have the full force and effect of law. 


§ 27. “Highway Safety Fund’—Use of Proceeds.—The 
funds collected and/or received by the Highway Department under 
the provisions of this Act shall be credited to a special fund which is 
hereby designated as the “Highway Safety Fund” and said fund 
shall be used by the Highway Department exclusively for the en- 
forcement and administration of this Act and the other motor ve- 
hicle laws of the State. 


§ 28. Administration and Enforcement—Rules and 
Regulations.—The Highway Department is hereby authorized and 
empowered to promulgate rules and regulations for the administra- 
tion and enforcement of this Act and all such rules and regulations 
not inconsistent with this Act shall have the full force and effect of 
law. 


§ 29. Violation a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Any person 
violating any provision of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
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demeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than Ten 
($10.00) Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or 
imprisonment for not more than thirty (30) days. 


§ 30. Invalidity.—I{ any section, provision, paragraph, or 
sentence of this Act shall be held invalid by a Court of competent ° 
jurisdiction, such invalidity held shall not effect, impair, or invalidate 
any remaining section, provision, paragraph or sentence of this Act. 


§ 31. Extent of Repeal.—AIi Acts or parts of Acts incor. 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are, hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 


§ 32. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend An Act Entitled “An Act Providing for 
the Regulation, Supervision, and Control of Persons, 
Firms, and Associations Owning, Controlling, Operat- 
ing or Managing Motor Vehicles Used in the Business 
of Transporting Persons or Property for Compensation 
on the Improved Public Highways of This State, Which 
are, or May Hereafter be Declared to be Parts of the 
State Highway System, or Any of the County High- 
way Systems, or the Streets of Any City or Town, and 
Prescribing and Imposing License Fees and Providing 
for the Disposition of the Revenue Raised by the 
Same,” Known as Act No. 170 of the Acts of 1925, as 
Amended by Act No. 663 of the Acts of 1928, by Pro- 
viding for the Issuance of Additional Certificates and 
Changing Fees for License Issued Thereunder. 


Section 1. Act No. 170, Acts of 1925 as Amended by 
Act No. 663, Acts of 1928, Amended.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Act No. 170 
of the Acts of 1925, as amended by Act No. 663 of the Acts of 1928, 
be and the same is hereby amended as hereinafter set forth. 
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§ 2. Same—Amend Section 3—Certificate From Com- 
mission Required—License Fee—Classes of Certificates— 
Issue—Hearing—Proviso.—Amend Section 3 by striking out 
after the word “grant” on line 6 and the word “five” and inserting 
in lieu thereof the word “six.” Amend further Section 3 by inserting 
after the term “FE” on line 13 the term “Certificate F,” so that when 
such Section is so amended it shall read as follows: “No motor vehicle 
carrier shall hereafter operate for the transportation of persons or 
property for compensation on any improved public highway in this 
State without first having obtained from the commission, under the 
provisions of this Act, a certificate and paid the license fee herein 
required. The Commission shall have the power to grant six classes 
of such certificates after application therefor has been made in writ- 
ing by the owner of such vehicles upon blanks provided by the com- 
mission, and after such hearing as the commission may deem proper. 
To the granting of any certificate the commission shall hear any ob- 
jections which may be filed thereto with the commission by any af- 
fected party. The said six classes of certificates shall be respectively 
designated Certificate “A,” Certificate “B,” Certificate “C,” Certifi- 
cate “D,” Certificate “E,” Certificate “F’’: Provided, however, That 
the Commission shall grant a certificate as a matter of right where it 
appears that the applicant was operating in good faith on or before 
the effective date of this Act, but was not operating immediately prior 
thereto or on said date because of impassable roads. 


§ 3. Same — Amend Section 4 — Issue of Different 
Classes of Certificates.—Amend Section 4 by striking out after 
the word “municipality” on lines 58 and 59 the following: “or carry- 
ing passengers or property where he does not solicit such business.” 
Amend further Section 4 by inserting after the word “therein” on 
line 72 the following paragraph: “The Commission shall have power 
to grant a Certificate F to any person, firm, or corporation, when 
such person, firm, or corporation, proposes to engage in the business 
‘commonly known as contract hauling of freight or property, and 
when such applicant does not propose to operate upon a regular 
schedule or over a regular route, or to solicit sz zeceive patronage 
along the route,” so that such Section when so amended shall read 
as follows: ‘“T'he Commission shall have power to grant a Certificate 
A in the following cases: (1) To an applicant to operate in territory 
already served by any certificate holder under this act, or any com- 
mon carrier, when the public convenience and necessity in such 
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territory are not already being reasonably served by some other cer- 
tificate holder or common carrier, provided such applicant purposes 
to operate on a fixed schedule and to comply with the other provisions 
contained in this Act and the rules and regulations which may be 
made by the commission respecting holders of this class of cer- 
tificates: and, Provided, That the existence of a railroad or other 
motor vehicle carrier in the territory sought to be served by such 
applicant shall not be sufficient for a refusal to grant a certificate. (2): 
To an applicant for a certificate to operate upon regular schedule in 
a territory not already served by the holder of a Certificate A, when 
public convenience and necessity in such territory are not being rea- 
sonably served by a certificate holder under this Act or a common 
carrier: Provided, That where such Certificate A is issued to such 
applicant over territory which is being served, at the time such cer- 
tificate is granted, by the holder of a Certificate B, that the right of 
such applicant to operate under Certificate A shall not begin until 
the expiration of the then license year of the holder of the Certificate 
B: Provided, That the holder of Certificate B shall be preferred in 
granting of a Certificate A over this route unless in the judgment 
of the commission same would not be in the interest of public service: 
and, Provided, further, That the existence of a railroad or other 
motor vehicle carrier in the territory sought to be served by such 
applicant shall not be considered by the commission as good causc 
for refusing the application. The Commission shall have power to 
grant a Certificate B in cases where the applicant does not propose to 
regularly operate upon a fixed schedule or route, but only desires to 
operate over a particular route or routes which are not already served 
by the holder of a Certificate A, but will operate in instances where 
by his solicitation or otherwise he has procured passengers to be 
transported over the route or routes designated in his application ; but 
in the granting of such Certificate B the commission may consider 
the public convenience and necessity and whether the territory pro- 
posed to be served is already served by a carrier; and if the public 
convenience and necessity require the granting of more than one 
Certificate B over such route or routes, the commission may grant 
additional Certificate B, but such certificate may be revoked by the 
Commission at the end of any license year as to any particular route 
or routes, if prior to the expiration of such year the commission has 
granted over said route a Certificate A. The Commission shall have 
power to grant a Certificate C to any applicant who does not propose 
to in any way solicit the transportation of persons over such im- 
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proved public highways outside of the corporate limits of any city or 
town, or to operate upon a regular schedule, but who is privately em- 
ployed for a specific trip and who will not solicit or receive patronage 
along the route: Provided, however, That such operators may solicit 
passengers for destination within the corporate limits of any city or 
town wherein such passengers are solicited, and upon such highways 
which are not being served by a holder of Certificate A or B: Pro- 
vided, That nothing in this Act shall apply to motor vehicles carrying 
on the business of transporting passengers or property within the 
limits of any municipality. Provided, further, That any holder of a 
certificate of Class C shall be allowed to operate within a radius of 
2 miles of the corporate limits where he is licensed to do business. 
The Commission shall have power to grant a Certificate D for prop- 
erty carrying vehicles, which will operate upon regular routes and 
schedules over said highways, and the commission may grant a Cer- 
tificate E for property-carrying vehicles which will not operate upon 
any particular route or schedule. The provisions of this Act governing 
the granting of Certificates A and C shall apply to Certificates D and 
E.. In the granting of either a Certificate A, B, or D, the Commission 
may issue same for partial exercise only of the privileges sought, but 
without alteration of the license charges fixed thereon. The Commis- 
sion shall have power to grant a Certificate F to any person, firm, 
or corporation, proposes to engage in the business commonly known 
as contract hauling of freight or property, and when such applicant 
does not propose to operate upon a regular schedule or over a regular 
route, or to solicit or receive patronage along the route.” 


§ 4. Same—Amend Section 6—Applications—License 
Fees—Regulations.—Amend Section 6 by inserting after the 
word “issued” on line 37 the following: “Motor vehicles, including 
carrying capacity, weighing over seven thousand pounds, if equipped 
with solid tires, or over thirteen thousand pounds if equipped with 
pneumatic tires, shall each be charged and pay one-fortieth of a cent 
per each passenger seat, multiplied by the total number of miles that 
said application shall show will be traveled over improved public 
highways of the State by such motor vehicle during the year for 
which said license is issued. Provided, That the minimum fee for 
vehicles licensed hereunder, shall be as follows: For vehicles of not 
over seven passenger capacity, Thirty ($30.00) Dollars; for vehicles 
of over seven and not over twelve passenger capacity, Forty ($40.00) 
Dollars ; for vehicles of over twelve and not over seventeen passenger 
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capacity, Fifty ($50.00) Dollars; for vehicles of over seventeen 
capacity and not over twenty-two passenger capacity Sixty ($60.00) 
Dollars; for vehicles of over twenty-two and not over twenty-seven 
passenger capacity, Seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars; and for vehicles 
of over twenty-seven passenger capacity, Ninety ($90.00) Dollars. 
Amend further Section 6 by striking out after the word “be” on line 
45, the word “twenty” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “twenty- 
five.” Amend further Section 6 by inserting after the word “miles” 
on line 45 the following paragraph: “The holders of Certificates C 
shall annually on or before January 1 of each year pay to the Com- 
mission the following fees: For vehicles weighing not more than two 
thousand pounds, Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars; for vehicles weighing 
in excess of two thousand pounds the fee shall be Fifteen ($15.00) 
Dollars for the first two thousand pounds and Five ($5.00) Dollars 
additional for each additional five hundred pounds or part thereof of 
weight. Amend further Section 6 by inserting after the word “is- 
sued” on line 83, the following: “Provided, That the minimum fee 
for vehicles licensed hereunder shall be as follows: For vehicles of 
not over one ton carrying capacity, Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars; 
for vehicles of carrying capacity of over one ton and not more than 
two tons, Fifty ($50.00) Dollars; for vehicles of carrying capacity 
of over two tons and not over three tons, One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars ; for vehicles of carrying capacity of over three tons, and not 
over four tons, One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars; for ve- 
hicles of carrying capacity of over four tons and not over five tons, 
Two Hundred Fifty ($250.00) Dollars, if equipped with pneumatic 
tires; if equipped with solid tires these minimum fees shall be 
doubled. Amend further Section 6 by striking out after the word 
“of” on line 88 the remainder of that section and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: “Holders of Certificates “E” and “F” shall 
annually on or before January 1 of each year pay to the Commis- 
sion the fcllowing fees: For vehicles of carrying capacity of not 
over one and one-half tons, Thirty ($30.00) Dollars; for vehicles 
of carrying capacity of over one and one-half tons and not over 
two tons, Sixty ($60.00) Dollars; for vehicles of carrying ca- 
pacity of over two tons and not over three tons; One Hundred 
Twenty ($120.00) Dollars; for vehicles of carrying capacity of over 
three tons and not over four tons, Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars; 
for vehicles of carrying capacity of over four tons and not over five 
tons, Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars; for vehicles equipped with 
pneumatic tires; for vehicles equipped fully or partially with solid 
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tires these fees shall be doubled. The fees required of holders of 
Certificates “C,” “E,” and “F” shall be in addition to any license tax 
or license fee charged by any municipality. The provisions prohibiting 
the additional license tax or license fee as provided for holders of 
Certificates “A,” “B,” and “D” shall not apply to classes “C,” “EE” 
and “F.” The fees herein, however, shall be in lieu of all other State 
license fees: Provided, That on and after January 1,1931, the fees 
prescribed in this Section may be paid semi-annually in advance on 
or before January 1 and July 1 of each year. 


Section 6 when so amended shall read as follows: Every motor 
vehicle carrier now operating, or which shall hereafter operate in this 
State, shall, as soon as such certificate is issued, and annually on or 
before each succeeding January lst as long as such certificate remains 
in force, present same, with any changes which have been made 
therein by the commission, to the “State Official” according to the 
method and provision prescribed by law for owners of all motor 
vehicles to make an application in writing for registration and license, 
and state in said application, beside the other matters by law pre- 
scribed the following: (1) In case of holders of Certificate A and B 
‘for passenger vehicles, the seating capacity of said vehicle, their route 
on which said motor vehicle is to be used, whether reserve or substi- 
tute vehicles are maintained by applicant to be used only in emergen- 
cies, and, if so, the number of such reserve and substitute vehicles 
and a complete description of each, and when in use same to be 
designated by a special marker to be furnished by the State Official ; 
the length of route in miles on improved public highways in this 
State; the weight of the vehicle when empty; the schedule under 
which it shall operate during the ensuing year: and, Provided, how- 
ever, That an applicant for a Certificate B will not be required to 
furnish schedule with this application, and for all such motor vehicles 
the following annual fees shall be paid to the Commission for license 
issued by him, and no additional license fees or license tax shall be 
charged the motor vehicle carrier by the State; nor, as to holders of 
Certificate A or B, shall any city, town or county impose a license 
fee or license tax om such motor vehicle carrier. The carrying capacity 
weight of all passenger vehicles shall be computed upon a basis of 
one hundred and fifty pounds per passenger seat. 


Class 1-P. Motor vehicles, including carrying capacity, weighing 
less than seven thousand pounds if equipped with solid tires, or 
thirteen thousand pounds if equipped with pneumatic tires, shall each 
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be charged and pay one fiftieth of a cent per each passenger seat, 
multiplied by the total number of miles that said application shall 
show will be travelled over the improved public highways of this 
State by such motor vehicle during the year for which said license is 
issued. 

Motor vehicles, including carrying capacity, weighing over seven 
thousand pounds, if equipped with solid tires, or over thirteen 
thousand pounds if equipped with pneumatic tires, shall each be 
charged and pay one-fortieth of a cent per each passenger seat, 
multiplied by the total number of miles that said application shall 
show will be travelled over improved public highways of the State by 
such motor vehicle during the year for which said license is issued. 
Provided, That the minimum fee for vehicles licensed hereunder, 
shall’be as follows: For vehicles of not over seven passenger capacity, 
Thirty ($30.00) Dollars; for vehicles of over seven and not over 
twelve passenger capacity, Forty ($40.00) Dollars; for vehicles of 
over twelve and not over seventeen passenger capacity, Fifty ($50.00) 
Dollars; for vehicles of over seventeen and not over twenty-two 
passenger capacity, Sixty ($60.00) Dollars; for vehicles of over 
twenty-two and not over twenty-seven passenger capacity, Seventy-- 
five ($75.00) Dollars; and for vehicles of over twenty-séven passen- 
ger capacity, Ninety ($90.00) Dollars. 

The hoider of Certificate B shall annually pay to the Commission 
for license to operate as holder under such certificate the same amount 
as hereinbefore required of holders of Certificate A, except that in 
computing the amount to be paid for such license, the applicant shall 
estimate the number of miles which his vehicle will travel during the 
period for which his license shall issue; Provided, however, That the 
minimum amount of such estimate shall be twenty-five thousand 
miles. 

The holders of Certificate C shall annually on or before January 1 
of each year pay to the Commission the following fees: For vehicles 
weighing not more than two thousand pounds, Fifteen ($15.00) 
Dollars ; for vehicles weighing in excess of two thousand pounds the 
fee shall be Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars for the first two thousand 
pounds and Five ($5.00) Dollars.additional for each additional five 
hundred pounds or part thereof of weight. 

In case of application for Certificate D, the applicant shall state in 
said application, besides the other matters by law provided the 
carrying capacity as given by manufacturer of such motor vehicles ; 
the route on which said motor vehicle is to be used ; whether reserve 
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or substitute cars are maintained by the applicant to be used only in 
emergencies, and, if so, the number of such reserve and substitute 
cars and a complete description of each, and when in use same to be 
designated by a special marker to be furnished by the Commission ; 
the length of the route in miles on improved public highways in this 
State; the weight of the vehicles when empty; the schedule under 
which it shall operate during the ensuing year. And for all such motor 
vehicles the following annual fees shall be paid to the Commission 
for license issued by it, and no other additional license fee or license 
tax shall be charged the motor vehicle carrier by the State; nor shall 
any city, town or county impose a license fee or license tax on such 
motor vehicle carrier. 


Class X. Motor vehicles weighing three tons or less, including 
carrying capacity, shall each be charged and pay one eighth of a cent 
per each ton mile multiplied by the total number of miles that said 
application shall show will be travelled by such motor vehicle over the 
improved public highways of this State during the year for which .- 
said license is issued. 


Class Y. Motor vehicles weighing over three tons and not over 
five tons if equipped with solid tires, not more than seven tons if 
equipped with pneumatic tires, including carrying capacity, shall each 
be charged and pay one-quarter of a cent per each ton mile, multiplied 
by the total number of miles that said applicant shall show will be 
travelled by such motor vehicle over the improved public highways of 
this State during the year for which said license is issued. 


Class Z. Motor vehicles weighing over five tons and not over 
eight and one-half tons if equipped with solid tires, nor more than 
nine tons if equipped with pneumatic tires, including carrying ca- 
pacity shall each be charged and pay one-half of a cent per each ton 
mile, multiplied by the total number of miles the said application 
shall show will be travelled by such motor vehicle over the improved 
public highways of this State during the year for which said license 
is issued: Provided, That the minimum fees for vehicles hereunder 
shall be as follows: For vehicles of not over one ton carrying ca- 
pacity, Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars; for vehicles of carrying ca- 
pacity of over one ton and not more than two tons, Fifty ($50.00) 
Dollars; for vehicles of carrying capacity of over two tons and not 
over three tons, One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars; for vehicles of 
carrying capacity of over three tons, and not over four tons, One 
Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars; for vehicles of carrying capacity 
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of over four tons and not over five tons, Two Hundred Fifty 
($250.00) Dollars, if equipped with pneumatic tires; if equipped 
with solid tires these minimum fees shall be doubled. Property-carry- 
ing vehicles, equipped with solid tires, weighing over eight and one- 
half tons, including carrying capacity, shall not be licensed. The pro- 
visions of this Act as to motor vehicles carrying property shall not 
apply to baggage of passengers being transported by holders of Cer- 
tificates A, B, and C. 


The holders of Certificates “E” and “F” shall annually on or 
before January 1 of each year pay to the Commission the following 
fees: For vehicles of carrying capacity of not over one and one-half 
tons, Thirty ($30.00) Dollars; for vehicles of carrying capacity of 
over one and one-half tons and not over two tons, Sixty ($60.00) 
Dollars ; for vehicles of carrying capacity of over two tons and not 
over three tons, One Hundred Twenty ($120.00) Dollars; for 
vehicles of carrying capacity of over three tons and not over four 
tons, Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars; for vehicles of carrying 
capacity of over four tons and not over five tons, four hundred 
($400.00) Dollars; for vehicles equipped fully with pneumatic tires ; 
for vehicles equipped fully or partially with solid tires these fees 
shall be doubled. 

The fees required of holders of Certificates “C,” “E” and “F” 
shall be in addition to any license tax or license fee charged by any 
municipality. The provisions prohibiting the additional license tax or 
license fee as provided for holders of Certificates “A,” “B” and “D,” 
shall not apply to classes “C,” “E” and “F.” The fees herein, how- 
ever, shall be in lieu of all other State license fees. Provided, That 
on and after January 1, 1931, the fees prescribed in this section may 
be paid semi-annually in advance on or before January 1 and July 1 
of each year. 


§ 5. Extent of Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed to the extent of said incon- 
sistency : Provided, however, That the provisions of this Act shall not 
be taken or held to repeal an Act, Act No. 606 of the Acts of 1924, 
entitled “An Act to Prohibit the Collection of More Than One 
License Tax or Occupation Tax by Municipalities Within This State 
Upon Certain Businesses,” or to repeal an Act, known as Act No. 653 
of the Acts of 1928, entitled “An Act to Provide for the Control by 
Cities of More than Thirty Thousand and less than Fifty Thousand 
Inhabitants of Transportation by Motor Vehicles.” 
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§ 6. Time When the Act Takes Effect.—This Act shall 
become effective from and after thirty days after its approval by the 
Governor.

No. 605. 
AN ACT to Make Uniform the Law of Bills of Lading 


Section 1. Bills Governed by This Act.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Bills of Lad- 
ing issued by any common carrier shall be governed by this Act. 


§ 2. Forms of Bills—Essential Terms.—Every bill must 
embody within its written or printed terms: 

(a) The date of its issue, 

(b) The name of the person from whom the goods have been re- 
ceived, 

(c) The place where the goods have been received, 

(d) The place to which the goods are to be transported, 

(e) A statement whether the goods received will be delivered to 
a specified person, or to the order of a specified person, 


(£) A description of the goods or of the packages containing them 
which may, however, be in such general terms as are referred to 
in Section 23, and 


(g) The signature of the carrier. 
A negotiable bill shall have the words “order of” printed thereon 


immediately before the name of the person upon whose order the 
goods received are delivered. 


A catrier shall be liable to any person injured thereby for the 
damage caused by the omission from a negotiable bill of any of the 
provisions required in this Section. 


§ 3. Forms of Billk——What Terms May be Inserted.— 
A carrier may insert in a bill, issued by him, any other terms and 
conditions, provided that such terms and conditions shall not: 


(a) Be contrary to law or public policy, or 


(b) In anywise impair his obligation to exercise at least that de- 
gree of care in the transportation and safe-keeping of the goods en- 
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trusted to him which a reasonably careful man would exercise in 
regard to similiar goods of his own. 


§ 4. Definition of Non-negotiable or Straight Bill.—A 
bill in which it is stated that the goods are consigned or destined 
to a specified person, is a non-negotiable or straight bill. 


§ 5. Definition of Negotiable or Order Bill.—A bill in 
which it is stated that the goods are consigned or destined to the 
order of any person named in such bill, is a negotiable or order bill. 

Any provision in such a bill that it is non-negotiable shall not affect 
its negotiability within the meaning of this Act. 


§ 6. Negotiable Bills Must Not be Issued in Sets.—Ne- 
gotiable bills issued in this state for the transportation of goods to 
any place in the United States on the continent of North America, 
except Alaska, shall not be issued in parts or sets. 

If so issued the carrier issuing them shall be liable for failure to 
deliver the goods described therein to any one who purchases a part 
for value in good faith, even though the purchase be after the de- 
livery of the goods by the carrier to a holder of one of the other 
parts. 


§ 7. . Duplicates Negotiable Bills Must be so Marked.— 
When more than one negotiable bill is issued in this state for the 
same goods to be transported to any place in the United States on 
the continent of North America, except Alaska, the word “duplicate” 
or some other word or words indicating that the document is not an 
original bill shall be placed plainly upon the face of every such bill, 
except the one first issued. A carrier shall be liable for the damage 
caused by. his failure so to do to any one who has purchased the 
bill for value in good faith as an original, even though the purchase 
be after the delivery of the goods by the carrier to the holder of’ 
the original bill. 


§ 8. Non-negotiable Bills Shall so Marked.—A non-ne- 
gotiable bill shall have placed plainly upon its face by the carrier 
issuing it “non-negotiable” or “not negotiable.” . 

This Section shall not apply, however, to memoranda or acknowl- 
edgements of an informal character. 


§ 9. Insertion of Person to be Notified.—The insertion in 
a negotiable bill of the name of a person to be notified of the ar- 
rival of the goods shall not limit the negotiability of the bill, or con- 
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stitute notice to a purchaser thereof of any rights or equities of such 
person in the goods. 


§ 10. Acceptance of Bill Indicates Assent to its Terms. 
—Except as otherwise provided in this Act where a consignor re- 
ceives a bill and makes no objection to its terms or conditions at the 
time he receives it, neither the consignor nor any person who accepts 
delivery of the goods, nor any person who seeks to enforce any pro- 
vision of the bill, shall be allowed to deny that he is bound by such 
terms and conditions, so far as they are not contrary to law or public 
policy. 


§ 11. Obligation of Carrier to Deliver.—<A carrier, in the 
absence of some lawful excuse, is bound to deliver goods upon a de- 
mand made either by the consignee named in the bill for the goods, 
or if the bill is negotiable, by the holder thereof, if such demand is 
accompanied by: 

(a) An offer in good faith to satisfy the carrier’s lawful lien 
upon the goods, 

(b) An offer in good faith to surrender, properly indorsed, the 
bill which was issued for the goods, if the bill is negotiable, and 

(c) A readiness and willingnéss to sign, when the goods are de- 
livered, and acknowledgement that they have been delivered, if such 
signature is requested by the carrier. : 

In case the carrier refuses or fails to deliver the goods in com- 
pliance with a demand by the consignee or holder so accompanied, 
the burden shall be upon the carrier to establish the existance of 
a lawful excuse for such refusal or failure. 


§ 12. Justification of Carrier in Delivering.—A carrier 
is justified, subject to the provisions of the three following Sec- 
tions, in delivering goods to one who is: 


(a) A person lawfully entitled to the possession of the goods, or 

(b) The consignee named in a non-negotiable bill for the goods, ~ 
or 

(c) A person in possession of a negotiable bill for the goods by 
the terms of which the goods are deliverable to his order, or which 
has been indorsed to him or in blank by the consignee or by the 
mediate or immediate indorsee of the consignee. 


§ 13. Carrier’s Liability for Mis-delivery.—Where a car- 
rier delivers goods to one who is not lawfully entitled to the posses- 
sion of them, the carrier shall be liable to any one having a right of 
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property or possession in the goods if he delivered the goods other- 
wise than as authorized by subdivision (b) and (c) of the preced- 
ing Section; and, though he delivered the goods as authorized by 
either of said subdivisions, he shall be so liable if prior to such de- 
livery he: 

(a) Had been requested, by or on behalf of a person having a 
right of property or possession in the goods, not to make such de- 
livery, or 


(b) Had information at the time of the delivery that it was to 
a person not lawfully entitled to the possession of the goods. A re- 
quest or information to be effective within the meaning of this 
Section must be given to an officer or agent of the carrier, the actual 
or apparent scope of whose duties includes action upon such a re- 
quest or information, and must be given in time to enable the officer 
or agent to whom it is given, acting with reasonable diligence, to 
.stop delivery of the goods. , 


§ 14. Negotiable Bills Must be Cancelled When Goods 
‘Delivered.—Except as provided in Section 27, and except when 
compelled by legal process, if a carrier delivers goods for which a 
nggotiable bill had been issued, the negotiation of which would trans- 
fer the right to the possession of the goods, and fails to take up and 
cancel the bill, such carrier shall be liable for failure to deliver 
the goods to any one who for value and in good faith purchase such 
bill, whether such purchaser acquired title to the bill before or afte: 
the delivery of the goods by the carrier, and notwithstanding delivery 
was made to the person entitled thereto. 


§ 15. Negotiable Bills Must be Cancelled or Marked 
When Part of Goods Delivered.—Except as provided in Sec- 
tion 27, and except when compelled by legal process, if a carrier de- 
livers part of the goods for which a negotiable bill had been issued 
and fails either: 

(a) To take up and cancel the bill, or 

(b) To place plainly upon it a statement that a portion of the 
goods has been delivered, with a description, which may be in gen- 
eral terms, either of the goods or packages that have been so de- 
livered or of the goods or packages which still remain in the carrier’s 
possession, he shall be liable for failure to deliver all the goods speci- 
fied in the bill, to any one who for value and in good faith purchases 
it, whether such purchaser acquire title to it before or after the de- 
livery of any portion of the goods by the carrier, and notwithstand- 
ing such delivery was made to the person entitled thereto. 
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§ 16. Altered Bills.—Any alteration, addition or erasure in 
a bill after its issue without authority from the carrier issuing the 
same either in writing or noted on the bill shall be void, whatever 
be the nature and purpose of the change, and the bill shall be en- 
forced according to its original tenor. 


§ 17. Lost or Destroyed Bills.—Where a negotiable bill has 
been lost or destroyed a Court of competent jurisdiction may order 
the delivery of the goods upon satisfactory proof of such loss or 
destruction and upon the giving of a bond with sufficient surety to 
be approved by the Court to protect the carrier or any person in- 
jured by such delivery from any liability or loss, incurred by rea- 
son of the original bill remaining outstanding. The Court may also 
in its discretion order the payment of the carrier’s reasonable costs 
and counsel fees. 


The delivery of the goods under an order of the Court as provided 
in this Section, shall not relieve the carrier from liability to a person 
to whom the negotiable bill has been or shall be negotiated for value 
without notice of the proceedings or of the delivery of the goods. 


§ 18. Effect of Duplicate Bills.—A bill upon the face of 
which the word ‘‘duplicate” or some other word or words indicating 
that the document is not an original bill is placed plainly shall impose 
upon the carrier issuing the same the liability of one who represents 
and warrants that such bill is an accurate copy of an original bill 
properly issued, but no other liability. 


§ 19. Carrier Cannot Set up Title in Himself.—No title 
to goods or right to their possession, asserted by a carrier for his 
own benefit, shall excuse him from liability for refusing to deliver 
the goods according to the terms of a bill issued for them, unless 
such title or right is derived directly or indirectly from a transfer 
made by the consignor or consignee after the shipment, or from 
the carrier’s lien. 


§ 20. Interpleader of Adverse Claimants.—If more than 
one person claims the title or possession of goods, the carrier may re- 
quire all claimants to interplead, either as a defence to an action 
brought against him for non-delivery of the goods, or as an original 
suit, whichever is appropriate. 


§ 21. Carrier Has Reasonable Time to Determine Valid- 
ity of Claims.—If some one other than the consignee or person 
in possession of the bill, has a claim to the title or possession of the 
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goods, and the carrier has information of such claim, the carrier shall 
be excused from liability for refusing to deliver the goods either to 
the consignee or person in possession of the bill, or to the adverse 
claimant, until the carrier has had a reasonable time to ascertain 
the validity of the adverse claim or to bring legal proceedings to 
compel all claimants to interplead. 


§ 22. Adverse Title is no Defense Except as Above Pro- 
vided.—Except as provided in the two preceding sections and in 
Section 12, no right or title of a third person unless enforced by 
legal process shall be a defense to an action brought by the consignee 
of a non-negotiable bill or by the holder of a negotiable bill against 
the carrier for failure to deliver the goods on demand. 


§ 23. Liability for Non-receipt or Misdescription of 
Goods.—If a bill of lading has been issued by a carrier or on his 
behalf by an agent or employee the scope of whose actual or apparent 
- authority includes the issuing of bills of lading, the carrier shall be 
liable to: 


(a) The consignee named in a non-negotiable bill, or 
(b) The holder of a negotiable bill, 


Who has given value in good faith relying upon the description 
therein of the goods, for damages caused by the non-receipt by the 
carrier or a connecting carrier of all or part of the goods or their 
failure to correspond with the description thereof in the bill at the 
time of its issue. 


If, however, the goods are described in a bill merely by a state- 
ment of marks or labels upon them or upon packages containing 
them, or by a statement that the goods are said to be goods of a 
certain kind or quantity, or in a certain condition, or it is stated in 
the bill that packages are said to contain goods of a certain kind or 
quantity or in a certain condition, or that the contents or condition 
of the contents of packages are unknown, or words of like purport 
are contained in the bill, such statements, if true, shall not make 
liable the carrier issuing the bill, although the goods are not of the 
kind or quantity or in the condition which the marks or labels upon 
them indicate, or of the kind or quantity or in the condition they 
were said to be by the consignor. The carrier may, also by inserting 
in the bills the words “shipper’s load and count” or other words 
of like purport indicate that the goods were loaded by the shipper 
and the description of them made by him; and if such statement be 
true, the carrier shall not be liable for damages caused by the im- 
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proper loading or by the non-receipt or by the misdescription of 
the goods described in the bill. 


§ 24. Attachment or Levy Upon Goods for Which a Ne- 
gotiable Bill Has Been Issued.—If goods are delivered to a car- 
rier by the owner or by a person whose act in conveying the title 
to them to a purchaser for value in good faith would bind the 
owner and a negotiable bill is issued for them, they cannot thereafter, 
while # the possession of the carrier, be attached by garnishment 
or otherwise, or be levied upon under an execution, unless the bill 
be first surrendered to the carrier or its negotiation enjoined. The 
carrier shall in no such case be compelled to deliver the actual pos- 
session of the goods until the bill is surrendered to him or impounded 
by the Court. 


§ 25. Creditor’s Remedies to Reach Negotiable Bills.— 
A creditor whose debtor is the owner of a negotiable bill shall be 
entitled to such aid from Courts of appropriate jurisdiction by in- 
junction and otherwise in attaching such bill, or in satisfying the 
claims by means thereof as is allowed at law or in equity in regard 
to property which cannot readily be attached or levied upon by 
ordinary legal process. 


§ 26. Negotiable Bills Must State Charges for Which 
Lien is Claimed.—If a negotiable bill is issued the carrier shall 
have no lien on the goods therein mentioned, except for charges on 
those goods for freight, storage, demurrage and terminal charges, 
and expense necessary for the preservation of the goods or incident 
to their transportation subsequent to the date of the bill, unless the 
bill expressly enumerates other charges for which a lien is claimed. 
In such case there shall also be a lien for the charges enumerated so 
far as they are allowed by law and the contract between the consignor 
and the carrier. 


§ 27. Effect of Sale.—After the goods have been lawfully 
sold to satisfy a carrier’s lien, or because they have not been claimed, 
or because they are perishable or hazardous, the carrier shall not 
thereafter be liable for failure to deliver the goods to the consignee 
or owner of the goods, or to a holder of the bill given for the goods 
when they were shipped, even if such bill be negotiable. 


§ 28. Negotiation of Negotiable Bills by Delivery.—A 
negotiable bill may be negotiated by delivery where, by the terms 
of the bill, the carrier undertakes to deliver the goods to the order 
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of a specified person, and such person or a subsequent indorsee of 
the bill has indorsed it in blank. 


§ 29. Negotiation of Negotiable Bills by Endorsement. 
—A negotiable bill may be negotiated by the indorsement of the per- 
son to whose order the goods are deliverable by the tenor of the bill. 
Such indorsement may be in blank or to a specified person. If in- 
dorsed to a specified person, it may be negotiated again by indorse- 
ment of such person in blank or to another specified person. Sub- 
sequent negotiation may be made in like manner. 


§ 30. Transfer of Bills.—A bill may be transferred by the 
holder by delivery accompanied with an agreement, express or im- 
plied, to transfer the title to the bill or to the goods represented there- 
by. A non-negotiable bill cannot be negotiated, and the indorsement 
of such a bill gives the transferee no additional right. 


§ 31. Who May Negotiate Bills.—A negotiable bill may 
be negotiated by any person in possession of the same, however such 
possession may have been acquired if, by the terms of the bill, the 
carrier undertakes to deliver the goods to the order of such person, or 
if at the time of negotiation the bill is in such form that it may be 
negotiated by delivery. 


§ 32. Rights of Person to Whom a Bill Has Been Ne- 
gotiated.—A person to whom a negotiable bill has been duly ne- 
gotiated acquires thereby: 


(a) Such title to the goods as the person negotiating the bill to 
him had or had ability to convey to a purchaser in good faith for 
the value, and also such title to the goods as the consignee and con- 
signor had or had power to convey to a purchaser in good faith for 
value, and 


(b) The direct obligation of the carrier to hold possession of the 
goods for him according to the terms of the bill as fully as if the 
‘carrier had contracted directly with him. 


§ 33. Rights of Person to Whom a Bill Has Been Trans- 
ferred.—A person to whom a bill has been transferred but not ne- 
gotiated acquires thereby as against the transferor, the title to the 
goods, subject to the terms of any agreement with the transferor. 
If the bill is non-negotiable, such person also acquires the right to 
notify the carrier of the transfer to him of such bill, and thereby to 
become the direct obligee of whatever obligations the carrier owed 
to the transferor of the bill immediately before the notification. 
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Prior to the notification of the carrier by the transferor or trans- 
feree of a non-negotiable bill, the title of the transferee to the goods 
-and the right to acquire the obligation of the carrier may be de- 
feated by garnishment or by attachment or execution upon the goods 
by a creditor of the transfer or by a notification to the carrier by 
the transferor or a subsequent purchaser from the transferor of 
a subsequent sale of the goods by the transferor. 

A carrier has not received notification within the meaning of this 
Section unless as officer or agent of the carrier, the actual or ap- 
parent scope of whose duties includes action upon such a notification, 
has been notified; and no notification shall be effective until the 
officer or agent to whom it is given has had time with the exercise of 
reasonable diligence to communicate with the agent or agents having 
actual possession or control of the goods. 


§ 34. Transfer of Negotiable Bill Without Endorse- 
ment.—Where a negotiable bill is transferred for value by delivery, 
and the indorsement of the transferor is essential for negotiation, 
the transferee acquires a right against the transferor to compel him 
to indorse the bill, unless a contrary intention appears. The negotia- 
tion shall take effect as of the time when the indorsement is actually 
made. This obligation may be specifically enforced. 


§ 35. Warranties on Sale of Bill.—A person who negoti- 
ates or transfers for value a bill by indorsement or delivery, includ- 
ing one who assigns for value a claim secured by a bill, unless a 
contrary intention appears warrants: 

(a) That the bill is genuine, 

(b) That he has a legal right to transfer it, 

(c) That he has knowledge of no fact which would impair the 
validity or worth of the bill, and 

(d) That he has a right to transfer the title to the goods, and that 
the goods are merchantable or fit for a particular purpose whenever 
such warranties would have been implied, if the contract of the 
parties had been to transfer without a bill the goods represented 
thereby. 

In the case of an assignment of a claim secured by a bill, the lia- 
bility of the assignor shall not exceed the amount of the claim, 


§ 36. Indorser Not a Guarantor.—The indorsement of a 
bill shall not make the indorser liable for any failure on the part of 
the carrier or previous indorsers of the bill to fulfill their respective 
obligations. 
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§ 37. No Warranty Implied From Accepting Payment 
of a Debt.—A mortgagee or pledgee, or other holder of a bill for 
security who in good faith demands or received payment of the 
debt for which such bill is security, whether from a party to a-draft 
drawn for such debt or from any other person, shall not be deemed 
by so doing to represent or to warrant the genuineness of such bill or 
the quantity or quality of the goods therein described. 


§ 38. When Negotiation Not Impaired by Fraud, Acci- 
dent, Mistake, Duress or Conversion.—The validity of the ne- 
gotiation of a bill is not impaired by the fact that such negotiation 
was a breach of duty on the part of the person making’the nego- 
tiation, or by the fact that the owner of the bill was deprived of 
the possession of the same by fraud, accident, mistake, duress or 
conversion, if the person to whom the bill was negotiated, or a 
person to whom the bill was subsequently negotiated, gave value 
therefor, in good faith, without notice of the breach of duty, fraud, 
accident, mistake, duress or conversion. 


§ 39. Subsequent Negotiations.—Where a person having 
sold, mortgaged, or pledged goods which are in a carrier’s possession 
and for which a negotiable bill has*been issued, or having sold, mort- 
gaged, or pledged the negotiable bill representing such goods, con- 
tinues in possession of the negotiable bill, the subsequent negotiation 
thereof by that person under any sale, pledge, or other disposition 
thereof to any person receiving the same in good faith, for value 
and without notice of the previous sale, shall have the same effect 
as if the first purchaser of the goods or bill has expressly authorized 
the subsequent negotiation. 


§ 40. Form of the Bill as Indicating Rights of Buyer 
and Seller.—Where goods are shipped by the consignor in accord- 
ance with a contract or order for their purchase, the form in which 
the bill is taken by the consignor shall indicate the transfer or re- 
tention of the property or right to the possession of the goods as. 
follows: 

(a) Where by the bill the goods are deliverable to the buyer or 
to his agent, or to the order of the buyer or of his agent, the con- 
signor thereby transfers the property in the goods to the buyer. 

(b) Where by the bill the goods are deliverable to the seller or 
to his agent, or to the order of the seller or of his agent, the seller 
thereby reserves the property the goods. But if, except for the form 
of the bill, the property would have passed to the buyer on the ship- 
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ment of the goods, the seller’s property in the goods shall be deemed 
to be only for the purpose of securing performance by the buyer of 
his obligations under this contract. : 


(c) Whereby the bill the goods are deliverable to the order of 
the buyer or his agent, but possession of the bill is retained by the 
seller or his agent, the seller thereby reserves a right to the posses- 
sion of the goods, as against the buyer. 


(d) Where the seller draws on the buyer for the price and trans- 
mits the draft and bill together to the buyer to secure acceptance or 
payment of the draft, the buyer is bound to return the bill if he does 
not honor the draft, and if he wrongfully retains the bill he acquires 
no added right thereby. If, however, the bill provides that the goods 
are deliverable to the buyer, or to the order of the buyer, or is en- 
dorsed in blank or to the buyer by the consignee named therein, one 
who purchases in good faith, for value, the bill or goods from the 
buyer, shall obtain the title to the goods, although the draft has 
not been honored, if such purchaser has received delivery of the 
bill indorsed by the consignee named therein, or of the goods, with- 
out notice of the facts making the transfer wrongful. 


§ 41. Demand, Presentation or Sight Draft Must be 
Paid, But Draft on More Than Three Days Time Merely 
Accepted Before Buyer is Entitled to the Accompanying 
Bill.— Where the seller of goods draws on the buyer for the price 
of the goods and transmits the draft and a bill of lading for the 
goods either directly to the buyer or through a bank or other agency, 
unless a different intention on the part of the seller, appears, the 
buyer and all other parties interested shall be justified in assuming: 

(a) If the draft is by terms or legal effect payable on demand or 
presentation or at sight, or not more than three days thereafter 
(whether such three days be termed days of grace or not), that the 
seller intended to require payment of the draft before the buyer 
should be entitled to receive or retain the bill. 

(b) If the draft is by its terms payable on time, extending beyond 
three days after demand, presentation on sight (whether such three 
days be termed days of grace or not), that the seller intended to re- 
quire acceptance, but not payment of the draft before the buyer 
should be entitled to receive or retain the bill. 

The provisions of this section are applicable whether by the terms 
of the bill the goods are consigned to the seller, or to his order, or to 
the buyer, or to his order, or to a third person, or to his order. 
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§ 42. Negotiation Defeats Vendor’s Lien.—Where a ne- 
gotiable bill has been issued for goods, no seller’s lien or right of 
" stoppage in transit shall defeat the rights of any purchaser for value 
in good faith to whom such bill has been negotiated, whether such 
negotiation be prior or subsequent to the notification to the carrier 
who issued such bill of the seller’s claim to a lien or right of stop- 
page in transitu. 

Nor shall the carrier be obliged to deliver or justified in delivering 
the goods to an unpaid seller unless such bill is first surrendered for 
cancellation. 


§ 43. When Rights and Remedies Under Mortgages and 
Liens are not Limited.—Except as provided in Section 42, noth- 
ing in this act shall limit the rights and remedies of a mortgagee or 
lien holder whose mortgage or lien on goods would be valid, apart 
from this act, as against one who for value and in good faith pur- 
chased from the owner, immediately prior to the time of their 
delivery to the carrier, the goods which are subject to the mortgage 
or lien and obtained possession of them. 


§ 44. Issue of Bills for Goods Not Received.—Any of- 
ficer, agent, or servant of a carrier, who with intent to defraud. 
issues or aids in issuing a bill knowing that all or any part of the 
goods for which such bill is issued have not been received by such 
carrier, or by an agent or such carrier or by a connecting carrier, or 
are not under the carrier’s control at the time of issuing such bill, 
shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall be punished 
for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding five years, or by a 
fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by both. 


§ 45. Issue of Bill Containing False Statement— 
Penalty.—Any officer, or servant of a carrier, who with intent to 
defraud issues or aids in issuing a bill for goods knowing that it con- 
tains any false statement, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon con- 
viction shall be punished for each offense by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year, or by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or 
by both. 


§ 46. Issue of Duplicate Bills Not so Marked.—Any of- 
ficer, agent or servant of a carrier, who with intent to defraud 
issues or aids in issuing a duplicate or additional negotiable bill for 
goods in violation of the provisions of Section 7, knowing that a 
former negotiable bill for the same goods or any part of them is 
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outstanding and uncancelled, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon 
conviction shall be punished for each offense by imprisonment not 
exceeding five years, or by a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or by both. 


§ 47. Negotiation of Bill for Mortgaged Goods.—Any 
person who ships goods to which he has not title, or upon which there 
is a lien or mortgage, and who takes for such goods a negotiable 
bill which he afterwards negotiates for value with intent to deceive 
and without disclosing his want of title or the existence of the lien 
or mortgage, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall 
be punished for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or by both. 


§ 48. Negotiation of Bill When Goods Are Not in 
Carrier’s Possession.—Any person who with intent to deceive ne- 
gotiates or transfers for value a bill knowing that any or all of the 
goods which by the terms of such bill appear to have been received 
for transportation by the carrier which issues the bill are not in the 
possession or control of such carrier, or of a connecting carrier, 
without disclosing this fact, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon con- 
viction shall be punished for each offense by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding five years, or by a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or by both. 


§ 49. Inducing Carrier to Issue Bill When Goods Have 
Not Been Received.—Any person who with intent to defraud 
secures the issue by a carrier of a bill knowing that at the time of 
such issue, any or all of the goods described in such bill as received 
for transportation have not been received by such carrier, or an 
agent of such carrier or a connecting carrier or are not under the 
carrier’s control, by inducing an officer, agent, or servant of such car- 
rier falsely to believe that such goods have been received by such 
carrier, or are under its control, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon 
conviction shall be punished for each offense by imprisonment not 
exceeding five years, or by a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or by both. 


§ 50. Issue of Non-negotiable Bill Not so Marked.— 
Any person who with intent to defraud issues or aids in issuing a 
non-negotiable bill without the words “non-negotiable” placed plainly 
upon the face thereof, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction 
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shall be punished for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding 
five years, or by a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by 
both. 


§ 51. Rules for Cases Not Provided for in This Act.— 
In any case not provided for in this act, the rules of law and equity, 
including the law merchant, and in particular the rules relating to the 
law of principal and agent, executors, administrators and trustees, 
and to the effect of fraud, misrepresentation, duress or coercion, acci- 
dent, mistake, bankruptcy, or other invalidating cause, shall govern. 


§ 52.. (Interpretation Shall Give Effect to Purpose of 
Uniformity.)—This Act shall be so interpreted and construed as 
to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform the law of those 
States which enact it. 


§ 53. Definitions.—(1) In this Act, unless the context or 
subject matter otherwise requires: 

“Action” includes counter claim, set-off, and suit in equity. 

“Bill” means bill of lading. 

“Consignee” means the person named in the bill as the person to 
whom delivery of the goods is to be made. 

“Consignor” means the person named in the bill as the person from 
whom the goods have been received for shipment. 

“Goods” means merchandise or chattels in course of transportation, 
or which have been or are about to be transported. 

“Holder” of a bill means a person who had both actual possession 
of such bill and a right of property therein. 

“Order” means an order by indorsement of the bill. 

“Owner” does not include mortgagee or pledgee. 

“Person” includes a corporation or partnership or two or more 
persons having a joint or common interest. 

To “purchase” includes to take as mortgagee and to take as pledgee. 

“Purchase” includes mortgagee and pledgee. 

“Value” is any consideration sufficient to support a simple con- 
tract. : 

An antecedent or pre-existing obligation, whether for money or 
not, constitutes value where a bill is taken either in satisfaction 
thereof or as security therefor. 


(2) A thing is done “in good ‘faith,’ within the meaning of this 
act when it is in fact done honestly, whether it be done negligently or 
not. 
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§ 54. Act Does Not Apply to Existing Bills.—The provi- 
sions of this Act do not apply to bills made and delivered prior to 
the taking effect thereof. 


§ 55. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 56. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Amend Section Five of Article

empower the State Treasurer to pay the salaries of State Officers 
and employees during the months of January and February of each 
year and to provide for the borrowing of sufficient funds by the 
Governor, State Treasurer and Comptroller General,” be, and the 
same is hereby amended by adding after the word “salaries” on line 
three of Section One the following “and Expense allowance in lieu 
of salaries” so that said Act when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 1. That State Treasurer is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to pay the salaries and expense allowance in 
lieu of salaries of State Officers, County Auditors and Treasurers 
and Employees for the months of January and February of each 
year, the same to be paid upon a warrant issued by the Comptroller 
General and the Comptroller General is hereby required to issue such 
warrants. The payment of all salaries of State officers, County Au- 
ditors and Treasurers and employees shall be made upon the basis 
of the preceding year as set forth in the Appropriation Act, except 
constitutional officers who shall be paid at the rate specified in the 
Statutes for the term for which they have been elected.” 


§ 2. State May Borrow—Notes—Payment.—In case the 
State Treasurer should not have funds sufficient and available to 
pay the salaries as provided for in Section 1 of this Act, then the

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That when the ward or wards of any general or 
public guardian move from the county in which the guardian has 
already been appointed to some other county within this State and 
takes up his, her or their legal residence in such county, such ward 
or wards if fourteen years of age or over, and if under fourteen 
years of age, then the father, if living, and if not, then the mother, 
and if neither parents are living then the one with whom such ward 
or minors have their residence, may petition the Probate Court of 
the County of the residence of such minor for the appointment of a 
guardian or guardians residing within their county, and such ap- | 
pointment shall be made if the Probate Court of such county shall 
adjudge that it is for the interest of the minors to appoint a guardian 
in such county. When such guardian or guardian have been ap- 
pointed and qualified, the Probate Court of the county of the former 
residence shall, after requiring the guardian appointed by his Court 
_ to account to and deliver in said Court all the estate of such ward or

AN ACT to Provide for the Final Liquidation and Disposi- 
tion of Insolvent Banks Which Have Been Closed by 
Order of the State Bank Examiner. 


Section 1. Procedure to Wind Up the Affairs Certain 
Closed Banks.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That when in the liquidation of a closed 
bank the assets of such bank have been fully converted into cash, 
the State Bank Examiner or Receiver may petition the Circuit Court 
for the Judicial Circuit in which the bank is located, or the Circuit 
Court which appointed a Receiver of the Bank, for an order to finally 
liquidate and wind up its affairs. Upon such order being obtained, 
the following procedure shall be followed: 


(1) The State Bank Examiner or Receiver shall publish, or cause 
to be published, in a newspaper of general circulation in the county 
or counties in which the bank is located, a notice to all creditors and 
depositors fixing a date not less than thirty days from the date of 
first insertion as the final date for the filing of claims, the publica- 
tion to be made once a week for four successive weeks. 


(2) The State Bank Examiner or Receiver shall make, or cause to 
be made, a notice, either on a postcard with a return postcard or a 
letter with a return self-addressed postcard, notifying all depositors 
and claimants against the bank at their last known address accord- 
ing to the records of the State Bank Examiner or Receiver, that the 
final dividend or payment will be made on a date thirty days from 
the date fixed as the final date for the filing of claims. 


(3) The State Bank Examiner or Receiver, shall prior to the date 
fixed for the payment of the final dividend compile a list of all de- 
positors and claimants with the addresses as known to him, or those 
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who have returned postcards with their present address on it, and 
this list shall be the total entire list of those who are entitled to share 
in the final dividend or payment, and all depositors and claimants 
who do not notify the State Bank Examiner, or whose whereabouts 
he does not know, shall be excluded from the list of those to receive - 
the final dividend. The amount remaining to be paid to depositors and 
creditors of the bank shall be pro-rated among those depositors and 
creditors who appear on the final list in proportion to the respective 
amounts of their claims. No claim shall be allowed against a bank 
in liquidation except for moneys paid or services rendered and no 
penalty for usury or for any other reason shall be paid out of the 
funds of the bank during.the process of liquidation. The Court shall 
have the power in making an order for the final liquidation to make 
suitable provisions for the necessary and proper expenses incident 
to the final liquidation, to be deducted before making the final dis- 
tribution among the depositors and creditors. If at the time of final 
liquidation any depositor cannot be located and the check which is 
mailed to them is returned to the State Bank Examiner, or Receiver, 
or if any depositor or creditor shall leave no address but shall request 
that the final payment be held by the State Bank Examiner, or Re- 
ceiver, at the office where the liquidation takes place and does not 
call for the same within thirty (30) days from the time of final 
liquidation, these amounts shall be at once turned over to the County 
Treasurer of the County in which the bank is located, and shall be 
held by him for a period of one (1) years from the date of final 
payment to depositors and creditors, and if not called for before the 
end of the year, they shall become the property of the County and 
shall become a part of the funds of the County and shall be used for 
ordinary County purposes. 


§ 1-A. Notices Heretofore Published Bar Certain 
Claims.—The advertisement and notice by mailing to creditors and 
depositors required by Section one hereof shall not be necessary to 
bar their claims against banks now in liquidation, where notices re- 
quiring the filing of claims have heretofore been published or mailed 
pursuant to an order of Court.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The State Highway Commission is hereby au- 
thorized to establish such reasonable regulations as the said Commis- 
sion may deem appropriate for controlling the qualifications of con- 
tractors allowed to bid on work of the State Highway Department. 
The said regulations may fix eligibility requirements for bidders 
according to available capital and with due regard to experience and 
records of past performance: Provided, That in no case shall the 
eligibility rating of any bidder be influenced by nationality or place 
of residence: Provided, further, That no regulations of the State 
Highway Commission for controlling the qualifications of bidders 
shall become effective until at least thirty (30) days after the said 
regulations shall have been formally adopted and published.

AN ACT to Amend Section (4744), Volume III, Code of 
Laws, 1922, by Fixing the Term of any Persons Hold- 
ing Positions in the Police Department or Fire Depart- 
ment in Cities of More Than 35,000 Inhabitants and 
Less Than 45,000 Inhabitants, According to the United 
States Census for the Year 1920. 


Section 1. Section No. 4744, Code, 1922, Volume III, 
Amended—Fixing Term of Persons Holding Positions in 
Police or Fire Departments in Cities of More Than 35,000 
and Less Than 45,000, 1920 Census.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 
(4744), Volume ITI, Code of Laws, 1922, be, and the same is hereby 
amended by adding thereto at the end thereof the following, to wit: 
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“Provided, further, That from and after the Ist day of July, 
A. D. 1931, any and all persons elected to fill any positions in the 
fire department or police department in cities of more than 35,000 
inhabitants and less than 45,000 inhabitants, according to the United 
States census for the year, 1920, shall hold their office for a term of 
four (4) years, or until their successors have been elected and quali- 
fied, or unless they have been removed from such positions as herein- 
before set forth and in the manner hereinbefore provided: Provided, 
further, That in cities of more than 35,000 and less than 45,000 in- 
habitants, according to the United States census for the year 1920, 
for good cause, a fireman or policeman above the rank of that of 
private may be, by Council, reduced to the rank of a private: Pro- 
vided, further, That in cities of more than 35,000 and less than 45,- 
000 inhabitants, according to the United States census for the year 
1920, the term of office or position herein provided for shall not 
apply to such persons who are elected or selected to positions in the 
fire department or police department for temporary services only, 
or when an emergency exists necessitating the temporary employ- 
ment of a fireman or policeman: Provided, further, That in cities of 
more than 35,000 or less than 45,000 inhabitants, according to the 
United States census for the year 1920, nothing herein contained 
shall be construed so as to prevent City Council, in good faith for 
the purpose of economy, or for any other purpose, which, in their 
judgment, serves the public welfare, from abolishing any office now 
existing or which may be hereafter created in the fire department or 
police department: Provided, further, That in cities of more than 
35,000 and less than 45,000 inhabitants, according to the United 
States census for the year 1920, this Act shall not be construed as 
requiring a re-examination or another certification by the Commis- 
sion to the Council of those persons who are now and shall be at the 
time of the passage of this Act qualified and filling the positions’ here- 
in affected, nor shall it be construed as in any wise affecting the 
personnel or terms of office of the Civil Service Commissioners as 
now constituted,” so that said Section when so amended shall read 
as follows: 


Section (4744). The City Council, immediately after organizing 
under this Article, shall by ordinance appoint three Civil Service 
Commissioners, who shall hold office for two, four and six years, 
the successors to each to be thereafter appointed for the term of six 
years, at the expiration of the preceding term of service, such com- 
missioners to be removable from office by Council only for cause, 
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_ four Councilmen voting for such removal. Council shall have au- 
thority to fill any vacancy for the unexpired term. The said Civil 
Service Commissioners shall, twice a year, or oftener, if they deem 
it necessary, under such rules and regulations as they may prescribe, 
hold examinations for the purpose of determining the qualifications 
of applicants for positions on the police force, in the fire department, 
or in any other special line of service in the City government, which 
by the Council may be placed under the civil service regulations. The 
examination for each line of service is to be practical, fairly testing 
the fitness of the persons examined to discharge efficiently the duties 
of the particular line of employment. The commissioners shall, as 
soon as practicable after such examination certify to the Council the 
persons who have satisfactorily passed such examination, stating the 
order of excellence: Provided, however, That the Commissioners 
shall not certify the name of (and may deny the examination to), 
any persons as to whose honesty and integrity, or general moral 
character, they have not reasonably satisfied themselves by affirma- 
tive investigation. Council may choose employees in the civil service 
departments of the government, which shall always include the police 
department and the fire department, only from persons so certified 
by the Civil Service Commissoners; and no appointee to a civil 
service position shall be removed from office by Council except by 
and with the approval of a majority of the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners upon charges duly presented, as to which the said employees 
shall have the opportunity to make his defense: /'rovided, however, 
That the Chief of Police and the Chief of the Fire Department, or 
any superintendent or foreman in charge of municipal work, may 
temporarily suspend or discharge any subordinate then under his di- 
rection for neglect of duty or disobedience of his orders, but shall 
within twenty-four hours thereafter report such suspension or dis- 
charge, and the reason therefor, to the member of Council who may 
be the superintendent of said department, who shall thereupon affirm 
or revoke such discharge or suspension, which shall be final unless 
such employee shall, within five days of such ruling, appeal therefrom 
to Council, which shall, with the Civil Service Commissioners, fully 
hear and determine the matter, and shall not finally discharge the em- 
ployee without the concurrence of two-thirds of the Civil Service 
Commissioners. It shall further be the duty of the Civil Service Com- 
missioners to give attention to the work of all the departments with- 
in the Civil Service of said City, and to make reports to Council and 
such publications to the public as they may deem proper. Said Civil 
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Service Commissioners may be removed upon petition and vote, as . 
hereinabove provided, for members of Council. Each Civil Service 
Commissioner shall be paid an annual salary of Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars, payable quarterly: Provided, further, That from 
and after the first day of July, 1931, any and all persons elected to 
fill any postions in the fire department or police department in cities 
of more than 35,000 inhabitants and less than 45,000 inhabitants, ac- 
cording to the United States census for the year 1920, shall hold their 
office for a term of four (4) years, or until their successors have 
been elected and qualified, or unless they have been removed from 
such positions as hereinbefore set forth, and in the manner herein- 
before provided: Provided, further, That in cities of more than 35,- 
000 and less than 45,000 inhabitants according to the United States 
census for the year 1920, for good cause, a fireman or policeman 
above the rank of that of private may be, by Council, reduced to the 
rank of a private: Provided, further, That in cities of more than. 
35,000 and less than 45,000 inhabitants, according to the United 
States census for the year 1920, the term of office or position herein 
provided for shall not apply to such persons who are elected or 
selected to positions in the fire department or police department for 
temporary services only, or when an emergency exists necessitating 
the temporary employment of a fireman or policeman: Provided, 
further, That in cities of more than 35,000 and less than 45,000 in- 
habitants, according to the United States census for the year 1920, 
nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to prevent City 
Council, in good faith and for the purpose of economy, or for any 
other purpose, which, in their judgment, serves the public welfare, 
from abolishing any office now existing, or which may be hereafter 
created in the fire department or police department: Provided, 
further, That in cities of more than 35,000 and less than 45,000 in- 
habitants, according to the United States census for the year 1920, 
this Act shall not be construed as requiring a re-examination or an- 
other certification by the Commission to the Council of those persons 
who are now and shall be at the time of the passage of this Act 
qualified and filling the positions herein affected, nor shall it be con- 
strued as in any wise affecting the personnel or terms of office of the 
Civil Service Commissioners as now constituted: Provided, That 
the provisions of the above Act shall also apply to Inspectors of the 
City Health Department in cities of over thirty-five thousand (35,- 
000) and less than forty-five thousand (45,000) inhabitants accord- 
ing to 1920 census: Provided, further, That in case of suspension or 
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discharge of a health inspector the same shall be reported to the 
Board of Health, who shall thereupon affirm or reject said suspen- 
sion and the same will be final unless such employee shall within five 
(5) days of such ruling appeal therefrom to City Council, which 
shall, with the Civil Service Commission, fully hear and determine 
the matter, and shall not finally discharge the employee without the 
concurrence of two-thirds (2/3) of the Civil Service Commission. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Repeal an Act Entitled “An Act to Amend Sec- 
tion 4751 of Volume 3 of Code of Laws of: 1922, Re- 
lating to Powers of School Trustees to Condemn Lands 
for School Purposes, so as to Enlarge the Same,” Ap- 
proved 2lst Day of March, A. D., 1924, Known 
as Act No. 689 of the Acts of 1924, and To Repeal Sec- 
tion 4751 of Volume 3 of Code of Laws of 1922, Re- 
lating to Powers of School Commissioners in Certain 
Cities to Condemn Lands: And To Further Provide for 
the Condemnation of Lands by School Trustees for 
School Purposes. 


Section 1. Act No. 689 of the Acts 1924 and Section 
4751, Code, 1922, Volume III—Repealed.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act 
entitled “An Act to amend Section 4751 of Volume 3, Code of Laws 
of 1922, Relating to powers of school trustees to condemn lands for 
school purposes, so as to enlarge the same,” approved 21st day of 
March, A. D. 1924, known as Act No. 689 of the Acts of 1924, and 
Section 4751 of Volume 3 of Code of Laws of 1922, relating to 
powers of school commissioners in certain cities to condemn lands, 
be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 2. School Boards and Trustees Allowed to Purchase 
Land—Title—Condemnation Allowed Where Owner Re- 
fuses to Sell at Reasonable Price—Procedure—Appeals— 
Condemnation Jury—-Challenges Allowed.—That from and 
after the passage of this Act the following shall be known and desig- 
nated as Section 4751, 4751-A, 4751-B of Volume 3, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1922: 


“Section 4751. Whenever the Boards of Public School Commis- 
sioners and Boards of School Trustees of school districts deem it 
expedient to acquire lands for the erection thereon of any public 
school house or building or making any addition to or extension of 
any public school house or building already established or for public . 
school play grounds, or other use for such public schools, they shall 
have power to purchase the lots or parcels of land necessary for such 
purposes and the fee simple title of said land shall be vested in said 
Boards of Public School Commissioners and Boards of School Trus- 
tees of School Districts from the day of the date of sale.” 
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“Section 4751-A. In case any owner or owners of said lot or 
lots or parcels of land as aforesaid shall refuse to sell the same, or 
shall demand what. may be deemed by such authorities an unreason- 
able price, then the said authorities shall notify such owners that the 
land is required for such purposes and that application will be made 
to the Clerk of Court of Common Pleas for the drawing of a jury 
in condemnation to determine and fix upon the true and real value of 
said land, and any damage thereto by reason of the taking thereof. 
And on the payment of the value of said lot or lots, or parcel of land 
as ascertained and determined in the manner above provided, the 
fee simple title of the said lot, lots or parcels of land, shall be vested 
in the Board of Public School Commissioners and the Boards of 
School Trustees of School Districts, and the said owner shall execute 
his deed, without warranty therefor, to said Boards of Public School 
Commissioners or Boards of School Trustees of School Districts. 
In case either party shall be dissatisfied with the valuation placed by 
the jury in condemnation upon the lot or lots or parcels of land, it 
shall and may be lawful to appeal from the same upon giving notice 
of such appeal to the other party within ten days from the time of 
receiving notification of such valuation, to the Court of Common 
Pleas for the County in which said lands may be, at the next or some 
subsequent term thereof ; and the said Court shall order a new valua- 
tion and assessment of damages to be made by a jury which shall be 
charged therewith and the verdict of such jury shall be final and con- 
clusive, unless a new trial be granted, and after judgment in said 
case the fee simple title of said lot or lots or parcels of lands shall 
‘be vested in the Boards of Public School Commissioners or Boards 
of School Trustees of the School Districts, upon the payment or 
tender of payment of the amount of such valuation, and the said 
owner shall thereupon execute his quitclaim deed therefor to the 
parties entitled thereto, and upon failure to excute'such deed within 
twelve days, the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas for the County 
in which said land is situated shall, on behalf of said owner, execute 
a deed, without warranty, for said land to said Board of Public 
School Commissioners or Boards of School Trustees of a School 
District, which said deed shall as effectively bind said owner and his 
and her heirs and assigns as though executed by the said owner.” - 


“Section 4751-B. Upon ten day’s notice from said school author- 
ities, the Clerk of Court of Common Pleas for the County in which 
the land is situated, shall select a panel of twenty jurors, qualified 
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electors of the school district in which the land sought to be con- 
demned is situated, from which panel each of the parties shall have 
the right of peremptory challenge as to four, and the remaining 
twelve shall constitute the condemnation Jury and shall be notified 
by the Clerk of Court and entered as a part of the permanent records 
of his office; the aforesaid Condemnation Jury before proceeding to 
act in the premises, shall be regularly sworn by the Clerk of Court 
that they will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties herein 
required of them.”

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That from and after the approval of this Act, 
the terms of Courts of General Sessions and Common Pleas for 
Saluda County shall be as follows: 

The Court of General Sessions for the County of Saluda shall 
convene at Saluda Court House on the fourth Monday in February, 
the fourth Monday in July, and the fourth Monday in September. 

The terms of the Court of Common Pleas for Saluda County shall 
convene at Saluda Court House as follows: The Spring term of 
Court of Common Pleas shall convene on the third Monday in April ; 
the Summer term of Court of Common Pleas shall convene immedi- 
ately upon the conclusion of the work of the July Court of General 
Sessions, and the same panel of petit jurors shall be eligible to serve 
both the Courts of General Sessions and Common Pleas at July term 
of said Courts.

AN ACT to Grant to the City Council of Charleston All the 
Right, Title, Interest and Estate of the State of South 
Carolina In and To Certain Lands on the East Side of 
Ashley River. 


Whereas, the City Council of Charleston contemplates the exten- 
tion and improvement of the vacant marsh lands and mud flats on 
the east side of Ashley River within the limits of the City of 
Charleston heretofore dedicated by the Colonial Government as a 
Common for Charles Town. 
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Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: In consideration of the public improvements in- 
volved in the work aforesaid, the State of South Carolina has given 
and granted, and by this Act does give and grant, unto the City 
Council of Charleston, its successors and assigns, all the right, title, 
interest and estate of the State of South Carolina as the same may 
now be, of, in and to the lands lying between the channel of Ash- 
ley River and the high-water mark on the east shore of Ashley River 
upon or forming the western boundary of the vacant marsh lands 
and mud flats on the east side of Ashley River within the limits of 
the City of Charleston heretofore dedicated by the Colonial Gov- 
ernment as a Common for Charles Town. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Licensing of Airmen and Air 
Craft and to Provide a Penalty for the Operation of 
Same Without Securing Such License. 


Section 1. Definitions.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: In this Act “aircraft” means 
any contrivance now known or hereafter invented, used, or designed 
for navigation of or flight in the air, except a parachute or other 
contrivance designed for such navigation but used primarily as 
safety equipment. “Operating aircraft” means performing the ser- 
vices of aircraft pilot. 


§ 2. Aircrafts Must Be Registered and Licensed.—The 
public safety requiring and the advantages of uniform regulation 
making it desirable in the interest of aeronautical progress that air- 
craft operating within this State should conform with respect to 
design, construction, and airworthiness to the standards prescribed 
by the United States Government with respect to navigation of air- 
craft subject to its jurisdiction, it shall be unlawful for any person 
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to navigate an aircraft within the State unless it is licensed and reg- 
istered by the Department of Commerce of the United States in the 
manner prescribed by the lawful rules and regulations of the United 
States Government then in force. 


§ 3. Persons Operating Aircrafts—License.—The pub- 
lic safety requiring and the advantages of uniform regulations 
making it desirable in the interest of aeronautical progress that a 
person engaging within this State in navigating the aircraft described 
. in Section 2 hereof in any form of navigation for which license to 
operate such aircraft would be required by the United States Gov- 
ernment shall have the qualifications necessary for obtaining and 
holding the class of license required by the United States Govern- 
ment. It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in operating such 
aircraft within this State in any form of navigation unless he have 
such a license. 


§ 4. Inspection of License.—The certificate of the license 
herein required shall be kept in the personal possession of the licen- 
see when he is operating aircraft within this State, and must be pre- 
sented for inspection upon the demand of any passenger, any peace 
officer of this State, or any official, manager, or person in charge of 
any airport or landing field in this State upon which he shall land. 


§ 5. Violation a Misdemeanor.—Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be punishable by a fine of not more than One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or by imprisonment for not more than 
ninety (90) days or both, in the discretion of the Court; Provided, 
however, That acts or omissions made unlawful by this Act shall 
not be deemed to include any act or omission which violates the 
laws or lawful regulations of the United States. Provided, further, 
that the fact that such act or omission violates the laws or lawful 
regulations of the United States shall be a matter of defense which 
shall be available to the defendant or party charged with the violation 
of any of the provisions of this Act only in the event that he shall 
affirmatively establish such fact or defense. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Admission to Probate of Wills 
Executed and Originally Probated in States Other 
Than South Carolina, and to Make the Provisions 
Thereof Effective in This State. 


Section 1. Wills Executed and Probated in Other States 
and Territories of the United States Admitted to Probate.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That whenever the last will and testament of any person de- 
ceased shall have been executed and admitted to probate in any state 
or territory of the United States, other than South Carolina, in con- 
formity with the laws of the State in which executed and probated, 
and when such will is offered for probate in the State of South Car- 
olina the same shall be admitted to probate by the Probate Courts 
of this State upon the filing of true and duly authenticated copies 
of said will and probate proceedings of the Court wherein said will 
shall have been originally probated, regardless of any provisions of 
law of this State relating to the witnessing and attestation of wills. 


§ 2. Effect of Such Wills Being Probated in South Caro- 
lina.—That whenever any will of any person deceased has been 
duly executed and admitted to probate in any State or territory of 
the United States other than South Carolina, in conformity with the 
laws of the State wherein executed and probated, and shall have 
been duly admitted to probate in this State as provided for under 
Section 1 of this Act, then said will shall be construed to pass title 
to property, real. personal, or mixed, in accordance with the terms 
and provisions contained in said will, notwithstanding any Act or 
rule of law governing the form, execution and attestation of wills 
executed in this State. Provided, however, That the provisions of 
this Act shall only apply to the admission to probate of such wills 
and shall in no wise affect the construction of wills as now estab- 
lished by law. 


§ 3. All Such Wills to be Received and Admitted to Pro- 
bate—Proviso.—That upon the approval of this Act, any wills 
falling within the provisions. hereof, shall be received by the Pro- 
bate Courts. of South Carolina and admitted to probate, regardless 
of whether or not the testator or testarix may have died before the 
passage of this Act. Proveded, however, That the provisions of this 
Act shall not apply to wills in which the testators or testatrices died 
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before November 1st, 1929, but any such wills coming under the 
provisions of this Act shall be admitted to probate as provided here- 
in if the testators or testatrices died subsequent to November Ist, 
1929, 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Establish a Revolving Fund of Fifty Thousand 
($50,000.00) Dollars for the Purchase of Farm Seeds, 
Fertilizers and/or Calcium-Arsenic by the State Ware- 
house Commissioner. 


Section 1. Fifty Thousand Dollars Revolving Fund to 
Benefit Farmers Established—Use Thereof.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to immediately, 
and on the first day of February of each year thereafter, set aside 
the sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, out of the gen- 
eral account, if so much be necessary, and place the same to the 
credit of the State Warehouse Commissioner, to be used by the 
State Warehouse Commisioner in the purchasing, selling and dis- 
tributing of farm seeds, fertilizers and calcium arsenic to the farm- 
ers of the State at cost, plus the expenses of purchasing, storing 
and selling of said seed and fertilizer: Provided, however, That all 
sales made thereunder by the State Warehouse Commissioner shall 
be for cash. 


§ 2. State Warehouse Commission to Handle Said Fund 
—Duties.—That the State Warehouse Commission is hereby 
charged with the administration of this Act, and that on or before 
the first day of August, 1930, and the first day of each August 
thereafter, he shall return to the State Treasurer any of said funds 
used for the purpose of this Act, which funds will then become a 
part of the regular State funds applicable to appropriations.

AN ACT to Authorize the Chief Game Warden of This 
State to Lease, or Purchase, a Sufficient Number of 
Acres of Land in Said State for the Purpose of Estab- 
lishing Thereon Fishing Culture, and to Provide for 
the Payment of Same Out of the Game Protection 
Fund. 


Whereas, The Bureau of Fisheries of the United States Govern- 
ment has offered to establish fish hatcheries in this State, and to 
maintain same out of their funds, provided the State will furnish 
suitable land for the establishment of said fisheries, and 


Whereas, the establishment of such fisheries would mean in the 
future great revenue to the State; therefore ; 


Section 1. Chief Game Warden to Lease or Buy Lands 
—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Chief Game Warden of the State of 
South Carolina be, and he is hereby authorized and empowered with 
full authority to lease, or purchase, a suitable number of acres of 
land in this State for the purpose of allowing the United States 
Fisheries to establish thereon fish hatcheries. 


§ 2. Payment.—That the expense of Leasing, or buying, 
lands mentioned in Section 1 of this Act, and the protection and 
distribution shall be paid out of the game protection fund. 


§ 3. Ali Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Establish and Provide for a County Court in 
the County of Spartanburg 


Section 1. Election to be Held for County Court—Spar- 
tanburg County—Notice—Ballots.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That on the General 
Election day of 1930, an election shall be held in the County of 
Spartanburg upon the question of the establishment of a County 
Court for Spartanburg County; that notice of such election shall 
be published in one or more newspapers and the Commissioners of 
State Election for said County shall conduct the said election as 
general elections are conducted in this State; that ballots shall be 
provided in the following form: “Shall a County Court be estab- 
lished for the County of Spartanburg” and upon this question the 
qualified voters shall vote “yes” or “no.” In the event that a majority 
of the qualified electors voting in said election shall vote “yes” upon 
such question, then a County Court shall be, and hereby is forthwith 
established, in and for the said County of Spartanburg, with such’ 
jurisdiction, powers and limitations as may be hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Judge—How Appointed—Term of Office—Va- 
cancy.—(a) Tat immediately upon the determination of the re- 
sult of the said election, if it be in favor of the establishment of a 
County Court, the Governor shall appoint a County Judge upon the 
recommendation of a majority of the members of the Spartanburg 
County Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly at a meet- 
ing to be held by the said Spartanburg County Legislative Delegation, 
of which five days’ notice shall be given by mail to the members 
thereof by its chairman. The County Judge shall be a resident prac- 
ticing attorney of the Spartanburg County Bar, and shall qualify 
and take the oath of office provided for Circuit Judge. That the term 
of office of the County Judge shall be four years from the date of 
his qualification, and he shall serve until his successor is likewise 
appointed and shall have qualified. In case of a vacancy in such of- 
fice, the Governor shall appoint his successor for the unexpired 
term in like manner upon the recommendation of the Spartanburg 
County Legislative Delegation. 


(b) Solicitor—Term—Election — Vacancy. — That there 
shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the 
Spartanburg County Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly, 
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a County Solicitor, who shall qualify and be commissioned by the 
Governor as in the case of Circuit Solicitors. The County Solicitor 
SO appointed shall serve until the next ensuing general election, at 
which his successor shall be elected for a term of four years, and at 
every alternate general election thereafter there shall be an election 
for County Solicitor for a term of four years, who shall serve until 
his successor has been elected or appointed and shall have qualified. 
In case of a vacancy in the office of County Solicitor the same shall 
be filled by appointment by the Governor upon the recommendation 
of a majority of the members of the Spartanburg County Legislative 
Delegation by ballot, such appointee to hold until the next ensuing 
general election thereafter, at which time there shall be elected a 
County Solicitor for the unexpired term only. 


§ 3. Jurisdiction.—(a) That the said County Court shall 
have concurrent jurisdiction with the Court of Common Pleas in 
all civil cases and special proceedings, both at law and in equity, in 
which the amount demanded in the complaint does not exceed Three 
Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, or in which the value of the prop- 
erty involved does not exceed Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dol- 
lars; and in all other civil cases and special proceedings, both at law 
and in equity, and in which there is no money demanded, or in which 
the right involved cannot be measured or fixed by any monetary 
value. 


(b) That the said County Court shall have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion with the Court of General Sessions in all criminal cases, except 
murder, manslaughter, rape, or attempt to rape, arson, common law 
burglary, bribery, perjury and forgery, and concurrent jurisdiction 
with the Magistrate Courts in all criminal cases within the juris- 
diction of the Magistrate Courts. 


(c) That the said County Court shall have concurrent jurisdiction 
with the Court of Common Please and the Court of General Sessions, 
respectively, to hear and determine all appeals in civil cases and 
criminal cases, respectively, from judgments rendered by the Mag- 
istrate Courts, and all other inferior Courts; and the proceedings 
on such appeals shall be the same as now provided for appeals in 
such cases from the Magistrate Courts to the Court of Common 
Pleas and the Court of General Sessions, respectively. 


§ 4. Seal.—That the said County Court shall be a Court of 
Record and have a seal inscribed with the words: “County Court 
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of Spartanburg County ;” and the same presumption in favor of its 
jurisdiction and the validity of its judgments and decrees shall hold 
as in the case of jurisdiction, judgments and decrees of the Circuit 
Courts. 


§ 5. Rules and Regulations.—That the general laws and 
Statutory provisions, and rules of Court, applicable generally to the 
Circuit Court of this State, and the trials of cases therein, shall ap- 
ply to said County Court and to the conduct and trial of cases there- 
in where not inconsistent with this Act; Provided, That any judg- 
ment rendered may be entered upon the third day after such ren- 
dition, or upon the same day with leave of the Court; And Provided, 
‘That in all criminal cases wherein the punishment does not exceed 
a fine of one hundred dollars or imprisonment for thirty days, the 
same shall be tried, without presentment by a Grand Jury, on infor- 
mation or indictment filed by the County Solicitor. 


§ 6. Pleadings — Procedure — Practice — Evidence.— 
That the same form of pleadings and the same rules of procedure, 
practice and evidence shall obtain in the County Court as is provid- 
ed by law for the trial of civil and criminal cases in the Circuit 
Court where not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act: Pro- 
vided, That the pleadings or copies thereof in a case for trial before 
the said County Court shall be filed in the office of the Clerk of 
Court, as now provided by law in the Circuit Court, before noon 
of the Monday preceding the first day of the next-ensuing term of 
the said County Court, and the Clerk shall forthwith enter the 
cases upon the appropriate calendar. 


§ 7. Juries — Civil — Criminal — Number.—(a) In the 
trial of all civil actions at law in the said County Court, and in the 
trial of all issues ordered to be framed by the Judge in equity cases 
‘in said Court, it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the said Court to 
furnish the parties or their attorneys with a list of ten of the ju- 
rors to be drawn and selected by ballot from the whole number of 
jurors who are in attendance, the names on said lists to be num- 
bered from one to ten, from which said list the parties or their at- 
torneys shall alternately strike by number, the Plaintiff striking first, 
until there shall be left but six names, which shall constitute the 
jury to try the case or issue: Provided, That objections for cause 
shall be allowed and vacancies in the panel filled in the manner now 
provided in the Court of Common Pleas. 
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(b) In the selection of a jury for the trial of criminal cases in 
said County Court the accused, when charged with a misdemeanor, 
shall be entitled to peremptory challenges as is now provided by law 
for trial of similar cases in the Court of General Sessions; and in 
the trial of cases of felony, the accused shall be entitled to peremp- 
tory challenges as is now provided by law for the trial of similar 
cases in the Court of General Sessions, and the State the same num- 
ber as now provided by law in the Court of General Sessions. A 
jury for the trial of cases in the County Court shall consist of six. 


§ 8. Jurisdiction—Power of Judge—Open Court.—That 
in all cases and special proceedings within the jurisdiction of the 
County Court and pending therein, the Judge of the County Court 
shall have the same jurisdiction, both in open Court and at cham- 
bers, as is possessed by the Circuit Judges over cases pending in 
the Circuit Courts over which they are presiding, or in the Circuits 
in which they are residents: Provided, That said County Judge shall 
have the power to issue writ of habeas corpus in all cases and to 
grant bail in all cases triable in the County Court. The County Court 
shall be open at all times, at the convenience of the County Judge, 
for the purpose of taking pleas of guilty and imposing sentences in 
all criminal cases within the jurisdiction of this Court with the con- 
sent of the accused. The County Judge shall also review summarily 
and without notice upon oral or written application, the amount of 
bail fixed by the Clerk of Court or any Magistrate in the County 
in any criminal case for the purpose of reducing or increasing such 
bail pending trial or appeal; and may call to his aid for such pur- 
pose the County Solicitor. 


§ 9. Appeals.—That in all civil actions, criminal cases and 
special proceedings of which said County Court shall have juris- 
diction, the right of appeal shall be to the Supreme Court of the 
State, and in the same manner and pursuant to the same rules, prac- 
tice and procedure as now governs appeals from Circuit Courts. 


§ 10. Terms.—The County Court shall be held on the second 
Mondays of February, March, April, May, July, September and 
November, and at such other times as the Judge or Court shall or- 
der, and continue for such time as is necessary to dispose of the 
business before the Court: Provided, That said Court shall always 
be open for the transaction of all such business as can be disposed 
of without a jury; and Provided, further, That each week may be 
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designated for jury trials shall be considered a term, and the County 
Judge may designate the time for holding both the civil and criminal 
terms. 


§ 11. Jury Commissioners — Duties — Jurors— “Tales 
Box.”’—That the Board of Jury Commisioners as constituted by law 
in said County for the Circuit Court shall constitute the Board of 
Jury Commissioners for the said County Court, and.such Commis- 
sioners shall, immediately upon the establishment of the said Coun- 
ty Court, and annually thereafter during the month of December 
of each year, proceed to prepare a jury list for said County Court 
in the manner and under the provisions now relating to the prepa- 
ration of the jury list for the Circuit Court, which list may contain 
the names of any person now or hereafter appearing on the jury 
list prepared for the Circuit Court of said County; that the said 
Jury Commissioners shall be provided with a strong, substantial box, 
without apertures or openings when closed, to be known as the 
“Jury Box for County Court,” which shall be prepared, secured and 
kept by them in like manner as is now provided to be done in the 
case of the Jury Box for the Circuit Courts; that they shall place 
in a special apartment in the said jury box (which special apartment 
shall be known as the “Tales Box”) the names of not less than three 
hundred nor more than eight hundred of such persons whose names 
appear on said list as reside within ten miles of the Court House, 
from which Tales Box shall be drawn jurors to supply deficiencies 
arising from any cause or emergency during the sitting of the Court. 
The names of persons placed in said Tales Box shall be also placed 
‘in the said jury box; that such Commissioners shall, at least ten 
days before the convening of the Court, and after five days’ notice 
of such drawing from the jury box, which notice may be given 
either by posting same on the Court House door or publication in a 
newspaper published in said County, draw a panel of petit jurors, 
and the Clerk of said Court shall immediately issue to the Sheriff 
a venire containing the names of the persons thus drawn as petit 
jurors, which venire shall be returnable at such times as may be 
named, and the persons so served shall be the jurors for said Court; 
and the law relating to the qualifications, drawing and summoning 
jurors of the Circuit Court shall apply, except as herein otherwise 
provided: Provided, That not more than eighteen persons shall be 
drawn and summoned to attend at the same time at any session of 
the County Court, unless the Court shall otherwise order. Jurors 
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drawn and summoned shall appear and attend upon the sessions of 
the County Court for which summoned until discharged by the 
Judge thereof : Provided, That service as jurors in the County Court 
shall not be held to exempt a juror from service as such in the Cir- 
cuit Court in the same year, nor shall service as a juror in the Circuit 
Court be held to exempt a juror from service as such in the County 
Court in the same year, nor shall a juror be required to serve in 
such County Court for a full week more than once in the same year. 


§ 12. Clerk of Court—Duties—Compensation—Judg- 
ments.—That the Clerk of the Circuit Court shall be ex-officio 
clerk of the County Court and shall keep such calendars, minutes 
and records of the said County Court, and the cases therein pend- 
ing and attend and perform the duties as the Clerk thereof, as is 
required of him by law as Clerk of the Circuit Court. That the costs 
and fees off the Clerk in Civil cases in the County Court shall be 
the same as those allowed in similar cases in the Court of Common 
Pleas, and shall receive a salary in addition thereto of six hundred 
($600.00) Dollars per annum, payable in monthly installments by 
the County. That the County Commissioners of said County shall 
provide all books necessary for keeping records of said Court. In 
all civil cases tried in the County Court the Clerk shall make up and 
file a judgment roll along with and in the same manner as if the 
judgment had been rendered in the Court of Common Pleas; he 
shall also enter the judgment in the Abstracts of Judgments of the 
Court of Common Pleas as if such judgment were a judgment of 
the Court of Common Pleas; and he shall also index such judgments 
in the indices of judgment of the Court of Common Pleas in the 
same manner as if such judgments were judgments of the Court of 
Common Pleas for said County. ; 


§ 13. Sheriff—Duties—Bailiffs.—That the Sheriff of the 
County, or his deputy, shall attend upon all sessions of the said 
County Court, and shall be subject to the orders thereof, and shall 
execute the orders, writs and mandates of the said County Court as 
required by law of them in reference to the Circuit Court. That the 
costs and fees of the Sheriff in civil and criminal cases in the Coin- 
ty Court shall be the same as those allowed in similar cases in the 
Court of Common Pleas and General Sessions. The Sheriff shall 
appoint such bailiffs as may be necessary, with the approval of the 
Judge. 
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§ 14. Jurors—Witnesses—Compensation.—Jurors in at- 
tendance upon the sessions of the County Court shall receive as com- 
pensation for their services the same per diem and mileage as is 
allowed said jurors in the Circuit Court. Witnesses in attendance 
upon the said County Court shall receive the same compensation as 
witnesses in attendance upon the Circuit Court. 


§ 15. Judge’s Salary — Special Judges—How Ap- 
pointed.—That the salary of the County Judge shall be Three 
Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars per annum, to be paid monthly by 
the County. In case of the absence or inability of the County Judge 
at the time fixed for holding the terms of said Court or in case of 
disqualification for trial of any case-in said Court, upon request of 
the County Judge, or a majority of the members of the Spartanburg 
County Bar Association, the Governor may appoint some other suit- 
able person, being an attorney at law, to hold said'term or terms of 
the County Court that may be designated by the Governor, or to 
try any special case, as Special County Judge, who shall be entitled 
to the same per diem as Special Circuit Judges are now allowed by 
law. 


§ 16. Solicitor’s Salary—Special Solicitors—Duties.— 
That the County Solicitor shall receive a salary of Fifteen Hundred 
($1,500.00) Dollars per annum, payable in monthly installments by 
the County. In case of sickness, disability or inability of the County 
Solicitor to serve for any reason at any term, or in any case, the 
County Judge may call upon the Circuit Solicitor, or appoint some 
other attorney to serve in his place. It shall be the duty of the County 
Solicitor to appear for and represent the State in all criminal cases 
tried in the said County Court; he shall prepare and hand out to 
the Grand Jury all such indictments as may be necessary; he shall 
appear for and represent the State in all appeals from the said 
County Court, and may call upon the Circuit Solicitor for such as- 
sistance as may be necessary; he shall also appear for and represent 
the State in all appeals in criminal cases from the Magistrate’s 
Court in the County Court. The said County Solicitor shall also ad- 
vise with and aid the Grand Jury of the County in its duties, and 
also the Coroner or Magistrates in inquisitions. The said County 
Solicitor shall not practice law in criminal cases in the Magistrate’s 
Court of Spartanburg County, nor shall he appear for the defense 
in any criminal cases in the Court of General Sessions for said 
County. 
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§ 17. Duties of Magistrates—Clerk of Court.—The Mag- 
istrates of Spartanburg County are required to promptly file with . 
the Clerk of Court, all papers in criminal prosecutions, triable in 
the County Court, and they shall make all bonds and recognizance 
of witnesses and defendants returnable to next ensuing term of 
said County Court. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Court 
to notify the County Solicitor upon the filing of such papers and 
turn same over to him. The said Magistrates are required to make 
a list of such witnesses as they deem material on the back of the 
arrest warrant, and while he shall be careful to furnish the names 
of witnesses deemed necessary to establish the charge in the war- 
rant, he shall be equally careful not to furnish the names of any wit- 
nesses whose testimony is immaterial. 


§ 18. Grand Jury.—That the Grand Jury drawn for and 
serving in the Court of General Sessions of Spartanburg County 
shall constitute the Grand Jury of the said County Court and shall 
so serve and act upon all necessary indictments of the said Court, 
and the said Grand Jury shall attend upon the sessions of the said 
County Court, whenever notified so to do by request of the County 
Solicitor and order of the County Judge; the County Solicitor shall 
appear at the regular terms of the Court of General Sessions and 
may hand out indictments at that time to the Grand Jury for the 
County Court cases, and the Grand Jury shall act upon such in- 
dictments as in indictments presented for cases in the Court of 
General Sessions. The Grand Jurors shall receive as compensation 
for their services in attendance upon the County Court the same pay 
as allowed by law in the Court of General Sessions. 


§ 19. Certain Civil Causes May be Heard by Judge.— 
That in actions on the civil side of Court in which reference to the 
Master may, under the law, now be necessary, said actions may be 
heard and determined by the said County Judge, either in term time 
or at chambers, without referring the same to the said Master, upon 
testimony taken before the said Judge; and likewise in all cases 
where a jury trial may not be necessary or required. All sales to 
be made by the Master, as in cases before the Court of Common 
Pleas. 


§ 20. Stenographer — Salary — Duties.—That the said 
County Judge shall appoint for said County Court an official ste- 
nographer, to serve at his pleasure, who shall attend upon the ses-

sions of the said Court and perform the same duties in connection 
therewith as are performed by the stenographers in the Circuit 
Court. That the said stenographer shall receive for such services a 
salary of Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars per annum, payable 
monthly by the County, and the said stenographer shall furnish 
transcripts of the proceedings upon request of the parties litigant, 
and shall be entitled to receive as compensation therefor a fee of 
five cents per hundred words for all transcripts so furnished, which 
shall be paid by the litigant requesting the same, except in criminal 
cases where the defendant may satisfy the Court that he is unable 
to pay for such transcript, when the same shall be furnished without 
fee by the Court Stenographer; and the said stenographer shall 
write out for the County Judge and the County Solicitor without 
charge such records, excerpts and transcripts as they may require. 


§ 21. Procedure to Transfer Cases to County Court from 
Common Pleas—Vice Versa—Change of Venue.—That any 
case pending in the Court of Common Pleas upon the establishment 
of the County Court for Spartanburg County may be transferred 
to the County Court for trial upon motion, after five days’ notice 
to the opposite party, to be heard in open court or at chambers, if 
it shall appear that such action may have been brought originally in 
the County Court, if then established, and if, in the opinion of the 
Court or Circuit Judge at Chambers, it would serve the best inter- 
ests of all parties concerned for such case to be transferred for such 
trial to the County Court; and likewise any case, within the juris- 
diction of the County Court, that may be hereafter brought in the 
Court of Common Pleas in the said County may be transferred to 
the County Court for trial; and any case brought in the County 
Court may be transferred to the Court of Common Pleas for trial 
upon motion of either party, as herein provided for the transfer of 
cases to the County Court, by the County Judge, if in the opinion 
of such County Judge, it would serve the best interests of all par- 
ties concerned for such case to be transferred for trial to the Court 
of Common Pleas. The County Judge may change the place of trial 
of any case pending in his Court to the Circuit Court in another 
county in the same manner as provided by law in respect to changing 
place of trial in cases pending in the Circuit Court. 


§ 22. Costs.—That all costs and disbursements allowed the 
prevailing party, and all costs and fees allowed officers of the Court 
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in actions in the Court of Common Pleas, shall be allowed in actions 
in the County Court. 


§ 23. Location.—That the County Board of Control for Spar- 
tanburg County shall make provisions for holding the sessions of 
the said County Court by setting apart suitable quarters in the Spar- 
tanburg County Courthouse therefor. 


§ 24. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2603, Volume 3, Code of Laws 
1922, by Adding Proviso Thereto Allowing Election 
Under Provisions Thereof on Petition of the Board of 
Trustees of any School District in Williamsburg County. 


Section 1. Amend Section 2603, Code of Laws 1922, by 
Adding Proviso Relative Elections in Williamsburg County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Section 2603, Volume 3, Code of Laws of 1922 be, 
and the same is hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following proviso: “Provided, That in Williamsburg County the 
elections provided for in this section shall be ordered by the County 
Board of Education upon the petition of the trustees of any school 
district in Williamsburg County.” So that when so amended it shall 
read as follows: 


Section 2603. The voters or electors of any school district, who 
return real or personal property for taxation, are authorized to levy 
and collect an annual tax to supplement any special or other con- 
stitutional or other tax for like purposes in the following manner: 
Upon the written petition or request of at least one-third of the 
resident electors and a like proportion of the resident freeholders 
of the age of twenty-one years, being filed with the County Board 
of Education, asking for the same and stating the rate of tax levy 
proposed, which shall not exceed fifteen mills, the said County 
Board of Education shall order the Board of Trustees of said school 
district to hold an election at some place within the district, after 
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giving notice of the time and place thereof for at least two weeks 
in some newspaper published within the county, and by posting 
notice thereof in at least three public places within such school dis- 
trict, for such length of time, unless there be no newspaper pub- 
lished within the County, in which event the posting of the notes as 
above shall suffice; at which said election only such electors as re- 
turn real or personal property for taxation, and who exhibit their tax 
receipts and registration certificates, as required in general elections 
shall be allowed to vote. At the said election the Board of Trustees 
shall act as managers, and the election shall be conducted as is pro- 
vided by law for the conduct of general elections. At the said election 
each elector favoring the proposed levy shall case a ballot containing 
the word “Yes” printed or written thereon, and each elector opposed 
to said levy shall cast a ballot containing the word “No” printed or 
written thereon. Within ten days after such election, if the majority 
of those voting shall vote for such levy, the Board of Trustees shall 
furnish the County Auditor with a statement of the amount so levied 
and the Auditor shall enter the same in the tax duplicates, and he 
shall annually, each year thereafter, enter said amount in the tax 
duplicates until the same is increased, decreased, or repealed by said 
taxpayers, at an election called for that purpose, and he is notified 
that the same has been increased, decreased or repealed; and if in- 
creased or decreased he shall annually enter it as so increased or 
decreased ; which election shall be called and notice given in the 
same way and manner as is herein provided for the calling of meet- 
ings to make the levy and the giving of the notice that it has been 
made and the County Treasurer shall collect the same as other 
County and State taxes: Provided, That any tax which may be lev- 
ied, increased, decreased or repealed, after October Ist in any fiscal 
year, shall not take effect until the next succeeding year, except in 
the County of Williamsburg, where the Auditor is authorized and 
permitted to enter the increased tax on the tax duplicate and the 
Treasurer collect same for the current year. Such levy shall be a 
lien on the property in such school district, which shall be subject 
thereto in case of default of payment. Said tax so collected shall be 
paid out by the County Treasurer upon warrants drawn by the 
Board of Trustees, countersigned by the County Superintendent of 
Education: Provided, That any surplus of such levy remaining in 
the hands of the County Treasurer, at the expiration of any fiscal 
year shall be paid out as other school funds of the district. Each 
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taxpayer when he pays any tax for school purposes voted under the 
provisions of this Section shall have the right to designate to which 
school district he wishes the money paid by him to go; and the 
Treasurer shall keep a note of such designation, and the money be 
applied as thus designated. When no designation is made by the tax- 
payer at the time of such payment, the money shall be expended as 
other school funds in such district; Provided, That nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to change the manner now provided by 
law for the collection and paying out of special taxes in any school 
district now established by any Act of the General Assembly and 
organized thereunder: Provided, further, Nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to repeal any Act of the General Assembly al- 
lowing the school districts of any county or any particular school 
districts within the State to vote and levy a greater number of mills 
for school purposes than herein provided. Provided, That in Wil- 
liamsburg County the elections provided for-in this section shall be 
ordered by the County Board of Education upon the petition of the 
trustees of any school district in Williamsburg County. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 3317 of the Code of Laws of 
South Carolina of 1922, so as to Provide for the Ap- 
pointment of Public Cotton Weighers at Public Ware- 
houses in Marlboro County. 


Section 1. Section 3317, Code of Laws, 1922, Amended 
—Providing for Appointment of Public Cotton Weighers in 
Marlboro County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That Section (3317) of the Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be amended by adding the following 
proviso at the end of said Section: 
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“Provided, That upon petition of the operators, or owners, of 
any public cotton warehouse in Marlboro County, showing that ne- 
cessity or convenience of the public demands, the Board of County 
Commissioners of Marlboro County are authorized and empowered, 
if in their judgment it be deemed advisable, to appoint a public cot- 
ton weigher for said warehouse.” So that said Section as amended’ 
shall read as follows: 


Section (3317). Upon the petition of fifty or more qualified elec- 
tors, who are freeholders and growers of cotton in any township or 
parish in which there may be a cotton market, the County Board of 
Commissioners of that county shall annually elect one or more Pub- 
lic Cotton Weighers for said cotton markets, whose term of office 
shall be for one year and until the election and qualification of his 
or their successors: Provided, however, That there shall be two 
public Cotton Weighers at Bishopville, Lee County, who shall re- 
ceive ten cents per bale for weighing cotton, five cents to be paid 
by the buyer and five cents by the seller, and who shall give bond, 
with good and sufficient surety, to be approved by Supervisor, in 
the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of his duty: Provided, That Cotton 
Weighers in the County of Greenwood shall be elected to hold office 
for two years, and the Cotton Weighers already elected in Green- 
wood County shall hold office for two years from their election, and 
until their successors are elected and qualify: Provided, That in the 
County of Sumter no person shall be voted for or elected a Cotton 
Weigher who is related within the sixth degree by blood or mar- 
riage to one or any one of the County Board of Commissioners of 
said county: Provided, further, That if more than one Weigher be 
elected for the City of Sumter, then in such event one of said Weigh- 
ers shall be elected upon the nomination and recommendation there- 
to by the City Council of said city: Provided, That upon petition 
of the operators, or owners, of any public cotton warehouse in Marl- 
boro County showing that necessity or convenience of the public 
demands, the Board of County Commissioners of Marlboro County 
are authorized and empowered, if in their judgment it be deemed 
advisable, to appoint a public cotton weigher for said warehouse. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
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§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt all Orphans of any Orphanage or Other 
Eleemosynary Institution in this State from Being Re- 
quired to Purchase Hunting Licenses. 


Section 1. Certain Orphans not Required to Purchase 
Hunting Licenses=—Procedure.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all orphans of any 
orphanage or other eleemosynary institution of this State may hunt 
or fish within any county in this State without obtaining a license to 
do so: Provided, That the Superintendent or person in charge of said 
orphanage or eleemosynary institution shall first apply to the Chief 
Game Warden for a permit allowing said orphans to hunt, giving the 
names of the orphans and the name of the institution ; and, Provided, 
further, That the said Superintendent or person in charge of said 
orphans shall be the holder of a State Hunting License and shall ac- 
company said orphans on the hunt for which the permit is granted. 


§ 2. Chief Game Warden to Issue Permit.—That the 
Chief Game Warden is hereby authorized to issue such permit when 
the above conditions have been complied with. 


§ 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT to Establish a Civil and Criminal Court in the City 
of Sumter and Adjacent Territory in the County of 
Sumter, to be Known as the “Civil and Criminal Court 
of Sumter’ and to Define the Powers and Jurisdiction 
of Same, and to Provide for the Conduct of the Busi- - 
ness Thereof. 


Section 1. Civil and Criminal Court of Sumter Estab- 
lished—Jurisdiction.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That a Court inferior to the Circuit and 
to be known as the Civil and Criminal Court of Sumter, be, and it is 
hereby established for the City of Sumter and the adjacent territory 
in the County of Sumter, to wit: The townships of Rafting Creek, 
Statesburg, Middleton, Manchester, Fulton, Providence, Privateer, 
Concord, Mayesville, and Sumter. | 


§ 2. Jurisdiction—Civil—Criminal.—tThe said Civil and 
Criminal Court shall be a court of record and shall have jurisdiction 
to try and determine and civil cases and special proceedings, both at 
law and in equity, where the value of the property in controversy, 
or the amount claimed does not exceed the sum of Two Thousand 
Five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars, but such jurisdiction shall not 
extend to cases where the title to real estate is in question. The juris- 
diction of said Court within the limits above defined shall extend to 
all cases which may be brought by or against any residents or citi- 
zens who may reside within the County of Sumter and within said 
townships, and likewise by or against any corporation doing business 
and/or having agents within the territorial limits of said Court, and 
likewise such as reside without the territorial limits of the jurisdiction 
of said Court, as above defined, provided such person or persons 
against whom action may be brought shall consent thereto: Criminal 
jurisdiction of said Court shall not extend to cases where the punish- 
ment exceeds.a fine of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or imprison- 
ment for thirty (30) days, and the Judge thereof shall have all 
powers, duties and prerogatives of a Magistrate in all Criminal mat- 
ters. 


§ 3. Board of Jury Commissioners—Jurors.—The Board 
of Jury Commissioners as constituted by the law in the County of 
Sumter for the drawing of jurors for the Circuit Courts shall con- 
stitute the Board of Jury Commissioners for the drawing of jurors 
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for the said Civil and Criminal Court and the law relating to the 
qualifications, drawing and summoning of Jurors for attendance 
upon the Circuit Courts shall apply to the qualifications, drawing and 
summoning of Jurors for the said Civil and Criminal Court, provided 
that no more than eighteen persons shall be drawn and summoned 
to appear at the same time at any session of the Civil and Criminal 
Court unless the Court shall otherwise order: Provided, further, 
That no Juror from without the territorial limits of said Court shall 
be required to serve without such jurors’ consent. The Jurors drawn 
and summoned shall appear and attend the session of the said Court 
until excused or discharged by the Judge: Provided, That no juror 
shall be required to serve in said Court more than once in any one 
calendar year. 


§ 4. Juries.—Juries in the said Civil and. Criminal Court 
shall consist of six persons. 


§5. The Judge—Election—Oath—Commission—Salary 
—Practice.—There shall be a Judge of said Civil and Criminal 
Court who shall be an attorney; resident within the jurisdictional 
limits thereof, with at least five years actual experience in the prac- 
tice of law, and who shall be commissioned by the Governor upon the 
recommendation of the majority of the members of the Bar residing 
within said jurisdictional limits. He shall hold office for four years, 
and until his successor has been appointed and has qualified: Provid- 
ed, That William M. Reynolds is hereby designated as Judge of said 
Court, to be commissioned by the Governor, and to serve for a period 
of two (2) years and until his successor is appointed. Said Judge 
before entering upon the duties of his office, shall take the same oath 
of office as required by law of Circuit Judges and shall be commis- 
sioned in the same manner as Circuit Judges. He shall receive as 
compensation the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars per 
annum, to be paid in monthly installments by the County Treasurer 
upon the warrant of the Board of County Commissioners. The said 
Judge shall be debarred from practice of Jaw in all matters within 
the jurisdiction of said Court and Criminal Courts. 


§ 5-A. Recorder of the City of Sumter Judge Pro-Tem. 
—If the duly commissioned Judge of said Court shall be disqualified 
for any reason, or be absent, or unable to act, or if he resign, or 
any vacancy in the office of Judge of said Court occur, the Recorder 
of the City of Sumter shall temporarily fill the place of Judge of 
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said Court with all the powers of Judge thereof until the Judge of 
said Court shall return to his duties, or until the Governor shall fill 
such vacancy for the unexpired term of such Judge as herein pro- 
vided for the appointment of such Judge. 


§ 6. Powers of Judge.—dAs to all cases and special pro- 
ceedings within the jurisdiction of the said Civil and Criminal Court 
and pending therein, the said Judge shall have the same jurisdiction 
‘with reference thereto both in open Court and at Chambers, as is 
possessed by Circuit Judges over cases pening in the Circuit Courts, 
over which they are presiding, or in the Circuit in which they are 
resident, and said Judge shall have the power to grant writs of in- 
junction and Habeas Corpus, and shall also have the power to punish 
any person or persons guilty of any act in contempt of Court. 


§ 7. Clerk of Court—Duties—Judgments—Compensa- 
tion—Stenographer — How Appointed — Salary — Steno- 
grapher to be Deputy Clerk.—The Clerk of the Circuit Court 
shall be ex officio Clerk of the said Civil and Criminal Court and shalt 
keep such calendars, minutes and records of the said Civil and 
Criminal Court and the causes pending therein, and attend and per- 
form such duties as Clerk thereof, as is required of him by laws as 
Clerk of the Circuit Court. Judgments recovered in the Civil and 
Criminal Court shall be entered of record and recorded in the same 
books as judgments of the Circuit Court. The clerk shall make up, . 
before each term of Court, a jury issue docket, on which shall be 
placed all matters to be tried before a jury, that are at issue, under 
the pleadings, at least seven days before the commencement of the 
term. All cases shall be tried in their order on the docket unless 
changed or varied by the Court for its convenience, and in the 
furtherance of justice. For services performed as Clerk of said Civil 
and Criminal Court the Clerk shall recive such fees in the civil mat- 
ters as are now allowed by law: Provided, That the Judge of said 
Court shall shall have the power to appoint (and, at his pleasure, re- 
move), a suitable stenographer for said Court whose salary shall not 
exceed the sum of Seven Hundred ($700.00) Dollar per annum, to 
be paid in monthly installments on warrant of County Board of 
Commissioners; and said stenographer may be appointed Deputy 
Clerk of said Court without extra pay. 


§ 8. Sheriff—Compensation.—The Sheriff of the County 
shall attend upon all sessions of the said County Court, and shail be 
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subject to the orders thereof, and shall execute orders, writs and 
mandates of the said County Court, as required by law of him with 
reference to the Circuit Court. For all such services he shall receive 
the same compensation as is allowed by law for similar services in 
the Circuit Court: Provided, That for serving each venire for the 
County Court, the Sheriff shall receive the sum of ten dollars. 


§ 9. Bailiffs Compensation.—The Presiding Judge of the 
said County Court may appoint a sufficient number of bailiffs, not 
exceeding two, to attend upon the said Court, and be subject to the 
orders thereof. Such bailiffs shall receive as compensation for their 
services one dollar per day for the time actually engaged, and shall 
not be retained in attendance upon the Court longer than the exi- 
gencies of the business of the Court shall require. 


§ 10. Jurors—Compensation—Witnesses—Compensa- 
tion.—Petit Jurors in attendance upon the sessions of the said Court 
shall receive as a compensation for their services two dollars per 
day, and five cents per mile for necessary travel in going to and re-. 
turning from the County Seat. Witnesses in attendance upon the 
said County Court shall receive the same compensation as witnesses 
in attendance upon the Circuit Court. 


§ 11. Pleadings—Rules of Practice—Evidence.—The 
same forms of pleading and the same rules of practice and evidence 
shall obtain in the said Civil and Criminal Court as are provided by 
law for the conduct and trial of civil cases in the Circuit Courts. 


§ 12. Terms.—The said Court shall hold its session in the 
County Courthouse, at the County seat of the County of Sumter, 
the first session to be held on the first Monday of the calendar month 
next succeeding the appointment and qualification of the Judge there- 
of and thereafter a term shall be held beginning on the first Monday 
in each and every month. The said Court shall continue in session in 
each of its said terms until the business before it has been disposed 
of, and shall be open for the trial of cases from the beginning to the 
end of each of its said terms. The Judge of the said Court shall 
maintain open Court at all times for the hearing of causes without 
a jury, provided that during the month of August of each year there 
shall be no session of said Court held: Provided, That the Judge of 
said Court may by order postpone or suspend any term of said Court 
at his discretion. 
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§ 13. Transfer of Cases.—All cases now pending in the 
Circuit Court of which the said Civil and Criminal Court shall have 
jurisdiction shall be transferred to the said Civil and Criminal Court 
for trial upon motion by either party thereto. 


§ 14. Appeals.—Appeals shall be taken from said Civil and 
Criminal Court in all cases beyond the jurisdiction of Magistrates 
direct to the Supreme Court and shall be presented in the same 
manner and under the same rules as are now prescribed for appeals 
from the Circuit Court: Provided, however, That all appeals from 
said Court involving matters within the jurisdiction of a Magistrate 
shall be appealed to the Circuit Court. 


§ 15. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 16. This Act shall take effect June Ist, 1930.

(1) Charleston County. The Court of General Sessions for the 
County of Charleston shall be held at Charleston on the second 
Monday in March, two weeks; on the first Monday in June, two 
weeks ; on the second Monday in September, two weeks; and on the 
third Monday of November, two weeks.

Section 1. Unlawful to Spit or Strike Matches upon 
Floors, etc., of Courthouses of Marion.and Pickens Counties. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That it shall be unlawful for any person to spit upon the 
floors, stairway, or walls in any of the halls, offices, courtrooms, 
toilets, or any other room of the Courthouse of Marion and Pickens 
Counties, or strike matches upon any of the walls, or throw burn- 
ing matches, lighted cigars or cigarettes upon any of the floors of 
the said Courthouse, or otherwise abuse or mutilate the said Court- 
houses, or to abuse or mutilate any of the furniture or equipment 
therein. 


§ 2. Persons Responsible for Enforcement.—-That it 
shall be the duty of the Sheriffs and their deputies, the Magistrates 
of the Towns of Marion and Pickens, and their constables, the 
members of the Board of County Commissioners, the Clerk of 
Court and all other County: officers whose offices are in the Court 
House to enforce the provisions of this Act. 


§ 3. Construed as Contempt of Court.—Any violations 
of the provisions of this Act during any session of the Court shall 
be construed as contempt of Court and punishable by the Court as 
such.

AN ACT to Require the Treasurer of Lee County to Ap- 
portion the Deposit of County Funds Among the Vari- 
ous Banks of Lee County According to the Capital 
Stock and Surplus of the Respective Banks. 


Section 1. Treasurer of Lee County Required to De- 
posit County Funds in Several. Banks—Banks Required to 
Furnish Bonds, etc.—Provisos.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That after the passage 
of this Act, the County Treasurer of Lee County shall be, and he is 
hereby, required to deposit all County and School Funds, ordinary 
or special, coming into his hands, in the various banks of Lee County 
proportionately to the amount of capital stock and surplus of said 
bank: Provided, however, That no deposit shall be made in any of 
said banks until said bank or banks furnish to the County Treasurer 
a bond with a reputable surety company, to be approved by the surety 
company bonding the Treasurer of Lee County, equal to the amount 
of money to be deposited in said bank, and ten (10) per cent, ad- 
ditional to indemnify the said County for any and all loss or dam- 
age that may be sustained by it on account of the deposit and accrued 
interest thereon, together with any costs and expenses, including at- 
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torneys fees, that the County may be put to in any suit thereon. Any 
bank in Lee County which loans money to the County upon its note 
shall have the deposit of the proceeds of said loan: Provided, That 
the said bank shall have theretofore complied with the provisions 
herein with regard to obtaining a deposit of the general County and 
school funds; failing in this, the proceeds of such loans shall be de- 
posited proportionately with such other banks of Lee County as shall 
have complied with the requirements of this Act: Provided further,

School District No. 1, Lexington County, South Caro- 
lina, and to Validate Proceedings Heretofore Taken 
in Connection with the Consolidation of Said Districts, 
and to Validate Proceedings Heretofore Taken Under 
the Authority of Act No. 480,. Acts of South Carolina, 
1929, and to Authorize the Levy of a Tax to Pay the 
Principal of and Interest on the Bonds Authorized by 
Said Act. 


Section 1. Consolidation School Districts Nos. 5, 59, 
72, 83 With and Into No. 1, Lexington County Validated.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the consolidation of the following school districts in Lex- 
ington County, South Carolina, namely: No. 5, commonly known as 
“Providence School District”; No. 59, commonly known as “Mid- 
way School District”; No. 72, commonly known as “Red Knoll 
School District,” and No. 83, commonly known as “St. John’s School 
District” with and into School District No. 1, commonly known as. 
“Lexington School District,” all as provided in-a resolution and in 
an order of the County Board of Education for Lexington County, 
South Carolina, which resolution and order were-adopted and entered 
at its meeting of August 5, 1929, and the order of the State Board 
of Education of South Carolina, sustaining the action of the County

— That the resolution adopted by the Trustees of said School Dis- 
trict on the 2nd day of September, 1929, authorizing the issuance 
of bonds for the purpose of erecting buildings or additional class 
rooms in said School District, which bonds are to be dated October 
1, 1929, to be of the denomination of One Thousand Dollars ($1,- 
000.00) each, to bear interest at the rate of six per centum per an- 
num, to be payable semi-annually on the first days of April and 
October of each year, both principal of and interest on said bonds 
to be payable at the Central Hanover Bank & Trust Company of 
New York, said bonds to be payable twenty years from date, to wit: 
October 1, 1949, and the proceedings heretofore taken in connection 
with the levy of a tax sufficient to pay the principal of and interest 
on said bonds are hereby legalized, approved and validated. 


§ 4. Sale Validated—Payment.—That the sale of said 
bonds by the Board of Trustees of said School District is hereby 
legalized and validated, and such bonds when delivered pursuant to 
said sale shall constitute the legal obligations of the District, and 
taxes upon all taxable property in said District sufficient to pay the 
principal of and interest on said bonds are hereby authorized to be 
levied, in each year, while said bonds or the interest thereon are out- 
standing and unpaid. 


§ 5. Proceedings Validated.—That said resolutions, or- 
ders and all other proceedings had, taken and adopted by the 
County Board of Education, the State Board of Education and the 
Board of Trustees of said School District, the Auditor and Treasurer 
of the County of Lexington, South Carolina, and all other orders 
adopted by said bodies or actions taken by said officers in respect of 
said School District bonds and taxes as the same appear upon the 
records of said bodies or officers, are hereby constituted legal evi- 
dence of such orders and shall be authority for the annual levy, as- 
sessment and collection of taxes in an amount sufficient to pay the 
principal of and interest on said bonds as the same mature and be- 
come due, such taxes to be levied and assessed upon all the taxable 
property in said School District, and that any and all acts and pro- 
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ceedings had and taken by the Board of Trustees of said School Dis- 
trict in the erection of school buildings in said District or of addi- 
tional class rooms in said District, are hereby validated, approved and 
legalized. 


'§ 6. Declaration of Validity.—That the Legislature de- 
clares said above described district as a School District to have been 
legal and valid from the date of adoption of said order of the County 
School Board consolidating the above listed school districts, and con- 
firms and ratifies all proceedings in respect to the authorizing, issu- 
ance and sale of said bonds, and levy of taxes to pay the principal

AN ACT Authorizing the City Council of the City of Spar- 
tanburg to Pension Any Member of the Police Depart- 
ment, or of the Fire Department, or of Any Other De-

(20) Years, and Less Time in Case of Disability 
Through Accident or Otherwise in Discharge of Du- 
ties. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the City Council of the City of Spartan- 
burg be, and they are hereby, authorized at their discretion to pen- 
sion any member of the Police Department, or of the Fire Depart- 
ment, or any employee in any of the public service departments of 
the city, who has been continuously in the employ of the city for a 
period of twenty (20) years, and less time in case of disability 
through accident or otherwise in discharge of duties; the amount 
and the terms of payment of such authorized hereunder to be left 
entirely to the City Council who may, by ordinance, make provision 
for the expenditure connected herewith.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
and Create the Office of Tax Collector in the County 
of Florence, etc.”” Known as Act No. 22 of the Acts 
of 1929, so as to Further Define the Duties of Said 
Tax Collector and Deputy or Deputies Appointed by 
Him. 


Section 1. Amend Act No. 22 of Acts of 1929 by Fur- 
ther Defining Duties of Tax Collector—Florence County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
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lina: Amend Section 5 of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for 
and Create the Office of Tax Collector in the County of Florence, 
etc.,” known as Act No. 22 of the Acts of 1929, by adding at the 
end of Section 5 the following provisos: 


Provided, The said Tax Collector may appoint a deputy, or depu- 
ties, who shall have the same power to seize and take exclusive pos- 
session of defaulting tax payers property and sell same, and all oth- 
er powers that are hereby conferred upon the tax collector. 


Provided, further, That all land sales heretofore made by the tax 
collector, except those sales which have been complied with by de- 
livery of deed, shall be invalid, but all sales made and completed by 
delivery of deed are hereby validated. 


Provided, further, Before any sale under tax execution shall be 
made by the tax collector or any deputy, the collector shall obtain 
information as to any or all liens attached to said property and noti- 
fy each such lien holder by mail at least thirty (30) days before levy, 
of intention to levy and again give thirty (30) days notice before 
such sale, and no sale made without such notice shall be valid. 


Provided, further, That the tax collector, or any deputy, shall not 
receive any mileage except such mileage as is actually traveled by 
them in the discharge of their duties. 


That said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


Section 5. Under and by virtue of said warrant or execution the 
said Tax Collector shall seize and take exclusive possession of so 
much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, real or personal, or both, 
as may be necessary to raise the sum of money named thereon and 
said charges thereon and proceed to advertise and sell same and 
otherwise act in regard thereto as is provided for Sheriff’s sale 
under Section 522 of the Code of Laws of 1922, Volume III, Pro- 
vided, The said Tax Collector may appoint a deputy, or deputies, 
who shall have the same power to seize and take exclusive posses- 
sion of defaulting taxpayer’s property and sell same, and all other 
powers that are hereby conferred upon the tax collector. Provided, 
further, That all land sales heretofore made by the tax collector, 
except those sales which have been complied with by delivery of 
deed, shall be invalid, but all sales made and completed by delivery 
of deed are hereby validated. Provided, further, Before any sale 
under tax execution shall be made by the tax collector or any depu-

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State _ 
of South Carolina: That from and after the passage of this Act the 
County Board of Education of Spartanburg County shall not have 
the power or authority to take territory from one school district and 
add it to another unless it be done pursuant to a petition signed by 
not less than a majority of the qualified electors residing in the 
school district, and not less than a majority of free holders owning 
property therein, whose territory is proposed to be added to some 
other district requesting the re-location of the school district lines in 
accordance with proposed change. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval

AN ACT to Reorganize the Public School System of George- 
town County, to Create High School Districts Therein, 
and to Provide Taxes for the Expenses Thereof; and 
to Designate who shall Constitute the County Board of 
Education and to Fix their Duties and Powers. 


Section 1. Georgetown County Divided Into High 
School Districts.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the County of Georgetown shall be, 
and hereby is divided into the following high school districts, which 
shall be bodies corporate and subject to the existing school laws where 
applicable, except as same may be herein changed, or modified, to wit: 

Winyah High School District shall be composed of Winyah High 
School and the following elementary school districts: Johnson, San- 
tee, Waverly, Murrels Inlet, Mt. Tabor and Plantersville. 

Union High School District shall be composed of Union High 
School, and the following elementary school districts: Smith Mills, 
Choppee, Barns, Center, Good Hope and Pleasant Hiil. 


° 
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Rosemary High School District shall be composed of Andrews 
High School, and the following elementary school districts: Oak 
Grove, Cedar Creek, Boetee, Newfound, Black River, McKenzie and 
Big Dam. 


§ 2. Elementary Schools—Teachers—County Superin- 
tendent of Education to Have General Supervision.—That 
elementary schools in the districts composing the respective high 
school districts, shall not teach beyond the seventh grade; all pupils 
for grades beyond the seventh shall be taught in one of the high 
schools hereinbefore established ; all elementary schools shall be su- 
pervised from the high school of the high school district within 
which said elementary school may be situated and the supervisor 
shall see that the course of study taught in said elementary schools 
is such as will prepare the students for entrance into standard high 
schools of this State; and the teachers for said elementary schools 
shall be elected by the trustees thereof, in co-operation with the 
superintendent of the high school district of which said elementary | 
school districts are a part. The County Superintendent shall have 
general supervision over all the schools of the County in addition 
to his general office duties. 


§ 3. High School Students.—That all pupils shall attend the 
high school of the district in which he or she lives, except in cases where 
the pupil lives nearer another high school than the one in his district, 
or it is more convenient due to special circumstances for such pupil 
to attend school in another high school district ; or the school district 
in which such pupil lives does not give the course of instruction which 
such pupil desires to pursue, and when the trustees of the high school 
which he desires to attend agree to accept such pupil therein. 


§ 4. Arrangements with Adjoining Counties.—The 
County Board of Education may, in its discretion, arrange with the 
school authorities of any adjoining county to allow the pupils of 
such county to attend the elementary and high schools of Georgetown 
County. They may also arrange for the pupils of Georgetown County 
to attend the elementary and high schools of the adjoining counties. 

The Board of Education is hereby authorized to enter into con- 
tracts with the proper authorities of the adjoining counties to carry 
out the provisions of this section. 
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§ 5. Taxes—Budgets Furnished.—That the County Au- 
ditor shall levy and the County Treasurer shall collect each year a 
uniform tax-on all the taxable property of Georgetown County suffi- 
cient to defray the expenses of said schools (elementary and high) 
for the period as fixed by the terms of this Act: Provided, That the 
County Board of Education shall on or before the first of July each 
year, furnish the Auditor a statement in writing of the estimated costs 
of the said schools for the next ensuing scholastic year, exclusive of 
the funds to be derived from the State under the statute, commonly 
called the 6-0-1 Law; and it is thereby directed that the funds due 
by the State to the respective schools and school districts of the 
County under said law be turned over to the County Treasurer for 
the use of said schools and the amount to be paid by the State shall 
be as fixed by said 6-0-1 Law, and all amendments thereto; and the 
budgets of said schools and all payments for their running expenses, 
respectively, shall be in accordance with the State Schedule of Teach- 
ers’ Salaries and other requirements of the said 6-0-1 Law. 


§ 6. Tax Levy—Salaries of Teachers—School Terms.— 
There is hereby levied upon all the taxable property of Georgetown 
County eight (8) mills to provide for the payment of school teachers 
in all public schools of Georgetown County for three (3) months 
over and above the six (6) months guaranteed under the 6-0-1 Law, 
the said salaries to be based on the Schedule of Salaries as laid down 
in the 6-0-1 Law: Provided, That the County Board of Education 
may, in their discretion, for reasons deemed proper and sufficient to 
then reduce the length of time any school shall run. 


§ 7. Additional Levies for Salaries and Transportation. 
——In addition to the levy imposed in Section 5 of this Act, the 
County Auditor shall levy a sufficient number of mills on all of the 
property in each of the High School Districts as may be necessary 
to meet the payment of teachers’ salaries in such districts, whose sal- 
aries are in the excess of the Schedule of Salaries as provided in the 
6-0-1 Law, and to pay for transportation of school children and in- 
cidental expenses. 


§ 8. Taxes—Collection.—The levies herein provided shall 
be in lieu of all other levies in any of the school districts in George- 
town County, except such as have special levies for bonds and/or 
notes, and the County Auditor of Georgetown County is hereby di- 
rected to levy the eight (8) mills on all property in Georgetown 
County as provided for in Section 6 of this Act and the other mills 
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as provided for in Section 7 upon all the property in the several dis- 
tricts therein mentioned. The County Treasurer be, and he is hereby 
authorized and directed to collect same as other taxes are collected, 
and to place a fund to be used as provided for in this Act. 


§ 9. Taxes—-Disbursement.—The eight (8) mill levy here- 
in provided for in Section 6 shall pay the salary to the school districts 
for one (1) month, two (2) months, or three (3) months, according 
to the time such schools shall run in excess of six (6) months. 


§ 9-B. Taxes — Disbursement.—The proceeds received 
from the eight mill county-wide levy shall be distributed among the 
various schools on a basis of the number of pupils in each school 
which shall run seven months. 


§ 10. Purpose of this Act.—This Act is intended to make 
a County unit for the payment of three (3) months’ salaries of the 
teachers as provided in Section 9, and a special levy on the districts 
as provided in Section 7 to meet excessive salaries, transportation, 
and incidentals, and to remove all other levies in the school districts 
of said County, except such levies as are placed on the property for 
bonds and/or notes. 


§ 11. Extent Schools Allowed to Participate.—The funds 
of taxes collected under this Act shall. be used as hereby provided in 
the several districts as herein designated, and no school shall be al- 
lowed to participate in the results of this Act only to the extent of 
the teachers required by and under the 6-0-1 School Law. 


§ 12. The County Board of Education of Georgetown 
County—Members—Election—Duties—Powers—Duties of 
County Auditor—Grounds for Removal of Officers.—The 
County Board of Education of Georgetown County shall be com- 
posed of the County Superintendent of Education, and one (1) mem- 
ber who shall be the Secretary of the Board of Trustees of Winyah 
High School, one (1) member who shall be the Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees of Rosemary High School, one (1) member who 
shall be the Secretary of the Board of Trustees of Union High 
School, and one (1) member to be appointed by a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation. The member so appointed by the Delegation 
to hold office for a period of four (4) years and until his successor 
is appointed and qualified. Three of whom shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of all business. Said Board shall perform all 
duties now required by law, and by this Act. They are to exercise 
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general superivision over all high and elementary schools in George- 
town County. The length of time the schools shall run, the employ- 
ment of truck drivers, their compensation and the routes to be tra- 
versed by the trucks shall be subject to their approval. They shall 
furnish the Auditor such statement as is required in Section 5 of this 
Act. The Auditor on receipt of the statement above referred to shall 
calculate the estimated revenue in each High School District to be 
derived from this source, together with that to be derived from the 
eight (8) mill County levy and the three (3) and four (4) mill tax 
provided for in the 6-0-1 Law, which information shall be furnished 
the County Board of Education. The said Board may then borrow 
seventy-five (75%) per cent of this estimated revenue, as now pro- 
vided by law. The County Board may also borrow, in like manner, 
seventy-five (75%) per cent of the anticipated State Aid under the 
6-0-1 Act on a basis of the previous year’s receipts from such source. 
Their funds shall be turned over to the County Treasurer, who shall 
credit each High and Elementary School District with their just share 
of such funds in accordance with a statement, which it shall be the 
duty of the County Superintendent of Education to furnish him. 
Said statement shall show the amount belonging to each district from 
all sources above referred to. The Superintendent of Education shall 
then furnish the trustees of each school district with a statement of 
the amount placed to the credit of their district, and the trustees are 
hereby forbidden to issue any warrant, and the Superintendent of 
Education is hereby forbidden to endorse any warrant overdraw- 
ing the amount designated as being to the credit of such school dis- 
trict. Any, officer who shall knowingly violate the provision shall be 
removed from office by the Governor as soon as it is called to his at- 
tention. 


§ 13. Additional Tax of One Half of One Mill for Weak 
Schools.—In addition to the eight (8) mill levy provided in Section 
6 of this Act, the Auditor is hereby directed to levy one-half (14) of 
one (1) mill on all the property in Georgetown County. The Treas- 
urer is hereby directed to collect same and place the amount so col- 
lected to the credit of the County Board of Education’s funds. These 
funds shall be used by the said Board solely for the purpose of as- 
sisting weak schools, and then only when written approval shall have 
been obtained from a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 14. No Effect on Common School Districts.—The cor- 
porate existence and entity of any and all common school districts 
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authorized by this Act to be consolidated into High School Districts 
shall in no way be deemed to be impaired or affected by this Act. 


§ 15. Effect of Unconstitutionality of One Section.— 
That in case any portion or provision of this Act shall, by a Court 
of competent jurisdiction, be held to be unconstitutional, the validity 
of the remaining portions shall in no wise be construed or held to be 
impaired thereby, but such remaining portions shall be and remain in 
full force, and effect, and shall be deemed and held to be a valid and 
complete Act. 


§ 16. Disbursement of Funds.—The Treasurer shall fur- 
nish the Bank of Georgetown a statement of all moneys placed to the 
credit of each school district, and the said bank is hereby forbidden 
to pay any warrant drawn by the trustees of any school district in 
excess of the funds designated on said warrant as having been placed 
to the credit of such school district. All warrants drawn in excess 
of the amount credited to any school district are hereby declared to 
be illegal, and neither the school district or County of Georgetown 
shall be held liable for same, and the County Treasurer is hereby for- 
bidden to pay any such warrant. 


§ 17. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 18. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
’ by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create a Sinking Fund and a Sinking Fund 
Commission for Cherokee County and to Define its 
Duties and Regulate its Procedure. 


Section 1. Sinking Fund Commission for Cherokee 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That from and after the approval of this Act by 
the Governor, a Sinking Fund and Sinking Fund Commission be, 
and is hereby created for the County of Cherokee. 


§ 2. Definitions.—In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, certain words and expressions have the following meaning : 
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(a) “Sinking Fund” means moneys received, assessed or collected, 
and the investments and all interest and earnings arising therefrom 
in Cherokee County for the purpose of paying the principal of all 
long term outstanding bonds and all of. such character of bonds that 
may hereafter be issued and disposed of by Cherokee County and the 
School Districts of said County. (b) “Sinking Fund Contributions,” 
means the amount produced by annual levy of taxes required for the 
purpose of paying the principal of all outstanding long term bonds 
of Cherokee County and the political divisions thereof, and all like 
character of bonds that may hereafter be issued by said County. 


§ 3. Duty.—That it shall be the duty of said Sinking Fund 
Commission carefully to ascertain the amounts of annual levies placed 
for the purpose of paying the interest on Railroad bonds, County, 
Township or School District or District bonds, for paying and re- 
tiring said bonds, and other levies made to pay the interest and prin- 
cipal on any County or Township debt or debt of any subdivision 
thereof, now or hereafter created, immediately after the said levies are 
collected by the Treasurer each year, and to draw their warrant upon 
the County Treasurer, transferring the amount to the Sinking Fund 
account and to lend and invest the amount now on hand thus raised 
by said levies, in interest-bearing securities from time to time, on such 
terms as are herein authorized and directed and to keep a book into 
which such annual levies shall be entered showing date, amount, 
purpose of the levies and to whom moneys are loaned, rate of interest, 
when due and when paid. 


§ 4. Duty.—That it shall be the duty of said Sinking Fund 
Commission to keep the interest and cash fund separate and distinct, 
and to pay from such fund the interest due on all bonds as they be- 
come due, and to pay said bonds when they become due, preserving 
said bonds, when paid, in the vaults of the County Treasurer as evi- 
dence of payment, said interest and principal so paid on said bonds 
to be paid alone from funds raised from the whole County or the 
different sections of the County for this purpose, or these purposes, 
and, likewise, any other funds of a special character, collected by 
levy for any other specific purpose. 


§ 5. Duty.—That the Sinking Fund Commission shall deter- 
mine the amount of the annual sinking fund contributions which in- 
vested at not less than 5% shall, together with the interest earned 
meet the maturity of all long term bonds of the County of Cherokee 
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and its political divisions, and shall certify such amount to the tax 
assessing authorities of the County who shall annually levy to be 
collected as other taxes and the County Treasurer shall turn over to 
said Sinking Fund Commission said collected levy. 


§ 6. Duty.—That it shall be the duty of the said Sinking 
Fund Commission to invest all moneys or securities received and 
belonging to the sinking fund into the outstanding bonds or notes of 
Cherokee County and its political divisions, and if such bonds are 
not available the sinking fund shall be invested in the bonds and 
securities of the State of South Carolina or any of its political divi- 
sions, or bonds of other States or bonds of political divisions of 
other States of the United States. 


§ 7. Unlawful to Make Certain Loans.—That it shall be 
unlawful for the Sinking Fund Commission to loan or invest any 
moneys of the Sinking Fund to individuals or corporations secured 
by personal endorsements or stocks of corporations. 


§ 8. To Make Certain Collections.—That the Sinking 
Fund Commission of Cherokee County shall immediately proceed to 
collect: all present outstanding loans and investments, except the in- 
vestments in bonds of Cherokee County or its political divisions and 
reinvest the proceeds from said collection as provided in this Act. 


§ 9. Bonds for Members.—That the members of Cherokee 
County Sinking Fund Commission shall file a surety bond in the sum 
of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars for each member from such 
surety company as is authorized to do business in the State and said 
bonds to be filed with the Treasurer of Cherokee County. 


§ 10. Audit of Books.—That it shall be the duty of the 
Delegation of Cherokee County to have the books and records of 
the Sinking Fund Commission audited at least once each year by a 
qualified public accountant, and a copy of said report shall be filed 
as a public document in the County Treasurer’s office. 


§ 11. Further Duty.—That it shall be the duty of the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission to determine and ascertain the amount of sink- 
ing fund requirements at the end of each year to meet the payment 
of long term bonds, and in event, the actual amount of sinking fund 
assets on hand is less than the amount required, such difference shall 
be ascertained and added to the annual assessment and the levy for 
that year be sufficient to make good the said difference ; on the other 
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hand, in event the actual sinking fund assets are in excess of the 
amount of requirements, then in that case the difference shall be as- 
certained and shall be deducted from the regular annual levy made 
for the regular annual contribution to this fund: Provided, That the 
amount that may be short when the present sinking fund assets shall 
have been converted into investments as provided in this Act may be 
amortized over a period of years equal to the average unexpired life 
of the present long term bonds. 


§ 12. Bond and Interest Fund.—That the interest on all 
bonds of the County and its political divisions, and all bond install- 
ments falling due shall be ascertained and a separate levy be made to 
meet such liability each year, and that said moneys shall be known as 
the Bond and Interest Fund, and that this fund shall be kept separate 
and distinct from all other funds by the County Treasurer, and that 
the said Treasurer shall pay all interest on all bonds and all serial 
payments falling due out of this fund. 


§ 13. Commissioners — How Appointed — Bond Re- 
quired—Duties—Compensation.—That the Governor shall ap- 
prove three (3) commissioners on the recommendation of a majority 
of the members of the General Assembly for Cherokee County who 
shall serve for two (2) years and who shall give bond in the sum of 
Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars each, payable to the County of 
Cherokee, the premium on which shall be paid from any funds in 
their hands. That said Commissioners shall make a detailed statement 
of their transaction for the past year showing interest accrued, the 
amount that comes into their hands and the amount paid out by such 
committee to the Circuit Judge at the first term of the Court of 
Sessions for each year. That the compensation for each Commissioner 
shall be One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per annum, payable on the 
warrant of the Chairman of said Commission. 


§ 14. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 15. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School Trustees im 
Pleasant Grove and New Pleasant School District No. 
12 in Cherokee County. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: At the time for the election of Magistrates and 
Representatives in Cherokee County, there shall be held an election 
for school trustees for Pleasant Grove, and New Pleasant School 
District No. 12 of Cherokee County. 


Said election shall be held under the same rules and regulations 
governing the election of Magistrates and Representatives in Chero- 
kee County. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith, and 
especially an Act heretofore passed at the 1930 session of the General 
Assembly, are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the fee for issuing and collecting each tax 
execution by the County Treasurer and Tax Collector of Chesterfield 
County shall be fifty (50c) cents: Provided, however, That the 
Tax Collector shall receive the mileage and the levy fee as now pro- 
vided by law.

AN ACT to Regulate the Performance of Road Duty in 
Chester County, and to Provide Penalties 


Section 1. Disposition of Persons in Chester County 
Who Fail to Work on Road or Pay Tax in Lieu Therof.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That any person failing to work on the roads of Chester County, or 
pay any sum or tax in lieu thereof now required by law, failing to 
perform such work or pay such sum or tax during the year, shall be 
required to perform a like period of work or pay a like sum during 
the next current year in addition to the work to be performed or the 
tax to be paid during the year in which such work is done or tax paid 
for the preceding year, any penalty on such tax to be paid in addition 
thereto. 


§ 2. Duties Chester County Directors.—That the Board 
of Directors of Chester County is hereby authorized and required to 
collect by any officer or person it may select, said tax, or require said 
work to be done, during such succeeding year. 


§ 3. Failure to Pay or Work—Misdemeanor—Fine.— 
That any person liable to the performance of such road work, or the 
payment of such tax, failing to do such work or pay such tax when 
required by said Board of County Directors, or its duly selected agent, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, be imprisoned 
for not more than thirty days or fined not more than One Hundred 


($100.00) Dollars. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

An Act Relating to the County Government of Saluda 
County 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Upon the expiration of the present terms of office 
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of the Members of the Board of County Commissioners of Saluda 
County their successors in office shall be named in the Democratic 
Primary of the said County as follows: that is to say, The Chairman 
shall be elected from the voters of the County at large. For the purpose 
of electing the other two Commissioners, the County shall be divided 
into two districts: Beginning in the Wilson Highway at a point where 
the Edgefield County line crosses the same, along the said Highway 
to Red Bank Creek, thence following said Creek to formation of 
Little Saluda River, and following said River to where it empties into 
Big Saluda River, and along the run of the River to Greenwood 
County Boundary line. One of the Commissioners shall be elected by 
the voters on the Eastern side of this line, and shall be a resident of 
this district, and the other shall be elected by the voters on the Western 
side of this line and shall be a resident of such district. The term of 
office of the Chairman shall be for four years, and until his successor 
shall have been elected and qualified; and the terms of office of the 
district commissioners shall be for two years, and until their successors 
shall have been elected and qualified. All vacancies shall be filled by 
appointment of the Governor upon recommendation of a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly. The duties of the 
Board of County Commissioners as constituted under this Act shall 
be the same as devolved on this Board under Act No. 705 of the Act 
of the General Assembly of 1928. The provisions of said Act not in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act remain effective ; but any and 
all provisions thereof inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Create a High School District in Berkeley Coun- 
ty to be known as Lebanin-Sand Ridge School Dis- 
trict, and to Provide for Trustees Thereof and to Pro- 
vide for the Appointment of Their Successors. 


Section 1. School Districts Nos. 16, 19 and 20, Berke- 
ley County, Combined in One District—Known as Lebanon- 
Sand Ridge High School District—Election Necessary— 
Holding of Election—Other Districts Can Come Into Pro- 
posed District.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That School Districts Numbers 16, 19 and 
20, in Berkeley County, South Carolina, as now constituted are here- 
by declared to be a high school district; that is to say, a body cor- 
porate, and shall be known as the Lebanon-Sand Ridge High School 
District, and as such shall be entitled to all of the privileges and 
benefits of approved and accredited high schools in this State, and 
shall enjoy all the rights and privileges of high schools in this State, 
and its Board of Trustees shall also exercise the same duties and 
have the powers conferred upon high school Boards of Trustees 
under the general laws of the State: Provided, That the question of 
creating and establishing the said high school district shall first re- 
ceive a majority of the votes of the qualified electors residing in the 
aforesaid three (3) school districts at an election called for that pur- 
pose by the present chairman of the respective Boards of Trustees 
of the said Districts. It shall be the duty of the said chairman within 
thirty (30) days after the passage of this Act to submit to the 
qualified electors of the said districts the question of the creation and 
establishment of the said high school and give reasonable notice of 
the time, place and .purpose of holding the said election by posting 
the said notice in one or more conspicuous places in each of the 
school districts at least ten days prior to the date of the election and 
they may give such other reasonable notice to the qualified electors 
as they may desire. It shall be the duty of the said chairman to ap- 
point the managers of the said election to prescribe the form of 
ballot to be used, to receive the returns, canvass the ballots and de- 
clare the results thereof. If a majority of voters at the said election 
_ vote in favor of the creation and establishment of the said high 
school, then the said high school immediately becomes established by 
virtue of this Act, or should one or more school districts contiguous 
to either one of the above named districts desire to join with the 
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aforesaid districts in the establishment of the said high school, it or 
they are hereby authorized to do so. This intention or desire shall be 
expressed by filing with the chairman of the boards of the school 
districts above named a petition in writing before the election is 
ordered, signed by at least one-third of the qualified electors of the 
said district requesting that the same be included in the said high 
school district. Thereupon the chairman or chairmen, as the case 
may be, of the Board of Trustees of such additional districts and the 
chairmen of the Boards of Trustees of the Districts above named 
shall constitute the body to order the election and the provisions 
hereinabove made applicable to the holding of the election in the 
three school districts, are made applicable to the holding of the elec- 
tion in all of the proposed territory: Provided, That there shall be 
only one voting place and notice of time, place and purpose of the 
election shall be given in each of the districts. If a majority of the 
qualified electors residing in all of the school districts, voting upon 
the question shall vote in favor of the establishment of a High 
School, then all of the common school districts participating in the 
election herein provided are hereby declared to be and are constituted 
a high school district with the name as above given. 


§ 2. Election of Trustees—Sell Bonds for Building. — 
At the time and place designated for the holding of the election on 
the question of creating the said high school districts the qualified 
electors shall vote for five trustees. The five receiving the highest 
number of votes are hereby declared to be the high school board of 
trustees, thereupon the five so elected shall designate from their num- 
ber a chairman. The board of trustees thus elected and constituted 
shall be the High School Board of Trustees and are given all of the 
powers and duties of High School Boards of Trustees under the law 
of this State and are especially authorized to issue and sell coupon 
bonds of the said high school district under the provisions of the 
general law of the State and particularly under the provisions of Act 
No. 222 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 1929, for the pur- 
pose of building and equipping a high school building in said district 
and acquiring a site for the same. 


§ 3. Term of Office of Trustees—Successors Appointed. 
—~The terms of office of the members of the high school board of 
trustees shall be for a period of two (2) years and until their suc- 
cessors have been appointed and qualified. Their successors shall be 
appointed by the County Board of Education subject to the approval 
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of a majority of the Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly 
from Berkeley County.

Liability of Motor Vehicle Owner or Opera- 
tor to Guests Without Payment for Transportation.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: No 
person transported by the owner or operator of a motor vehicle as 
his guest without payment for such transportation shall have a cause 
of action for damages against such automobile, its owner or operator 
for injury, death or loss, in case of accident unless such accident shall 
have been intentional on the part of said owner or operator or caused 
by his heedlessness or his reckless disregard of the rights of others.

AN ACT Providing for the Election of Trustees for McTier 
School District No. 40, Aiken County, and Fixing Their 
Term of Office. 


Section 1. McTier School District No. 40, Aiken Coun- 
ty, to Elect Trustees—The Election—Terms.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an 
election shall be held in McTier School District No. 40, in Aiken 
County, on the last Tuesday in April, 1930, for the purpose of elect- 
ing Trustees for said School District; that the names of the three 
persons receiving the highest number of votes cast shall be certified 
to the Board of Education for Aiken County by the managers of said 
election, to be appointed as hereinafter provided, which certificate

Lancaster County Treasurer Required to 
Furnish Bond.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the County Treasurer of Lancaster 
County is hereby required to furnish bond in the sum of One Hun- 
dred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars with some surety company 
authorized to do business in this State as surety thereon, said bond 
to be approved by the officials now authorized to approve such bonds, 
and conditioned for the faithful performance of his duty as County 
Treasurer and to secure the County of Lancaster against any loss 
which may be incurred by official misconduct or defalcation on the 
part of the County Treasurer, or by reason of the failure of any 
depository of any county funds.

To Provide Election of Trustees Luray 
School District No. 10, Hampton County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Su- 
perintendent of Education of Hampton County shall issue a call to 
the citizens residing in Luray School District No. 10 in Hampton 
County for a meeting of such citizens to be held on or before the 
second Tuesday in March, 1930, and every year thereafter, for the 
purpose of nominating one trustee for said school district to succeed 
such member of the Board of Trustees of said School District whose 
term shall expire during any such year. The time and place of said 
meeting shall be named by said Superintendent, and notice thereof

cluding lateral pipe lines; the corporate authorities, however, to pay 
the costs of improving the intersection of any such streets, roadways, 
alleyways, or sidewalks, unless such property owners first agree to 
pay the’ same: Provided, further, That said City of Greenville is 
hereby authorized and empowered, without the necessity of an election, 
to issue improvement certificates or bonds in an amount not exceeding 
the aggregate amount of the costs of such improvements, pledging 
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the assessments as security therefor, and such certificates, or bonds, 
shall not be deemed a part of the bonded indebtedness within the 
meaning of the Constitutional limitation: Provided, further, That 
said City of Greenville may, at its option, assess only a portion of the 
costs against abutting property owners, itself paying the remainder.

due claims against the County, and as security for the repayment of 
said loans with interest to pledge the taxes to be collected and applic- 
able to the claims for the payment of which said money shall have been 
borrowed : Provided, That the amount borrowed in any year for any 
of said purposes shall not exceed the tax levy therefor for that year, 
and that the rate of interest shall not exceed seven per cent. per annum: 
Provided, further, That no part of the money so borrowed in Green- 
ville County shall be applied to the payment of past due claims: 
against said County: Provided, That the money so borrowed in 
Charleston County shall be borrowed after advertisement therefor 
twice in a newspaper published in the City of Charleston: Provided, 
That in Chesterfield County any loan that may be made to said county

County Board of Education, Union County, 
Authorized to Establish High Schools, etc.—Trustees—Fac- 
tor to be Considered.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That in Union County, in addition to 
the methods now provided by law for the establishment of high 
schools in Union County, the County Board of Education, when in 
its judgment the establishment of a high school would be to the best 
interest of the school facilities for any community, is authorized and 
empowered to establish and maintain a high school and which shall 
enjoy the privileges now enjoyed and conferred upon high schools 
of the State. The said Board is also authorized to locate the building. 
The County Board shall fix the limits of the said high school district. 
The Trustees of the high school established under the provisions of 
this Act shall be designated in the same manner as now provided by 
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law for the designation of high school trustees in Union County. 
One of the factors which the County Board of Education should 
take into consideration in reaching a conclusion as to the establish- 
ment of any particular high school, is the costs of transporting child- 
ren within the area of the proposed new high school district to some 
other high school. In all events, however, the matter is left entirely 
to the wise discretion of the County Board, and the factor above 
- mentioned is merely directory and not mandatory. The requirements 
of any high school established under the provisions of this Act shall 
be the same as provided under the general school law of the State.

AN ACT to Confer Upon the Board of Commissioners of 
Cow Castle Drainage District, in the County of Orange- 
burg, Certain Additional Duties, Powers and Authori- 
ty in Connection With Lands in Said Cow Castle Drain- 
age District in Default of Taxes and Assessments. 


Section 1. Additional Powers to Commissioners of Cow 
Castle Drainage District—Orangeburg County.—Be it enact- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the Board of Commissioners of Cow Castle Drainage District, in the 
County of Orangeburg, and their successors in office, in addition to 
the powers, duties and authority, now conferred upon them by law, 
shall have such additional powers, duties, responsibilities and au- 
thority as are herein provided. 


§ 2. To Control Certain Lands, ete.—That whenever any 
of the lands in Cow Castle Drainage District aforesaid shall be in 
default of taxes and assessments and is sold for State, County, 
School and any special tax, or for any or either of such tax or taxes, 
or for assessments for drainage purposes, then due and unpaid, and 
same shall be bid in at such sale, as now provided by law, the said 
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Board of Commissioners of Cow Castle Drainage District shall take 
charge of the said property immediately upon such sale and shall then 
have exclusive management and control of the same; and at the ex- 
piration of the time now provided by law it shall be the duty of the 
sheriff to execute a deed conveying the said property to the said 
Board of Commissioners of Cow Castle Drainage District, the 
County Auditor shall notify the State Sinking Fund Commission, as 
now provided by law. 


§ 3. Duties and Power.—That the Board of Commission- 
ers of Cow Castle Drainage District shall have the authority to rent 
out any portion of such lands as may come into its possession, owner- 
ship, or control, collect the rents therefor, sell and dispose of any 
timber thereon, shall have the authority to prevent any trespass on 
the said lands, by action in court for injunction or by such other 
legal proceedings, action or prosecutions as may be provided by law 
to protect the rights and enforce the remedies of individuals in this 
State, and may expend any income or profits therefrom for the pres- 
ervation and supervision thereof, or for the reforestation of said 
lands or any portion thereof as in their discretion may be advisable. 
They shall have authority to seek a purchaser for said lands, or any 
portion thereof, and to sell and convey the same upon payment of 
the purchase price therefor, and said lands may be sold either at 
public or private sale and upon such terms as may be satisfactory to 
the said Board of Commissioners. 


§ 4. Unpaid Taxes a Lien—Disposition of Proceeds 
from Sale of Lands.—That all State, County, School and other 
special taxes constituting a lien upon such land or lands at the time 
of the sale thereof, together with costs and expenses of such sale, as 
now provided by law, shall continue as a first lien upon such lands in 
the control and possession of the Board of Commissioners of Cow 
Castle Drainage District and upon a sale of the said lands, or any 
portion thereof, by the said Board of Commissioners of Cow Castle 
Drainage District, from the first proceeds of such sale it shall pay 
such taxes to the County Treasurer as were due and owing and con- 
stituted a lien thereon at the time of such sale by the sheriff, and then 
from whatever proceeds there may remain from such sale or sales 
the drainage assessment or assessments thereon shall be paid and any 
balance used, after deducting any expenses for the management,

§ 6. Compensation for Agents, etc.—Source of Same. 
—That the Board of Commissioners of Cow Castle Drainage Dis- 
trict may fix a reasonable compensation for its agent or agents and 
pay the same only from any income it may receive from any of the 
lands in its charge or control, or from the sale thereof, as herein 
provided, but not from any sale or sales of said lands until after the 
State, County, school and other special taxes due at the time of the 
sale of the said land by the sheriff and then constituting a lien thereon 
shall first have been paid to the County Treasurer, as hereinabove di- 
rected. 


§ 7. Deeds.—That any deed conveying any land sold by the 
Board of Commissioners of Cow Castle Drainage District shall be 
and is hereby declared a good and valid conveyance of the lands 
described in such deed. 


§ 8. Powers—Duty of Sheriff.—That the Board of Com- 
“missioners of Cow Castle Drainage District shall have authority to 
bring any action or suit that may be necessary to perfect or declare 
title to any lands sold or to be sold by the sheriff for taxes or assess- 
‘ments ; and may require the sheriff at such time as they may request 
to sell any lands, then in default of taxes, upon which any drainage 
assessments are in default in said drainage district and he shall con- 
‘vey the same, as now provided by law, to the said Board of Com- 
missioners of Cow Castle Drainage District as herein provided, and 
it shall be the duty of the sheriff immediately upon such sale to put 
the said Board of Commissioners, or its agent or agents, in exclusive 
possession of such land, such possession only to be divested upon pay- 
‘ment of the taxes and assessments within one yeat from the date of 
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such sale by the owner or owners of the said land prior to the sale, 
and in the event the land or lands sold shall not be redeemed, as 
provided by law, the sheriff shall then execute and deliver a deed 
thereto to said Board of Commissioners of Cow Castle Drainage 
District. 


§ 9. Sheriff to Deliver Possession and Title to Certain 
Lands to Commissioners.—Any land or lands in said drainage 
district heretofore sold for taxes or assessments by the Sheriff of 
Orangeburg County, which has not been redeemed, as provided by 
law, by the owner or owners thereof, and a deed to which has not 
already been executed and delivered by the Sheriff, shall be turned 
over by him to the Board of Commissioners of Cow Castle Drainage 
District and possession thereof delivered, and at the proper time he 
shall execute and deliver proper deed thereto to the Board of Com- 
missioners of Cow Castle Drainage District. 


§ 10. This Act to Supersede Other Acts.—That this Act 
shall supersede the provisions of any and all Acts now in existence 
so far as the same may be effected, changed or altered by the provi- 
sions hereof. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Provide for an Election to be Held in the Town 
of Gaffney, South Carolina, on the Adoption of a Com- 
mission Form of Government with a City Manager, and 
a City Government for Same, and Matters Pertinent 
Thereto. 


Section 1. Town of Gaffney to Have Election—Ques- 
tion—Ballots.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That upon the petition of not less than 
twenty per centum of the qualified and registered electors of the 
Town of Gaffney, South Carolina, the Mayor of the said. Town of 
Gaffney, South Carolina, shall issue a proclamation calling for an 
election to be held on the first Tuesday in November, 1930, at which 
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election the question shall be submitted to the qualified voters on a 
ballot to be prepared for such purposes, and on which shall be writ- 
ten or printed the following: 


“For Commission Form of Government with City Manager.” 
Yes. 
No. (Erase.one.) 


§ 2. Ballots—Boxes—Precincts.—That the Town Council 
of Gaffney shall provide said ballots and separate boxes for deposit- 
ing same, which shall be placed at each of the voting precincts in the 
said Town of Gaffney, and the boxes so provided shall bear a distinct 
label showing that all ballots relating to the Commission form of 
Government shall be deposited therein. 


§ 3. Managers.—That said election shall be conducted by 
the same managers as shall be appointed to conduct the regular gen- 
eral election on that day, and the said managers shall, after the clos- 
ing of the polls, count such ballots and declare the result thereof to 
the Mayor of the Town of Gaffney, just as the results of other gen- 
eral elections are declared and reported. © 


§ 4. Majority for Commission Form of Government 
With City Manager—Mayor Orders Election—Offices— 
Terms.—If a majority of the votes cast in said election shall be 
in favor of the Commission Form of Government with a City Man- 
ager, the Mayor shall by proclamation order an election to be held at 
each of the voting precincts in the Town of Gaffney in accordance 
with the rules governing general municipal elections for a Mayor and 
Two Councilmen, who shall hold office for a term of two years and 
until their successors shall be elected and qualified. 


§ 5. Time of Election—Books of Registration.—That 
the election provided for in the preceding Section shall be held at 
a time not more than six months from the date of the proclamation 
of the Mayor, and not less than three months therefrom, and in the 
meanwhile the books of registration for electors within the Town 
of Gaffney shall be kept open at the usual place for registration until 
thirty days prior to such election, at which time they shall be closed. 


§ 6. Rules of Municipal General Election to Apply. 
— That the managers for such election shall conduct the said elec- 
tion in accordance with the rules governing municipal general elec-. 
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tions, and shall canvass the results of the same and certify the same 
to the Mayor of the Town of Gaffney. 


§ 7. Declaration of the Elected.—That upon receiving the 
report of the managers of said election, the Mayor shall, at the ex- 
piration of forty-eight (48) hours, declare the persons so elected as 
Mayor and Councilmen to be the duly elected Mayor and Councilmen 
of the Town of Gaffney, and the said Mayor and Councilmen shall at 
once be sworn into office and take charge of the affairs of the Town 
of Gaffney for the term of their office. 


§ 8 Election of City Manager—Salary.—That upon the 
induction of the said Mayor and Councilmen into office as above 
provided, they shall at the earliest convenient opportunity elect a 
City Manager who shall take charge of the business management of 
the Town of Gaffney, and shall fix the salary of such City sc 
and prescribe his duties. 


§ 9. Salaries of Mayor and Councilmen.—That the May- 
or so elected shall receive as compensation an annual salary of Five 
Hundred Dollars, and each Councilmen an annual salary of Three 
Hundred Dollars, which salaries shall not be increased during their 
term of office. 


§ 10. Duties and Powers of Mayor and Councilmen.— 
That the said Mayor and Councilmen and the City Manager elected 
by them shall have such additional power and authority, and shall 
be liable for such additional duties as are prescribed by Articles VIII 
and IX of Chapter LI of Volume 3, of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, and shall be governed by the provisions of the same 
except as they may herein be altered, and the said Mayor and Coun- 
cilmen may, by ordinance, adopt so much of the provisions of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of South Carolina as apply to the 
cities of Greenville, Sumter, Rock Hill, or any other town or city, 
as in their judgment may meet the requirements of the Town of 
Gafiney. 


§ 11. City of Gaffney.—That the said Mayor and Council- 
men shall have authority, by ordinance duly enacted, to change the 
name of the municipal corporation from the Town of Gaffney to 
the City of Gaffney, and shall certify the same to the Secretary of 
State, whereupon the City of Gaffney shall be entitled to all the 
rights, powers and authority, with the privileges and immunities 
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provided by law and common to Cities having a population of more 
than Five Thousand inhabitants. 


§ 12. Ordinances.—That all ordinances now in force in the 
Town of Gaffney and all provisions contained in the Charter of the 
said Town of Gaffney, not herein repealed, shall continue of force 
and effect until repealed or amended by proper ordinances of the 
City of Gaffney. 


§ 13. All Business in Name of City of Gaffney.—That, 
after the change of name to the City of Gaffney, all ordinances or 
resolutions adopted by the City Council shall be in the rame of the 
City of Gaffney, and by that name it shall have a authority to sue 
and be sued, and to transact all business pertaining to the said City. 


§ 14. When New Mayor and Councilmen’s Duties Be- 
gin—Old Administration Out.—That upon the declaration of 
the result of the said election for Mayor and Councilmen, the mem- 
bers so elected shall take the oath of office now required by law, and 
upon so doing, the terms of the office of the existing Mayor and 
aldermen shall cease, and the duties of office shall at once devolve 
upon the newly elected Mayor and Councilmen. 


§ 15. Provision for Additional Elections.—In case no 
person received a majority of the ballots cast in such election for 
Mayor and Councilmen, the Mayor of the Town of Gaffney shall 
order a second election by the same managers to be held one week 
from the date of such election, and if at such second election there 
shall be a failure to elect a mayor or councilmen, as the case may be, 
then a third election shall be ordered to be held one week from the 
date of the second election, and so on, until such Mayor and Council- 
men shall be elected. 


§ 16. Contests.—In case of a contest arising out of the elec- 
tion of either Mayor or Councilmen, such contest shall be decided as 
provided by an Act of the General Assembly, approved March 19, 
1925, XXXIV Sts. 46. 


§ 17. Managers of the Election—Compensation.—That 
the managers of the election shall be paid for their services by the 
Town of Gaffney out of such funds as may be applicable for such 
purposes and if there be no such funds, then the new City Council 
shall provide for the payment of the same.

§ 18. Board of Public Works—Petition to Have Elec-

AN ACT to Limit the Weight, Size and Loads of Vehicles 
Operated on Public Highways of This State and to 
Provide Penalties for Violations. 


Section 1. Vehicles on Public Highways—Misdemeanor 
to Violate Provisions of This Act.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: From and after the 
passage of this Act it shall be unlawful and constitute a misdemeanor 
for any person, firm or corporation to operate on the public highways 
of this State, either directly or through agents, any vehicle or ve- 
hicles of a size or gross weight or carrying loads exceeding the limits 
herein provided, or in violation of the rules and regulations to be 
promulgated by the State Highway Department pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


§ 2. Single Vehicles—Limits of Roads.—No single ve- 
hicle operated on the public roads of this State, including the loads 
thereon, shall exceed in width ninety (90) inches, in height twelve 
(12) feet and six (6) inches, and in length thirty-three (33) feet. 


§ 2-B. Train of Vehicles—Limits of Loads.—No train 
of vehicles, or other combination of vehicles operated as a unit on any 
public road of the State, shall exceed, including the loads thereon, in 
width ninety (90) inches, in height twelve (12) feet and six (6) 
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inches, and in gross overall length fifty (50) feet: Provided, That 
any train or combination of vehicles the gross length of which, in- 
cluding the loads thereon, does not exceed thirty (30) feet may have 
a gross maximum width, including the loads thereon, of not exceed- 
ing ninety (90) inches. 


§ 3. Weight—Limit—Distribution—This Section Ad- 
ditional to Act No. 543, Acts of 1926—Hauling of Cotton.— 
Except as authorized in Section four hereof, no vehicle, whether 
operated singly or in combination with other vehicles on the public 
_roads of this State, shall exceed in gross weight twelve and one-half 
(1214) tons, and the gross weight on no axle of any vehicle or com- 
bination of vehicles, having more than two axles, shall exceed five 
(5) tons. Any vehicle having more than two axles shall be so de- 
signed and constructed as to assure a constant distribution of weight 
among the axles while such vehicles are in operation, regardless of 
irregularities in the road surface. No combination of vehicles oper-. 
ated as a unit on the public roads of the State shall have a gross 
weight exceeding twenty (20) tons: Provided, That this Section 
shall not serve to repeal any provisions of Act No. 543, Acts of 
1926, but shall be construed as provided additional limitations : Pro- 
vided, That the limitations as to width of loads as stated in this Sec- 
tion and in Section 2 of this Act, shall not be deemed to prohibit 
the hauling of bales of cotton in loads not exceeding the width of 
two bales lying or standing edge to edge, if the bales are touching 
each other at both ends. It shall be lawful to haul cotton on the public 
highways of the State where the width of the load does not exceed 
the width of two bales placed edge to edge, against each other. 


§ 4. Certain Authorities Authorized to Issue Special 
Permits—Jurisdiction.—The State Highway Department, Coun- 
ty Highway authorities, and municipal authorities may each issue 
special permits applying respectively to State Highways, county 
highways and streets of municipalities for the operation of vehicles 
outside the limitations of the foregoing sections, subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions: 


(A) Any permit issued by the State Highway Department, or 
county road authorities, for the operation of a vehicle failing to 
come within the limits established by this Act, or other limits already 
fixed by law, shall be in writing and shall be limited to one trip of 
the vehicle authorized to be moved or operated, as well as to the 
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roads which are to be traversed by the said vehicle. Any such permit 
shall contain such further restrictions as in the discretion of the is- 
suing authorities may seem appropriate. 


(B) Municipal authorities may issue permits for stated intervals 
permitting the operation of vehicles that fail to come within the 
limits established by this Act on the streets within the municipality 
over which they have sole supervision. 


(C) In the case of any vehicle operated under the terms of any 
permit contemplated by this Section, whether the same be issued by 
the State Highway Department, county road authorities or by 
municipal authorities, the operator shall carry in the said vehicle the 
permit for such operation so that it may be available at any time for 
public inspection: Provided, That no permit shall be required for 
hauling long timbers, poles, structural steel units, etc., the proper 
use of which necessitates a length greater than the limits fixed by 
this Act, but no such timbers, poles, structural steel, etc., having 
lengths greater than the said limits, shall be transported or allowed 
to remain on any public highway after sunset and before sunrise. 
During the hours between sunrise and sunset, red flags shall be con- 
spicuously displayed at the extreme ends while said vehicles are upon 
the public roads. This provision does not authorize the operation of 
vehicles exceeding in gross weight or axle loads the limits provided 
in this Act. 


§ 5. Load Must Not Exceed by Thirty Per Cent, Capaci- 
ty of Vehicle as Indicated by License.——No motor vehicle shall 
be operated on any public road of the State carrying a load more 
than thirty (30) per cent in excess of the rated capacity of the said 
vehicle as indicated by the license plate issued by the State High- 
way Department for the said vehicle. Any motor vehicle operated in 
violation of this Section shall be deemed as being operated without 
proper license and the owner of any such vehicle shall be subject to 
the penalties already provided by law for operating motor vehicles 
without license, but not subject to the penalty provided in Section 
eight of this Act. 


§ 6. Exemptions—Farm Vehicles Loaded and. Farm 
Machinery—Highway Equipment.—The provisions of this Act 
shall not apply as limiting the width and height of farm vehicles 
loaded with loose straw or fodder, to equipment used only in hus- 
bandry, such as harvesting machines and thrashers constructed so 
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that they can be moved without material damage to highways or 
streets, nor to equipment used for road construction and maintenance 
by the State Highway Department, the counties or municipalities 
and the vehicles enumerated in this section may be moved or operated 
on the public highways in this State provided they are so moved or 
operated as to avoid any material damage to the highways and un- 
reasonable interference with other highway traffic. 


§ 7. State Highway Departments to Issue Rules and 
Regulations—I. C. C. Rules to Apply.—The State Highway 
Department is authorized and directed to promulgate rules and regu- 
liations for the enforcement of this Act, that the I. C. C. Rules rel- 
ative to the loading of logs and lumber and timber and other freight 
shall apply to the loading of trucks and trailers on State highways, 
which rules and regulations when promulgated shall have the full 
force and effect of law. The penalties for violations to be as fixed 
in Section five and eight hereof. 


§ 8. Violations.—Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this Act, except those contained in Section five, shall upon con- 
viction be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined for the 
first offense not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars nor more than One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or be imprisoned not less than ten (10) 
days or more than thirty (30) days within the discretion of the 
Court; and for each subsequent offense shall be fined not less than 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100- 
.00) Dollars, or be imprisoned not less than thirty (30) nor more 
than sixty (60) days. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

AN ACT to Require Weekly Reports from County Police 
Force for Charleston County Individually as to All 
. Arrests Made by Them, Offenses Charged and Dispo- 
sition of Cases. 


Section 1. Charleston County Police to Make Reports. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That on and after the approval of this Act, it shall be the 
duty of the Charleston County Rural Police Commission to furnish 
to each County Rural Policeman and County Traffic Policeman a 
form in blanks for requiring said County Rural Policemen and 
County Traffic Policemen to file with the said Charleston County 
Rural Police Commission an history of each case of arrest made by 
him, and the final disposition of same. 


§ 2. Suitable Forms to be Provided.—The Charleston 
County Rural Police Commission is hereby required to prepare suita- 
ble forms in blank for the information desired including tital of -: 
case, name of Magistrate before whom case was brought, charge 
preferred, number of receipt given in case bond was posted, date and 
location of offense, date of disposition, sentence imposed, final dis- 
position of case, and any and all other information said Commission 
may deem necessary. 


§ 3. Weekly Report to be Filed—Place.—It shall be the 
duty of each and every County Rural Policeman, and County Traffic 
Policeman to file said weekly report blank, properly filled out, in 
duplicate with the Secretary of the Charleston County Rural Police 
Commission, weekly. 


§ 4. Rural Police Commission to Verify Reports and to 
File Reports.—It shall be the duty of the Charleston County 
Rural Police Commission to verify such weekly reports, monthly, 
with the monthly report of Magistrates, filed with the Clerk of Courts.

AN ACT to Prohibit the Operation of Filling Stations for 
the Sale of Gasoline, Oil, and Other Like Commodities, 
Within Three Hundred (300) Feet of Any School or 
Church Pfoperty in Union County, and Providing the 
Punishment for Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. Unlawful to Operate Filling Station Within 
300 Feet School and/or Church—Union County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
from, and after the passage of this Act, it shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation doing business in Union County, in this 
State, to operate a Filling Station for the sale of gas, oil, and other 
like commodities within three hundred (300) feet of any school 
and/or Church property within the said County of Union. 


§ 2. Violation.—That a violation of the foregoing Section 
shall be punishable by a fine of. not less than twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars, nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars; or by 
imprisonment for a period of not more than thirty (30) days. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT: No Person, Firm or Corporation Shall Buy, Sell, 
Barter, Trade or Offer for Sale Any Second-Hand or 
Used Milk Bottles in South Carolina, Except as is Here- 
inafter Provided. 


Section 1. Unlawful to Dispose of Second-Hand or Used 
Milk Bottles—Provided—Unlawful to Accept Deposits on 
Bottles, etc.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: No person, firm or corporation shall buy, 
sell, barter, trade or offer for sale any second-hand or used Milk 
Bottles in the State of South Carolina, except such person, firm or 
corporation own and have in his, their or its possession such Milk 
Bottles at the time of the passage of this Act: Provided, Further, 
That it shall be lawful for any dairyman or milk depot or mer- 
chant offering for sale milk, to accept deposits on milk bottles and 
redeem same, and hold in exchange all milk bottles received in sale 
and purchase of milk, both wholesale and retail. 


§ 2. Lettered Bottles Exchanged for Plain Bottles— 
Disposition of Bottles.—Any person, firm or corporation demand- 
ing the return of all lettered bottles containing their or its name or 
trade name, from any other dairyman or wholesale or retail milk 
dealer, shall give in exchange therefor one plain bottle for each 
lettered bottle: Provided, That nothing herein shall prevent any 
dairyman or milk dealer from disposing of his used bottles in case of 
his going out of business. 


§ 3. Violation.—Any person violating the provisions of this 
law shall be punished by a fine not exceeding One Hundred ($100- 
.00) Dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding thirty (30) days for 
each offense. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Act inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Section 1. Amend Section 231, Code of Laws 1922, Vol- 


ume 3.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 231 of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, be amended by striking out on line seven 
of the sub-paragraph headed “Charleston” the words “Camp Ground” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words “High School Auditorium,” 
so that said sub-paragraph when so amended shall read as follows: 
“Charleston. In the County of Charleston, outside the corporate 
limits of the City of Charleston, there shall be voting places as fol-- 
low: Public School House grounds on James Island, Moultrieville, 
McClellanville, at or near Owendaw Bridge, in the parish of St. 
James’ Santee; Mount Pleasant, in Christ Church Parish; Brick 
Church, in St. Andrew’s Parish; Cedar Springs, on John’s Island;

AN ACT to Limit the Number of Speckled Trout or Rain- 
bow Trout to be Caught in One Day and to Provide a 
Penalty for the Violation Thereof. 


Twenty (20) Trout, Speckled or Rainbow, 
Limit for One Day.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: It shall be unlawful for any person 
to take from any stream in this State more than twenty (20) speck- 
led trout or twenty (20) rainbow trout in any one calendar day. 


§ 2. Minimum Lengths.—It shall be unlawful for any per- 
gon to take from any stream any speckled trout less than seven (7) 
inches in length or any rainbow trout less than eight (8) inches in 
length. 


§ 3. Lawful to Search for Violation.—It shall be lawful 
for any Game Warden or other officer of the law to search any fish 
container to ascertain if this law has been violated. 


§ 4. Misdemeanor to Violate.—Any person violating the 
provisions of this Act, or who shall object to any fish container 
being searched, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and liable to fine 
or imprisonment not to exceed One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars’ 
or thirty (30) days.

AN ACT to Amend Section 388 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure of South Carolina, 1922, Relating to Notice of 
Pendency of Action, so as to Permit Filing a Notice of 
Pendency of Action Twenty (20) Days Before Filing 
the Complaint in Any Action. ° 


Section 1. Amend Section 388, Code of Laws, 1922, Vol- 
ume 1.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 388 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
of South Carolina, 1922, be amended by adding after the word 
“plaintiff” on line 2 and before the word “at” on line 2 the words: 
“twenty days before filing of the complaint,” so that said Section 
when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 388, In an action affecting the title to real property, 
the plaintiff, twenty days before filing of the complaint, at the time 
of filing the complaint, or at any time afterwards, or whenever a 
warrant of attachment, under Chapter 4 of Title 7, Part 2, of this 
Code of Procedure, shall be issued, or at any time afterwards, the 
plaintiff, or a defendant, when he sets up an affirmative cause of 
action in his answer, and demands substantive relief, at the time of 
filing his answer, or at any time afterwards, if the same be intended 
to affect real estate, may file with the Clerk of each County in which 
the property is situated, a notice of the pendency of the action, con- 
taining the names of the parties, the object of the action, and the 
description of the propery in that County affected thereby; and if 
the action be for the foreclosure of a mortgage, such notice must 
be filed twenty days before judgment, and must contain the date 
of the mortgage, the parties thereto, and the time and place of re- 
cording the same. From the time of filing only, shall the pendency 
of the action be constructive notice to a purchaser or encumbrancer 
of the property affected thereby; and every person whose convey- 
ance or encumbrance is subsequently executed of subsequently re- 
corded shall be deemed a subsequent purchaser or encumbrancer, 
and shall be bound by all proceedings taken after the filing of such 
notice to the same extent as if he were made a party to the action. 
For the purposes of this Section, an action shall be deemed to be 
pending from the time of filing such notice: Provided, however, 
That such notice shall be of no avail, unless it shall be followed by 
the first publication of the summons, or an order therefor, or by the 
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personal service thereof, on a defendant within sixty days after such 
filing. And the Court in which the said action was commenced may, 
in its discretion, at any time after the action shall be settled, discon- 
tinued, or abated, as is provided in Section 364, on application of any 
person aggrieved, and on good cause shown, and on such notice as

tamentary or the Appointment of Administrators by 
Courts of This State. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That whenever Letters Testamentary have been 
issued heretofore or hereafter by the Courts of any foreign country 
or State of the United States other than South Carolina, in con- 
formity with the laws of such country or State, or whenever Letters 
of Administration have been granted in like manner by such Courts, 
the Executor or Executrix to whom Letters Testamentary have 
been so issued or the Administrator or Administratrix so appointed 
is hereby authorized, if otherwise lawfully empowered so to do, 
to execute valid satisfactions of mortgages and/or to transfer shares 
of the capital stock of a corporation chartered under the laws of 
the State of South Carolina owned by the estate of any decedent 
non-resident of this State without having Letters Testamentary 
issued or Administration granted in such estates by the Courts of 
this State: Provided, however, That nothing contained in this. Act 
shall be construed to modify or change any provision or require- 
ments of the present Inheritance Tax Laws of South Carolina: 
Provided, further, That with the satisfaction of any mortgage re- 
corded under the provisions of this Act there shall be recorded a 
certified copy of Letters Testamentary or Letters of Administration, 
as the case may be, which shall be filed and recorded with the original 
satisfaction of the mortgage and that said certified copies of Letters 
shall show the name of the County and State in which said Letters 
were granted, together with the Court granting the same; and in 
case of a transfer of stock a like certificate shall be filed with the 
corporation.

AN ACT to Declare the Method of Bringing and Prosecut- 
ing Suits Affecting Obligations or Evidences of Indebt- 
edness, or Bonds Issued, by the State, and to Fix the 
Penalty of the Bond in Such Cases. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That from and after the passage of this Act 
no suit shall be filed, nor shall any pending suit be prosecuted, in 
any Court of this State affecting the issuance or sale of any State 
security, certificate of indebtedness, or bond, the intent or effect 
or which is to prevent, delay, or effect the sale or other disposition 
thereof, or which would have this effect, unless and until the plain- 
tiff in said action shall make application to the Circuit Judge pre- 
siding in the Circuit in which the action is brought; or if there be 
no Judge presiding, then to the resident Judge of such Circuit, or to 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, if the same be brought in 
the original jurisdiction thereof ; or, if he be disabled or disqualified, 
to an Associate Justice for leave to bring and/or prosecute said 
action and upon convincing such Judge or Justice of the merit in such 
action or proceeding, the same shall then not be filed or prosecuted 
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unless and until the plaintiff or plaintiffs, shall file in such Court a 
bond in such amount as will adequately protect the State against loss, 
damage, injury and costs in an amount of not less than Twenty-five 
Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, subscribed by a duly licensed Sure- 
ty Company, or the deposit of a like amount in cash, conditioned to 
pay all loss, damage, injury and costs, including attorney’s fees, 
which the State may sustain in any such action: Provided, further, 
That before any action as heremabove referred to shall be hereafter 
commenced at least ten days notice thereof shall be given to the 
Governor and the State Treasurer, together with a copy of the pro- 
posed complaint, so as to afford them an opportunity to appear be- 
fore the Judge or Justice in opposition to the filing of the suit and 
to be heard upon the amount of the bond to be required.

Amend Section 571, Code of Civil Proced- 
ure, 1922.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Amend Section 571, Volume 1 (Civil Code of 
Procedure), 1922, by adding at the end of said Section the follow- 
ing : “Provided, however, That whenever a juror shall be so excused, 
unless the cause of the excuse shall be permanent physical disability 
of the juror, or the juror shall be a member of one of the classes of 
persons set forth in Section 569, Volume 1, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, as amended, the name of such juror shall be placed 
by the jury commissioners on the succeeding panel of the same term 
of Court, unless the panel from which the juror shall be excused 
shall be the last panel for the said term, in which event the name 
of such juror shall be placed by the jury commissioners on the first 
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panel of the succeeding term of Court. The name of such juror so 
placed on any panel shall be in addition to the thirty-six names now 
required to be placed thereon under the provisions of Section 550, 
Volume 1, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, and it shall be the 
duty of such juror to attend the Court on the first day of the week 
for which he has been so designated without the issuance or service 
of any further process. And he shall serve as a substitute on such 
panel in the stead and place of any one of the jurors drawn on 
such panel whose attendance cannot then be procured or who may 
be excused from attendance on such panel for cause as herein above 
provided. Nothing herein contained shall be construed as requiring 
the service of any person as a juror during any calendar year other 
than the calendar year for which he has been originally drawn under 
the provisions of Section 550, Volume 1, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922,” so that said Section when so amended shall read as 
follows : 


No juror who has been drawn to serve at any term of 
the Court shall be excused except for good and sufficient cause, 
upon affidavits, which together with his application, shall be filed 
in the office of the Clerk of the Court, and remain on record. Pro- 
vided, however, That whenever a juror shall be so excused, unless 
the cause of the excuse shall be permanent physical disability of the 
juror, or the juror shall be a member of one of the classes of per- 
sons set forth in Section 569, Volume 1, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, as amended, the name of such juror shall be placed 
by the jury commissioners on the succeeding panel of the same term 
of Court, unless the panel from which the juror shall be excused 
shall be the last panel for the said term, in which event the name 
of such juror shall be placed by the jury commissioners on the first 
panel of the succeeding term of Court. The name of such juror so 
placed on any panel shall be in addition to the thirty-six names now 
required to be placed thereon under the provisions of Section 550, 
Volume 1, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, and it shall be 
the duty of such juror to attend the Court on the first day of the 
week for which he has been so designated without the issuance 
or service of any further process.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower All Judges of Probate 
in This State to Grant Temporary Letters of Adminis- 
tration, Letters Testamentary and Letters of Guar- 
dianship Pending the Publication of Citation and to 
Provide for a Sufficient Bond During the Temporary 
Appointment. 


Section 1. Judges of Probate to Grant Certain Tempo- 
rary Letters.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The Judges of Probate of each County of this 
State are hereby authorized, empowered and directed, upon an ex- 
parte petition, to issue temporary letters of Administration, tem- 
porary letters testamentary, and temporary letters of guardianship, 
pending the publication of citation or the taking of any other pre- 
requisite legal step and without giving notice of such temporary ap- 
pointment. 


§ 2. Bond to be Given Upon Granting of such Letters.— 
Upon the exparte petition and granting of any temporary letters as 
provided for herein, such person shall enter into a bond to protect 
the property and estate as the Judge of Probate may fix or as is now 
required by law to permanent letters. 


§ 3. Such Letters Confer All Powers.—Upon the grant- 
ing of such temporary letters the person’ to whom such letters are 
issued shall have all the powers now conferred upon an appointee 
after legal citation.

AN ACT Authorizing Suits for Actual Damages Against 
Cities of Over Fifty Thousand Inhabitants, or Any 
Commission of Such City, Engaged in Establishing, 
Constructing, Developing, Improving, Maintaining and 
Operating Wharves, Docks, Warehouses, Buildings, 
Terminal Railways and Other Utilities by Persons In- 
jured or Damaged by Any Negligence in Connection 
Therewith and Providing Further for the Survival of 
Causes of Action for Such Personal Injuries. 


Section 1. Actions Against Cities Over Fifty Thousand 
Inhabitants for Actual Damages Engaged, etc.—Limit of 
Damages.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That any person who sustains injuries to his 
person, or whose property is damaged by the negligent construction, 
development, improvement, maintenance or operation of any wharf, 
dock, warehouse, building, right-of-way, the terminal railway or 
other property under the control of any City, or Commission of any 
City of over Fifty Thousand inhabitants, and in connection with the 
maintenance or operation of the port of terminal facilities of such 
Cities in this State, may recover actual damages in an action against 
said City, or any Commission of such City for such injuries to his 
person or damage to his property as though he had been injured or 
his property had been damaged by the agencies of a private corpora- 
tion: Provided, however, That there shall be no recovery in any such 
action for an amount in excess of Ten Thousand ($10,000) Dollars. 


§ 2. In Case of Death, Then Personal Representatives 
Can Sue—Limit of Verdict.—That whenever death of a person 
shall be caused by any injuries sustained under such circumstances 
and conditions as would have entitled the party so injured to re- 
cover damages under Section 1 of this Act, if death had not ensued, 
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then in every such.case, the right of action for such injuries and 
death shall survive to and may be enforced by the personal repre- 
sentative of such person in the same manner as is now provided by 
the Code of Civil Procedure, Volume 2, for actions by Administra- 
tors and Executors where death results from personal injuries ; and 
the provisions of said Code shall be applicable to all such actions: 
Provided, however, That there shall be no recovery in any such 
action for an amount in excess of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) 
Dollars.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide a 


Pension for Confederate Veterans and Their Widows 
and to Provide for the Distribution Thereof,” Known 
as Act No. 160 of the Acts of 1929, so as to Provide 
for the Payment of the Pension Fund Annually and 
a Retention of Fifty (50 ) Cents of Each Veteran 
Amount for the South Carolina Division of the United 
Confederate Veterans, and to Change the Age Limit 
and Marriage Qualifications for Widows of Veterans. 


Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 160 of the Acts of 1929 
—Amended.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Amend Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act 
to Provide for a Pension Fund for Confederate Veterans and Their 
Widows, etc., known as Act No. 160 of the Acts of 1929, by in- 
serting on line 8, after the word “married” the words “prior to De- 
cember 31, 1920, or,” and by changing the word and figures “fifty 
(50)” on lines 7 and 8 of Section 1 to “forty-five (45),” so that 
said Section 1 when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That there shall be, and there is hereby, created 
‘an Honor Roll of Confederate soldiers, sailors and others who, in the 
State Militia performed actual services in the Confederate States 
Army or Navy, who did not desert the services of this State or the 
Confederate States, who are residents of this State, and the widows 
of such, if she has attained the age of forty-five (45) years and was 
married prior to December 31, 1920, or for a period of at least ten 
years prior to his death, who are residents of this State.” 


§ 2. Section 8 of Act No. 160 of the Acts of 1929 Amend- 
ed.—Amend further Act No. 160 of the Acts of 1929, by striking 
out all of Section 8 and inserting in lieu thereof the following to 
be known as Section 8 of said Act: 


“Section 8. A sufficient amount shall be appropriated by the 
General Assembly each year for the purpose of paying Confederate 
pensions or other expenses provided for in this Act. All Confederate 
Veterans in South Carolina shall receive annually from said Pension 
Fund the sum of Two Hundred and Forty ($240.00) Dollars, which 
shall be paid annually at such times as may be fixed by the Comp- 
troller General. All widows of Confederate Veterans who have 
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reached the age of fifty-five (55) years shall receive annually the sum 
of One Hundred Sixty ($160.00) Dollars, and all other widows shall 
receive the sum of One Hundred Twenty-five ($125.00) Dollars, 
which shall be paid annually if she has attained the age of forty-five 
(45) years, and was married prior to December 31, 1920, or for 
a period of at least ten years prior to his death: Provided, That 
the Comptroller General be, and he is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to retain from the amount received by each veteran of this 
State the sum of fifty (50c) cents, which amount shall be turned 
over to the Commanding General of the South Carolina Division 
of the United Confederate Veterans for the purpose of paying the 
local State dues of the various camps in this State and the dues of 
the United Confederate Veterans with headquarters at New Orleans: 
Provided, further, That the wife of any pensioner who becomes in- 
capacitated by reason of insanity may receipt for his pension and 
draw same.” 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for an Annual License Tax on Motor 
Vehicles Operated in This State by Non-Resident Per- 
sons, Firms or Corporations; to Provide for Exemp- 
tions in Certain Cases; to Provide for Rules and Regu- 
lations by the State Highway Department and to Pro- 
vide Penalties for Violations. 


Section 1. Non-Residents Required to Pay License on 
Motor Vehicles Operated in This State—Schedule of Fees—— 
Regulations.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Before operating upon the public highways of 
this State every non-resident person, firm or corporation operating 
a motor vehicle or motor vehicles on the highways of this State shall 
pay to the State Highway Department an annual license, as follows: 
For each automobile weighing not over 2,000 pounds, the sum of 
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Nine ($9.00) Dollars; for each additional 500 pounds of weight, 
or fraction thereof, the additional sum of Three ($3.00) Dollars. 
The manufacturer’s weight of automobile shall be accepted as the 
weight for the purpose of registration hereunder. And for trucks 
the license fees shall be as follows: Trucks of a capacity of not 
exceeding one ton, Thirty ($30.00) Dollars; trucks exceeding one 
ton and up to and including two tons, Sixty ($60.00) Dollars. Trucks 
exceeding two tons and up to and including three tons, One Hundred 
and Twenty ($120.00) Dollars. Trucks exceeding three tons and up 
to and including four tons, Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars. Trucks 
exceeding four tons and up to and including five tons, Four Hun- 
dred ($400.00) Dollars. Trucks exceeding five tons and up to and 
including six tons, Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars. Trucks exceed- 
ing six tons and up to and including seven tons and over Eight 
Hundred ($800.00) Dollars: Provided, That a reduction of Fifty 
(50%) per cent. on the license be allowed on all trucks using pneu- 
matic tires on all the wheels. Lumber trucks and other trucks with 
trailer attached shall pay an annual license of Twenty ($20.00) 
Dollars for each trailer so operated, and an additional sum of Eight 
($8.00) Dollars for every 1,000 pounds or part thereof of ordinary 
loading capacity of such trailer: Provided, That where pneumatic 
tires are used on trailers a reduction of fifty (50%) per cent. shall 
be allowed: Provided, That no truck larger than a four-ton truck 
shall be allowed to be used on a highway or public road in this State 
unless the person desiring to operate any such truck larger than a 
four-ton truck shall first make a petition to the authorities in charge 
of the roads in any County where it is proposed to operate such truck, 
stating the road or roads proposed to be used and such road au- 
thorities shall consent to the use of such truck on such roads, and 
such consent shall be approved by the State Highway Engineer, in 
which event such truck shall, upon payment of the license fee herein 
provided, be permitted to operate on the road stated in the petition 
and none other. For every motorcycle, Five ($5.00) Dollars per an- 
num, 


§ 2. Requirements to Operate Without Obtaining Li- 
cense in This State.—For a period of ninety (90) days in any 
given year no non-resident owner of a passenger motor vehicle 
duly registered in and licensed by another State shall be required 
to pay the annual license required by this Act for a passenger motor 
vehicle, except where such vehicle is used regularly or periodically 
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in this State for business or commercial purposes, nor shall the pro- 
visions of this Act apply to any non-resident owner- of any motor 
vehicle duly registered in and licensed by another State and used in 
this State exclusively for transporting agricultural and farm pro- 
ducts from the field or place of production and/or growth to the 
markets of this or any other State, nor shall the provisions of this 
Act apply to any motor vehicle operating in this State under the 
provisions of Act No. 170, Acts of 1925, as amended. In order for 
any person, firm, or corporation to claim exemptions under this 
Act it shall be the duty of such person, firm or corporation to show 
to the satisfaction of the State Highway Department that the motor 
vehicle being operated is properly and duly registered in the name 
of the applicant in another State. 


§ 3. Purchasers of Motor Vehicles in This State.—Pur- 
chasers of ‘motor vehicles from licensed motor vehicle dealers in 
_this State shall have ten (10) days in which to secure motor vehicle 
registrations and licenses as provided by law. 


§ 4. State Highway Department Empowered to Issue 
Rules and Regulations—Defining—Administering and En- 
forcing.—The State Highway Department is hereby authorized 
and empowered to promulgate rules and regulations defining any 
word or term used in this Act and all such rules and regulations 
shall have the full force and effect of law. The State Highway De- 
partment is also hereby authorized and empowered to promulgate 
rules and regulations for the administration and enforcement of 
this Act and all such rules and regulations shall have the full force 
and effect of law. 


§ 5. Violation a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Any person, 
firm or corporation violating the provisions of this Act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined 
not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars nor more than One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars or be imprisoned not less than ten (10) days nor 
more than thirty (30) days in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 6. Re-enactment of Section 3059, Volume III, Code 
of 1922.—That Section (3059), Volume ITI, Code of 1922, be and 
the same is hereby re-enacted except in so far as the same relates 
to non-residents.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 296 and 297, Volume 3, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Relating to Tabula- 
tion of Returns, and the Result of First and Second 
Primaries, so as to Provide that a Candidate Receiving 
the Largest Number of Votes for Any Given Office in 
Any Second Primary to be the Nominees of the Party 
Whether They Shall Have Received the Majority of 
the Votes Cast for the Candidates of the Office or Not. 


Section 1. Sections 296 and 297, Volume III, Code of 
Laws, 1922—Amended—By Providing That Candidate or 
Candidates Receiving Largest Number of Votes in Second 
Primary to be Nominee or Nominees.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Sections 
296 and 297, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, by 
striking out all of said Sections and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing to be known as Sections 296 and 297: 


Section 296. The County Committees shall assembly at their 
respective court houses on the morning of the second day after the 
election on or before twelve o’clock noon to tabulate the returns and 
declare the results of the primary, so far as the same relates to mem- 
bers of the General Assembly and county officers, and shall forward 
immediately to the Chairman of the State Committee at Columbia, 
S. C., the result of the election in their respective counties for United 
States Senator, State officers, Congressmen and Solicitors. The State 
Committee shall proceed to canvass the vote and declare the result. 


The protests and contests for county officers and members of the 
General Assembly shall be filed within two days after the day of the 
declaration by the County Committee of the result of the election 
with the Chairman of the County Committee, and said County Com- 
mittee shall hear and determine the same at its first meeting there- 
after, which shall be held within five days after said protest or con- 
test is filed. The State Committee shall meet on the Tuesday after 
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each primary or at such other time as may be designated by the 
Chairman, to hear and decide protests and contests as to United 
States Senators, State officers, Congressmen and Solicitors: Pro- 
vided, That no member of either the County Committee or State 
Committee shall act in any contest wherein his candidacy is acted on. 
The protests and contests for all officers, except county officers and 
members of the General Assembly, shall be filed within five days 
after the election with the Chairman of the State Committee. 


The State Committee shall also review, on appeal, the decision of 
the County Committee as to County officers, and members of the 
General Assembly and its action shall be final. 

No candidate shall be declared nominated in a first primary elec- 
tion unless he receives a majority of the votes cast for the office for 
which he was a candidate. 


The question of a majority vote shall be determined by the num- 
ber of votes cast for any particular office and not by the whole num- 
ber of votes cast in the primary. 


Section 297. A second primary, when necessary, shall be held 
two weeks after the first and shall be subject to the rules governing 
the first primary. At said second primary the two highest candidates 
alone shall run for any one office, but if there are two or more va- 
cancies for ay particular office, then the number of candidates shall 
be double the number of vacancies to be filled. In all second primaries 
the candidate receiving the largest number of votes cast for a given 
office shall be declared the nominee for such office whether or not 
such person shall have received a majority of the votes cast for that 
office and where there are several candidates for several different 
offices—such as candidate for the House of Representatives—then 
the several candidates receiving the largest number of votes for the 
several positions shall be considered as nominated for said offices 
whether they shall have received a majority of the votes cast there- 
for or not: Provided, however, That in the event of a tie between two 
candidates in the second primary the County Chairman, if it is an 
election for a County office wherein the tie occurs, and if it is the 
office for United States Senator, or for any State office, Congress- 
man or Solicitor, the State Chairman shall order a third primary. 


Other primaries, if necessary, shall be ordered by the County 
Chairman, if it is a county office, and the State Chairman, if it is for 
United States Senator, State officers, Congressmen or Solicitors. 
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§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect’ immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

“Section 1. That a forfeited Land Commission be, and is hereby, 
created in each of the counties of this State which shall be composed 
of the County Treasurer, County Auditor, and Clerk of.the Court, 
all acting ex officio, and who shall serve without compensation: Pro- 
vided, That the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners 
or Governing Board of the various counties may serve on said 
Forfeited Land Commission when officially designated by the County 
Legislative Delegation, and he shall have equal authority with other 
members of the commission and shall serve without compensation: 
Provided, further, That in all counties having a Register of Mesne 
Conveyance, that such Register of Mesne Conveyance shall constitute 
a member of the said Forfeited Land Commission for that County in 
lieu and stead of the Clerk of Court.”

AN ACT to Amend Section 1 of An Act Entitled “An Act to 
Provide the Manner In Which Receivers of Closed 
Banks Are to be Chosen, to Further Extend Their 
Powers, to Prescribe Their Remuneration and the Re- 
muneration of Their Attorneys, Therefor, and to Re- 
quire Annual Audits Thereof,’ Approved the 16th 
Day of March, A. D. 1929, by Providing That Notices 
Shall not be Sent to Depositors Whose Balance is Less 
Than Ten Dollars. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Amend Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
provide the Manner in which Receivers of Closed Banks are to be 
Chosen, to Further Extend their Powers, to Prescribe their Remuner- 
ation and the Remuneration of their Attorneys therefor, and to Re- 
quire Annual Audits Thereof,” approved the 16th day of March, 
A. D. 1929, by adding the following proviso after the words “the 
affairs of said bank,” in line 13 of the said Act, “provided, that 
notices shall not be sent to depositors whose balance is less than ten 
dollars,” so that, when so amended, the said Section 1 of the said 
Act shall read as follows: 


“Section 1. That when a bank has been taken over by the State 
Bank Examiner pursuant to the provisions of Section 3981, Volume 
III, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, and it is thereafter de- 
cided to liquidate the same, it shall be the duty of the State Bank Ex- 
aminer to cause the depositors, and unsecured creditors of the said 
bank, to be notified in writing that the said bank is to be liquidated 
and to give each of them at least ten (10) days’ notice by mail, at 
his last known post office address, of a meeting to be held at the 
principal place of business of the said bank, and that said meeting is 
called for the purpose of electing a receiver and otherwise making 
provision for the liquidation of the affairs of the said bank, pro- 
vided, that notices shall not be sent to depositors whose balance is 
less than ten dollars.-At this meeting the depositors and creditors 
shall recommend to the Court of Common Pleas of the County in 
which the institution is situate the appointment of one or more per- 
sons who shall act as receivers for the said institution. At such meet- 
ing unsecured depositors and unsecured creditors shall have the right 
to appear in person, or by proxy, and vote their preference for re- 
ceiver. No person shall be appointed receiver unless. he receives a 
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vote of at least fifty (50) per cent. in number and amount of the 
unsecured depositors and unsecured creditors of the said bank 
represented or present at said meeting. The Bank Examiner or some 
representative designated by him shall preside at the said meeting, 
and the person, or persons, so recommended for appointment shall 
thereupon present to the Court of Common Pleas his petition for ap- 
pointment as receiver, with the endorsement of the unsecured credi- 
tors and unsecured depositors made at the aforesaid meeting, and it 
shall be the duty of the Court, unless some valid objection appears, 
to appoint such person as receiver. That the above provisions shall 
_also apply to cases provided for in Section 3985, Volume III, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, where the State Bank Examiner 
concludes to liquidate the bank found by him to be insolvent or con- 
ducted in such a manner as to jeopardize the interest of the deposi- 
tors, creditors, or stockholders.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Amend Section 141, Volume 2, Code of Laws 
of 1922, so as to Increase the Filing and Recording 
Fee for Labels, Trade Marks, etc. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 141, Volume 2, Code of Laws of 
1922, be, and the same is hereby amended by striking out the words 
“one dollar” on line eighteen of said Section and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “ten dollars,” so that said Section when so amended 
shall read as follows: 


“(141) Every such person, association, or union, that has hereto- 
fore adopted or used, or shall hereafter adopt for use, a label, trade- 
mark, term, design, device, or form of advertisement, as provided in 
Section (140) shall file the same for record in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State by leaving two copies, counterparts or facsimiles thereof 
with said Secretary, and by filing therewith a sworn application speci- 
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fying the name or names of the person, association, or union on 
whose behalf such label, trademark, term, design, device, or form of 
advertisement shall be filed, the class of merchandise and a descrip- 
tion of the goods to which it has been or is intended to be appropria- 
ated, stating the parties so filing, or on whose behalf such label, trade- 
mark, term, design, device, or form of advertisement shall be filed, 
has the right to the use of the same; that no other person, firm, as- 
sociation, union, or corporation has the right to such use, either in 
the identical form or in any such near resemblance thereto as may be 
calculated to deceive, and that the facsimiles or counterparts filed 
therewith are true and correct, before there shall be any liability to 
any suit or proceeding for any violation of Section (140) to (144), 
inclusive. There shall be paid for such filing and recording a fee of 
ten dollars. Said Secretary of State shall cause a description of such 
label, trademark, term, design, device, or form of advertisements to be © 
published once a week for three successive weeks, at the expense of 
the applicant, in some newspaper published in the City of Columbia. 
After such publication said Secretary shall deliver to such person, 
association, or union, so filing or causing to be filed, any such label, 
trademark, term, design, device, or form of advertisement, so many 
duly attested certificates of the recording of the same as such person, 
association, or union may apply for, for each of which certificates 
said Secretary shall receive a fee of one dollar. Any such certificate 
of record shall in all suits and prosecutions under this Section be 
sufficient proof of the adoption of such label, trademark, term, de- 
sign, device, or form of advertisement. Said Secretary of State shall 
not record for any person, union or association any label, trademark, 
term, design, device, or form of advertisement that would probably 
be mistaken for any label, trademark, term, design, device, or form 
of advertisement therefore filed by or on behalf of any other person, 
union, or association.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a System of Registration of Rights- 
of-Way Secured for State Highways and to Make the 
Location, Construction or Maintenance of State High- 
ways Sufficient Notice to Prevent Encroachments on 
State Highway Rights-of-Way. 


Section 1. Right of Way Papers to be Filed at State 
Highway Department—Notice to All.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and 
after the passage of this Act all deeds or other instruments convey- 
ing, or intended to convey, any right-of-way, and the original papers 
in all condemnation proceedings to acquire any right-of-way for any 
State Highway shall be filed by the State Highway Department in 
its offices, at Columbia, and a direct index of all such deeds, instru- 
ments and records shall be made and kept by the State Highway De- 
partment, and the filing and indexing of such instruments shall con- 
stitute a sufficient record of such deed, instrument or condemnation 
proceedings and such filing shall have the same force and effect as 
if such deed, instrument or condemnation proceeding were actually 
recorded in the office of the Clerk of Court or the office of the 
Register of Mesne Conveyance in the County in which the land de- 
scribed in such deed, instrument, or condemnation proceeding is 
situated, and the location, construction and/or maintenance of any 
State Highway shall constitute sufficient notice to put any and all 
persons, whether creditors, purchasers, or otherwise, on inquiry as 
to the right of the State in and to the right-of-way. for any State 
Highway. ; 


§ 2. Certified Copy Competent Evidence.—A certified 
copy of the aforesaid papers, when once filed as hereinbefore pro- 
vided shall be competent evidence in all the Courts of this State of 
such filing and of the facts contained in such writing, deed, or other 
instrument or condemnation proceeding so filed. 


§ 3. Application of This Act.—That the provisions of this 
Act shall apply to all deeds, instruments, and/or condemnation pro- 
ceedings now in existence or which may hereafter exist, except such 
instruments as have actually been recorded in the office of the Regi- 
ster of Mesne Conveyances, or Cletk of Court of any County of this 
State or has become a permanent record in such office. 
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§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

Section 1. Amend Section 562, Code of. Laws, 1922, 
Volume I—Relating to Vacancies—Jury Commissioners.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: Amend Section 562 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1922, by 
adding at the end of said Section the following proviso: “Provided, 
Should any of the above commissioners be disqualified, the resident 
Circuit Judge or the presiding Judge shall appoint a commissioner 
or commissioners to serve in the place of such commissioner or com- 
missioners as may be disqualified during the time of his or their dis- 
qualification, each of whom shall recive the same per diem and mile- 
age as is paid jurors,” so that said Section as amended shall read as 
follows: 


“Section 562. In case thére shall be a vacancy in the office of the 
Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas, County Auditor, or County 
Treasurer, at the time herein fixed for preparing said jury list, or 
for drawing a jury, or any one of said officers shall be disqualified 
or unable to serve for any cause, the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation shall act in his place and stead, and in case there shall be a 
vacancy in two of said offices, or for any other cause, two of said 
officers shall be unable to serve, the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation and the Sheriff of such County shall act in their places and 
stead: Provided, Should any of the above commissioners be dis-

AN ACT to Regulate the Election of Public Cotton Weigh- 
ers in the Town of Johnston, Edgefield County, South 
Carolina, and to Fix Their Compensation. 


Section 1. Two Cotton Weighers to be Elected for 
Johnston—Edgefield County—Election—Time—Compen- 
sation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That on the third Saturday in August, 1931, and 
on the same day every two years thereafter, there shall be conducted 
in the Town of Johnston, Edgefield County, S. C., an election at 
which there shall be elected two public cotton weighers for said 
town, whose term of office shall begin on the first day of September 
thereafter and continue for a period of two years, or until their suc- 
cessors shall have been elected and qualified, at which election only 
such qualified electors who shall buy or sell cotton in the Town of 
Johnston, and who live within a radius of six miles from the depot 
of said town shall be eligible to vote. The said cotton weighers shall 
be paid for their services fourteen (14) cents for every bale of cot- 
ton weighed by them, seven (7) cents to be paid by the purchaser 

and seven (7) cents paid by the seller. 


§ 2. The Election—Managers and Clerk Appointed— 
How Conducted—Notice.—For the purpose of holding the elec- 
tion provided for in Section 1 hereof, the County Commissioners of 
Edgefield County shall, thirty days before such election, appoint 
three managers and a clerk, who shall be required to take their oath 
as managers and who shall conduct such election as general elections 
are now conducted, and who shall declare the result of said election, 
and the two persons receiving the highest number of votes cast shall 
be declared to be the duly elected cotton weighers for the said town: 
Provided, That at least three weeks public notice of the time and 
place of such election shall be given by posting notices thereof in at 
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least three conspicuous places within the territory or by publication 
of said notice in some newspaper published in Edgefield County. 


§ 3. All Acts Not Inconsistent to Remain in Full Force 
and Effect.—That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed, such Acts relating to 
cotton weighers in this State which are not inconsistent with the 
terms of this Act shall remain in full force and effect in so far as 
they relate to the duties of cotton weighers in the Town of Johnston.

AN ACT to Create a Balloting Place for Democratic Pri- 
maries at or near the Railway Shops in the City and 
County of Florence and for Other Purposes. 


Section 1. Voting Place to be Established Near Shops 
of A. C. L. Railroad Company—Florence County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Executive Committee of Florence County and the 
Executive Committee of the City of Florence is hereby authorized 
and directed to make provision for and supply a voting place and a 
box or boxes for all Democratic Primaries for National, State, 
County and City matters at or near the Shops of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company within or near the City of Florence, so that 
the Railway employees shall have the opportunity and privilege of 
voting therein in any and all Democratic Primaries. 


§ 2. Registration of Voters.—It shall be the duty of the - 
Executive Committee to provide copies of all books of registration 
where the Railway employees are registered, in any voting precinct in 
the County of Florence, to the managers of election at said voting 
place so that any Railway employee regardless of where he may have 
registered within the County of Florence shall have the right to vote 
at said box in any Democratic Primary. 


§ 3. Votes Cast in Said Box Valid.—That the employees 
of said Railway shall have the right to cast their ballot in any Demo- 
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cratic Primary in said box or in the voting precinct where registered 
but if they cast their ballot in said box the same shall be legal and 
valid and shall be counted in any Primary in which the same is cast. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

ers of Williamsburg County and Fix Their Terms of

Section 1. Williamsburg County Divided Into Five Dis- 
tricts to Elect County Commissioners—Districts.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
for the purpose of electing County Commissioners of Williamsburg 
County under the terms of this Act, the County is divided into five 
(5) districts. The respective districts shall comprise the area included 
within the Club Districts of the Democratic Clubs, as established by 
the Democratic Executive Committee of Williamsburg County, as 
follows : 


District No. 1 shall comprise the area of the following Clubs : Kings- 
tree No. 2, Cedar ey Central, Millwood, Bloomingdale, and 
Piney Forest.

"8 2. One Commissioner from Each District—Term of

Section 1. Repeal Sections 1596, 1597, 1598, 1599, 1600, 
1601 and 1602, Code of Laws, 1922, Volume 3—Substitut- 
ed Sections—Greenville County—Comptroller of Green- 
ville County—How Appointed and Removed—Term of 
Office—Compensation—Bond ~ Required—Duties—O fice 
and Supplies—Annual Audit of All Public Offices.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Sections 1596, 1597, 1598, 1599, 1600, 1601 and 1602 of Volume 3, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be, and the same is hereby 
repealed, and the following provisions substituted in lieu of the said 
Sections and to be designated as Sections 1596, 1597, 1598, 1599, 
1600, 1601, 1602 and 1602-A of the said Volume; that is to say: 


Section 1596. That the office of Comptroller of Greenville Coun- 
ty be, and the same is hereby established. 
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Section 1597. That said Comptroller shall be appointed by and 
shall be removed by the Governor upon the recommendation of a 
majority of the Greenville Delegation in the General Assembly. 


Section 1598. That his term of office shall be for four years and 
until his successor shall have been appointed and qualified. 


Section 1599. That the compensation of such Comptroller shall 
be as annually fixed by the Legislative Delegation of Greenville 
County; the compensation so fixed to be provided for in the annual 
supply bill for said county, and shall be payable monthly. ~ 


Section 1600. ‘That he shall give bond in the sum of Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars in the manner and form prescribed in Section 
1024 of this Code. 


Section 1601. ‘That his duties shall be as follows: 


(a) He shall supervise the various county offices and institutions 
and see that the provisions of the law applicable to them respect- 
ively, are faithfully and properly observed. 

(b) He shall countersign all warrants drawn by the Supervisor, 
County Superintendent of Education, or other county officer, upon 
the county Treasurer, and only upon the full compliance of the 
same with the provisions of law: Provided, This requirement 
shall not apply to teachers’ pay certificates. 

(c) He shall carefully examine the books of the several county officers 
with the end in view that they fully comply with all the provisions 
of law applicable to them, respectively. 

(d) He is specially charged with the duty of supervising the conduct 
and accounts of the delinquent tax collector in the matter of tax 
executions, to the end that prompt and correct returns according 
to law be made by said officer in connection therewith; the said 
delinquent tax collector being charged with the full amount of 
said tax executions and discharging himself only by satisfactory 
evidence that the same cannot be enforced. 

(e) Heis further specially charged with the duty of seeing that proper 
records are kept of the bonded indebtedness of the county and that 
proper provision is made from time to time for the prompt pay- 
ment of the interest of such indebtedness and that the sinking 
fund is properly provided for. He is further charged with the 
duty of supervising the account of the County with the State 
Highway Department and of seeing that all funds from the 
State Highway Department applicable to Greenville County are 
properly accounted for. 
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(f) He shall act as an expert to the County Delegation and to the 
Grand Jury, and render these bodies such assistance in the dis- 
charge of their duties as required of him, and, from time to time, 
submit to the Grand Jury or the County Delegation, when re- 
quested by either of them, a full report of the financial condition 
of the county and of the results of his supervision of the various 
offices of the county.. 
He shall check up the books of the Clerk of Court with the 
Session docket, and see that all fines imposed have been promptly 
paid to the Clerk and by him turned over to the County Treasurer. 
(h) He shall examine quarterly the books and records of the Magis- 
trates of the County and see that they keep the records and make 
the entries required of them by law, and that all fines, penalties 
and costs collected by them and payable to the county have been 
forthwith paid over to the County Treasurer by the Magistrates 
as required by law.

Section 1602. The Supervisor is directed to furnish said Comp- 
troller with office room and such furniture and stationery as he may 
need out of the fund provided for books, stationery, and printing.

Section 1. Four Magisterial Districts for Saluda Coun- 
ty—Salary of Magistrates.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and after the ex- 
piration of all of the present terms of office of the Magistrates of 
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Saluda County, there shall be in Saluda County four (4) Magisterial 
Districts, and the magistrates shall have the jurisdiction, and receive 
the annual compensation as herein fixed, that is to say: 


District No. 1. Shall embrace the entire County, with one Magis- 
trate at the Court House, and who shall be a resident of the territory 
embraced in the Saluda Democratic precinct, whose salary shall be 
Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars per annum. All warrants and other 
papers of the Magistrate of District No. 1, shall be served by the 
Sheriff and Deputy Sheriff. 


District No. 2. Shall embrace the territory east of Highway No. 
19 to Highway No. 24,.except so much thereof as is comprised in the 
territory embraced in the Saluda Democratic precinct, and whose 
salary shall be Two Hundred and Forty ($240.00) Dollars per an- 
num, and who shall be a resident of the said district. He shall appoint 
a Constable whose salary shall be One Hundred and Twenty ($120.00) 
Dollars per annum. 


District No. 3. Shall embrace that territory north of Highway No. 
24 to Highway No. 19, exclusive of that part of the territory em- 
braced in the Saluda Democratic precinct, who shall be a resident of 
the said district and whose salary shall be Seventy-five ($75.00) Dol- 
lars per annum. He shall appoint a constable whose salary shall be 
Seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars per annum. 


District No. 4. Shall embrace the territory west of Highway No. 
19, exclusive of that territory embraced in the Saluda Democratic pre- 
cinct, who shall be a resident of the district, and whose salary shall be 
Seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars per annum. He shall appoint a Constable 
whose salary shall be Seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars per annum. 


§ 2. Payment of Salaries.—The salaries herein fixed shall 
be paid by the County Treasurer upon the warrant of the County 
Board of Commissioners. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Prohibit State and County Officials from De- 
positing Official Funds with Private Funds in Any 
Bank or Depository in This State. 


Section 1. State and County Officials Not to Mix Pub- 
lic Funds—Withdrawal of Deposits.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It shall be unlawful 
for any State or County official to deposit public or trust funds with 
individuals or private funds in any bank or other depositories in this 
State, or for any such officer to withdraw any such public or trust 
funds so deposited, or any part thereof, for any purpose other than 
that for which it was received and deposited. 


§ 2. Violation.—Any State or County official violating the 
provision of this law shall be subject to a fine or imprisonment at the 
discretion of the Court, and in addition shall be subject to removal 
from office for malfeasance in office. 


§ 3. Intention of This Act.—This Act is intended to re- 
quire all State and County officers to carry a State and County fund 
deposited by them in a separate account to be known as Public or 
Trust Funds without allowing any private funds to be deposited with 
same.

A JOINT RESOLUTION Proposing an Amendment to Sec- 
tion 2 of Article II of the Constitution, so as to Render 
Circuit Judges Eligible to Appointment as Acting As- 
sociate Justices of the Supreme Court in Cases of 
Emergency and to Regulate Their Appointment in 

- Such Cases. 


Section 1. Proposed Amendment to Section 2, Article 
II, of the Constitution so as to Render Circuit Judges Eligi- 
ble to Appointment as Acting Associate Justices, etc.—Be 
it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the following amendment to Section 2 of Article II of the Con- 
stitution of the State of South Carolina be agreed to by two-thirds 
(2/3) of the members elected to each House of the General Assembly 
and entered on the Journals respectively, with yeas and nays taken 
thereon, and be submitted to the qualified electors of the State at the 
next general election for members of the House of representatives, to- 
wit: 


Add at the end of'the said Section the following : 


“Provided, further, That the limitation above set forth “But no 
person shall hold two offices of honor or profit at the same time” shall 
not apply to the Circuit Judges of the State under the circumstances: 
hereinafter stated, but that whenever it shall appear that any or 
all of the Justices of the Supreme Court shall be disqualified or be 
otherwise prevented from presiding in any cause, or causes, for the 
reasons set forthin Section 6 of Article V of the Constitution, the Chief 
Justice or in his stead the Senior Associate Justice shall when avail- 
able designate the requisite number of Circuit Judges for the hearing 
and determination thereof. 


So that the said Section when amended shall read as follows: 


“Every qualified elector shall be eligible to any office to be voted 
for, unless disqualified by age, as prescribed in this Constitution. But 
no person shall hold two offices of honor or profit at the same time: 
Provided, That any person holding another office may at the same time 
be an officer in the militia or a notary public: Provided, further, That 
the limitation above set forth “But no person shall hold two offices of 
honor or profit at the same time” shall not apply to the Circuit Judges 
of the State under the circumstances hereinafter stated, but that 
whenever it shall appear that any or all of the Justices of the Supreme 
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Court shall be disqualified or be otherwise prevented from presiding 
in any cause, or causes, for the reasons set forth in Section 6 of Article 
V of the Constitution, the Chief Justice or in his stead the Senior 
Associate Justice shall when available designate the requisite number 
of Circuit Judges for the hearing and determination thereof. 


§ 2. Submission to Electors.—The question of adopting 
this amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State at the next general election for representatives as follows: Those 
in favor of said amendment shall cast a vote with the following words 
plainly written or printed thereon: “Constitutional Amendment to 
Section 2 of Article II of the Constitution relating to eligibility of 
Circuit Judges to serve Supreme Judges when appointed—yYes.” 
Those opposed shall deposit a ballot with the following words plainly 
written or printed thereon: “Constitutional Amendment to Section 2 
of Article II of the Constitution relating to eligibility of Circuit 
Judges to serve Supreme Judges when appointed—No.”

AN ACT to Provide for a Commission Form of Government 
for Cities of More than Eight Thousand Inhabitants 
and Less Than Twenty Thousand Inhabitants Accord- 
ing to the United States Census for the Year 1920. 


Section 1. All Laws Relating to Commission Form of 
Government for Cities More than 35,000 and Less than 45,- 
000 Shall Apply to Cities More than 8,000—Except as 
Same May Conflict With This Act.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all laws now of 
force relating to the commission form of Government for cities of 
more than thirty-five thousand inhabitants and less than forty-five 
thousand inhabitants shall apply to cities of more than eight thousand 
inhabitants and less than twenty thousand inhabitants, according to 
the United States Census for the year 1920, except as the same may 
be in conflict with this Act.’ 


: § 2. Does Not Repeal the Adoption by Cities of More 
than 8,000 of the Commission Form of Government.—That 
nothing in this Act shall be construed to repeal the adoption of the 
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Commission form of government by cities of more than eight thousand 
inhabitants and less than twenty thousand inhabitants, according to 
the United States Census for the year 1920, where any such city has 
heretofore adopted the said form of government. 


§ 3. Party Primary—How Conducted—Oath—Ballots 
—DMajority Vote Necessary—Second Primary.—There shall 
be no party primary nominations of any person as a candidate for 
mayor, or councilman, unless the said party primary election be con- 
ducted and the qualifications for suffrage therein be enforced as 
herein provided. The primary election of any party for nominating 
mayor and councilmen shall be held on the second Tuesday preceding 
the municipal election and shall be conducted by the duly appointed 
board of commissioners of elections and board of managers of elec- 
tions for the said municipal election who shall be paid for the holding 
of said municipal election, and shall conduct the primary elections at 
the same places and in the same manner and with the enforcement of 
the same requirements for suffrage as are hereinafter set forth, having 
a separate box for each organized political party in said city, and for 
any violation of the law governing the same shall be subject to the 
same punishment as any violation of the law governing other elections: 
Provided, however, That no person shall be allowed to vote in any 
party primary unless he or she be a member of said party, and shall 
subscribe to the following oath: “I do solemnly swear that I am a 
member of this club district, that Iam a member of................ 
Reticence beatin edugetauenelt dharbeie party, duly qualified to vote at this elec- 
tion and that I have not voted before at this election”: Provided, 
further, That no primary election shall be held for any political party 
unless the chief officer or officers in its city organization shall notify 
the mayor and the chairman of the board of commissioners of elections 
for the municipal election at least five days before the time for holding 
of the party primary election that the said political party desires the 
primary election and at such primary election three members of 
such political party, duly appointed for the purpose by the proper 
officers of the party shall have the right to be present at each polling 
precinct and advise the managers if any person offering to vote in 
said party primary be not a member of said party and file protest 
as ground for legal contest in case such person be allowed to vote by 
the local managers. No ballot cast in said primary election shall be 
counted for any person who shall not have filed with the chairman of 
the board of commissioners of elections the pledge as to corrupt prac- 
tices and an itemized statement as to expenditures, as provided in an 
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Act making certain offences in primary elections, misdemeanors and 
prescribing penalties therefor, approved March 6, 1905, Volume 
XXIV in the Statutes at page 949. The board of commissioners of 
elections shall cause the names of all candidates in the primary election 
classed according to their party affiliation, to be published in a daily 
newspaper of the city from the time that that they have become quali- 
fied as candidates up to and including the day of the primary election, 
and the said board shall provide the printed ballots to be used in the 
said party primary elections, the names of candidates for mayor and 
also separately, the names of the candidates for councilmen, arranged 
alphabetically : the ballots in each case to bear the words “Vote for 
(the number to be elected).” The candidate receiving the largest 
majority vote shall be declared elected. In case a primary election 
does not result in a majority and a larger vote for the number of per- 
sons to be elected in the regular municipal election, a second primary 
shall be had on the seventh day after the first primary in which second 
primary the ballots shall contain for each position for which choice is 
to be made, the names of two persons—those receiving the highest 
vote at the preceding primary election. 


§ 4. Books of Enrollment—Notices by Chairman—Ap- 
plicants—Closing Date of Books—Prepared Copy—Exami- 
nation of Copy—Errors—Procedure to Strike Any Name 
From Roll—Additional Names—Final List Filed—No Cer- 
tificate or Payment of Taxes Necessary to Vote.—Books of 
enrollment for voting in the primary elections provided herein shall be 
caused to be opened by the board of Commissioners of elections and 
board of Managers of elections for the said municipal primary elections 
in each ward or voting precinct at least ninety days before the first 
municipal primary election. Notice thereof shall be given by the chair- 
man of the board of Commissioners of election, showing the names 
of the ward, or voting precinct, the boundaries of the ward district, 
the place or places where the enrollment book shall be found in said 
ward or voting precinct and such other information as the chairman 
of said board may desire to give. Each applicant for enrollment shall, 
in person, write upon the club roll his full name and immediately 
thereafter his age, occupation, street and number of the house in 
which he or she resides. If the name be illegible, the one in charge 
of said enrollment book shall write his or her name beneath the 
signature of the applicant: In the event of the inability of the applicant 
to write, he or she may make his or her mark upon the roll, which shall 
be witnessed by the party who is put by the chairman of said board 
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in charge of said enrollment book, or other person then having the 
custody thereof, and such person so in charge of the enrollment book 
shall fill in the other requirements. The City in which such primary 
election or elections are held shall furnish suitable books for enroll- 
ment and the duplicate rolls to be made and filed with the Clerk of the 
said City. "The enrollment book shall be kept in the custody of the 
chairman of said board at such place as shall be designated by the said 
board. The enrollment book shall be open to inspection by any member 
of the party. 

Thirty days before which any municipal primary election is to be 
held, the club books shall close; and within three days thereafter the 
chairman of said board shall forthwith cause to be made and shall 
certify a copy thereof and file the same with the clerk of the city for 
public inspection at all times. At least ten days before the first primary 
the board of commissioners of elections shall meet after three days’ 
published notice in a newspaper of general circulation in the city of 
time and place of meeting and examining the rolls. Any person may 
complain of errors therein, and the said board of commissioners of 
elections, after hearing complaints shall in fair and impartial manner 
correct and purge the rolls, striking off the names ‘of all persons not 
residing in the ward or voting precinct for which each roll was made 
up, or otherwise improperly enrolled, and adding any names im- 
properly omitted: Provided, No name shall be striken from any club 
roll without three days’ notice by mail to the address appearing on the 
club roll to the person whose name is proposed to be dropped from the 
roll to show cause why said name should not be dropped. 

When said rolls have been revised and corrected by the said board 
of commissioners of elections they shall be certified to and shall 
thereupon become the official club rolls, and no names shall be 
added thereafter, except by the order of a Judge of competent juris- 
diction. ; 

Upon the completion of said revision, the chairman of said board 
shall immediately file in the office of the clerk of said city a list duly 
certified by him of all names added or dropped from said roll, with 
age, place of residence and occupation, which list shall be preserved by 
the clerk along with the duplicate roll on file in his office and any 
person may there inspect said roll and list of corrections at all times. 
The original roll shall be delivered to the managers of the primary 
election by the board of commissioners of elections before the day for 
the opening of the polls ; and no person shall be allowed to vote at said 
election whose name does not appear on said original roll as herein re- 
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quired. The managers of elections shall return said rolls to the chair- 
man of the board of commissioners of elections immediately after 
the counting of the votes and the declaration of the results, or as scor. 
thereafter as practicable: Provided, If the original roll be lost or mis- 
carried, a copy of the duplicate as corrected by the board of commis- 
sioners of elections and filed in the Clerk’s office, such copy to be 
certified to by him shall be used in the place of the original. 

That nothing herein nor any law now existing shall be construed 
to require the obtaining of a registration certificate or the payment 
of taxes as a prerequisite to the right of exercising suffrage in munici- 
pal primary herein provided for. 


§ 5. Repealing Clause.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsis- 
tent with this Act be and the same are hereby repealed insofar as 
they relate to cities of more than eight thousand inhabitants and less 
than twenty thousand inhabitants according to the United States Cen- 
sus of the year 1920. 


§ 6. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Prohibit the Attaching to Any Motor Driven 
Vehicle Any Device for the Purpose of Causing Said 
Motor Vehicle to Emit Therefrom Any Smoke Screen 
and to Prohibit the Possession, Owning or Operating 
of Any Motor Driven Vehicle With Such Attachment 
Affixed Thereto and to Provide a Penalty Therefor. 


Section 1. Unlawful to Attach to Any Motor Vehicle 
Any Device to Emit Smoke Screen, etc.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to attach to any motor vehicle in this State any 
device to emit from the exhaust pipe, or any other part of such vehicle, 
any smoke screen, noisome gases or odors. 


§ 2. Unlawful to Drive Any Motor Vehicle to Which 
is Attached a Device to Emit Smoke Screen, etc.—That it 
shall be unlawful for any person to drive upon any road or highway

within this State, or to have in possession any motor vehicle to which 
is attached any device used for the emission of any smoke screen, or 
any noisome gases or odors. 


§ 3. Unlawful to Operate.—That it shall be unlawful for 
any person to use or operate in this State any device attached to any 
motor vehicle so as to emit from such device any smoke screen, 
noisome gases or odors. ? 


§ 4. Felony—Penalty.—That any person violating any of 
the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a felony, and, upon convic- 
tion, shall be imprisoned for not less than six months nor more than 
two years, or fined not less than two nor more than Five Hundred Dol- 
lars, in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 5. Such Motor Vehicles to be Forfeited—-Redeeming 
of Such Vehicles—Rights of Owners and Mortgages Pro- 
tected.—That any motor vehicle possessed or operated by any 
person in violation of the provisions of this Act shall be forfeited to 
the county in which such conviction is had: Provided, Said motor ve- 
hicle may be redeemed by the owner upon the payment to the County 
Treasurer of a sum of money agreed upon by the Board of County 
Directors or other governing body of county and the Sheriff of such 
county: Provided, further, That the rights of innocent owners or 
mortgages shall be protected. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. : 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Subdivision Headed Spartanburg of 
Section 231, of Volume Three, Civil Code of South 
Carolina, 1922, by Providing an Additional Voting 
Place in Glenn Springs Township, Spartanburg Coun- 
ty, to be Known as Friendship, and Another in Spar- 
tanburg Township to be Known as Ben Avon. 


Section 1. Section 231, Volume 3, Civil Code of Laws, 
1922, Amended—Relating to Voting Places in Spartanburg 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
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South Carolina: That Section 231, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
be and the same is hereby amended by adding an additional voting 
place in Glenn Springs Township, Spartanburg County, to be known 
as Friendship, and another in Spartanburg Township to be known as 
Ben Avon, so that said Spartanburg sub-division of said section, when 
so amended shall read as follows: 


. “Spartanburg—In the County of Spartanburg there shall be voting 
places as follows: Antioch, Ardella, Arrowwood, Arlington, Ark- 
wright, Roebuck, Beaumont, Bishop, Boiling Springs, Brannon, 
Campton, Campobello, Cannon’s Camp Ground, Cashville, Cavins, 
Cherokee, Clifton No. 1, Clifton No. 2, Clifton No. 3, Crescent, Cow- 
pens, Cross Anchor, Duncan, Dr. Young’s Store, Enoree, Fair Forest, 
Fairview, Fairmont, Fingerville, Grantling, Glendale, Glenn Springs, 
Green Pond, Morgan’s Store, Hobby’s, Hebron, Holly Springs, at 
Bruce’s Store, Inman, Landrum, Moore, Molton’s Creek, McKelvey’s, 
New Prospect, Pacolet, Pacolet Mills (within five hundred yards of 
Company’s Store) Paris, Pelham, Pauline, Poplar Springs, Reidville, 
Rich Hill, Saxon Mills, Spartan Mills, Switzer, Swan, Spartanburg 
No. 1, Spartanburg No. 2, Spartanburg No. 3, Spartanburg No. 4, 
Spartanburg No. 5, Spartanburg No. 6, Trough, Tucapau, Valley 
Falls, Victory Mills, Walnut Grove, Wellford, Whitney, Woodruff, 
Wood’s Chapel, Berry’s, at Berry’s Postoffice, Mount Olive, Brooklyn, 
Inman Mills, Arcadia Mills, Drayton Mills, Dutchman, at Brown’s 
Store, Cedar Springs, at School House, Mary Louise Mills and Cooly 
Springs, in Cherokee Township, at S. M. Lee’s Store. One at Chesnee, 
one at W. T. McDowell’s Store, to be known as McDowell’s, one at 
Zion Hill, and one at or near the Crescent Knitting Mills, to be known 
as South Spartanburg. There shall be additional voting precincts in 
Spartanburg County, known as Gray Cotton Mill Precinct, and Wood- 
ruff Cotton Mills. The precincts heretofore known as Wood’s Chapel 
to be changed to and located at Wilson’s Store. The voting precinct 
at McKelvey’s is changed to Mayo, in said County, to be known as 
Mayo. There shall be an additional voting place in Glenn Springs 
Township, Spartanburg County, to be known as Friendship, and 
another in Spartanburg Township to be known as Ben Avon. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Create and Establish a Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion in Darlington County and to Establish and Define 
the Powers and Duties of the Members Thereof. 


Section 1. Creation of Sinking Fund Commission for 
Darlington County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby created and estab- 
lished a Commission for Darlington County, to be known as the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission of Darlington County. 


’ § 2. Personnel—Appointed—Terms of Office.—That the 
Sinking Fund Commission of Darlington County shall be composed 
of three (3) citizens, who are residents and qualified electors of said 
County, who shall be appointed and commissioned by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Darlington County 
Legislative Delegation. One shall be appointed for a term ending on 
the first day of February, 1932, one for a term ending on the first day 
of February, 1934, and one for a term ending on the first day of Febru- 
ary, 1936, or until their successors shall have been appointed and quali- 
fied. Upon the expiration of the respective terms of the Commissioners 
appointed as aforesaid, their successors shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Delegation in 
the General Assembly for Darlington County for a term of six years. 
In case of a vacancy, the unexpired term shall be filled as provided 
for the regular term. The County Treasurer of Darlington County shal! 
be ex-officio Secretary. 


§ 3. Chairman.—Upon their appointment the Commissioners 
shall organize and elect one of their number as chairman. 


§ 4. Duties.—It shall be the duty of the said Commission to 
take over all funds and securities held, or set aside as a sinking fund to 
meet payment of the bonded indebtedness of Darlington County, or any 
political subdivision thereof, other than of municipalities, and the offi- 
cers or authorities holding said funds or securities are hereby authorized 
and directed to turn the same over to the said Commission within ten 
(10) days from the date of its organization. The Commission in its 
judgment, may invest such funds in bonds of the State of South Caro- 
lina, county bonds, or bonds of a political subdivision of a county, U.S. 
Government Bonds, county tax anticipating notes or other sound inter- 
est-bearing securities. No investment shall be made unless the Com- 
mission shall deem the same entirely secure. The Commission is also 
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empowered from time to time to re-invest any funds, or change the 
form of any securities in which any funds may be invested. The Com- 
mission shall keep the securities in a safety box of one of the banks of 
Darlington County, or some other place of safe keeping. None of the 
funds shall be deposited in any bank unless the depository bank shall 
first furnish the Commission an indemnity bond with a personal or 
corporate surety, approved by the County Attorney of Darlington 
County, conditioned for the payment to the Commission, upon de- 
mand, of any and all sums due on account of the said deposit and 
accrued interest thereon. It shall also be the duty of said Sinking Fund 
Commission to keep a complete and accurate account of all bonds now 
outstanding, or hereafter issued by Darlington County and any of the 
political subdivisions thereof, other than of municipalities, showing 
the amount and maturity dates thereof, the rate of interest, where pay- 
able and when the interest coupons thereon are due, together with the 
name and location of the political subdivision issuing the same and 
accounts showing the amounts of money to the credit of the several 
issues ; and to pay for the funds in its hands applicable to the respec- 
tive issued or obligations the principal and interest due thereon. In the 
discretion of the Commission, it may appoint some bank in the County 
of Darlington or elsewhere in the State of South Carolina as fiscal 
agent for a term of three years, for the prompt payment of interest 
coupons as they become due on any of the said bonds or obligations ; 
and said Commission from time to time deposit sufficient funds with 
such fiscal agent for the payment at maturity of the principal sum of 
bonds and any obligations of interest. The Commission shall determine 
the rates of exchange to be allowed to the fiscal agent, and adopt any 
and all rules and regulations to carry out the intent of this Act, not 
inconsistent herewith. 


§ 5. No Salary—Expenses of Members Paid.—The mem- 
bers of said Commission shall receive no compensation for their serv- 
ices, but shall be reimbursed for all actual and necessary expenses 
in connection with their duties, and the Commission shall have authori- 
ty to employ such reasonable assistance as it may deem necessary. 


§ 6. Bonds Required .of Commissioners.—Each of said 
Commissioners shall enter into a bond of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.- 
00) Dollars for the faithful performance of their duties, the premiums 
on said bonds to be paid by the County. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
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§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Require all Officers of Spartanburg County to 
Maintain Control Cash Journals in Their Offices, and to 
Provide for the Necessary Expenditure Therefor. 


Section 1. Control Cash Journals Required of Certain 
Officers—Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all officers in Spar- 
tanburg County, who are charged with the duty of receiving and paying 
out money or funds in connection with the duties of their respective 
offices, be required to maintain Control Cash Journals in their said 
offices. Said control cash journal to be devised and installed by General 
Auditor employed by Grand Jury of Spartanburg County. 


§ 2. Duties of Such Officers.—That they be required to 
record daily all cash transactions: either of receipt or disbursement ; to 
act as posting mediums for all ledger accounts; to accumulate in 
special columns all fees, costs, etc., payable to another office or offices 
of the said county, and to correctly set forth the cash balance on hand 
at the end of each month. 


§ 3. Failure to Comply a Misdemeanor.—That any of- 
ficer failing and refusing to comply with the terms of this Act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and punishable by any Court of competent 
jurisdiction by fine or imprisonment of not less than thirty (30) days 
or more than six (6) months, or by fine of not less than one hundred 
($100.00) dollars or more than five hundred ($500.00) dollars, or both 
in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Abolish the Newberry County Highway Com- 
mission and Create Therein a County Board of Com- 
missioners for Newberry County Composed of a Coun- 
ty Supervisor and Two Commissioners. 


Section 1. Newberry County Highway Commission 
Abolished—Creation of Newberry County Board of Com- 
missioners.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The office of the Newberry County Highway Com- 
mission, as composed of twelve township commissioners and a chair- 
man thereof, prescribed by Section 1817, of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, be, and the same is hereby abolished, and 
the duties heretofore prescribed for said office shall devolve upon the 
Newberry County Board of Commissioners, herein created, composed 
of one County Supervisor and two Commissioners, which shall be 
termed the Newberry County Board of Commissioners. 


§ 2. Supervisor—Salary—How elected—Term of Of- 
fice.—The Supervisor for Newberry County shall receive a salary 
of Twenty-one Hundred ($2,100.00) Dollars per annum, payable 
monthly, and may be allowed a car and expenses thereof in the per- 
formance of his official duties only. The Supervisor shall be elected by 
the voters of the County at large, who shall act as Chairman of the 
Newberry County Board of Commissioners. That the term of office of 
the County Supervisor, except the first term, which shall be for two 
years, shall be for a period of four years, and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. That the term and duties of this Officer shall 
begin on January 1 of the following year after election, with excep- 
tions hereinafter prescribed. 


§ 3. Newberry Board of County Commissioners—Mem- 
bers—How Elected—Terms of Office—Salaries.—The office 
of Newberry County Board of Commissioners is hereby created and 
shall consist of the County Supervisor of Newberry County, who 
shall be elected by the qualified voters of the entire county for a term 
of four (4) years, except the first term which shall be two (2) years 
from the first of January, 1931, and one (1) member from each of 
the two road districts hereinafter created, who shall-be elected by the 
qualified voters of the entire County for a term of two (2) years, 
beginning January first, 1931, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. All of the aforesaid Commissioners shall be elected in 
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the General Election in 1930 and their successors in the succeeding 

- General Election. The Commissioners elected from the districts as 

herein provided shall each receive a salary of Six Hundred ($600.- 
00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly. 


§ 4. Road District Number One—Townships—Road 
District Number Two—Townships.—That for the purpose of 
electing the two Commissioners, the County shall be divided into two 
Road Districts, which shall be designated as Road District Number 
One and Road District Number Two. Road District Number One 
shall consist of the following townships: Township Number One, ex- 
clusive of City limits of the Town of Newberry ; Township Number 
Two, Township Number Three, Township Number Four, Township 
Number Five, and Township Number Six, Township Number Seven. 
That Road District Number Two shall! consist of the following town- 
ships: Township Number Eight, Township Number Nine, Township 
Number Ten, Township Number Eleven, and Township Number 
Twelve. 


§ 5. Acts Not in Conflict—Duties of Commissioners.— 
The provisions of any Act or Acts not in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act to remain effective, and it shall be the duty of each Com- 
missioner acting in conjunction with the Supervisor to disburse and 
expend moneys for Roads, Bridges, Ferries and Maintenance set 
aside therefor, judicially and proportionately as per road mileage in 
each Road District. 


§ 6. Legislative Delegation Can Abolish Newberry 
County Highway Commission.—If in the discretion of the ma- 
jority of the Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly, it is 
deemed advisable to abolish the Newberry County Highway Com- 
mission before the next primary election, they are hereby empowered 
to abolish said Commission and appoint one Supervisor, One Commis- 
sioner from No. 1, Road District, and one Commissioner from No. 2 
Road District, hereinabove set forth, to serve until their successors 
shall be elected and qualified.

Hauling and Loading of Cattle in Berkeley 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the, State of 
South Carolina: That it shall be unlawful for any person to load or 
haul by truck any cattle in Berkeley County between the hours of sun- 
set and sunrise, unless such person shall have first applied to the magis- 
trate of the district in which it is desired to load such cattle to be hauled, 
and obtained a written permit to do so, which permit shall show the 
name of the permittee, the name of the person from whom the cattle 
have been purchased, or otherwise acquired, and a description of such 
cattle, including marks and brands. All such persons loading or hauling 
cattle under such permits shall keep the permits on their person during 
such time, and upon signal to stop by any officer, County or State, shall 
stop and upon request shall exhibit such permit.

Amend Section 7 of Article VIII, of the Con- 
stitution, Relating to Municipal Bonded Indebtedness—

tion 7 of Article VIII of the Constitution be agreed to: Add at the 
end thereof the following words: “Provided, further, That the limi- 
tations imposed by this Section and by Section 5 of Article X of the 
Constitution, and by any amendments thereof, shall not apply to the 
bonded indebtedness incurred by the City of Anderson, but, in ad- 
dition to the powers now possessed, said City of Anderson may in- 
crease its bonded indebtedness in the manner provided in said Sec- 
tion 7 of Article VIII, to an amount not exceeding thirty per cent 
of the value of the taxable property therein, where the proceeds of 
said bonds are applied to the payment of any indebtedness of said 
city heretofore or hereafter incurred or to be incurred by said city, 
or to expenses and liabilities incurred or to be incurred in the im- 
provements of streets, sidewalks or other public places, or to the 
purchase, establishment, maintenance operation or increase of a city

Act No. 49, Acts of 1925, Amended so as to 
‘Include “Chattel Mortgages.”—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 1 of an 
Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Satisfaction of Mortgages 
or Deeds of Trust of Real Property and for the Recording Thereof,” 
be, and the same is hereby amended by adding after the word “prop- 
erty” on line four and before the word “may” the words “or any 
chattel mortgage” and by striking out the word “or” on line ten and 
adding after the word “trust” and before the word “to” the words 
“or chattel mortgage”; and by adding after the word “trust” and 
before the word “and” on line twelve the words “or chattel mort- 
gage” ; and by striking out the word “or” on line thirteen and adding 
after the word “trust” and before the word “the” the words “or 
chattel mortgage”; and by adding after the word “trust” on line 
eighteen and before the word “or” the words “chattel mortgage” ;

and then in the presence of such officer or his deputy write across the 
face of the record of such mortgage, deed of trust, or chattel mort- 
gage the words “the debt hereby secured is paid in full and the lien 
of this instrument is satisfied,” or words of like meaning; date the 
same and sign, such signature to be witnessed by the said officer or 
his deputy. Or the satisfaction of the mortgage may be written upon 
or attached to the original mortgage, deed of trust, chattel mortgage 
or other instrument and executed by any person above named in the 
presence of one or more witnesses, in which event such satisfaction 
shall be recorded across the face of the record of the original instru- 
ment, or in case the said mortgage, deed of trust, chattel mortgage 
or other instrument shall have been lost or destroyed it may be 
satisfied, either by the owner and holder thereof in person or his per- 
sonal representative or duly authorized attorney in fact as aforesaid,

AN ACT to Provide for the Writing of Contract Surety 
Bonds, Required by the State Highway Department, 
Road Dictricts or Counties by Agents Resident in the 
Counties in Which the Work is to be Done, and to Pro- 
vide the Minimum Amount for Contract Surety Bonds 
for Highway Construction, and to Impose Penalty for 
Violations. 


Section 1. Surety Bonds Required of Highway Contrac- 
tors to be Written Through and Countersigned by Agents 
Resident in County Where Work is to be done.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That sub- 
sequent to the passage of this Act any contractor or contractors en- 
gaged in the building of public road or highway in any county of 
this State and required by the State Highway Department, road dis- 
trict or county to file with said department, road district or county 
a surety bond as guaranty of the faithful performance of the con- 
tract, shall furnish said bond through some surety company author- 
ized to do business in this State and in the particular county in which 
such road or highway is being, or is to be, constructed and each such 
bond shall be written through and countersigned by an agent resident 
in-the county in which such road is being or is to be constructed: 
Provided, There is such resident agent willing to furnish said bond 
at the usual premium thereof: Provided, further, That in any case 
where a single project covered by a single contract extends into two 
or more counties, the bond herein referred to may be furnished 
through a resident agent in any of the counties affected. 


§ 2. Commission to Local Agents—Misdemeanor.—All 
local agents’ commissions shall be paid in full to the local agent 
countersigning the said bond, but Provided, however, That where 
two or more local agents in the State are engaged in the writing of 
said bond or bonds the said local agents’ commission may be divided 
between those participating in the writing of said bond or bonds, 
but, in no event shail the local agent in the county in which the work 
is to be done receive less than seventy-five (75%) per cent of the said 
local agents’ commission. It shall be a misdemeanor for any local 
agent to offer to pay, and/or pay to anyone any portion of his said 
local agents’ commission and/or for any person to receive the same, 
except as above provided in this section, and any one convicted there- 
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for shall be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding six months. 


§ 3. Penal Amount of Bonds.—The State Highway De- 
partment shall require all bonds for the construction of State high- 
ways to be in a penal amount of not less than fifteen (15%) per cent 
of the contract amount for said work, whether the said bond shall be 
corporate, surety, cash or securities.

AN ACT to Exempt Orphan Children Whose Fathers were 
Soldiers and Died in the World War From the Pay- 
ment of Tuition in Any of the Public or State Supported 
Schools, Colleges, and Universities of South Carolina, 
and to Provide for Aid for Such Children in Securing 
an Education. : 


Section 1. Purpose of Sum _ Provided—Children of 
World War Veterans Who Died During Certain Period 
to Get Free Tuition.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The sum provided in this Act 
shall be used for the sole purpose of providing for board and room 
rent, and books and supplies, for the use and benefit of the children of 
those who entered the service of the United States from South Caro- 
lina and were killed in action or died from other cause within the 
period from April 6, 1917, to July 2, 1921, while serving in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, or other branch of the military service of the 
United States; which children are attending or may attend a State 
College or University. Said children, upon recommendation of the . 
State Board of Education, shall be admitted to any State supported 
college or university free of tuition. 


§ 2. Appropriation.—The sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.- 
00) Dollars, if so much be needed, shall be included in each annual 
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appropriation bill from the year 1930 to the year 1942, inclusive, for 
the purpose of carrying out the provisions hereof. 


§ 3. Eligibility The State Board of Education shall deter- 
mine the eligibility of any child who applies for aid hereunder, and 
before allowing such aid shall ascertain that such applicant is in need 
of such financial assistance. 


§ 4. Limit per Child per Year.—Not more than the sum 
of One Hundred and Fifty Dollars shall be paid under the provisions 
hereof for any one such child during any one year, and any fund paid 
out under the provisions hereof shall be payable to such college or uni- 
versity as such child may attend on vouchers approved by the State 
Board of Education. 


§-5. Scholarship of Child.—If any child receiving such aid 
shall fail to pass one or more subjects while in attendance upon any 
college or university, the State Board of Education shall thereafter 
deny aid to such child.

AN ACT to Provide for a Tax Collector in the County of 
Cherokee, Define His Duties and Powers, and Fix His 
Compensation. 


Section 1. Tax Collector for Cherokee County—Bond 
Required—Deputy Collectors.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there shall be appointed 
for the County of Cherokee a discreet person to be known as ““T'ax Col- 
lector,” which appointment shall be made by, and shall be removed for 
cause by the Governor upon the recommendation of the majority of 
the County Commissioners of Cherokee County. That he shall be re- 
quired to give bond in the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars 
by a surety company, for the faithful performance of his duties as 
said Tax Collector, and the Supervisor of said County is hereby re- 
quired to pay all cost and expenses incident to the same out of the 
general funds of said County : Provided, That the Tax Collector shall 
have power and authority to appoint such a number of Deputy Collec- 
tors as he may deem advisable, and he shall be responsible to Cherokee 
County for all the taxes collected by said deputies, and shall have 
authority, if he deems advisable, to require said collectors to give bond 
for the faithful performance of their duties. 


§ 2. Term of Office.—That the term of office of the said 
Tax Collector shall commence upon the approval of this Act and ex- 
pire at the expiration of the term of office of the present Sheriff of 
Cherokee County, and thereafter his term of office shall be for a period 
of four (4) years and until his successor shall have been appointed and 
qualified. 


§ 3. Executions for Taxes—Form.—Within sixty days 
after the expiration of the time allowed by law for the payment of 
taxes of any year in the County of Cherokee, the County Treasurer of 
said County shall issue in the name of the State a warrant or execution 
in duplicate against such defaulting taxpayer in his County, signed by 
him in his official capacity, directed to the Tax Collector provided for 
in Section one of this Act, and requiring and commanding him to levy 
the same by distress and sale of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s 
estate, real or personal, or both, as may be sufficient to satisfy the taxes, 
State, School, County, or Special, of such defaulter, specifying therein 
the correct amount of all his taxes as well as the amount to each fund;

§ 4. Cost Allowed.—The Treasurer for every such war- 
rant issued shall add such cost and fees in the following manner:

against said execution, including the fees charged by the County 
Treasurer, and the fees for the services of the Tax Collector in serving 
the executions herein mentioned shall be collected by said Tax Collec- 
tor, who shall remit $1.00 for each execution to the Treasurer. 


§ 5. Procedure.—Under and by virtue of said warrant or 
execution, the said Tax Collector shall seize and take exclusive posses- 
sion of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, real or personal, 
or both, as may be necessary to raise the sum of money named therein 
and said charges thereon and proceed to advertise and sell same as is

provided for Sheriff’s sale under Section 522 of the Code of Laws, 
1922, Volume 3. 


§ 6. Powers of Sheriff Conferred by Tax Collector.— 
It is understood and is declared by this Act that the power now vested 
in the Sheriff of Cherokee County as to collection of delinquent taxes, 
seizure and sale of the property, etc., is hereby conferred upon the 
Tax Collector herein named, and he is hereby given full power and 
authority to carry into effect all the laws now pertaining to the execu- 
tion of delinquent taxes, the same as is now provided for the Sheriff 
of said County, and the Sheriff of said County is hereby relieved from 
the collection of any delinquent taxes. 


§ 7. Tax Collector to Report Monthly—Office.—The 
Tax Collector shall be required to make settlement with the Treasurer 
on the first of every month and make a written report on all executions 
with respect to non-payments, errors, nulla bona returns or any other 
necessary report, so that the County Auditor or other officer charged 
with that duty may check up with the Treasurer. He shall also report 
to the County Auditor any executions which are uncollectible and the 
Auditor shall so mark it on the tax books. He shall assist the County 
Auditor in placing upon the tax books the names of persons. firms or 
corporations who are escaping taxation: Provided, further, The 
Sheriff of Cherokee County shall turn over to the Tax Collector herein 
provided for all delinquent taxes and tax executions immediately upon 
the passage of this Act. The Supervisor of Cherokee County shall pro- 
vide an office, and office equipment that is necessary for the Tax Collec- 
tor herein provided for. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy and Collection of a Tax 
Upon all Radio Sets in the State of South Carolina and 
to Provide for a Penalty for the Failure to Pay Said 
Tax. 


Section 1. License Tax on Radio Sets—Scale of Taxes 
—Date Due—Exceptions.—Re it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That every person, firm and 
corporation owning and/or operating a radio receiving set in the State 
of South Carolina, shall for the privilege of owning and/or operating 
such radio receiving set, be subject to the payment of a license tax of 
Fifty (50c) Cents on every radio costing $50.00 or less; One ($1.00) 
Dollar on every radio costing more than $50.00 and not more than 
$200.00; Two ($2.00) Dollars on every radio costing more than 
$200.00 and not more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars ; Two and 
One-half ($2.50) Dollars on every radio costing more than Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, for each and every radio receiving set 
owned and/or operated, payable for the year 1930 within sixty (60) 
days after the approval of this Act, and during the months of January 
and February of each year thereafter. Every person, firm, or corpora- 
tion who purchases or comes into possession of a radio receiving set 
after the time prescribed herein for making return and paying the tax, 
shall, within sixty (60) days after coming into possession of such 
radio receiving set and prior to the 31st day of December next ensuing, 
make a return and pay the tax as provided herein. The tax herein 
provided is for the calendar year and shall not be prorated. Nothing 
contained herein shall be held to impose any tax upon any owner of a 
radio who is disabled to earn a living, and who has been presented 
with a radio because of his or her condition of disability and lack of 
means, or are confined in prison. 


§ 2. South Carolina Tax Commission to Collect.—The 
South Carolina Tax Commission is hereby empowered and directed to 
collect said tax and turn over the same to the State Treasurer, and for 
the purpose of enforcing this Act shall have the right, and is hereby 
given the authority to make all necessary rules and regulations, to 
insure the collection of said tax not inconsistent with the terms of this 
Act, and when said rules and regulations are adopted by the South 
Carolina Tax Commission they shall have full force and effect as laws 
of this State. 
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§ 3. Lien Upon Radio Set—Execution for Payment of 
Tax.—That the taxes herein provided and imposed shall be a first 
preferred lien upon each and every radio receiving set subject to the 
provisions. of this Act, and if said tax is not paid when due, the South 
Carolina Tax Commission is authorized and directed to issue its 
execution directed to the Sheriff, or other duly authorized collector 
of tax executions, commanding him to levy upon and sell any radio 
receiving set upon which the tax herein provided has not been paid, 
and said execution shall be enforced in the manner of executions issued 
by the County Treasurer for the collection of delinquent taxes as now 
provided by law. 


§ 4. Certificates to be Issued Showing Payment.—That 
South Carolina Tax Commission upon receipt of the tax herein pro- 
vided shall issue to the owner and/or operator of said radio receiving 
set a certificate which shall show the receipt of the tax herein required 
to be paid, and that said owner and/or operator is authorized to own 
and/or operate said radio receiving set until the first day of January 
next ensuing. 


§ 5. Returns to be Made.—That each and every person, 
firm or corporation owning and/or operating a radio receiving set 
shall make return thereof to the South Carolina Tax Commission and 
remit with said return the tax herein required in such form as the Tax - 
Commission may prescribe, within the time limit provided for the pay- 
ment of said tax. 


§ 6. Failure to Make Returns—Penalty.—That every 
person, firm or corporation failing or refusing to make the returns 
hereby required under the provisions of this Act, or to pay the tax im- 
posed by the provisions of this Act, shall be subject to a penalty of 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars and said penalty shall become a part of the 
tax herein imposed, and shall be collected by the South Carolina Tax 
Commission in the same manner as is herein provided for the collec- 
tion of the tax: Provided, That upon reasonable cause shown, the 
South Carolina Tax Commission is hereby authorized to remit said 
penalties in whole, or in part. 


§ 7. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of said tax and pen- 
alties shall be used for buildings, equipment and permanent improve- 
ments of the State Tuberculosis Sanatorium, and shall be paid by the 
State Treasurer upon the warrant of the Comptroller General as now 
provided by law for other appropriations. 
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§ 8. Stocks Not to be Affected.—The provisions of this 
Act shall not apply to the stock in trade of manufacturers and dealers. 


§.9. Dealers to Keep Record of Sales—Failure—Pen- 
alty.—That each and every person, firm or corporation engaged in 
the business of selling, bartering or exchanging radio receiving sets, 
shall keep a separate record of such sales especially showing the per- 
son to whom such sale is made. That such records hereby required to 
be kept shall be subject to inspection by the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission or any of its duly authorized agents, or employees, at any 
time during the usual business hours. 

Any person, firm, or corporation failing or refusing to keep a separ- 
ate record showing each and every sale, barter, or exchange of all 
radio receiving sets, or who shall fail or refuse to submit the same 
for inspection of the Tax Commission, or its representatives upon law- 
ful demand, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor ; and, upon conviction 
shall be subject to a penalty of not more than One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars, or imprisonment of not more than thirty (30) days. 


§ 10. Appropriation for Enforcement.—That for the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of this Act, there is hereby appropri- 
ated out of the revenues to be derived hereunder the sum of Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars: Provided, That all monies expended 
from this appropriation shall be upon the approval of the Governor, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Senate and Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the House of Representatives. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend An Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 


the Return and Collection of the Commutation Tax in 
Orangeburg County,” so as to Alter the Application 
of Commutation Taxes in Orangeburg County and to 
Devolve the Duties of the Township Commissioners 
Upon the Orangeburg County Highway Commission 
and to Provide for the Maintenance and Repair of 
Township Roads. 


Section 1. Act No. 204, Acts of 1929, Amended— 
Orangeburg County—Relating to Commutation Taxes— 
Duties of Township Commissioners—Maintenance and Re- 
pair of Township Roads.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: To amend an Act entitled 
“An Act to provide for the return and collection of the Commuta- 
tion Tax in Orangeburg County,”’ known as Act No. 204, Acts of the 
General Assembly of 1929, as follows: 


Amend Section 1 of said Act by striking out all after the word 
“law,” on line sixteen (16) and insert in lieu thereof the following: 
“That the Commutation Tax collected under the provisions of this 
Act shall be used by the Highway Commission of Orangeburg 
County in the maintenance and repair of roads in Orangeburg 
County.” 


Amend further by adding at the end of Section 1, four (4) Sec- 
tions to be known as Section 2, 3, 4, and 5 so that said Act when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Beginning with the year 1930, all persons in Orange- 
burg County liable for the payment of a Commutation Tax, shall 
report and make return thereof to the Auditor at the same time, and 
in the same manner that personal property is returned for taxation. 
The Auditor shall enter the same upon the regular tax return, or 
upon a special tax return, as is most convenient to him. It shall be 
the duty of the County Treasurer of Orangeburg County to collect 
the commutation tax as other taxes are collected and include the same 
in the receipt of such person for other taxes, when paid. In the event 
that such commutation tax is not paid when due, there shail be added 
thereto a like penalty as is added to other taxes. If such tax is not 
paid on or before the 15th day of March, then, the said tax shall be 
put into execution as other taxes, and the person failing to make 
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payment shall be liable, to be prosecuted in a criminal action as is 
now, or may be hereafter, provided by law. That the Commutation 
Tax collected under the provisions of this Act shall be used by the 
Highway Commission of Orangeburg County in the maintenance and 
repair of roads in Orangeburg County. , 


Section 2. That the present offices of Township Commissioners 
in Orangeburg County are hereby abolished and the work formerly 
done by the said Township Commissioners is hereby devolved upon 
the County Highway Commission. 


Section 3. That the present Township Commissioners be paid 
their salaries for the year 1930. 


Section 4. That each Township Commissioner shall forthwith be 
responsible to see that all property belonging to the Township is de- 
livered to the Highway Commission forthwith and take receipt of 
the Highway Commission for the same. 


Section 5. ‘That all indebtedness of the several Townships in- 
curred for Township road purposes shall be assumed by the Orange- 
burg County Highway Commission and all balances due to the several 
Townships now in the hands of the Treasurer shall be used by the 
Highway Commission in addition to all other funds in the mainten- 
ance of roads. 


Section 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the. Governor. ,

AN ACT to Require Certain Companies, Persons, Firms, 
Corporations or Associations, Whose Services, Rates, 
Tolls, Charges, etc., are Regulated by the Railroad 
Commission, to Furnish all Information and Reports 
Relating to Their Business Affairs Required by the 
Railroad Commission, and to Provide a Means for Ob- 
taining Satisfactory Information Concerning the Value 
of Public Utilities in South Carolina; and Upon Failure 
to do so, to Authorize the Railroad Commission to Pro- 
cure the Same at the Expense of the Company, Person, 
Firm, Corporation or Association So Failing, and Mak- 
ing it a Misdemeanor to Hinder, Obstruct, or Delay the 
Railroad Commission or its Agents in Obtaining Such 
Information and Providing Punishment Therefor and 
to Provide a Penalty and Forfeiture for Such Hin- 
drance, Obstruction or Delay. 


Section 1. Public Utilities and Motor Bus or Truck 
Companies Required to Furnish Information.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all 
persons, firms and corporations that are included within the defini- 
tion of ‘Public Utility’, as used and defined in Section 1 of Act No. 
525, approved March 24, 1922, Acts of 1922, page 938, as well as 
every motor bus company, or motor truck company, doing business 
in this State (except such as are municipally owned and operated), 
shall, promptly, when required by the Railroad Commission of South 
Carolina, furnish to said Commission full and detailed report’ and 
information concerning its or their business affairs, or any matter 
pertaining thereto, as shall be specified in said requirement, and shall 
with like promptness answer fully all questions and interrogatories 
which may be propounded by said Commission. 


§ 2. Procedure to Get Information or Additional Infor- 
mation—Expenses.—If, in the the judgment of the Railroad 
Commission, the information or reports referred to in Section 1 of 
this Act are not furnished within a reasonable time ; or that the ques- 
tions or interrogatories referred to in Section 1 of this Act, are not 
answered fully within a reasonable time; or, if so furnished and 
answered, the same, or any of them are not satisfactory to the Com- 
mission, then and in that event the Commission shall give by written 
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notice to such person, firm, corporation or association the particulars 
in which said information, reports or answers to questions or inter- 
rogations are not satisfactory, and such person, firm, corporation 
shall have reasonable time in which to comply with the requirements 
of said notice in the particulars therein mentioned. And if it is de- 
sired for any reason to verify or recheck the same, then the Railroad 
Commission, in person, or by its agents, shall make such examination 
of the books, papers, accounts and records of, and such inspection of 
the properties of the companies, persons, firms, corporations and as- 
sociations referred to in Section 1 of this Act, as shall be necessary 
to procure the information required ; and to that end said Commis- 
sion may require the production of the desired writings and records 
and the attendance and testimony under oath of the officers, account- 
ants, or other agents of the parties, having knowledge thereof, at such 
place as the Commission may designate and the expense of making 
such necessary examination, or inspection, for the procuring of such 
information shall be paid by the party so examined or inspected, to 
be collected by the Attorney General on behalf of the Railroad Com- 
mission by suit, or action, if necessary: Provided, That if such ex- 
amination and inspection and the reports thereof disclose that a full 
and accurate response had previously been made pursuant to the re- 
quirements of the Railroad Commission in regard thereto, then the 
expense of making the same shall be paid out of the funds of the 
Railroad Commission. 


§ 3. State Departments, Boards, etc., to Co-operate.— 
It shall be the duty of any State Department, State Board, State 
Commission, or any officer, or agent of the State of South Carolina 
to furnish to the Railroad Commission upon demand for its inspec- 
tion and for its confidential use any record filed with them, or any 
information in their possession concerning the property values, 
operation, income or other matter of any person, firm, corporation, 
or association doing business in South Carolina and referred to in 
Section 1 of this Act. 


§ 4. Same.—lIt shall be the duty of any State Department, 
State Board, State Commission, or any officer, or agent of the State 
of South Carolina to furnish to the Railroad Commission upon de- 
mand for its inspection and for its confidential use any record filed 
with them, or any information in their possession concerning the 
value of any property owned by any person, firm, corporation, or 
association doing business as a public utility in South Carolina. 
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§ 5. Construction—Repeal.—The provisions of this Act 
shall be construed as in addition to existing law and shall not repeal 
any other Act or Acts, or parts thereof.

AN ACT to Require Certain Agencies and Departments of 
Cherokee County, South Carolina, to Publish Regular 
Financial Statements. 


Section 1. Financial Statements of Certain Offices in 
Cherokee County to be Published Semi-annually.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
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the Supervisor, the Superintendent of Education, and the Magistrates 
of Cherokee County, the Cherokee County Health Department and 
the County Sinking Fund Commission are hereby directed and required 
to publish in some newspaper of general circulation in Cherokee 
County regular semi-annual financial statements as provided in this 
Act. Each department or agency named herein shall issue and publish 
its report not later than fifteen (15) days after the end of the first 
six months covered by the statement. The first statements required by 
this Act shall be for the first six months of the year 1930, and suc- 
ceeding statements shall be issued and published regularly every six 
months thereafter. 


§ 2. Supervisor.—The Supervisor shall publish an itemized 
statement of all claims approved and ordered paid by the County 
Board of Commissioners, giving the voucher number, to whom issued, 
for what, and the amount of each claim. 


§ 3. Superintendent of Education.—The Superintendent 
of Education shall publish a list of all vouchers approved, showing the 
number of each, to whom issued, for what, and the amount of each 
claim, grouping the claims by school districts. 


§ 4. Magistrates.—The magistrates shall publish semi-an- 
nual statements of all fines and costs collected, showing the date, name 
of person for whom payment is made, and thé amount in each case. 


§ 5. County Health Department.—The Cherokee County 
Health Department shall publish semi-annual statements showing the 
total amount of money received and the expenditures made during 
each quarter, itemizing the expenses as to whom and for what all sums 
are paid out. 


§ 6. County Sinking Fund Commission.—The Cherokee 
County Sinking Fund Commission shall publish regular statements 
showing the amount of money received, paid out and for what, and 
balances on hand for each period. 


§ 7. Failure to Publish a Misdemeanor—Penalty—Cost 
of Publishing Such Statements—Bids Required.—The fail- 
ure of any official required by this Act to issue and publish the state- 
ments as provided is hereby declared to be a misdemeanor which shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding five ($5.00) dollars or imprison- 
ment not exceeding three days for each and every day that the state- 
ments in question remain unpublished after the expiration of the fifteen 
days allowed following the close of each six months: Provided, That 
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the County Supervisor shall first obtain bids from newspapers pub- 
lished in Cherokee County, as to the costs of publishing all of these 
statements; said bid or bids to be passed upon by the Board of 
County Commissioners ; and if said commissioners deem the costs to 
be too great, then the said statements shall be posted in typewritten 
form on the bulletin board in the court house lobby, in lieu of publica- 
tion, and shall remain there not less than two weeks.

’ of South Carolina: Amend an Act entitled, “An Act to Amend an 
Act entitled, ‘An Act to Provide a State System of Hard Surfaced, 
Topsoil and other Dependable Types of Highways, etc.,’ known as 
Act No, 731 of the Acts of 1924, and as amended by Act No. 552, 
Acts of 1926, by striking out in Section 1 on line 17 all after the word 
“Salley,” which appears after “through” and before the word “as,” 
and by inserting in lieu thereof the following: “to the State Highway 
leading from Aiken to Wagener about the point nearest Salley.” 


Amend further by adding at the end of Section 1 the following pro- 
viso: 

“Provided, further, If the cost of constructing the substituted route 
is more than the cost of constructing Route No. 4 (to be abandoned), 
then Aiken County shall pay the difference, and said substituted Route 
shall be adopted and constructed in lieu of said highway, and the Dele- 
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gation is authorized to finance said difference by borrowing and pledg- 

ing the credit of the County therefor, and it is further provided that 

should the cost of constructing the substituted route exceed the cost of 

constructing Route No. 4, it shall be optional with the Delegation as 

to whether they shall construct that part lying in Orangeburg County.”

AN ACT to Cede Certain Lands in Charleston County to the 
United States of America, and to Give Certain Exclu- 
sive Rights Therein. 


Section 1. Certain Lands in Charleston County Ceded 
to United States—Rights Reserved.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That subject to the 
rights of the State Board of Fisheries or its successors to lease and sub- 
ject to the rights of the people of the State to gather oysters and other 
shellfish on any of the lands hereinafter described, pursuant to author- 
ity granted under the Act of the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina, known as Act No. 623 of the Acts of 1924, and the 
Act of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, known 
as No. 647 of the Acts of 1928, and all Acts amendatory thereof, there 
is hereby granted to the United States of America all of the marsh 
lands, sand banks, shores, edges and lands uncovered by water at low 
tide, which are included within the outside boundaries of the premises 
hereinafter described, or which are contiguous and adjacent to said 
boundaries, to-wit: 

All that plantation or tract of land containing a body of marsh land, 
in all seven thousand, five hundred and sixty-eight (7,568) acres, 
situate in and around Bull Bay, in the County of Charleston, State 
aforesaid, embracing those islands known as White Banks, being 
the premises granted to Richard T. Morrison, 1st September, 1860, by 
grants recorded in Book Q. No. 6, page 218 and 219 in the office of the 
Secretary of State for the State aforesaid, plats of which tracts are 
also recorded in Volume 57,.page 429, and page 430, in the office of 
the Secretary of State aforesaid, also 

All those fifteen (15) islands, together containing sixteen thousand, 
nine hundred and ninety-two (16,992) acres situate near Bull Bay in 
Charleston County, which islands as a group bound east on the Atlan- 
tic Ocean, to the west partly on Bull Bay, to the northward on creeks 
and marshes, names unknown, and to the southward om Raccoon Keys, 
being the islands granted to John Bowman, Ist August, 1791, by grant 
recorded in Grant Book No. 5, page 205, in the office of the Secretary 
of State aforesaid, and subsequently conveyed to H. P. Jackson by

AN ACT to Create Township Boards of Assessors for Beau- 
fort County and to Create a County Board of Equaliza- 
tion for Beaufort County: and to Define the Duties of 
each of said Boards. 


Section 1. Township Board of Assessors Created— 
Beaufort County—Duties.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The duties relative to the 
valuation, assessment and return of property, both real and personal, 
for taxation in Beaufort County, are hereby devolved upon Township 
Boards of Assessors for each Township, and upon a County Board 
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of Equalization. Each Township Board of Assessors shall consist of 
three members, who shall be free-holders and residents of the Town- 
ship, and shall be appointed by the Governor for a term of two years 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the members of the Legis- 
lative Delegation and they shall hold office until their successors are 
appointed and qualified. The duties and powers of the Township 
Boards of Assessors shall be the same as now provided for by law 
for such Boards. 


§ 2. County Board of Equalization for Beaufort County 
—Duties.—Each of the Township Boards of Assessors shall elect 
a Chairman and the Chairman of the various Boards of Assessors, with 
the Chairman of the County Board of Directors and the County 
Auditor shall constitute the County Board of Equalization for Beau- 
fort County. The Chairman of the County Board of Directors shall 
be ex officio Chairman of the County Board of Equalization, and the 
Auditor of Beaufort shall be ex officio Clerk of the County Board of 
Equalization. The members of the County Board of Equalization - 
shall meet at the County Courthouse on the fourth Tuesday of March 
of each year with the County Auditor. The County Auditor shall give 
notice, by publication in a newspaper in the county, at least ten days 
before said meetings, of all meetings of the County Board of Equaliza- 
tion. The Members of the Township Boards of Assessors and of the 
County Board of Equalization shall have such powers and duties as 
are now provided for such officials under the laws of the State. 


§ 3. Compensation of Members.—The members of the 
County Board of Equalization shall receive a per diem of Five ($5.00) 
Dollars, and all expenses of travel to and from their places of resi- 
dence to the Courthouse, not to exceed six (6) cents per mile. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Increase the Membership of the County Board 
of Education for Marion County, Fix Their Term of 
Office, Prescribe Their Duties and Powers. 


Section 1. County Board of Education—Marion Coun- 
ty.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Board of Education for Marion County 
shall consist of four (4) members, namely: H. S. McCandlish, of 
Marion, S. C.; J. R. Williams, of Mullins, S. C.; W. Gary Nichols, of 
Nichols, S. C.; and Robt. Rowell, of Centenary, S. C. The terms 
of the members of said Board shall be for a period of one, two, three 
and four years, respectively, or until their successors have been ap- 
pointed and qualified, the term of each of said members to be deter- 
mined by the casting of lots immediately upon their qualification as 
members of such Board. And their successors shall be named by the 
State Board of Education upon the recommendation of.a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation from Marion County, for a period of four 
years from the date of their respective appointments, or until their 
successors are appointed and qualified. Any vacancy occurring on the 
said Board for any cause shall be filled as hereinbefore provided. 


§ 2. County Superintendent of Education Exofficio 
Chairman.—The Superintendent of Education of Marion County 
shall be exofficio Chairman of said County Board of Education, but 
he shall have no vote on any question before the said County Board 
of Education unless the members thereof are equally divided on such 
question. 


§ 3. Powers and Duties.—The said County Board of Edu- 
cation, as herein created, are hereby vested and clothed with all the 
powers and charged with all the duties as now devolved upon the 
present County Board of Education for Marion County, and the said 
County Board of Education herein created shall prescribe any and all 
such rules and regulations for financing, operating and controlling the 
various schools of Marion County as in the judgment of said Board 
will best serve the interest of ‘said schools, not inconsistent with the 
general school law of this State. : 


§ 4. School Trustees.—The said County Board of Educa- 
tion for Marion County are hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to appoint and commission the number of school trustees as 
now required by law in and for each school district of said county. 
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The term of office of the trustees to be so appointed shall be two years 
from the dates of their respective appointments. And the trustees so 
appointed shall be clothed with all the powers and charged with all 
the duties as are now devolved upon the trustees of the various school. 
districts of Marion County, and shall enter upon their duties as such 
immediately upon notification of their respective appointments: Pro- 
vided, That no trustee shall be appointed for any school until the ex- 
piration of the term of the present trustees. 


§ 5. Itemized Statements to be Filed.—The said County 
Board of Education as herein created shall file with the County Board 
of Commissioners of Marion County, not later than July Ist of each 
year, an itemized statement showing all receipts and disbursements of 
the school funds administered by said Board from each school District 
of said County, such report to show the financial status of the various 
school districts in said County, copy of which report shall be filed in 
the office of the Clerk of Court for Marion County. 


§ 6. Meetings—Compensation for Members.—The said 
Board shall meet not less than once each month and each member 
thereof shall received for his or her services a per diem of Five Dol- 
lars while in attendance upon official meetings of said board and 
mileage at the rate of five cents per mile each way: Provided, Such 
compensation shall be paid by the County Treasurer upon presenta- 
tion of vouchers issued by the said members of the board or a ma- 
jority thereof. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Regulate the Loading and Hauling of Cattle by 
Truck in Berkeley County, and to Provide Punishment 
for the Violation of Such Regulations. 


Section 1. Relating to Hauling and Loading Cattle— 
Berkeley County—Permits.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That it shall be unlawful for 
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any person to load or haul by truck any cattle in Berkeley County 
between the hours of sunset and sunrise, unless such person shall 
have first applied to the magistrate of the district in which it is desired 
to load such cattle to be hauled, and obtained’a written permit to do 
so, which permit shall show the name of the permittee, the name of the 
person from whom the cattle have been purchased, or otherwise ac- 
quired, and a description of such cattle, including marks and brands. 
All such persons loading or hauling cattle under such permits shall 
' keep the permits on their person during such time, and upon signal to 
stop by any officer, County or State, shall stop and upon request shall 
exhibit such permit. 


§ 2. Misdemeanor to Violate—Penalty.—Loading and/or 
transporting any cattle in violation of the provisions of this Act is de- 
clared to be a misdemeanor and punishable by a fine of not more than 
One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or by a sentence on me public works ~ 
of the County not exceeding thirty (30) days.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Amend Section 5, Article X 
of the Constitution Relating to the Limit of Bonded 
Debt of Counties by Adding Another Proviso Thereto 
as to Laurens County. 


Section 1. To Amend Section 5, Article X, the Constitu- 
tion, Relating to Bonded Indebtedness of Counties by Ad- 
ding Proviso as to Laurens County.—Be it resolved by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the following 
amendment to Article 10, Section 5, of the Constitution of the State 
of South Carolina be agreed to. Add to the end thereof the following 
words : 


“Provided, further, That the limitations imposed by this Section, 
and the proviso in relation to Laurens County, approved February 16, 
1921, shall not hereafter apply to Laurens County such county being 
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hereby expressly authorized to issue bonds to an amount not exceeding 
twenty per cent. of the value of all taxable property within the limits 
of Laurens County as valued for taxation by the State; the proceeds 
of such bonds to be applied to the construction or maintenance of 
roads, bridges and public buildings within said County: Provided, 
further, That this limitation shall not be construed to affect or limit 
power of other political divisions or municipal corporations covering 
or extending over the territory of Laurens County or portions thereof, 
possessing a power to levy a tax, or contract a debt as now provided by 
law, or as may hereafter be provided by law. 


§ 2. Submission to Electors.—That the question of adopt- 
ing this amendment shall be submitted at the next general election for 
Representatives to the electors as follows: Those in favor of the 
amendment will deposit a ballot with the following words plainly 
written or printed thereon: “Constitutional amendment to Section 5, 
Article X of the Constitution relating to the limit of bonded indebted- 
ness of counties as proposed by Joint Resolution entitled ‘A Joint 
Resolution to amend Section 5, Article X of the Constitution relating 
to the limit of the bonded debt of counties by adding a proviso thereto 
as to Laurens County’—Yes.” Those opposed to said amendment shall 
cast a ballot with the following words plainly written or printed 
thereon: “Constitutional amendment to Section 5, Article X of the 
Constitution relating to the limit of bonded indebtedness of counties as 
proposed by Joint Resolution entitled ‘A Joint Resolution to amend 
Section 5, Article X of the Constitution relating to the limit of the 
bonded debt of counties by adding a proviso thereto as to Laurens 
County’—No.”

AN ACT to Require All Fire Insurance Companies Doing 
Business in This State to Furnish to All Applicants 
for Losses Sustained the Proper Blanks for Making 
. Claims for Such Losses Within Five (5) Days After 
Written Notice Therefor, and to Prevent Non-Waiver. 
and Similar Agreement. 


Section 1. Duties of Fire Insurance Companies After 
Notice of Loss.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: Within five (5) days after notice of loss 
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_ every fire insurance company doing business within this State shall 
send by registered mail to the last known post office address of the 
insured a notice fully acquainting and informing him with the re- 
quirements of the contract with respect to further procedure for ad- 
justment, payment, and collection. 


§.2. Non-Waiver or Similar Agreements Not Binding. 
—No non-waiver or similar agreement between the insured and any 
adjuster, agent or company shall be binding, effective to any degree, 
or of any value in any Court or otherwise in this State, and all such 
agreements are hereby declared to be against public policy and void. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Establish Certain Responsibilities of the State 
Highway Department in Cases of Employees Injured 
in the Discharge of Official Duties. 


Section 1. State Highway Department to Furnish First 
Aid to Employees.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly. of the 
State of South Carolina: The State Highway Department is hereby 
authorized to furnish all necessary first aid to employees of the said 
Department who may be injured while engaged in the discharge of 
official duties assigned them by the said Department. Such first aid 
may consist of medical and surgical attention ordinarily incident to 
physical injuries of the kind sustained, together with necessary 
hospitalization. 


§ 2. Claims to be Submitted—Excessive Claims.— 
Claims for medical and surgical attention and for hospital care given 
employees of the State Highway Department on account of injuries 
of the kind contemplated in Section 1 hereof may be submitted di- 
rectly to the said Department for payment after verification: Pro- 
vided, That where such claims may in the judgment of the said De- 
partment appear excessive in amount, considering the character and 
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extent of the services rendered, then the said claims shall be sub- 
mitted to the State Board of Health for examination as to reason- 
ableness, and the State Highway Department shall pay on account of 
the said claims only such amounts as the State Board of Health may 
approve as reasonable and proper under the circumstances and shall 
not be liable on account of the said claims. 


§ 3. Purpose of Act.—This Act has no purpose other than 
to authorize the State Highway Department to give reasonable at- 
tention to its employees who may be injured in the discharge of their 
official duties and leaves with the said Department full discretion to 
determine the reasonable necessities in each case. None of the pro- 
visions hereof shall serve to increase any responsibility or liability 
imposed upon the said Department by existing laws. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 


§ 5. This Act to take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend An Act Known as Section (2487), 
Volume 3, Code of Laws 1922, as Amended by An 
Act as Passed by the General Assembly 1927, Desig- 
nated as Act No. 52, Page 93, Acts of 1927, Relating 
to Embalming. 


Section 1. Section 2487, Volume 3, Code of 1922, as 
Amended, Act No. 52, Acts of 1927, Amended—Relating 
to Embalming.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section (2487), Volume 3, Code of 
Laws 1922, as amended by Acts of 1927, at page 93, be amended in 
the following particulars, to-wit : 


(1) By striking out the word “ten” in line four of said amend- 
ment and insert in lieu the word “fifteen.” 


(2) By striking out the words “three months” in line fourteen of 
said amendment and insert in lieu thereof the words “six months.” 
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(3) By striking out the words “one year’ in line sixteen of said 
amendment and insert in lieu thereof the words “two years.” 


So that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


(2487) Every person desiring to engage in the practice of em- 
balming dead human bodies within the State of South Carolina, shall 
make a written application to the State Board of Embalming for a 
license, accompanying the same with a license fee of fifteen dollars, 
whereupon the applicant, as aforesaid, shall present himself or her- 
self before said Board at a time and place fixed by said Board, and 
if the Board shall find, upon examination, that the applicant is of 
good moral character, possessed of skill and knowledge of embalm- 
ing, anatomy and the care and disposition of the dead and has a 
reasonable knowledge of sanitation and the disinfection of bodies of 
diseased persons, and the apartment, clothing and bedding in cases 
of death from infectious and contagious diseases, and has attended 
a school of embalming of recognized standards and merits as de- 
termined by said Board, and taken a six months’ course therein and 
served with an embalmer holding a license from the duly constituted 
authorities of any State for two years, the Board shall issue to said 
applicant a license to practice embalming and the care and disposi- 
tion of the dead and shall register such applicant as a duly licensed 
embalmer. Such license shall be signed by a majority of the Board 
and attested by its seal. All persons receiving a license under the 
provisions of this Act, shall also register the facts at the office of 
the Board of Health of the City, and, where there is no Board of 
Health, with the Clerk of the Town, and where, there is no Clerk of 
the Town, with the nearest Magistrate, where it is proposed to carry 
on said practice, and shall display said license in a conspicuous place 
in the office of such licentiate: Provided, That any person who has 

“engaged for three years in the practice of embalming dead human 
bodies under a license issued by the duly constituted authorities of 
any State, may appear for examination before the said State Board 
and receive such license. If found entitled thereto under the pro- 
visions of statute whether such six months’ course has been taken 
by him or her or not and: Provided, further, That all licenses here- 
tofore or hereafter issued by the State Board of Embalming of this 
State shall terminate on the 30th day of June of each year, but may 
be renewed on the day following by making payment of Two Dol- 
lars to said Board therefor.”

the Amount to be Paid to the Widow. 


Section 1. Act No. 160, Acts of 1929, Amended, to In- 
crease the Amount of Pension to Paid to Widows of Con- 
federate Soldiers.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 2 of an Act entitled “An 
Act to Provide a Pension Fund for Confederate Veterans and Their 
Widows, and to Provide for the Distribution Thereof,” known as 
Act No. 160 of the Acts of 1929, approved the 16th day of March, 
A. D. 1929, be and the same is hereby amended by striking out all 
of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 2. The necessary expenses of administering this Act 
shall be paid out of the amount appropriated for pensions. In the 
event of the death of a soldier, sailor or militiaman the full amount 
which would have been paid to him shall be paid to his widow or 
the party defraying the funeral expenses of the deceased pensioner : 
Provided, That said payment shall be in addition to the pension 
payable to his widow for the year succeeding his death: Provided, 
further, That in the event of the death of a widow of a Confederate 
veteran who is a bona fide pensioner, the full amount which would 
have been paid to her shall be paid to the party defraying the funeral 
expenses, if so much be necessary. In any case there shall be paid 
for bona fide pensioners to the party defraying the funeral ex- 
penses one pension after death.”

AN ACT to Amend Sections 2891, 2897, and 2900 of Arti- 
cle 2, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 
III, Relating to Certified Public Accountants. 


Section 1. Section 2891, of Article 2, Code of 1922, 
Volume III, Amended, Relating to Certified Public Account- 
ants.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Section 2891 of Article 2, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, Volume III, be, and the same is hereby amended, by strik- 
ing out all of said Section down to the word “provided” on line 15 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “That every person be- 
fore beginning to practice as a certified public accountant in this 
State after the passage of this Article, shall pass an examination be- 
fore said Board of Examiners in (1) Accounting Theory and Prac- 
tice (2) Auditing (3) Commercial Law. Each applicant desiring to 
be examined by said Board must fill out and swear to an application 
at least three weeks prior to the holding of the examination he or 
she desires to take. Each applicant making application for examina- 
tion must submit evidence satisfactory to the Board that he or she 
(1) is a bona fide citizen of South Carolina of legal age (2) is 
possessed of a high school education or its equivalent (3) and must 
pay to the Board a fee of $20.00. The Board shall keep a register in 
which shall be recorded the name of the person examined and shall 
also record whether the applicant successfully passed the examination 
or not. The Board shall issue certificates licensing as Certified Public 
Accountants such persons who successfully pass the examination, 
Provided, That those persons submit evidence satisfactory to the 
Board that they have had at least two years’ actual experience as 
public accountants either on their own account or in the employ of 
South Carolina Certified Public Accountants or three years’ actual 
experience in another State or foreign nation either on their own 
account or in the employ of a public accountant licensed by the State 
or foreign nation in which they have practiced. Any person who 
successfully passes the examination and cannot at that time meet 
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the requirements of the Board as to actual experience may in the 
future, after he has acquired the necessary experience in actual work 
as public accountant, apply for a certificate submitting evidence to 
that effect. If the evidence is satisfactory to the Board then the 
Board shall license such person as a Certified Public Accountant. 
Certificates issued by the Board shall be signed by the President and 
Secretary of the Board, and the Board shall collect from the recipient 
a fee of $5.00 for the issuance of the certificate which sum shall be 
for the use of the Board,” so that said Section when so amended. shall 
read as follows: 


“(2891) That every person before beginning to practice as a cer- 
tified public accountant in this State, after the passage of this article, 
shall pass an examination before said Board of Examiners in (1) 
Accounting Theory and Practice (2) Auditing (3) Commercial 
law. Each applicant desiring to be examined by said Board must fill 
out and swear to an application at least three weeks prior to the 
holding of the examination he or she desires to take. Each applicant 
_ making application for examination must submit evidence satis- 
factory to’ the Board that he or she (1) is a bona fide citizen of 
South Carolina of legal age (2) is possessed of a high school edu- 
cation or its equivalent (3) and must pay to the Board a fee of 
$20.00. The Board shall keep.a register in which shall be recorded 
the name of the person examined and also shall record whether 
the applicant successfully passed the examination or not. The Board 
shall issue certificates licensing as Certified Public Accountants such 
persons who successfully pass the examination, provided that those 
persons submit evidence satisfactory to the Board that they have 
had at least two years’ actual experience as public accountants either 
on their own account or in the employ of South Carolina Certified 
Public Accountants, or three years’ actual experience in another 
State or foreign nation either on their own account or in the employ 
of a public accountant licensed by the State or foreign nation in 
which they have practiced. Any person who successfully passes 
the examination and cannot at that time meet the requirements of 
the Board as to actual experience may in the future, after he or 
she has acquired the necessary experience in actual work as public 
accountant, apply for a certificate submitting evidence to that effect. 
Jf the evidence is satisfactory to the Board, then the Board shall 
license such person as a Certified Public Accountant. Certificates 
issued by the Board shall be signed by the president and secretary 
of the Board, and the Board shall collect from the recipient a fee 
of $5.00 for the issuance of the certificate, which sum shall be for

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the use of the Board: Provided, That the Board may, in its dis- 
cretion, upon application in writing, waive the examination and issue 
a certificate to any person who has the qualifications required by 
this Article and the rules of the Board, except residents in South 
Carolina, when such persons shall submit to said Board such evi- 
dence as to said qualifications as may be required by and be satis- 
factory to the Board, and when such person for not less than three 
years has had the degree of certified accountant or chartered ac- 
countant, issued by or under authority of another State or foreign 
nation, and such certificate was issued with the approval of the 
State Board of Accountancy or Examiners of the State or nation 
issuing same: And Provided, further, That the standards prescribed 
by law or the rules and examinations conducted are, in the opinion 
of the Board, fully equivalent to the standards in this State: And

Section 4069, Code of Laws, 1922, Volume 
IIL Amended—lIncreasing Licenses Authorized Insurance 
Agents.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section (4069) of the Civil Code of Laws, 
1922, Volume III, be amended by striking out all of the said Sec- 
tion and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


Section (4069). Before doing business in this State for any 
insurance company, or association, each agent shall procure from 
the Insurance Commissioner a license, as an annual license fee, 
for which he shall pay the following amounts: 


All local agents Two ($2.00) Dollars. 
State, or special agents, Five ($5.00) Dollars. 
General agents, Ten ($10.00) Dollars. 


Before issuing such license the Insurance Commissioner shall 
determine that the agent is a fit and proper person. Such license 
shall expire on March 31st each year. The Insurance Commissioner 
shall have power to revoke said license after thirty (30) days’ 
notice and examination whenever it shall appear that said agent has 
violated the laws of this State, or has wilfully deceived or dealt 
unjustly with a citizen of this State: Provided, That agents under 
bond may commence work upon notice and application for license 
being mailed to the Insurance Commissioner. Copies of all forms 
of policy contracts issued by companies or associations licensed 
to do business in this State shall be filed with the Insurance Com- 
missioner: Provided, further, That nothing herein shall apply to 
traveling salaried employees to whom no commission is paid.

It shall be unlawful for any person to remove 
oysters from the beds between the first day of May and the first 
day of October of each year, or clams from the first day of May 
to the first day of August: Provided, That nothing in this section 
shall prevent the removal of oysters by the Board of Fisheries or 
under permits granted by them for the purpose of replanting that 
place or places designated by them. Possession of oysters or clams 
during the closed season above provided shall be prima facie evi- 
dence of violation of the provisions.”

Department Where Work to be Performed Within its 
Limits—Work Already Started—Claims to be Filed.—Be

be performed by the State. Highway Department shall have the 
right, through its Mayor and Council, to review the plans of the 
said Department before the work is initiated, and no such work 
shall be undertaken by the said Department unless the proposed 
grade elevations, cross sections and provisions for drainage are ac- 
ceptable to the said town authorities. In the case of work that has 
already been performed, or that may be performed hereafter, the 
town authorities shall, if any such town has been damaged by any

Section 1. Section 32, Volume 1, Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure—Amended—to Further Provide for Preliminary 
Hearings by Magistrates.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 32, Volume 
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I, Code of Criminal Procedure, be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by adding at the end of said Section the following: 


“Provided, further, That whenever any defendant or defendants 
shall demand, in writing, a preliminary hearing it shall be manda- 
tory upon such Magistrate to grant said hearing, and the said case 
shall not be transmitted to the Court of General Sessions or sub- 
mitted to the Grand Jury until a preliminary hearing shall have 
been had, the Magistrate to retain jurisdiction and the Court of 
General Sessions to not acquire jurisdiction until after such pre- 
liminary hearing: Provided, further, That the demand for such pre- 
liminary hearing shall be made at least ten (10) days before the 
convening of the next General Sessions Court thereafter,” so that 
said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 32. It shall be the duty of any Magistrate who issues

Section 1. Term of Office County Board of Commis- 
sioners—Dillon County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the terms of office of the 
present members of the County Board of Commissioners of Dillon 
County shall terminate on December 1, 1930. 


§ 2. Section 1450, Code of Laws, Volume III, 1922, 
Amended.—Amend Section (1450), Volume III, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1922, by changing the comma after the word 
“members” on line 2 of said Section, and by placing in lieu thereof 
a period. 


Amend further said Section by striking out the words beginning 
on line 2, with the word “who” and ending on the last line of said 
Section with the words, “appointed and qualified” and by inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: ‘One Commissioner shall be elected 
from each of the six (6) townships of said County by the qualified 
electors of such township. The term of office of each Commissioner 
shall be for a period of two (2) years, from December 1, 1930, and 
until his successor is appointed and qualified,” so that when so 
amended the said Section shall read as follows: 


“Section (1450). There shall be in and for the said County of 
Dillon a County Board of Commissioners composed of six (6) 
members. One Commissioner shall be elected from each of the six

township. The term of office of each commissioner shall be for a 
period of two (2) years, from December 1, 1930, and until his 
successor is appointed and qualified.”

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The Auditors of Georgetown and Beaufort Coun- 
ties are hereby required to prepare a statement showing all lands 
used for game purposes in Georgetown and Beaufort Counties and 
file the same with the Board of Assessors. Such statement shall show 
the number of acres of land and the owners of the same, and the 
County Board of Assessors are hereby authorized and required to 
fix the valuation on said lands in accordance with the value thereof. 
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§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect mediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Protect the Public Water Supply of the City of 
Greenville 


Section 1. City of Greenville Water Supply—Water 
Sheds—Certain Acts Unlawful.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and after the 
passage of this Act, it shall be unlawful for any person to trespass, 
defile, corrupt, or make impure any well, spring, drain, branch, brook, 
creek or other source of the public water supply of the City of Green- 
ville by depositing human or animal excreta in any of the sources 
for such public water supply or on the water shed thereof; or shall 
camp, hunt, fish, wade, bathe, wash the person or any garment or 
other thing in said source or sources or upon any part of said water 
shed or sheds; or to deposit, or allow to remain the body of a dead 
bird or animal in said sources or on said water sheds, or to pasture 
any pigs or hogs on said water sheds. 


§ 2. Same.—It shall also be unlawful for any person to in- 
jure or destroy any dam, pipe, conductor of water or other property 
pertaining to such water supply. 


§ 3. Notices Required.—Upon the City of Greenville or 
Commissioners of Public Works of said City, posting in a con- 
spicuous place at a point around the outer boundary lines of such 
source or water-shed or sheds at intervals of approximately one- 
fourth of a mile, notices that hunting, fishing, camping, trespassing, 
injuring the plant in any manner or contaminating the water shed in 
_ any manner is prohibited, shall be sufficient notice to all people. 


§ 4. Violations—Penalties.—Any person violating this Act 
shall upon conviction, for the first offense, be fined not exceeding 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars or not exceeding thirty days imprison- 
ment; for the second offense, One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or 
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three months imprisonment, either or both, and for the third or any 
subsequent offense, be imprisoned at hard labor for six months. 


§ 5. That this Act shall go into effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT Creating in Darlington County Five Districts and 
Providing for One Member of the Board of Directors 
to be Appointed From Each District. 


Section 1. Darlington County Divided into Five Dis- 
tricts.——Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The County of Darlington is hereby divided into five 
districts as follows: District No. 1 composed of all that territory in- 
cluded in the voting precincts of the City of Darlington No. 1 and 2, 
and Palmetto; District No. 2 composed of all that territory included 
in the voting precincts in the City of Hartsville No. 1 and 2, and 
Clyde; District No. 3 composed of all that territory included in the 
voting precincts at Lamar, Lydie and Lake Swamp; District No. 4 
composed of all that territory included in the voting precincts at 
Levensworth, Society Hill, Mechanicsville No. 1 and 2, and Antioch; 
District No. 5 composed of all that territory included in the voting pre- 
cincts at High Hill, Swift Creek and Philadelphia. 


§ 2. Board of County Directors—Appointment.—At the 
expiration of the term of office of the present Board of County Direc- 
tors there shall be appointed one member of said Board from each 
District provided for in Section 1 of this Act. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That from and after the passage of this Act the 
Magistrates of Anderson County are authorized to collect from all 
parties settling cases without trial in their courts, the sum of One 
($1.00) Dollars for each case settled, said sum to be used for the pay- 
ment of office expenses. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Propose An Amendment to 
Article 3, Section 9, of the Constitution, by Providing 
for Biennial Sessions of the General Assembly. 


Section 1. Amend Article 3, Section 9, Constitution— 
Proposed—-Providing for Biennial Sessions of the General 
Assembly.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the following amendment to Article 3, Sec- 
tion 9, of the State Constitution be agreed to by two-thirds of the 
members elected to each House and entered on the Journals, respec- 
tively, with yeas and nays taken thereon and be submitted to the 
qualified electors of the State at the next General Election thereafter 
for representatives, to wit: Strike out all of the Section 9, and insert 
in lieu thereof the following to be known as Section 9: 


Section 9. The first session of the General Assembly elected in 
the General Election in the year 1932 shall convene in Columbia on 
the second Tuesday in January in the year 1933, and thereafter 
biennially at the same time and place. Should the casualties of war or 
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contagious disease render it unsafe to meet at the seat of government, 
then the Governor may, by proclamation, appoint a more secure and 
convenient place of meeting. Members of the General Assembly shall 
receive such compensation as may be fixed by said body. 


§ 2. Submission to Electors.—That the electors voting at 
such General Election in favor of the’ proposed amendments shall 
deposit a ballot with the following words plainly written or printed 
thereon: “Amendment to Article 3, Section 9 of the Constitution be 
stricken out and a new Section to be known as Section 9 inserted in 
lieu thereof, providing for biennial sessions of the General Assembly 
“Yes.” And those voting against said proposed amendment shall de- 
posit a ballot with the following words plainly written or printed 
thereon: “Amendment to Article 3, Section 9 of the Constitution be 
stricken out and a new Section to be known as Section 9 inserted in 
lieu thereof, providing for biennial sessions of the General Assembly 
“No.” 


§ 3. Managers.—The managers of election shall canvass said 
vote and certify the results as now provided for by law, and shall 
provide separate boxes for said ballot.

Amend Article X of the Constitution—Pro- 
posed—To Levy An Annual Tax Biennially.—Be it resolved 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
following amendment to Article X, Section 2, of the State Constitu- 
tion be agreed to by two-thirds of the members elected to each House 
and entered on the Journals, respectively, with yeas and nays taken 
thereon and be submitted to the qualified electors of the State at the 
next General Election thereafter for Representatives, to-wit: Strike 
out all of Section 2, Article X, of the present Constitution, and add the 
following, to be known as Section 2, Article X: 


§ 2. The General Assembly shall provide for a tax to be paid 
annually, sufficient to pay the estimated expenses of the State for each 
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year, for a period of two years, and whenever it shall happen that the 
ordinary expenses of the State for any year exceeds the income of the 
State for that year, the General Assembly, at its next session, shall 
provide for levying a tax sufficient, with other sources of income, to 
pay the deficiency of any one or more of the preceding years. 


§ 3. Submission to Electors.—That the electors voting at 
such General Election in favor of the proposed amendment shall de- 
posit a ballot with the following words plainly written or printed 
thereon ; “Amendment to Article X, Section 2, to provide for the levy 
of an annual tax biennially—Yes”; and those voting against said 
proposed amendment shall deposit a ballot with the following words 
plainly written or printed thereon: “Amendment to Article X, Sec- 
tion 2, to provide for the levy of an annual tax biennially—No.” 


§ 4. Duties of Managers.—The managers of election shall 
canvass said vote and certify the results as now provided for by law, 
and shall provide separate boxes for said ballot.

Section 1. Amend Article IV, Section 16, the Constitu- 
tion, Proposed—By Changing the Word “Annual to “Bien- 
nial.’’—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the following amendment to Section 16, of 
Article IV, of the State Constitution be agreed to by two-thirds of 
the members elected to each House, and entered in the Journals, re- 
spectively, with yeas and nays taken thereon, and be submitted to the 
qualified electors of the State at the next General Election thereafter 
for Representatives, to-wit: Strike out the word “Annual” and in- 
sert the word “Biennial” and add at the end of said Section the fol- 
lowing proviso: 


“Whenever it becomes necessary during a year when the General 
Assembly does not meet in regular session for the Governor to make 
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an appointment to fill any office when the advice and consent of the . 
Senate is required for such appointment, the Governor shall call the 
Senate in special session for a period of not more than ten (10) days 
for the purpose of making such appointments,” so that said Section 
when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 16. He may on extraordinary occasions convene the 
General Assembly in extra session. Should either House remain with- 
out a quorum for five days, or in case of disagreement between the 
two Houses during any session with respect to the time of adjourn- 
ment, he may adjourn them to such time as he shall think proper, not 
beyond the time of the biennial session then next ensuing. Whenever 
it becomes necessary during a year when the General Assembly doesn’t 
meet in regular session for the Governor to make an appointment to 
fill any office when the advice and consent of the Senate is required 
for such appointment the Governor shall call the Senate in special 
session for a period of not more than ten (10) days for the purpose 
of making such appointments : Provided, That a special session of the 
General Assembly shall convene whenever a majority of -the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives shall file a written petition there- 
for with the Secretary of the State. 


§ 2. Submission to Electors.—That the electors voting at 
such General Election in favor of the proposed amendments shall de- 
posit a ballot with the following words plainly written or printed 
thereon: “Amendment to Section 16, Article IV, relating to the call- 
ing in special session of the Senate—Yes,” and those voting against 
said amendment shall deposit a ballot with the following words plainly 
written or printed thereon: “Amendment to Section 16, Article IV, 
relating to the calling in special session of the Senate—No.” 


§ 3. Managers to Canvass Vote.—The managers of elec- 
tion shall canvass said vote and certify the results as now provided for 
by law, and shall provide separate boxes for said ballot.

AN ACT to Require a State Census of Children of School 
Age 


Section 1. Annual Enumeration of School Children— 
Duties of Teachers.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The teacher or teachers in each school 
district in co-operation with local board of trustees, shall annually 
before the close of the school or schools therein, between the first 
day and the fifteenth day of April, or not later than two weeks be- 
fore the close of any school term, take and report an enumeration 
of all the youth residing in the district who will be between the ages 
of six and twenty-one on the first day of July, following, distin- 
guishing between males and females, and white and colored. 


§ 2. Classes—Expenses.—The enumeration shall be taken 
and reported in separate classes as follows: 


(1) All youth who on the first day of July following will not 
be less than six nor more than twenty years of age; and 


(2) All youth who on said date will not be less than seven nor 
more than fourteen years of age. 


The report of enumeration shall be verified by the affidavit of 
the person who made it to the effect that he used all means in his 
power to make it; and that he believes it to be correct. He shall de- 
liver such report to the secretary of the Board of Trustees not 
later than the fifteenth day of April, and, unless such enumeration 
be properly taken and reported by the teacher within the time re- 
quired herein, the secretary shall deduct from the last month’s salary 
cf such teacher such amount as may be necessary to defray the ex- 
pense of taking said enumeration as hereinafter provided for. 


§ 3. Failure to Report—Expenses for Report to be De- 
ducted.—When the report of such enumeration for district is not 
received by the secretary of the board on or by the fifteenth day 
of April, it shall be his duty forthwith to employ a competent per- 
son to take and report the same as aforesaid. The person taking and 
reporting such enumeration shall receive reasonable compensation 
for the time actually and necessarily spent in taking and reporting 
such enumeration, the same to be paid out of the teacher’s last 
month’s salary payment.

§ 4. Local Board May Employ Enumerators—Compen- 
sation.—Any local school board of trustees may, in their discre- 
tion, employ an enumerator, provided the salary of the enumerator 
is paid out of the funds of the local school district. 


§ 5. Misdemeanor to Refuse to Give Information— 
Penalty.—It shall be a misdemeanor for any person or persons to 
wilfully or personally refuse to give the enumerator such informa- 
tion desired, and any person or persons violating this Act shall be 
subject to a penalty or fine, or both, in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 6. Records.—The Secretary of the district board of trus- 
tees shall keep in his office a record of the enumeration of youth 
so taken, and shall dnnually, before the first day of May, transmit 
a summary of such enumeration to the county superintendent of 
schools, who not later than the first day of July shall forward to 
the State Superintendent of Schools a summary by districts of the 
enumeration so taken and reported in his county. 


§ 7. Blanks.—It shall be the duty of the State Department 
of Education to furnish enumeration blanks to each County Super- 
intendent of Education. The County Superintendent of Education 
shall supply the various schools of his County with said blanks, and 
he shall see that all enumerations are made and filed in his office as 
specified in this Act. 


§ 8. After the approval of the Governor of this Act, it shall 
become effective July 1, 1930.

AN ACT to Amend An Act Entitled “An Act to Raise Reve- 
nue for the Support of the State Government by the 
Levy and Collection of a Tax Upon Income,’’ Approved 
October 12, 1926. Also to Amend An Act Entitled “An 
Act Relating to Income Taxes,” Approved April 4, 
1927. 


Section 1. Act Approved October 12, 1926, Relating 
Income Tax Amended.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled, “An 
Act to Raise Revenue for the Support of the State Government by 
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the Levy and Collection of a Tax upon Income,” approved October 
12, 1926, be, and the same is hereby amended, by striking out Section 
Three (3), Article II, and inserting in lieu thereof the following 
which shall be known as Section Three (3), Article II: 


Section 3, Article II. Imposition of the Income Tax on Indi- 
viduals——A tax is hereby imposed upon every individual resid- 
ing in the State of South Carolina, which tax shall be levied, col- 
lected and paid annually with respect to the entire net income of 
the taxpayer, as hereinafter defined and upon income earned within 
the jurisdiction of this State of every non-resident having a busi- 
ness or agency in the State, or from the sale or rental of, or income 
from property within this State, computed at the following rates, 
after deducting the exemptions provided by this Act: 

On the excess over the amount legally exempted up to Two Thou- 
sand Dollars, one per cent. 

On the excess above Two Thousand Dollars and up to Four Thou- 
sand Dollars, two per cent. 


On the excess above Four Thousand Dollars and up to Six 
Thousand Dollars, three per cent. 

On the excess above Six Thousand Dollars and up to Eight 
Thousand Dollars, four per cent. 


On the excess above Eight Thousand Dollars, five per cent. 


§ 2. Same Amended by Adding New Section Relating 
to Manner of Computing Income Tax for Non-Residents.— 
Be it further enacted that said Act be amended by the addition of 
a new section following Section Three, to be known as Section 3 (a), 
which Section shall be as follows: 


Section 3 (a): Whenever a taxpayer other than a resident of 
the State has become liable to income tax to the State where he re- 
sides upon his net income for the taxable year, derived from sources _ 
within this State and subject to taxation under this Article, the 
South Carolina Tax Commission shall credit the amount of income 
tax payable by him under this Article with such proportion of the 
tax so payable by him to the State where he resides as his income 
subject to taxation under this Article bears to his entire income 
upon which the tax so payable to such other state was imposed; 
Provided, That such credit shall be allowed only if the laws of said 
State (1) grant a substantially similar credit to residents of this 
State subject to income tax under such laws; or (2) impose a tax 
upon the personal income of its residents derived from sources in 
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‘this State and exempt from taxation the personal incomes of resi- 
‘dents of this State. No credit shall be allowed against the amount 
-of the tax on any income taxable under this Article which is ex- 
-empt from taxation under the laws of such other State. 


§ 3. Same Amended by Striking Out Section 4 (a) and 
Inserting—Tax on Corporations.—Be it further enacted that 
said Act be amended by striking out Section 4 (a), and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following which shall be known as Section 4 (a). 


Section 4 (a). Tax on Corporations. Every corporation organized 
under the laws of this State shall make a return and shall pay an- 
nually an income tax equivalent to four and one-half (434) per cent. 
of the entire net income of such corporation as herein defined re- 
ceived by such corporation during the income tax year; and, every 
foreign corporation doing business or having an income within the 
jurisdiction of this State shall make a return and shall pay annually 
an income tax equivalent to four and one-half (434) per cent. of 
a porportion of its entire net income, to be determined as hereinafter 
provided in this Act: Provided, The amount of tax shall not be less 
than would be produced by applying a rate of two per centum to a 
base consisting of the entire net income plus salaries and other 
compensation paid to all elected and appointed officers, and to any 
stockholder owning in excess of five per centum of the issued capital 
stock of the corporation, and after deducting from the base Six 
Thousand Dollars and any deficit reported for the year. 


§ 4. Same Amended by Striking Out Section Five (5) 
and by Inserting—Exceptions.—Be it further enacted that said 
Act be amended by striking out Section Five (5) thereof and in- 
serting in lieu of Section Five (5) the following which shall be 
known as Section Five (5): 


Section 5, Exemptions. There shall be deducted from net income 
the following exemptions: 


(a) In the case of a single individual, a personal exemption of 
Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) Dollars. 


(b) In the case of a married individual, living with husband or 
wife or the head of a household, Twenty-two Hundred ($2,200.00) 
Dollars. 


(c) Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars for each individual other 
than husband or wife dependent upon and receiving his chief support 
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from the taxpayer if such dependent individual is under twenty-one 
years of age or is incapable of self-support because mentally or phy- 
sically defective. : 


(d) In the case of a fiduciary if taxable under clause (a) supra, 
a personal exemption of Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) Dollars; if 
taxable under clause (b) supra, the same exemption as would be 
allowed the deceased if living; if taxable under clause (c) supra, 
the same exemptions to which the beneficiary would be entitled; 
Provided, That if the income is held in the estate undistributed the 
exemption shall be Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) Dollars. 


§ 5. Same Amended by Striking Out Sub-division 1 of 
Section 17 and Inserting—Persons and Corporations Re- 
quired to Make Returns.—PBe it further enacted that said Act 
be amended by striking out Subdivision (1) one of Section Seven- 
teen (17) and inserting in lieu thereof the following, which shall 
be known as Subdivision one (1) of Section Seventeen (17): 


Section 17: Persons and corporations required to make returns.— 
(1) Details of Returns. Every resident or non-resident having a net 
income during the income year taxable in this State of $1,200.00 
and over, if single, or if married and not living with husband or 
wife; or having a net income for the income year of $2,200.00, or 
over, if married and living with husband or wife, and every cor- 
poration except those specifically exempted, shall make a return 
oath, stating specifically the items of gross income and the deduc- 
tions and exemptions allowed by this Act, and such other facts as 
the Tax Commission may require for the purpose of making any 
computation required by this Act. When the Tax Commission has 
reason to believe any person or corporation is liable for tax under 
this Act, it may require any such person or corporation to make re- 
turn. If a husband and wife living together have an aggregate net 
income of $2,200.00 or over, each shall make a return, unless the 
income of each is included in a single joint return. 


§ 6. Amend Act Approved April 4, 1927, Entitled “An 
Act Relating to Income by Striking Out Section 3 and In- 
serting—Exemptions of Husband and Wife.—Be it further 
enacted that an Act entitled “An Act Relating to Income Taxes,” 
approved April 4, 1927, be, and the same is hereby amended by 
striking out Section Three (3) of said Act and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following, which shall be known as Section Three (3): 
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Section 3: Exemption of Husband and Wife—If a husband and 
wife living together make separate income tax returns, the personal 
exemption of $2,200.00 may be taken by either or divided between 
them, but in no case shall a husband and wife living together re- 
ceive but one personal exemption. If a husband and wife are legally 


separated each shall be entitled to the exemption allowed a single 
person. 


§ 7. Force of Repealed Sections.—That the Sections of 
“The Income Tax Act of 1926” and “An Act Relating to Income 
Taxes,’ which was repealed by this Act shall remain in force for 
the assessment and collection of all taxes which have accrued or 
may accrue under said Sections. 


§ 8. Unconstitutionality or Invalidity.x—If any clause, 
sentence, paragraph, or part of this Act shall, for any reason, be 
adjudged by any court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such 
judgment shall not affect, impair, or invalidate the remainder of 
this Act, but shall be confined in its operation to the clause, sentence, 
paragraph, or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in 
which such judgment shall have been rendered. No caption of any 
section or set of sections shall in any way affect the interpretation 
of this Act or any part thereof. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor, and shall apply to all income earned or accrued 
on and after January 1, 1930.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower and Direct the State 
Finance Committee to Borrow Funds From the De- 
partment of the State Government and to Provide for 
the Repayment of the Same. 


Whereas, the State Treasurer has on deposit at this time in various 
banks throughout the State, and has had for several years large 
sums of money, which funds are drawing a low rate of interest ; and 
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Whereas, the State Finance Committee is required from time to 
time to borrow large sums of money at a rate of interest higher than 
that received from State deposits; and 


Whereas, it appears that the State Finance Committee will be re- 
quired in the near future and from time to time to borrow sums of 
money in anticipation of receipt of taxes for the operation of the 
State Government; Now, therefore, 


Section 1. State Finance Can Borrow From Any De-. 
partment of State Government—Rate of Interest—Regula- 
tions.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: For the purpose of facilitating the business of the 
State and in the interest of economy, the State Finance Committee 
is hereby authorized and empowered in its discretion to borrow 
from any Department of the State Government for the use of the 
State any surplus which may be on hand in the office of the State 
Treasurer to the credit of any of the Departments of the State 
Government. In the event that the State Finance Committee should 
exercise the power hereby conferred, then and in this event, said 
loans shall be negotiated at a rate of interest equivalent to that paid 
to the State by banks in which said funds are deposited. That the 
said State Finance Committee shall execute and deliver call promis- 
sory notes or other call evidence of indebtedness to the State Treas- 
urer, which said notes shall draw interest, from date until paid, 
which interest shall accrue to the benefit of the Department and/or 
Department whose money may be used in making such loan to the 
State. That said call notes or call evidences of indebtedness shall run for 
such period as the State Finance Committee may decide and/or until 
the Department and/or Departments whose funds have been used shall 
call for the payment of such notes and/or evidences of indebtedness. 
That in the event that the.Department and/or Departments whose 
funds have been'so used should call for the payment of the same before 
the revenue of the State Government are such as to pay the same, 
then and in such case, the State Finance Committee shall proceed to 
borrow in the name of the State in the open money markets sufh- 
cient moneys to repay said notes and to provide for the running ex- 
penses of the State Government: Provided, That no funds belonging 
to any particular Department of the Government shall be used by 
the State Finance Committee as herein provided without the written 
Consent of the Department affected: Provided, further, That no 
money shall be borrowed from any Department of the State Govern- 
ment for the General Appropriation Bill without first obtaining from 
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the Attorney General of South Carolina an opinion holding in effect 
that the revenues of the State when collected will be sufficient to 
repay the said loans: Provided, further, That nothing herein shall be 
construed as authority to confuse or consolidated any of the ac- 
counts that are now carried on the books and records in the office of 
the Comptroller General and State Treasurer shall be charged against 
the separate accounts as now provided in the office of the Comp- 
troller General and State Treasurer: Provided, further, That the 
provisions of this Bill shall not become effective until September 
1, 1930; and Further provided, That this does not apply to the 
Funds of the Sinking Fund Commission. 


§ 2. State Finance Committee to Borrow—Purpose— 
Cash Balance Required.—The State Finance Committee shall, 
when necessary, borrow as now provided by law a sufficient sum 
or sums of money to provide for the payment of all demands upon 
the Treasury, to the end that the General Fund herein authorized 
shall at no time become exhausted, and the said Finance Committee 
shall in its judgment, maintain at all times a cash balance sufficient 
to meet the requirement of this Act. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Permit State Bank and Trust Companies to be 
Consolidated With National Banking Associations and 
Other State Bank and Trust Companies. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That any bank or trust company incorporated 
under the laws of South Carolina may be merged or consolidated 
with any National Banking Association, or associations, under the 
charter of such National Banking Associations or under a new 
charter issued as may be lawfully agreed upon; also any bank or 
trust company incorporated under the laws of South Carolina may 
be merged with or consolidated with any other bank or trust com- 
pany organized under the laws of South Carolina: Provided, That 
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the laws of South Carolina governing the consolidation of State 
banks and trust companies shall first be complied with as to the 
consolidation of such bank or trust company. When such consolida- 
tion shall have been effected and approved as provided by law, all 
the rights, franchises and interests of such bank or trust company so 
consolidated with the National Banking Association or National 
Banking Associations or State bank or trust company, in and to 
every species of property, real, personal, and mixed, and choses 
in action thereto belonging, shall be deemed to be transferred to and 
vested in such National Banking Association, or in such State bank 
or trust company into which it is consolidated, without any deed or 
any other transfer, and the said consolidated National Banking As- 
sociation or consolidated State bank or trust company shall hold 
and enjoy the same and all rights of property, franchises, and in- 
terests, or in any other fiduciary capacity in the same manner, and to 
the same extent, as was held and enjoyed by such bank or trust 
company so consolidated. In case of such consolidation the rights 
of creditors of such bank or trust company shall be preserved un- 
impaired, and all lawful debts and liabilities of such bank or trust 
company shall be deemed to have been assumed by such consolidated 
National Banking Association and such consolidated State bank or 
trust company. 


§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Regulate Disbursement of Funds 
for Transportation of Pupils To and From Public 
Schools of South Carolina. 


Section 1. Designation of Official Routes for Transpor- 
tation of School Pupils.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The County Board of Education 
of the respective Counties of South Carolina shall designate official 
routes for the transportation of pupils to and from public schools 
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in said Counties, which routes shall be approved by the State De- 
partment of Education. 


§ 2. Payment for Transportation—Basis.—There shall 
be paid for transportation out of the State funds appropriated for 
the 6-0-1 school law the sum of Three Hundred Fifty Thousand 
($350,000.00) Dollars to be apportioned to the Counties of the State 
on the basis of per pupil per mile of transportation on these official 
transportation routes, in each of the Counties of the State: Provided, 
That no pay shall be made for fractions of a mile. 


§ 3. Contracts—Public Bids—Application to Buses 
Owned by Counties or School Districts.—All contracts for 
transportation of pupils shall be let only after public bidding had 
been advertised for in one or more newspapers of the County at 
least once a week for not less than three consecutive weeks. All 
bids shall be addressed to the County Superintendent of Education, 
marked on outside of sealed envelop “Bid for transportation of 
pupils on route No. ,” and shall be opened at the hour desig- 
nated in the advertisement. Bids shall be opened and awards made 
by the County Board of Education, who shall have the right to 
reject any and all bids, and to readvertise for new or additional 
bids. All contracts for transportation shall be awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder: Provided, however, That the provisions of this 
Section shall not apply to Counties or School Districts owning their 
own school buses, and in such cases such Counties and School Dis- 
tricts shall share in the funds provided in Section 2 hereof the same 
as all other Counties and School Districts. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect at the beginning of the 1930-31 
term of schools.

AN ACT to Limit the Amount of Bond in Attachment and 
Claim and Delivery Proceedings 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That in actions in claim and delivery where 
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the purpose is to collect a debt and in actions for the purchase price 
of any property where the same, or any part thereof, is attached, 
and in all actions where property is permitted to be attached to 
secure the payment of a debt claimed to be due, the undertaking 
required of the defendant shall in no case be in excess of double the 
amount of the debt claimed by the plaintiff to be due in the said 
action: Provided, If there is an appeal, the Court from which any 
appeal is taken may increase the bond. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Require All Persons Engaged in the Business 
of Buying Furs, Hides, Pelts, Etc., in This State to 
Procure a License for Such Business. 


Section 1. License Required to Buy Furs, Hides, Etc.— 
Disposition of Fees—Unlawful to Borrow, Loan or Exchange 
' Licenses.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to engage in the business of buying furs, hides, pelts, etc., 
in this State without first procuring a license to do so from the 
Deputy Game Warden in the County in which he resides. A resi- 
dent of any County shall pay for a County license an annual license 
fee of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, which shall entitle such resi- 
dent dealer to purchase hides, furs, etc., in any County in the State. 
A non-resident engaged in the buying of furs, hides, pelts, etc., 
shall pay an annual license fee of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars: 
Provided, That any wholesaler purchasing furs, hides, pelts, etc., 
from a person, firm or corporation who holds a license shall be ex- 
empt from paying additional license: Provided, further, All funds 
arising from the sale of licenses and fines provided for in this 
Act shall be paid through the Chief Game Warden into the State 
Treasury and placed to the credit of the Game Protection Fund and 
shall be disbursed by the Chief Game Warden by warrants on the 
State Treasurer as now provided by law for disbursement of funds 
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derived from the sale of hunting licenses: Provided, however, That 
fifty per cent. of all funds arising from the sale of licenses and 
fines shall be returned to the Treasurers of said Counties at the 
end of the fiscal year of said State Game Department, to wit: July 1 
of each year for school purposes: Provided, further, That it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to borrow, loan or 
exchange a license. 


§ 1-A. Violation—Penalty.—Any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion violating any of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars or imprisoned for not less than thirty days nor more than 
‘six months, 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION Proposing An Amendment to 
Section 1, Article X of the Constitution Relating to 
Taxation and Assessment by Further Providing for the 
Assessment of Intangible Property. 


Section 1. Amend Section 1, Article X, Constitution— 
Proposed—-Assessment of Intangible Property.—Be it re- 
solved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the following amendment to Section 1, Article X of the State 
Constitution be agreed to by two-thirds of the members elected to 
each House and entered on the Journals respectively with the ayes 
and nays taken thereon and be submitted to the qualified electors of 
the State at the next general election for tepresentatives, to wit: 
Add the following proviso at the end of said Section, as follows: 


“Provided, further, That the General Assembly may provide by 
law for the assessment of all intangible personal property, including 
moneys, credits, bank deposits, corporate stocks, and bonds, at its 
true value for taxation for State, County and municipal purposes 
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or either thereof: Provided, That the total rate of taxation imposed 
thereon shall never exceed one-half of one per centum of the actual 
value of such intangible property: Provided, further, That such 
intangible personal property shall not be subject to the three mill levy 
provided by Section 10, Article 11, of this instrument or to any other 
general or special tax levy, except such as is especially provided by 
the General Assembly by the authority and within the limitation of 
this provision; nor shall such intangible personal property be con- 
sidered a part of ‘taxable property,’ as such term is used in this in- 
strument, of the State or any sub-division thereof.” 


§ 2. Submission to Electors.—That the electors voting at 
such general election in favor of said amendment shall deposit a 
ballot with the words plainly written or printed thereon: ‘Amend- 
ment to Section 1, Article X of the Constitution providing for the 
assessment and taxation of intangible property—Yes,’ and those 
voting against said amendment with the following words plainly 
written thereon: ‘Amendment to Section 1, Article X of the Con- 
stitution providing for the assessment and taxation of intangible 
property—No.’ 


§ 3. Duties of Managers.—The managers of said election 
shall canvass said vote and certify said result as now provided by 
law and shall provide separate ballot boxes thereof.

AN ACT to Levy a License Tax for the Privilege of Sell- 
ing Malt and/or Malt Extract and/or Substitutes 
Therefor Within This State. 


Section 1. License Tax on Malt, Malt Extracts, Substi- 
tutes Therefor—Stamping—Intent and Purpose—Proviso. - 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: There shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid upon 
ali malt and/or malt extracts and/or substitutes therefor, sold within 
this State, a license tax of ten (10) cents per pound for the privilege 
of carrying on such business, payment of the tax to be indicated 
by business license stamps affixed to each individual package or con- 
tainer in which malt and/or malt extracts and/or substitutes there- 
for are usually sold to consumers ; stamps to be affixed within twenty- 
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four (24) hours after received within this State: Provided, That 
any malt and/or malt extracts and/or substitutes therefor now in 
possession of any wholesaler, or retailer, in this State, shall be 
stamped within five (5) days after the effective date of this Act. 

It is the intent and purpose of this Act to require all manufac- 
turers, jobbers, distributors and retailers to affix the stamps provided — 
for in this Section to malt and/or malt extracts and/or substitutes 
therefor, but when the stamps have been affixed as required herein 
no further or other stamp shall be required under the provisions of 
this Act, regardless of how often such articles may be sold or re- 
sold in this State: Provided, however, That none of the provisions 
of this Act shall apply to any malt extract dsed in the making of 
breads, pastries and similar products, nor any yeast used in baking, 
or yeast used for medicinal purposes. 


§ 2. Administration and Enforcement.—The South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission shall administer and enforce the taxes imposed 
by this Act and that all of the provisions of an Act entitled “An Act 
to Raise Revenue for the Support of the State Government, etc.,” 
approved March 10, 1928, and all Acts amendatory thereof not in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof, are hereby adopted for the 
purpose of the enforcement and administration of this Act. 


§ 3. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Require Persons, Firms and Corporations Pur- 
chasing Milk or Cream on a Butter-Fat Basis to Re- 
tain Sample Subject to Inspection by the Department 
of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries, and Pro- 
viding ,Punishment for Refusal to do so. ° 


Section 1. Purchasers of Milk or Cream on a Butter- 
Fat Basis to Retain Samples—Inspection.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: All persons, 
firms or corporations in the State of South Carolina purchasing 
milk or cream for manufacture, sale or shipment, and paying for 
the same on the basis of the butterfat contained therein, as deter- 
mined by test, shall take or cause to be taken in such places where 
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the said milk or cream is purchased or tested, a representative sample 
of all such milk of cream, and if any be left on hand after a shipment © 
is made, a representative sample of this shall likewise be taken. 
Such sample shall be not less than two ounces avoirdupois in weight 
and shall be immediately transferred to a clean and dry sample jar 
and properly sealed to prevent evaporation and the escape of any of 
the contents thereof. All samples of milk or cream so taken shall be 
plainly marked or labeled and such mark or label shall be entered 
upon the records of the purchaser to correspond with the name of 
the person, or persons, from whom such purchase was made, to- 
gether with the weight of the milk or cream, if any, which is left 
on hand after shipment is made. Said samples shall then be pro- 
tected from extremes of heat and cold and held until 5:00 p. m., 
of the following day, except that all such samples taken on a day pre- 
ceding a holiday shall be held until 5:00 p. m. of the next day 
following such holiday. During the said period mentioned said 
samples shall be subject to inspection by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Commerce and Industries and shall be opened only in the 
presence of the Commissioner of said Department or his duly au- 
thorized representatives. 


§ 2. Violation—Penalty.—That any person, firm or corpora- 
tion violating the provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding $100.00 or by imprisonment for a period not exceeding 
thirty days for each and every offense so committed. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Fix the Limit of Damages Recovered for Bodily 
or Property Injury, or Death, From Defective High- 
ways in This State, and Provide Only One Action in 
Case of Death. 


Section 1. Relating to Sections 2948 and 2950, Civil 
Code, 1922—Limit of Damages.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
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eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in all causes 
of action arising under Sections (2948) and (2950) of the Civil 
Code of Laws, 1922, the maximum damage for personal property 
shall not exceed One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, and for per- 
sonal injury, or death, shall not exceed Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars. 


§ 1-A. One Cause Against County—Limit of Damages. 
—That there shall be only one action against a County in the case 
of death which shall include damages for death and pain and suffer- 
ing, and the recovery shall be limited to Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars. 


§ 1-B. Application.—That the provisions of this Act shall 
not apply to pending suits, which shall be unaffected hereby, nor 
causes of action which have accrued prior to the passage of this 
Act. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That from and after the passage of this Act 
branch banks shall be required to have subscribed to and paid in 
cash, or allocated to, for each branch established, the same amount 
of capital stock and surplus as is now required for the establishment 
of independent banks in any given locality in South Carolina.

Section 742, Volume II, Code of Laws, 1922, 
Amended—Fishing License Fee for Non-Residents.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend Section 742 of Volume II. of the Code of Laws of 1922, by 
striking out the words and figures, wherever they appear, “three and 
25/100” and insert in lieu thereof the words and figures “ten and 
25/100,” so that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 742. All non-residents of this State, before fishing for 
game or other fish in any manner in the inland streams or waters 
of this State, shall first procure a non-resident fishing license, the 
fee for which shall be Ten and 25/100 Dollars.” 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled, “An Act to Amend an 
Act Entitled, ‘An Act to Raise Revenue for the Sup- 
port of the State Government,’ Approved Twenty-Sec- 
ond Day, April, 1927,” so as to Repeal the License Tax 

. on Sporting Goods, Cut Glass, Etched Glass, Art Glass, 
and Twenty-Two Caliber Cartridges and to Provide a 
License Tax on Soft Drinks, Admissions, Contractors, 
Ammunition, Candy, Playing Cards, Manufactured To- 
bacco Products and Chain Stores and to Levy a Tax on 
Documents, for the Support of the State Government, 
Same being Act No. 574, Acts of 1928, Approved March 
10, 1928. 


Section 1. Act No. 574, Acts of 1928, Amended—By 
Regulating Duties of Clerk of Courts in Recording Instru- 
ments Which Require Documentary Stamps, and Requiring 
Stamps for full Consideration of Such Instruments—Penal- 
ty.——Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
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Carolina: That paragraph 3 of Section 6 of an Act entitled, “An 
Act to Amend an Act Entitled, ‘An Act to Amend an Act to Raise 
Revenue for the Support of the State Government,” approved 
Twenty-second Day of April, 1927, so as to repeal the License Tax 
on Sporting Goods, Cut Glass, Etched Glass, Art Glass, and Twenty- 
two Calibre Cartridges, and to provide for License Tax on Soft 
Drinks, Admissions, Contractors, Ammunition, Candy, Playing 
Cards, Manufactured Tobacco Products and Chain Stores and to 
Levy-a Tax on Documents, for the Support of the State Govern- 
ment,” be stricken out and the following inserted in lieu thereof : 


“Clerk of Court and Register Mesne Conveyance shall not record 
any conveyance or other instrument which may be taxable under 
the provisions of this Act without said conveyance or other taxable 
instrument having attached thereto the revenue stamps ‘required by 
the provisions of this Act and all conveyances or other taxable 
instruments shall have set forth in and as a part of said conveyance 
or other taxable instrument the true, full and complete consideration 
thereof, paid or to be paid, delivered or to be delivered, and such 
instrument shall not be recorded unless such true, full and complete 
consideration is set forth therein. Any Clerk of Court or Register 
Mesne Conveyance who shall record any deed or other taxable in- 
strument either without the proper revenue stamps affixed thereto 
or without a statement therein showing the true, full and complete 
consideration, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction, shall pay a fine of not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars, 
nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each offense: 
Provided, That the South Carolina Tax Commission shall. have power 
to remit the said penalty in part or in whole: Provided, further, 
That if any deed or other taxable instrument in presented for re- 
cording to any Clerk of Court or Register Mesne Conveyance with- 
out showing the true, full and complete consideration there, the 
Clerk of Court or Register Mesne Conveyance shall record the same 
only upon the receipt of an affidavit, executed by a responsible 
person connected with the transaction and showing such connection 
setting forth the true, full and complete consideration thereof, paid 
or to be paid and revenue stamps shall be affixed to the deed or 
other taxable instrument, in accordance with the value shown in the 
affidavit. The Clerk of Court or Register Mesne Conveyance shall 
file all such affidavits in his office. 


So that said Section when so amended and re-enacted shall read 
as follows: 
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§ 2. Section 6. The South Carolina Tax Commission shall 
administer and enforce the taxes imposed by this Act. It shall have 
the power to enter upon the premises of any taxpayer and to ex- 
amine or cause to be examined by any agent or representative desig- 
nated by it for that purpose, any books, papers, records, or memo- 
randa bearing upon the amounts of taxes payable and to secure other 
information directly or indirectly concerned in the enforcement of 
this Act. County Treasurers and other County Officers, designated 
by the Tax Commission, shall assist in the administration of this 
Act by distributing regulations, giving information, selling stamps, 
reporting violations of the Act, and in other ways not inconsistent 
with their respective offices, to the extent and in the manner re- 
_ quired by regulations of the Tax Commission. Any person, firm, 
or corporation subject to this tax, engaging in or permitting such 
practices as are prohibited by regulations of the Tax Commission 
or in any other practice which makes it difficult to enforce the pro- 
visions of this Act by inspection, or if any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, agent or officer thereof who shall upon demand of any officer 
or agent of the South Carolina Tax Commission, refuse to allow 
full inspection of the premises or any part thereof or who shall hinder 
or in any wise delay or prevent such inspection when demand is 
made therefor, shall be deemed to be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall, upon conviction, be fined not more than Two Hundred ($200.- 
00) Dollars for each offense, or imprisonment for a period not ex- 
ceeding sixty (60) days, or both, in the discretion of the Court. 


Clerks of Court and Register Mesne Conveyance shall not record 
any conveyance or other instruments which may be taxable under 
the provisions of this Act without said conveyance or other taxable 
instrument having attached thereto the revenue stamps required by 
the provisions of this Act and all conveyances or other taxable 
instruments shall have set forth in and as a part of said conveyance 
or other taxable instrument the true, full and complete considera- 
tion thereof, paid or to be paid, delivered or to be delivered, and 
such instrument shall not be recorded unless such true, full and 
complete consideration is set forth therein. Any Clerk of Court or 
Register Mesne Conveyance who shall record any deed or other tax- 
able instrument either without the proper revenue stamps affixed 
thereto or without a statement therein showing the true, full and 
complete consideration, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction, shall pay a fine of not less than Ten ($10.00) 
Dollars, nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each 
offense: Provided, That the South Carolina Tax Commission shall 
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have the power to remit the said penalty in part or in whole: Pro- 
vided, further, That if any deed or other taxable instrument is 
presented for recording to any Clerk of Court or Register Mesne 
Conveyance without showing the true, full and complete considera- 
tion therein, the Clerk of Court or Register Mesne Conveyance shall 
record the same only upon the receipt of an affidavit executed by a 
responsible person connected with the transaction and showing such 
connection setting forth the true, full and complete consideration 
thereof, paid or to be paid and revenue stamps shall be affixed to 
the deed or other taxable instrument, in accordance with the value 
shown in the affidavit. The Clerk of Court or Register Mesne 
Conveyance shall file all such affidavits in his office. 


That the administration of this Act is vested in the South Carolina 
Tax Commission, which shall prescribe rules and regulations perti- 
nent to the enforcement of this Act. 


§ 2-A. Presumption.—Provided, That when any instrument 
shall have been recorded it shall be presumed that all requirements 
of law affecting the title to the property so conveyed have been 
complied with. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

missions, Contractors, Ammunition, Candy, Playing 
Cards, Manufactured Tobacco Products and Chain 
Stores and to Levy a Tax on Documents, for the Sup- 
port of the State Government,” so as to Provide for a 
Tax on Certain Candies, to Refund Certain Taxes on 
Certain Milk Drinks used by Schools, to Require Whole- 
sale Dealers of Soda Fountain Syrup, to Fix South Caro- 
lina Revenue Stamps to the Containers of Said Syrup, to 
Require Cancellation of Stamps used on Cigar and 
Chewing Tobacco Containers, and to Provide for an 
Annual License Tax on Certain Vending Machines. 


Section 1. Act No. 574, Section 7, Subsection 8, Acts of 
1928—Amended—Relating to Candy.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Act Num- 
ber 574, Section 7, sub-section 8, on page 1099 by striking out the 
words “eighty (80c) cents” and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
“fifty (50c) cents,” so that the said sub-section when so amended, 
and re-enacted, shall read as follows: 


Candy.—‘“Upon all candy retailing at fifty (50c) cents per 
pound and above, one (1c) for each ten (10c) cents or fraction of 
the retail price: Provided, That individual factory wrapped pack- 
ages of candy retailing for ten (10c), or less, shall not be taxable.”

to ships regularly engaged in foreign or coast wide shipping between 
points in this State and points outside this State, shall be refunded to 
the seller upon proof that such goods, wares, or merchandise, have been 
sold and shipped, or delivered. Proof of such sale or delivery and 
refund may be made in like manner, as the same is made in case of 
sales of such goods to merchants outside the State: Provided, The 
South Carolina Tax Commission may promulgate regulations to pre- 
vent any abuse of the provisions contained in this paragraph and the 
one next preceding : Provided, That the Tax Commission shall refund 
to dairies the tax paid on all milk drinks sold direct to schools and 
dispensed upon school premises for lunches of pupils; refund to be 
made in accordance with rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Tax Commission.”

Affixation of Stamps—Duplicate Invoice Required—Intent 
and Purpose.—‘“The soft drinks license tax stamps above provided 
shall be affixed to each individual container of said syrups by whole- 
salers, manufacturers, jobbers, or distributors within seventy-two 
(72) hours after such syrups are received by them, or retailers within 
twenty-four hours after such syrups are received by them: Provided, 
That the containers of all syrups must be stamped before any 
of said syrups are used in the making of soft drinks: Provided, 
however, That all retail dealers in soft drinks, purchasing 
or receiving syrups from without the State, whether the same shall 
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have been ordered through a wholesaler or jobber within this State, 
and/or by drop shipment, and/or otherwise, shall within five (5) days 
after receipt of same, mail a duplicate invoice of all such purchases, 
or receipts, to the South Carolina Tax Commission. Failure to furnish 
such duplicate invoice as required shall be deemed a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction, shall be fined not less than Twenty ($20.00) © 
Dollars, nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or im- 
prisoned for a period not exceeding thirty (30) days for each offense. 


It is the intent and purpose of this Section to require all manu- 
facturers within this State, wholesale dealers, jobbers, distributors and 
retail dealers to affix the stamps provided for in this Section to all con- 
‘tainers in which syrups are normally received, sold or handled, but 
when the stamps have been affixed as required herein by either whole- 
saler, manufacturer, jobber, distributor or retailer, no further or other 
stamps shall be required under the provisions of this Act, regardless 
of how often such syrups may be sold or resold within this State.” 


§ 4. Act No. 574, Section 7, Acts of 1928—-Amended— 
By Adding a Paragraph.—Amend Act Number 574, Section 7, 
on page 1103, by adding the following paragraph at the end of said 
Section : 


Cancellation of Stamps on Chewing Tobacco and Cigars

' AN ACT to Require all State Funds to be Deposited in the 
State Treasury When Collected 


Section 1. Unlawful to Deposit State Funds—Revolv- 
ing Funds—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: After the approval of this Act by the 
Governor it shall be unlawful for any State officer or employee, on 
behalf of any State Department, Board, Bureau, Commission or 
other State agency, to deposit with any bank, trust company, institu- 
tion, building and loan association or individual, any funds belonging 
to the State whether the same be represented by checks, drafts, bills, 
currencies or other forms of exchange: Provided, That in the dis- 
cretion of the State Treasurer, each department or institution may 
carry with some Bank or Banking Company, an account in the name 
of such Department or Institution, as a revolving fund, from which 
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the State Treasurer shall be reimbursed for bad checks. The amount of 
and necessity for such revolving funds shall be determined by the 
State Treasurer: Provided, further, That the provisions of this Act 
shall not apply to fees or other revenues, collected by any State insti- 
tution, which are not required, by law, to be remitted to the State 
Treasurer. 


§ 2. Funds to be Deposited with or at Direction of State 
Treasurer—Not Applicable to County Treasurers.—All State 
departments, boards, bureaus, commissions or other State agencies 
charged with the collection of any taxes, licenses, fees, interest or any 
income to the State shall, with ordinary business promptness, deposit 
the same when collected with or to the credit of the State Treasurer, 
either at his office in the State Capitol, or in such bank or banking insti- 
tution within the State as shall be designated by the State Treasurer : 
Provided, That this Act shall not apply to the collection of State taxes 
by County Treasurers, who shall collect and remit as required by the 
Comptroller General. 


§ 3. Deposit Slips.—The State Treasurer shall designate a 
form of deposit slip to be used by each department and institution in 
making deposit and it shall be the duty of each department and insti- 
tution to provide a sufficient amount of such deposit slips for its use, 
and to strictly adhere to the system prescribed by the State Treasurer 
in the handling of State funds. 


§ 4. Repeal.—All provisions of law now providing for period- 
ical deposits with the State Treasurer by any department, board, 
bureau, or commission in the State, and all other Acts or parts of Acts © 
inconsistent with this Act be, and the same are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4924 of the Civil Code of Laws, 
1922 Relating to Lien of Judgments for Personal Injury 
or Injury to Property so as to Include Streets and High- 
ways of this State. 


Section 1. Section 4924, Code of Laws, 1922, Amended 
—So as to Include Streets and Highways of this State.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend Section 4924 of the Civil Code of Laws, 1922, by adding after 
the word “person” on line three, the following: “or any injuries to 
any streets or highways”; so that said section as amended shall read 
as follows: 


“Section 4924. Whenever a cause of action shall arise against any 
railroad or street railway corporation in favor of any person for per- 
sonal injury or injury to property sustained by any person, or in 
favor of any municipal corporation for any injuries to any of the 
streets or highways of such municipal corporation and such cause 
of action shall be prosecuted to judgment by the person injured, or 
his or their legal representatives or by such municipal corporation said 
judgment shall relate back to the date when the cause of action arose, 
and shall be a lien as of that date upon the income, property and fran- 
chise of said corporation, enforcible in any Court of competent juris- 
diction by attachment or levy and sale under execution, and shall take 
precedence and priority of payment of any mortgage, deed of trust 
or other security given to secure the payment of bonds made by said 
railroad or street railway company: Provided, Any action brought 
under this Section shall.be commenced within two years from the time 
that said injury was sustained.”

AN ACT Authorizing any Person, Firm or Corporation of 
Whatsoever Kind or Nature to Pay to the Survivor 
Funds Deposited in Joint Names, and to Repeal an 
Act Entitled ““An Act Authorizing Banking Institutions 
to Pay to the Survivor Funds Deposited in Joint 
Names,” Approved the 12th Day of March, 1926, 
Known as Act No. 503, Acts of 1926. 


Section 1. Deposits Made by One and Another—Sur- 
vivor to Receive.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That where a deposit or deposits shall have 
been made, or may hereafter be made, not exceeding in the aggregate 
the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, by any person in the 
name of such depositor and another person, with the right to be with- 
drawn or collected by either with any person, firm or corporation of 
whatsoever kind or nature, shall become the property of such persons 
as joint tenants, and the same, together with all interest thereon, shall 
be held for the exclusive use of the person so named, and may be paid 
to either during the life time of both, and in the event of the death of 
one, then the same shall be paid to the survivor, and the said payment 
and the receipt of acquittance of the one to whom the payment is 
made shall be sufficient release and discharge to such person, firm or 
corporation of whatsoever kind or nature for all payments made on 
account of such deposits or interest prior to the receipt by the said 
person, firm or corporation of whatsoever kind or nature of notice in 
writing, signed by any one of such joint depositors, not to pay said 
deposit or interest in accordance with the terms thereof. 


 § 2. Certificates of Deposits Payable to One and 
Another—Survivor to Receive.—That where a certificate of de- 
posit or deposits shall have been issued or may hereafter be issued, not 
exceeding in the aggregate the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dol- 
lars, and made payable in the name of one and another, with the right 
to be collected by either, from any person, firm or corporation of what- 
soever kind or nature, such certificate or certificates of deposit shall 
become the property of such persons as joint tenants, and the same, 
together with all interest thereon, shall be held for the exclusive use 
of the persons so named, and may be paid to either during the life 
time of both, and in the event of the death of one, then the same shall 
be paid to the survivor and the said payment and the receipt of 
acquittance of the one to whom the payment is made shall be sufficient 
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release and discharge to such person, firm or corporation of whatso- 
ever kind or nature for all payments made on account of such certifi- 
cate or certificates of deposit or interest, prior to the receipt by the 
said person, firm or corporation of whatsoever kind or nature of notice 
in writing, signed by any one of said joint holders of said certificate 
or certificates of deposit not to pay said certificate or certificates or 
deposit or interest in accordance with the terms thereof. 


§ 3. Application of this Act.—That this Act shall not ap- 
ply to deposits or to interest thereon where same is made for the 
benefit of a business, firm or partnership, nor shall the same apply to 
a certificate or certificates of deposit where the same has been issued to 
and for the benefit of a business, firm or partnership. 


§ 4. Payable Without Consent of Tax Commission.— 
That where the deposit or deposits are so made as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and does not exceed the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dol- 
lars, or where the certificate or certificates of deposit have been issued 
as hereinbefore provided, and do not exceed in the aggregate the sum 
of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, together with accrued interest, 
in either or both cases shall be paid to the survivor without the con- 
sent of the South Carolina Tax Commission. 


§ 5. Act No. 503, Acts of 1926 Repealed.—That the 
Act authorizing banking institutions to pay to the survivor of funds 
deposited in joint names, approved the 12th day of March A. D., 1926, 
known as Act No. 503, Acts of 1926, be and the same is hereby re- 
pealed. 


§ 6. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 7. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Establish 
and Define a Uniform Standard of Weights and Meas- 
ures in the State of South Carolina, and to Provide a 
Means of Enforcement and Penalties for the Violation 
of the Same,”’ Known as Act No. 39, Acts of the General 
Assembly, 1923, by Providing the Punishment for Cer- 
tain Violations Thereof. 


Section 1. Act No. 39, Acts of 1923, Amended—Provid- 
ing Further Punishments.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act 
to establish and define a uniform standard of weights and measures 
in the State of South Carolina, and to provide a means of enforcement 
and penalties for the violation of the same,” known as Act No. 39, 
Acts of the General Assembly, 1923, be amended by striking out on 
lines six and seven of Section 16 of said Act the words “or by both 
such fines and imprisonment,” and amend further by adding at the 
end of Section 16 the following: “Provided, That for any second or 
successive offense the punishment shall be by fine or imprisonment or 
both in the discretion of the Court,” so that Section 16 of said Act, 
when so amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 16. Every person, who by himself or his agent, servant 
or employee violates or causes or permits to be violated any of the 
provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not less than $25.00 nor more than $100.00 or 
shall be imprisoned in the County jail for a term not to exceed thirty 
days. Each and every instance shall constitute a separate offense. Pro- 
vided, That for any second or successive offense the punishment shall 
be by fine or imprisonment or both in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Regulate State Banks, Trust Companies and 
Fiduciary Corporations Doing a Trust Business 


Section 1. Trust.Businesses Subject to Examinations.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That all State Banks, Trust Companies, and Fiduciary corpora- 
tions doing a trust business, shall be subject to examination by the 
State banking department, and shall be further subject to the following 
rules and regulations for the conduct of such trust business. 


§ 2. Fiduciary Assets to be Segregated—Separate Rec- 
ords—Officer in Charge.—Banks, Trust Companies, or corpora- 
tions acting in a fiduciary capacity shall segregate all assets held in 
any fiduciary capacity from the general assets of the bank, trust com- 
pany, or corporation, and shall keep a separate set of books or records 
showing in proper detail all transactions relative to such fiduciary 
business, and such books and records shall be under the management 
of an officer or officers whose duty shall be prescribed by the Board 
of Directors of the bank, trust company, or corporation. 


§ 3. Funds to be Secured.—Funds received or held in the 
trust department awaiting investment or distribution shall be secured 
to the trust department if such funds have been deposited in its own 
bank, or in any other banking corporation, by the bonds acceptable for 
the securing of public funds in South Carolina, and shall be equal in 
market value to the amount of funds so deposited. 


§ 4. Funds to be Invested.—Funds held by the trust de- 
partment shall be invested as soon as practicable in strict accordance 
with the will or agreement governing the trust and in the absence of 
such direction, shall be invested under the terms of the laws for such 
investments in the State of South Carolina. The investments shall be 
made by an investment committee, appointed by the Board of Direc- 
tors, and all such investments shall be approved by the Board of 
Directors. 


§ 5. Investments to be Kept Separate.—The investments 
of each individual trust shall be kept separate and distinct from all 
other trusts and plainly marked. 


'§ 6. Securities.—The securities of the trust department for 
each individual trust shall be in the joint custody of two or more 
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officers or other employees of the bank designated by the Board of 
Directors of the bank or trust company, as the case may be, and such 
officers or employees shall be bonded. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Expedite and Simplify the Collection and Pay- 
ment by Banks of Checks and Other Instruments for 
the Payment of Money. ~ 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: (Definitions) For the purposes of this Act. (a) 
Bank. The term “bank” shall include any person, firm or corporation 
engaged in the business of receiving and paying deposits of money 
within this State. A branch or office of any such bank shall be deemed a 
bank ‘for the purpose of this act. 


(b) Item. The term “item” means any check, note or other instru- 
ment providing for the payment of money. 


§ 2. (Bank is Agent for Collection.)—Except as other- 
wise provided by agreement and except as to subsequent holders of a 
negotiable instrument payable to bearer or endorsed specially or in 
blank, where an item is deposited or received for collection, the bank 
of deposit shall be agent of the depositor for its collection and each 
subsequent collecting bank shall be sub-agent of the depositor but 
shall be authorized to follow the instructions of its immediate for- 
warding bank and any credit given by any such agent or sub-agent 
bank therefor shall be revocable until such time as the proceeds are 
received in actual money or an unconditional credit given on the 
books of another bank, which such agent has requested or accepted. 
Where any such bank allows any revocable credit for an item to be 
withdrawn, such agency relation shall nevertheless continue except 
the bank shall have all the rights of an owner thereof against prior and 
subsequent parties to the extent of the amount withdrawn. 
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§ 3. (Item on Same Bank.)—A credit given by a bank for 
an item drawn on or payable at such bank shall be provisional, subject 
to revocation at or before the end of the day on which the item is 
deposited in the event the item is found not payable for any reason. 
Whenever a credit is given for an item deposited after banking hours 
such right of revocation may be exercised during the following busi- 
ness day. 


§ 4. (Legal Effect of Indorsement.)—An indorsement of 
any item by the payee or other depositor “for deposit” shall be deemed 
a restrictive indorsement and indicate that the indorsee bank is an 
agent for collection and not owner of the item. 


An indorsement “pay any bank or banker” or having equivalent 
words shall be deemed a restrictive indorsement and shall indicate 
the creation of any agency relation in any subsequent bank to whom 
the paper is forwarded unless coupled with words indicating the crea- 
tion of a trustee relationship ; and such indorsement or other restric- 
tive endorsement whether creating an agency or trustee relationship 
shall constitute a guaranty by the indorser to all subsequent holders 
and to the drawee or payor of the genuineness of and the authority 
to make prior indorsements and also to save the drawee or payor harm- 
less in the event any prior indorsement appearing thereon is defective 
or irregular in any respect unless such indorsement is coupled with 
appropriate words disclaiming such liability as guarantor. 


Where a deposit item is payable to bearer or indorsed by the deposi- 
tor in blank or by special indorsement, the fact that such item is so 
payable or indorsed shall not change the relation of agent of the bank 
of deposit to the depositor, but subsequent holders shall have the right 
to rely on the presumption that the bank of deposit is the owner of the 
item. The indorsement of an item by the bank of deposit or by any 
subsequent holder in blank or by special indorsement or its delivery. 
when payable to bearer, shall carry the presumption that the indorse- 
ment or transferee is owner provided there is nothing upon the face 
of the paper or in any prior indorsement to indicate an agency or 
trustee relation of any prior party. But where an item is deposited or 
is received for collection indorsed specially or in blank, the bank may 
convert such an indorsement into a restrictive indorsement by. writing 
over the signature of the indorser the words “for deposit” or “for col- 
lection” or other restrictive words to negative presumption that such 
bank of deposit or indorse bank is owner ; and in the case of an item 
deposited or received for collection payable to bearer, may negative 
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such presumption by indorsing thereon the words “received for de- 
posit” or “received for collection” or words of like import. 


§ 5. (Duty and Responsibility of Bank Collecting 
Agents. )—It shall be the duty of the initial or any subsequent 
agent collecting bank to exercise ordinary care in the collection of an 
item and when such duty is performed such agent bank shall not be 
responsible if for any cause payment is not received in money or an 
unconditional credit given on the books of another bank, which such 
agent bank has requested or accepted. An initial or subsequent agent 
collecting bank shall be liable for its own lack of exercise of ordinary 
care but shall not be liable for the neglect, misconduct, mistakes or 
defaults of any other agent bank or of the drawee or payor bank, 


§ 6. (Rules or Ordinary Care in Forwarding and Pre- 
sentment.)—(a) Where an item is received on deposit or by a 
subsequent agent bank for collection, payable in another town or 
city, it shall be deemed the exercise of ordinary care to forward such 
item by mail, not later than the business day next following its receipt 
(1) direct to the drawee or payor in the event such drawee or payor 
is a bank or (2) to another bank collecting agent according to the 
usual banking custom, either located in the town or city where the item 
is payable or in another town or city. 


(b) Where an item is received on deposit or by a subsequent agent 
bank for collection, payable by or at another bank in the same town 
or city in which said agent bank is located, it shall be deemed the exer- 
cise of ordinary care to present the item for payment at any time not 
later than the next business day following the day on which the item 
is received either (1) at the counter of the drawee or payor by agent 
or messenger or (2) through the local clearing house under the 
regular established procedure, or according to the usual banking cus- 
tom where the collecting or payor bank is located in an outlying dis- 
trict. 


(c) The designation of the above methods shall not exclude any 
other method of forwarding or presentment which under existing 
rules of law would constitute ordinary care. 


§ 7.' (Items Received Through the Mail.)—Where the 
item is received by mail by a solvent drawee or payor bank, it shall be 
deemed paid when the amount is finally charged to the account of the 
maker or drawer. 
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§ 8. (Items Lost in Transit.)—Where an agent bank for- 
wards an item for collection, it shall not be responsible for its loss or 
destruction in transit, or, when in the possession of others, for its in- 
ability to repossess itself thereof, provided there has been no lack of 
ordinary care on its part. 


§ 9. (Medium of Payment.)—Where ordinary care is ex- 
ercised, any agent collecting bank may receive in payment of an item 
without becoming responsible as debtor therefor, whether presented 
by mail, through the clearing house or over the counter of the drawee 
or payor, in lieu of money, either (a) the check or draft of the drawee 
or payor upon another bank or (b) the check or draft of any other 
bank upon any bank other than the drawee or payor of the item or (c) 
such method of settlement as may be customary in a local clearing 
house or between clearing banks or otherwise ; provided that whenever 
such agent collecting bank shall request or accept in payment an un- 
conditional credit which has been given to it on the books of the 
drawee or payor or on the books of any other bank, such agent collec- 
ting bank shall become debtor for such item and shall be responsible 
therefor as if the proceeds were actually received by it in money. 


§ 10. (Medium of Remittance.)—Where ordinary care is 
exercise, and agent collecting bank may receive from any subsequent 
bank in the chain of collection in remittance for an item which has 
been paid, in lieu of money, the check or draft of the remitting bank 
upon any bank other than itself or the drawee or payor of the item 
or such other method, of settlement as may be customary ; Provided, 
That whenever such agent collecting bank shall request or accept an | 
unconditional credit which has been given to it on the books of the re- 
mitting bank or on the books of any other bank, such agent collecting 
bank shall become debtor for such item and shall be responsible there- 
for as if the proceeds were actually received by it in money. 


§ 11. (Election to Treat as Dishonored Items Presented 
by Mail. )—Where an item is duly presented by mail to the drawee 
or payor, whether or not the same has been charged to the account 
of the maker or drawer thereof or returned to such maker or drawer, 
the agent collecting bank so presenting may at its election, exercised 
with reasonable diligence, treat such item as dishonored by non-pay- 
ment and recourse may be had upon prior parties thereto in any of the 
following cases. 
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(1) Where the check or draft of drawee or payor bank upon 

another bank received in payment therefor shall not be paid in due 
course ; 


(2) Where the drawee or payor bank shall without request or 
authority tender as payment its own check or draft upon itself or other 
instrument upon which it is primarily liable ; 


(3) Where the drawee or payor bank shall give an unrequested or 
unauthorized credit therefor on its books or the books of another 
bank ; or 


(4) Where the drawee or payor shall retain such item without 
remitting therefor on the day of receipt or on the day of maturity if © 
payable otherwise than on demand and received by it prior to or on such 
day of maturity. 


Provided, however, That in any case where the drawee or payor 
bank shall return any such item unpaid not later than the day of receipt 
or of maturity as aforesaid in the exercise of its right to make payment 
only at its own counter, such item cannot be treated as dishonored by 
non-payment and the delay caused a shall not relieve prior 
parties from liability. 


Provided, further, That no agent eile bank shall be liable to 
the owner of an item where, in the exercise of ordinary care in the 
interest of such owner, it makes or does not make the election above 
provided or take such steps as it may deem necessary in cases (2), 
(3) and (4) above. 


§ 12. (Notice of Dishonor of Items Presented by Mail.) 
—lIn case of the dishonor of an item duly presented by mail as pro- 
vided for the next preceding section, notice of dishonor of such item 
to prior parties shall be sufficient if given with reasonable diligence 
after such dishonor ; and further in the event of failure to obtain the 
return of any such item notice of dishonor may be given upon a copy 
or written particulars thereof, and delay in giving notice of dishonor 
caused by an attempt with reasonable diligence to obtain return of 
such item shall be excused. 


§ 13. (Insolvency and Preferences. )—1. When the drawee 
or payor, or any other agent collecting bank shall fail or be closed for 
business by the State Bank Examiner or by action of the Board of 
Directors or by other proper legal action, after an item shall be mailed 
or otherwise entrusted to it for collection or payment but before the

actual collection or payment thereof, it shall be the duty of the receiver 
or other official in charge of its assets to return such item, if same is 
in his possession to the forwarding or presenting bank with reason- 
able diligence. 


2. Except in cases where an item or items is treated as dishonored 
by non-payment as provided in Section 11, when a drawee or payor 
bank has presented to it for payment an item or items drawn upon or 
payable by or at such bank and at the time has on deposit to the 
credit of the maker or drawer an amount equal to such item or items 
and such drawee or payor shall fail or close for business as above, 
after having charged such item or items to the account of the maker 
or drawer thereof or otherwise discharged his liability thereon but 
without such item or items having been paid or settled for by the 
drawee or payor either in money or by an unconditional credit given 
on its books or on the books of any other bank, which has been re- 
quested or accepted so as to constitute such drawee or payor or other 
bank debted therefor, the assets of such drawee or payor shall be im- 
pressed with a trust in favor of the owner or owners of such item or 
items for the amount thereof, or for the balance payable upon a num- 
ber of items which have been exchanged, and such owner or owners 
shall be entitled to a preferred claim upon such assets, irrespective 
of whether the fund representing such item or items can be traced and 
identified as part of such assets or has been intermingled with or con- 
verted into other assets of such failed bank. 


3. Where an agent collecting bank other than the drawee or payor 
shall fail or be closed for business as above, after having received in 
any form the proceeds of an item or items entrusted to it for collec- 
tion, but without such item or items having been paid or remitted for 
by it either in money or by an unconditional credit given on its books 
or on the books of any other bank which has been requested or accepted 
so as to constitute such failed collecting or other bank debtor therefor, 
the assets of such agent collecting bank which has failed or been closed 
for business as above shall be impressed with a trust in favor of the 
* owner or owners of such item or items for the amount of such proceeds 
and such owner or owners shall be entitled to a preferred claim upon 
such assets, irrespective of whether the fund representing such item 
or items can be traced and identified as part of such assets or has been 
intermingled with or converted into other assets of such failed bank. 
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§ 14. (Act not Retroactive.)—The provisions of this Act 
shall not apply to transactions taking place prior to the time when it 
takes effect. 


§ 15. (Cases not Provided for in Act.)—In any case not 
provided for in this Act the rules of law and equity, including the law 
merchant and those rules of law and equity relating to trusts, agency, 
negotiable instruments and banking shall continue to apply. 


§ 16. (Uniformity of Interpretation. )—This Act shall be 
so interpreted and construed as to effectuate its general purpose to 
make uniform the law of those states which enact it. 


§ 17. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 18. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled, “An Act to Transfer 
the Child Placing Bureau to the State Board of Health, 
etc.,”” Known as Act No. 196 of the Acts of 1927, so as 
to Transfer the Powers and Duties to the Children’s 
Bureau of South Carolina, and Provide for the Appoint- 
ment of said Bureau. 


Section 1. Act No. 196, Acts of 1927, Amended so as 
to Transfer the Powers of Duties to the Children’s Bureau 
of S. C.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Amend an Act entitled, “An Act to Transfer the 
Child Placing Bureau to the State Board of Health, etc.,” known as 
Act No. 196, of the Acts of 1927, by striking out all of said Act and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be known as Act No. 196,24 
of the Acts of 1927: 


Section 1. The Child Placing Bureau of the State of South Caro- 
lina, heretofore operating under the State Board of Health, is hereby 
made a separate Bureau, hereafter to be known as the Children’s 
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Bureau of the State of South Carolina. The supervisor shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Senate 
for a period of six (6) years, and shall be paid for her services in 
addition to the necessary travelling expenses an annual salary to be 
determined by the General Assembly, payable in monthly installments. 
The Bureau shall render annually to the Governor and General As- 
sembly a complete report of its activities. The supervisor shall em- 
ploy such assistants and agents as shall be needed to carry out the 
provisions of this Act as now provided by law. The funds appropriated 
by the General Assembly for the activities within the terms of this 
Act shall be paid by the State Treasurer on warrants of the Comp- 
troller General, but no warrants shall be issued except upon vouchers 
approved by the supervisor of the Bureau. The Bureau is authorized 
to place out in free family homes for adoption destitute, delinquent, 
neglected and dependent children committed to their care, and de- 
fective and otherwise handicapped children committed to their care 
shall be placed in such institutions as are provided by the State for their 
care, as may appear advisable for the best interest of the child. 


§ 2. The Children’s Bureau in placing out destitute, neglected, 
dependent. or delinquent children in private families shall safeguard 
the welfare of each child by a thorough investigation of each appli- 
cant, the home and its environment; and shall personally and ade- 
quately supervise each child until the child receives legal adoption or 
attains legal age. 


§ 3. The Children’s Bureau shall keep a record containing the 
name, ages and former residence, occupations and character, so far 
as is known, of the parents of children coming under its supervision, 
the dates of reception, placing out and adoption of children, together 
with the name, occupation and residence of the person with whom 
the child is placed; the date and cause of any removal to another 
home; and a brief history of each child until it shall have reached the 
age of eighteen (18) years, or shall have been legally adopted or dis- 
charged according to law. 


§ 4. The Children’s Bureau shall be the guardian of the per- 
sons of all destitute, dependent, neglected or delinquent children 
who are committed to their care and shall, as soon as practicable, place 
said child or children in private homes, either temporarily or as mem- 
bers of families, and where such action is deemed proper and de- 
sirable and does not conflict with any retained legal rights of natural 
parents, may consent ix loco parentis to their legal adoption.

§ 5. That no person, agency, or institution shall bring or send 
into this State, from another state, territory or country, any child and 
leaving it, place it in a foster home or procure its adoption without 
the person so bringing or sending the child shall first notify The Chil- 
dren’s Bureau of their intention so to do, and shall before bringing 
said child into this State obtain from the Bureau a certificate stating 
that such home is in the opinion of the Bureau a suitable home for 
the child, and such certification shall state the name, age and per- 
sonal description of the child, and the name and address of the per- 
son with whom the child is to be placed, and shall furnish satisfactory 
evidence that said child is not incorrigible or of unsound mind or body, 
and such other information as may be required by the Bureau, and 
that they will remove any such child who becomes a public charge or 
who in the opinion of the Bureau becomes a menace to the com- 
munity prior to its adoption, or of legal age. The person bringing or 
sending the child into the State shall report at least once each year, 
and such other times as the Bureau shall direct, as to the location and 
well being of the child so long as it shall remain in the State and until 
it shall have reached the age of eighteen (18) years or shall have been 
legally adopted. 


§ 6. The Children’s Bureau shall act as a Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and may be used by State institutions investigating all applica- 
tions for admission and dismissal of children. 


§ 7. All private individuals, including midwives, physicians, 
nurses and hospitals and the officers of all private institutions, as well 
as agencies and organizations, who shall remove a child within six (6) 
months after its birth from its natural mother, shall report to the 
Children’s Bureau the names and addresses of the parents of the 
child and names and addresses of the persons with whom the said 
child is left, unless the person removing said ‘child from its natural 
mother knows of his or her own knowledge that said child was born 
in wedlock, and was not removed from its mother because of im- 
moral surroundings. 


§ 8. Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
Act, or who shall make any false statements or reports to the Children’s 
Bureau with reference to the matters contained herein and any parent 
or guardian, or person receiving a child who shall give a false name 
or address to the Children’s Bureau shall, upon conviction be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and be punished by fine or imprisonment or both 
at the discretion of the Court. 
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§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Fix the Amounts of the Official Bonds of Cer- 
tain County Officers in Greenville County 


Section 1. Bonds of Certain Greenville County Officers 
_Fixed.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the amounts of official bonds of the following , 
named County Officers of Greenville County, shall be in the sums 
hereinafter indicated, that is to say: Coroner, One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars; Supervisor, Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars ; 
Register of Mesne Conveyance, Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dol- 
lars; Superintendent of Education, Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dol- 
lars; Judge of Probate, Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars; and 
the appointive members of the Sinking Fund Commission, Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars each. 


§ 2. Must Furnish Increased Bonds.—The officers whose 
bonds are increased under the provisions of Section 1 of this Act 
are required to furnish such additional bond within thirty (30) days 
after the approval of this Act. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2588, Volume III, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1922, so as to Make Special Provi- 
sions for the County Board of Education for Greenville 
County. 


Section 1. Section 2588, Volume III, Code of Laws, 
1922—-Amended—to Make Special Provisions for County 
Board of Education for Greenville County.—Be it enacted by — 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 
2588, Volume III, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be, and 
the same is hereby amended by adding the following proviso at the 
end of said Section: 


“Provided, That in the County of Greenville, the County Board 
of Education of Greenville County shall be composed of five mem- 
bers, one of whom shall be the County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, and the other four members shall be appointed by the State 
Board of Education upon the recommendation of a majority of 
the Greenville County Legislative Delegation. Said Board shall ap- 
point one member to serve for a term of one year, one member to 
serve for a term of two years, one member to serve for a term of 
three years, and one member to serve for a term of four years; and 
every year thereafter the State Board of Education, upon recom- 
mendation of a majority of the Greenville County Legislative Dele- 
gation, shall appoint a member to succeed the one whose term ex- 
pires, and such member and his successors so appointed shall hold 
office for a term of four years from the time of his appointment 
and until his successor shall be appointed and qualified. In the event 
of a vacancy on said Board for any cause, it shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the State Board of Education, upon recommer.dation 
of a majority of the Greenville County Legislative Delegation. That 
the said County Board of Education shall meet on the first and third 
Tuesdays of each month, and oftener if necessary, and perform all 
duties and exercise all powers and authority now vested by law in 
County Boards of Education, together with any additional power 
and authority which may be necessary and conducive to the welfare 
of the schools of Greenville County. Any three members of said 
board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
That the County Superintendent of Education shall act as ex officio 
chairman of the County Board of Education, preside over the 
deliberations of its meetings, and have an equal vote with the other 
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members of the County Board of Education. The assistant County 
Superintendent of Education shall serve as Secretary of said board, 
shall keep a neat and legible record of all of its meetings, and shall 
furnish such financial and statistical data as may be reqiured of 
him from time to time. At the close ef each scholastic year the Sec- 
retary shall assist the various boards of trustees of the respective 
school districts and the County Board of Education in preparing a 
financial budget of each school district in Greenville County, show- 
ing the estimated receipts and expenditures of said school districts 
for the next succeeding scholastic year. That in addition to the power 
and authority now vested by law in County Boards of Education, 
the County Board of Education of Greenville County shall have 
charge of any and all school funds of Greenville County not belong- 
ing or accruing to the respective school districts in the County from 
whatever source derived, and shall disburse same in its discretion 
for the benefit of the schools of the County. In addition to the re- 
quirements now provided by law all warrants of said board upon 
the County Treasurer shall be signed by at least two of the appointed 
members of said Board and the County Superintendent of Education. 
All moneys accruing to said board and to be disbursed by it shall 
be designated as the County Board Fund, and a correct and accurate 
account of all receipts and disbursements of said board shall be kept, 
and a complete report of the same made at the end of each scholastic 
year, which report shall be filed along with the other records of said 
board and a copy thereof also filed with the Comptroller of Green- 
ville County. That the compensation of each of the appointed mem- 
bers of said board shall be One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per 
annum payable monthly; and the Secretary of said board shall re- 
ceive extra compensation to be fixed by the County Board of Edu- 
cation, not exceeding Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum 
payable monthly. The compensation of the appointed members of 
the County Board and the extra compensation of the Secretary shall 
be paid from the County Board Fund,” so that said Section when 
so amended shall read as follows: 


“(2588) There shall be a County Board of Education in each 
County, composed of three members, one of whom shall be the 
County Superintendent of Education, and the other two shall be 
appointed by the State Board of Education at its regular meeting in 
.June, 1921, and every four years thereafter, who shall hold their 
office for a term of four years from the time of their appointment 
and until their successors shall be appointed and qualified, unless 
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sooner removed by the State Board of Education: Provided, That 
in the County of Greenville, the County Board of Education of 
Greenville County shall be composed of five members, one of whom 
shall be the County Superintendent of Education, and the other four 
members shall be appointed by the State Board of Education upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the Greenville County Legis- 
lative Delegation. Said board shall appoint one member to serve for 
a term of one year, one member to serve for a term of two years, 
one member to serve for a term of three years, and one member 
to serve for a term of four years, and every year thereafter the 
State Board of Education, upon recommendation of a majority of 
the Greenville County Legislative Delegation, shall appoint a mem- 
ber to succeed the one whose term expires, and such member and 
his successors so appointed shall hold office for a term of four years 
from the time of his appointment and until his successor shall be 
appointed and qualified. In the event of a vacancy on said board 
for any cause, it shall be filled by appointment by the State Board 
of Education, upon recommendation of a majority of the Green- 
ville County Legislative Delegation. That the said County Board 
of Education shall meet on the first and third Tuesdays of each 
month, and oftener if necessary, and perform all duties and exercise 
all powers and authority now vested by law in County Boards of 
Education, together with any additional power and authority which 
may be necessary and conducive to the welfare of the schools of 
Greenville County. Any three members of said board shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of buSiness. That the County Superin- 
tendent of Education shall act as ex officio chairman of the County 
Board of Education, preside over the deliberations of its meetings, 
and have an equal vote with the other members of the County Board 
of Education. The Assistant County Superintendent of Education 
shall serve as Secretary of said Board, shall keep a neat and legible 
record of all of its meetings, and shall furnish such financial and 
statistical data as may be required of him from time to time. At 
the close of each scholastic year the Secretary shall assist the various 
boards of trustees of the respective school districts and the County 
Board of Education in preparing a financial budget of each school 
district in Greenville County, showing the estimated receipts and 
expenditures of said school districts for the next succeeding scholas- 
tic year. That in addition to the power and authority now vested 
by law in County Boards of Education, the County Board of Edu--

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2703 of Civil Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, Volume III, 1922, by Striking Out the 
Word “Eight” on Line Six Thereof and Inserting in 
Lieu Thereof the Word “Ten.” 


Section 1. Section 2703, Code of Laws, Volume III, 
1922—-Amended.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 2703 of the Civil Code of 
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Laws, 1922, Volume III, be amended by striking out the word “eight” 
on line six thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the word “‘ten,” so 
that the said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 2703. That in addition to the tax of two mills on the 
dollar now required by law to be annually levied and collected by the 
City Treasurer of the City of Charleston as provided by the pre- 
ceding Section, the said City Treasurer of the City of Charleston 
shall annually levy and collect, at the same time as the city taxes of 
said city, a tax of ten mills on the dollar on all taxable property in 
the said city, which said tax shall be in the City Treasury as public 
money, protected by the official bond of the City Treasurer, and shall 
be paid by the City Treasurer to the City Board of Public School 
Commissioners for the City of Charleston upon the warrant of the 
said Board, and be held by the said Board as a fund to be applied 
by said Board from time to time, or at such times as said Board shall 
deem expedient to the purchase of property and the erection, im- 
provement or alteration of buildings and their equipment, to furnish 
additional school facilities and for educational purposes in the City 
of Charleston, or any one or more of said purposes.

That any person, firm or corporation desiring to engage 
in the business of raising, breeding and selling live pheasants, par- 
tridge, quail, Hungarian or gray leg partridge or other game bird in 
a wholly enclosed preserve, or entire island of which he is the owner 
or lessee, may make application in writing to the Game Warden 
of the State of South Carolina for a license to do so and said Game

“An Act to Authorize Cities and Towns to Sell and 
Dispose of Electric Lighting and Power Plants and 
Water System, Either or Both, Contract for Electric 
Currents, and Water, Either or Both, and Grant Fran- 
chise Therefor,’”’ Known as Act No. 91 of the Acts of 
1927, so as to Regulate the Registration of Electors, 
and to Provide for Notice of Elections.” 


Section 1. Act No. 91, Acts of 1927, Amended—Strik- 
ing Out Section 2 and Inserting—Notice of Offer.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Act No. 91 of the Acts of 1927 entitled ‘An Act to Authorize 
Cities and Towns to Sell and Dispose of Electric Lighting and Power 
Plants and Water System, Either or Both, Contract for Electric Cur- 
rents, and Water, Either or Both, and Grant Franchise Therefor,’ 
be, and the same hereby is amended by striking out all of Section 
2 of said Act and inserting in lieu thereof the following which shall 
be Section 2. 


Section 2. In the event such election be ordered, six weeks’ notice 
thereof shall be given by publication of the same in a newspaper 
of general circulation in such city or town once each week for six 
weeks preceding the date of such election; the said notice to con- 
tain in substance the terms of the offer for said property. 


§ 2-A. Same—Striking Out Section 3 and Inserting— 
Election.—That said Act No. 91 of the Acts of 1927 as above en- 
titled be and the same hereby is amended by striking out all of Sec- 
tion 3 and inserting in lieu thereof the following, which shall be Sec- 
tion 3:

AN ACT to Impose a License Tax on Gasoline, Substitutes 
Therefor, or Combinations Thereof, Kept, Stored or 
Used in the State of South Carolina, Which Have Not 
Been Subjected to the Payment of a License Tax Under 
Any Other Statute of the State of South Carolina, and 
Providing for the Collection and Distribution of Such 
Tax. 


Section 1. License Tax on Gasoline, etc., Stored in This 
State—Time Allowed—Amount—Exceptions—Allowance. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: Every person, firm, corporation, municipality, County, or any 
subdivision thereof, in the State of South Carolina which shall im- 
port into this State from any other State or foreign Country, or 
shall receive by any means into this State, and keep in storage in this 
State for a period of twenty-four hours or more, after the same 
shall have lost its interstate character as a shipment in interstate 
commerce, any gasoline or any other like products of petroleum or 
under whatever name designated, which is intended to be stored or 
used for consumption in this State, shall pay a license tax of six 
cents per gallon for every gallon of gasoline, or other like products 
of petroleum aforementioned, which shall have been shipped or im- 
ported into this State from any other State or foreign country, and 
which shall hereafter, for a period of twenty-four hours after it loses 
its interstate character as a shipment of interstate commerce be kept 
in storage in this State to be used and consumed in this State by any 
person, firm, or corporation, municipality, county or subdivisions 
thereof, and which has not already been subjected to the payment of 
the license taxes imposed upon the sale thereof by acts of the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina, the same being Act No.’ 
34, Acts of 1925, approved the 23rd day of March, 1925, and Act 
No. 102, Acts of 1929, approved the 16th day of March, 1929, im- 
posing license taxes for the privilege of dealing in gasoline or other 
like products or petroleum: Provided, That this Act shall not impose 
a tax upon crude petroleum, residium or smudge oil: Provided, fur- 
ther, That one per cent to cover loss by evaporation, spillage or other- 
wise shall be deducted by the taxpayer when remitting the tax re- 
quired by this Act. 


§ 2. Time of Payment—Returns to be Made—Records 
Kept.—The license tax imposed by this Act shall be paid on or be- 
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fore the 20th day of each month and every month, as hereinafter pro- 
vided. That every person, firm, corporation, municipality, county or 
any subdivision thereof subject to the payment of the tax herein pro- 
vided shall on or before the 20th day of each month and every month, 
make out and file with the South Carolina Tax Commission a return 
under oath, in such form as may be prescribed by said South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission showing the number of gallons of gasoline, 
combination thereof or substitutes therefor, which have been re- 
ceived, kept, stored or used within this State during the previous 
month and shall at the same time remit to the South Carolina Tax 
Commission the amount of the tax imposed by this Act. Every one 
liable for the payment of this tax shall keep a record, or records, 
showing all receipts of all gasoline, combination thereof or substi- 
tutes therefor, and such fecords shall be at all times subject to inspec- 
tion by any agent of the South Carolina Tax Commission or the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries. 


§ 3. Executions.—If the tax imposed in this Act is not paid 
to the South Carolina Tax Commission on or before the 25th day of 
each and every month the Tax Commission shall issue a warrant or 
execution directed to the Sheriff of the County or the tax collector 
in which the delinquent taxpayer resides or where such business is 
conducted, and the Sheriff or tax collector to whom this execution is 
directed shall proceed to enforce the same in the same manner pro- 
vided by law for the enforcement of an execution issued by the 
County Treasurer against a delinquent taxpayer. The taxes and all 
penalties herein provided shall be held as a debt payable to the State 
by the taxpayer against whom the same shall be charged, and all such 
taxes and penalties shall be a first lien in all cases whatsoever upon 
all property of the taxpayer charged therewith. 


§ 4. Failure to Make Return—Penalty.—If any taxpayer 
liable for the payment of the tax herein imposed shall fail to make 
the required monthly returns or shall fail to pay the taxes herein 
provided the South Carolina Tax Commission shall make a return 
for such delinquent taxpayer upon such information as may be rea- 
sonably obtained, assess the tax thereon, add a penalty of ten per cent 
to the amount as assessed and proceed to collect the tax and penalties 
as provided for in Section 3 of this Act. 


§ 5. ‘Report of Supply on Hand Required.—Every tax- 
payer liable for the payment of the tax herein imposed by this Act 
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shall report to the South Carolina Tax Commission within five (5) 
days after the date this Act goes into effect, a true statement of all 
gasoline, combinations thereof, or substitutes therefor, which such 
taxpayer has had on hand at the close of the day this Act shall go 
into effect. 


§ 6. Application of This Act.—Nothing within this Act 
shall be construed to impose a license tax upon any selling agent, con- 
sumer, or retailer, selling, consigning, shipping, distributing or using 
gasoline, combinations thereof, or substitutes therefor, which may 
have been bought from any oil company on which the license taxes 
imposed by Act No. 34, Acts of the General Assembly of 1925, ap- 
proved the 23rd of March, 1925, and Act No. 102, Acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1929, approved the 16th day of March, 1929, have 
been paid nor shall this Act be construed as applying in the case of 
interstate commerce. 


§ 7. Duties of Commission of Agriculture, Commerce. 
and Industries.—The Commission of Agriculture, Commerce and 
Industries shall, at such times and in such form as may be specified

“Section 737: There shall be no night hunting in this State ex- 
cept for raccoons, opossums, foxes, mink and skunk, and these may 
not be hunted with lights, commonly known as head lights, attached 
to the head or otherwise attached to the body, and the penalty for any 
violation of this Section shall be a fine not exceeding Two Hundred 
($200.00) Dollars or imprisonment not exceeding sixty (60) days.

AN ACT to Empower the Attorney General to Summons and 
Compell the Attendance of Witneses in Connection 
With the Investigation of the Violation of Article XIV 
of Volume Three of the Code of Laws 1922, Relating to 
Trust Combinations in Trade, etc., and the Acts 
Amendatory Thereof. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That whenever complaint has been made to the 
Attorney General or he has reason to believe that the law relating to 
and regulating trusts and combinations and unlawful and unfair dis- 
crimination to destroy competitors business, as defined in Article 
XIV, Volume Three of the Code of Laws of 1922, and Acts amenda- 
tory thereof, the Attorney General, in addition to the authority al- 
ready conferred upon him by law, is hereby given the power and au- 
thority to investigate such alleged violation of law and in making such 
investigation he shall have the power and authority to summon and 
require the attendance of witnesses at such time and place as he may 
designate in the same manner as witnesses are now required to ap- 
pear and testify in the trial of cases in courts of this State. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed to such inconsistency.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the State Treasurer to 
Pay the Salaries of State Officers and Employees Dur- 
ing the Months of January, February, and March of 
Each Year, and to Provide for the Borrowing of Suffi- 
cient Funds by the Governor, State Treasurer and 
Comptroller General. 


Section 1. State Treasurer to Pay Salaries of State Of- 
ficers, County Auditors and Treasurers and Employees for 
Months of January, February and March—Basis.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
State Treasurer is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to pay 
the salaries of State officers, County Auditors and Treasurers and 
employees for the months of January, February and March of each 
year, the same to be paid upon a warrant issued by the Comptroller 
General, and the Comptroller General is hereby required to issue such 
warrants. The payment of all salaries of State officers, County Au- 
ditors and Treasurers and employees shall be made upon the basis 
of the preceding year as set forth in the Appropriation Act, except 
constitutional officers who shall be paid at the rate specified in the 
Statutes for the term for which they have been elected. 


§ 2. Can Borrow Necessary Funds.—In case the State 
Treasurer should not have funds sufficient and available to pay the 
salaries as provided for in Section 1 of this Act, then the Governor 
and Comptroller General with the said State Treasurer are hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow upon the credit of the State 
a sufficient amount of money to meet the requirements of Section 1 
of this Act, and to issue note, or notes, for such sum so borrowed, the 
same to be paid out of taxes for the current year. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Require Persons, Firms and Corporations Own- 
ing or Operating Motor Vehicles Used in the Business 
of Transporting Persons or Property for Compensation 
on the Public Highways of the State to Pay the State 
Highway Department Annual License for Such Privi- 
lege and to Provide Penalties for Violations. 


Section 1. Additional Annual License Fee Required of 
Owner or Operator of Motor Vehicles Engaged in Trans- 
porting Persons or Property for Compensation—Amount.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: Before operating upon the public highways of this State, every 
owner or operator of motor vehicles engaged in the business of trans- 
porting persons or property for compensation on the public high- 
ways of the State of South Carolina under the provisions of the 
Motor Vehicle Act of this State, the same being Act No. 170, Acts 
of 1925, as amended, shall, in addition to the license fees imposed by 
said Act, pay to the State Highway Department an annual license 
in an amount equal to or the same as the annual license paid by and 
required of the owner of motor vehicle under the provisions of Act 
No. 731, Acts of 1924, approved the 2lst day of March, 1924, as 
amended. 


§ 2. Purpose of This Act.—It is the purpose of this Act, 
that the annual license herein imposed shall be in addition to the li- 
cense fees imposed by the Motor Transportation Act of 1925, the 
same being Act No. 170, Acts of 1925, approved the 8th day of April, 
1925, as amended. ; 


§ 3. Disposition of Funds.—Al!l funds derived by the State 
Highway Department from the provisions of this Act shall be cred- 
ited to the State Highway Fund and used for the construction and 
maintenance of the State Highway System. 


§ 4. Violation a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Any person, 
firm or corporation violating the provisions of this Act shall be

AN ACT Relating to the Office of Magistrates in George- 
town County 


Section 1. Relating to Magistrates in Georgetown 
County—Townships 1, 2,5 and 6.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Magistrates now 
provided in Townships 1, 2, 5 and 6 for Georgetown County, be, 
and the same are hereby, abolished: Provided, The Magistrates for 
Townships 2, 5 and 6 shall hold office until their present terms ex- 
pire: Provided, That all cases now pending before the Magistrate in 
' Township No. 1 be, and are hereby transferred to the Magistrate in 
the City of Georgetown and jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon 
the said Magistrate to dispose of the said cases as if they had origi- 
nally arisen in his jurisdiction. 


§ 2. One Magistrate for Townships 5 and 6—Term of 
Office.—That one (1) Magistrate shall be appointed for Town- 
ships 5 and 6 of Georgetown County, whose term of office shall be 
for two (2) years, and until his successor is appointed and qualified. 


§ 3. Salary of Magistrate, City of Georgetown.—The 
salary of the Magistrate for the City of Georgetown shall be Seven 
Hundred ($700.00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly. 


§ 4. Additional Magistrate for City of Georgetown— 
Powers and Duties—Salary.—That there shall be an additional 
Magistrate in the City of Georgetown, to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, who shall have the same jurisdiction now conferred by law 
upon the Magistrate in the City of Georgetown but who shall not 
exercise the powers and duties of his office unless and in the event 
that the regular Magistrate is sick, absent or otherwise disqualified 
from serving. The salary for such Magistrate is fixed at the sum of 
One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly. The 
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Sheriff of Georgetown County shall serve all processes issued by 
such Magistrate. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of a County Supervisor 
for Fairfield County and the Appointment of Four (4) 
County Commissioners for Said County. 


Section 1. Election of Supervisor of Fairfield County— 
Salary—Term—Bond Required.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That at the General 
Election of 1930, and every two years thereafter, there shall be 
elected a Supervisor for Fairfield County, who shall receive an an- 
nual salary of Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars, payable in 
equal monthly installments, and whose term shall begin at the ex- 
piration of the term of the present incumbent: Provided, That he 
shall not be commissioned or enter upon the duties of such office 
until he has filed with the Clerk of Court a surety bond in the sum 
of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, to be approved by the 
Clerk of said Court, conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duty. 


§ 2. County Commissioners to be Appointed—Term— 
Salaries—Bond.—That there shall be appointed by the Governor, 
upon the recommendation of the Legislative Delegation, or a ma- 
jority thereof, four (4) County Commissioners who shall hold of- 
fice for the term of two (2) years, or until their successors are duly 
qualified, their successors to be recommended and appointed every 
two (2) years thereafter. Each of said Commissioners shall receive 
a salary of Two Hundred and Fifty ($250.00) Dollars per year, to 
be paid in monthly installments out of the Road Fund, and shall give 
a surety bond in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars for 
the faithful performance of his duty. The premiums on said bond 
shall be paid by the County and filed with the Clerk of Court. 
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§ 3. Commissioners to Come from Certain Districts— 
Only One From Each District—County Board of Commis- 
sioners for Fairfield County.—That said County Commissioners 
shall be so recommended and appointed one each for the following 
‘districts, to wit: District No. 1 to consist of Townships Nos. 1, 2, 
12 and 15; District No. 2 of Townships Nos. 9, 10, 11, and 13; Dis- 
trict No. 3 of Townships Nos. 3, 4, 5, and 14; and District No. 4 of 
Townships Nos. 6, 7, and 8. The said four (4) Commissioners of 
such districts, together with the County Supervisor, who shall be 
ex-officio chairman thereof, shall constitute the County Board of 
Commissioners for Fairfield County and said Board shall have the 
authority now provided by law in addition to any authority herein 
conferred. 


§ 4. Meeting—Appointments to be Made——Powers.— 
The said Board of Commissioners shall hold their meeting in the 
office of the County Supervisor and appoint all road-overseers, 
guards and superintendents of chaingangs on or before the first day 
of May of each year for a term not exceeding one year, and shall 
have the right to remove for sufficient cause to it appearing any of 
said employees. 


§ 5. Clerk—Duties—Salary.—The said Board shall em- 
ploy a Clerk, who shall be an expert bookkeeper, and who shall keep 
the books and accounts of said Board by a double entry system; that 
said Clerk shall reside at the county seat; that the salary of said 
Clerk shall be Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars per annum. 


§ 6. Claims.—That all claims against the county shall be filed 
with said Clerk, itemized and sworn to; that said Clerk shall, upon 
presentation of any claim against said county, file the same and en- 
ter the same in a book which he shall keep for the purpose, which 
shall show the number of the claim, the date of filing, description of 
the claim, the name of the claimant, the amount of the claim, the 
amount allowed and the date of payment. 


§ 7. Same.—All claims against the county must be passed 
upon by the Board in session, a record in the minutes thereof made; 
must be approved by the County Supervisor and two other members 
of the County Board, and unless this done no claim shall be valid. 


§ 8. Supplies.—The County Commissioners shall let to the 
lowest competent bidder the furnishing of all supplies. 
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§ 9. Meetings—Quorum.-—That the said Board shall meet 
in their office at the county seat not less than two days in each 
month, for the transaction of business, and three members thereof 
shall constitute a quorum; the County Supervisor shall be the 
chairman of the Board: Provided, That in his absence the Board 
may elect a temporary chairman. 


§ 10. Certain Contracts Null and Void.—The said Board 
of Commissioners shall not make any purchase of material or make 
any contract whereby any member of the Board or any member of 
his immediate family would be profited in any financial way, and any 
such purchase or contract shall be non-enforcible, null and void. 


§ 11. Monthly Statements—Contents.—The Board of 
County Commissioners of Fairfield County shall have prepared and 
completed by the second Monday of each and every month, so that 
the same shall be in complete form on that date, a verified state- 
ment, showing all moneys received by the County Board of Com- 
missioners, stating how and from what source said moneys came; 
also showing each and every itemized bill against the county which 
shall have been approved and paid by the said Board, setting forth 
in detail full particulars as to each and every item ordered paid, said 
statement to be totaled and arranged showing what balance, if any, 
remains to the credit of said office in detail, or what deficit, if any, 
there is; said statement to be filed with the Grand Jury at each term 
of the Circuit Court, who shall investigate the same, and when in 
their judgment necessary, with the aid of an expert accountant, and 
report any and all irregularities to the Court. 


§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 13. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4431 of Volume 3 of the Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1922, by Inserting a Proviso 
as to the Town of Pickens. 


Section 1. Section 4431, Volume 3, Code of Laws, 1922, 
Amended—by Inserting Proviso as to Town of Pickens.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: Amend Section 4431, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Car- 
olina, 1922, by adding at the end of said Section the following pro- 
viso : 


“Provided, That after the Light Plant of the Town of Pickens has 
been sold, the Board of Commissioners of Public Works of the 
Town of Pickens is hereby abolished, and the powers, duties and 
responsibilities of the said Commissioners of Public Works are 
hereby devolved upon the Town Council of the Town of Pickens and 
the Sinking Fund Commission of the Town of Pickens.” 


So that when so amended said Section shall read: ° 


Section (4431). At such election for bonds, the elector shall 
vote for three citizens of such town or city, whose terms of office 
shall be respectively two, four and six years, and until the general 
election for municipal officers next following the expiration of the 
short term, and until their successors are elected and qualified. The 
classification above designated as to the term shall be adcertained by 
the Commissioners after election by lot. At each general election for 
the municipal officers following the expiration of term of. the 
Commissioner holding the short term and at every such election every 
two years thereafter, one such Commissioner shall be elected for a 
term of six years, and until his successor is elected and qualified. The 
officers so elected and their successors in office shall be known as the 
Commissioners of Public Works of such municipality, and by. that 
name may sue and be sued in any of the Courts of this State. At the 
first meeting of the Commissioners after election, and after any elec- 
tion for full term, they shall organize by the election of one of their 
number as Chairman. The Clerk or Recorder of the municipality 
shall act as Secretary of the Commissioners. The Mayor and Alder- 
men of the City or the Intendent and Wardens of a town shall fill 
any vacancy occurring in said Commissions by death, resignation or 
otherwise by appointment for the unexpired term. The persons 
elected or appointed to such office shall qualify by taking the same 
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oath as the election officers of the municipality take. The Mayor of 
the city or the Intendant of the town shall notify the persons so 
elected as members of the Commission of Public Works of their 
election within ten days after the results of such election is declared: 
Provided, That there shall be no Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works in the City of Laurens and the City of Camden and the 
Town of Clinton and in the City of Abbeville and St. George, but all 
the duties, powers and responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners 
of Public Works are hereby devolved upon the City Council of the 
City of Laurens and the City of Camden and the Town of Clinton, 
and the City of Abbeville and the Town of St. George: And Pro- 
vided, further, That there shall be no Board of Commissioners of 
Public Works in the City of Chester, but all the duties, powers and 
responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of Public Works are 
hereby devolved upon the City Council of the City of Chester. In 
the Town of Gaffney said Board of Public Works shall consist ex 
officio of the Mayor and Treasurer and Clerk of the Town Council 
of Gaffney, who shall give bond for the faithful performance of the 
duties of their office in the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars each: 
Provided, That there shall be no Board of Public Works for the 
City of Cheraw, but all the duties, powers and responsibilities of the 
Board of Public Works are hereby devolved upon the City Council 
of the City of Cheraw: Provided, That in the City of Orangeburg, 
which city has adopted and is now operated under the commission 
form of government, the Board of Commissioners of Public Works 
is hereby abolished, and all the powers, duties and responsibilities of 
the said Commissioners of Public Works, including all powers and 
duties in relation to issuing and selling bonds for municipal purposes, 
are hereby devolved upon the City Council of Orangeburg: Pro- 
vided, further, That there shall be no Board of Commissioners of 
Public Works in the City of Georgetown, but all the duties, powers 
and responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of Public Works 
are hereby devolved upon the City Council of the City of George- 
town: Provided, 'That in the cities of fifty thousand(50,000) in- 
habitants or more, that in addition to the three Commissioners of 
Public Works to be elected as provided for in this Section, the Mayor 
of any such city and the Chairman of the Committee on Water 
Supply, if there be such Committee, shall be ex officio members of 
said Commissioners of Public Works: And Provided, That in such 
cities said Commissioners of Public Works shall serve without com- 
pensation: Provided, further, That the Board of Commissioners of 
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Public Works in and for the City of Sumter be, and the same is 
hereby abolished, and the duties heretofore imposed by law upon said 
Board are hereby devolved upon the Council of the City of Sumter: 
Provided, further, That the Commissioners of Public Works for the 
City of Spartanburg shall receive as compensation for their services 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars a month, except the Chairman, who 
shall receive Seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars, all salaries to be paid 
monthly: Provided, further, That there shall be no Board of Com- 
missioners of Public Works in the Town of Blackburg, and the 
same is abolished as it now exists, but all the duties, powers and 
responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of Public Works are 
hereby devolved upon the Mayor and Town Council of Blackburg, 
as hereinabove established, which Board shall give bond in the sum 
of $2,000.00 each, payable to the municipality of Blackburg, for the 
faithful performance of the duties of their office: Provided, That 
there shall be no Commissioners of Public Works in the City of 
Aiken, and the same as it now exists is abolished, but all the duties, 
powers and responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works are hereby devolved upon the Mayor and City Council of the 
City of Aiken. That the old: Board of Commissioners of Public Works 
of the City of Aiken shall, upon demand to do so, turn over to the 
Mayor and City Council of Aiken, as the new Board herein estab- 
lished, all property, books, vouchers, records and moneys now in 
their hands, and thereafter among the other duties devolving upon 
the Mayor and City Council of Aiken, they shall make a full state- 
ment at the end of each month of their receipts and disbursements 
of all kinds during the preceding month, which shall be open to pub- 
lic inspection: Provided, further, That the provisions relative to the 
City of Aiken shall be taken and deemed inoperative unless an 
amendment to the provisions of this Section shall have been voted . 
for and approved by the qualified electors of the City of Aiken at 
an election directed to be held at Aiken on the second Tuesday in 
June, 1916, in accordance with the provisions of an Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly: of South Carolina approved the 25th day of March, 
1916: Provided, There shall be no Board of Commissioners of Pub- 
lic Works in the Town of Dillon, but all the duties, power and re- 
sponsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of Public Works are 
hereby devolved upon the Mayor and Town Council of said Town 
of Dillon, and that the offices of the said Commissioners of Public 
works in and for said Town are hereby abolished and that said Com- 
missioners of Public Works are hereby required, forthwith upon the 
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approval of this Act, to turn over to the said Mayor and Town 
Council the records of their offices, and to account to the said Mayor 
and Town Council for their acts and doings as said Commissioners 
of Public Works since their last monthly report to the said Mayor 
and Town Council and all the legitimate obligations and debts in- 
curred by the said Commissioners of Public Works shall be assumed 
and paid by the said Town. 


Provided, further, That before this article shall become effective 
there shall be held an election in the Town of Dillon upon the ques- 
tion of abolishing the office of Commission of Public Works, at 
which election the qualified electors shall vote for and against the 
Commissioners of Public Works. If a majority of the electors vote 
in favor of abolishing the offices of the Commissioners of Public 
Works then this article shall immediately go into effect, but if a ma- 
jority vote against abolishing said Commissioners of Public Works, 
then this article shall not take effect. Said election to be called by the 
Town Council of the Town of Dillon, and held according to the rules 
governing town elections, and shall be held at least one week prior 
to the election in said town for municipal officers: Provided, That 
there shall be no Board of Commissioners of Public Works for the 
Town of Walterboro, but all the duties, powers and responsibilities 
of the Board of Commissioners of Public Works are hereby devolved 
upon the Town Council of the Town of Walterboro in Colleton 
County: Provided, That after the Light Plant of the Town of Pick- 
ens has been sold, the Board of Commissioners of Public Works of 
the Town of Pickens is hereby abolished, and the powers, duties and 
responsibilities of the said Commissioners of Public Works are here- 
by devolved upon the Town Council of the Town of Pickens and the 
Sinking Fund Commission of the Town of Pickens. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. Amend Section 5, Article 11, of the Consti- 
tution by Exempting Bamberg County, Clarendon County: 
and Georgetown County.—Be it resolved by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Article 11, Section 5, of 
the Constitution of South Carolina be amended by inserting at the 
end of said Section 5 of Article 11 the following: Provided, further, 

The limitation as to area of school districts imposed by this Section 

shall not apply to Bamberg County, Clarendon County and Georgetown 

County, but in said counties school districts shall be of such area as the 

General Assembly may prescribe. 


§ 2. Submission to Electors.—That the question of adopt- 
ing this amendment to the Constitution shall be submitted to the quali- 
fied electors of this State at the next general election of representa- 
tives to the General Assembly. For this vote on said amendment there 
shall be furnished a sufficient number of ballots with the following 
words plainly written or printed thereon: “Amendment to Section 5, 
Article 11, of the Constitution exempting Bamberg County, Claren- 
don County and Georgetown County from the provisions thereof— 
Yes, or No.” Those voting in favor of said amendment shall erase the 
word “No” on said ballot, and those voting against said amendment 
shall erase the word “Yes” on said ballot. 


§ 3. This Resolution to take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT Permitting Merchants and Shop-keepers in the 
State of South Carolina to Sell and Expose for Sale 
Certain Drugs and Commodities. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That all merchants and shop-keepers in the State 
of South Carolina be and they are authorized and permitted to sell 
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and expose for sale in bulk or otherwise, sulphur, salt peter, borax, 
bluestone, Nitrate of Soda and Calcium Arsenate ; Provided, however, 
That any calcium arsenate sold under the provisions of this Act must 
be kept in a separate building or room from any other merchandise 
offered for sale and used for human consumption ; Provided, further, 
That they may sell Paris Green in the original package : Provided, That 
_ all the poisons shall be labeled as poison and the antidote shall be print- 
ed on the label. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Sections (2463) and (2464) of the Civil 
Code of Laws, 1922, Referring to Disposition of Funds 
and Annual Registration Fee of the Board of Opticians 
and Optometrists, so as to Further Define What Funds 
Shall be Paid out by the Board, and Increasing the 
Registration Fee. 


Section 1. Sections 2463 and 2464 Civil Code of Laws, 
1922, Volume III Amended.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section (2463) of 
the Civil Code of Laws, 1922, Volume III, by adding after the word 
“Board” and before the word “and” on line ten (10) the following: 
“and any other expenses that the Board may deem wise for the pro- 
motion, or advancement, of the profession.” 


Amend Section (2464) by striking out on line five (5) the word 
“five” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “twenty,” so that said 
Sections as amended shall read as follows: 


Section (2463). Out of the funds coming into possession of said 
Board, each member may receive as compensation the sum of five 
dollars and expenses for each day actually engaged in the duties of 
his office, and mileage at three cents per mile for all distances neces- 
sarily traveled in going to and from the meetings of the Board. Said 
expenses shall be paid from the fees and licenses received by the Board 
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under the provisions of this Article, and no part of the salary or other 
expenses of the Board shall ever be paid out of the State Treasury. 
All money received in excess of said per diem allowances and mileage, 
as above provided for, shall be held by the Secretary and Treasurer 
as a special fund for meeting the expenses of said Board, and any other 
expenses that the Board may deem wise for the promotion, or ad- 
vancement, of the profession, and carrying out the provisions of this 
Article, and he shall give such bond as the Board shall from time to 
time direct, and the said Board shall make an annual report of its 
proceedings to the Governor on the first Monday in January of each 
year, which report shall contain an account of all moneys received and 
disbursed by them pursuant to this Article. 


Section (2464). Every registered and exempt optician and op- 
tometrist who desires to continue the practice in this State, shall an- 
nually, on or before the first day of October of each year, pay to the 
Secretary of the Board a registration fee, to be fixed by the Board, and 
which in no case exceed the sum of twenty dollars per annum, for 
which he or she shall receive a renewal of such registration, and in case 
of the default of stich payment by any person his or her certificate 
shall be revoked by the Board of Examiners on twenty days’ notice, 
in writing by the Secretary, of the time and place of considering such 
revocation, and the deposit of said notice in the U. S. Postoffice ad- 
dressed to the person at his or her last known place of residence or busi- 
ness, and the registered postage prepaid thereon shall be due and legal 
service of such notice, but no certificate shall be revoked for non-pay- 
ment if the person so notified shall pay such penalty as may be im- 
posed by said Board: Provided, That the said Board may impose a 
penalty not exceeding ten dollars upon persons so notified as a con- 
dition allowing certificates to stand valid. Any person whose certificate 
of registration has been revoked for failure to pay his or her renewal 
fee, as herein provided, may apply to have the same regranted to him 
or her upon payment to the Board of all renewal fees that should have 
been paid had the certificate of registration not been revoked, together 
with the penalty of twenty-five dollars. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Make Appropriations to Meet the Ordinary Ex- 
penses of the State Government for the Fiscal Year Be- 
ginning January 1, 1930, and to Provide a Tax Suffi- 
cient to Defray the Same, and for Borrowing Money. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: For the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1930, 
the following sums of money, if so much be necessary, be, and the 
same are hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury to meet the 
ordinary expenses of the State Government as hereinafter appropri- 
ated, and there is hereby levied upon all the taxable property in the 
State a sufficient number of mills, not to exceed five (5) mills, to be 
determined by the Comptroller General from the assessment of 
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property therein, together with all other income or available revenue 
of the State to raise the sums herein appropriated, and the Comp- 
troller General shall notify the County Auditors of the number of 
mills which he finds necessary to raise the appropriation.

Provided, That the money appropriated in this section shall be paid 
from the State Highway Fund and the Law Enforcement Fund shall 
be expended for the uses of the Motor Vehicle Division and the High- 
way Department Special Fund shall be expended for departmental 
uses. All moneys expended by the Highway Department shall be upon 
approval of the Chief Highway Commissioner or such bonded offi- 
cers or employees as may be designated by the Chief Highway Com- 
missioner. The Highway Department is hereby authorized to set aside 
and deposit in its name the sum of One Hundred and Fifty Thou- 
sand ($150,000.00) Dollars as revolving funds and all payments from 
these funds shall be refunded, or shall be reimbursed to said funds 
by regular Comptroller General’s vouchers and warrants of the State 
Treasurer. The Highway Department is hereby authorized to draw 
vouchers in its own favor for payments or refunds or transfers and 
the Comptroller General is hereby directed to honor all such vouch- 
ers. The Secretary-Treasurer of the Highway Department shall be 
bonded in the sum of Two Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dol- 
lars. The Highway Department may refund overpayments made in 
the purchase of motor vehicle licenses upon satisfactory proof to the 
Department that such overpayments were actually received. Pro- 
vided, further, That the State Highway Commission is hereby au- 
thorized to employ counsel and attorneys for the year 1930 at a cost 
not exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 73. That it shall be unlawful for any State institution or 
department of the State government to enter into a contract for 
the services of any person, or persons, based upon an increase of 
salary during a subsequent year, or years, which, in effect, would 
be anticipating the action of the General Assembly with regard to 
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salary increases: Provided, further, hat all State institutions and 
departments are hereby forbidden to accept, in advance of legislative 
action, any gifts from the Federal Government or otherwise which 
gifts or donations are based and conditioned upon the State making 
an appropriation to match or supplement such fund so donated by 
an outside agency. 


_ § 74. That all moneys can be expended only by drawing 
vouchers upon the Comptroller General, such vouchers to be ac- 
companied by statements of expenditure classified according to the 
budget classification by objects of expenditure (as defined in the 
budget for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1930), and itemized 
in detail: Provided, That the provisions of this Section shall not ap- 
ply to the expense allowance for the Justices of the Supreme Court, 
the Circuit Judges, Circuit Solicitors and Stenographers, the State 
Treasurer, the Secretary of State, the Comptroller General and the 
Adjutant General and the Code Commissioner. 


§ 75. That transfers may be made upon the written approval 
of the Governor, Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee and 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee. 


§ 76. The bonds of ‘the Treasurers of the institutions required 
under Section 801, Volume 1, shall be written to cover a period of 
one year. 


§ 77. That all State Colleges are hereby forbidden to adver- 
tise at the expense of the State in any newspaper, magazine, or 
other periodical; Provided, That moneys may be expended for the 
advertising of scholarship competitions, Summer School work, or 
other special activities of which there should be public notice. 


§ 78. Every appropriation under the classification of A-1 
Salaries for a designated position shall be paid in equal monthly in- 
stallments to the person holding such position, but in the case where 
an appropriation is made for clerical help under the classification 
of A-1 Salaries, such appropriation shall be expended as may be 
determined by the officer in charge of such appropriations: Provid- 
ed, That the appropriated salaries for specified positions. or em- 
ployees shall mean the maximum compensation for such positions, 
and in any case where the head of any department can secure the 
services for a particular position or work at a lower rate than the 
salary specified in this Act, authority for so doing is hereby given. 
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§ 79. Section 8, of Act No. 82, Acts of 1921, and Section 1, of 
Act No. 424, at page 805, of the Acts of 1920, are hereby enacted 
as provisions of this Act. 


§ 80. That when any officer or employee of the State shall 
use his or her automobile in travel for the transaction of official 
business for the State, it is hereby provided that for the use of such 
automobile there shall be charged against the State a rate of mile- 
age not exceeding eight (8) cents per mile for the actual distance 
traveled, and the Comptroller General is hereby directed to enforce 
this provision: Provided, Tie ur she filcs with claim his or her affi- 


davit as to mileage, place and business attended to. 


§ 81. That the legislative members of State Boards and Com- 
missions shall serve in their respective capacities as members of 
said boards and commissions until their successors shall have been 
elected or appointed and qualified. 


§ 82. That the Superintendent of the Penitentiary is hereby 
authorized and directed to furnish, upon request of the Commis- 
sion on State House and Grounds, necessary labor for the State 
Capitol and grounds, and upon the request of the Governor such 
labor details for the Executive Mansion as the Governor may deem 
necessary. 


§ 83. That all officers and employees of the State of South 
Carolina, or any agent thereof, while traveling on the business of 
the State, shall receive actual expenses, not to exceed Four and 
50/100 ($4.50) Dollars per day exclusive of transportation for 
every day of travel away from his official headquarters, or post of 
duty; and that no expense for subsistence shall be allowed at the 
official headquarters of officers, or place of residence of employees ; 
that the place of residence of all traveling employees shall be desig- 
nated as the official post of duty, at which no expense shall be al- 
lowed. That Columbia shall be designated as the official post of all 
officers and employees engaged regularly at Columbia except mem- 
bers of Departments, Boards or Commissions or officers who are 
allowed a per diem and expense while away from their place of 
residence on official business. That the Comptroller General is here- 
by authorized and directed to require that all expense accounts for 
travel shall be submitted under oath, properly itemized and classified 
on standard, uniform forms for all officers and employees, to be 
furnished by the Comptroller General, and the Comptroller Gen- 
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eral is hereby required to make a careful and thorough audit of all 
travel expense claims filed in his office and report to the next Gen- 
eral Assembly any irregularities: Provided, further, That officers 
and employees of the State traveling outside of the State on official 
business shall charge their actual expenses, not to exceed Seven and 
50/100 ($7.50) Dollars per day, exclusive of transportation. 


The Comptroller General is hereby authorized to deputize any 
Clerk or Clerks in his employ to sign, in his stead, warrants drawn 
against the Treasury in payment of fixed appropriated items in- 
cluding salaries and other routine payments and the State Treas- 
urer is hereby authorized to accept such signatures when notified 
by the Comptroller General: Provided, That the delegation of this 
authority shall in no way relieve the Comptroller General of respon- 
sibility. 

§ 84. That the net collections from sale of surplus power 
by the State Electrician and Engineer to the Broad River Power 
Company shall, as collected, be turned over to the State Treasurer 
and credited to the General Fund of the State: Provided, That the 
State Electrician and Engineer is hereby authorized and empowered 
to equip heating plant boilers at the State Office Building, with Au- 
tomatic Stokers, and pay for same out of fees collected from the 
sale of electric current. 


§ 85. That the State Auditor, employed by the State Bank 
Examiner’s office, is hereby empowered and directed to require the 
installation and adoption of a system of accounts in all State De- 
partments and Institutions, which, in his opinion, is adequate for 
the needs of such Department or Institution, and that he may, from 
time to time, require the various Departments and Institutions to 
supply information which he may deem necessary or expedient in 
the discharge of the duties of his office. 


§ 86. The name of any Department of the State Government 
may be used for the purpose of obtaining group insurance for 
the officers and employees of the State: Provided, That no part of 
the cost or expense shall be paid from State funds. 


§ 87. The State Highway Department is hereby authorized 
and empowered to purchase such bonds of Chesterfield County, 
which were issued by said County on or about 15th day of June, 
1928 (and now outstanding in amounts not exceeding $400,000.00), 
but said Department shall purchase only such bonds, including in- 
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terest coupons, as have already matured and such as mature within 
one year from the approval of this Act, and the purchase of said 
bonds, including interest coupons, by said Department, shall be made 
without waiving any rights whatsoever, in law or equity, which the 
present holders of said bonds may have, and which by purchase or 
transfer, become vested in the State Highway Department and the 
State of South Carolina against Chesterfield County. The State 
Highway Department is authorized to purchase these bonds, and 
interest coupons, and take such assignments and transfers as shall 
vest in said State Highway Department and the State of South 
Carolina all the rights whatsoever that the bond hoiders now have, 
or at any time may have against Chesterfield County for the en- 
forcement and collection of same. Some of the bonds not having 
been paid by Chesterfield County, it is the purpose of this section 
to prevent serious and irreparable harm being done to the credit 
of the counties of the State and to the State itself, by authorizing 
the State Highway Department to purchase any of said bonds when, 
and as they become due. 


§ 88. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 89. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.’

Gentlemen of the General Assembly: 


I herewith respectfully return to your Honorable Body Act No. 
1133 (House Bill No. 1030—Senate Bill No. 1276), the General Ap- 
propriation Bill of 1930. 

I do not veto the entire Act, but decline to approve items in several 
instances, for the reason that I am convinced that these items are un- 
necessary, and that the interests of the State will be better protected 
by their elimination. 

Section 5, Secretary of State’s Office, I disapprove of the proviso at 
the end of this Section, for the reason that I do not consider that

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such personal reference as contained in the language thereof has 
‘proper place in legislation. ; 

Section 10, Superintendent of Education’s Office, Item 3, Public 
Night Schools D-8, Aid for Education, “Aid for Employing Teach- 
ers $87,500.00,” I disapprove of this Item, for the reason that I con- 
sider the amount appropriated for this purpose in excess of the 
amount needed, the Budget Commission after careful consideration, 
having recommended an appropriation of $50,000.00. My disap- 
proval of this Item is made with the understanding that General As- 
sembly will provide, by separate appropriation, the amount of $50,- 
000.00, which I consider ample for this purpose. 


Section 12, Clemson College (Collegiate Activities), Item 1, A-1 
Salaries, “Director Physical Education, $4,000.00.” I disapprove of 
this Item, for the reason that in the present existing economic condi- 
tion of the State I do not consider this position of sufficient necessity - 
to warrant the expenditure. However desirable, physical education 
is not, in my opinion, essentially a part of the regular Collegiate 
work, 

Under Section 13, The Citadel, Item 1, A-1 Salaries, “Director of 
Student Affairs, $2,400.00.” I decline to approve this Item, for the 
reason set forth in my disapproval of the Item “Director, Physical 
Education, $4,000.00,” Item 1, Section 12, Clemson College, and for 
the further reason that I consider this particular activity purely 
adjunctive and not essential to the Collegiate work of the institution. 

In the same Section—(Section 13), The Citadel, Item 1—I do not 
approve of the Item “Alumni Secretary, $1,200.00,” for the reason 
- set forth in my disapproval of the foregoing two Items. 

Under Section 14, University of South Carolina, Item 1, ‘Alumni 
Secretary, $1,200.00.” I disapprove of this Item for the reasons set 
forth in the foregoing Item pertaining to similar positions. 

In the same Section, I disapprove of the Item “Director of Student 
' Affairs, $3,000.00,” for the reasons set forth in the foregoing para- 
graphs. 

In the same Section, I disapprove of the Item, “Supervisor, Build- 
. ing Improvements, $600.00,” for the reason that no program of 
building improvement has been authorized for this Institution, and 
that the two comparatively small items for extension to the heating 
plant and re-heating and repairs to the Infirmary would, in the natural 
course of events, he done under contract with responsible firms en- 
gaged in this particular line of business, rendering the Appropriation 
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for a Supervisor of Building Improvements wholly unnecessary and 
superfluous. 

In the same Section, I disapprove the Item, “Increase for Pro- 
fessors’ Salaries, $2,000.00,” for the reason that such increases, if 
justified, should be properly itemized, so that the Appropriation Bill 
would show on its face exactly what salaries would thereby be in- 
creased. 

In the same Section, I disapprove the Item, “Director of Physical 
Education for Men, $2,250.00,” for the reasons set forth in my dis- 
approval of a similar Item in Section 12. 

In the same Section, 4 disapprove the item, “Director of Physical 
Education for Women, $2,250.00,” for the reasons set forth in my 
disapproval of all similar Items in the Appropriation Bill. 

Under Section 15, Medical College, Item 1, A-1 Salaries, “Instruc- 
tor in Pathology, $2,400.00,” I disapprove of this Item, for the rea- 
son that this Appropriation would create an entirely new position, 
which the Budget Commission, after careful consideration, declined 
to recommend, and for the further reason that I do not consider the 
present the proper time to create new positions. 

In the same Section, I disapprove of the Item, “Clerk Clinical 
Pathology, $900.00,” for the reasons set forth in the foregoing para- 
graph. 

In the same Section, I disapprove of the Item, “Technician in 
Medicine, $900.00,” for the same reason. 

In the same Section, I disapprove of the Item, “Technician in 
Surgery, $1,200.00,” for similar reasons. 

Under Section 17, John De La Howe Industrial School, Item 5, 
Permanent Improvements, H-4, “Fire and Sewerage Installation, 
$12,000.00.” I do not approve this Item for the reason that the Bud- 
get Commission, which carefully considered this request, concluded 
that fire and sewerage installation would not be absolutely necessary 
until after the newly authorized building has been completed, and 
this can be provided next year. 

Under Section 34, Board of Health, Item 1, A-Personal Service, 
“Executive Committee, at $10.00 per diem, $2,000.00.” I disapprove 
of this Item for the reason that it is an increase of one hundred per 
cent over and above the expenditures heretofore authorized for the 
same purpose, and because I consider that instead of authorizing an 
unnecessary expenditure an amount equal to expenditures for this 
purpose in former years can be authorized by the Contingent Fund 
Committee. 
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In the same Section, Item 3, Bureau of Vital Statistics, A-1 
Salaries, “Registration Clerk, $1,260.00.” I disapprove of this Item, 
for the reason that the Budget Commission, after careful considera- 
tion, refused to authorize this new and additional position, which, in 
my opinion, is unnecessary. 

In the same Section, Item 6, G-Equipment, Division of Sanitary 
Engineering, “Motor Vehicle Equipment (Boat), $5,000.00.” I dis- 
approve this Item, for the reason that after careful investigation at 
the time the request for the same was made before the Budget Com- 
mission, recommendation was refused, as an unnecessary expendi- 
ture. Besides, the boat owned by the Board of Fisheries is available 
for this service whenever necessary. 

Under Section 40, Railroad Commission, Item 2, ‘Investigation of 

Public Utility Rates: Auditors (not exceeding four); Engineers 
(not ‘exceeding three); Clerical Help (necessary), $25,000.00.” 
While in hearty sympathy with the effort to equalize public utility 
rates in South Carolina, I am, however, familiar with the power of 
the Railroad Commission to conduct investigations, and I feel certain 
that with the enlarged powers assured the Railroad Commission by 
Act No. 1072, which I have signed, the Commission will be in posi- 
tion to make the necessary investigations and to adjust rates without 
additional costs to the people of the State at this time. The appropria- 
tion is large and we are all aware of the fact that it is necessary to 
save every possible dollar, so that the Government may be properly 
administered, without undue burdens falling upon the taxpayers, 
and within the revenue that has been provided. We all agree that 
under no circumstances should the appropriation exceed the State’s 
income. 
’ Under Section 41, Chief Game Warden’s Office, I disapprove of 
the proviso at the end of this Section appropriating One Thousand 
Dollars for the leasing of land for the establishment of Fish Hatch- 
eries, this at the request of the Chief Game Warden, who informs me 
that this is an unnecessary expenditure, since Act No. 869, approved 
by me March 20, 1930, entirely takes care of the situation. 

Under Section 48, Department of Agriculture, Commerce and In- 
dustries, Item B, B-5, Printing and Advertising, “Market Bulletin, 
$12,000.00.” I disapprove of this Item, for the reason as stated in 
my veto of the same Item in 1929, that I regard it as a useless ex- 
penditure of public money. The press of The State both weekly and 
daily, is available for all necessary dissemination of agricultural news 
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and advertisements. While the Bulletin may be of service as a cam- 
paign document, it is a useless expenditure. I-am convinced that it is 
of no real value to the agricultural interests of the State.

§ 5. That an additional one-fourth (14) of one mill is hereby 
levied to pay tuition of high school students attending high school 
from without the district: Provided, however, That the payment of 
such tuition is not provided for by the General State law. 


§ 6. That the County Auditor of Abbeville County is hereby 
authorized and required to levy a one-mill tax in Abbeville County

§ 19. The County Treasurer and all other officers shall re- 
quire surety bonds for all deposits in such sum as shall make the said 
deposits safe, and the premium or premiums therefor, unless other- 
wise provided in the bid or depository agreement, shall be paid by the 
County Treasurer from County funds, unless the deposits consist of 
special funds, in which event such premium or premiums shall be 
charged to that fund. 
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§ 20. The Treasurer is authorized to transfer any funds in 
his office that may not be needed for any specific purpose, to the 
ordinary County fund. 


§ 21. That the County Commissioners, after providing for 
any interest to be paid during 1930, shall pay any money on hand on 
notes of the County, retaining from funds on hand funds authorized 
to be expended herein, only enough to provide for the items appropria- 
ted, it being the purpose to deduct from this appropriation the amount 
already spent this year, and pay it on notes, the right to renew notes 
being given only on certificates of Commissioners that it is necessary 
after thus taking into account. 


§ 22. Any balance brought forward from 1929 and funds re- 
ceived from any source, including County’s part of gasoline tax, and 
not otherwise appropriated, shall be used along with the levy provided 

_ for herein to meet the appropriations herein authorized. 


§ 23. ‘That any officer or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions hereof, shall be guilty of misconduct in office and subject 
to removal, in addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


§ 24. That no bill or claim shall be paid or approved unless 
the same shall be itemized and state fully, under oath, what it is for, 
giving the kind or quality of the thing or commodity, which it repre- 
sents, in addition to the amount and time furnished. 


§ 25. That the Auditor and Treasurer are authorized and em- 
powered to levy and collect a sufficient amount provided by law to 
raise sufficient money to meet and pay the amounts appropriated by 
law for Aiken County for the year 1930, and if the levy herein pro- 
vided shall be either excessive or deficient, they shall raise or reduce 
said levy to meet the appropriations herein made, taking into account 
all other funds on hand for that purpose. No money shall be spent 
otherwise than herein specifically authorized, and none of these items® 
shall be enlarged upon or construed as directory or changed, but are 
mandatory and inclusive and entire, and any unexpended balance 
shall be carried over to the ordinary County Fund: Provided, If the 
Delegation shall at any time during the year file with the Clerk of 
Court and the Auditor and County Commissioners a written authority, 
the levy shall be made in accordance therewith, and any balance that 
may be owing may be taken care of by renewal or loans or borrowing 
and paying said loans, and levying and pledging taxes therefor. 
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§ 26. That the County Treasurer of Aiken County shall ask 
for and receive bids from banks (Aiken County Banks being given 
preference) for interest on deposits to the credit of the said County 
in such bank, or banks, as shall make the best terms for same and for 
County loans: Provided, That such bank, or banks, shall give a surety 
or surety bond in a company or companies, approved by said County 
Treasurer to cover any loss or account of said deposit: Provided, 
further, That if the Treasurer find it impracticable to obtain said 
surety bonds from such bank, or banks, he may divide the deposits 
and loans in such shares and in such banks as may offer the best 
terms and furnish such bond or bonds, or other valid first lien securi- 
ties and collateral. A notice shall be inserted in one or more newspapers 
published. in said County or sent to the Bank of said County for bids 
on said deposits. And the Treasurer shall not borrow at one time more 
than enough to meet each month or quarter’s payroll unless he can get 
interest on his deposits in the neighborhood of what other depositors 
receive from the bank he deposits with; and if the Treasurer finds it — 
practicable (and satisfactory terms are not otherwise offered him) he 
may borrow for the fiscal financial year, or any part of it, from any 
sinking fund under his control, by executing his official note and 
paying not less than the rate of interest now being earned by such 
sinking fund; or he may use any other money subject to his draft 
until taxes are paid, or other money received. Provided, further, If the 
Treasurer finds no satisfactory methods under these provisions to do 
the County financing, he shall report that fact to the County Delega- 
tion, and they shall have power to do all that is proper or necessary 
to arrange the same and to pledge the County’s taxes and credit and 
to authorize the execution of all papers required to borrow money or 
to renew paper or obligations, for any money owing by the County or 
necessary for the County, or any of its subdivisions, to operate with. 
And the Treasurer shall insert a brief notice in a County paper giving 
dhe bids made by the banks, and indicating the one accepted and the 
rate to be paid on deposits and loans, and he shall pay for the publica- 
tion thereof from any County funds on hand not otherwise appropria- 
ted. 


§ 27. That no money shall be borrowed by the County or in- 
terest paid on same for longer period than the collection of taxes 
makes it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no 
note in excess of the sum appropriated, owing or borrowed, as pro- 
vided by law, shall be made by any officer ot employee of Aiken Coun- 
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ty, nor shall any sum appropriated be borrowed until it is necessary 
to use it, except as provided in the preceding Section. 


§ 27a. All written authorizations by the present delegation 
heretofore made when filed with the Clerk of Court are ratified and 
made part hereof. 


§ 27b. No alterations of this Act shall be made by any one 
during the year of 1930, not herein expressly provided for. 


§ 28. That the sum hereinabove appropriated shall only be 
used if so much be necessary and when not otherwise provided, salar- 
ies and expenses shall be paid monthly: Provided, That expenses shall 
not be paid except upon sworn itemized statements of same, unless, 
otherwise provided herein. 


§ 29. A special tax of one-half (4%) mill shall be levied on 
all taxable property of Aiken County for expenditure by the County 
Board of Education, as a special fund, for the purpose of aiding and 
building school houses, or securing State Aid on buildings or for 
other educational purposes. 


§ 30. Beginning with the year 1930 (that is, effective on the 
approval of this Act) the County Auditor of Aiken County, with the 
County Board of Education of Aiken County, is hereby authorized 
upon receiving the written request to do so of the local Board of 
Trustees of any district, to reduce the levies existing in the various 
school districts to an amount sufficient to run the school for the 
length of time required under existing law, and to provide for any 
additional length of time that any local Board of Trustees of such 
District may deem wise and best. Any district where by law the 
control and management of any school therein is confined to a Board 
composed of more members than three (3) school trustees of said 
School District, then the written concurrence of a majority of the 
whole of such Board so constituted, shall be necessary before said 
Auditor and Board of Education of Aiken County shall make any de- 
crease in the levy in said district, and it shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent of Education to ascertain from such local Boards in 
his County what reduction can be made without injury to the School, 
any state law notwithstanding. 


§ 31. That the County Superintendent of Education is re- 
quired, if proof is made to him, that any valid obligation rests upon any 
school district in the County for money borrowed for such school and 
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actually used for school purposes in the district, to call the attention 
of the Trustees to that fact, and if it is not paid in ten days thereafter, 
he is required to cause the Auditor of the County to put on a sufficient 
levy in that district to pay said obligations, and the Auditor is re- 
quired to put said levy on to be collected, the same to be paid out on 
order of the Superintendent of Education. The County Commissioners 
are hereby required to make in addition to other reports now required 
by law, an annual statement or report showing fully the financial con- 
dition of the County, showing all outstanding bills or indebtedness of 
the County, and make copies thereof to the members of the General 
Assembly from Aiken County. 


§ 32. The sum of $150.00 is appropriated, payable on the 
draft of the solicitor for his account, without requiring him to itemize 
the same, his draft being sufficient. 


§ 33. The Sheriff shall transfer any money on hand unclaimed 
to the County Treasurer, who shall place same in the ordinary County 
Fund, to be used by the County for County Purposes, taking his re- 
ceipt for same specifying the source thereof, if known, and should 
the Sheriff ever find it necessary to recall any part thereof, the same 
shall be refunded. 


§ 34. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 35. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. 1

AN ACT Relating to the Levy and Collection of Certain 
Taxes in Aiken County 


Section 1. Aiken County Auditor to Furnish Certain 
Information to County Board of Education—Superintend- 
ent of Education et al. to Formulate a Budget.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That after 
the passage of this Act the Auditor of Aiken County shall furnish the 
County Board of Education of Aiken County on or before the 15th 
day of May of each year, a statement showing the assessed valuation 
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of each school district, also the number of Poll and Dog taxes assessed. 
Provided, In the event the Auditor has not received the certification 
of Merchants and Corporations values from the South Carolina Tax 
Commission by May 15th, he may use the figures of the preceding year. 
The Superintendent of Education shall furnish to the various Trustees, 
an itemized statement showing the receipts‘and expenditures of the 
districts to date, together with any indebtedness the districts may be 
owing at the time. From the information available the Superintend- 
ent of Education together with the County Board of Education and 
the said Trustees shall formulate a budget for the next scholastic year. 
They shall-determine the number of mills to be assessed against each 
district and after so doing, the Superintendent of Education shall cer- 
tify to the County Auditor a list of the districts together with the mills 
necessary to be assessed for all school purposes, said certifications to 
be approved by a majority of the Trustees of each district and given 
to the County Auditor on or before June Ist, of each year. 


§ 2. Copies of Budget to County Treasurer and Super- 
intendent of Education.—Copies of the above budget shall be 
furnished to the County Treasurer and the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, and it shall be unlawful for the Superintendent of Education to 
approve any voucher in excess of said budget. 


§ 3. Has No Effect on Borrowing Capacity of School 
Districts.—This Act shall not in any way interfere with the rights 
of the various districts to borrow money as now provided by law. 


§ 4. Payment of Expenses.—Any necessary expense at- 
tached to the carrying out of this Act shall be paid from the County 
Board Fund. 


§ 5. All Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create and Establish a Sanitary District in 
Aiken County to be Known as “Horse Creek Sanitary 
District,’ to Create a Sanitary Commission for Said 
District, and to Define its Duties, Powers and authori- 
ty; to Provide for the Government Thereof, and for the 
Issuance of Bonds to Provide Funds for Constructing 
and Establishing a System, or Systems, of Sewer and 
Water and the Establishment and Maintenance of 
Proper Sanitary Conditions Therein. 


Section 1. Creation of Horse Creek Sanitary District, 
Aiken County—Boundaries.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: There is hereby created and 
established in Aiken County a district to be known as “Horse Creek 
Sanitary District,” with such duties, powers and authority as herein 
provided and conferred,’ which shall be a body politic and corporate, 
and be subject to the rules, regulations and provisions hereinafter 
contained, and shall include and be comprised of the territory in 
Aiken County embraced within the following description : 


Beginning at a point at the low-water line on the east bank of the 
Savannah River one hundred yards southeasterly from the mouth of 
Horse Creek and running thence north forty-nine degrees, three 
minutes east for a distance of twelve thousand seven hundred and 
six feet more or less to the road known as the Old Tory Trail; 
thence northeasterly along the center line of the road from the Old 
Tory Trail toward Bath and the abandoned extension thereof for a 
distance of ten thousand four hundred and seventy-seven feet to the 
center of the railroad spur extending from Bath to the Old Mc- 
Namee kaolin bed; thence north sixty-seven. degrees, fifty-seven 
minutes east ten thousarid five’ hundred and forty-two feet to a point 
in the new cemetery east of Langley; thence north forty-eight de- 
grees, sixteen minutes east fifteen thousand and eight feet to a point 
on the road leading from Warrenville southeasterly through How- 
landville; thence north twenty-eight degrees, forty-nine minutes 
east five thousand eight -hundred and twenty feet to a point on the 
center of the paving of Federal Highway Number One; thence due 
north eighteen thousand two hundred and fourteen feet more or 
less to a ‘point on the road leading from Vaucluse to Aiken; thence 
north thirty degrees, twenty-two minutes east ten thousand and 
eighty-seven feet to a point in a branch; thence south eighty-nine 
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degrees, forty-seven minutes west twelve thousand six hundred and 
twenty-seven feet to a stake; thence south zero degrees, twenty 
minutes east twenty thousand and fifteen feet to a point in a branch 
west of Graniteville; thence south thirty-nine degrees, fifty minutes 
west twenty-seven thousand five hundred and sixty feet more or less 
to a point on the new road from Bath to Horse Creek Settlement ; 
thence south fifty degrees, thirty-eight minutes east seven thousand 
six hundred and seventeen feet to Little Horse Creek; thence south- 
easterly down the course of Little Horse Creek to a point one hun- 
dred and fifty feet southeasterly from and at right angles to, the 
center line of Federal Highway Number One, thence south fifty- 
nine degrees, four minutes west two thousand and ninety-seven feet, 
more or less to a stake; thence north thirty degrees, fifty-six minutes 
west ten hundred and ten feet to a stake; thence south fifty-nine de- 
grees, four minutes west two thousand two hundred and eighty-eight 
feet to a stake; thence north thirty degrees, fifty-six minutes west 
seven hundred and fifty-five feet to a stake; thence south seventy- 
four degrees, six minutes west three thousand six hundred and forty- 
five feet across Storm Branch to a stake; thence south twenty-two 
degrees, fifty-four minutes west ten thousand eight hundred and 
seventy feet, more or less to the low-water line of the Savannah 
River (said course crossing the Southern Railway at a point one hun- 
dred feet east of mile post seventy-two) ; thence southeasterly along 
said low-water line to point of beginning. 


§ 2. Horse Creek Sanitary Commission.—The District 
shall be governed by a Commission composed of three (3) members, 
all of whom shall be resident citizens of the District, and who shall 
be appointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the Aiken 
County Legislative Delegation, and which shall be known as the 
“Horse Creek Sanitary Commission.” Term of office of the com- 
missioners shall be for two (2) years, or until their successors are 
appointed. Upon their appointment they shall organize by electing 
from the members, a chairman and a secretary. They shall adopt 
an official seal, and shall procure office quarters where all formal 
meetings shall be held and all records kept. 


§ 3. Powers and Duties of Commission.—The Commis- 
sion shall have power to establish, extend, enlarge, maintain and 
operate a system, or systems, of sewer, sewer lines, laterals, and 
sewer mains, and such water systems and lines as may be necessary 
to the proper operation of the sewer system or systems; purchase, 
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lease and hold real estate, easements, water rights and property 
rights, reasonably necessary in their judgment for carrying out the 
purposes of this Act; to purchase or lease existing sewer lines, and 
water lines or systems, and to contract whereby the same may be 
connected to the lines or systems which the Commission may estab- 
lish, and generally to make all lawful contracts reasonably promotive 
of achieving the principal purposes of this Act so that ultimately the 
District may be adequately served by a co-ordinated and unified sys- 
tem of sewers and water lines efficiently and economically operated. 
They may employ such engineering clerical and other help as they 
may deem necessary, and fix the salaries and compensation of such 
employees, They shall have power and it shall be their duty to make 
any and all regulations, which they consider necessary to the con-~ 
struction, establishment, maintenance, and proper operation in said 
District of sewer systems, sewer mains, sewer trunk lines and water 
systems, and generally to do all things proper and necessary to estab- 
lish and maintain an adequate system, or systems, of sewer and 
water systems in said district for the protection of health and the 
establishment and maintenance of proper sanitary conditions therein. 


§ 4. Further Powers.—The Commission shall have power to 
acquire by gift, purchase, or condemnation for the purposes of this 
Act lands, easements, water rights, property rights, sewer systems, 
lines and mains, whether within or immediately adjacent to the Dis- 
trict, and the right to connect with or through existing systems. The 
right of condemnation to be exercised in the same manner as pre- 
scribed for the condemnation of rights of ways by counties under 
Section (2907), Volume ITI, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922. 
The Horse Creek Sanitary Commission shall act as the Condemna- 
tion Board for such procedure. 


§ 5. To Keep Public Records.—The Commission shall keep 
a permanent record of its proceedings, which shall be at all times 
accessible to the public, and also of all contracts made by it, and an 
accurate map and plan of the work done and projected. It shall keep 
proper books showing in detail all moneys received and disbursed by 
it, and the books shall be audited annually by the official Auditor of 
Aiken County or by such other person and at such other time as the 
Aiken County Legislative Delegation may direct. The Commission 
shall advertise for bids for at least thirty (30) days in one or more 
newspapers published in Aiken County on contracts for work to be 
done and materials to be furnished, and shall have the right to reject 
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any and all bids and to enter contracts with the lowest responsible 
bidders. 


§ 6. Right to enter lands for inspections—To Issue 
Rules and Regulations—Misdemeanor to Violate.—The 
Commission shall at all reasonable times, with their agents and em- 
ployees, have the right to enter upon the lands whereunder the sewer 
systems may be laid, for the purpose of proper inspection and keep- 
ing in repair. They shall have the right to make rules and regulations 
to protect the lines of sewer and to insure an effective and uninter- 
rupted operation thereof. They may forbid the introduction into the 
sewer system of chemicals, oils, greases and other refuse which 
tend to damage or interfere with the satisfactory operation of the 
system. They shall publish their rules and regulations in pamphlet 
form, available to the public applying therefor, and shall have the 
right from time to time to alter, amend, and extend such rules and 
regulations. A violation or breach of the same shall be deemed a mis- 
demeanor, subjecting the offender, upon conviction, to: punishment 
by a fine not exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for a period not exceeding thirty (30) days. The Com- 
mission may also enjoin any persistent violation or violations as a 
nuisance and as a menace to public health and to public property. 


§ 7. Violation to Discharge Certain Sewerage into 
Ditches, etc.—Misdemeanor.—After the construction and the 
commencement of operation of the sewer system, it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm, corporation, or municipal corporation in said 
District to discharge raw or untreated, or inadequately treated 
sewerage or refuse into any ditch, drain or water course in said Dis- 
trict, or maintain unsanitary toilets within the District. A violation of 
this Section shall be deemed a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, 
the violator shall be punished by a fine not exceeding One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment for a period not exceeding 
thirty (30) days. 


§ 8. Reimbursement.—The Horse Creek Sanitary Commis- 
sion is authorized and empowered to reimburse any corporation, or 
other village included in the district, for the value of any sewerage 
system that may be now installed or in operation in any such mill, 
or other village, and approved by the State Board of Health; such 
reimbursement to be from the proceeds of the bond issue hereinafter 
authorized. The value of any such system is to be determined by 
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arbitration, and for the purpose of such arbitration, the Horse Creek 
Sanitary Commission shall appoint one arbitrator, and the corpora- 
tion, or other village, affected shall appoint one. If these two agree 
the reimbursements as determined by them shall be final and shall be 
paid. If the two so appointed cannot agree, they shall appoint and 
call in a third arbitrator, and the determination of a majority of the 
three shall be final, and the award so fixed shall be paid. 


§ 9. Construction of Sewers for Developments.—Where 
it is desired by individual or private corporations to provide sewers 
for any development or proposed development within the Horse . 
Creek Sanitary District, they may, after submitting preliminary 
plans to the Commission, and receiving its approval, at their own 
cost, under the supervision of the engineering department of the 
Commission, and in accordance with its directions, construct such 
sewers and connect the same with the main system of sewers: Pro- 
vided, ‘That the cost of such construction and connection be paid by 
the person or corporations desiring it, and provided that the Com- 
mission’s jurisdiction to make and enforce rules and regulations, and 
to supervise and control extensions and enlargements and mainte- 
nance, and operation, shall extend to any such sewers with the same 
force as to any other sewers provided for in this Act. 


§ 10. Issuance of Bonds—Purpose—Bonds.—The Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered (upon the result favor- 
ably thereto of the election hereinbelow ordered to be noticed and 
held), to issue and sell bonds of the said District in a sum not ex- 
ceeding Five Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars, the pro- 
ceeds of which shall be used by the said Commission for establish- 
ing, constructing, extending, enlarging, operating and maintaining 
sewer systems and lines in said District, and necessary water systems 
and lines. The said bonds shall be of the denomination of One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars, or the multiple thereof, and shall bear in- 
terest not to exceed five (5) per cent per annum, payable annually 
or semi-annually, as said Commission shall determine. They shall 
mature all at one time, or in series or installments, as the Commis- 
sion shall determine, but all shall mature within forty (40) years 
from date, and shall be exempt from all State, County and Municipal 
taxes. The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of said Commis- 
sion and attested by its Secretary and the official seal of the District 
shall be affixed to or impressed upon them. The interest coupons 
need not be authenticated other than by the facsimile signature of 
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said officials lithographed or engraved thereon. The said bonds shall 
be issued and sold from time to time and in such amounts as the 
Commission shall determine, the sales to be made to the highest 
bidders for cash after such advertisement as the Commission shall 
deem proper. The Commission shall have the right to reject any and 
all bids as their discretion may dictate. 


§ 11. Proceeds of the Sale of Bonds.—The proceeds of the 
sale of the bonds shall be kept by the County Treasurer as a separate 
fund and shall be paid out only upon orders or warrants of the 
“Horse Creek Sanitary Commission” for the purpose specified in 
this Act, and any interest accruing from such funds shall be 
credited to the District. 


§ 12. Payment.—Until the principal and interest of all bonds 
issued under this Act shall be fully paid, there shall be levied an- 
nually on all taxable property in Horse Creek Sanitary District, a 
tax sufficient to pay such interest as it becomes due, and to provide 
a sinking fund sufficient to pay the principal at date, or dates, of its 
maturity. The said annual tax shall be levied and collected by the 
same officers and in the same manner as is now provided for the levy 
and collection of taxes for County purposes in Aiken County. The 
money so collected shall be applied by or under the directions of the ~ 
County Treasurer to the payment of principal and interest of the 
said bonds as they respectively mature, and pending such applica- 
tion shall be deposited or invested by the County Treasurer. 


§ 13. Funds to be Deposited.—The funds collected under 
the provisions of this Act shall be invested or deposited by the Coun- 
ty Treasurer in some bank, or banks, to be selected by him, which 
bank, or banks, shall furnish a surety bond issued by a company 
licensed to do business in this State, conditioned to pay the Horse 
Creek Sanitary Commission any sum or sums, together with interest, 
loss or damage, that may be suffered by reason of the failure of the 
depository for which said surety bond is given. Such surety bond 
shall be approved by the Chairman of the Horse Creek Sanitary 
Commission, County Attorney, and State Senator, or a majority of 
them. 


§ 14. Election.—The Horse Creek Sanitary Commission 
shall, on a date to be fixed by it, not more than six (6) months after 
the adoption of this Act, hold a special election in said District, at 
which there shall be submitted to the qualified electors in the District 
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the question of issuing bonds of said District under the provisions of 
this Act. Said election ‘shall be conducted by the Commission, who 
shall give notice thereof by publication once in each week for three 
(3) successive weeks prior thereto, in a newspaper published in 
Aiken County, stating the time for the holding of the election and 
the question to be submitted thereat; the Commission shall provide 
a box and appoint managers at each polling precinct in said District, 
and shall cause to be printed and distributed a sufficient number of 
ballots to be used in voting in said election. The managers of elec- 
tions at each precinct shall count the ballots and forthwith return the 
result, together with the original ballots and tally sheets to the Com- 
mission, who shalt declare the result. If it shall be determined by the 
Commission that a majority of the votes in said election have been 
cast in favor of the issuance of said bonds, the bonds may be issued 
as herein provided; but, if it is determined that a majority of the 
ballots cast is against the issuance of bonds, they shall not be issued. 
The validity of said election and the correctness of the declaration of 
the result thereof shall not be questioned, except in a suit, action or 
proceeding commenced in the Common Pleas Court for Aiken 
County within twenty (20) days after the declaration of the result 
thereof. 


§ 15. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 16. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval

Addition Tax Levy—Election—School Dis- 
trict No. 16—Aiken County—-Purpose—Dunbarton High 
School District—Barnwell County—to Turn Over a Levy of 
Five Mills.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That, in addition to the tax now provided by law, 
there is hereby levied upon all the taxable property in Ellenton 
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School District No. 16, Aiken County, a tax of five (5) mills, making 
a total special levy of nine (9) mills, for school purposes in said

Special Levy—Aiken School District No. 1, 
Aiken County—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That a special tax levy of seven 
mills be levied upon all taxable property in Aiken School District 
No. 1 in Aiken County, for the purpose of providing funds for the 
building of a proposed addition upon the Aiken Institute in said dis- 
trict, and for the equipment of said addition, and for the payment 
of interest charges thereon. 


§ 2. Payment.—That the Auditor of Aiken County be auth- 
orized to distribute such special levy of seven mills over three years,

AN ACT to Authorize, Empower and Direct the Treasurer 
and Auditor of Allendale County to Borrow and Pro- 
vide for the Repayment of School District Deficits in 
Allendale County. 


Section 1. Allendale County to Borrow—Purpose— 
Notes—Payment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Treasurer and Auditor of Allendale 
‘County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to borrow a 
sum of money not exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, 
at such times as may be necessary, for the purpose of retiring the 
deficits of the school districts of Allendale County, the money to 
be borrowed at the lowest available rate of interest; such moneys 
so borrowed to be used for paying the deficits now existing in such 
school districts, or for replacing any funds that might have been 
spent in taking care of such deficit, and the money so borrowed shall 
be borrowed for not longer than two years. In case the deficit should 
exceed the loan authorized in this Section the money shall be pro- 
rated among the districts. 

“The notes shall be issued in such amounts and upon such terms 
as the Auditor and Treasurer shall deem best for the procurement 
of such loans, at the best rate of interest. The Auditor shall place 
upon such districts as participate in the loan a levy sufficient to re- 
tire, with interest, the said loan, within the period for which the 
loan is made, and the Treasurer shall collect such taxes in the same 
manner in which other taxes are collected. 

“The. Auditor and Treasurer are authorized to borrow all or any 
part of said sum from any Sinking Fund on hand, if it is expedient 
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and to the best interests of the County for them to do so; and they 
shall execute an official note, in favor of such Sinking Fund, for any 
amount borrowed from them, at a rate of interest of not less that 
the interest received on such Sinking Fund now. No money shall be 
borrowed, under the provisions of this Act, by the Treasurer and 
Auditor, until the entire plan of borrowing and repaying has been 
approved by the Legislative Delegation from Allendale County, and 
the Auditor and Treasurer, with the approval of the Allendale 
County Legislative Delegation, shall have full power to do everything 
that is necessary and proper to carry out the provisions of this Act, 
and to pledge the full faith and credit of Allendale County for the 
payment of the moneys so borrowed. 


-§ 2. Payment on Notes.—When the money is collected for 
the repayment of such loan it shall be placed in an account and ap- 
plied to the payment of the notes executed hereunder as they ma- 
ture. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Education the sum of Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars for travel- 
ing expenses, and Ninety ($90.00) Dollars for the County Board of 
Education. And an additional two and one-fourths (2%4) mills on 
the taxable property in the County to operate the schools of the 
County for one month under the 6-0-1 law; and an additional one- 
half (34) of a mill on the taxable property in the County to pay the 
tuition of high school pupils attending high school from without the 
district. Provided, however, ‘That the payment of such tuition is not 
provided for by a general State law. 


§ 5-A. The fund now on hand in the Department of Game and 
Fish to the credit of Anderson County shall be transferred to the 
account of the County Board of Education for Anderson County to 
be used solely for the purpose of purchasing school books for those 
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who are unable to purchase them. The trustees of the respective 
school districts of Anderson County shall certify to the Superintend- 
ent of Education of Anderson County the names of those who are 
in need of school books and are not financially able to purchase them, 
and the Superintendent of Education is directed and empowered to 
pay for the books needed. The trustees are hereby prohibited from 
issuing a certificate except upon the unanimous vote of the Board, 
and the Board shall not pass upon any application, except upon 
sworn statements by the parents, guardians or those who have cus- 
tody and keeping of the children who are to use the books, and they 
must be of the opinion that the applicants are financially unable to 
procure the books needed.

AN ACT to Require the Master of Barnwell County to Pay 
Over to the County Treasurer Certain Funds 


Section 1. Barnwell County Master Required to Pay 
County Treasurer Certain Funds—Procedure for Claim- 
ants.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Master of Barnwell County be, and he is required 
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to pay over to the County Treasurer of Barnwell County, all fund 
or funds which have heretofore come into his hands and which may 
hereafter come into his hands officially, the owner or claimant of 
which by him cannot be ascertained, or which have remained in his 
hands for a period of seven or more years; which shall be by said 
Treasurer credited to the General School Fund, to be apportioned as 
other school funds are apportioned: Provided, That in the event any 
owner or claimant shall establish his right to any such fund or funds, 
and the same has been accredited by the County Treasurer, such fund 
or funds shall be paid to such owner or claimant by the order of the 
Court of Common Pleas from the General School Fund of the 
County. 


§ 2. Master and Treasurer to Keep Accounts.—lIt shall 
be the duty of the said Master, and he is hereby required to open and 
keep an account with the said County Treasurer, of all such funds so 
paid by him to said Treasurer, which account shall show the date of 
said payment, the title of case from which such funds are derived and 
the amount so paid over to the said Treasurer; and it shall be the 
duty of the County Treasurer to open and keep an account with the 
said Master of all of said funds so received by lrim from said Master, 
which account shall show the date of said payment, the title of case 
from which funds are derived, and the amount so received by him,

§ 3. The County Board of Directors is hereby authorized to 
borrow in anticipation of the collection of the per capita road tax, 
the automobile license tax, the tax provided for in Section 1 of this 
Act, and the taxes herein levied for general County purposes, and 
amount not to exceed Thirty-five Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollars, 
if same be necessary. 


§ 3-A. That if it becomes necessary for any county official or 
any county school board to borrow moneys in anticipation of taxes, 
such may be authorized or permitted by the laws now enforced, he 
or they shall confer with the County Treasurer, and if the funds are 
available, they are to be borrowed from the sinking fund account or 
accounts. The Treasurer shall take their note, payable within ten 
(10) months, with interest at a rate of not less than 4% or more 
than 6%. All interest earned on said loan from the sinking fund ac- 
count or accounts shall be credited to the sinking fund account from 
which the loan.was made. 


§ 3-B. The County Board of Directors is directed to purchase 
a suitable tractor, plow to be attached to same for construction work, 
two motor trucks and such other machinery, vehicles and equipment 
as they deem to be necessary and needed for use in maintenance, 
construction and the building of county roads to cost not more than 
$7,500.00 and the cost of the same to be paid for out of ordinary 
county funds now held by the County Treasurer and the County 
Treasurer and the County Treasurer is hereby authorized to charge 
such expenditures to ordinary county funds now held by him; said 
expenditures to be in addition to the amounts herein appropriated 
for roads and bridges. 


§ 4. For maintenance of Beaufort Township Library a levy of 
one (1) mill on the property of the said Township, to be expended 
by the Trustees of said Library. The County Treasurer, on or about 
February Ist of each year shall report to the Legislative Delegation 
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all funds collected from this source for this purpose, as well as show- 
ing all amounts turned over to the Trustees of the said Library. All 
unexpended funds collected for the purpose herein unexpended at the 
expiration of each calendar year shall be credited by the County 
Treasurer to the Trustees of the said Library for the ensuing year 
and shall not be turned in to the County Funds. 


§ 4-A. Should the Grand Jury approve the re-indexing the 
records in the office of the Clerk of Court, there is hereby appro- 
priated for that purpose a sum not to exceed $2,500.00. This money 
or no part thereof to be spent until the contract for the re-indexing 
said records is approved by the Grand Jury for Beaufort County. 
Should the contract be so approved the Treasurer is authorized to 
pay same out of any County funds on hand available, and should no 
funds be available he is authorized to borrow the amount needed from 
the Sinking Fund until next year when same shall be provided for 
by a levy or otherwise. 


§ 5. There shall be levied in the County and the various School 
Districts for educational purposes the following levies: 


(1) In lieu of the Special levies heretofore levied in the various 
school districts for the maintenance of schools, there shall be levied 
ten (10) mills on all the property in the County for general School 
purposes and the funds derived therefrom shall be allocated to the 
various schools by the County Board of Education as the needs of 
these schools may require. 


(2) To augment the school fund raised by the above levy, the 
Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to transfer Seven Thou- 
sand Five Hundred ($7,500.00) Dollars from the general county 
funds now on hand to the school fund. 


(3) For taking care of the interest and sinking fund of the special 
bonds in the various districts, there shall be levied, in district No. 1, 
one mill; in district No. 3, one and one-half mills; and in District 
No. 6, one and three-fourths mills. 


(4) The County Board of Education is directed to pay out of the 
school taxes collected in the County the following:

County Board of Education................... _ 42.00 
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(5) The County Board of Education shall, at the expiration of 
each calendar year not later than February 1, make a report to the 
Legislative Delegation setting forth all expenditures for school pur- 
poses in the respective school districts for the preceding year ; as well 
as make up a budget or estimate of expenditures for the ensuing year. 


§ 6. A levy of two (2) mills, if so much be necessary is hereby 
levied on Hilton Head Road Township the proceeds of said levy are 
‘hereby appropriated for the maintenance, repairing and reconstruc- 
tion of the public wharf and approaches on Jenkins Island ; the funds 
derived from this source to be separately designated and accounted for 
on the books of the County Treasurer and any and all unexpended 
balances at the expiration of the calendar year shall be carried for- 
ward and credited to this special account. The County Supervisor 
shall, not later than January 15th of each year, make a special report 
to the Legislative Delegation showing all expenditures for this pur- 
pose during the preceding twelve months. , 


§ 7. That the Treasurer, Sheriff, or other public official of 
Beaufort County, shall not deposit the public funds of the County 
in any bank or banking institution unless such banks or banking in- 
stitution shall first give security for such deposits. That the security 
may be an indemnity bond in the full amount of the deposit, the 
bond to be approved by the County Attorney, or may be bonds or 
other evidence of indebtedness of the United States, the State of 
South Carolina, the County of Beaufort, subdivision of Beaufort 
County, or Federal Land Bank Bonds. That when bonds or other evi- 
dences of indebtedness of the United States, the State of South Caro- 
lina, Beaufort County, subdivision of Beaufort County or Federal 
Land Bank Bonds, are given as security for the deposit it shall be a 
sufficient compliance with this Section if the amount of the security 
equals sixty-six and two-thirds (66 2/3) per cent of the amount of 
the deposit. 


§ 8. That alf moneys paid to the Treasurer, Sheriff or other 
public official of Beaufort County as interest on the deposits of pub- 
lic funds shall be accounted for by such official as other public funds 
are accounted for, and shall be placed in the general sinking fund 
account to be used in retiring outstanding funding bonds, and said 
officials shall make a detail report of same on or about January lst 
of each year to the Legislative Delegation. 
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§ 8-A. That in order to facilitate the preparing of the supply 
bill by the Legislative Delegation, the County Treasurer shall, on or 
before the first day of February of each year report to the Legisla- 
tive Delegation the amount of funds coming into his hands during 
the preceding calendar year, giving the source of said funds. And he 
shall further report the disbursements made by him during the pre- 
ceding calendar year, showing the amount disburses on vouchers by 
the County Board of Directors, vouchers by the Board of Education, 
certificates or warrants of the Clerk of Court, and interest and prin- 
cipal paid on bonds. 


§ 9. That the Sheriff shall appoint from the registered electors 
of Beaufort County two able-bodied men of good moral character, 
known to be men who are not addicted to the use of alcoholic liquors 
and shall commission them as deputy sheriffs for a term of one year 
subject always to removal by the Governor or by the Sheriff on 
cause who shall be under the supervisions, direction and control of 
the Sheriff and subject to his call at all times. 


§ 10. The Sheriff shall appoint from the registered electors of 
Beaufort County one able-bodied man of good moral character, 
known to be a man not addicted to the use of alcoholic liquors, and 
shall commission him as jailor for a term of one year subject always 
to removal or suspension by the Sheriff or the Governor. The Sheriff 
shall have control and custody of the jail but shall receive no jail 
fees or other fees save and except his regular salary as herein pro- 
vided, for his duties in connection therewith and shall be responsi- 
ble for the care, control, custody and welfare of all prisoners confined 
to the County Jail. Before any changes in the property of the County 
Jail or improvements are undertaken by the Sheriff, same shall first 
receive the approval of the County Board of Directors and all claims 
must be approved by the County Supervisor before payments by the 
Clerk of the Board. 


§ 11. The salaries of Deputy Sheriffs shall be One Hundred 
Sixty ($160.00) Dollars per month, each, and Sixty ($60.00) Dollars 
per month each for expenses, if so much be necessary, both salaries 
and expenses payable monthly by the County Treasurer upon the 
warrants of the County Board of Directors out of the funds of the 
said County. Before issuing said warrants to any Deputy Sheriff, 
the said Board of County Directors shall require such Deputy Sheriff 
to take and subscribe to the oath that he oath that he has fully and 
faithfully performed, during the preceding month, the duties, re- 
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quired of him by this Act. The County Board of Directors shall 
furnish to each of said Deputy Sheriffs suitable badges to be pre- 
scribed and approved by the said Board. Said Deputy Sheriffs shall 
provide themselves with such weapons as may be prescribed by the 
Sheriff of Beaufort County and with motor vehicles for regular use 
in riding over the County and performing their duties as Deputy 
Sheriffs, and shall receive no other compensation in fees, salaries or 
otherwise for any service they may perform except as herein pro- 
vided. 


§ 12. It shall be the duty of said Deputy Sheriffs under the 
general control and direction of the Sheriff of said County, especially 
in rural districts, to patrol and police the County to prevent crime and 
disorder and to detect and prosecute for violation of the criminal 
laws of every kind, make arrests upon their initiative, as well as upon 
complaint ; and serve warrants. They shall report all their acts and 
all known or suspected violations of the criminal laws to the Sheriff 
and Magistrates of said County once each week, or oftener, if re- 
quired by them, and they shall at all times obey and carry out the 
orders and directions of the said Sheriff when not inconsistent with 
the terms of this Act. They shall keep the Sheriff and Magistrates 
advised as to where they may be found whenever needed. 


§ 13. Said Deputy Sheriffs shall remain on duty at night when 
necessary or circumstances suggest the propriety thereof, to prevent 
crime or make arrest. They shall be on duty for not less than ten 
hours each day, except when granted occasional indulgences or leave 
of absence by the Sheriff. They shall visit railroad depots, stores, 
and other public places where people congregate or disorder is prob- 
able, or where vagrants may be loafing, or alcoholic liquors may be 
used contrary to law; they shall, as often as practicable, ride by 
houses that are remote from the public highways and in lonely parts 
of the County, especially such as are without male protectors. They 
shall use every means to prevent, detect, arrest and prosecute for 
breach of the peace, vagrancy, drunkenness, gambling, using obscene 
or profane language, boisterous conduct or discharging firearms on 
the public highway or at any public place or gathering, carrying 
weapons contrary to law, setting out fire, violation of the game, fish, 
and dog laws, cruelty to animals, and children, violation of the child 
labor laws, and especially for the violation of the laws relating to or 
prohibiting the use of alcoholic liquors or for the violation of any 
other criminal law of this State. 
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§ 14. That the said Deputy Sheriffs shall have authority for 
any freshly committed crime, upon view or upon prompt information 
or complaint to arrest without warrant any violator or violators of 
the law, and in pursuit of the criminal they may forceably enter 
houses in their own County, where such criminal has concealed him- 
self or may be harbored by the owner or occupants of said house, 
and they shall have the right to summon the posse comitatus to assist 
in enforcing the laws. Any citizen or citizens who shall fail to re- 
spond or render any assistance when so summoned shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be punished as 
now provided for by law: Provided, That where an arrest is made 
without warrant the person arrested shall be forthwith carried before 
the nearest Magistrate, a warrant of arrest procured and the case 
disposed of according to law. On the first of each month they shall 
report to the County Treasurer a sworn statement of all sentences 
and fines imposed in cases prosecuted by them during the preceding 
month. 


§ 15. The Magistrates’ Constables in the County of Beaufort 
for Beaufort, Sheldon, Yemassee and Bluffton Townships are hereby 
- devolved upon the Deputy Sheriffs provided for in this Act, each 
Deputy Sheriff to do the work of the Magistrates in the district to 
which he is appointed or assigned. All civil work now performed by 
the Magistrates’ Constables in Sheldon, Beaufort, Bluffton and 
Yemassee Townships shall hereafter be performed by said Deputy 
Sheriffs and the cost provided by law such service shall be turned 
over to the Deputy Sheriff performing the work in civil work, but 
in no case shall his fee be more than one dollar for service of all 
papers, etc., with an additional allowance of five cents a mile for 
travel expenses consumed when said deputy must travel more than 
three (3) miles to performance of said civil work said fee to be al- 
lowed only on the service of papers. The Chairman of the Board of 
County Directors of Beaufort County is hereby authorized to require 
any one of the Deputy Sheriffs of said County to serve without pay- 
ment of any costs, fees or compensation other than the regular salary - 
now paid, any notices, summons or other process connected with the 
duties of said Board of County Directors, and said Deputy Sheriffs 
shall without delay make return thereon as provided by law. 


§ 16. The Deputy Sheriffs provided for in this Act shall have 
the same powers as are conferred on Constables of the County and 
shall serve any summons, warrants or other process of a criminal 
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nature or of serving jury summons, civil or criminal, of any Court 
in the districts patrolled by them when patrolling such districts, with- 
out compensation. And they shall not accept any gratuities, gifts or 
fees from any course whatsoever for any service rendered during 
their term of office. It shall be the further duty of the Deputy Sheriffs 
to look after the County roads and bridges and inspect the same from 
time to time ; especially they shall inspect the bridges after any freshet 
or heavy rains that might render them unsafe ; and upon their finding 
work necessary on any road or bridge they shall notify the Board of 
Commissioner in that Township and report such notification to the 
Chairman of the Board of County Directors. It shall be their duty 
to post warning upon any dangerous roads and bridges at such con- 
venient places as will best serve the interest of the traveling public, 
and perform such other duties as may be required of them. by the 
County Board of Directors as may not be incompatible with the dis- 
charge of their duty to patrol the district. It shall be their duty to 
collect delinquent commutation and dog tax, also a store license tax in 
said County, and they shall have authority to require the production 
of receipt for the payments of said taxes or other evidence of such 
payment; and they shall report to the County Treasurer the names 
of such persons whom they may find liable for dog, commutation, 
store or road tax who have not paid the same. 


§ 17. That it shall be a cause for removal for any Deputy 
Sheriff appointed under the provisions of this Act, during the term 
for which he has been appointed, to take any active part in politics, 
either directly or indirectly, in his own behalf or in behalf of anyone 
else: Provided, This Section shall not be construed to interfere with 
the power of the Governor to remove such Deputy Sheriff as here- 
tofore provided in this Act. 


§ 18. ‘That each of said Deputy Sheriffs shall, before entering 
upon the duties of his office enter into a bond with good security, to be 
approved by the County Board of Directors and the Clerk of Court, 
and payable to the County, in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties and 
for such damages as may be sustained by reason of the malfeasance 
or misfeasance in office or abuse of his authority, said bond to be 
filed with and kept by the Clerk of Court. It shall be the duty of the 
Chairman of County Board directly and Grand Jury of the County 
to investigate promptly any complaint made against such Deputy 
Sheriffs for neglect of duty or misuse of power. 
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§ 19. That each of said Deputy Sheriffs, before receiving his 
commission shall, in addition to the oath now prescribed by Section

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the area comprised in the bounds herein- 
after set forth is hereby created into, and declared to be School Dis- 
trict No. 314, of Berkeley County, and shall have all of the rights, 
powers, and privileges enjoyed by school districts in this State, and 
the trustees therefor, shall be appointed as now provided by law. The 
‘following area is comprised within the said School District: Beginning 
at a point on the Santee River, known as Savannah Creek, thence 
along said river in a South-Easterly direction to the Balls Dam Planta- 
tion; thence to the A. W. McCay’s place and thence in a direct line 
to where the St. Stephen’s and St. John’s Parish lines meet at the 
Windsor Plantation, forming the Eastern boundary of said district ; 
from thence the St. John’s Parish line, forming the Southern boundary 
to what is known as the Peter Wright place, and from thence in a 
direct line to the said Savannah Creek on the Santee River, at the 
point of beginning.

AN ACT to Authorize the Highway Commission and Treas- 
urer of Berkeley County to Issue Bonds of Berkeley 
County in the Sum of Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.-

and for Payment of Past Indebtedness, and to Pro- 
vide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Berkeley County to Issue Bonds—Purposes. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The Highway Commission and the Treasurer of Berkeley 
County are hereby authorized and directed to issue and sell bonds of 
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Berkeley County in the name of and on behalf of Berkeley County 
in the aggregate amount not exceeding Seventy-five Thousand ($75,- 
000.00) Dollars, the proceeds thereof to be used for the following 
purposes, that is to say: 


(1) Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars, if so much be neces- 
sary, to be used to complete the road and construct the bridges and 
culverts thereon beginning on State Highway Number 41 at Biggin 
Church, to Cain Hoy, via Bosis Plantation, thence in a Southerly 
direction via Quimby Bridge to the village of Cain Hoy. Said route 
to be surveyed and laid out under the direction of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly from Berkeley 
County. The said Highway is to be completed and constructed on 


. the route established herein and not on the route set out in Section 


2 of Act No. 290 of the Acts of the General Assembly for the year 
1925. 


(2) Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, 
to construct the road and the necessary bridges and culverts thereon, 
from Bonneau to Bethera via Baptist Church near Hood Town and 
places of John Judy, and of the late John W. Litchfield. 


(3) Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, 
to construct the road and the necessary bridges and culverts thereon 
from Bonneau, via Black Oak to Eady Town. 


(4) Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars to pay the past in- 
debtedness of Berkeley County in that amount which has been in- 
curred in supporting prisoners, paying jurors, county officers, court 
expenses and ordinary county purposes. 


§ 2. Bonds.—The said bonds shall be coupon bonds of the 
denomination of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, bear such 
date and be payable in such installments as may be determined by 
the Highway Commission and the County Treasurer, the first install- 
ment to become due not earlier than five years from their date and 
the last installment not later than April 1, 1955. They shall bear in- 
terest from their date, at a rate not exceeding six per cent per an- 
num, payable annually, the bonds shall be issued in such form and 
with such provisions as to place and medium of payment of principal 
and interest as may be determined by the Highway Commission and 
the Treasurer of Berkeley County, subject however, to the limita- 
tions prescribed by this Act. The bonds shall be signed by the Chair- 
man of the Highway Commission and countersigned by the Treas- 
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urer of Berkeley County, and the seal of said County shall be affixed 
to or impressed upon each bond. The coupons, however, need not be 
authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the County 
Treasurer of said County. 


§ 3. Sale.—The said bonds shall be sold at not less than par 
and accrued interest after notice of such sale published at least . 
fifteen (15) days before the sale in a newspaper published in 
Charleston County. 


§ 4. Proceeds—Where to be Deposited—Disburse- 
ment.—The proceeds of the sale of the said bonds shall be de- 
posited with the County Treasurer of Berkeley County and the sums 
to be used for road construction are to be paid out upon claims ap- 
proved by the Highway Commission of Berkeley County; Provided, 
That should the Highway Commission neglect or refuse to approve 
claims for work on any of the said road projects, the same may be 
paid out upon the written approval of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation from Berkeley County. The portion of the proceeds of 
the sale of said bonds to cover past indebtedness shall be applied by 
the County Treasurer to the payment of this indebtedness. 


§ 5. Payment.—The County Auditor of Berkeley County is

Guerry, Robert Pipkin, E. F. Rodgers and W. J. Wren. They shall 
hold office for a period of two years from the approval of this Act 
and until their successors are appointed and qualified, such appoint- 
ment to be made by the County Board of Education subject to the 
approval of a majority of the Delegation of the General Assembly : 
Provided, That the terms of office of the two members of the board 
added pursuant to the amendment to Section 2 of said Act shall 
expire at the same time as do the terms of office of the original 
five members of said board.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Empower and Authorize the Purchasing of a 
Site and Erecting and Equipping a Sanatorium by the 
County of Berkeley for the Purpose of Treating Tu- 
bercular Patients; and for the Creation of a Commis- 
sion for the Control and Management of Erecting and 
Equipping Said Sanatorium and the Management of 
Same, and to Provide for an Appropriation to Meet 
the Expenses of Same. 


Section 1. Creation of Berkeley County Tuberculosis 
Commission—Members—Terms of Office—Vacancies.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
For the purpose of constructing and operating a tubercular sanato- 
rium for the treatment and care of tubercular patients residing in 
Berkeley County, there is hereby created a commission consisting of 
seven (7) persons, to be known as the Berkeley County Tuberculosis 
Commission. The members of the Commission shall be residents of 
Berkeley County. They shall hold office for a term of two years and 
until their successors have been designated and qualified. Two mem- 
bers of the said commission shall be designated by the Medical Asso- 
ciation of Berkeley County ; the third member shall be the President 
of the Tuberculosis Association of Berkeley County, who shall be 
a member ex-officio, that is to say, who shall be a permanent member 
by virtue of his or her position ; the fourth member shall be a mem- 
ber of the said Tuberculosis Association and elected therefrom by the 
said Association ; the fifth member shall be the Director of the Berke- 
ley County Medical Unit; the sixth member shall be the Senator 
from Berkeley County ; and the remaining member shall be a member 
of the House of Representatives from Berkeley County, to be deter- 
mined by lot among them. Successors to the respective members shall 
be designated as provided herein for the original appointees and any 
vacancies occurring shall be filled in like manner except those mem- 
bers who hold positions on the Commission by virtue of their re- 
spective offices; but in case of any of the above named positions 
should be abrogated or cease to exist, then any one or more of such 
members holding positions on such commission by virtue of his office 
shall be filled by the Governor upon the recommendation of a ma- 
jority of the members of the Legislative Delegation from Berkeley 
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County. The Senator and the member of the House of Representa- 
tives shall hold their position on the Commission by virtue of their 
offices. 


§ 2. Site.——The said Commission is authorized to use as a site 
for the location and erection thereon of a Tuberculosis Sanatorium, 
so much of the County Poor House and Poor property as may be 
necessary for the establishment and operation of a tuberculosis sana- 
torium, title to which property is now in the County of Berkeley. 


§ 3. Buildings—Advertise for Bids.—The Commission 
shall cause to be prepared a set of plans and detailed specifications 
by a competent architect for the construction of such building, or 
buildings, as are necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
within the limitations of the funds hereinafter provided for and such 
other funds as may now be available or may hereafter reasonably 
be expected from other sources, having in mind also the equipment, 
operation and maintenance of the said sanatorium. The Commission 
shall advertise for bids, and award the work to the lowest responsible 
bidder, under contract, as to them may appear for the best interest 
of said County. 


§ 4. Lighting, Heating, Ventilating, Water and Sewer- 
age.—The Commission shall at the same time and in the same 
manner make provision for lighting, heating, ventilating, for water 
and sewerage disposition, and shall be charged with the duty of hav- 
ing all things appropriate to the completion of said buildings in an 
adequate and efficient manner to accomplish the purpose of this Act. 


§ 5. Donations and Aid.—The Commission shall have au- 
thority to receive donations of moneys, material, labor, furnishings 
and equipment, and it shall be their duty to seek “out and make appli- 
cation for aid available to the construction, equipment and/or opera- 
tion and maintenance of the said sanatorium and of the patients to be 
cared for and treated therein. 


§ 6. Rules and Regulations.—That upon completion of the 
Sanatorium as herein provided the Commission is authorized and 
empowered to adopt such rules and regulations for the conduct and 
management of the Sanatorium as to them may seem appropriate ; to 
govern the admission of parties, to control their conduct while there, 
to fix the fee and charges of such patients as are able to pay, to 
provide for a proper personnel to operate the same, to furnish nour- 
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ishment for the residents (staff, patients, and employees), and to do 
any and all things incident to the construction and operating and 
management of the Sanatorium. 


§ 7. Berkeley County to Issue Bonds—Bonds—Sale.— 
To provide funds to carry out the provisions of this Act the County 
Commissioners and the County Treasurer of Berkeley County are 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue and sell serial coupon 
bonds of Berkeley County in an aggregate sum not exceeding Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars. The bonds shall bear interest at a 
rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent per annum and shall have such 
maturities as may be fixed by the officers authorized to issue same, 
Provided, That they shall mature in not exceeding ten (10) years 
from the date of issuance. They shall be in such form and in such 
denominations as may be determined by said officers. The bonds and 
coupons shall be signed in such manner as they may determine. They 
“may be sold at private sale or upon such advertising as the officers 
authorized to issue and sell the same may determine, with the privi- 
lege on their part to reject any and all bids. 


§ 8. Payment.—That for the purpose of retiring the princi- 
pal of the bonds as they may mature and of meeting the interest pay- 
ments, there is hereby levied a tax upon all of the taxable property 
of Berkeley County sufficient to do so. The tax for any one year 
shall be sufficient to meet the principal and interest payment due for 
that year according to the terms of the bonds. The Auditor of Berke- 
ley County and the Treasurer of said County are authorized and 
directed to levy and collect said tax as other taxes are collected. 


§ 9. Election to Decide Whether Bonds Shall be Issued 
—Ballots.—The bonds herein authorized to be sold and issued 
shall not, however, be sold and issued unless the Democratic voters in 
the primary election to be held in Berkeley County in August, 1930, 
shall vote in favor of the sale and issuance thereof. This question 
shall be submitted to the said voters upon special ballots prepared in 
form as follows: For the Sale and Issuance of Ten Thousand ($10,- 
000.00) Dollars Worth of Berkeley Bonds for the Relief of Tuber- 
culosis patients of Berkeley County—-Yes—No. Those voting in favor 
of the said bond issue shall deposit a ballot in a special box to be 
prepared for that purpose, with the word “No” erased thereon ; those 
voting in opposition to said bond issue shall deposit a ballot in said 
box with the word “Yes” erased thereon. The result of this election 
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shall be determined by the Executive Committee of Berkeley County. 
In case the vote is in favor of the sale and issuance of the bonds 
then this Act and all provisions thereof shall become effective and 
operative. : 


§ 10. Accounts—~Amended Report.—The Commission 
shall keep a full, complete, and accurate account of all expenditures, 
the purpose for which expended, and report annually to the Delega- 
tion of Berkeley County, and shall from time to time make recom- 
mendations to the Legislative Delegation of said County. 


§ 11. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 12. This Act to take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of Berkeley 
County in the Sum of Thirty-seven Thousand ($37,- 
000.00) Dollars to Complete the Construction of River 
Road, a Public Highway in Said County, and to Pro- 
vide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Highway Commission Berkeley County to 
Issue Bonds—Use of Proceeds.—Be it enacted by thc General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Highway Com- 
mission of Berkeley County is hereby authorized to issue bonds of 
said County in an aggregate principal amount .of Thirty-seven 
Thousand ($37,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of completing the 
construction of River Road in Berkeley County from where work 
was left off to intersection of said road with State Highway Road 
No. 178, near Savannah Creek. 


§ 2. Bonds—-Sale.—The said bonds shall bear interest at a 
rate not exceeding six (6) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually, or annually, as the Highway Commission may deem best. 
They shall be serial bonds maturing in such installments as may be 
determined by the said Commission. The principal and interest of the 
bonds may be made payable within or without the State of South 
Carolina, and in such medium of payment as may be indicated on the 
face of the bonds. The bonds shall be issued as coupon bonds, payable 
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to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder of hav- 
ing them registered as to principal on the books of the County Treas- 
urer and the principal thus made payable to the registered holder 
(unless the last registered transfer shall have been to bearer), upon 
such conditions as the said Highway Commission may prescribe. 
The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of the Highway Commis- 
sion of Berkeley County and the Treasurer of Berkeley County, and 
the seal of the County shall be affixed to or impressed upon each 
bond, but the coupons of such bonds need not be authenticated other- 
wise than by a facsimile signature of the Chairman of the Highway 
Commission of Berkeley County.

Whereas, the said authorities of Berkeley County by resolution 
duly passed authorized the Treasurer by, and with the approval of 
the Legislative Delegation, to divert the use of said funds to the pay- 
ment of the expenses and cost incident to the construction of a road 
connecting No. 311 with State Highway No. 45, and 


Whereas, it is desired to confirm and validate the expenditure of 
this sum of money ; now, therefore, 


Section 1. Expenditure by Berkeley County Treasurer 
of Certain Funds Legalized—Treasurer Relieved of Any 
Liability.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the expenditure by the Treasurer of Berkeley 
County of about Fifteen Thousand Dollars, the proceeds of the sale 
of certain bonds of Berkeley County made pursuant to the provisions 
of Act No, 310, of the Acts of the General Assembly of 1927, for 
the construction of a road different from the road specified in the 
said Act, and which was done under the direction of the County 
authorities of Berkeley County and the members of the Legislative

School District No. 1, to Issue Bonds, Berke- 
ley County—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of School 
District No. 1 of Berkeley County, South Carolina, be and it is hereby 
authorized and directed to issue and sell Two Thousand ($2,000.00)

§ 2. That the County Auditor and the County Treasurer are 
hereby authorized and directed, respectively, to levy and collect a tax 
upon the property of Calhoun County sufficient to raise the sum re-

an Act entitled, “An Act to Provide for the payment of Salaries of 
School Teachers in all Schools in South Carolina, and to appropriate 
funds to meet the same,” approved March 21, 1924, commonly known 
as the 6-0-1 School Law.

The man- 
agers shall declare the results of the election, and report the same 
to the County Superintendent of Education, and the term of office 
of such trustee shall begin upon the date of his election, or as soon 
thereafter as he may qualify, Provided, however, That the present 
Board of Trustees shall remain in office until June 30, 1930.

§ 2. That on or before the first day of February of each year 
the County Supervisor shall transmit to the members of the Legis- 
lative Delegation an itemized statement of the disbursements of 
each item, showing all unexpended balances brought over from pre- 
ceding year. 


§ 3. For the purpose of paying in cash the foregoing and ali 
other general and ordinary County expenses for the fiscal year 1930, 
as authorized by this Act, or otherwise appropriated, the County 
Treasurer for the said County of Charleston be, and is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to use such cash as is now in hand or in proc- 
ess of collection, and to borrow from time to time, as may be neces- 
sary, on his official note, or notes, or other evidence, or evidences, 
of indebtedness from any person, firm or corporation or from any 
special fund or funds, including sinking fund in the County Treas- 
ury: Provided, however, That if such moneys are to be borrowed 
from any private person, firm or corporation then they shall be bor- 
rowed only after three days notice by advertising once in some news- 
paper in the City of Charleston, and on'the best terms possible, but 
at a rate of interest not exceeding six (6) per cent. per annum, a 
sum, or sums, not exceeding One Hundred and Seventy-five Thou- 
sand ($175,000.00) Dollars in the aggregate, and the sum, or sums, 
so borrowed shall constitute a valid and prior claim against the 
County. 


§ 4. The salaries of all officers, clerks and employees of the 
County, or of any department, division or commission thereof, shall 
be paid by the County Treasurer monthly, upon the receipt of such 
officers. The original duplicate receipts for all payments by the said 
County Treasurer, excepting payments on said notes, or similar 
evidence of indebtedness, and upon warrant of the said County 
Supervisor, shall be filed by the County Treasurer with the said 
County Supervisor. All claims and demands of every kind against 
the said County, except such salaries and County Treasurer’s notes 
and the certificates or tickets of witnesses and jurors and Con- 
stables, shall be itemized before they can be audited, and when so 
itemized, shall be audited by a committee of at least three members 
of the County Board of Commissioners, and no such claims or 
demands shall be paid unless first so audited and then certified and 
signed by the Clerk or Secretary of the Board as aforementioned, 
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or by the County Supervisor: Provided, Further, That all County 
officers may close their offices on Saturday of each week and on Wed- 
nesday of each week during the months of July and August at one 
o'clock P. M.

AN ACT Relating to Sinking Funds for Road Bonds in 
Charleston County 


Section 1. All Sums Hereafter Received by Charleston 
County as Repayment on Highway and Drainage Construc- 
tion to be Set. Aside—-Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and after the 
passage of this Act all sums received by Charleston County by way 
of reimbursement or repayment from the Federal Government, State 
of South Carolina, City of Charleston, or other sources for all sums 
expended or which may hereafter be expended in the construction of 
roads, bridges and drainage in the County of Charleston, shall be 
set aside by the County Treasurer of Charleston County and added 
to the Sinking Fund or Sinking Funds provided for the retirement 
of bonds of the County of Charleston issued or to be issued for road 
and drainage purposes and commonly known as road bonds. 


§ 2. County Treasurer to Distribute the Sums.—It shall 
be the duty of the County Treasurer of Charleston County to so 
distribute the sums received by way of reimbursement between the 
several Sinking Funds established for the retirement of the said road 
bonds as to reduce the direct tax levy for road bond sinking fund 
purposes to a minimum. 


§ 3. County Treasurer Can Transfer Certain Funds.— 
If under the provisions of Act No. 326 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina passed in the year 1927 
a sum larger than is necessary for the orderly retirement of the bonds 
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issued under Act No. 853 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina passed in the year 1924 has accumulated 
in the Sinking Fund established for the retirement of said bonds, it 
shall be lawful for the Treasurer of Charleston County to transfer 
said surplus funds to any other Sinking Fund established for the re- 
. tirement of road bonds of the County of Charleston. 


§ 4. Funds to Go Into General County Funds After Re- 
tirement of Bonds, etc.—When all road bonds of the County of 
Charleston shall have been retired or when a Sinking Fund or Funds 
for the retirement of road bonds of the County of Charleston shall 
no longer be necessary, then and thereafter the County Treasurer of 
Charleston County shall deposit all funds received by way of reim- 
bursement into the general county fund of the County of Charleston.

AN ACT to Require the School Trustees of Charleston 
County to File with the County Board of Education a 
Yearly Budget. 


Section 1. Trustees of Certain School Districts, Charles- 
ton County, Required to File Budgets.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That after the 
passage of this Act the trustees of the various school districts in 
Charleston County outside of the Charleston City School District 
be, and they are hereby required on July Ist of each year, or as 
soon thereafter as may be possible, to file with the County Board of 
Education of said County a budget, on forms to be prepared and 
furnished by the County Board of Education showing the balance 
or deficit, as the case may be, the assessed valuation of the district, 
the special school levies and the approximated receipts and itemized 
list of the disbursements for the next scholastic year. 
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§ 2. Approval of Budgets.—Such budgets shall be ap- 
proved by the County Board of Education, who shall have the power 
to amend by eliminating or reducing any item or items in the esti- 
mated disbursements and make any necessary corrections in the re- 
maining items of such budgets. When so approved copies of such 
budgets shall be filed with the County Superintendent of Education 
and the County Treasurer, respectively, and it shall be unlawful for 
the Superintendent of Education to authorize or for the County 
Treasurer to honor vouchers in excess of such budgets. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School Trustees in | 
Certain Districts in Charleston County 


Section 1. Election of Trustees to be Held in Certain 
School Districts—Charleston County—Time—Terms—The 
Election—-Voters——-Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That an election shall be held 
in McClellanville School District No. 1, Cooper River School District 
No. 4, Johns Island School District No. 11, Yonges Island School Dis- 
trict No. 15, Ravenel School District No. 17, Collins School District 
No. 18, Adams Run School District No. 19, Clementia School District 
No. 22, Awendaw School District No. 7 and Edisto Island School 
District No. 14, in Charleston County on the last Tuesday in April, 
1930, to elect three trustees for each of the aforesaid school districts. 
At this election the candidate receiving the largest vote shall be elected 
to serve six years; the candidate receiving the second largest vote 
shall be elected to serve four years; and the candidate receiving the 
third largest vote shall be elected to serve two years, from the first 
of July following the election. In case of a tie vote, the older candidate 
shall be elected to serve the longer term. The present trustes of the 
aforesaid districts shall appoint three managers of this election, who 
shall serve without pay. The trustees shall give notice of the time and 
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the place of this election by posting notices in three different places 
within the district and by advertising twice in a newspaper or news- 
papers, published in the county, at least two weeks before the date of 
the election. The polls shall be opened at two o’clock p. m. and closed 
at six o’clock p. m, Only qualified electors may be candidates and only 
qualified electors shall be eligible to vote in said election. Provided, 
however, That the provisions of this Act shall not apply or in any wise 
affect any of the above school district who at the time of the passage 
of this Bill have been authorized by an Act of the General Assemblv to 
elect Trustees in their respective school district, and who are now 
operating in accordance with the provisions of such legislative author- 
ization. 


The managers of this election shall report the result of the election, 
in writing, to the County Superintendent of Education of the afore- 
said County within three days after the election. The candidates elected 
shall swear to the usual oath of office before being commissioned. It 
shall be the duty of the County Board of Education of the aforesaid 
county to commission the duly elected trustees for the length of time 
as outlined above as of the first of July following the election. 


§ 2. Further Elections—Time—Purpose—The Election. 
"—On the last Tuesday in April, 1932, and on the last Tuesday in 
April every two years thereafter, an election shall be held in each of 
the aforesaid districts to elect one trustee whose term expires on the 
30th of June following. The trustees of the several districts shall give 
notice of the time and place of this election by posting notices in three 
different places within the district and by advertising twice in a news- 
paper or newspapers published in the county at least two weeks before 
the date of the election. The trustees of the several districts shall ap- 
point three managers of this election, who shall serve without pay. The 
polls shall be opened at 2 o’clock p. m. and closed at 6 o’clock p. m. 
The candidate receiving the largest vote shall be elected to serve six 
years from the first of July following the election. In case of a tie vote, 
the older candidate shall be elected. The managers of the election shall 
declare the result of the election, in writing, to the County Superin- 
tendent of Education of the aforesaid county, within three days after 
the election. The candidates elected shall swear to the usual oath of 
office before being commissioned. It shall be the duty of the County 
Board of Education of the aforesaid county to commission the duly 
elected trustees as outlined above for six years as of the first of July 
following the election. Only qualified electors may be candidates, and 
only qualified electors shall be eligible to vote in said election. 
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The County Board of Education may remove from office any trustee 
serving under the mandates of this Act for neglect of duty or for 


conduct improper of an officer, subject to appeal to the State Board of 
Education. 


§ 3. Vacancies.—In case of any vacancy by resignation, or 
otherwise, on any of the aforesaid boards of trustees, the remaining 
trustees shall nominate at least two qualified persons to fill the vacancy 
to the County Board of Education. It shall be the duty of the County 
Board of Education to commission one of the persons nominated by 
the District Board to fill out the unexpired term. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend An Act to Provide for the Assessment 
and Equalization of Property in Counties Containing a 
City or Cities of More Than Sixty-five Thousand In- 
habitants, and to Provide for Boards of County Com- 
missioners in Such Counties, Known as Act No. 702, 
Acts of the General Assembly of 1928, so as to Allow 
the New Assessments Prepared for the City of Charles- 
ton to be Used for 1930, Whereas the Old Assessments 
Shall be Used for 1930, for the Remainder of the 
County. 


Section 1. Act No. 702, Acts of 1928, Amended—Re- 
lating to Assessments—City and County of Charleston.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That an Act approved the 10th day of March A. D. 1928, and 
known as an Act to provide for the Assessment and Equalization of 
property in Counties containing a City or Cities of more than Sixty- 
five Thousand Inhabitants, and to Provide for Boards of County 
Commissioners.in such Counties, known as Act No. 702, Acts of the 
General Assembly of 1928, approved the tenth day of March, 1928, 
be amended by adding after Section 3 of said Act a proviso as fol- 
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lows: Provided, That the 1930 reassessment of property in Charles- 
ton County shall be deferred to the year 1931, so that when so 
amended said Section shall read: Duties of Board. The said Board 
of Assessment shall personally visit and inspect every piece of real 
property in said County, and fairly and impartially assess the value 
thereof for each year when real estate is by law required to be re- 
turned for taxation, said inspection and assessment to commence in the 
month of October preceding each year when real estate is by law 
required to be returned: Provided, That for the purpose of taxation 
for the year 1929 the said Board of Assessment shall so visit, inspect 
and assess all real property in said County, commencing in the month 
of December, 1928. And in all other years, the said Board shall per- 
sonally inspect and assess the value of all real estate and improve- 
ments thereon not previously assessed for taxation. It shall be the 
duty of said Board carefully to consider the returns and lists laid 
before them by the County Auditor, and if necessary, to compare the 
same with the tax returns and lists of the current and previous years. 
They shall diligently seek for and discover all property, both real 
and personal, in every tax district not previously returned by the 
owners or agents thereof or not listed for taxation by the County 
Auditor, and thereupon it shall be their duty to list the same for 
taxation in the name of the owner or person to whom it is taxable. 
It shall be their duty fairly and impartially to assess the value of all 
property, both real and personal, in the said County, and enter the 
same upon the returns and lists furnished them. And they shall have 
the right in performing their duties thereunder to increase or lower 
the valuation of any property, real or personal, as fixed by the County 
Auditor or as returned by any person. For the inspection or assess- 
ment of property or for the performance of any other duties devolv- 
ing upon the said Board of Assessment or upon the Board of Equali- 
zation, the presence of not less than five of the members of said 
Board shall be necessary, and the Chairman shall give written notice 
to each member of said Board not less than forty-eight hours before 
each inspection or meeting that the said Board is to be in session, 
specifying the proposed work to be done and the section of the 
County in which the same is to be done: Provided, That the 1930 
reassessment of property in Charleston County shall be deferred to 
the year 1931.

Whereas, an Act entitled “An Act to establish a road district con- 
sistitig of Charleston and Berkeley Counties for the purpose of pav- 
ing the unpaved portion of the road commonly known as the Atlantic 
Coastal Highway in Charleston and Berkeley Counties and to issue 
bonds for the payment thereof,” and known as Act No. 721 of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina for the

Whereas, under the provisions of the said Act, the Comptroller 
General of South Carolina was required to levy on all taxable prop- 
erty in the road district created by the said Act and known as the 
Middle Coastal Highway District, consisting of Charleston and 
Berkeley Counties, an advalorem tax sufficient to pay the principal 
and interest of the bonds issued under the terms of the said Act, and 


Whereas, pursuant to the provisions of the said Act the Comp- 
troller General did levy a tax advalorem on all property in the County 
of Charleston for the years 1926, 1927 and 1928, and 


Whereas, under the existing law there has accumulated in the 
hands of the Treasurer of the State of South Carolina a fund more 
than sufficient to provide for the payment of the interest’ and prin- 
cipal of the said bonds now due, and the General Assembly has made 
other provisions for the payment of future interest and principal 
due on the said bonds, and 


Whereas, the County Treasurer of Charleston County is from 
time to time collecting unpaid taxes levied by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral under the terms of said Act on property in Charleston County 
for the years 1926, 1927 and 1928, and pursuant to the terms of Act 
No. 721 hereinbefore referred to is turning over the said funds to 
the State Treasurer, thus increasing the funds in the hands of the 
State Treasurer for the payment of the principal and interest of the

AN ACT to Repeal a Joint Resolution Known as No. 846, 
Laws of 1924, Pertaining to the Creation of the Cooper 
River Ferry Commission in Charleston County, Ap- 
proved the 5th Day of March, 1924, and all Acts and 
Resolutions Amendatory Thereto; to Create, Authorize 
And Empower a Liquidating Commission to Liquidate 
the Affairs of and Dispose of all Property, Funds, 
Credits and Interests Owned and/or Held in the Name 
of Said Ferry Commission; to Provide for the Cost and 
Expense of Such Liquidation and for other Purposes. 


Section 1. Joint Resolution No. 846, Laws 1924 and all 
Acts Amendatory Thereto Repealed.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Joint 
Resolution Known as No. 846, of the laws of 1924, approved the 5th 
day of March, 1924, entitled “A Joint Resolution to create a Cooper 
River Ferry Commission” together with all Acts and Resolutions 
amendatory thereto, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 2. Cooper River Ferry Liquidation Commission Cre- 
ated.—There is hereby created a Commission to be known as the 
Cooper River Ferry Liquidation Commission, to consist of the mem- 
bers of the present Cooper River Ferry Commission and D. L. Lesesne 
who shall act as secretary to the Liquidating Commission. 


§ 3. Organization—Vacancies How Filled.—As soon as 
practicable after the approval of this Act the said Commission shall 
organize by electing one of their members as chairman and one as 
Secretary and Treasurer. Each member of the Commission shall give 
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bond to the Cooper River Ferry Liquidating Commission in the sum 
of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars in a surety company licensed 
to do business in this State for the faithful performance of his duties; 
Provided, That the bond-of the Secretary and Treasurer shall be in 
the sum of .Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars. Provided, 
further ; That in case of a vacancy by death or resignation, said vacancy 
shall be filled by the Governor upon recommendation of a majority of 
the Delegation from the County of Charleston and the Mayor of the 
City of Charleston. 


§ 4. Powers and Authority.—The Cooper River Ferry 
Liquidating Commission herein established is hereby given power and 
authority to operate a Ferry across Cooper River for such length of 
time as in their judgment may be deemed best, but not later than the 
first day of August, 1930. They shall be charged with the duty to offer 
for sale the properties of the Ferry owned by the County of Charles- 
ton for cash, immediately after the organization of the said commis- 
sion and shall have power and authority to consummate any sale of 
said properties, and receive monies in the name of the County of 
Charleston and make deed of said properties, real and personal in the 
name of the County of Charleston. 


§ 5. Compensation of Members.—The Compensation of 
the members of the Cooper River Ferry Liquidating Commission shall 
be two and one-half percent (2144) of the money received by them 
for the sale of the properties of the Commission to be equally divided 
among’ the members of the said Commission.

AN ACT to Provide for the Erection by Charleston County 
of a Hospital Building in the City of Charleston for 
the Treatment of Contagious and Other Diseases, and 
for the Management of Said Hospital, and for the Issu- 
ance of Notes of Charleston County in the Sum of One 
Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars to Meet the 
Cost of Such Erection and to Provide for the Payment 
of Said Notes. 


Whereas, It is necessary for the public welfare that a Hospital 
building should be erected in Charleston County for the treatment of 
contagious and other diseases and.the site therefor is about to be do- 
nated to Charleston County by the Medical Society of South Carolina, 
Trustees of Roper Fund, adjacent to Roper Hospital in the City of 
Charleston now managed and ¢ontrolled by said Medical Society of 
South Carolina, Trustees of Roper Fund, and by reason thereof the 
management of said hospital can be more economically and satis- 
factorily handled by said Medical Society of South Carolina: 


Section 1. Charleston County to Erect Hospital—Man- 
agement.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Charleston County be, and is hereby, authorized 
and empowered to erect in the City of Charleston a hospital building 
for the treatment of contagious and other diseases, said building to be 
erected under the supervision and direction of the Medical Society of 
South Carolina, Trustees of Roper Fund, and to be located immediate- 
ly adjacent to the Roper Hospital in said City. Said hospital when 
erected shall be managed by the Medical Society of South Carolina, 
Trustees of Roper Fund. 


§ 2. Notes be Issued-——-The Notes.—To meet the cost of 
such construction coupon notes of Charleston County, in the aggregate 
sum of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, are hereby 
authorized and directed to be issued, said notes to be in denominations 
of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars and Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars each, shall mature in equal successive annual series or install- 
ments of Twelve Thousand Five Hundred ($12,500.00) Dollars, each, 
the first series or installments to mature one year after their date, shall 
bear such rate of interest not exceeding five per cent. per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually, as shall be the lowest rate of interest bid for said 
notes at par at the sale thereof ; said interest to be evidenced by interest 
coupons attached to said notes. Both principal and interest shall be

sufficient signing of the same. The full faith and credit of Charleston 
County shall be pledged for the payment of said notes both principal 
and interest. 


§ 3. Sale.—The said Notes shall be sold by the County Treas- 
urer upon competitive bids after not less than one advertisement of 
sale published in at least one newspaper. The proceeds of sale shall be 
held by the County Treasurer and paid out for the construction of said 
hospital building upon vouchers signed by Chairman of Board of Com- 
missioners of Roper Hospital and Secretary of said Dcard, their 
vouchers to be a complete discharge of said County Treasurer for 
payment of said fund: Provided, That the bonds herein proceeded for 
shall not be signed, issued or sold until the bids for the construction of 
the building or buildings have been let. 


§ 4. Payment of Notes.—There shall be annually levied by 
the Auditor, and collected by the Treasurer, of Charleston County, 
South Carolina, an annual tax upon all taxable property in said County 
sufficient to pay the principal and interest of said notes, as they mature.

§ 3. As soon as the total amount of property for taxation has 
been ascertained for the year 1930 the Auditor and Treasurer are 
hereby directed to make such additional levy or levies for the year 
1930 sufficient to raise ample funds to pay interest on the bonded | 
debt of said county, and to retire such bonds as may fall due, and 
sufficient funds to take care of all sums provided for in this Act. 


§ 4. The Sinking Fund Commission is hereby authorized to 
borrow such funds as they may deem necessary to pay interest or re- 
tire bonds, should they have no funds to meet the same, to be re- 
paid when taxes are collected. 


§ 5. The County Supervisor and Board of County Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized to borrow such sums of money as may 
be necessary to properly finance said County, and other objects 
herein provided for, in anticipation of the collection of taxes, and 
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pledge the same as security therefor: Provided, That they do not 
exceed the amounts herein appropriated and the levy made herein. 
The fiscal year of the Supervisor’s office shall begin January 1 and 
end December 31. 


§ 6. The County Board of Education is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay any and all interest necessary to pay teachers of the 
County salaries they are employed for when forced to discount their 
school claims, said funds to be paid from the County Board Fund. 


§ 7. Three-fourths of one mill is hereby levied upon all the 
real and personal property in School District No. 10, to be used for 
the support and maintenance of the Carnegie Free Library, said tax 
to be collected by the County Treasurer as other taxes are collected, 
and the Treasurer of said County is hereby directed on the first day 
of January, 1931, to turn over to the Treasurer of said Library said 
tax collected and thereafter every three months as the balance of said 
tax is collected ; said fund to be used exclusively for the maintenance 
and support of said library. 


§ 8. The Sheriff of Cherokee County shall be paid Seventy- 
five (75c) cents per day for dieting each prisoner in the County Jail, 
and shall receive the fees provided by law for doing constables work 
for each of the two Magistrates in the City of Gaffney. The Court 
Crier, Jury Boy and Bailiffs shall be paid a per diem of three ($3.00) 
dollars for the actual number of days served. The fee for holding 
post mortem examinations shall be Five ($5.00) Dollars for each 
examination. The County Board shall employ a County Physician or 
physicians, whose duties shall be prescribed by the said Board and 
whose compensation shall be fixed by the said Board, not exceeding 
the amount herein appropriated. 


§ 9. The County Treasurer is ‘thereby authorized and directed 
to turn over to the Sinking Fund Commission of Cherokee County 
all moneys collected by him to retire bonds and to pay interest on 
same, except those bonds and interest on same maturing during the 
current year, which shall be paid by the Treasurer. 


§ 10. The actual working of the chaingang shall be under the 
direct supervision and management of the County Supervisor. It shall 
be his duty to employ and discharge the Superintendent and other 
employees connected with the chaingang: Provided, however, That 
before any employees or help is secured or any discharged, same must 
meet with the approval and sanction of the County Board of Town- 
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ship Commissioners. When differences arise between the Superin- 
tendent and Commissioners a majority vote of the Commissioners 
shall control: Provided, That the rural mail carrier shall notify the 
County Road Supervisor or the Township Commissioner when a 
bad place occurs in any mail road, and the said Supervisor or Town- 
ship Commissioner shall send some one to fix same. 


§ 11. That the Supervisor is hereby forbidden from incurring 
any indebtedness against the County in excess of Fifty ($50.00) Dol- 
lars without having first the approval of the Board of County Com- 
missioners on the records in the Supervisor’s office, and any such 
claim or indebtedness so incurred shall not be binding on the part 
of the County, except in the case of feed for stock and rations for 
convicts. That when the County Commissioners deem it necessary 
they can advertise for bids on supplies purchased for the County, 
and award the order to the lowest bidders, this being left at their 
discretion. ; 


§ 12. Should any Section of this Act be declared unconstitu- 
tional the remaining Sections shall remain and be of full force and 
effect. 


§ 13. In anticipation of the collection of taxes the County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized to borrow a sum not ex- 
ceeding Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of con- 
tributing to new school buildings and to pay for the attendance of 
students attending the High Schools in Gaffney and Blacksburg, 
same to be repaid when taxes are collected. 


§ 14. Any violation of any of the provisions of this Act shall 
be, and the same is hereby declared to be criminal offense and punish- 
able, upon conviction, in the discretion of the Court, and after con- 
viction shall subject the offending party to suspension and discharge 
from office. 


§ 15. It shall be the duty of the Supervisor and the County 
Commissioners to keep the cross county roads in good condition, and 
they are hereby required to do this. In order that this may be more . 
effectively done, the Supervisor is hereby authorized and required to 
use a section of the County chaingang for so much time as may be 
necessary to go over the said roads from time to time to place the 
said roads and bridges thereon in good condition. The. Supervisor 
and County Commissioners are specifically required to carry out the

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R. F. D. Routes in Cherokee County. In case a bridge is needed on 
any of the said cross country roads, and particularly any portion of 
same used as mail routes, the said Supervisor and County Commis- 
sioners are hereby required to erect such bridge there as the cir- 
cumstances and conditions in their judgment require.

three (3) mills: Provided, That the Auditor and the Treasurer of 
Cherokee County shall make such increase or decrease as called for 
in this Section as may be directed by a majority of the Cherokee 
County Delegation. 


_ § 18. The Treasurer of Cherokee County is.hereby authorized 
and directed to pay over to the Probate Judge of Cherokee County 
the sum of Twenty-five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars per annum, 
said sum to be expended by order of County Health Physician for the 
hospitalization of the indigent sick in Cherokee County and also for 
the poverty-stricken person or persons who are in absolutely desti- 
tute circumstances, and who have resided in the County for the past 
six months. . 


' § 19. The Treasurer of Cherokee County is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars to 
the local Pension Board, to be equally distributed among the remain- 
ing.

poses. 


Section 1. Cherokee County Auditor. to Levy Additional 
Taxes for all School Purposes—Authority.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Auditor of Clierokee County is hereby authorized, upon 
written instructions signed by the County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of Cherokee County, and the State Senator and two members 
of the House of Representatives from Cherokee County, or a ma- 
jority of them, to levy such additional tax upon all the taxable prop- 
erty in the several School Districts as may be necessary to provide 
funds for all current expenses connected with the operation and 
maintenance of the schools in such School Districts during the year 
1930, and also to provide funds sufficient to pay all claims against any 
one or more of such School Districts that have accrued prior to the 
year 1930. 
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§ 2. School Trustees to Borrow to pay all debts prior 
to 1930—-Security for Loans.—That the Board of Trustees, or 
a majority of them of the several School Districts of Cherokee 
County, are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow, in anticipa- 
tion of the collection of all taxes levied in the several School Districts 
for the support of the public schools, such amounts as may be neces- 
sary to pay all past due claims against such School Districts arising 
prior to the year 1930, and to provide funds for the payment in cash 
of all claims arising during the year 1930, for the support and main- 
tenance of the schools in the said School Districts, including all ex- 
penses, as well as salaries of teachers, cost of transportation of pupils, 
and any other claims arising out of any lawful object, and to pledge 
as security for such loans all taxes that are levied hereunder for 
school purposes in said School District, embracing all regular as well 
as special taxes levied for general school purposes, and for the pay- 
ment of interest and principal on any bonds that may have been is- 
sued by such School Districts. 


§ 3. Notes.—That all notes, or other evidences of indebted- 
ness authorized by this Act shall be first approved by the County 
Attorney, and shall bear a rate of interest not to exceed eight (8%) 
per centum per annum. 


§ 4. Collection of Taxes.—That the taxes so assessed and 
levied shall be collected by the Treasurer as other taxes, and the 
amount placed to the credits of the several School Districts, as now 
provided by law. 


§ 5. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

a Tax to Pay the Same. 


Section 1. Cherokee County to Issue Bonds—Purpose. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That the County Commissioners of Cherokee County, be, 
and they are hereby authorized and empowered to issue and sell 
coupon bonds of said Cherokee County in the Sum of Fifty Thou- 
sand ($50,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used for 
the purpose of paying past indebtedness of said County, which said 
indebtedness has been incurred for the purpose mentioned in Sec- 
tion Six, Article Ten, of the Constitution of South Carolina, prior 
to the passage of this Act. 


§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall be issued by the County Com- 
missioners at such time and in such manner as they may deem ad- 
visable, shall beat interest not exceeding six (6%) per centum per 
annum, payable semi-annually, in denominations of One Thousand — 
($1,000.00) Dollars each, and shall have such forms as the County 
Commissioners shall determine. 


§ 3. Execution.—The bonds hereinabove authorized to be 
issued shall be signed by the County Supervisor of said County and 
countersigned by the Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners 
and the corporate seal of said County attached thereto: Provided, 
That the facsimile or lithographed signature of said officials on the 
coupons attached to said bonds shall be sufficient signing thereof. 


§ 4. Maturities—Sale.—The bonds authorized to be issued

AN ACT to Exempt Certain Citizens of Limestone, Gowdys- 
ville, Draytonville, and Cherokee Townships, in Chero- 
kee County, as Flood Sufferers From Ordinary County 
Taxes for the Year 1929. 


Section 1. Certain Flood Sufferers of Limestone, Gow- 
dysville, Draytonville, and Cherokee Townships Exempted 
from County Taxes, Cherokee County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Treasurer of Cherokee County is hereby authorized and empowered 
to remit and refund to the taxpayers of Limestone, Gowdysville, 
Draytonville, and Cherokee Townships, in Cherokee County, ali 
ordinary county taxes for the year 1929, where said persons have 
suffered fifty (50%) per cent or more loss or crop damages from 
the destructive flood and high waters of the summer of 1929: Pro- 
vided, ‘That no exemption from taxation shall be granted to any 
person within said townships who shall make as much as fifty 
(50%) per cent of the crop made by such person during in the year 
1927, or that was made on the same land in 1927: Provided, further, 
No taxes shall be refunded other than the taxes on the identical land 
where the loss from flood and high waters occurred. 


§ 2. Affidavits Necessary—Before Whom Attested—~ 
No Refund of State Taxes.—Every person claiming exemption 
from said taxes shall present to the County Treasurer an affidavit 
in which is set forth the damages incurred as mentioned and de- 
scribed in Section 1, which affidavit shall be duly attested by C. W.

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Hames, S. C. Stribling, and C. A. S. Campbell, and upon presenta- 
tion of such affidavits duly attested, the County Treasurer is di- 
rected to remit all county taxes: Provided, That this exemption 
shall not include any State taxes.

Section 1. Cherokee County to Issue Bonds—Purpose. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Commissioners of Cherokee County, be, 
and they are hereby authorized and empowered to issue and sell 
coupon bonds of said Cherokee County in the sum of Seventy-five 
Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used 
for the purpose of paying past indebtedness of said County, which 
said indebtedness has been incurred for the purpose mentioned in 
Section Six, Article Ten, of the Constitution of South Carolina, 
prior to the passage of this Act.

§ 2. That the following taxes are levied upon the taxable pro- 
erty of Chester County for the year 1930 for the following purposes,

Improvement Bonds three and one-fourth (314) mills.

§ 4. The levy hereinabove named for the purpose of meeting 
the obligations of the County for certain specific purposes shall be 
devoted only to the specific purposes for which levy is made, and in 
case the levies hereinabove provided shall result in the raising of 
more funds than may be necessary for the specific purposes indi- 
cated, then any stich surplus shall be actually determined by the 
County Treasurer, and applied by the County Board of Directors 
as a payment upon the present outstanding general indebtedness, if 
any, of the County. In case the assessed value of the property in 
said County amounts to more, after the action of the Board of As- 
sessors, the Board of Equalization, the Tax Commission and the 
Board of Review, or such authorities as may be charged by law with 
the duties of assessing and equalizing the value of property, than is 
sufficient to raise the amount appropriated under the levy herein 
made, including any revenue derived from any source, or if it be 
that the amount appropriated for any purpose is or will not be ac- 
tually required, then the County Auditor, by and with the consent 
of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, may reduce the levy to 
such rate as he finds it necessary to raise the taxes no more than the 
amount of the appropriation herein made, or more than the amount 
actually required: Provided, That in the event it should be found 
that the amount appropriated for any specific purpose is more than 
is necessary, the County Board of Directors shall have the right, 
upon the approval of the majority of the Legislative Delegation to 
apply such surplus to other necessary county purposes: And, Pro- 
vided, further, That the County Board of Directors shall have the 
right to exceed the appropriation herein made for the specific pur- 
poses, but no further than is authorized in writing, by a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation; and in no case to an amount in excess 
of the contingent fund herein provided. 


§ 5. All County Officers shall furnish the office of the County 
Board of Directors a written requisition for all supplies needed. 
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§ 6. The County Superintendent of Education of the County 
is hereby required, on or before October 1st each year, to submit to 
the Chairman of each Board of Trustees.of each school district in 
the County a budget sheet showing the credits and debits of each dis- 
trict at the close of the school year, June 30th, and also an approxi- 
mate budget of credits and debits for the ensuing school year. This 
budget sheet shall be considered, approved and signed by the County 
Board of Education before being submitted to the various chairmen 
of the Board of Trustees. Proper blanks for issuing these budgets 
shall be furnished the County Superintendent of Education by the 
County Board of Directors. 


§ 7. That it shall be the duty of the Janitor of the Court 
House, in addition to his present duties, to keep the Court Room and 
the Jury Room in good sanitary condition ; that he shall before each 
term of Court, and before each public meeting to be held in the 
Court House, prepare the Court Room for each term of Court and 
all such meetings, and clean it after each term of Court and public 
meeting. That no Court Bailiff shall be allowed any compensation 
for such work: Provided, Court attaches and bailiffs must keep the 
Court Room in proper sanitary condition during the terms of Court. 


§ 8. That compensation shall be allowed for not exceeding the 
following number of attaches or bailiffs for each term of the Court 
of Chester County: One child for drawing jury; One Court Crier, 
and two additional bailiffs, if so many be necessary: Provided, That 
pay for as many as two additional bailiffs may be allowed for the 
Criminal Terms of Court, if appointment of such additional number 
is requested by the Solicitor.

Whereas, The records in the office of the Clerk of Court and 
Register of Mesne Conveyance of Chester County of deeds, mort- 
gages of real estate, judgments and decrees and suits by the Com- 
missioner in Equity and records of vital statistics are very valu- 
able; and, 


Whereas, It is most important to preserve and protect all of these 
records from the early history of the County, and also to provide 
for an adequate system for the preservation thereof; and, 


Whereas, Ample room is now provided in the commodious office 
building in the Court House; 
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Section 1. New Indexes Deeds, Mortgages, etc. Ches- 
ter County—Commission Created—Duties.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That W. 
Holmes Harden, A. L. Gaston and J. C. Cornwell be, and they are 
hereby appointed a Commission with power and authority to have 
new indexes prepared of deeds and mortgages of real estate and 
judgments which are unpaid on the “Family Name Index System,” — 
in addition to the present indexes of deeds and mortgages in the 
office of the Clerk of Court and Register of Mesne Conveyance for 
Chester County, beginning with the year 1867 as to deeds, and be- 
ginning with the year 1900 as to mortgages of real estate and judg- 
ments which are still unsatisfied of record; and also to have pre- 
pared suitable indexees in permanently bound volumes of the rec- 
ords of vital statistics of births and deaths in said County, together 
with bound volumes of such records themselves, all such new in- 
dexes to be prepared in books of convenient size and shape, Family 
Name Index System, with direct and cross indexes, as may be nec- 
essary for the said purpose, with full power and authority to pur- 
chase such books and other articles as may be needed for such pur- 


pose. 


_§ 2. Appropriation—Contractor, How Determined.— 
That the sum of not exceeding Fifteen Hundred Dollars be and 
hereby is appropriated and set apart out of the County funds for 
‘Chester County not otherwise appropriated to defray the expenses 
of the work hereinabove provided for, and that the said Commission 
are hereby authorized and required, as soon as practicable, to let out 
to some responsible person or persons or corporation a contract or 
contracts for completing said indexes under their supervision: Pro- 
vided, That nothing herein contained shall be construed to require 
said Commission to let such contracts or any of them to the lowest 
bidder therefor, but such Commission shall consider the qualifica- 
tions and fitness of the applicant or applicants for such work, as 
well as the price for which he or they shall offer to perform same. 
That the said Commission shall have authority to pay the said con- 
tractor or contractors in such proportion of his or their contract 
or contracts as the said Commission may deem advisable as the work 
progresses, not in excess of two-thirds of the value of the work 
done at the time of any payment; the payment in full to be made 
only after the work is satisfactorily completed. 
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§ 3. Contractor’s Bond.—That the said Commission shall 
require said contractor or contractors to give bond for the full and 
faithful performance of said contract or contracts in an amount not 
less than Twenty-five Hundred Dollars, with good and sufficient 
sureties thereon. 


§ 4. Final Payment and Report.—That upon the certifi- 
cate of all three of the said Commissioners, the County Chairman 
of Board of County Directors shall draw his check or checks upon 
the County Treasurer for the said County for the amount thus cer- 
tified to in payment of the said work as the same progresses.

§ 2. The Auditor of Chesterfield County is directed, empow- 
ered and authorized to levy a tax of seven (7) mills, or as many mills 
as may be necessary, for school purposes to be applied as follows: 


(1) Tuition as provided in the 6-0-1 law. 


(2) To guarantee teachers’ salaries sufficient to run all the schools 
for one month, in addition to the six (6) months, provided for by the 
State. 


(3) Building Aid and General Board purposes. 


(4) To guarantee teachers’ salaries for 8th and 9th month in such 
schools as levy a twelve (12) mill tax. 


§ 3. That the various cotton weighers in Chesterfield County 
shall receive twelve (12) cents per bale for each bale of cotton weighed 
by them, one-half to be paid by the seller, and the other half to be 
paid by the buyer. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners are hereby required to keep 
a separate account covering the various items of the Supply Bill, and 
not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein provided 
for each item.

The said officers are to obtain said loans and renewals of 
notes at as lowa rate of interest as possible, and if the County Attorney 
and a majority of the Delegation deems it advisable, they may adver- 
tise for bids on such loans: Provided, That no money shall be bor- 
rowed-or notes renewed until the entire Delegation shall have been 
consulted and written consent given by a majority of said Delegation. 
It shall be sufficient for the County Treasurer and the Chairman of 
the Board of Commissioners to sign such notes or note to borrow 
money, provided the said Chairman of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners is authorized to do so by a majority vote of County Commis- 
sioners, as shown in their minutes. 


_ § 6. In salaries or compensation where not specifically stated 
in this Act, it shall not exceed salary scheduled in effect January 1, 
1928.

§ 2. The Auditor of Chesterfield County is directed, em- 
powered, and authorized to levy a tax of seven (7) mills, or as many 
mills as may be necessary, for school purposes to be applied as follows: 


(1) Tuition as provided in the 6-0-1 Law. 


(2) To guarantee teachers’ salaries sufficient to run all the schools 
for one (1) month, in addition to the six (6) months, provided for by 
the State. 

(3) Building Aid and General Board purposes. 


(4) To guarantee teachers’ salaries for eighth and ninth month 
in such schools as levy a twelve (12) mill tax. 


§ 3. That the various cotton weighers in Chesterfield County 
shall receive twelve (12) cents per bale for each bale of cotton weighed 
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by them, one-half to be paid by the seller and the other half to be paid 
by the buyer. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners are hereby required to keep 
a separate account covering the various items of the Supply Bill, and 
not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein provided 
for each item. The Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners 
shall make quarterly statements of expenditures and balances of the 
different items, both to said Board and to each member of the Legis- 
lative Delegation, from Chesterfield County. 


§ 5. For the purpose of meeting current expenses and taking 
care of past indebtedness, the County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer are hereby authorized and empowered to renew notes or to 
borrow money and to secure the payment of said loans, and to pledge 
the ordinary County levy of 1930, or any uncollected taxes, as security 
for each such loan, or loans. The said officers are to obtain said loans 
and renewals of notes at as low a rate of interest as possible, and if the 
County Attorney and a majority of the Delegation deem it advisable, 
they may advertise for bids on such loans: Provided, That no money 
shall be borrowed or notes renewed until the entire Delegation shall 
have been consulted and written consent given by a majority of said 
Delegation. It shall be sufficient for the County Treasurer and the 
Chairman of the Board of Commissioners to sign such notes, or note, 
to borrow money, provided the said Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners is authorized to do so by a majority vote of County 
Commissioners, as shown in their minutes. 


§ 6. In salaries, or compensation, where not specifically stated 
in this Act, it shall not exceed salary scheduled in effect January 1, 
1928. The salaries for the road work shall in no case exceed the 
schedule of salaries paid by the State Highway Department for similar 
work, and all roads built or reconstructed by the County shall be stand- 
ard width, which is thirty (30) feet in cuts and twenty-six (26) feet 
in fills. 


§ 7. That the County Board of Commissioners are hereby re- 
quired and directed to consolidate the two gangs immediately and to 
keep same together as one gang during the year 1930. They shall cut 
the number of mules to twenty-three (23), and dispose of others as 
soon as the same may be done to the best advantage of the County. 


§ 8. That all funds in the hands or coming into the hands cf 
County officers belonging to Chesterfield County shall be deposited 
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in such banks, or responsible banking institutions, as will pay not 
less than three (3) per cent interest on average monthly balances 
and will give security to identify the County against any loss on account 
of such deposits. The face value of such securities shall approximately 
equal the deposits in any such bank shall consist of bonds or other 
marketable security, the same to be approved in form and sufficiency 
by the County Attorney. In the event that any County officer having 
funds of Chesterfield County to be deposited in banks shall be unable 
to secure indemnity and other terms of deposit from a bank, as above 
required, such funds shall be deposited in such manner and in such 
banks as shall be authorized in writing by the County Attorney: 
Provided, That the County Treasurer is authorized to keep not in 
excess of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars on deposit in any banks 
for checking purposes, without interest, in Chesterfield County, with- 
out the requirements of security as hereinafter provided: Provided, 
further, That no charge shall be made for cashing County vouchers, 
warrants, or checks by such banks. 


§ 9. The County Commissioners shall direct the Supervisor of 
Roads to divide the County into three (3) divisions, and keep at least 
one maintenance crew on each division as much as is practical, and 
the said Supervisor of Roads shall require daily reports of the foreman 
of said maintenance crews of the work done by the crews respectively. 


§ 10. The Probate Judge, County Treasurer, Clerk of Court 
and the various Magistrates are required to file quarterly statements 
with the County Board of Commissioners, which said statements shall 
show the amount of fees collected by them. In addition, the Treasurer’s 
report shall show the amount of the indebtedness of the County exist- 
ing at the date thereof, the amount of cash on hand, the amount of 
cash deposit in banks, the name of banks in which deposited, and a 
list of security filed with him to indemnify the County against loss by 
reason of such deposit: Provided, That no County warrant for salary 
shall be issued to the said Probate Judge, Clerk of Court, and Magis- 
trates until said statements are filed as herein directed, and the pro- 
visions of this Section shall apply to the County peace officers. 


§ 11. The County Treasurer and County Superintendent of 
Education are hereby required to keep the funds of all school districts 
in a separate account and the Superintendent of Education shall notify 
each Board of Trustees in the respective school districts the amount 
available for each school district for each school year before any teach- 
er shall be employed by the trustees. In order that there shall not 
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be any deficit in the running expenses in any school, the County Audi- 
tor on the written requests of the County Board of Education and 
County Treasurer, shall levy a sufficient millage to care for such ex- 
penses. 


§ 12. The County Commissioners and the Clerk thereof are 
hereby expressly forbidden to contract for work, or to furnish any 
material, or supplies, to Chesterfield County. That no County war- 
rant shall be issued by the Board of Commissioners until the claim 
which is the basis of said warrant shall have been endorsed in writing 
by the County Attorney as a valid and legal obligation of Chesterfield 
County, provided the County Board of Commissioners shall have first 
made a written request to the County Attorney asking that any claim 
filed against the County be approved by him as to its legality. 


§ 13. That the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars 
be, and the same is hereby set apart to be used exclusively for the con- 
struction or improvement, or both, of Cross County Roads to be used 
during the months of July and August, under the direction of the 
County Board of Commissioners, and the Road Supervisor in those 
communities will furnish work or material on a fifty-fifty basis. 


§ 14. In all warrants charging violation of the check law, where 
same is settled before trial, the Magistrates shall be entitled to receive 
as compensation the fee of One ($1.00) Dollar, to be collected from the 
person accused of such violation. 


§ 15. The Board of County Commissioners, or the trustees of 
any school district in Chesterfield County, is hereby authorized, em- 
powered, and directed to bid on any property offered for sale by the 
receivers in charge ot any closed bank in Chesterfield County, in which 
it may have any claim in its assets, where it shall appear to be for the 
best interest of said County to purchase any of said property, and the 
dividends to which the County may be entitled at the time of purchase 
may be used as payments in whole or in part thereon, and if only in 
part, then the Board of County Commissioners, and County Treasurer 
of Chesterfield County are hereby authorized, directed and empowered 
to issue the note of the County for such deficiency to mature within 
the calendar year, which note, or notes, so given shall be and become 
the incontestable obligation of the County to the full payment of which 
the full faith and credit of the County, its general and unlimited taxing 
power may be pledged : Provided, however, That no purchase shall be 
confirmed or closed, and no note shall be given without the approval 
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in writing of a majority of the County Delegation and the County 
Attorney. 


§ 15-A. That all executions against property for delinquent 
taxes for the year 1929 in Chesterfield County shall be stayed until 
September 15, 1930, and the County Treasurer shall not execute any 
tax executions for said taxes, assessments or penalties against the 
property of any defaulting taxpayer until on or after September 15, 
1930. 


§ 15-B. That there is hereby appropriated from the Road and 
Bridge Fund of the County $5,000.00, if so much be necessary, to be 
used to replace or construct a bridge at McManus Ford over Lynches 
River: Provided, Lancaster County agrees to furnish a like amount 

- ona fifty-fifty basis both for the construction of the Bridge and ap- 
proaches on each side of the River. The said bridge and approaches 
shall be designed, located and constructed by the County Boards of 
Commissioners of the two respective Counties: Provided, No money 
shall be borrowed by Chesterfield County for its part of the project. 


§ 16. It shall be the duty of the County Attorney, upon the 
request or the approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, 
or the Board of Commissioners, either or both, to institute suit in 
the courts of this State in the name of the County for the recovery 
from any person, firm, or corporation when in the opinion of the 
County Attorney, the County has sustained a loss from any cause 
whatsoever. 


§ 17. That the Board of County Commissioners be required 
to make a contract with some practicing physician to furnish medicine 
and professional services for the inmates of the County Home for the 
fiscal year 1930. 


§ 17-A. The funds heretofore accumulated and now in the 
hands of the Treasurer to be used for building a County Home is 
hereby declared an emergency, or reserve contingent fund which fund 
may be borrowed in whole, or in part, to be used in any emergency or 
condition that may arise: Provided, It may be so borrowed and used 
by a majority agreement of the County Comrhissioners and a majority 
agreement of the Legislative Delegation, and on the approval of the 
County Attorney. 


§ 17-B. The County Commissioners of Chesterfield County 
are authorized by majority agreement to bid on or contract to grade a 
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part, or any project, of any road that may be let by contract in Chester- 
field County by the State Highway Department when it shall appear 
to be to the best interest of the County: Provided, That before any. bid 
is submitted it shall be first authorized by the written consent of the 
entire Legislative Delegation and the County Attorney, and before any 
contract is made under the provisions of this Section it shall be ap- 
proved in like manner. 


§ 18. That an Act known as “An Act to Provide for the Levy 
of Taxes for Ordinary County Purposes for the County of Chester- 
field for the Fiscal Year, beginning January 1, 1930, and for the 
Expenditure Thereof,” heretofore passed by the Legislature is hereby 
repealed and of no effect or force, and all other Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize the Sale of Serial Notes by the Town 
of Cheraw for the Purpose of Funding Certain Obli- 
gations of Said Town Incident to the Erection of Fire 
Station, City Jail and Improvements at City Water 
Works Plant, and to Provide for the Payment of Said 
Notes. 


Section 1. Town Council of Cheraw to Issue Notes— 
Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Town Council of Cheraw is hereby authorized 
to issue and sell notes of the said Town to the amount of Fifteen 
Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of paying past in- 
debtedness incurred in the erection of Fire Station, City Jail, and 
making certain improvements at Water Works Plant, said obliga- 
tions now being carried in short term notes, all of which indebted- 
ness is hereby validated. 


§ 2. Notes—Interest—Maturity—Sale.—The denomina- 
tions of said notes shall be such as may be determined by the Town 
Council, and shall bear interest from date at a rate not exceeding six 
(6%) per cent per annum, payable annually, and shall mature 
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Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars each year for a period of five 
(5) years until all of said notes are paid. Interest and annual retire- 
ment to be paid at such time and place as is written in face of said 
notes, which are to be signed by the Mayor and Town Clerk, by au- 
thority of the Town Council, and who shall affix the seal of the 
Town of Cheraw to each of the said notes. The sale of said notes to 
be valid, notwithstanding the changes in officers before or after the 
sale of said notes until the full obligation as set forth in this Act is 
discharged, subject to the provisions of Act No. 157, General Statu- 
tes of 1927. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Repeal Act No. 852, Acts of 1928—Chester- 
field County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That an Act entitled, “An Act to License the 
Operation of Motor Vehicles in Chesterfield County, to Fix the License 
Fees therefor, and to Provide for the Expenditure of such Fees for 
Public and State Highway Improvement,” appearing as Act No. 852, 
of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, 1928, be, and 
the same is hereby repealed. 


§ 2. Disbursement of Licenses Collected.—That the 
County Board of Commissioners for Chesterfield County shall ap- 
prove all claims filed with it by those who purchased County license 
tags for the year 1929, as shown by the records in its office, and the 
County Treasurer shall pay same out of the ordinary County Funds.

AN ACT to Determine the Wishes of the Democratic Voters 
of Chesterfield County in Reference to the Building of 
a Hospital Therein, and Authorizing the Expenditure 
of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars to Aid in Said 
Project. 


Section 1. Submission to Voters of Chesterfield 
County Whether the County Contribute for the Erection of 
Hospital.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That at the primary election to be held in August of 
1930, there shall be submitted to the democratic voters of Chesterfield 
County the question of contributing to the erection of a Hospital in 
the County for the treatment and care of the poor and needy people 
of the County by the County of Chesterfield, of a sum of money not 
exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars. The question shall 
be submitted on a ballot, substantially in form, as follows: 

“In favor of contributing over a period of five (5) years, the sum 
of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, annually, by Chesterfield 
County, for the purpose of aiding in erecting and equipping a Hos- 
pital for the treatment and care of needy people of the County, Yes— 
No.” Those voting in favor of the said contribution shall deposit a 
ballot with the word “no” erased thereon ; those voting against the said 
contribution shall deposit a ballot with the word “yes” erased thereon. 


§ 2. Duty of County Chairman.—It is made the duty of the 
County Chairman of Chesterfield County to notify the Legislative 
Delegation elected to the General Assembly from the said County in 
the general election of 1930, of the result of the said vote. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
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§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That all new manufacturing establishments here- 
after constructed and equipped at a cost of not less than Twenty-five 
Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars in Chesterfield County, whether 
same be owned by a person, firm or corporation, shall be exempt 
from all County taxes, except for school purposes, for five (5) years 
from the time of their establishment; and all additions to existing 
Manufacturing establishments in Chesterfield County made at a 
- cost of not less than Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, 
shall to the extent of the taxable value of such additions, have a like 
exemption.

of said loan or loans to pledge the taxes to be collected for such 
school district for said years: Provided, That the proceeds arising 
from the authority herein given shall be used solely for the pay- 
ment of ordinary school expenses in keeping schools open in the 
respective school districts in said County until said schools can 
realize from the collection of taxes. 


§ 3. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceeding 
the total authorization shall be null and void unless authorized in 
writing by a majority of the Clarendon Delegation in the General 
Assembly. No County officer charged with disbursing the funds 
herein provided shall expend or contract to spend under any general 
item any sum greater that the amount for each general item being 
appropriated without the consent of a majority of the members of 
the County Delegation to the General Assembly. Any violation of 
this provision is hereby declared a malfeasance in office and such 
officer shall be subject to removal by the Governor upon recom- 
mendation by a majority of the Delegation. He shall be liable on 
his official bond for all sums expended or contracted to be spent in 
excess of the appropriation without’ first getting the consent of a 
majority of the Delegation as hereinbefore provided. 


§ 4, All purchases of property or supplies of any nature ordi- 
narily purchased within the County, for the use of the County of 
the value of $50.00 or more, shall be made only after ten days’ notice 
inviting bids, said notice being posted on the bulletin board in front 
of the Court House door, and all bids received pursuant to such 
notice shall be considered and acted upon by the full Board of Coun- 
ty Commissioners in open meeting. 
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§ 5. The above appropriation for the County audit shall be 
paid out only upon the order of a majority of the Delegation to 
the General Assembly. 


§ 6. It shall be unlawful for County Supervisor, or County 
Board of Commissioners to purchase or agree to purchase any iron 
piping, culverts, iron or other bridge material except lumber, which 
shall be purchased from mills operated in said County, unless the 
order or contract of purchase be first submitted to the Legislative 
Delegation of said County, and the written approval of a majority 
of said Delegation be first obtained. Any violation or attempted 
violation of the provisions of this Section shall be a misdemeanor 
and punishable by a fine or imprisonment or both. 


§ 7. The County Treasurer is hereby charged with the ad- 
ditional duty of keeping a record of all disbursements in accord- 
ance with the classifications and items of the appropriations herein 
made; and the County Supervisor shall enter upon each check or 
warrant drawn by him the name of the fund or appropriation against 
which it is drawn and by such entry the Treasurer shall charge the 
expenditure upon her records. For the remainder of the year, 1930, 
(after the approval of this Act) expenditures shall be permitted of 
the above appropriation only of such amounts thereof as are in the 
proportion of the total appropriation that the remainder of the year 
is to the whole year, that is to say, beginning as of the effective 
date hereof the portion of the various appropriations thereafter 
expended shall be of the same fraction as is the remaining portion 
of the year of the whole year, except specific, lump sum appropria- 


. tions, which shall be paid in full. 


§ 8. The County Treasurer shall set up and keep sufficient 
books and records, in addition to such now kept or required by law, 
to fully comply with the foregoing Section; and she shall refuse 
payment of any check or warrant drawn in excess of the appropria- 
tion against which it is drawn; and not later than the tenth day of 
each calendar month hereafter she shall prepare a statement of the 
total amounts paid out upon the various appropriation items, ex- 
cept salaries and other fixed lump sum appropriations, copies of 
which statement she shall deliver or mail to the Supervisor, each 
member of the County Board of Commissioners and to each member 
of the County Legislative Delegation. 
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§ 9. In the event that any appropriation item is exhausted be- 
fore the end of the year and, in the opinion of the County Board, 
additional funds are necessary for such purpose, the necessity and 
the grounds therefor may be presented to the County Legislative 
Delegation and majority of the members thereof may authorize ad- 
ditional expenditures, and the written direction of such majority 
will authorize the County Treasurer to pay such excess amounts out 
of any available funds in her hands. 


§ 10. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Dissolve the Clarendon and Orangeburg Bridge 
District, to Provide for the Disposition and Liquidation 
of its Remaining Assets, Discharge the Members of 
its Board of Commissioners and Provide for the Pay- 
ment by the State Highway Department of the Prin- 
cipal and Interest of its Outstanding Bonds and to Re- 
quire the Payment to the Said Department of Certain 
Sums of Money by Clarendon and Orangeburg Coun- 
ties, 


Whereas, Clarendon and Orangeburg Bridge District was created 
by Act Number 876 of the General Assembly of 1924 and issued 
bonds in the sum authorized by said Act, One Hundred Eighty © 
Thousand ($180,000.00) Dollars, to be used for the purpose of aiding 
the State Highway Department in the construction of a bridge over 
the Santee River on State Highway Routes 4 and 30, the said sum to 
be repaid to the said District by the Department in accordance with a 
reimbursement agreement, the interest to be paid by the District by 
equal contributions from the Counties of Clarendon and Orangeburg ; 
and 


Whereas, the ‘District has paid to the Department the sum of 
$157,070.32, thus leaving the sum of $22,929.68 unpaid ; and the De- 
partment has now assumed payment of the interest upon said bonds 
under the terms of Act Number 102 of the General Assembly of 
1929, and, 
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Whereas, there is now in the hands of the State Treasurer the sum 
of $8,145.07 to the credit of said District which is made up of over 
payments by Clarendon County of the interest owing by it and, 
therefore, the property of said County ; 


Section 1. Board of Commissioners of Clarendon and 
Orangeburg District to Pay Out Funds, etc.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Board of Commissioners of Clarendon and Orangeburg District shall 
forthwith pay to the Treasurers of Clarendon and Orangeburg Coun- 
ties, respectively, one-half to each, all of the remaining funds in its 
hands, after payment of all lawful expenses; and the remaining un- 
liquidated assets shall be conveyed, assigned and delivered by said 
Board to the Treasurers of Clarendon and Orangeburg Counties and 
their successors in office and by them liquidated as promptly as pos- 
sible and divided equally between said counties and paid into the re- 
spective ordinary funds; and for the purpose of such liquidation the 
said Treasurers and their successors are hereby authorized to do any 
act and bring any actions at law or equity in their discretion neces- 
sary. : 


§ 2. Board of Commissioners Dissolved—Records.— 
That upon the disposition by the Board of Commissioners of said 
Bridge District of its assets as directed in Section 1 hereof, the mem- 
bers thereof shall be, and hereby are, discharged of their duties and 
trusts and their bonds cancelled and the said Bridge District dissolved ; 
and all its records and vouchers shall be deposited with the Treasurer 
of Orangeburg County and by him and his successors carefully and 
permanently preserved. 


§ 3. State Treasurer to Pay Clarendon County Treas- 
urer Certain Funds.—That the Treasurer of the State of South 
Carolina shall forthwith pay to the Treasurer of Clarendon County 
the sum of $8,145.07 now in his hands to the credit of Clarendon 
and Orangeburg Bridge District, which sums shall be held by said 
County Treasurer in a separate fund and used to make the payment 
hereinafter directed to be made to the State Highway Department. 


§ 4. Clarendon and Orangeburg Counties to Pay State 
Highway Department.—That on or before June 1, 1930, the 
Counties of Clarendon and Orangeburg shall each respectively pay 
to the State Highway Department the sum of $11,464.84, being one- 
half of the balance not heretofore paid to said Department by said 
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District in accordance with the reimbursement agreement and includ- 
ing the interest accrued thereupon at the rate borne by the bonds; 
and the said County Treasurers may make said payments from any 
funds in their hands, respectively. 


§ 5. State Highway Department Liable for Payment 
of Bonds.—That upon such payments having been made by the 
respective counties to the said Department it shall be fully liable and 
responsible for the payment of the bonds of said District above re- 
cited, as they mature, together with the interest thereupon, and shall 
issue in duplicate its usual Certificate of Reimbursement and deliver 
one copy each to the said County Treasurers who shall preserve the 
same. 


§ 6. Duration of Tax Levies for Payment of Interest 
in Said Counties.—That the property tax levies now in force in 
the said counties for the purpose of paying the interest upon the 
District bonds shall remain in effect for the year 1930 and the 
amounts collected therefrom and from the levies for prior years, 
not heretofore remitted to the State Treasurer, may be used to re- 
pay the sums directed to be paid to the State Highway Department in 
Section 4 of this Act, any balances to be placed in the general funds 
of the respective counties in which collected; but such levies in the 
counties shall not be made in the year 1931 or thereafter. 


§ 7. Unconstitutionality of One Section of This Act 
Will Not Affect Other Sections.—If any section or provision 
of this Act is held void for unconstitutionality or other reason by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, the remaining section and provisions 
hereof shall be unaffected thereby and shall be deemed and held to 
be a complete Act. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the terms of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 9. This Act to take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Fix the Number of Trustees in Midway School 
District No. 14, of Clarendon County, and to Provide 
for the Election of Said Trustees. 


Section 1. Elections to be Held in Midway School Dis- 
trict No. 14, Clarendon County, for School Trustees.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There shall be an election on the second Tuesday in June of the years 
1930 and 1931, a trustee of Midway School District No. 14, of 
Clarendon County, to serve for the term of two and one years, re- 
spectively, and on the second Tuesday of June, 1932, and on the 
same day every two years thereafter, there shall be elected three 
trustees for said School District who shall hold office for two years, 

or until their successors shall have been elected and qualified. Notice 
af the time, place and purpose of the election shall be given by post- 
ing the same on at least three conspicuous places in said school dis- 
trict for at least two weeks prior to the date of the election, or by 
publishing said notice in a newspaper published and circulated in 
Clarendon County in at least two weekly issued prior to the date 
fixed for the election. The trustees shall be elected from the qualified 
electors of said District. The elections shall be held under the supervi- 
sion and direction of the County Board of Education ; the Board shall 
appoint the managers of election, make all necessary preparation for 
the holding of the same, receive and canvass the returns and declare 
the result thereof. Before any trustees shall be declared elected he 
must have received a majority of the votes cast at such election. 
Should for any reason the election be not held on the date named 
herein or should it become necessary to hold a subsequent election, 
or elections, until the successful candidate shall receive a majority 
vote, the County Board of Education is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to order the same, to fix the date thereof, and to give such 
notice as in its judgment will give the voters of said District reason- 
able notice of the time, place and purpose of such election, and shall 
have full power and authority to provide for the holding thereof, 
as is conferred for the holding of the election on the dates herein 
specified, and where applicable the same regulations shall govern for 
the holding and declaring of the result. At any such election only 
qualified voters residing in said District shall be allowed to vote. Un- 
less otherwise specifically provided herein the law, rules and regula- 
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tions governing the holding of general elections in this State shall 
obtain in the elections herein authorized to be held. 

Any necessary expense incurred by the County Board of Educa- 
tion in holding any of the said elections, shall be paid out of the 
school funds of said District: Provided, That in such elections the 
voter shall be allowed to vote without any requirement as to the pay- 
ment of poll or other taxes. 


§ 2. Vacancies.—lIn case of a vacancy in the Board of Trus- 
tees, the County Board of Education shall make the appointment to 
fill the unexpired term. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 2. The County Board of Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer of Colleton County are authorized and empowered to bor- 
row a sum of money necessary to pay the various items of this Act, 
but not including any moneys which may be available for such pur- 
poses before said funds are borrowed, from any source, and for that 
purpose the County Board of Commissioners, together with the 
County Treasurer, are hereby authorized and empowered to execute 
the necessary and proper obligation or obligations of Colleton County 
and pledge the taxes that may be collected for the year 1930 for the 
payment of the same; said obligation or obligations not to draw a 
rate of interest greater than six (6%) per cent. per annum; and said 
County Board of Commissioners and County Treasurer are hereby 
authorized and empowered in their discretion to borrow the said sum 
of money or any portion thereof from time to time as the need may 
arise from the Sinking Funds belonging to Colleton County; and 
in the event that the said Board of County Commissioners and 
County Treasurer should decide to borrow from the Sinking Fund 
Commission, then and in that event, the County Board of Com- 
missioners shall execute and deliver to the County Treasurer the 
note or notes of Colleton County for said funds as borrowed, which 
note or notes shall pledge the taxes to be collected during the year 
1930 for the purpose of guaranteeing the repayment of said funds to 
the said Sinking Funds. In the event that the County Board of Com- 
missioners and the County Treasurer should decide to borrow from 
the Sinking Funds, then and in that event the rate of interest on said 
loans shall not exceed five (5) per cent. 


§ 3. The County Board of Commissioners are authorized to 
expend any balance that may remain of the above levies to supply any 
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deficiencies in the several items of appropriation. The County Board 
of Commissioners are hereby prohibited from drawing any warrant - 
upon the County Treasurer to be paid out of any of the several 
funds, especially appropriated for any purpose other than that for 
which the same shall have been appropriated ; and it shall be unlaw- 
ful for the County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited warrant. It 
shall be unlawful for the County Board of Commissioners to create 
by contract, expressed or implied, any obligation against the County, 
which, with the obligations then existing and chargeable to any 
particular item of the appropriation, shall exceed the amount specif- 
ically appropriated therefor; Provided, That in case of emergency, 
with the written consent of the County Legislative Delegation, the 
requirement may be dispensed with. Should the County Board of 
Commissioners and County Treasurer violate the provisions of this 
Section, the official or officials so offending shall be held re- 
sponsible upon his official bond. 


§ 4. The County Board of Commissioners shall not pay more 
than Five ($5.00) Dollars for physician’s examination in lunacy pro- 
ceedings. There shall be no Magistrate’s charge in such lunacy pro- 
ceedings. The Item above of $350.00 for County Attorneys shall be in 
full for all legal services to be rendered during the year 1930 by the 
County Attorneys. In the item above for County Home, Poor House 
and Poor, the Supervisor is hereby required to publish in his quarterly 
report of expenditures, the name or names and amounts of all medi- 
cine furnished to the poor from said fund. 


§ 5. That should Colleton County be unable, because of the 
failure to promptly collect its taxes, or because of the postponement 
of the time of the payment of taxes to pay promptly when due, any 
of its outstanding promissory notes authorized by law and for which 
said taxes have been pledged in payment, then the officials of said 
County, who are authorized and empowered and required to borrow 
money, may borrow sufficient amount of money as may be necessary 
to pay said notes, bearing a rate of interest not greater than rate in 
original note, and payable at such time or times as said officials may 
estimate will be necessary for the collection of a sufficient amount of 
taxes to pay the same. That the same taxes as were pledged for the 
payment of the original notes shall be ‘pledged for the payment of the 
new notes. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to use any 
funds which may arise from the collection of taxes unpaid for past 
years which have not already been pledged to supplement tax levy 
above provided for. In the event that said funds shall not be necessary 
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to supplement funds raised by taxation as hereinabove provided, then 
the County Treasurer is hereby authorized and empowered to apply 
the said funds or any portion thereof of which may be available to 
the reduction of the past indebtedness notes of said County. 


§ 6. The County Supervisor is hereby authorized and required 
to proceed at once with the chaingang to construct the following 
County Highways in the order named: | 


1. Complete Cross Swamp Road from Cross Swamp Church via 
J. P. Ponds to Dr. Rich’s place. 

2. Complete road from Bishop Lane to St. George Highway (near 
Fox Place). 

3. Road from Cottageville road near C. E. France’s residence along 
mail route, to residence of R. S. Breland, and from Givhan’s road to 
residence of R. §. Breland and thence via M. H. Hiott’s to Hiott’s 
depot. 

4. Road from Rickenbacker’s to Rehoboth’ Church, thence to 
County road near residence of W. W. Ackerman. 

5. Road from Cottageville via Gloverville, to Coastal Highway 
near J. M. Padgett’s. 

6. Road from U. S. Highway No. 21 near Joe William’s place via 
Warren Key’s place to Williams, to Ria Branch, thence to Padgett’s 
Station, and from Ria Branch via Owen’s Ford to Sikes Savannah 
Church. 

7. Road leading from the D. S. Maxey corner via D. M. Crosby’s 
to J. B. Fralix’s. 

8. Road with spur leaving at residence of Trowell O’Quinn going 
via J. R. Mixon’s to Bachelor Hill Road near residence of Jessie 
Drew. 8 

9. Road from State Highway No. 63 near Big Cypress pond to 
County Road near Oak Grove School House. 

10. Road from H. A. Cumming’s place on Ashton-Lodge Road, to 
Highway No. 641, near residence of M. M. Key. 

11. Broxton Bridge Road from State Highway No. 64 near Cald- 
well’s place via Murdaugh and Weimer Cross Road to Broxton 
Bridge. 

12. Road from Smoaks-Mt. Carmel Road near N. M. Maxey’s to 
Smoaks-Green Pond Road near Thomas. 

13. Road from Route 30 at W. M. Ready’s to Heading Mill. 

14. Road from J. C. Nettles to Featherbed Road. 
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15. Road leading from J. M. Varnadoes via G. A. Wolling and 
‘J. M. and M. L. Taylors Farms and J. B. DuBois. Approximately 
two miles. 

16. Road leaving Rum Gulley Road near land of Fletcher’s

17. Road leading from Ashton to Mosell running parallel with 
the Hampton and Branchville Railroad.

22. Road leading from Stokes to Thayers Old Mill following A. C. 
L. Railroad track. 

23. Road leaving Mt. Carmel and Pleasant Grove Road at widow 
Langdale’s to R. W. Lott’s and follow mail route from widow Lang- 
dale’s to State Highway No. 30. 

24. Road beginning near Gatch’s Garage and following mail route 
via G. H. Hiers residence back to Bell’s Highway at Evergreen 
Church. 

25. Road leading from Dr. J. C. vonLehe’s farm on Coastal High- 
way through to Barracada Road. Approximately two miles. 
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26. Road from St. Peter’s Church on Coastal Highway via Camp- 
bell’s plantation to Pringle’s Bend to Highway. 

Road leading from State Route 64, the Cottageville Road, to the 
town limits of Walterboro, near the colored school, along the old 
Cottageville Road. 

27. Road leading from Cox’s still via the W. F. Robertson’s place 
to Hunter’s Chapel on the Mt. Carmel Road near Maxey’s. Approxi- 
mately four and one-quarter miles. 

The County Supervisor is hereby authorized and directed to con- 
centrate as many maintenance gangs as necessary to build causeway 
from Brick Yard Ferry to highland on Bear Island.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower County Treasurer of 
Colleton County to Invest any Future Accumulations 
of County Sinking Funds for Bond Issues in Bonds of 
Colleton County or Any Other Sub-division, and to In- 
vest Any Future Accumulations of Sinking Funds of 
School Districts by Purchasing in the Open Market 
Such Bonds Wherever Practicable. 


Section 1. Colleton County Treasurer Authorized to 
Use Funds of County Sinking Fund to Purchase Bonds.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Treasurer of Colleton County is hereby authorized 
and empowered, in his discretion, to invest any future accumulations 
of County Sinking Funds, whether said accumulations be by reim- 
bursement payments from the State Highway Department, tax levies, 
or otherwise, in the purchase, in the open market, of bonds of Colleton 
County to which said Sinking Funds are applicable. The said County 
Treasurer is further authorized and empowered, in his discretion, to 
invest said accumulations, if Colleton County Bonds cannot be pur- 
chased, in bonds of other political subdivisions of the State of South 
Carolina, bearing interest at the same rate as Colleton County Bonds. 


§ 2. Future Accumulations of School Districts’ Sinking 
Funds to Purchase Bonds.—The said County Treasurer of 
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Colleton County is hereby authorized and empowered to invest any 
future accumulations to Sinking Funds of School Districts for bond 
issues in Colleton County by purchasing bonds of said Districts in the 
open market wherever practicable. 


§ 3. Application of This Act.—The terms and provisions 
of this Act shall not apply to any Sinking Funds now belonging to 
Colleton County on deposit in banks carrying depository security, as 
provided by law, but shall apply to all future accumulations as above 
defined. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Town Council of 
the Town of Walterboro to Borrow Money for the Pur- 
pose of Extending and Improving its Sewerage System, 
and to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Town of Walterboro to Borrow—Colleton 
County—Purpose—Notes.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Town Council of 

the Town of Walterboro is hereby authorized and empowered to 
' borrow an amount not exceeding the sum of Four Thousand Dollars 
for the purpose of extending the sewerage system of the said Town 
and making certain changes in the sewerage disposal connected with 
the said system, and at a rate of interest not to exceed seven per 
cent. per annum. That the said Town Council shall provide for the 
repayment of the said loan in six equal, successive, annual install- 
ments from date, to be evidenced by the promissory notes of the 
Town of Walterboro, duly executed by its Mayor and Clerk, who 
are hereby further authorized to execute and deliver such renewals 
of said notes from time to time as may be necessary ; and for the re- 
payment of the said loan to pledge the credit and good faith of the 
said Town of Walterboro. 


§ 2. Payment.—That the said Town Council of the Town 
of Walterboro is hereby authorized, empowered and required to levy 
and collect such tax or taxes annually as may be necessary on all the 
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taxable property within the Town of Walterboro but not exceeding 
the annual levy of one and three-quarter mills in addition to the 
taxes now authorized or provided by law to be levied, for the pur- 
pose of paying the said note or notes and the interest thereon, or any 
renewal or renewals thereof, which power shall continue and be in 
force-until and unless the indebtedness incurred under the provisions 
of this Act shall be taken up and retired. 


§ 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Board of Trustees 
of Polk School District No. 54, Colleton County, to 
Issue and Sell School Building Bonds for the Purpose 
of Refunding a Bond Issue Previously Issued, Which 
Said Bonds Shall Not Exceed the Sum of Seventeen 
Hundred Dollars. 


Whereas, During the year 1919 Polk School District No. 54, 
after an election duly held, issued and sold schodl building bonds in 
the principal sum of Twenty-six Hundred ($2,600.00) Dollars, said 
bonds maturing on October 1, 1930; and, 


Whereas, Under the impression that said bonds were to run for 
a period of twenty years, there was levied and collected a sinking 
fund insufficient to pay said bonds within the period of ten years 
from that date; and, 


Whereas, The sinking fund with which to pay said bonds will 
amount to approximately One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars when 
said bonds mature; therefore, 


Section 1. Issue of Bonds Polk School District No. 54, 
Colleton County—Terms—Execution—Sale.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Board of Trustees of Polk School District No. 54, Colleton County, 
‘be, and they are hereby authorized and empowered to issue and sell 
coupon School Building Bonds, or serial notes, in an amount not ex- 
ceeding Seventeen Hundred ($1,700.00) Dollars, for the purpose of 
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refunding School Building Bonds issued and sold by said School 
District during the year 1919. Said bonds, or serial notes, shall be 
issued in such denominations as the Board of Trustees may direct, 
and shall draw interest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent, 
payable semi-annually, to be evidenced by coupons attached to said 
bonds. Said bonds, or serial notes, shall be sold after due advertise- 
ment to the party or parties offering the most advantageous bid as 
to premium and rate of interest. Said bonds shall mature ten years 
from the date of issue. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of said bond issue shall 
be used only for the purpose of refunding any balances remaining 
due upon the bonds sold by said School District in the year 1919. The 
County Treasurer is hereby empowered and directed to pay upon 
said bonds issued in 1919 any sinking funds in the County Treasury, 
applicable to said bonds, and the remaining amount due on the 1919 
bonds shall be paid from the proceeds of the bonds issued hereunder. 


§ 3. Payment.—The County Auditor of Colleton County is 
hereby empowered and directed to levy such tax as may be neces- 
sary upon the taxable property of said Polk School District for the 
purpose of paying the interest, and also for the purpose of creating 
a sinking fund to retire said bonds within ten years from the date of 
the same, which tax shall be collected by the County Treasurer along 
with other taxes on the taxable property in said School District. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Provide a Sufficient Tax in Colleton County to 
Pay the Salaries of the School Teachers in Colleton 
County for a Period After the Six Months Provided 
for in the 6-0-1 Law, and to Levy a Tax for the Support 
of the High Schools of Colleton County, and to Provide 
for the Disbursement of the Same. 


Section 1. Tax in Colleton County to Pay School 
Teachers and Transportation of Pupils—Limit of Tax.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That there is hereby levied a tax upon all the taxable property 
of Colleton County in a sufficient number of mills, not to exceed 
thirteen (13) mills in any one year, for the purpose of paying the 
salaries of the school teachers in the Grammar and High Schools in 
Colleton County for a period of three months, upon the schedule of 
salaries now provided by Act of the General Assembly commonly 
known as the 6-0-1 Law, and as provided in the General School Laws 
and all special Acts of the General Assembly relating to the Schools 
of Colleton County, and for transportation of pupils as now regulated. 


§ 2. County Board of Education to Prepare Budget.— 
The County Board of Education of Colleton County is hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to prepare annually, not later than 
August Ist, a budget to determine the levy sufficient to pay the teach- 
ers’ salaries in the Grammar and High Schools of Colleton County, 
for a period of three months, upon the State schedule of salaries now 
in force, and for transportation as now regulated, and the said County 
Board of Education shall report the number of mills necessary for 
said purposes to the County Auditor, who shall levy a sufficient tax 
to pay said salaries, and transportation, but said tax shall never ex- 
ceed the sum of thirteen (13) mills in any one year. 


§ 3. Levy for Per Capita Tuition Fee.—The County Au- 
ditor is hereby directed to levy, in addition to the levy required for 
the operation of the public schools of Colleton County for a period 
of three (3) months, upon all of the taxable property of Colleton 
County, a three-mill tax for the purpose of paying a per capita tuition 
fee to the various high schools of Colleton County, said tuition to 
be apportioned by the County Superintendent of Education to the 
various high schools upon the basis of enrollment, as defined by the 
General School Law governing enrollment. 
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§ 4. Reduction of Present Levy in Certain Districts.— 
That the County Board of Education is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered and directed to direct the County Auditor to reduce such special 
levies as may now exist in the various school districts of Colleton 
County, where such special levies will, in its discretion and that of 
the Board of Trustees, produce a revenue in excess of that required 
to operate said school. 


§ 5. Duties County Treasurer and County Superintend- 
ent of Education.—That the County Treasurer shall report all 
collections hereunder to the County Superintendent of Education and 
the same shall be apportioned by the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation to the various schools entitled to share in the disbursements of 
said money. That the said County Treasurer and County Superin- 
tendent of Education shall keep separate accounts of all receipts and 
disbursements arising hereunder. 


§ 6. Investigation Required by County Board of Educa- 
tion—Resolution Necessary for this Act to Operate.—Be- 
fore Section 1 of this Act is made operative and placed into effect in 
Colleton County, the County Board of Education is hereby required 
to make a careful investigation of the school matters of Colleton 
County to determine whether the provisions of this Act are for the 
best interests of the schools and people of Colleton County, and the 
Auditor of Colleton County shall not make any levy under Section 1 
hereof until the County Board of Education shall file with him a 
certified copy of a resolution of said County Board of Education, re- 
questing the levy of said taxes. In event that the County Board of 
Education should find that Section 1 of this Act is not for the best 
interests of the schools and people of Colleton County, then this Act 
shall never become operative, and all existing laws and levies for 
school purposes in Colleton County shall remain in force, without 
regard to the provisions of this Act. 


§ 7. More Powers to County Board of Education.—In 
the event that the County Board of Education should find the pro- 
visions of Section 1 of this Act to be against the best interests of the 
schools and people of Colleton County, then and in such case the 
County Board of Education is hereby authorized and empowered to 
certify to the County Auditor of Colleton County the number of mills 
necessary (not exceeding nine) to pay the teachers’ salaries in all the 
schools of Colleton County upon the State Schedule of Salaries for 
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a period of two (2) months. Upon said certificate being tiled with the 
County Auditor, the County Auditor is hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to levy, and the County Treasurer to collect, on all the 
taxable property of Colleton County a sufficient number of mills 
(not exceeding nine, 9) to pay the teachers’ salaries in Colleton 
County for a period of two (2) months on the State Schedule of 
Salaries. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon approval by 
the Governor. :

AN ACT to Amend Act No. 393 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of 1929 Entitled “An Act to Establish a Com- 
mission to be Known as the Colleton County School 
Budget Commission, to Define its Duties and Powers, 
and Regulate the Ninth Month in the Public Schools of 
Colleton County, and to Provide for Loans for Deficits 
in School District Funds of Colleton County,’”? Ap- 
proved March 16, 1929, so as to Provide for Loans for 
Deficits in School District Funds for the Year 1930. 


Section 1. Act No. 393 of Acts of 1929 Amended— 
Colleton County School Budget Commission.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sec- 
tion 5 of Act No. 393 of the Acts of the General Assembly of South 
Carolina of 1929, entitled “An Act to Establish a Commission to be 
Known as the Colleton County School Budget Commission, to Define 
its Duties and Powers, and Regulate the Ninth Month in the Public 
Schools of Colleton County and to Provide for Loans for Deficits in 
School District Funds of Colleton County,” approved March 16, 
1929, be, and the same hereby is, amended by striking out the figures 
“1929” in line 2, and also at the end of Section 5 of said Act, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the figures “1930,” so that said Section when 
so amended shall read as follows: 
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“Section 5. That should it develop from the work of said Com- 
mission in 1930 that there exists any deficits in the School Funds of 
any of the school districts of Colleton County, caused by uncollected 
taxes or otherwise, then the amounts of said deficits shall be re- 
ported to the various school districts and they shall be required to ar- 
range for the same by placing sufficient levies, or by borrowing to 
refund the same. The Boards of School Trustees of the various Dis- 
tricts in which defiicits may exist, are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to borrow such funds as may be necessary to meet said 
deficits, which said loans shall be evidenced by serial notes in equal 
amounts maturing each year for a period of not more than five 
years, an equal amount of which principal shall become due each 
year until fully paid, and the uncollected tax due for school pur- 
poses in said districts shall be pledged as security for said loans. 
All notes shall be countersigned by the County Superintendent of 
Education and a record of same kept in his office. The County Su- 
perintendent of Education shall report the notes and maturities to 
the County Auditor whose duty it’ shall be to place a levy of suffi- 
cient number of mills upon the property in said districts borrowing 
hereunder to pay the interest and principal of said notes, which said 
levy shall be collected by the County Treasurer as other taxes are 
collected. Said notes and interest shall be paid by School vouchers 
as other school expenditures. The right to borrow conferred here- 
under shall be in effect only for the year 1930.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for an Audit and Investigation of the 
Affairs of Colleton County During the Year 1930, and 
Annually Thereafter. 


Section 1. Grand Jury of Colleton County to Conduct 
Audit and Investigation of County Officers and County Af- 
fairs.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the grand jury of Colleton County be and it 
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hereby authorized, empowered and directed to conduct a thorough audit 
and investigation of the county offices and affairs of Colleton County 
over such period as said Grand Jury may determine, and for said 
purpose the said Grand Jury, through its proper committee, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to make such contracts with auditors or 
auditing concerns as in the judgment of the said Grand Jury may be 
proper. That’ said Grand Jury shall fix the compensation for all audi- 
tors and/or attorneys to be employed by it in conducting said audit. 
That said audit and investigation shall be conducted during the year 
1930, but not earlier than the date of the closing of the tax books in 
Colleton County. . 


§ 2. Payment of Expenses.—That the Grand Jury shall © 
certify to the County Auditor the cost of conducting said audit and 
investigation, and the said County Auditor is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to levy a sufficient tax during the year 1930 
on all property in Colleton County for the purpose of paying for said 
audit. That upon the approval of all bills for said investigation and 
audit by the Grand Jury, the County Treasurer is authorized to pay 
the same from any funds in the treasury unappropriated, or if there 
be no funds available then to negotiate a loan for said purpose in anti- 
cipation of the collection of taxes herein provided for said purpose. 


§ 3. Annual Audit Required.—That it is hereby made the 
duty of the Grand Jury each year in the future, beginning with the 
year 1931, to conduct an annual audit and investigation of the affairs 
and County offices of Colleton County, the same to be conducted in the 
spring of each year after the tax books are closed, and to that end the 
said Grand Jury is hereby empowered to employ such auditors and/or 
attorneys as may be necessary annually to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this Act: But, provided, however, That the cost of such 
annual audits, beginning in the year 1931, shall not exceed the sum 
of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars per annum.

§ 2. The Board of County Directors are hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow money for current expenses and road im- 
provement in anticipation of taxes to be collected, and they shall not 
pay any claim in excess of the appropriation made for such pur- 
poses unless consent thereto is given by the members of the Delega- 
tion to the General Assembly from Darlington County. 


§ 3. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to 
deduct from the Appropriation Bill all amounts which may be re- 
ceived from any other source and to adjust the mill levy to corre- 
spond. 


§ 4. The County Supervisor of roads for the salary set out 
herein shall do all the engineering work for the County without ad- 
ditional compensation therefor. 


§ 5. The Board of County Directors shall purchase all supplies 
through competitive bids by giving notice through County News- 
papers at least fifteen (15) days prior to said Purchases. 


§ 6. The Board of County Directors shall purchase all supplies 
for the several County Officers on competitive bids, the Secretary 
- of the Board being authorized to receive requests for needed sup- 
plies and get bids on the same. 


§ 7. Examinations in lunacy cases shall be made by two (2) 
Physicians, one of them shall be the County Health Physician when 
he is available. But when such examination is made by any other 
person at the expense of the County, permission must be obtained 
from the Chairman of the Board of County Directors. 


§ 8. The amount Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars hereby 
appropriated for Dental Clinic work is Contingent, upon the em- 
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ployment by State Board of Health of Dr. J. W. Gray at Darlington, 
South Carolina, to do the Dental Clinic work, subject, however, to ~ 
the supervision and control of the State Board of Health. 


§ 9. The Board of Directors shall have a certified public ac- 
countant audit the books of all County Officers once a year and shall 
publish in at least one County Newspaper a synopsis of such audit 
and a summary of the report of the accountant within sixty (60) 
days after the completion of the aforesaid audit. 


§ 10. There shall be an accurate record kept of all vital statis- 
tics. 


§ 11. The fees for issuing tax executions shall be divided equal- 
ly between the County Auditor and the County Treasurer. 


§ 12. The Board of County Directors shall pay for the ex- 
pense of all sales under tax executions out of the Contingent Fund. 


§ 13. Each Magistrate in the County of Darlington shall give 
bond in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars for the faith- 
ful performance of duty: Provided, That the Magistrates at Lydia 
and Society Hill may give bond in the sum of Five Hundred ($500- 
.00) Dollars premiums on such bonds shall be paid by the County.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the State Highway Department of the State 
of South Carolina is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
pay to the Supervisors of High Hill Drainage District in Darlington

Hartsville School District No. 32, Darlington 
County, to Borrow—Purpose—Notes.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trustees 
of Hartsville School District No. 32, Darlington County, are hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding 
Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars at a rate of interest not ex- 
ceeding 6% per annum for the purpose of paying completing and 
furnishing Hartisville High School Building. The loan shall be 
secured by note executed by the Trustees of said School District and 
the Treasurer of Darlington County. 


§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment 
of said loan there is hereby levied an annual tax upon all of the tax- 
able property of Hartsville School District No. 32, Darlington County 
sufficient to retire the loan plus interest within a period of five (5) 
years. The entire proceeds of this special tax levy shall be paid 
annually on the principal and interest of the note given to secure the 
loan until said loan is paid in full with interest, at which ‘time the tax 
shall no longer be levied.

($50,000.00) Dollars, or more, from County Taxes, Ex- 
cept for School Purposes, for Five (5) Years in the 
County of Darlington. 


Section 1. Darlington County to Exempt Certain Enter- 
prises from all County Taxes Except School Taxes.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That all new manufacturing enterprises located in the County of 
Darlington having a capital stock of not less than Fifty Thousand 
($50,000.00) Dollars, in such enterprise, and all additions to existing 
manufacturing enterprises located in the County of Darlington where 
the costs of such addition is not less than Fifty Thousand ($50,000- 
00) Dollars, shall be exempt from all County taxes, except for 
School purposes, for a period of five years from the establishment of 
such new manufacturing enterprises, or additions to existing manu- 
facturing enterprises. 


§ 2. Definitions.—Definitions: In the construction of this 
Act, a new manufacturing enterprise shall be construed to include 
any manufacturing enterprise the installation of construction of the 
plant for which was begun in Darlington County subsequent to Jan- 
uary 1, 1928; and existing manufacturing enterprises the installation 
or construction of the plant for which was begun either prior to or 
subsequent to January Ist, 1928.

AN ACT to Provide for the Nomination, Appointment and 
Number of the Members of Board of School Trustees 
of Certain School Districts in Darlington County. 


Section 1. Number of Trustees Per School District— 
Darlington County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The Boards of Trustees of the School 
Districts of Darlington County shall consist of three members, as 
now provided by law, except in Anderson School District No. 11, 
the said Board shall consist of five members, the term of one mem- 
ber to expire each year. 


§ 2. Term of Office to Expire April 15th, Not July ist. 
—wWhere the term of office of any school trustee expires in any 
year, it shall expire on April 15th of such year, or as soon thereafter 
as a successor is appointed and qualified, and not on July Ist, as 
heretofore provided by law. 


§ 3. Elections to be Held—Place—Candidates—Voters 
—Time.—There shall be an election in each of the school districts . 
of said County on the last Friday of Maren in each year to name a 
successor to the trustee whose term expires in that year. The election 
shall be held at the School Building in the District, and if there be 
none, at some building designated by the trustees. The trustees shall 
give notice of the time, the hours during which the polls will be 
open, which shall be not less than four nor more than eight hours, 
the place and the purpose of said election by posting the same in 
three conspicuous places in said district, one of which shall be upon 
the District School House, and in case there is no such building, 
upon the building designated at which the election is to be held, not 
less than ten days, nor more than twenty days before the date of the 
election. The Trustees shall provide the ballots and make all neces- 
sary arrangements for the conduct of the election, and shall appoint 
not less than two days prior to the election, three persons to act as 
managers and conduct the election, neither one of which shall be a 
candidate therein. Any qualified elector residing in the school district 
is eligible for nomination and appointment as school trustee. Any 
person qualified, desiring to become a candidate shall signify his or 
her intention to do so by notice in writing signed by such person or 
his or her friend, and which shall be filed with the managers before 
the voting begins. It shall be the duty of the managers, upon request 


e 
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of any person offering to vote, to furnish such person with a list of 
the candidates in such election. At such election any person shall be 
‘allowed to vote whose name has been on the books of registration of 
the County at least thirty.days before the date of election, and who 
is at the time, and who has been for at least thirty days prior thereto, 
a resident of said school district. Any person offering to vote may 
pe challenged by any elector of the district and if a person is so 
challenged, the managers shall administer the following oath: “You 
do swear that you are a citizen of this State, that you are twenty-one 
years of age, that your name was enrolled on the registration books 
of this County thirty days before this election, that you have been a 
resident of this School District for at least thirty days.” If he can- 
not take the oath herein prescribed, his vote must be rejected. The 
result shall be declared by plurality vote. The managers shall can- 
vass the ballots, declare the result of the election, and certify the 
same, within two days after the election, to the County Board of 
Education. Thereupon, it shall be the duty of the County Board of 
Education to appoint the person so nominated as a member of the 
Board of Trustees of such school district: Provided, That the elec- 
tion for 1930, under this Act shall not be held until the last Friday 
in April. ; 


§ 4. Anderson School District No. 11—Term of Office of 
Trustees.—In the Anderson School District No. 11, where the dis- 
trict Board of Trustees has been increased from three to five mem- 
bers their terms of office shall be for five years: Provided, That, in 
such District, at the election held on the last Friday in April, 1930, 
three trustees instead of one shall be nominated. The terms of office 
of the three members so nominated shall be for five, four, and three 
years, respectively; and the nominees shall cast lots among them- 
selves for the respective terms of office. Upon this matter being thus 
determined, the managers of the election, in certifying the results 
thereof to the County Board of Education under the provisions of 
this Act, shall notify said Board which member shall hold office for 
each of the said terms and it shall be the duty of the County Board 
of Education to make the appointments accordingly. So that, in An- 
derson School District No. 11, where the regular terms of office of 
the members of the Board of Trustees has by this Act been increased 
to five years, upon the termination of the short terms of the mem- 
bers nominated and appointed pursuant to the provisions hereof, and 
those expiring under provisions of law now of force, there shall be 
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nominated and appointed annually under the provisions of this Act, 
a member of such Board, whose term of office shall begin on April 
15th after the election on the last Friday in March, or as soon there- 
after as the appointment is made and the appointee qualifies. 


§ 5. Vacancies.—All vacancies occurring for any cause in the 
membership of the Boards of School Trustees shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the County Board of Education until the next election 
of Trustees on the last Friday in the next March, when the succes- 
sors shall be nominated and appointed for the unexpired term. 


§ 6. This Act Not to Apply to Darlington School Dis- 
trict No. 2.—The provisions of this Act shall not apply to Darling- 
ton School District No. 2, of said County.

not exceeding One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, at a 
rate of interest not exceeding six (6%) per cent per annum, to be 
used for the payment of past indebtedness of said County. The said 
County Board of Directors shall make and deliver their obligation in 
the form of notes for the amount authorized to be borrowed with in- 
terest, the said obligations shall be serial notes, and become due and 
payable for a term of not more than ten (10) years from the date 
thereof.

and the Treasurer are hereby authorized to execute the necessary 
and proper obligations bearing the lowest rate of interést obtainable, 
and pledge all taxes for payment of same. Provided, That public 
notice of the letting of loan contracts shall be advertised by publishing 
said notice in at least one issue of the Dillon Herald prior to the date 
of letting the contract. That such loans shall be secured from the 
bank making the lowest bid in the rate of discount therefor by sealed 
bids, which shall be opened for public inspection at the letting of such 
contract, with the right on the part of said officers to reject any and 
all bids, and upon such loans being made the proceeds thereof shall 
be kept on deposit with the bank making such loans, until drawn out 
by warrants issued in the due course of the business of the County 
therein. Provided, further, That the bids may be made upon the con- 
dition that the entire county account, except all moneys belonging to 
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the Sinking Fund, shall be carried with the bank or banks making such 
loans, and to carry such fund on deposit in accordance with the term 
of the bids so approved. In the event that two or more banks make 
like bids, then the loans and deposits shall be prorated on the basis 
of the respective capital stock and surplus of such banks, Provided, 
further, That such banks who receive the deposit of any moneys here- 
in directed to be deposited with them shall enter into a bond, either 
personal or surety bond, approved by the Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners, Chairman County Board of Education, the 
County Treasurer, and the County Attorney, or a majority thereof, 
in writing and filed with the Clerk of Court and kept by Clerk of Court 
for public inspection, to indemnify the County against loss on account 
of such deposits: Provided, further, From the appropriation for roads 
and bridges there shall be set aside and crédited to each township the 
sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars and the balance shall be 
apportioned among the various townships of the county on the basis 
of taxable property.

Section 1. Tax Levy to Aid Public Library at Latta, 
Dillon County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That a tax of one-half (34) mill upon all 
the property of Dillon County is hereby levied for the purpose of aid- 
ing the public library at Latta, S. C., said amount raised from this 
one-half mill to be paid out upon the warrant of the library associa- 
tion at Latta, S. C.

State of South Carolina: That the Town Council of the Town of St. 
George is hereby authorized and empowered ‘to issue coupon notes 
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not to exceed the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, for 
the purpose of paying past due indebtedness of the said Town. The 
notes shall be serial notes and shall bear a rate of interest not exceed- 
ing six per centum (6%) per annum payable annually. They shall 
mature in ten (10) sucessive annual installments, and the amounts 
of the principal sum maturing in any one year when added to the 
interest for such year shall be so fixed as will result in the payment . 
of approximately the same sum for each year of the ten years. The 
Town Council shall fix the annual maturity dates of said notes and 
the exact amount of principal maturing in any one year and may de- 
termine any and all details of the issue and sale not inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof. It is also authorized to pledge the good faith, 
credit and taxing power of the Town of St. George to the payment 
of the notes and interest. :

§ 4. In further addition to the above levies, the said County 
Board of Commissioners is authorized and required to make such 
levies as may be necessary in Johnston, Pine Grove, Pickens, and Wise 
Townships in said County, to pay the interest on railroad bonds is- 
sued by and now outstanding against such townships, and they are 
authorized and required to borrow such sums of money as may be 
necessary to pay the interest as it matures, and to pledge the taxes 
so levied as security therefor, Provided, That should there still be . 
outstanding bonds against any of the above mentioned townships, the 
County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized and directed to 
levy a sufficient amount of millage to fully pay up the same with 
interest.

full payment of fees and salary, except such further fees as may 
be paid to him by the Sheriff for special services. The Court Crier 
and Bailiffs shall receive Two ($2.00) Dollars per day for each day’s 
service in attendance upon Court. 


§ 6. The Board of Trustees of Edgefield School District are 
authorized and empowered to pay the salaries of the teachers of the

§ 8. In addition to the provisions herein made to pay the in- 
terest on any of said loans to Edgefield County, including any bonds, 
if issued, said interest when due, may be paid out of the taxes herein 
levied for ordinary County purposes. 


§ 9. In order to provide for the payment of the loan for con- 
struction of the bridge across Stevens’ Creek, at or near Shaw and 
McKie’s Mill, there is hereby levied an annual tax of one mill upon 
all the taxable property of Edgefield County, this levy to be made an- 
nually by the County Auditor until the loan is retired with interest, 
and the County Treasurer is hereby required to collect the tax as other 
taxes are collected by law. 


§ 10. Any funds which may now be held by the County Treas- 
urer known as Reimbursement Funds received from the State High- 
way Department, or which may hereafter be received by him, when the 
same have not already been pledged for the payment of other indebted- 
ness, shall be transferred by the County Treasurer to be used for the 
payment of ordinary county expenses, or for any other necessary ex- 
pense of Edgefield County. 


§ 11. All persons and officers of the County are hereby pro- 
hibited ‘from using any automobile or other equipment and from buying 
gasoline for any purpose except an official duty. 


§ 11-A. In order to provide a general fund for the County 
Board of Education for school purposes for Edgefield County, there 
is hereby levied a tax of one mill upon all the taxable property of 
Edgefield County, this levy to be made annually by the County Audi- 
tor ; and the County Treasurer is hereby required to collect the tax as 
other taxes are collected. 


§ 11-B. In case any notes now outstanding against the county 
for school or other purposes can not be paid during the year 1930, the 
proper officers of the county, as now provided by law, are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to renew the same and to pledge the levies 
herein made as security for note or notes given; and the County 
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Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby directed to furnish to the County 
Delegation on or before January 8, 1931, a full statement of all out- 
standing notes of the county, and the purposes for which the said 
notes were given. 


§ 11-C. Should it appear to the County Board of Education . 
that any of the school districts of Edgefield County have insufficient 
funds with which to operate the schools of the county, or any district 
thereof, for the year 1930, the Trustees of such school district or 
districts are hereby authorized and directed to make such facts known 
to the County Board of Education, and upon such showing to the 
County Board of Education, the said County Board of Education is 
hereby directed and required to request the Auditor of Edgefield 
County to levy a sufficient tax on such district or districts as the County 
Board of Education may. deem necessary to meet the expenses of. 
operating the schools in such district or districts; and the County 
Treasurer is hereby required to collect said tax as other taxes are col- 
lected ; and the County Auditor is hereby directed to make a levy as 
requested by the County Board of Education. The Trustees of the 
respective school districts, with the approval of the County Board of 
Education, are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow money to 
meet the obligations of their district or districts and to pledge the 
taxes levied in their district or districts for the payment of such bor- 
rowed money. 


Section W. In order to provide for the improvements on the 
Edgefield County Courthouse, the Supervisor and Treasurer of Edge- 
field County are hereby authorized, directed and empowered to bor- 
row the sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, if so much 
be necessary. The County Supervisor is directed to have the necessary 
plans made for such improvements. There is hereby levied an annual 
tax of one (1) mill upon all the taxable property of Edgefield County 
to repay said loan with interest ; this levy to be made annually by the 
County Auditor until the loan is retired with interest, and the County 
Treasurer is hereby required to collect the tax as other taxes are col- 
lected by law. 


§ 12. Ail Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

§ 2. The County Auditor shall levy a tax of only two mills, 
for the year 1930 for maintenance of roads in Township No. 11, in 
lieu of the three mill tax heretofore levied. 


§ 3. That Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars herein appro- 
priated for County Health office contingent upon the State Appro- 
priating sufficient funds to continue the Health Units in the several 
Counties in the State; this appropriation being supplemental thereto, 
shall not be available unless appropriation is made by the State: Pro- 
vided, further, That the physician to be employed shall be a graduate 
of a regular medical college and skilled in hygienic and sanitary 
science; said physician shall be designated County Health Officer, 
and shall perform all such duties as may be imposed upon him by the 
sanitary laws of the State; and shall discharge all the duties of 
County Physician; and that a trained public health nurse shall be 
employed who shall devote her whole time to public work in Fair-

§ 4. That the County Supervisor is hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow a sum not exceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,- 
000.00) Dollars for ordinary County purposes, and for road work 
for the year 1930, at the lowest rate of interest obtainable, and is 
also authorized and empowered to pledge the ordinary County levy, 
for the year 1930, as security therefor: Provided, That if the failure 
to collect taxes or other unforeseen exigencies should render it nec- 
essary, the amount of the loan above authorized may be increased to 
the amount of the levy, but in no case shall the Board exceed the levy 
by contract, expenditures or otherwise. The full faith and credit of 
the County is pledged for the payment of the loan herein authorized. 


§ 5. The salaries of the Magistrates in the various districts for 
the year 1930 are hereby fixed as follows: Magistrate at Winnsboro 
$200.00, all other Magistrates $100.00.

shall serve for the Magistrate at Simpson. 


§ 6. That in the negotiation of the said loan provided for in 
Section 4, and in order to obtain the lowest possible rate of interest 
thereon, the County Supervisor and all other County officials shall 
give to the bank making the said loan, the exclusive right to the de- 
posit of all County and public funds: Provided, Such bank shali be 
required to give adequate security for such deposits. 


§ 7. That all warrants drawn on County funds shall specify 
on what funds they are drawn and no warrant shall be drawn on 
any fund otherwise than specified in this Act, except by the written 
consent of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 8. If, owing to the non-payment of taxes, caused by exten- 
sion of time for payment of taxes, or otherwise, there shall not be 
sufficient funds available for the full payment of the notes executed 
by the County Board to secure the loans for the year 1930, then in 
that case, the County Board is authorized to renew such note or notes 
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for any balance or balances which may be due and unpaid, and for 
such time as funds may become available for the payment of the 
same. 


§ 9. That the commutation tax shall be expended on the Coun- 
ty roads in the manner now provided by law. That in all school dis- 
tricts in which Rural Mail routes and school bus routes are operated 
the commutation tax shall be set aside for the purpose of repairing 
and top-soiling said routes. That when any mail carrier or school bus 
driver shall report road to supervisor it shall be the duty of super- 
visor to use commutation tax and at once have repair made. The 
commutation tax in No. 14 school district shall be used to top-soil 
Kingkaid, Longtown roads in limits of No. 14. 


§ 10. That any unexpended balance in any department at the 
end of the year, with all delinquent taxes, other than school taxes, 
’ which have been or which shall be collected in 1930, shall be placed 
in the contingent fund: That the Legislative Delegation shall direct 
that this fund be used for County purposes, and if it is found that 
the tax levy can be reduced, the Delegation shall instruct the Auditor 
to reduce same. 


§ 11. The Board of County Supervisors shall make no ex- 
penditures or incur any liability therefor on account of the conducting 
of any farming operations on the Poor House Farm, but may rent 
the same out without expense to the County. 


§ 12. The Superintendent of the County Chaingang shall not 
in any event exceed the amounts herein provided for the maintenance 
of the County Chaingang, except upon written authority from the 
Legislative Delegation. 


§ 13. The Contingent Fund herein provided for being for the 
purpose of supplementing such other appropriations as may be nec- 
essary, the same shall not be expended without the consent of a ma- 
jority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 14. The Superintendent of Education shall devote six days 
out of the week to the duties of his office. 


§ 15. The County Superintendent or Board of County Com- 
missioners, is hereby authorized to pay the sum of Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars for the employ of clerical help for the purpose of 
keeping the account books for the said County Chaingang, said sum to 
be charged against expenditures of said Chaingang, so that the cost 
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thereof may be separate and distinguished from other expenditures ; 
and said Board is further authorized to pay to the Superintendent 
of said County Chaingang a monthly salary of One Hundred and 
Twenty-five ($125.00) Dollars. That the Clerk of Court shall be al- 
lowed Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars for clerical help, and the Au- 
ditor and the County Treasurer shail each be allowed Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars for clerical help, and the sum of Four Hundred 
($400.00) Dollars shall be placed to the credit of the Farm Demon- 
stration Agent. Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars of the above to be 
used by him for prizes for Four-H Club work and Two Hundred 
($200.00) Dollars to be used by him for prizes for Live Stock Clubs. 
He is directed to-file at the end of the year with the County Super- 
visor, a statement, showing how such fund was expended. 


§ 16. The County Supervisor is authorized and directed to 
pay only one-half of the cost of maintaining and operating any ferry . 
between Fairfield and Newberry Counties. 


§ 17. In the event the Clerk of Court or the Judge of Probate 
should have in their official capacity any funds which have been 
unclaimed for as long as seven years, they are hereby authorized to 
pay same over to the County Supervisor, taking his receipt for same. 
_ The Supervisor shall deposit any amount so received in the County 
Contingent Fund and the County shall thereafter be liable for the re- 
payment of the same in the event the rightful ownership of such 
-funds be established by any claimant: Provided, This fund shall be 
used only for furnishing County officials. 


§ 18. The disposition heretofore made by the County Treas- 
urer, under the authority of the Legislative Delegation of certain re- 
imbursement funds heretofore received from the State Highway De- 
partment is hereby ratified and confirmed. 


§ 19. That all monies received by the County from the one 
cent (1c) gasoline tax be placed to the credit of the ordinary County 
funds to be used to pay up deficit incurred by reason of having only 
received one cent instead of two cents in 1929.

That an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Establishment and 
Maintenance of a Rural Police System in Fairfield County, approved 
the 19th day of March, A. D. 1925, be amended by striking out all 
of Section 2 and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
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“Section 2. There is also created a Police Commission consist- 
ing of the Sheriff ex officio, who shall be Chairman, and five other 
members selected from different sections of the County who shall 
be appointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the 
Legislative Delegation of said County, or a majority thereof, and 
the said five Commissioners shall be commissioned by the Governor 
for the term of two years, and any vacancy filled in like manner for 
the unexpired term: Provided, That the present Commissioners shal! 
serve with the Sheriff until July 1, 1931, at which time appointments 
shall be made for two years therefrom. 


“The Commission shall recommend to the Governor to be ap- 
pointed and commissioned by him for a term of two years, two men 
to serve as Rural Policemen of said County, selected from different 
sections of the County. They shall serve under the control and direc- 
tion of the said Commission and the Sheriff as Chairman thereof, 
and shall report to the Sheriff every Monday as to their acts and do- 
ings, and receive instructions from him, and they shall further con- 
sult with the Commissioner in each section of the county in which 
they may be operating. 

“The Sheriff, as Chairman of the Commission, shall, on the first 
day of each month, file with the Foreman of the Grand Jury and with 
the Clerk of Court to be kept for public inspection a detailed report 
of the acts and doings of the Rural Policemen, showing arrests, con- 
victions obtained, fines imposed and fines collected as a result of 
their activities and prosecutions, and any other matters.” 


§ 2. Amended further.—That said Act be amended fur- 
ther by striking out all after the word “Governor” on line seven of 
Section 3, and inserting in lieu thereof the words “for cause,” so 
that said section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 3. That the said policemen shall be selected from the

AN ACT to Authorize the State Highway Department to 
Locate and/or Relocate State Highways in Fairfield 
County. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the State Highway Department, in its dis- 
cretion, is hereby authorized to locate and/or relocate any State high- 
way or section of the State highway in Fairfield County as in the 
judgment of said Department the exigencies of highway traffic needs, 
the economy of construction and maintenance costs, and other proper 
engineering considerations may warrant: Provided, That any location 
and/or relocation made by the Highway Department as herein author- 
ized shall make connections with the towns or control points named in 
the ‘Pay-As-You-Go Act” of 1924, the same being Act No. 731 Acts 
of the General Assembly of 1924, approved the 21st day of March, 
1924, as amended. 


§ 2. The State Highway Department is hereby authorized and 
directed to abandon any section of State Highway in Fairfield County 
for which another section of highway has been substituted and con- 
structed as a result of the location and/or relocation herein authorized. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Fairfield County to Issue Bonds in 
the Sum of One Hundred and Seventy-five Thousand 
($175,000.00) Dollars for County Highways and to 
Provide for Payment of Said Bonds and for the Appli- 
cation of the Proceeds of the Sale Thereof. 


Section 1. Fairfield County to Issue Bonds—Purpose.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The County Supervisor of Fairfield County be and he is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to issue serial bonds of Fairfield County in 
the sum of One Hundred and Seventy-five Thousand ($175,000.00) 
Dollars for county highway purposes as hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Bonds.—The said bonds shall be issued and signed by the 
Supervisor of Fairfield County and countersigned by the Treasurer of 
Fairfield County but the coupons need not be authenticated otherwise 
than by a facsimile signature of the Treasurer of Fairfield County. The 
bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding six percent (6%) 
per annum, payable semi-annually, and shall mature not more than 
twenty (20) years after the date of the bonds. The bonds shall be 
issued in denominations of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each 
and shall be issued in such form as the County Supervisor may deter- 
mine. The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest 
and said bonds shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication 
of notice of such sale one or more times at least fifteen days before the 
date of such sale in a newspaper of general publication and the award 
shall be made to the highest bidder but the County Supervisor shall 
have the right to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for sale. 


§ 3. Maturity—Retirement of Bonds.—In fixing the 
times of maturity of the bonds the County Supervisor shall consider 
the probable amounts that Fairfield County will receive annually from 
the State Highway Commission on account of the interest to be paid 
to Fairfield County under the provisions of Act No. 297, Acts of 
1929, approved the 16th day of March, 1929, and/or Act No. 102, Acts 
of 1929, approved the 16th day of March, 1929; and also the probable 
amounts that Fairfield County will receive annually from the State 
Highway Commission as reimbursement for the cost and/or value of 
the construction of State Highways in Fairfield County, which con- 
struction was financed by county bonds which are now being retired, 
both as to principal and interest, by ar ad valorum tax levied by Fair- 
field County. The reimbursement payments by the State Highway

Commission to Fairfield County and referred to in this section are 
represented by certain reimbursement agreements or certificates, 
which have been issued by the State Highway Department to Fair- 
field County. It is the purpose of this section that the moneys received 
or to be received by Fairfield County on account of said re- 
imbursement agreements or certificates, unless said agreements 
or certificates shall have already been pledged or hypothecated by law 
shall be used for the purpose of retiring the bonds to be issued under 
the provisions of this Act. The aggregate principal amount of the 
bonds issued by Fairfield County under this Act shall not exceed 
the total amount of the moneys Fairfield County is to receive from 
the sources specified in this section. The County Supervisor shall 
endeavor to so fix the times of maturities of the bonds that the levy 
of a property tax will not be necessary in order to pay the principal of 
the bonds. 


§ 4. Disbursement—Roads to be Affected.—The proceeds 
of the sale of said bonds shall be placed in a special fund and used 
for the construction or improvement of county roads, to-wit: The 
road leading from Salem to Stone’s Store to Fossetts, known as the 
Feasterville Road; the road from Monticello to Dawkins; the Avon 
Road from junction on Route No. 22 to Avon to Woodwards ; the road 
from Smallwood to Centerville to County line; the road from the 
Alston Place by way of W. P. Pearson’s to Route No. 22; the Gladden 
Grove Road to Stover to Chester County line; the road from John 
Brown’s to the Anderson Place, and the road from the city limits of 
the Town of Winnsboro two miles distance on the Old Camden Road ; 
the Winnsboro-Jenkinsville Road and the Greenbrier Road. The Coun- 
ty Supervisor is hereby authorized and empowered to construct or im- 
prove the above roads by awarding contracts upon sealed proposals or 
by the use of the county road forces, and if the construction or im- 
provement be done by said county forces then and for that purpose 
the County Supervisor is authorized and empowered to purchase and 
pay for out of the proceeds of the sale of bonds herein authorized such 
road machinery as may be approved in writing by the Senator and at 
least one-half of the Representatives representing the County in the 
General Assembly. 


§ 5. General Obligations of Fairfield County—Pay- 
ment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of Fairfield County 
are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest of the bonds herein authorized as such principal and 
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interest becomes due. The County Auditor of Fairfield County is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable property 
in said County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest as they 
respectively become due and the County Treasurer of Fairfield County 
is hereby authorized and directed to collect such tax and to apply it to 
said purposes, but the moneys received by the County in anticipation 
of the receipt of which the bonds were issued shall be applied to the 
payment of the principal of said bonds and to the reduction of said 
tax. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds issued hereunder 
shall be direct and general obligations of Fairfield County payable 
primarily by means of said property tax. 


§ 6. Repeal—Proviso.—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with this’ Act are hereby repealed, This Act shall not be con- 
strued as repealing any other Act or Acts authorizing the issuance of 
bonds but shall be held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. Creation of Maintenance Gang for Fairfield 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: There is hereby created a Maintenance Gang for 
Fairfield County to be used on permanent roads in Fairfield County 
not in the State Highway System. 


§ 2. Supervisor of Said Gang—Compensation—Per- 
sonnel of Gang—Jurisdiction.—It shall be the duty of the Legis- 
lative Delegation in Fairfield County to appoint a Supervisor of said 
Maintenance Gang and to fix his compensation. The Supervisor so

§ 2. That such officers of the County of Florence as are 
charged with the expenditure or disbursement of the above appro-

said bids be received. The proceeds of this loan shall be deposited 
with the successful bidder, provided the successful bidder is an in- 
corporated bank within the County of Florence, South Carolina: 
Provided, further, That before the deposit is made in the bank or 
banks making the successful bid such bank shall secure the safe de- 
posit of said funds by pledging securities to the amount of said de- 
posit with the County Treasurer, one-half of which shall be bonds 
or obligations issued by the United States of America, the State of 
South Carolina or some political or governmental subdivision thereof, 
either or both, of Federal Land Bank or Joint Stock Land Bank 
Bonds, and the remainder by mortgages of real estate, or real estate 
mortgage bonds on property in the Pee Dee section, to be approved 
by the chairman of the Board of Governors, the County Treasurer, 
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and the County Auditor, whose duty it shall be to see that the mort- 
gages, or real estate mortgage bonds, offered are bona fide owned by 
such bank or banks are admitted as to genuineness and amount by 
the mortgagors, and that the indebtedness thereon does not exceed 
the real value of the property described therein, and in no eyent shall 
any such mortgage, or real estate mortgage bond be accepted or ap- 
proved for any amount greater than the actual value of the land de- 
scribed therein, or in lieu of said mortgages, or real estate mortgage 
bonds, said bank, or banks, at its or their option, shall have the right 
to secure the entire deposit by governmental bonds as aforesaid, or 
by a depository insurance or indemnity bond of a duly licensed bond- 
ing company doing business in this State: Provided, further, That the 
deposit so made and secured shall remain with the bank or banks re- 
ceiving it until used for the purpose for which it was borrowed, and 
all other funds of the county, not already pledged shall be deposited 
with such successful bidder, or bidders. 


§ 5. That no deputy-or Magistrate’s constable shall be em- 
ployed under this Act without the-consent and approval of a ma- 
jority of the Delegation.

Money and to Execute Notes Therefor 


Section 1. Town of Timmonsville May Borrow—Issue 
Notes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Town of Timmonsville be, and it is here- 
by, authorized to borrow for municipal purposes money to the 
amount of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars and to execute its 
promissory note or notes therefor. 


§ 2. Powers -Herein Additional.—The powers herein 
granted shall be in addition to any powers now possessed by said 
Town of Timmonsville for the borrowing of money, the execution 
of notes, and the securing of the same by pledge of taxes of said 
town.

AN ACT to Empower and Authorize the Purchasing of Site 
and Erecting and Equipping a Sanatorium by the 
Counties of Florence and Darlington for the Purpose 
of Treating Tubercular Patients, and for the Creation 
of a Commission for the Control and Management of 
Erecting and Equipping Said Sanatorium and the Man- 
agement of Same, and to Provide for an Appropriation 
to Meet the Expenses of Same. 


Section 1. Creation of Florence-Darlington Tuberculo- 
sis Commission.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: There is hereby created a commission con- 
sisting of six (6) persons, three (3) of whom shall be from the County 
of Florence, to be appointed by the Governor upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from the County of 
Florence, and three (3) from the County of Darlington, to be appointed 
by the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legis- 
lative Delegation from the County of Darlington, which commission 
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shall be known as the Florence-Darlington Tuberculosis Commission ; 
and, upon appointment, they shall organize by electing one (1) of 
their number as chairman and another as secretary, whose term of 
office shall be two, four, and six years, to be allotted by drawing, and 
every two years thereafter two shall be appointed for a term of six 
years until their successors are appointed and qualified. That the 
members of the commission shall give bond, payable to the counties 
from which they come, each in the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars. The annual premium of which shall be paid out of the appro- 
priation for operation ; which bond shall be in the usual form, condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of their duties and proper account- 
ing for funds. 


§ 2. Site for Sanitorium.—The said commission shall ac- 
quire by donation, or purchase, a suitable site for the location and 
erection thereon of a Tuberculosis Sanitorium. Said site to be con- 
veniently situated to both the cities of Florence and Darlington: Pro- 
vided, That if the site is purchased the cost of same shall not exceed 
Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 3. Construction of Buildings.—That upon acquiring a 
stitable and conveniently located site, either by purchase or donation, 
the title to which shall be approved by the County Attorney for Flor- 
ence County, the Commission shall cause to be prepared a set of plans 
and detailed specifications by a competent architect for the construc- 
tion of such building, or buildings, as may be appropriate for the pur- 
pose in view. 


§ 4. To Advertise for Bids.—The said commission shall 
advertise for bids, and award the work to the lowest responsible bidder, 
under contract, as to them may appear for the best interest of said 
counties. 


§ 5. Duties of Commission.—The commission shall be 
charged, and it is their duty to see and have erected such suitable 
building, or buildings, as will accommodate as many sufferers from 
tuberculosis as the funds hereinafter provided for make possible, and 
that one building be so constructed as to permit enlargements as the 
demands may require and as funds are available. 


§ 6. Duties.—The commission shall at the same time and in 
the same manner make provision for lighting, heating, ventilation, 
and for water and sewerage disposition, and shall be charged with 
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the duty of having all things appropriate to the completion of said 
buildings and adequately and efficiently equipping same. 


§ 7. Donations.—The commission shall have authority and 
is hereby required to receive donations of land, material, labor, furnish- 
ings and equipment, and, if necessary, to purchase the same out of the 
funds hereinafter appropriated. 


§ 8. Rules and Regulations.—That upon the completion of 
the sanitorium as herein provided, the commission is authorized and 
empowered to adopt such rules and regulations for the conduct and 
management of the sanitorium as to them may seem appropriate ; to 
govern the admission of parties, to control their conduct while there, 
to fix the fee and charges of such patients as are able to pay, to provide 
for a proper personnel to operate the same, to furnish nourishment 
for the residents (staff, patients, and employees), and to do any and 
all things incident to the construction and operating and management 
of the sanitorium. 


§ 9. Appropriation.—To carry out the purpose of this Act 
there is hereby appropriated the sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars, not more than Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars of 
which shall be used for land, buildings, and permanent equipment and 
not more than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars shall be used for 
furniture, licenses, china, cooking utensils, etc., and the remainder to 
be used for operating expenses for the balance of the year 1930. 


§ 10. Payment.—The appropriation herein made in the pre- 
‘ceding section shall be paid in the following proportion and manner: 
The County of Florence shall contribute sixty-six and two-thirds 
(66 2/3) per cent of the cost of construction and operating, and the 
County of Darlington shall contribute thirty-three and one-third 
(33 1/3) per cent of the cost of construction and operating. 


§ 11. Cost of Operation to be Apportioned.—The Com- 
mission shall apportion the cost of operation between the two counties 
in proportion as patients are received from each county and dona- 
tions made to the sanitorium shall be apportioned on the same basis, 
unless the donor specified otherwise. 


§ 12. Florence County to Issue Notes.—For the purpose 
of raising the appropriation herein the Governing Board of Florence 
County is hereby authorized and directed to issue six (6) notes for 
Florence County, each in the sum of Five Thousand Five Hundred 
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Fifty-five Dollars and Fifty-five Cents ($5,555.55), payable one (1) 
each year for the succeeding six years, at a rate of interest not to ex- 
ceed six (6%) per cent. per annum, which interest shall be payable 
annually, and the proceeds from the sale of said notes shall be de- 
posited with the County Treasurer, who shall distribute same upon 
the warrants of the commission hereinbefore created. 


§ 13. Darlington County to Issue Notes.—For the pur- 
pose of raising the balance of appropriation the County Commissioners 
of Darfington County are hereby authorized and directed to issue eight 
(8) notes for Darlington County, each in the sum of Two Thousand 
Eighty-three Dollars and Thirty-three ($2,083.33), payable one (1) 
each year for the succeeding eight years, and to bear a rate of inter- 
est not to exceed six (6%) per cent. per annum, which interest shall 
be payable annually and the proceeds from the sale of said notes shall 
be deposited with County Treasurer of said county, who shall distribute 
the same upon the warrants of the commission hereinabove created. 


§ 14. Annual Report Required.—The commission shall 
keep a full, complete, and accurate account of all expenditures, the 
purpose for which expended, and report annually to the Delegations 
of the two interested counties and shall from time to time make such 
recommendations as for the benefit and guidance of said Delegations. 


§ 15. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 16. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Issue of Bonds by School Dis- 
trict No. 19, Including, Old No. Six, in the County of 
Florence, Not to Exceed ($30,000.00) Dollars for the 
Purpose of Erecting and Equipping a High School 
Building; to Provide for the Submission of the Ques- 
tion to the Qualified Electors and for the Payment of 
Said Bonds. 


Section 1. School District No. 19, Florence County, to 
Issue Bonds—Purpose—Maturity—To Be Submitted to 
Qualified Electors.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That for the purpose of building and 
equipping a high school building in School District No. 19, includ- 
ing Old No. Six, in the County of Florence, the Board of Trustees 
of said School District is hereby authorized to issue serial bonds of 
said district in an- amount not exceeding Thirty Thousand ($30,- 
000.00) Dollars, maturing serially, and none later than thirty (30) 
years after date and bearing interest at a rate not exceeding six 
(6%) per cent per annum, payable semi-annually. Said bonds shall 
mature serially and at such times as may be fixed by said Board of 
Trustees: Provided, All shall mature in not over thirty (30) years, 
and Provided, further, That issuing of said bonds shall first be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of said District as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


§ 2. Election—Advertisement of Election.—That an 
election shall be held at some convenient place in the School District 
No. 9, including Old No. Six, in the County of Florence, to be desig- 
nated by the Board of Trustees in said District and at such time dur- 
ing the year 1930 as the Board of Trustees of said District may fix 
after advertising of not less than two weeks in some newspaper 
published in said Florence County. 


§ 3. Election—Manager—Ballots.—That at said election 
in said district the trustees shall appoint a manager of said election 
to declare the result and shall furnish a sufficient number of ballots 
for and a like number against the issue of bonds to be voted upon. 


§ 4. Majority Vote to Issue Bonds.—That if a majority 
of the votes cast at such election shall be for issuing bonds then the 
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said Board of Trustees may issue the bonds voted upon which shall 
be sold by the said Board of Trustees and the funds deposited with 
the Treasurer of Florence County to be paid out by him upon war- 
rant or order of said Board of Trustees as provided by law. 


§ 5. Payment.—That upon the issuing of any of the said 
bonds it shall be the duty of the officer of said county charged with 
the collection or assessment of taxes to levy and collect annually the 
taxes upon all property, real and personal, in said district, a sum 
sufficient to pay the annual interest on and principal of said bonds 
as they may mature: Provided, Said bonds, if issued, shall be signed 
by the person acting as Chairman and Secretary of said Board of 
Trustees but the signatures on any coupon may be lithographed.

Section 1. County Board of Education of Florence 
County to Expend for School and Educational Purposes.—

That the County Treasurer of Florence County be, and is hereby au- 
thorized, directed and empowered to pay out of the funds now or 
hereafter coming into his hands the amounts hereinafter appropriated 
for School and Educational purposes, to-wit:

§ 2. Disbursement.—That the.amount of money appropri- 
ated in Section 1 of this Act shall be paid out by the Treasurer upon a 
warrant or warrants issued by the County Board of Education. 


§ 3. Petition to Change Appointment of Trustees.—-That 
any School District in Florence County may petition the County Board 
of Education and upon satisfying said Board of the advisability of 
changing the method of appointing, increasing or decreasing the num- 
ber of trustees, upon resolution of said Board the Act of 1929 relating 
to Lake City and Olanta may be made applicable to such petitioning 
districts. 


§ 4. Procedure to borrow money—Deposit of Funds— 
Deposit must be secured.—lIn the event that the County Board 
of Education should find it necessary to borrow any money for the 
operation of schools, they shall award the loan to the lowest bona fide 
bidder, after advertising for open bids in one or more newspapers, 
published in Florence County, at least ten days prior to awarding bids, 
and at the same time notify each bank in Florence County, in writing, 
the terms and conditions under which said bids be received. The pro- 
ceeds of this loan shall be deposited with the successful bidder, pro- 
vided the successful bidder is an incorporated bank within the County 
of Florence, South Carolina: Provided, further, That before the de- 
posit is made in the bank or banks making the successful bid such bank 
shall secure the safe-deposit of said funds by pledging securities to 
the amount of said deposit with the County Treasurer, one-half of 
which shall be bonds or obligations issued by the United States of 
America, the State of South Carolina or some political governmental 
subdivision thereof, either, or both, of Federal Land Bank or Joint 
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Stock Land Bank Bonds, and the remainder by mortgage of real es- 
tate, or real estate mortgage bonds on property in the Pee Dee section, 
to be approved by the Chairman of the Board of Governors, the 
County Treasurer and the County Attorney, whose duty it shall be to 
see that the mortgages, or real estate mortgage bonds offered are 
bona fide owned by such bank or banks, are admitted as to genuineness 
and amount by the mortgagors, and that the indebtedness thereon 
does not exceed the real value of the property described therein, and 
in no event shall any such mortgage, or real estate mortgage bond, be 
accepted or approved for any amount greater than the actual value of 
the land described therein, or in lieu of said mortgages, or real estate 
mortgage bonds, said bank or banks at its or their option, shall have 
the right to secure the entire deposit by governmental bonds as afore- 
said, or by a depository insurance or indemnity bond of a duly licensed 
bonding company doing business in this State: Provided, further, 
That the deposit so made and secured shall remain with the bank or 
banks receiving it until used for the purpose for which it was bor- 
rowed, and all other funds of the County Board of Education not 
already pledged, shall be deposited with such successful bidder or 
bidders.

§ 2. The Senator and at least one member of the House of 
Representatives from Georgetown County are hereby authorized and 
empowered to have a complete and thorough examination of the 
books and doings of all County offices of Georgetown at least once 
a year, and if they deem it necessary at any time for the best in- 
terest of the County that any office, or offices, should be investigated 
oftener than the regular annual investigation and auditing they are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to have same done. They 
are hereby also authorized, empowered and directed to contract with 
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such certified public accountant or accountants as they may deem 
competent and qualified, at such salary or compensation as they may 
fix, the same to be paid out of the funds herein appropriated for mis- 
cellaneous contingent. 


§ 3. That the Miscellaneous Contingent Fund provided for 
in this Act shall not be expended except with the written consent of 
the Senator and at least one member of the House of Representatives 
of Georgetown County. 


§ 3-A. The funds appropriated in this Act for County Health 
Work shall be expended only in such manner as the majority of 
the Legislative Delegation shall consent to in writing. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners of Georgetown County are 
hereby authorized and empowered, and hereby constituted, the only 
officers to borrow any money needed to defray expenses of said 
County Government, and to execute a note or notes to secure such 
loan or loans, and are authorized and empowered to pledge 
the taxes to be collected for the year to pay said note or notes. The 
said officials are to obtain as low a rate of interest as they are able 
to secure. All notes given by the County Board of Commissioners 
shall be signed by the Chairman and countersigned by the Clerk of 
said Board; Provided, That no loan shall be negotiated or made as 
herein authorized without the written consent of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation. 


§ 5. The Board of County Commissioners shall employ a 
Janitor for the Court House and shall fix his duties. The said jani- 
tor shall hold his position and work under the direction of said 
Board. 


§ 6. The County Farm Demonstration Agent, County Home 
Demonstration Agent and County Health Unit shall each file on 
the last day of each month, in the office of the Board of County 
Commissioners, a full report of his or her actions and doings as 
such County Agents. 


§ 7. That all fees, fines and moneys not otherwise provided 
shall go into the Ordinary County Fund. 


§ 8. That all County officers herein specified, together with the 
County Game Warden, shall make a complete report of all fees, fines 
and moneys received and disbursed by each officer to the delegation 
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in the General Assembly from Georgetown County for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1930: Provided, That these reports shall be fur- 
nished not later than January 20, 1931, and without further notice. 
Said reports shall be considered public information to be used for 
the best interest of the County. 


§ 9. The County Commissioners of the said County are hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to assign to the County officers 
the quarters to be used by them in the Court House or other build- 
ings. 


§ 10. The Chairman and Clerk of the Board of County Com- 
missioners shall furnish to the County Delegation of Georgetown 
County a statement of all financial transactions of said Board up. 
to and including the 3lst day of December, 1930, giving a statement 
of each separate item of the Appropriation, together with an esti- 
mation of what the Board will require for the succeeding year. That 
all County officers, together with the County Game Warden, shall 
make a complete report of all fees, fines and moneys received and 
disbursed by each officer during the fiscal year beginning Januray 1, 
1930, to the County Delegation from Georgetown County: Provided, 
That these reports shall be furnished not later than January 20, 1931, 
and without further notice. Said reports shall be considered public 
information to be used for the best interest of Georgetown County. 


§ 11. That the Sheriff shall appoint not more than two (2) 
able-bodied men of good moral character, and shall commission them 
as Deputy Sheriffs to perform the duties of Rural Policemen, who 
shall be removed by the Sheriff upon the written recommendation 
of the Board of County Commissioners; said Deputy Sheriffs shall 
be under the supervision, direction and control of the Sheriff and 
subject to his call at all times. It shall be their duty, under the di- 
rection of the Sheriff, to patrol and police the County, especially the 
rural districts, to prevent crime and disorder and to detect and prose- 
cute the violation of criminal laws of every kind. They shall visit 
places where people congregate or disorder is probable and use every 
means to prevent breaches of the peace and specially violation of the 
traffic laws, but in no case shall they serve civil papers, or collect 
taxes on tax executions. They shall make oral and written reports of 
all their acts and doings to the Sheriff and to the Board of County 
Commissioners at least once a week or oftener if required by these 
officers so to do, and shall at all times obey and carry out the orders 
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and directions of the Sheriff when not inconsistent with this Act. 
Said Deputy Sheriffs, performing the duties of rural policemen, shall 
receive a salary of One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars each 
per month, to be paid in like manner as are the salaries of other 
County officers. 


§ 12. The Auditor of the County is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to levy such additional mills to the levy pro- 
vided for in Section One if the same shall be necessary to raise the 
amount herein appropriated. 


§ 13.. All tolls collected on Waccamaw Ferry Boats shall be 
turned over to the County Treasurer at least twice a month, who 
shall credit same to the account of Roads, Bridges and Ferries and 
“the County Commissioners shall issue warrants against such funds 
in payment of all salaries and other expenses of the ferry. 


§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of George- 
town County for Funding Past Indebtedness and to 
Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Georgetown County to Issue Bonds—Pur- 
pose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : The Board of County Commissioners of Georgetown County 
is hereby authorized to issue bonds of said County in an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Seventy Thousand ($70,000.00) Dol- 
lars for the purpose of funding or paying past indebtedness of said 
County now outstanding, all of which outstanding indebtedness is 
hereby ratified and validated. 


§ 2. Bonds—Execution.—The said bonds shall bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding six (6) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually, or annually, as the County Commissioners may deem best. 
They shall be serial bonds maturing in annual series or installments 
of one or more bonds, each, the first of which series or installments 
shall be due and payable five (5) years after date of the bonds, and 
the last not more than twenty-five (25) years after such date, such 
annual installments may be equal or unequal in amount, but none shall 
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be greater than twice the amount of any previously maturing series 
of installments in case the bonds are divided into two or more separ- 
ate issues, bearing different dates of issue. Each issue shall mature in 
accordance with the foregoing provisions without regard to the times 
of maturity of the other issue, or issues. The principal and interest of 
the bonds may be made payable within or without the State of South 
Carolina, and in such medium of payment as may be indicated on the 
face of the bonds. The bonds shall be issued as coupon bonds, payable 
to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder of having 
them registered as to principal on the books of the County Treasurer 
and the principal thus made payable to the registered holder (unless 
the last registered transfer shall have been to bearer), upon such con- 
ditions as the said Board of County Commissioners may prescribe. 
The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners and the Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners, 
and the seal shall be affixed to or impressed upon each bond, but the 
coupons of such bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than by a 
facsimile signature of the Chairman of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners in office on the date of said bonds. The delivery of said bonds 
so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers oc- 
curring before the delivery. The bonds shall be sold at not less than 
par and accrued interest in such manner as the Board of County Com- 
missioners may determine, and shall be exempt from all State, County 
and municipal taxes. 


§ 3. Proceeds.—The proceeds from the sale of said Bonds 
shall be deposited with the County Treasurer, who shall use such pro- 
ceeds for the purpose of paying past indebtedness of Georgetown

§ 4. Payment.—Until the principal and interest of all bonds 
issued under this Act shall be fully paid, it shall be the duty of the 
Auditor of Georgetown County to assess and levy annually upon all 
taxable property of said county a tax sufficient to pay said principal 
and interest as they become due, which tax shall be annually collected 
by the County Treasurer and applied by him or under his direction to 
the payr-ent of said principal and interest.

Whereas, There appears to be a deficit in the school funds of School 
Districts No. 1 and No. 2 in Georgetown County, and unless actions 
be taken to provide for the current expenses of the public schools in 
said Districts it will be necessary to close said schools ; Now, therefore, 


Section 1. Levy on Property in School District No. 1 
and No. 2—Georgetown County—Purpose.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There is hereby 
levied a tax of a sufficient number of mills upon all of the taxable 
property in School Districts No. 1 and No. 2 in Georgetown County, 
South Carolina, for the year 1930, for the purpose of carrying on the 
school term of all public schools in said Districts for the remainder 
of the 1929-1930 session of said schools. 


§ 2. Auditors to Levy—tTreasurer to Collect.—The Audi- 
tor and Treasurer of Georgetown County are hereby authorized and 
directed to levy and collect said tax herein provided for. 


§ 3. Treasurer and County Superintendent to Borrow— 
Purpose.—The Treasurer and County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of Georgetown County are hereby authorized to borrow an amount 
sufficient to pay the bills for the running of any schools in said School 
Districts No. 1 and No. 2 in Georgetown County for the remainder of 
the 1929-1930 session of said schools: Provided, The amount so bor- 
rowed shall not exceed the amount to be raised under the special levy 
referred to in Section 1 of this Act. 


§ 4. Election Condition Precedent.—The provisions of 
this Act shall not become effective unless, and until there is held an 
election in School Districts No. 1 and No. 2 in Georgetown County, 
and a majority of those voting thereat shall vote in favor of said levy 
as herein provided.

a Franchise with Certain Persons, Firms or Corpora- 
tions to Construct and Operate or Cause to be Con- 
structed or Operated, Bridges Across Black Pee Dee 
River and Waccamaw River in Georgetown County, 
Including the Construction of Causeways and Roads 
to and From Said Bridges; to Charge Toll Thereon and 
to Provide for the Purchase of Same by the County 
Prior to or After Said Bridge, or Bridges, are Con- 
structed, and to Empower the County Commissioners 
of Georgetown County to Purchase Said Bridges and 
to Operate and Charge Toll Thereon Until the Pur- 
chase Price of Said Bridges Has Been Fully Paid: to 
Authorize and Empower the County Commissioners of 
Georgetown County to Issue Bonds for the Construc- 
tion of Said Bridges and to Provide for the Liquidation 
of Said Bond Issue from Tolls Collected Thereon. 


Section 1. County Commissioners of Georgetown Can 
Enter Into Franchise to Construct Bridges—Black Pee Dee 
River and Waccamaw River—Requirements.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Board of County Commissioners of Georgetown County, upon re- 
ceiving a certified check made payable to them in an amount not less 
than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars is authorized and empowered 
to enter into a franchise with such persons, firm or corporation as may 
desire to undertake and construct bridges across the Black Pee Dee 
River and Waccamaw River, including causeways and roads approach- 
ing and connecting said bridge or bridges in Georgetown County, such 
crossings to be at a place designated by the County Board of Commis- 
sioners. The said certified check deposited shall be forfeited if the 
said contract is not carried out and is to be turned over and placed in 
the general County fund. 


§ 2. Contract to be Approved.—Width of Roadway.— 
That the contract for the building and construction of the bridges, 
roads, causeways and approaches herein referred to in Section one (1) 
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of this Act shall be so constructed as to be approved by such civil engi- 
neer, or engineers, as the County Commissioners shall select for that 
purpose and shall contain a clear roadway, exclusive of wheel guards of 
not less than eighteen (18) feet, the same being the minimum stan- 
dard width of State Highway Bridges in South Carolina. 


§ 3. Time of Commencement of Contract.—That the 
_County Board of Commissioners shall provide in said contract, the 
time for the commencement of the construction of the bridge, or 
bridges, causeways or roads, which time shall be reasonably after the 
contract is executed and entered into, and also shall place the limit in 
which the said construction of bridge or bridges, causeways and roads 
shall be finished. 


§ 4. Construction—Provisions.—The said contract shall 
further provide that the construction of said bridges and approaches 
and roads thereto are to be in accordance with the provisions set forth 
herein and to be at all times maintained and kept in good repair, fit for 
use until such time as the same may be purchased and conveyed to the 


County of Georgetown as hereinafter provided. ; 


§ 5. Right-of-Ways.—That the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Georgetown County shall exercise the right of eminent do- 
main in providing right-of-ways for causeways, roadbed and approach- 
es and shall have the right to convey, under the right of eminent domain, 
by condemning the property of such right-of-ways as may be neces- 
sary for the construction and operation of said bridges, roads and 
approaches and the procedure in such condemnation proceedings shall 
be the same’so far as applicable, as now provided by law. 


§ 6. Contract to Permit County Commissioners to Pur- 
chase Franchise, etc.—Issue Bonds—Payment.—That the 
said contract may further provide for the purchase of said fran- 
chise or franchises, bridge or bridges, causeways and roads, either 
before or after construction, together with all rights under the terms 
of the franchise or franchises herein provided for; the County Board 
of Commissioners of the County of Georgetown shall have the right 
and are hereby authorized to purchase any franchise or franchises 
granted for the construction of said bridge, or bridges, and shall have 
the right to operate same as a toll bridge or bridges and to use the 
revenue from the tolls collected on same until the cost of the bridge, or 
bridges, have been liquidated and paid in full. 

In the event that the Board of County Commissioners of George- 
town County shall elect to purchase the franchise, or franchises prior 
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to construction of said bridge, or bridges, causeways, roadbeds and 
approaches thereto, they are hereby authorized to issue bonds for the 
payment of the purchase price of said franchise rights and the cost of 
construction of said bridge, or bridges, said bonds to constitute a gen- 
eral obligation of Georgetown County and at the time of the issuance 
of said bonds the County Board of Commissioners shall levy a tax 
sufficient to pay the interest on said bonds for the period of two (2) 
years. Said tax when collected, shall be deposited in a special fund to- 
be known as Georgetown County Special Bridge Fund, and shall be 
used for the purpose of paying the interest on said bonds: Provided, 
however, That after the first year following the issuance of said bonds, 
it shall not be necessary for said funds to include more than an amount 
sufficient to pay the interest and sinking funds for the succeeding year. 
Annually, after the issuance of said bonds, the proper County officers 
shall levy and collect a tax upon all property in said County, sufficient 
to make up any deficit between the amount necessary to pay interest 
and principal, or sinking fund requirement on the outstanding bonds, 
less the net income of said bridge, or bridges, from tolls collected avail- 
able for said interest and principal or sinking fund payments. 


(a) Said bonds so issued by the County Board of Commissioners 
of Georgetown County shall be known as Special County Bridge Bonds 
and shall have the same dignity as any other County Bond of George- 
town County, being a direct obligation of said County. Same shall be 
issued as to maturity, place of payment and rate of interest as provided 
by law covering issuance of County Road Bonds, County bonds for 
past indebtedness and other bonds of said County of equal rank and 
force. Said bonds may be given in payment by said County Board of 
Commissioners for the purchase of a franchise or franchises, bridge or 
bridges, prior to construction, or after construction of said bridge or 
bridges. 


§ 7. Operation of Bridges.—The County Board of Com- 
missioners shall have the authority to make and enter into such con- 
tracts with certain persons, firms or corporations to construct and 
operate said bridge or bridges, and such contracts or franchises with 
such persons, firms or corporations shall provide terms and provisions 
for purchase of said bridge or bridges, causeways, roads and ap- 
proaches at actual cost of said bridge or bridges, causeways, roads 
and approaches thereto, plus attorney fees, engineering cost, cost of 
financing, discount on bonds, a reasonable depreciation on bridge: 
Provided, however, That in no event shall the attorney fees, engineer- 
ing cost, cost of financing, discount on bonds, and depreciation on 
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bridge exceed twenty per cent (20%) of the actual cost of the con- 
struction of said bridge or bridges, causeways, roadbeds or approaches 
thereto. 


§ 8. Cost—How Determined.—That the said cost of said 
bridge, or bridges, causeways, roadbeds, or approaches thereto, shall 
be determined immediately after the construction of said bridge, or 
bridges, causeways, roadbeds, approaches and shall be the actual cost 
to such persons, firm or corporation constructing and owning said 
bridge, or bridges, causeways and roads and shall be certified to by the 
Georgetown County Legislative Delegation and shall be the basis of 
purchase should the County of Georgetown, or any agency, elect ‘to 
purchase the said bridge, or bridges, causeways and roads, under the 
terms hereof, after said bridge or bridges have been constructed. 


§ 9. Contract—Toll—Rates.—That the said contract shall 
further provide that the persons, firm or corporation who contract 
with the County Commissioners to build and construct the said bridge 
or bridges, causeways and roads, their or its successors or assigns, in- 
cluding the Board of Commissioners of Georgetown County, should 
they elect to purchase said bridge or bridges, roads and approaches, 
and operate the same as a toll bridge, road and/or approaches, shall 
operate and maintain said bridge, or bridges, causeways and roads for 
a period of years as provided for in the franchise granted by the 
Board of County Commissioners of Georgetown County during the 
life of the franchise, the said persons, firm or corporation constructing 
and operating the said bridge, or bridges, shall have the right to 
charge and collect toll for each continuous passage over said bridge, 
or bridges, causeways and roads, at such rates as shall be fixed by the 
Board of County Commissioners of Georgetown County, which rates 
when established, in the provisions of said franchise, shall be fixed and 
not changed for a period of twenty-five (25) years. 


§ 10. Contract—Maintenance—Failure to Maintain.— 
That the said contract shall further provide that the parties construct- 
ing and owning said bridge, or bridges, shall maintain the said bridge, 
or bridges, causeways and roads in good and proper repair for use 
by the public during the said term of the franchise, or contract, unless 
the right to purchase herein provided for, shall have been previously 
exercised and in the event that the same are not kept in such condition, 
or if the use thereof is interrupted for more than the time reasonably 
necessary to correct any cause of such interruption, or if any of the 
terms of the said franchise or contract are violated, then the County 
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‘Commissioners of Georgetown County shall have the right to desig- 
nate any agent, or agents, to assume control of the same and operate 
it under the said franchise and the County of Georgetown County shall 
be held harmless of and from, any and all liability resulting from the 
construction, maintenance and operation of said bridge, or bridges, 
causeways and roads at all times during the life of this franchise or 
contract. 


§ 11. Repeal Proviso.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsis- 
tent with this Act are repealed except the provisions of an Act entitled, 
“An Act to Authorize the Construction by the State Highway Com- 
mission of the Toll Bridge on State Road No. 49, over Black and 
Waccamaw Rivers at Georgetown,” approved March 14, 1930; but 
the provisions thereof shall remain operative and effective notwith- 
standing that the same may be in conflict with some provisions of this 
Act.

AN ACT Authorizing and Empowering the City of George- 
town to Sell and Convey to the United State Govern- 
ment a Certain Lot of Land in the City of Georgetown. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the City of Georgetown be, and it is hereby 
authorized and empowered to sell and convey to the United States 
Government, or any Department thereof, a certain lot of land, in said 
city, at the foot of King Street, near the Sampit River, not exceeding 
90.4 feet from highwater mark on the northwest side of said street and 
not exceeding 108.0 feet from highwater mark on the southeast side 
of said street, and not exceeding seventy-five (75) feet in width. The 
conveyance of the said lot of land, as aforesaid, to be made by the 
City of Georgetown for such consideration, and on such terms, as may 
be approved by the City Council of the said city. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
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§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of Georgetown 
County for the Purpose of Building a Bridge and Ap- 
proaches Thereto Over Black River at Brown’s Ferry 
in Georgetown County, and to Provide for the Payment 
of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Georgetown County to Issue Bonds—Pur- 
pose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Board of County Commissioners of 
Georgetown County is hereby authorized to issue bonds of said 
County in an aggregate principal amount not exceeding Thirty Thou- 
sand ($30,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of building a bridge over 
Black River at Brown’s Ferry in Georgetown County and construct- 
ing the approaches thereto. 


§ 2. Bonds.—The said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding six (6) per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, or 
annually, as the County Commissioners may deem best. They shall be 
serial bonds maturing in annual series or installments of one or more 
bonds each, the first of which series or installments shall be due 
and payable five (5) years after date of the bonds, and the last not 
more than twenty-five (25) years after such date, such annual in- 
stallments may be equal or unequal in amount, but none shall be 
greater than twice the amount of any previously maturing: series 
or installments in case the bonds are divided into two or more 
separate issues, bearing different date of issue. Each issue shall ma- 
ture in accordance with the foregoing provisions without regard 
to the times of maturity of the other issue or issues. The principal 
and interest of the bonds may be made payable within or without 
the State of South Carolina, and in such medium of payment as 
may be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be issued 
as coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with the 
privilege to the holder of having them registered as to principal on 
the books of the County Treasurer and the principal thus made pay- 
able to the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer shall 
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have been to bearer), upon such conditions as the said Board of 
County Commissioners may prescribe. The bonds shall be signed 
by the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners and the 
Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners, and the seal shall be 
affixed to or impressed upon each bond, but the coupons of such 
bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signa- 
ture of the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners in office 
on the date of said bonds. The delivery of said bonds so executed 
shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers occuring be- 
fore the delivery. The bonds shall be sold at not less than par and 
accrued interest in such manner as the Board of County Commis- 
sioners may determine, and shall be exempt from all State, County 
and municipal taxes. 


§ 3. Proceeds —- Disbursement — Work — How to be 
Done—Contract to be Approved.—The proceeds from the sale 
of said bonds shall be deposited with the County Treasurer of George- 
town County and shall be expended by the County Commissioners 
of said County for the purpose of building a bridge over Black 
River at Brown’s Ferry in Georgetown County and constructing 
the approaches thereto. The work shall be done by the County Com- 
missioners or let on contract by the said Board with or without 
advertising for bids as the Board of Commissioners may deter- 
mine: Provided, That the contract for the building of the bridge 
thereon and construction of the approaches thereto shall be approved 
in writing by the Senator from Georgetown County and by at least 
one mémber of House of Representatives. Disbursement of these 
funds shall be made by the Treasurer upon warrants duly approved 
by the Board of County Commissioners. 


§ 4. Payment.—The County Auditor of Georgetown County 
is hereby authorized, empowered aud directed to assess and levy 
annually for five (5) years, upon all the taxable property of said 
County, a tax sufficient to meet the interest on said bonds as they 
become due and after the period of five (5) years to assess and 
levy a tax sufficient annually to meet the principal and interest on 
the bonds as they mature, which tax so assessed and levied shall be 
annually collected by the County Treasurer and applied by him or 
under his direction to the payment of said interest for five (5) 
years, and thereafter to pay principal and interest as said bonds 
mature. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this. Act are 
hereby repealed.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a certain State Highway in Georgetown 
County, known as Route No. 511, and extending from Smith Mills 
near Pee Dee River via the County Line Road between Georgetown 
and Williamsburg Counties to Lenude’s Ferry be re-located as fol- 
lows: 

Commencing at the intersection of State Highway No. 511, and 
Highway No. 51, and following such location as the State Highway 
Department may determine so as to pass through the Town of 
Andrews. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize the Construction by the State High- 
way Commission of a Toll Bridge on State Route No. 
49 Over Black and Waccamaw Rivers at Georgetown. 


Section 1. Toll Bridge to be Constructed Over Black 
and Waccamaw Rivers——Georgetown County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The State 
Highway. Commission is hereby authorized to construct a toll bridge, 
with the necessary approaches thereto, on State Highway No. 49 over 
Black and Waccamaw Rivers; the cost of the said bridge to be paid 
out of any funds available for the construction of State Highways and 
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Bridges in Georgetown County that may now or hereafter be in the 
hands of the State Highway Commission. 


§ 2. Operation.—The State Highway Commission shall oper- 
erate the toll bridge authorized in Section 1 hereof to be constructed 
and continue the collection of tolls from highway traffic using the said 
bridge until such time as the accrued amount of such tolls shall equal 
the cost of the said bridge, together with interest charges, at which 
time the said Department shall discontinue the collection of such tolls 
and the bridge shall become free to highway traffic. The rates of tolls 
to be charged under the provisions of this Section shall be fixed by the 
State Highway Commission with a view to securing the maximum 
reasonable income from the said bridge and thus enable collection of 
tolls to be discontinued by the early retirement of the construction cost 
obligation. 


§ 3. Georgetown County Must Certify That no Other 
Bridge is to be Built.—The authority conferred upon the State 
Highway Commission under the provisions of Sections 1 and 2 hereof 
is not to be exercised unless and until the constituted road authorities 
of Georgetown County shall have certified to the State Highway Com- 
mission that no toll bridge is to be built by Georgetown County on State

§ 2. The County Auditor is hereby directed to levy an addi- 
tional one (1) mill levy upon all the taxable property within Green- 
ville County to be collected by the same officers and in the same manner 
as other State, County and School Taxes are now collected, the pro- 
ceeds of this tax to be used for the payment of non-residential tuition 
to certain schools in said County, as provided for in the 6-0-1 School 
Law, and to provide County Building Aid to the various School Dis- 
tricts, to be allotted by the County Board of Education in accordance 
with the provisions contained in the Statutes-at-Large of South Caro- 
lina. 


§ 3. That the sub-divisions under any item of this Act may 
be diverted by the Supervisor with the consent of the Comptroller and 
a majority of the County Delegation, to any other sub-division under 
the same item where it is necessary to meet a deficiency in such sub- 
division, that the appropriation of any one item shall not be effected: 
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Provided, however, That Sections b and c of Item 1 and all Sections 
of Item 3 shall be excepted from the provisions hereof. 


§ 4. That all able-bodied male persons between the ages of 
twenty-one (21) and fifty (50) years, both inclusive, in the County 
of Greenville, during the year 1930, shall pay a commutation road 
tax of two ($2.00) dollars, subject to the exemptions, provisions and 
penalties prescribed in Act No. 146, approved February 27, 1917, and 
payable at the same time other taxes are payable. 


§ 5. The Clerk of the Court-is hereby charged with the entire 
custody and control of the Court House Building and all appurtenances 
thereto ; he is authorized and directed to allow to the Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court residing in the City of Greenville, the use of 
such office room as may not be needed for the use of the County as a 
matter of public convenience. 


§ 6. It is herein especially provided that out of Item 4 there 
shall not be paid exceeding two (2) bailiffs and one (1) Court Crier 
at any term of the Common Pleas Court or General Sessions, not 
exceeding one (1) bailiff and one (1) Court Crier for any term of 
the Greenville County Court, and it is provided further that the jury 
child shall be paid from this item; and further that the Court Crier 
shall act as bailiff when not otherwise engaged. 


§ 7. The appropriations herein provided for shall not in any 
case be exceeded and any contracts which may be made and which 
will in any manner provide for the expenditure of funds in excess’ 
of those provided for herein shall not be binding upon Greenville 
County, and it is specifically provided that any person selling supplies 
to the County is charged to ascertain in advance as to whether or not 
the proceeds in the County for that purpose have been exhausted. 


§ 8. No per diem shall be allowed out of Item 4 to any sala- 
ried officer of Greenville County. Nor shall more than one thousand 
two hundred ($1,200.00) dollars of said item be used by the Grand 
Jury for investigative purposes and expenses in connection with 
investigative purposes. It is not intended hereby to limit investigation 
of the Grand Jury, but when the said sum of one thousand two hun- 
dred ($1,200.00) dollars is expended the County shall not pay any 
other expenses in connection therewith. 


§ 9. The Sheriff, Deputy Sheriffs and all other peace officers 
except Magistrates and Constables shall turn into the County Treasurer 
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all federal fees paid to them for attendance upon Federal Courts, and 
it shall be the duty of said officers to apprehend escaped convicts and 
no reward shall be allowed on account thereof. 


§ 10. The appropriation in Item 3, sub-division c, Charity 
Patients in Hospitals, shall be expended by the Charities and Cor- 
rections Commission of Greenville County for charity patients in the 
Greenville City Hospitals, and shall be paid out on the approval of 
the Commission. The Commission is authorized to commit charity 
patients to the said Greenville City Hospitals and the Commission is 
hereby charged to notify the said hospitals when the fund is exhausted 
and any patient remaining after receiving notice will be at the ex- 
pense of the hospital or the patient’s family. 


§ 11. That there shall be paid to the Secretary of the Chari- 
ties and Corrections Commission the sum of fifteen hundred ($1,500- 
.00) dollars for salary, clerical help, and office rent, and there shall be 
paid to the Chairman of said Commission as salary, the sum of two 
hundred ($200.00) dollars, both of said items to be paid out of Item 
10. 


§ 12. That the appropriation in Item 12, sub-division “g 
Hopewell Sanitarium be paid in the same manner and under the 
same conditions as the appropriations for 1929. 


§ 13. The Controller is directed to prepare and publish quar- 
terly in some newspaper published in Greenville County an itemized 
list of all disbursements and expenditures under Items 1, 2, 3, and 
11 of this Act, with the exception of sub-division “c” of Item 3, said 
quarterly statements to be prepared and published so as to show the 
following information: Claim Number; Name of Claimant; Nature 
of Claim and the amount thereof; also such other tabulated informa- 
tion as may be necessary, in his opinion, to show the disbursement of 
all moneys appropriated herein. 


§ 14. Item 13, Miscellaneous Contingent, thirty thousand 
($30,000.00) dollars, herein above referred to, shall be expended in 
the discretion of, and under the direction of a majority of the Green- 
ville County Delegation, and for such purposes as may be prescribed 
by a majority of said Delegation. 


§ 15. The appropriations made under Item 1, for Gasoline, 
Oil, and Repairs shall be used only by the Sheriff and his legally com- 
missioned deputies, and the appropriation for repairs only upon motor- 
equipment owned by the County. 
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§ 16. That the Stream Inspector designated in Item 10, above 
referred to, shall be appointed by a majority of the Greenville County 
Delegation and his term of office shall run from May 1, 1930, to 
November 1, 1930, and he shall receive as his compensation the sum 
of one hundred and fifty ($150.00) dollars per month, and he shall 
further receive an allowance of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars per 
month, if so much be necessary, for gas and oil, to be paid out of Item 
11, sub-division (d). Said Stream Inspector shall file on or before 
the last day of each month in the office of the Comptroller a full re- 
port of his acts and doings as such Stream Inspector, and no pay 
warrant shall be issued to him until said report has been filed as herein 
provided. 


§ 17. That the appropriation of thirty-five hundred ($3,500.- 
00) dollars, designated in Item 12, sub-division “t’” above referred to 
shall be expended for the relief of persons who suffered from the 
hail storm in Greenville County during the year 1929, and shall be 
administered for this purpose by a Committee of seven (7) persons 
who shall be appointed by a majority of the Greenville County Delega- 
tion. Said Committee shall make proper investigation in the hail 
stricken areas with the view of making an equitable distribution of 
said funds, and shall file with the Comptroller of Greenville County 
on or before May 15, 1930, a list showing the names of the persons 
to whom, in their judgment, distribution should be made and the res- 
pective amounts to be paid to each. Upon receipt by the Comptroller 
of such list certified by a majority of said Committee, warrants upon 
the County Treasurer shall be issued in the usual manner in accordance 
with the lists filed by said Committee: Provided, however, That the 
total amount of relief awarded shall not exceed the appropriation 
above referred to. 


§ 18. The County Auditor is hereby directed to levy an ad- 
ditional one (1) mill levy upon all the taxable property within Green- 
ville County to be collected by the same officers and in the same manner 
as other State, County and School Taxes are now collected, the pro- 
ceeds of this tax to be used for the maintenance of the Greenville 
County Tuberculosis Hospital. The proceeds of said tax shall be dis- 
bursed by the Board of Trustees of said Hospital for the maintenance 
thereof under the terms of an Act entitled “an Act Providing for the 
Establishment of Public Hospitals or Tuberculosis Camps, etc., Hoos 
as Act No. 165 of the Acts of 1925.” 
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§ 19. That the action of the County Delegation in authorizing 
and directing the several County Officials to do certain necessary 
things during the year 1929, as follows : That of authorizing and direct- 
ing the County Supervisor and County Treasurer to increase the 
appropriations under Item 1, as follows: 1 “a” Maribone Creek grade 
three thousand two hundred forty-seven and 91/100 ($3,247.91) dol- 
lars; Holliday’s Bridge Fills four thousand three hundred eighty- 
three and 17/100 ($4,383.17) dollars; Frohawk Bridge piers two 
thousand seventy-four and 25/100 ($2,074.25) dollars; and Top- 
soiling Roads ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars ; 1 “‘b,” four thousand 
four hundred and seventy-four and 20/100 ($4,474.20) dollars for 
building warehouse and plumbing, and erecting fence at Central Con- 
vict Camp; 1 “e,” four thousand six and 45/100 ($4,006.45) dollars 
for Repairs to Machinery and equipment ; Item 2, Court House five 
thousand five hundred twenty-six and 43/100 ($5,526.43) dollars for 
repairs and overhauling Court House; Item 3, five hundred eighty- 
eight and 50/100 ($588.50) Dollars for painting County Home and 
Jail; Item 9, five hundred ($500.00) dollars for Pellagra Treatment 
in County ; Item 10, six hundred ($600.00) dollars for Salary for part 
of year for bookkeeper in Delinquent Tax Collector’s Office; Item 11, 
two hundred and fifty ($250.00) dollars for special detective work for 
Sheriff and three hundred ($300.00) dollars for transporting prison- 
ers; Item 12, one hundred fifty ($150.00) dollars for Assistant in 
Farm Demonstration work; 12 “p,” Traffic Bureau of the Chamber 
of Commerce increased two thousand five hundred ($2,500.00) dollars ;

ratified. 


§ 20. ‘That the action of the Delegation in authorizing certain 
funds diverted from interest and Sinking Fund, and advancing said 
fund to the Trustees of the Greenville County Tuberculosis Hospital 
for building purposes, and providing for the repayment by said trustees 
of the funds so advanced from the sale of the Greenville County 
Tuberculosis Hospital bonds be, and the same is hereby ratified ; that 
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the action of the Delegation, upon the death of W. N. Cruikshank, 
Supervising Auditor, in directing Mrs. Gussie Squires, his bookkeeper, 
to countersign warrants in his stead, be, and the same is hereby ratified, 
and all County Warrants signed by the said Gussie Squires, be, and 
they are hereby declared as valid as if regularly signed by the Super- 
vising Auditor of Greenville County. 


§ 21. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 1 and 2 of an Act Entitled, “An 
Act to Create a Board of Governors for the City Hos- 
pital of the City of Greenville and to Define Their 
Powers and Duties,” Approved February 27, 1917. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
Create a Board of Governors for the City Hospital of the City of 
Greenville and to Define their Powers and Duties,” approved the 
27th day of February, 1917, be amended by striking out all of said 
Section after the words “consisting of” as they appear in the third 
line of the Act as printed, and inserting in lieu thereof the following : 
“The Mayor and one Alderman of said City and three citizens at 
large is hereby created,” so that when amended said Section shall 
read as follows: 


Section 1. That a Board of Governors for the City Hospital of 
the City of Greenville, consisting of the Mayor and one Alderman 
of said City as ex officio member and three citizens at large is hereby 
created. The alderman and three citizens at large herein provided 
for shall be elected by the City Council of the City of Greenville as 
soon after the approval of this Act as shall be practicable, and they 
(all five of them) shall hold membership until their successors shall 
have been elected and qualified as provided in Section 2 of this Act. 
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§ 2. That Section 2 of said Act be and is hereby amended by 
striking out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: 


Section 2, The Mayor and Alderman, as ex officio members of 
said Board as provided in Section 1 hereof, shall hold membership 
on said Board for a term co-equal with their term of office as Mayor 
and Alderman respectively, and in the event, for any reason, their 
said office is vacated, their membership on said Board shall cease at 
the time their said office is vacated, respectively. The three citizens 
at large shall hold their membership on said Board one, two and three 
years, respectively, and shall be elected as and for such terms by said 
City Council as soon after the approval of this Act as shall be practi- 
cable. Annually thereafter said City Council shall elect one citizen 
at large to membership on said Board for the term of three years. 
Any vacancy, other than that of the Mayor, occurring in the member- 
ship of said Board, shall be filled by election by said City Council 
for the unexpired term. Any three of said Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. They shall elect from their 
number a Chairman, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, the last two 
positions may be held by the same person. The said City Council 
may remove, for cause, any member of said Board of Governors. 


§ 3. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
by the Governor.

«iN ACT to Supplement Teachers’ Salaries of Weak School 
Districts in Greenville County 


Section 1. Supplementary Support for School Districts, 
Greenville County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That from and after the passage of 
this Act, every school district in Greenville County shall receive 
supplementary support for teachers’ salaries from the County Board 
of Education upon the said school district meeting the requirements 
hereinafter set forth; and the Legislative Delegation of said County 
shall annually make sufficient appropriation to enable the said Coun- 
ty Board of Education to carry out the provisions of Section 3 of 
this Act. on 
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§ 2. Conditions.—That before any district can participate 
in the benefits of this Act said district must comply with the follow- 
ing conditions: (a) It shall maintain a school term of not less than 
eight (8) months; (b) it shall provide such equipment in its schools 
as shall meet the approval of the County Board of Education; (c) 
it shall maintain the same enrollment and attendance requirements 
_as now included in what is commonly termed the 6-0-1 Law, or as 
it may hereafter be amended; (d) that in the event the said district 
maintains a nine (9) months’ school term said district shall levy a 
special tax of ten (10) mills for the payment of teachers’ salaries, 
and in the event that said district maintains an eight (8) months’ 
school term said district shall levy a special tax of eight (8) mills 
for teachers’ salaries; (e) it shall, levy an additional tax sufficient 
to meet the incidental expenses of its schools, including pay for extra 
teachers or instructors, or extra pay for regular teachers of the 
said schools beyond that allowed by the State schedule of teachers’ 
salaries under what is commonly termed the 6-0-1 Law, or as it 
may hereafter be amended; (f) and in the event that said district 
has a deficit in its current account at the end of any scholastic year 
it shall levy an additional tax to be fixed by the County Board of 
Education, not exceeding five (5) mills, for the purpose of liquidat- 
ing such indebtedness. 


§ 3. Sums—Payable.—That every district maintaining a 
nine (9) months’ school term, and meeting the requirements of this 
Act, shall receive, after using the proceeds from the ten (10) mill 
tax for teachers’ salaries and the high school tuition due the dis- 
trict by the County Board of Education, a sum sufficient to pay the 
salaries of all teachers in the said district for the seventh, eighth 
and ninth months according to the State schedule of salaries under 
the statute commonly termed the 6-0-1 Law, or as it may here- 
after be amended. That every district maintaining an eight (8) 
months’ school term, and meeting the requirements of this Act, 
shall receive, after using the proceeds of the eight (8) mill tax for 
teachers’ salaries, a sum sufficient to pay the salaries of all teachers 
in the said district for the seventh and eighth months, according to 
the State schedule of salaries under the statute commonly termed the 
6-0-1 Law, or as it may hereafter be amended: Provided, however, 
That only high schools approved by the State Board of Education 
shall teach beyond the seventh grade without written permission of 
the County Board of Education. 
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§ 4. Petition and Budget Required.—That should any 

Board of Trustees desire its district to participate in the benefits of 
this Act, said Board shall file a written petition to that effect with 
the County Board of Education on or before June 30th of each 
year, and submit therewith a detailed budget of the estimated re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the next succeeding scholastic year. 
Upon the approval of the budget and the petition by the County 
Board of Education, it shall be the duty of said Board to determine 
the levy necessary for said district to meet the terms of Section 2 
of this Act, and certify to the Auditor of Greenville County the 
amount of said levy. The County Auditor shall thereupon levy such 
tax on all of the real and personal property in said school district, 
and the County Treasurer shall collect said tax at the same time and 
in the same manner as provided by law for the collection of other 
taxes in said County. 


§ 5. Optional to Participate.—That it is optional with all 
of the school districts in Greenville County as to whether or not 
they participate in the benefits of this Act; and nothing herein con- 
tained shall be deemed or construed as a limitation upon the duties 
and powers of any district, or board of trustees of any district not 
complying with the provisions hereon, but on the contrary all such 
districts shall enjoy the privileges and powers now conferred upon 
them under the general provisions of law, and the powers and privi- 
leges conferred upon the districts participating in this Act shall be 
deemed and construed to be cumulative to the powers now enjoyed 
and exercised by them. But, all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act as applied to any district coming 
within the purview hereof are repealed to the extent of such in- 
consistency. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend “An Act to Extend the Powers of 
Greater Greenville Sewer District Commission Con- 
ferred by Act No. 784, of the Acts of 1926, Approved 
March 23, 1926; to Provide for the Creation of Sub- 
districts Within the Said Greater Greenville Sewer 
Districts; for the Issuance of Bonds by the Sub-dis- 
tricts; to Provide for Lateral Lines Therein” by Fur- 
ther Extending the Powers of Said Greater Greenville 
Sewer District Commission. 


_ Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Extend the pow- 
ers of Greater Greenville Sewer District Commission conferred by 
Act No. 784, of the Acts of 1926, approved March 23, 1928; to pro- 
vide for the creation of sub-districts within the said Greater Green- 
ville Sewer District ; for the issuance of bonds by the sub-districts to 
provide for lateral lines therein,” approved March 16, 1929, and in- 
corporated in Volume 36 of the Statutes of South Carolina, page 864, 
be, and the same is hereby amended by striking out Section 3 therein 
and inserting in lieu thereof a new Section to be known as Section 3, 
and by adding thereto two new Sections, to be known as Sections 22-A 
and 22-B, said Sections reading as follows: 


Section 3. Whenever any sub-district designated as Class ‘B’ shall 
desire to have laterals installed therein, a petition shall be filed with the 
said commission signed by fifty free-holders or by one-third (1/3) of 
the free-holders in said district, asking that said Commission order an 
election in said sub-district for the purpose of (a) incorporating said 
sub-district, (b) allowing the sub-district to issue bonds or certificates 
of indebtedness for an amount necessary to install and maintain water 
and sewer lateral lines therein and connect the same with the main 
trunk line or lines, and (c) to provide for the levy of a tax in the sub- 
district sufficient to pay the interest on said bonds or certificates of in- 
debtedness, and create a sinking fund for their payment at maturity, 
which maturity date shall not extend beyond forty (40) years from 
the date of the bonds, ‘said bonds or certificates of indebtedness to 
constitute a lien upon the property of the sub-district. Upon receipt of 
such petition the said Commission shall order an election in said sub- 
district upon the questions stated in the petition, appoint managers, 
fix time and place for the holding thereof and provide ballots therefor ; 
due notice of the time and place of holding such election shall be 
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given by publication thereof in one or more newspapers published in 
Greater Greenville Sewer District once a week for not less than two 
weeks. Only qualified electors residing within such sub-district who 
shall present to the managers a county registration certificate and re- 
ceipts showing the payment of all taxes then due and payable shall be 
permitted to vote at said election. All costs and expenses of such elec- 
tion shall be paid by the sub-district in which the same shall be held. 
Upon receipt of the report of the managers of election, the said Com- 
mission shall meet and by resolution declare the result of the election. 
Should the election result in favor of the incorporation of the sub- 
district, the issuing of bonds or certificates of indebtedness and pro- 
viding the necessary tax, the said sub-district shall thereupon be and 
become a body politic and corporate under the name of ‘............ 
Liste Met eACawhesees tt vk ce neeeSeoaaee res Water and Sewer Sub- 
district,’ and shall enjoy the privileges of such, and be subject to the 
rules and regulations provided by this Act. 


“Section 22-A. That the Greater Greenville Sewer District Com- 
mission is expressly authorized and empowered to have a complete 
preliminary survey of each sub-district made for the purpose of de- 
termining the complete ‘plans, specifications and costs of establishing 
and constructing all sewer and water lines in the sub-districts. The 
costs for the survey for each sub-district shall be segregated and 
charged against such sub-district, which is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered and required to reimburse the Greater Greenville Sewer District 
Commission for such expense; with interest thereon at the same rate 
provided for in Section 22-B herein, if and when the sub-district votes 
bonds of certificates of indebtedness, as provided in this Act. 


“Section 22-B. That whenever the natural drainage of any sec- 
tions of the City and any property of sub-district adjacent to the 
various sub-districts is through another sub-district, the Greater 
Greenville Sewer District Commission is hereby authorized and em- 
powered in its discretion to construct such lateral line or lines through 
such sub-district as may be necessary, and charge the costs thereof to 
the sub-district through which said line or lines may be constructed, 
and collect the same, with interest thereon from the date of such con- 
struction, at the same rate paid by the said Commission on the bonds 
issued by it, from such sub-district when the same shall be organized, 
and shall vote bonds or certificates of indebtedness under the provisions 
of this Act.

AN ACT to Authorize an Election to be Held in Greenville 
County on the Question of Issuing Coupon Bonds in the 
Sum of Not Over Two Hundred and Seventy-five Thou- 
sand ($275,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose of Pur- 
chasing the Chamber of Commerce Building in the City 
of Greenville; to Provide for the Payment of Said 
Bonds and to Provide for the Management of Said 
Building. 


Section 1. Election to be Held in Greenville County— 
Purpose—Notices of Election—Ballots—the Election.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the question of issuing bonds of Greenville County not ex- 
ceeding Two Hundred and Seventy-five Thousand ($275,000.00) 
Dollars for the purposes hereinafter set forth is submitted to the 
qualified electors of Greenville County at a special election to be 
held on the fourth Tuesday in August, 1930. The State and County 
Election Commissioners of Greenville County are authorized and 
directed to give notice of the said election by publishing the same 
in a newspaper having general circulation in the County of Greenville 
at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks immediately pre- 
ceding the election, to appoint managers of said election, to prepare 
the ballots and to make all arrangements necessary for the conduct 
and holding of the said election. The question shall be submitted on a 
ballot in form as follows: “In favor of the issue by Greenville County 
of bonds not exceeding Two Hundred and Seventy-five Thousand 
($275,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of purchasing the Chamber 
of Commerce Building. Yes—No.” Those voting in favor of pur- 
chasing the said building and of the issuing of the bonds to pay 
the purchase price therefor shall deposit a ballot with the word 
“No” erased thereon ; those voting against the purchase of the said 
building and against issuing the bonds shall deposit a ballot with 
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‘the word “Yes” erased thereon. At such special election the rules 
and law governing general elections in this State shall apply except 
that any elector shall be allowed to vote if he produces payment 
of his poll tax and any other taxes for the year 1929 at any time 
prior to the election. The said Commissioners of election shall re- 
‘ceive the returns and canvass the ballots and declare the result there- 
of and file the same with the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Greenville 
County and also give notice thereof to the Secretary of the Legis- 
lative Delegation in the General Assembly. In the event that a ma- 
jority voting in the said election shall vote in favor of the question 
therein submitted, and in the further event that it is determined 
under the provisions hereinafter set forth in this Act to purchase 
the said building and the same is purchased, then the bonds herein 
authorized shall be issued under the terms of this Act. 


§ 2. Election Favorable—Majority of Legislative Dele- 
gation Authorized to Purchase Chamber of Commerce 
Building.—lIn the event that the question submitted under the pro- 
visions of Section 1 of this Act receive a majority favorable vote 
at such election, then the Legislative Delegation of Greenville County 
are authorized and empowered to make a contract to purchase at 
private or public sale for the County of Greenville the lot and the 
building thereon situate, known as the Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing, at a price not in excess of Two Hundred and Seventy-five 
Thousand ($275,000.00) Dollars. In all matters delegated to the 
Legislative Delegation under this Act the decision of a majority 
of the members thereof shall govern. Upon the consummation of 
such contract the bonds hereinafter authorized to be issued, or such 
an amount thereof as is necessary, to enable the performance on 
the part of Greenville County of the said contract, shall be issued. 
as hereinafter authorized. 


§ 3. Greenville County to Issue Bonds—Purpose.— 
The County Supervisor of Greenville County is hereby authorized 
to issue and sell bonds in the name and on behalf of Greenville 
County in the aggregate amount not exceeding Two Hundred and 
Seventy-five Thousand ($275,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of 
purchasing the lot and the building thereupon situate, known as 
the Chamber of Commerce building, in the City of Greenville, South 
Carolina. 


§ 4. Bonds.—That said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding five per cent (5%) per annum, payable semi-annually, and 
shall mature not later than twenty (20) years after the date of 
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the bonds. Said bonds shall be signed by the County Supervisor 
and countersigned by the County Treasurer of Greenville County, 
and the seal of said County shall be affixed to or impressed upon 
each bond. Said bonds shall be issued in such form and denomina- 
tion and with such provisions as to time, place and medium or pay- 
ment of principal or interest and shall mature in such series or in- 
stallments as may be determined by the County Supervisor and the 
County Treasurer of Greenville County, subject to the limitations 
prescribed in this Act. In fixing the time of maturity of the bonds 
the County Supervisor shall consider the probable net income from 
rents and profits accruing to the County from said Chamber of Com- 
merce building and shall endeavor to so fix the time of maturity of the 
bonds that the levy of property taxes will not be necessary in order 
to pay the principal or interest of said bonds. 


§ 5. Sale.—The said bonds shall be sold by the County Su- 
pervisor of Greenville County at not less than par and accrued in- 
terest, after notice of such sale published at least once at least fif- 
teen (15) days before the sale, in a newspaper published in Green- 
ville County, and also in a financial paper published in New York 
City or Baltimore. 


§ 6. Proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall 
be placed in a special fund and used only for the purpose of paying © 
the purchase price of said lot and building under the terms of the 
contract of purchase as herein authorized to be made. Upon the 
payment of the purchase price and upon all liens and incumbrances 
being duly satisfied and cancelled of record, a deed to the said prop- 
erty shall be made to the County of Greenville and title to the same 
shall vest in the County of Greenville. 


§ 7. Custody and Control Said Building—Security for 
Bonds.—The said building shall be in the custody and control of the 
Clerk of Court. The said officer is hereby authorized and empowered 
to make contracts by and with the written approval of a majority of 
the Greenville Delegation in regard to renting the offices in the said 
building, looking after the upkeep and protection and collecting the 
rents therefrom for a term expiring not later than February 15, 1931. 
The Clerk of Court is authorized, with the approval of the Legis- 
lative Delegation, to permit any County officer or County Board to 
occupy space in the said building without the payment of rent there- 
for. He is also authorized to have the said property insured and to

AN ACT to Authorize the County of Greenville to Borrow 
a Sum or Sums of Money Not Exceeding Two Hundred 
Thousand ($200,000.00) Dollars to be Used by the 
Greenville Highway Commission for the Purpose of 
Completing the Improvements and Surfacing of Cer- 
tain Roads in Greenville County. 


Whereas, under and by virtue of an Act entitled, “An Act to 
Establish a Highway Commission for Greenville County and to 
Define Its Duties and Powers,” approved March 10, 1928, and 
known as Act No. 916 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 
1928, there was created and established a Commission for Green- 
ville County to be known as “Greenville Highway Commission,” 
for the purpose of improving and surfacing certain roads mentioned 
and designated in said Act, and a special fund was designated and 
set aside for the purpose of making said improvement and surfac- 
ing, and 


Whereas, it now appears that the fund designated and set aside 
is insufficient for the purpose of improving and surfacing the roads 
designated in said Act and that it will be necessary for additional 
funds to be designated and set aside for said purposes. 


Section 1. Greenville County to Borrow—Purpose.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
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lina: That the Chairman of said Greenville Highway Commission 
and the Treasurer of Greenville County be, and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow a sum or sums of money 
not exceeding in the aggregate Two Hundred Thousand ($200,- 
000.00) Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, upon a 
note or notes of Greenville County, to be used by the Greenville 
Highway Commission, created under Act No. 916 of the Acts of 
the General Assembly of 1928, for the purpose of completing the 
improvement and surfacing of the roads designated in said Act. 


§ 2. Notes.—That said note or notes shall mature at such time 
or times as may be deemed advisable by the Chairman of the Green- 
ville Highway Commission and the Treasurer of Greenville County 
and may be renewed from time to time for such periods as is deemed 
advisable by the Chairman of the Greenville Highway Commission 
and the said Treasurer until the whole of said indebtedness has 
been paid: Provided, That the original note or notes, as well as any 
renewals thereof, shall mature not later than five years from the 
date of the approval of this Act. That the Chairman of said Com- 
mission, the Treasurer of Greenville County and the Supervisor 
of Greenville County, are hereby authorized and empowered to 
make and execute a note or notes on account of said loan, or any 
part thereof, and may, from time to time, as they deem advisable, 
make and execute a renewal or renewals of said notes or loans;

§ 3. Credit of County Pledged—Disbursement of Loans.

thereof. That the proceeds of said loans shall be disbursed by the

Whereas, Under the provisions of Act No. 447, Acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, 1929, thirty (30%) per cent of the moneys -therein 
provided for have been paid to the proper parties, and; 


Whereas, It is desirable to provide a specific date for the payment 
of the remainder thereof, now, therefore; 


Section 1. Act No. 447, Acts 1929—By Providing for 
a Date of Payment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That Section 1 of an Act entitled “An 
Act to refund to cerain citizens of Greenwood County moneys ad- 
- vanced by them for the construction of cement roads in Greenwood 
County prior to the passage of Act No. 731, of the Acts of 1924, 
known as the Pay-As-U-Go Act,” known as Act No. 447, Acts of the 
General Assembly, 1929, be amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: “Provided, That thirty-five (35%) per cent of said 
amount shall be paid during the month of January, 1931, and thirty- 
five (35%) per cent of said amount shall be paid during the month 
of January, 1932,” so that Section 1 of said Act, when so amended, 
shall read as follows:

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Greenwood School 
District No. 18, in Greenwood County to Borrow from 
the Sinking Fund from the Said School District a Sum 
not Exceeding Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars, 
and to Provide for the Retirement of the Said Loan. 


Section 1. Greenwood School District No. 18, Green- 
wood County to Borrow—Purpose—Votes.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trus- 
tees of Greenwood School District No. 18, in Greenwood County are 
authorized and empowered to borrow and use from the Sinking Fund 
of the said School District an amount not exceeding eight thousand 
($8,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of completing the new High 
School addition to the High School building of said District. The 
loan shall be evidenced by a note or notes executed by the Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees of the said School District and the Treasurer 
of Greenwood County, attested by the Secretary of the Said Board of 
Trustees, and shall be paid not later than five (5) years from the date 
of issue in approximately equal annual installments, and shall bear an 
annual rate of interest to be determined by the Treasurer and the Board 
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of Trustees of the said School District, and which interest shall be 
payable annually. 


§ 2. Payment.—That authority and power are hereby granted 
to the Board of Trustees of the said School District to determine the 
amount of levy upon the taxable property of the said School District 
necessary for the retirement of the said debt at maturity, and the 
Auditor of Greenwood County is hereby authorized and directed 
to levy, and the Treasurer to collect the tax so determined by 
the Board to be necessary for the retirement of the said debt annually 
upon all of the taxable property of the said School District as other 
taxes are collected: Provided, however, That should the Board of 
Trustees of the said School District conclude that the present tax 
levy for school purposes in said district is sufficient to meet the 
purposes for which the levy was primarily and originally made and to 
retire the aforesaid indebtedness without the requirement of an addi- 
‘ tional levy, then the said Board of Trustees are authorized not to 
certify an additional levy to the Auditor of Greenwood County for the 
purpose of the payment of the loan herein authorized to be made. 
Should at any time, however, the Board reach the conclusion that the 
levies authorized for any particular year are not sufficient to meet 
all school purposes including the amount necessary for the retirement 
of any other indebtedness, or bonds, the Board is authorized to certify 
to the Auditor such amount of tax levy as will be sufficient to pay this 
indebtedness and interest according to the terms of the obligation 
evidencing same. 


§ 3. Disbursement.—That the amount borrowed pursuant 
to the authority of this Act shall be deposited with the Treasurer of 
Greenwood County to the credit of the said School District to be ex- 
pended for the purposes hereinabove designated upon the warrant or 
orders of the Board of Trustees of the said School District. 


§ 4. Additional funds can be applied on loan.—That 
authority is hereby conferred upon the Board of Trustees of the said 
School District and the County Treasurer of Greenwood County to 
apply so much of any annual levy authorized as may not be immediately 
needed for the specific purpose mentioned in the Act authorizing such 
levy to the retirement of the loan herein authorized to be made.

Office and to Provide for County Commissioners and to prescribe their 
Duties, and to Abolish the Offices of County Road Supervisor and 
County Office Supervisor for Greenwood County,’ Approved the 26th 
Day of February, 1920, so as to Abolish the Position of Road Over- 
seer and to Authorize the County Board of Commissioners to Appoint

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of Pitts- 
burg School District No. 35 in Greenwood and Saluda 
Counties to Borrow a Sum of Money Not Exceeding 
Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars and to Provide 
for the Levy of a Tax to Retire the Said Loan. 


Section 1. Pittsburg School District No. 35, Greenwood 
and Saluda Counties, to Borrow—Purpose—Notes.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Trustees of Pittsburg School District No. 35, in Greenwood 
and Saluda Counties, are hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row a sum of money not exceeding Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dol- 
lars at a rate of interest not exceeding seven (7%) per cent per 
annum. The amount so borrowed shall be used for the purpose of 
erecting and maintaining school bulidings in said School District. 
The loan shall be evidenced by a note, or notes, to be executed by 
the Trustees of the said School District and the County Treasurers 
of Greenwood and Saluda Counties.

§ 6. The Auditor of Hampton County is hereby empowered 
and directed to levy a one and one-half (114) mill tax upon the tax- 
able property in Goethe Township for the maintenance of the roads 
constructed by bond issue in said township; and the Treasurer of 
Hampton County is hereby empowered and directed to collect the 
said tax and to disburse and pay out same on the order of the 
County Board of Commissioners, who are hereby charged with the 
duty of maintaining and contracting for the maintenance of the said 
lateral roads or highways within said township.

Carolina: On or before the last day of April of each year, the dis- 
trict school board of each school district in Hampton County shall 
prepare a budget showing the amount of money which, in the judg- 
ment of the board, will be needed in the ensuing year for the main- 
tenance, operation and support of all schools of the district. This 
budget shall be filed with the County Superintendent of Education 
as Clerk of the School Budget Commission, which commission shall 
be composed of the County Superintendent of Education, County 
Auditor and County Treasurer. 


§ 2. Commission Must Act On or Before July 15 each 
Year.—Said Budget Commission shall act on each school district 
budget request on or before July 15 of each year. 


§ 3. Purchases Must Be Authorized.—No purchase shall 
be made and no indebtedness shall be incurred by any officer or 
employee of any school district except as specified and approved 
by the County Budget Commission. 


§ 4. Forms.—Forms for said budget showing the estimated 
finances of the district shall be supplied by the County Superin- 
tendent of Education.

for the year 1930. 


§ 4. The purchase of all books, stationery and other office sup- 
plies and the printing of all county matters shall be by competitive 
bids, and the County Commissioners are hereby required before pur- 
chasing or awarding the contracts for the purchase of such books, 
stationery or office supplies, or for the printing of any county matters, 
to have filed with them in writing a request from the officer who de- 
sires such supplies or printing, giving a detailed statement of what is 
needed, and the County Commissioners shall thereupon give notice 
that such articles are desired and shall award to the lowest competi- 
tive bidder contract for such supplies. 


§ 5. The sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars herein ap- 
propriated for hospital funds to be used in connection with the Duke 
Foundation, shall be used only upon claims filed with the County 
Commissioners and approved by them, and recommended by County 
Physician.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of School District No. 
13, Being Myrtle Beach School District of Horry 
County, the State of South Carolina, to Issue Coupon 
Bonds of the Said School District, the Proceeds There- 
of to be Used for the Purpose of Paying Past Indebted- 
ness Now Due and Owing by Said School District. 


Section 1. School District No. 13, Myrtle Beach, Horry 
County, to Issue Bonds—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That for the purpose 
of paying past due indebtedness arising out of the cost of constructing 
and equipping its school building, the Board of Trustees of School 
District No. 13 of Horry County, the State of South Carolina, being 
Myrtle Beach School District, is hereby authorized to issue serial 
bonds of said school district in the aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, payable to bearer 
and in such denominations as said Board may determine, bearing inter- 
est at a rate not exceeding six per cent. per annum, payable semi- 
annually. 


§ 2. Bonds.—That said bonds shall mature in annual series 
of installments of one or more bonds each, the first of which annual 
series or installment shall become due and payable not more than five 
years after the date of issue, and the last not more than twenty years 
after the date of issue. In case the bonds are issued in blocks bearing 
different dates of issue each block may be made to mature serially as 
aforesaid without regard to the time of maturity of any other block. 
The principal and interest of said bonds may be made payable within 
or without the State of South Carolina and in gold or other medium of 
payment as may be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds 
shall be signed in the name of School District by the Board of 
Trustees, but the coupons thereof need not be authenticated other- 
wise than by facsimile signature of said Board of Trustees etched, 
lithographed, or engraved on the coupons. The delivery of the bonds so 
executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers occur- 
ring after such execution. 


§ 3. Credit of Said School District Pledged.—That said 
bonds when issued as aforesaid shall be and constitute valid and bind- 
ing legal obligations of said school district and the full faith, credit 
and taxing power of said school district are hereby irrevocably pledged 
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to the payment of the debt evidenced by these bonds, including principal 
and interest. 


§ 4. Expenses of Sale.—That out of the proceeds of sale of 
such bonds shall be paid the expense of issue and sale of same. 


§ 5. Bonds Exempt Taxes.—That the said bonds shall be ex- 
empt from all State, County, School and Municipal taxes in this 
State. 


§ 6. Payment.—Until the principal and interest of all bonds 
issued under this Act are paid, it shall be the duty of the County 
officers of Horry County, charged with the levy and collection of taxes, 
to levy and collect annually upon all the taxable property in said 
school district a tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest as they 
respectively become due on the bonds issued under the provision 
hereof, and to create a sinking fund for the payment of the prin- 
cipal of said bonds as same shall mature. That said fund so created 
’ shall be kept separately and distinct from all other funds and be used 
solely for the purpose for which collected. 


§ 7. Election.—That for the purpose of determining whether 
or not the school bonds shall be issued as provided in Section 1 of this 
Act, the said Trustees of Myrtle Beach School District of Horry 
County shall order and direct to be held an election at such times and 
place in the school district as may be designated by said Trustees, in 
which election only qualified electors residing in the school district 
shall be allowed to vote, and the said Trustees shall give such notice 
of the election as they deem necessary. They shall appoint the managers 
of said election, receive the returns and declare the result thereof. 


§ 8. Ballots.—The said Trustees shall have printed for the

tricts for the transportation of pupils: That so much of the proceeds 
of said tax as may be necessary shall be used to extend the school 
term one to three months in accordance with the State schedule of 
salaries, as provided for under the 6-0-1 law, and no teacher shall re- 
ceive a salary above said schedule, except the superintendent of a 
school having more than three teachers, and in that case any such 
Superintendent shall not receive more than Twenty-seven Hundred 
($2,700.00) Dollars, per annum, payable in installments; Provided, 
further, That if there be any unexpended balance in hand out of the 
tax levied under the provisions of this Section, the same shall be used 
as a County Board Fund for incidentals. 


§ 8. The Treasurer and Superintendent of Education of Jasper 
County, in anticipation of the collection of the tax levied under the 
provisions of Section 7 of this Act, are authorized and empowered to 
borrow such sum as may be necessary, not exceeding $20,000.00 and 
at a rate of interest not exceeding five per cent. per annum, for 
school purposes as herein provided for the scholastic year beginning 
July 1, 1930; and said officers are authorized to execute proper form 
of notes as evidence of such indebtedness and as security for the pay- 
ment thereof may pledge the tax, levied as aforesaid: Provided, That 
no sum shall be borrowed for said purposes until after July 1, 1930, not 
more than $10,000.00 shall be borrowed at any one time and all such 
sums so borrowed shall be expended only for the payment of school 
claims accruing after July 1, 1930. 


§ 9. That the fund commonly called the “St. Luke Fund,” 
.and also all funds received by Jasper County from licenses or fines 
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under the Game Laws of this State, shall be used to aid in the con- 
struction of new school buildings for said County, all such buildings 
to be so constructed as to meet the requirements and approval of the 
State Department of Education, so as to procure State Aid therefor. 


§ 10. The County Delegation is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to secure a competent accountant who shall audit the books of 
Jasper County for 1930, and the County Supervisor is hereby directed 
and authorized to issue his warrant for the payment of such services, 
not to exceed One Hundred and Seventy-five ($175.00) Dollars. 


§ 11. That the contingent fund provided for under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be expended only upon the approval of the 
Legislative Delegation for Jasper County, and the Treasurer of said 
County shall be held liable on his official bond for all claims paid out 
of said fund unless the same have been duly approved in writing by 
said Legislative Delegation. 


§ 12. The County Supervisor is hereby authorized to select 
not more than one (1) convict of Jasper County who may be trusted, 
to remain in the County under the supervision of the said Supervisor:

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of a Tax in Jasper County 
for School Purposes, to Provide for An Election There- 
on and to Authorize the Borrowing of Money in An- 
ticipation of Said Taxes. 


Whereas, There appears to be a deficit in the school funds of Jas- 
per County, and unless action be taken to provide for the current 
expenses of the public schools in said County it will be necessary to 
close said schools ; now, therefore, 


Section 1. Levy of Tax in Jasper County—Purpose— 
Electors to Vote.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: There is hereby levied a tax of five (5) 
mills upon all the taxable property in Jasper County, South Carolina, 
for the year 1930, for the purpose of carrying on the school term of 
all public schools in said County for the remainder of the 1929-1930 
session of said schools, Provided, That the qualified electors of Jasper 
County vote in favor of said tax at an election to be held as provided 
for in this Act. 


§ 2. If Election Favorable.—That if the result of the elec- 
tion herein provided for be in favor of said tax, then the Auditor 
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and Treasurer of Jasper County are hereby authorized and directed 
.to levy and collect the same, as other taxes are collected under the 
laws of this State. 


§ 3. To Borrow—Purpose—Amount.—That in anticipa- 
tion of the collection of said tax the Treasurer and Supervisor of 
Jasper County are hereby authorized to borrow an amount sufficient 
to pay all outstanding claims for the running of any and all public 
schools in Jasper County for the remainder of the school session 
1929-1930, and to pledge said tax as security therefor: Provided, 
That the amount to be borrowed for said purpose shall not exceed 
eighty-five per cent (85%) of the tax herein provided to be levied. 


§ 4. Election to be Held—Rules—Notice—Ballots.— 
The Supervisor and County Board of Commissioners of Jasper 
County are hereby authorized and directed to hold an election, under 
the rules of General Elections in this State, at the earliest date pos- 
sible, after giving two weeks’ notice thereof, through some news- 
paper published in said County, together with a public notice thereof 
posted in a conspicuous place on the property of each school district, 
calling attention to said election ; said election to be held at the usual 
voting precincts in said County. At said election all qualified electors 
of Jasper County shall be entitled to vote. The Supervisor and Board 
of County Commissioners shall appoint managers for conducting said 
election and provide a sufficient number of ballots substantially as 
follows: “Shall there be an additional levy of five (5) mills upon 
the taxable property of Jasper County for the purpose of completing 
the 1929-1930 terms of public schools in said county—Yes—No.” 
Those voting in favor of said levy shall erase the word “No”. Those 
voting against said levy shall erase the word “Yes.” 


§ 5. Returns — Result. — The Supervisor and Board of.

School District for High School Purposes: to Provide 
for a Board of High School Trustees: to Authorize the 
Issue and Sale of Bonds for Erecting and Equipping 
High School Building or Buildings: to Levy a Tax to 
Pay the Interest and Principal of Said Bonds, and to 
Levy a Tax to Pay for the Maintenance and Operation 
of Said High School Including Transportation of 
Pupils. 


Whereas, Westville School District No. 8, Piedmont School District 
No. 9, DeKalb School District No. 19, Lockhart School District No. 
33, Flat Rock School District No. 37, and Cantey School District No, 41 
of Kershaw County, South Carolina, by resolutions duly adopted by 
the Boards of Trustees of said Districts and by the County Board of 
Education for Kershaw County, have been consolidated for high 
school purposes into a centralized high school district, with a Board 
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of High Schooj Trustees composed of the Chairman of the respective 
Boards of Trustees of said six common school districts ; and, 


Whereas, It is the desire of the said Board of Trustees and of the 
patrons of said High School District to provide for the erection of 
buildings and the equipping of same, for the maintenance of said 
school and the transportation of pupils thereto; therefore, 


Section 1. Consolidation of High School District No. 14, 
Kershaw County—Validated.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the consolidation of 
said school districts numbers 8, 9, 19, 33, 37 and 41 into a centralized 
High School District for high school purposes be, and the same is here- 
by validated, ratified and confirmed notwithstanding any irregularity 
or omission that may have occurred in or about the same, and the said 
High School District so formed shall be a body corporate, with a 
Board of Trustees as hereinafter provided, and the said High School 
District shall be known and designated as High School District No. 14, 
of Kershaw County, South Carolina. The said Board of Trustees of 
said high school district are authorized to establish a High School in 
said district, and the said school and high school district shall be en- 
titled to all the benefits, privileges and rights of all centralized high 
schools and centralized. high school districts under the laws of the 
State of South Carolina.

§ 3. Powers of Trustees—To Sell Bonds.—That the said 
High School Board of Trustees shall be and are hereby vested with 
power to do all acts necessary or incident to the establishment and 
maintenance of a high school in said district, may purchase lands, erect 
or purchase a building or buildings (including a teachers’ home if they 
deem it advisable) and equip the said buildings, provide for the neces- 
sary transportation of pupils to and from said school, and in order to 
provide funds to purchase lands, acquire or erect buildings, equip the 
same, provide for the transportation of pupils, and perform any other 
acts necessary or expedient to the establishment and maintenance of 
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said High School, the said Board of High School Trustees may, not--

High School Board of Trustees, and if a corporate seal shall have been: 
adopted, it shall be affixed thereto, and for the payment of such bonds. 
and the interest thereon the full faith and credit of the said High School 
District shall be and is pledged. The facsimile signatures of the Chair-- 
’ man and Clerk of said Board may be lithographed on the coupons at- 
tached to said bonds evidencing the interest thereon. The bonds issued: 
and sold under this Act shall be serial coupon bonds in such denomi- 
_ nation as the said High School Trustees may determine, bearing inter-- 
est from their date at a rate not exceeding six per centum per annum,,. 
payable annually or semi-annually and maturing at such time or times. 
as said Trustees may fix or determine, but no bond or bonds shall. 
mature at a period more than twenty years from their date of issue. 


§ 5. Payment.—Notwithstanding the limitation contained im 
any general or special Act or any Act making a special provision on. 
or about the subject matter of any general or special Act, there shall 
be levied in the year of the issuance of said bonds and continuing yearly 
so long as any of such bonds are outstanding and unpaid, a sufficient 
tax upon all the taxable property in such Higl: School District to pay 
the interest upon all of said bonds so issued and to pay the annual in- 
stallments of the principal as and when the same shall mature, which 
tax shall be levied by the County Auditor or in stich other manner as 
may be provided by law, and collected by the County Treasurer or 
such other officer as may be by law authorized to collect the same, in 
the same manner and at the same time as other taxes in the said County 
of Kershaw are levied and collected. 


§ 6. Bonds Exempt From Taxes.—That the said bonds 
shall be exempt from all State, County, School and Municipal taxation. 


§ 7. Levies for Maintenance and Operation.—For the 
purpose of maintaining and operating the High School to be estab- 
lished under this Act, including the cost of transporting pupils to and 
from such school, an annual levy of six mills is hereby placed upon 
all the taxable property of said High School District, said tax to be 
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levied and collected in the same manner and at the same time as other 
taxes are levied and collected, and should the said levy of six mills 
hereinabove provided, be insufficient to properly maintain said school, 
the Board of Trustees of said High School District are hereby author- 
ized and empowered, in any fiscal year, to cause the levy and collection 
of an additional tax not exceeding three mills upon all of the taxable 
property in said High School District, to be levied and collected in the 
same manner and at the same time as other taxes are levied and col- 
lected, by filing with the Auditor and Treasurer of said Kershaw 
County, in due time for entry upon the tax books, a written direction 
to so levy and collect, signed by the Trustees and approved in writing 
by the Board of Education for Kershaw County, the proceeds of such 
additional levy to be used for general school purposes in said High 
School District. 


§ 8. Levies to be in Same Uniform Rate.—That all levies 
herein provided for bonds or for maintenance shall be at the same 
uniform rate on the assessed valuation of all the taxable property in 
each and all of the common school districts consolidated hereby. 


§ 9. Corporate Existence and Entity of Common School 
Districts Not Impaired.—That the corporate existence and entity 
of any and all common school districts under this Act consolidated into 
said centralized High School District for high school purposes shall 
in no way be deemed to be impaired or affected by this Act. 


§ 10. Unconstitutional Portion or Provision Not to Af- 
fect the Constitutional.—That in case any portion or provision 
of this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction, the validity of the remaining portions shall be and remain 
in full force and effect and shall be deemed and held to be a valid and 
complete Act. 


§ 11. That any and all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act shall be and the same are hereby repealed.

District No. 16 of Kershaw County and to Provide a 
Levy for the Retirement of said Bonds, the Proceeds 
of Said Bonds to be Used for the Erecting and Equip- 
ping of a New School Building. 


Section 1. School District No. 16, Kershaw County, to

Item 1. For ordinary County purposes, five (5) mills. 

For Roads and Bridges, eight (8) mills. 

For the payment of interest and principal on Chesterfield and 
Chester Railroad Bonds, one-half (14) mills. 

For paying interest on money to be borrowed for current ex- 
penses, one-half (14) mill. 

Provided, That any surplus from said interest requirements 
shall go to the Ordinary County Fund. 

Two (2) mills special fund to take care of loss sustained 
by failure of Farmers Bank and Trust Company, First 
Bank and Trust Co., and Peoples Bank of Kershaw.

Lancaster and York Counties to Construct 
a Highway—Location.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the County Boards of Com- 
missioners of Lancaster and York Counties are hereby directed and 
authorized to construct a public highway on the South side of the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway, commencing at the North Carolina line 
at the point on the highway from Waxhaw where it enters this State, 
and running thence through or near the villages of Osceola and Van 
Wyck to Catawba River, thence crossing the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway at the most convenient place on the East side of the South- 
ern Railway, thence through underpass under Southern Railway to 
paved highway Number 5, in York County at most convenient place. 
Provided, That the chaingang of York County shall not be used in 
the construction of the road herein provided for until certain roads 
now provided for by law in York County shall have been completed. 


§ 2. State Highway Department to Approve.—The lo- 
cation and form of construction of such highway shall be approved 
by the State Highway Department. 
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§ 3. To Condemn Lands.—The said County Boards of 
Commissioners are authorized to condemn all lands necessary for 
the construction of said highway as now provided by law. 


§ 4. Cost—in Lancaster County—in York County— 
Payment.—The cost of the construction of said highway in Lan- 
caster County shall be borne by said County and the cost of the 
construction in York County shall be borne by Catawba Township, 
and the Auditor of York County is hereby directed to levy a tax 
of one mill on the taxable property of said Township for the pay- 
ment of the cost of the construction of said highway in York County, 
and the Treasurer of York County is hereby directed to collect said 
tax as are other taxes and credit the same to a fund for the con- 
struction of said highway on the proper warrant therefor: Provided, 
Said tax shall only be levied for the years 1930, 1931 and 1932: 
Provided, further, That said highway may be constructed by any 
forces other than the chaingang at any time the Supervisor and 
County Commissioners may deem advisable. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Rich Hill School Dis- 
trict No. 24, of Lancaster County, to Borrow the Sum 
of Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) Dollars and to Pro- 
vide for the Levy of a Tax to Retire Said Loan. 


Section 1. Rich Hill School District No. 24, Lancaster 
County, to Borrow—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The trustees of Rich Hill 
School District No. 24 of Lancaster County are hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding Twelve 
Hundred ($1,200.00) Dollars at a rate of interest not exceeding six 
per cent (6%) per annum for the purpose of paying past indebted- 
ness, and other school purposes. 
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§ 2. Note.—The loan shall be secured by a note executed by 
the trustees of said Rich Hill School District No. 24, and the Treas- 
urer of Lancaster County. 


§ 3. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of 
the loan, there is hereby levied an annual tax upon all the taxable 
property of the said Rich Hill School District No. 24, sufficient to 
retire the loan plus interest within a period of five (5) years.

tions incurred for which Laurens County is liable, said report shall 
be made on or before June first and December first of each year. 


§ 3. That the Supervisor-is hereby forbidden from making 
any debt or obligation for Laurens County not covered by the appro- 
priation herein made and any obligation made by said Supervisor 
in excess of the levy and appropriation herein made shall not be a 
debt against Laurens County. Dr. C. P. Vincent is hereby appointed 
County Physician, and he is to be paid for attending convicts and .

and poorhouse. 


§ 4. That the County Superintendent of Education is hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow not exceeding ninety per cent. 
of taxes for school purposes estimated for the year 1930, for the pur- 
poses of paying salaries of teachers and other school purposes, re 
pledge a tax levy for school purposes and the State aid to be re- 
ceived under the 6-0-1 School Law for the year 1930, for the pay- 
ment of the same. 


§ 5. That the Auditor is hereby authorized and required to 
levy a tax of one (1) mill on all the taxable property of Laurens 
County, the proceeds of said levy to be used for the use and bene- 
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fit of all the weak schools of Laurens County, and expended under 
the direction and supervision of the County Board of Education: 
Provided, That no money herein appropriated for school purposes 
or otherwise, shall be used for the payment of any colored person 
as rural school supervisor, or for any other purposes connected with 
the educational work of colored schools in Laurens County. 


§ 6. The Judge of Probate shall be allowed twenty-five (25c) 
cents for paying out pension claims and twenty-five (25c) cents for 
indexing. 


§ 7. The Supervisor of Laurens County is hereby authorized 
and required to advertise for competitive bids for the purchase of 
all supplies used by Laurens County and shall accept the lowest 
responsible bidder for the same, and any purchase not made in con- 
formity thereto shall not be a debt against the County. 


§ 7-B. There is hereby appropriated the sum of Three Thou- 
sand ($3,000.00) Dollars to construct a road from the highway at 
or near the R. L. Wolfe Place by way of A. R. Garrett’s and Mat- 
' thew McDaniels, to connect with the highway leading from Friend- 
ship School House to Hickory Tavern; there is hereby appropriated 
the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars to construct a road 
from the R. L. Wolfe Place leading towards Laurens and connect- 
ing with State Highway No. 15, at or near Trinity Ridge School 
House; there is hereby appropriated to construct a road from the 
lands of Sam Thompson and T. J. Cooper and the Greenville- 
Laurens Line to Nesbit’s Bridge, the sum of Twelve Thousand 
($12,000.00) Dollars; there is hereby appropriated to construct a 
road from Martin’s Cross Road by way of Warrior’s Creek Church 
and the residence of H. F. Tumblin, to the Cross Roads near Flem- 
ing School House, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars; there is 
hereby appropriated to construct a road from Pitt’s Place to High- 
way No. 56 at or near the Bytd Place the sum of Twenty-five Hun- 
dred ($2,500.00) Dollars; there is hereby appropriated to con- 
struct a road from Ora to Gray Court the sum of Forty-five Hun- 
dred ($4,500.00) Dollars; there is hereby appropriated for the con- 
struction of a road near a point on Highway No. 56 at or near 
Jack’s Woods to Jones’ Bridge the sum of Five Thousand ($5,- 
000.00) Dollars; there is hereby appropriated for the construction 
of a road beginning at the Newberry County line near Fairview 
Baptist Church connecting with a Highway which Newberry County 
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has already built up to the County line and following the old road 
bed thence via Bond’s Cross Roads and Shady Grove Church to a 
point at the Mag Kelley Place, thence through the land of R. P. 
Nabors to a point near the residence of said R. P. Nabors, thence 
via the residence of Nathan H. Nabors to a point on the old road 
between the Oxner Crossing and the Fred Whitmire Place, thence 
via the old road bed to Young’s Cross Roads, Four Thousand ($4,- 
000.00) Dollars; there is hereby appropriated for the construction 
of the road from a point on Highway No. 15 between Lick Creek 
and Garlington Place via the H. S. Wallace Home Place to a point 
on Highway No. 2 at or near Highland Home Church, Four Thou- 
sand ($4,000.00) Dollars; there is hereby appropriated for the con- 
struction of a road from the incorporated limits of the city of Laurens 
from the end of South Harper Street to Boyd’s Cross Roads, Three 
Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars; there is hereby appropriated for the 
construction of a road from Boyd’s Cross Road to the Calhoun 
Highway, Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars; there is hereby ap- 
propriated for the completion of the road from Bond’s Cross Road 
to the Brick House, Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars; there is 
hereby appropriated the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars 
to be expended on the rural routes in Laurens County and to be dis- 
bursed by the County Board of Commissioners to said routes ac- 
cording to mileage of unimproved road on each route and the amount 
appropriated to each road shall be expended only upon the approval 
of the rural carriers of said road. The remainder of the funds shall 
be apportioned to the top-soiled roads in Laurens County not in the 
State Highway System, for maintenance according to mileage and 
the work to be done and the maintaining said roads shall be under 
the control of the County Board of Commissioners of Laurens Coun- 
ty. The above amount shall be paid out of revenue coming to Laurens 
County from the gasoline tax not otherwise disposed of and from 
the revenue derived from the four and one-half (4%) mill levy 
upon property. The Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to 
levy on the property of Laurens County for the year 1930, four and 
one-half (414) mills and the County Auditor and Treasurer are here- 
by authorized and directed to reduce the levy for road bonds now 
being levied in Laurens County four and one-half (442) mills and 
substitute the above four and one-half (434) mills for cross country 
roads in its stead. The County Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby 
authorized to borrow sufficient money to carry out the provisions 
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of this Section and are authorized to pledge the credit of Laurens 
- County for the payment of said loan. 


§ 7-C. The County Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to borrow Six Thousand Eight Hundred ($6,- 
800.00) Dollars from the Joanna Cotton Mills and to give the Coun- 
ty’s note therefor payable one year from the date with the privilege 
of renewal for another year ; said money to be used in hard surfacing 
and surfacing the highway from No. 2 highway to Bush River ac- 
cording to contract already made by Joanna Cotton Mills with the 
contractor. 


§ 7-D. The County Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby 
authorized, and empowered to remit or refund to the taxpayers of 
the hail stricken section of Laurens County all ordinary County and 
State taxes for the year 1929 where such persons have suffered 
fifty (50%) per cent. or more loss in crop damages from the destruc- 
tion of the hail storm during the summer of 1929, Provided, That 
no exemption from taxation shall be granted to any such person 
who shall make as much as fifty (50%) per cent. of the crop made 
by such person during the year 1928, or that was made on the same 
land in 1928. Provided, Further, That no taxes shall be refunded 
other than the taxes on the identical lands where the crop from hail 
occurred. Every taxpayer claiming exemption from said tax shall 
present to the County Treasurer an affidavit in which is set forth the 
damage incurred, as mentioned and described above, and upon the 
presentation of such affidavit the County Treasurer is directed to re- 
mit all taxes. Provided, That this: exemption shall not include any 
poll tax or any commutation road tax or any special schoo! tax and 
the County Treasurer shall take a receipt therefor and receipt shall 
state only the purposes for which it was given, which shall constitute 
his proper voucher and the Comptroller General is hereby authorized 
and required to approve and allow same in his annual settlement. 


§ 8. There shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Sheriff and the Laurens County Delegation, a Jailer 
and a special constable to have the usual authority of peace officer 
and be assigned to duty by the Sheriff as follows: Said Jailer to serve 
in Sheriff’s office and County Jail, also at office of the Laurens Mag- 
istrate and in such other capacity as might be ordered by the Sheriff, 
said Special Constable to serve at office of Clinton Magistrate or in 
such other capacity as might be ordered by the Sheriff ior a period 
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of two years and said officers will be required to give bond in the 
sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of duty. 


§ 8-B. There shall be appointed and commissioned by the Gov- 
ernor upon the recommendation of the Sheriff and the head official 
of the Mills herein named, three Special Deputies to have the usual 
authority of Peace Officers, and shall be assigned to duty at Watts 
Mill, Lydia Mill and Joanna Mill as the Sheriff might designate, and 
shall be paid by the Treasurer of Laurens County the sum of Ten Dol- 
lars per month and the said three mills may supplement the salaries if 
they so desire, such appointments to be made for a period of two 
years, however, same may be revoked by the Governor at the rec- 
ommendation of the Sheriff and such Mill Official at any time; said 
Deputies must be sworn in office before the Clerk of Court for 
Laurens County, and shall give the usual bond in the sum of One 
Thousand Dollars conditioned upon their faithful performance of 
duty. 


§ 8-C. On and after April 1st, 1930, the Court House Janitor 
to be named by the Laurens County Delegation shall receive the 
sum of Sixty Dollars per month, and shall be on duty also as a bailiff 
whenever Court is in session without additional pay, and from Jan- 
uary Ist, 1930, through March’ 31st, 1930, the salary shall be only 
Forty Dollars per month. 


§ 8-D. The sum of Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars is hereby 
appropriated for the purpose of constructing a suitable front porch 
to the Laurens County Jail and the work is to be done by contract 
approved by the Sheriff and the Foreman of the Grand Jury. 


§ 8-E. Refund to Clyde Franks for taxes erroneously paid in 
1925 the sum of $73.84. Refund to John M. Copeland for taxes 
erroneously paid the sum of $198.60. 


§ 8-F. The Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby required 
to obtain security for all funds of Laurens County, which is now 
or may hereafter be deposited in any bank or banks. The securities 
herein required shall be approved by the County Attorney. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment of Salaries of High 
School Teachers in Laurens County, and to Authorize 
the Auditor to Levy a Tax for Same. 


Section 1. Two Mill Levy for Laurens County to Pay 
Salaries of Certain Teachers.——Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: For the purpose of paying the 
salaries of high school teachers employed in the high schools in Laur- 
ens County which are not paid by the State under the 6-0-1 law the 
County Auditor of Laurens County is authorized and directed to levy 
an assessment of two mills on all taxable property in said County and 
the County Treasurer is authorized and directed to collect the same. 


§ 2. Funds to be Apportioned.—That the County Super- 
intendent of Education is authorized and directed to apportion to the 
several school districts in which the several high schools are located 
a sufficient amount from the fund arriving from such tax to pay the 
salaries of the high school teachers employed in such districts for the 
time for which they are not paid by the State. 


§ 3. Disbursement.—The funds so appropriated to such dis- 
tricts shall be disbursed by the trustees of said district exclusively for 
the payment of salaries of high school teachers as herein provided in 
the same manner as other funds are disbursed by them. 


§ 4. Ail Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Establish a Laurens County Hospital at Laurens, 
S. C., and to Create a Board to Supervise the Manage- 
ment of Same. 


Whereas, An offer has been made to match an amount not exceeding 
Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars for the establishment of a pub- 
lic hospital at Laurens Court House, for Laurens County, S. C., and, 


Whereas, It is for the public interest of Laurens County that such 
hospital be established and such offer be accepted, Now, therefore: 
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Section 1. Hospital for Laurens County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there 
. shall be erected, established and maintained for Laurens County a 
hospital at Laurens Court House. 


§ 2. Location.—The location for the building shall be deter- 
mined by the Board of Trustees hereinafter provided for. 


§ 3. Contract for Construction.—The contract for the con- 
struction of said building shall be let and the furnishing and equipment 
therefor shall be purchased by the said Board of Trustees hereinafter 
named, 


§ 4. Operation and Maintenance.—Upon the completion 
of the building and the equipment thereof the said Board of Trustees 
is charged with the power and authority to carry on the operation and 
maintenance thereof under such rules and regulations as they may 
adopt not inconsistent with the laws of the land. 


§ 5. Bonds to be Issued—Purpose—Election Necessary 
First.—To carry out effectively the purposes of this Act the County 
Board of Commissioners of Laurens County are authorized, directed 
and empowered to issue bonds of Laurens County in an amount not 
exceeding the sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, said 
amount to be determined by the Board of Trustees hereinafter pro- 
vided and said bonds to be serial bonds and bear interest at such rate 
as may be determined by the County Board of Commissioners for 
Laurens County and to be sold at such time and place and in such man- 
ner as may be determined by the County Board of Commissioners of 
Laurens County: Provided, however, That before such bonds shall be 
issued or sold, the question of issuing same shall be submitted 
to the qualified electors of Laurens County at the general 
election to be held in November, 1930, and if such issuing is approved 
by a majority of those voting at such election such bonds shall then 
be issued and sold as herein provided. The County Board of Commis- 
sioners shall provide tickets for the use of the voters at such election 
in the following form: Shall bonds be issued for the erection of hos- 
pital in Laurens County ?—(Yes) and (No). Those voting for the 
issuance of such bonds shall scratch the word “No” and those voting 
against the issuance of said bonds shall scratch the word “Yes.” 


§ 6. Proceeds of Bonds—Must be Matched.—After the 
issuance of said bonds at said election same shall not be sold unless the 
amount thereof is matched from other sources. 
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§ 7. Duties of Board of Trustees—Appointed—Terms 
of Office.—Said hospital shall be erected, maintained and operated 
by a Board of Trustees of nine members to be appointed by the dele- 
gation from Laurens County in the General Assembly and their term 
of office shall be for six years and until their successors are appointed. 
The term of office of the first three named shall expire two years from 
the date of their appointment. The term of office of the next three 

“named shall expire four years from the date of their appointment. 
The term of office of the last three named shall expire six years from 
the date of their appointment and their successors shall be appointed 
for a term of six years so that three members will be appointed every 
two years, 


§ 8. Powers.—The Board of Trustees of said hospital shall 
have the power to make all contracts necessary for the construction, 
maintenance and operation of same, may sue and be sued under the 
name of Laurens County Hospital and may make all necessary rules 
and regulations for the conduct of such hospital, may operate a school 
for training nurses and may receive, accept and acquire for the use 
of said hospital any lands, gifts, donations, devises or property of any 
kind and may hold same and use the same for the purpose as aforesaid 
and may make investments and change investments of funds belonging 
to said hospital from time to time as they may deem it advisable.

Whereas, The Laurens Delegation, during the fall of 1929, at 
Laurens, S. C., signed a written agreement authorizing the Treasurer 
of Laurens County to borrow Fifty-five Thousand Three Hundred 
($55,300.00) Dollars for County purposes and promised to enact 
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at the following session of the General Assembly suitable legislation to 
validate same, and 


Whereas, The Treasurer of Laurens County, pursuant to said writ- 
ten agreement did borrow the sum of Fifty-five Thousand Three Hun- 
dred ($55,300.00) Dollars and execute his certain promissory note 
bearing date as of October 23, 1929, becoming due March 23, 1930, 
and did also execute his certain promissory note for interest thereon 
for the sum of One Thousand Six Hundred Twelve and 93/100 
($1,612.93) Dollars dated October 23, 1929, and becoming due March 
23, 1930, and . 


Whereas, Certain notes are about to mature and it is desirable that 
said obligations be renewed for a period of time not exceeding one (1) 
year, Now, therefore, 


Section 1. Acts of Laurens County Officials and Obliga- 
tions Executed by them in Regard Money Borrowed During 
Fall, 1929, Validated.—Be it enacted by! the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the act of the County authorities 
of Laurens County in borrowing in the fall of 1929 the sum of Fifty- 
five Thousand Three Hundred ($55,300.00) Dollars for general 
County purposes and the obligations executed by them evidencing the 
said loan to the County are hereby validated and made legal in all re- 
spects, and the said obligation or obligations are hereby declared to be 
valid, legal and binding obligations upon Laurens County.

AN ACT to Create and Establish Laurens County Library, 
and Provide for the Maintenance Thereof 


Section 1. Laurens County, Library—a Corporation— 
Powers.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That there is hereby created and established a cor- 
poration under the name of Laurens County Library, which shall 
have all the powers conferred upon corporations under the laws of 
South Carolina. 


§ 2. Board of Trustees to Manage—Personnel—Terms 
—Vacancies.—That said corporation shall be managed by a Board 
of Trustees consisting of seven members, who shall be as follows: 
Mrs. M. L. Copeland, Mrs. T. L. W. Bailey, Mrs. B. L. Jones, Mrs. 
Alvin Curry, H. Douglas Gray, Mrs. Alex Austin and W. T. Crews; 
the terms of office of the members herein appointed shall be one, two, 
three, four, five, six and seven years from the date of the appoint- 
ment of said board, that is, Mrs. M. L. Copeland to serve for seven 
years, Mrs. T. L. W. Bailey for six years, Mrs. B. L. Jones for five 
years, Mrs. Alvin Curry for four years, H. Douglas Gray for three 
years, Mrs. Alex Austin for two years and W. T. Crews for one year, 
that thereafter upon the expiration of the term of a member of said 
board, his or her successor shall be appointed for a term of seven 
years by the Laurens County Delegation, who shall have power to 
fill in like manner, for the unexpired terms all vacancies in said board 
which may occur through death, resignation or otherwise. 
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§ 3. Control and Management—Powers—Meetings.— 
That said board shall have the entire and exclusive control and man- 
agement of Laurens County Library, and shall have power to employ, 
direct and discharge one or more librarians and such other employees 
as they may consider advisable. That said board shall meet as soon as 
convenient after the appointment of its members and shall organize 
by the election of a president or chairman, a treasurer and such other 
officers as may be deemed expedient. That said board shall hold regu- 
lar meetings at least twice in each year, and shall make such rules 
and orders (not inconsistent with the laws of this State) for the regu- 
lation of its duties and for the control and management of such public 
library as it may deem advisable. 


§ 4. Gifts — Deposits — Disbursements — Annual Re- 
ports.—That said board shall have power to accept and receive 
money and property given or conveyed to or vested in said board by 
deed, by devise and in any other manner for the support of such 
Laurens County Library or for any other purpose not inconsistent 
therewith. That all funds received by said board shall be deposited in 
bank to the credit of the said Laurens County Library Trustees and’ 
shall be withdrawn from said bank under such rules and regulations 
as shall be adopted by said board. That it shall be the duty of said 
board to transmit to the City Council of Laurens and to the legisla- 
tive delegation of Laurens County on or before the first day of March 
in each and every year hereafter, beginning’ with the year 1931, an 
itemized report showing in detail all moneys received and expended 
by said board during the calendar year ending on the thirty-first day 
of the preceding December. 


§ 5. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

Provided, That the County Treasurer, upon the request of the 
County Commissioners, approved in writing by the Senator and one 
member of the House of the Legislative Delegation, is hereby author- 
ized to borrow money for County purposes up to Ninety (90%) per 
cent of the available taxes, if so much be necessary and to pledge the 
said taxes to be collected as security for the payment thereof: 


§ 2. That no funds can be diverted from one appropriation 
to another without a majority written consent of the Delegation. 


§ 3. All funds herein appropriated for the upkeep, mainte- 
nance and use of the roads, the County Chaingang, or for any other 
purpose to be expended by the County Board of Commissioners shal! 
be expended by them upon a monthly basis, to wit: For the first eight 
months of year beginning January, 1930, the amount of $4,000 per 
month, and the last four months to be provided for hereafter per 
month, and they shall render an accounting to each member of the 
County Delegation at the end of each month, unless otherwise agreed 
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to by a majority consent of the delegation: Provided, That any funds 
not expended during any month may be carried over and used during 
a subsequent month. 


§ 4. The Auditor of Lee County is empowered, authorized 
and required to levy an additional two mills, if so much be necessary, 
om all the taxable property of Lee County to operate the schools of 
the County for the remaining one month under the 6-0-1 Law: Pro- 
vided, The salaries paid shall be the same as provided for in the 6-0-1 
Law. 


§ 5. The Auditor of Lee County, upon the recommendation 
of the Superintendent of Education and the County Treasurer, is 
hereby authorized, directed and required to reduce the special levies of 
the several school districts of Lee County so that the revenue shall not 
exceed an amount necessary for the operation of the schools of the 
County. 


§ 6. That the County Commissioners, be, and they are hereby 
authorized to borrow by sealed competitive bids, after written notice 
to all banks in Lee County, an amount not exceeding Ninety (90%) 
per cent. of the amount to be raised by the above levy, on notes to be 
executed by the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners and 
the County Treasurer, which note, or notes, when so executed, shall. 
be a lien upon all taxes to be raised by the above levy: Provided, fur- 
ther, That the Sheriff shall receive for dieting prisoners fifty (50) 
cents per day: Provided, further, That the Board of County Com- 
missioners and the County Treasurer are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to use the money hereby appropriated for the purpose for 
which the same is appropriated, and for no other purpose, and they 
are hereby forbidden to in any way exceed the appropriations herein 
made for any purpose whatsoever, without the written consent of the 
Senator and one Member of the House: Provided, further, That if 
any member of the Board of County Commissioners shall sign his 
approval of any claim against the County for payment, without having 
on file in the offices of the County Commissioners the report of the 
County Treasurer for the last month preceding his approval as may 
now, or hereafter, be required by law, showing funds available for 
such claims, the Commissioners so offending shall forthwith be re- 
moved from office by the Governor: Provided, further, That the 
County Commissioners not later than the fifteenth day of each month 
shall deliver by mail or otherwise to each member of the General 
Assembly from the County an itemized list of all claims approved for 
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payment during the preceding month and all outstanding liabilities so 
far as known not then approved for payment: Provided, further, That 
the magistrates of Lee County shall not collect any greater amount of 
cost in civil and criminal actions in a settlement, or otherwise, than is 
now provided for by law in the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, 
and give a written receipt for the same. That any magistrate neglecting 
or refusing to comply with these provisions shall be removed from 
office by the Governor: Provided, further, That rural policemen shall 
not receive checks for collection, nor collect any debt or debts, his duty 
being to look after criminals and violators of the law. 


§ 7. That the Board of County Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to purchase all stationery for the use of the 
County, at the best prices obtainable, and shall issue such stationery 
to County Officers only, and upon the requisition of such officers in 
writing and said requisition shall be kept on file by the Clerk of the 
said Board: Provided, That nothing herein shall apply to the purchase 
of official record books as now provided by law. 


§ 8 That the Board of County Commissioners are hereby 
authorized, required and directed to buy on sealed competitive binds 
all provisions for the maintenance of the County chaingang (not in- 
cluding clothing for convicts, machinery or any kind of tools, live 
stock or gas and oil) after having advertised same in the County paper 
for two issues, place of sale, County Board of Commissioners’ office 
in the Court House of Lee County and in the presence of all members 
of said Board, or a majority thereof, and in the event no bids are 
received said Board is authorized to purchase otherwise. 


§ 9. That the County Board of Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized, empowered, requested and directed to pay each and every 
employee, his or her stipulated salary by check payable to them and 
them only. ; 


§ 10. That the County Board of Commissioners are hereby 
authorized, empowered, requested and directed to keep all County 
records, books and voucher papers of all kinds in the said Boards office 
in Lee County in Court House provided for same and, Provided, fur- 
ther, That the Clerk of said Board shall keep said office open regularly 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Saturdays, continuing through the en- 
tire year of 1930 and as many other days of the week as the duties of 
the office demand.

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§ 11. That the County Board of Commissioners are hereby 
directed and empowered to pay to the sheriff of Lee County for 
traveling expense, for carrying or bringing prisoners, the sum stipu- 
lated in the Supply Bill of One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars, 
on sworn itemized statements. 


§ 12. The above named Board is further directed to pay out 
of the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, to legally elected 
officers all claims approved by the Superintendent of Education of Lee 
County for services, material for dental clinics of Lee County for 
1930. 


§ 13. The above named Board is further directed to pay Miss

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Require the 
Treasurer of Lee County to Apportion the Deposit of 
County Funds Among the Various Banks of Lee County 
According to the Capital Stock and Surplus of the Re- 
spective Banks,’’ Approved January 31, 1930, Relating 
to the Security to be Furnished by the Bank on Ac- 
count of Any Such Deposit. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That after the passage of this Act, the County 
Treasurer of Lee County shall be, and he is hereby, required to deposit 
all funds coming into his hands, to be used to retire bonds of Lee 
County, and designated as Sinking Fund receipts to create Sinking 
Fund accounts for the purpose of retiring bonds at maturity: Pro- 
vided, further, That the County Treasurer is required to deposit said 
funds in the banks of Lee County in proportion to their capital stock 
and surplus, and, Provided, further, That no deposits shall be made 
in any bank until said bank has deposited with the County Treasurer 
a bond with a reputable surety company, to be approved by the 
Attorney General of South Carolina, equal to the amount deposited 
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in said bank and ten (10) per cent additional, or deposit with the 
County Treasurer bonds of the United States Government or obliga- 
tions of the State of South Carolina or bonds or obligations of any 
political subdivision of the State of South Carolina or Federal Land 
Bank bonds equal in amount to such deposits and the estimated inter- 
est to accrue thereon to indemnify the said county for any and all loss 
or damage the county might sustain by it on account of the deposits 
and accrued interest thereon, together with any cost and expenses, in- 
cluding attorneys’ fees, that the county may be put to in any suit 
thereon: Provided, further, That all funds deposited in banks hereto- 
fore referred to by said County Treasurer of Lee County shall draw 
not less than three (3) per cent. per annum: Provided, further, That 
any bank making or securing loans to or for Lee County shall be en- 
titled to the deposits or proceeds of such loans, and to the deposits of 
the collections of the taxes deposited or assigned as collateral tb such 
loans made or secured to or for Lee County shall be deposited with 
the bank making or securing such loans to the extent of the loans so 
made by the County Treasurer : Provided, further, ‘That no funds de- 
posited by the County Treasurer on checking account in any bank shall 
draw interest or be secured: Provided, further, In case all banks in 
Lee County fail to qualify as to the provisions of this Act, the 
County Treasurer is authorized to deposit Lee County’s funds else- 
where on compliance with the provisions of this Act. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Treasurer and 
Chairman of County Board of Commissioners of Lee 
County to Borrow a Sum of Money Not Exceeding 

. Twenty-three Thousand Five Hundred ($23,500.00) 
Dollars and to Provide for the Levy of a Tax to Retire 
the Said Loan. 


Section 1. Lee County to Borrow—Purpose—Notes.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
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lina: That for the purpose of retiring existing indebtedness of Lee 
County consisting of certain obligations of Lee County totalling Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars and the sum of Thirteen Thousand 
Five Hundred ($13,500.00) Dollars on deposit to the credit of Lee 
County in the First National Bank of Bishopville, the said bank now 
being in the hands of a Receiver, the County Treasurer and Chair- 
man of County Board of Commissioners are hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow a sum of money not to exceed Twenty-three 
Thousand Five Hundred ($23,500.00) Dollars at a rate of interest 
not exceeding seven (7%) per cent. per annum for the purpose of 
retiring the above listed indebtedness and money on deposit in the 
said bank. The loan shall be secured by note or notes executed by the 
County Treasurer and the Chairman of County Board of Commis- 
sioners of Lee County and shall be approved by the members of the 
Lee County Legislative Delegation and the County Attorney of Lee 
County. 


§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of 
said loan there is hereby levied an annual tax sufficient to retire the 
loan with interest within a period of five (5) years. The entire pro- 
ceeds of this special tax levy shall be paid annually on the principal 
and interest of the note, or notes, given to secure the loan until the 
said loan is paid in full with interest, at which time the tax shall no 
longer be levied. It shall be the duty of the Auditor of Lee County to 
levy a sufficient tax annually on all of the taxable property of the 
said County for the purpose of making annual payment on principal 
and interest as above outlined and it shall be the duty of the County 
Treasurer of said County to collect the tax so levied as other taxes 
are collected by law. 


§ 3. To be Deposited with County Treasurer.—That the 
amount borrowed shall be deposited with the County Treasurer for 
the purpose mentioned in Section 1 of this Act.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the 
appointment of a Police Commission for Lee County and Define its 
Duties and the duties of the Rural Policemen,” known as Act No.

stable appointed under this Act shall enter upon the discharge of the 
duties as such Constable until he has furnished bond in the sum of 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, to be approved as to sufficiency 
by the Board of Commissioners of Lexington County, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of his duties. 


§ 3. That so much of the unexpended balances from the various

AN ACT to Authorize the Board of Trustees of School Dis- 
trict Number 1 of Lexington County, the State of South 
Carolina, to Issue and Sell Coupon Notes of Said School 
District in the Sum of Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) 
Dollars, the Proceeds Thereof to be Used for the Liqui- 
dation of the Existing Indebtedness of Said School Dis- 
trict, Other Than Its Bonded Indebtedness; and to Pro- 
vide for the Payment of Said Notes. 


Section 1. School District No. 1, Lexington County, to 
Issue Notes—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of 
School District Number 1 of Lexington County, the State of South 
Carolina, be, and are hereby, authorized, empowered and directed 
to issue and sell coupon notes of said school district, in the aggre- 
gate amount of Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, the pro- 
ceeds thereof to be used for the liquidation of the existing indebt- 
edness of said School District, other than its outstanding bonded 
indebtedness. : 


§ 2. Notes.—That said notes shall be in denominations of 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, shall mature in series or 
installments as follows: Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars five 
(5) years from their date; Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars ten 
(10) years from their date; and Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) 
Dollars fifteen (15) years from their date; shall bear such rate of 
interest, not exceeding six (6%) per cent per annum, payable semi- 
annually, as shall be fixed by the Board of Trustees of said School 
District, the interest to be evidenced by interest coupons attached 
to said notes; both principal and interest to be payable at such bank:

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Brookland School 
District No. 29 of Lexington County, the State of South 
Carolina, to Order and Hold an Election for the Pur- 
pose of Issuing Coupon Bonds of the Said School Dis- 
trict, the Proceeds Thereof to be Used for the Purpose 
‘of Acquiring Sites for School Buildings, Repairing, 
Improving, Constructing, Erecting, Establishing, Fur- 
nishing and Equipping School Buildings. 


Section 1. Brookland School District No. 29, Lexington 
County, to Issue Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That for the purpose of acquiring 
sites for school buildings, repairing, improving, constructing, erect- 
ing, establishing, furnishing and equipping school buildings, the 
Board of Trustees of Brookland School District No. 29 of Lexing- 
ton County, the State of South Carolina, is hereby authorized to is- 
sue serial bonds of said School District in the aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dol- 
lars, payable to bearer and in such denominations as said Board may 
determine, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per 
annum payable semi-annually. 


§ 2. Bonds.—That said bonds shall mature in annual series 
or installments of one or more bonds each, the first of which annual 
series or installments shall become due and payable not more than 
five years after the date of issue and the last not more than twenty 
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years after the date of issue. In case the bonds are issued in blocks 
bearing different dates of issue each block may be made to mature 
serially as aforesaid without regard to the time of maturity of any 
other block. The Principal and interest of said bonds may be made 
payable within or without the State of South Carolina and in gold 
or other such medium of payment as may be indicated on the face of 
the bonds. The bonds shall be signed in the name of said School 
District by the Chairman of said Board of Trustees, but the coupons 
thereof need not be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile 
signature of the Chairman of said Board of Trustees etched, litho- 
graphed or engraved on the coupons. The delivery of the bonds so 
executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers oc- 
curring after such execution. 


§ 3. Security.—That said bonds when issued as aforesaid 
shall be and constitute valid and binding legal obligations of said 
School District and the full faith, credit and taxing power of said 
School District are hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment of the 
debt evidenced by these bonds including principal and interest. 


§ 4. Trustees to Order Election to Determine Whether 
or Not Bonds Are to be Issued—Election.—That for the pur- 
pose of determining whether or not the said bonds shall be issued 
as provided in Section 1 hereof, said Trustees of said School District 
shall order an election to be held at such place or places in said 
School District as may be designated by the said Trustees, at which 
election only the qualified voters residing in said School District shall 
be allowed to vote; and said Trustees shall give notice of such elec- 
tion by insertion of such notice immediately preceding such election 
for two weeks in a newspaper published in the County of Lexington 
which notice shall designate the time and place or places at which said 
election will be held, and the said Trustees shall appoint the managers 
of such election, receive the returns and declare the result. 


§ 5. Petition Nor Plat Required for Election.—No peti- 
tion for the holding of such election or the making and filing of the 
plat of such School District shall be required as a prerequisite to the 
holding of such election or the issuance of said bonds. 


§ 6. Ballots—Result—Sale of Bonds.—The said Trustees 
shall have printed and provide for the use of the voters, a sufficient 
number of ballots which shall be placed at the voting place, on which 
shall be printed the words “For the Issue of School Bonds,” and the 
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words “Against the Issue of School Bonds,” and the elector voting 
for the issue of School Bonds shall strike out the words ‘Against 
the Issue of School Bonds,” and the elector voting against the issue 
of School Bonds shall strike out the words “For the Issue of School 
Bonds.” If the majority of votes cast at such election be in favor of 
the issuance of School Bonds, then said Board of School Trustees 
shall issue, under the provisions of Section 1 hereof, bonds of said 
School District to the extent of One Hundred Thousand ($100,- 
000.00) Dollars, or such lesser amount as they may deem advisable. 
The said bonds may be sold by said Trustees at private sale, either 
with or without advertisement for bids thereof, at the discretion of 
said Trustees, but no sale shall be made for less than par. 


§ 7. Expenses.—That out of the proceeds of sale of such | 
bonds shall be paid the expense of issue and sale of same. 


§ 8. Bonds Exempted from Certain Taxes.—That the 
said bonds shall be exempt from all State, County, School and Muni- 
cipal taxes in this State. 


§ 9. Payment.—Until the principal and interest of all bonds 
issued under this Act are paid, it shall be the duty of the County 
Officers of Lexington County charged with the levy and collection 
of taxes, to levy and collect annually, upon all the taxable property 
in said School District, a tax sufficient to pay said principal and in- 
terest as they respectively become due on the bonds issued under the 
provisions hereof, and to create a sinking fund for the payment of 
the principal of the said bonds as the same shall mature. The said 
fund so created shall be kept separately and distinct from all other 
funds and be used solely for the purpose for which collected.

§ 2. In addition to the amounts hereinabove appropriated, all 
sums returned to the County from State gasoline tax shall be ex- 
pended for the construction and maintenance of roads not in the State 
Highway System; except such of said funds as may be pledged to 
the Highway Department on reimbursement contracts. 


§ 3. In anticipation of the collection of taxes for the fiscal year 
1930, the County Board of Commissioners and Treasurer of McCor- 
mick County are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow 
on note or notes executed in the name of McCormick County by the 
Board of County Commissioners and Treasurer thereof, the execu- 
tion of same to be approved by the County Attorney, whatever sum 
or sums of money may be necessary to meet the expenditures above 
provided for, and to pledge as security for the same the County taxes 
for the said year. The said County Board of Commissioners and 
Treasurer shall borrow the said sums at the best rate of interest ob- 
tainable and from any available source. The South Carolina Sinking 
Fund Commission, if it has funds available for such purposes, may 
make the aforesaid loan to McCormick County upon such terms as 
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may be agreed upon between the said Commission and the Board 
of County Commissioners of said County. The amount borrowed 
shall not in any event exceed all revenues to be received from the 
taxes and other sources for the year 1930. The Treasurer shall re- 
quire a depository bond or collateral security in sufficient amount of 
any bank or banks receiving deposit of the County funds in such 
amount as shall be fixed and approved by him and the County Dele- 
gation. 


§ 4. The County Board of Commissioners, the County Audi- 
tor and the County Treasurer are hereby authorized and empowered 
to borrow a sum not exceeding Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars, 
if in their judgment such sum shall be required to supplement the 
amount now in the Sinking Fund of said County for the payment 
of interest and principal of obligations maturing during the year 
1930; and they are hereby authorized and empowered to pledge any 
unpledged taxes due said County for the repayment of said loan to- 
gether with interest thereon. And the said Board of County Com- 
missioners, County Auditor and County Treasurer are likewise fur- 
‘ther authorized and empowered to borrow a sum not exceeding Three 
Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, in addition to the sum above, if in 
their judgment the same be necessary, to be used as an emergency 
bridge fund. 


§ 5. The Supervisor shall publish monthly in a newspaper 
published in the County an itemized statement of all expenditures 
under the provisions hereof, including the public schools, which 
statement as to public schools shall be furnished him monthly by 
the County Superintendent of Education. The publication of such 
itemized statement shall be paid for out of the County funds, not 
to exceed Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars, which statement shall 
be sworn to by the Supervisor and the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion ; the original of which shall be a public record and filed with the 
Clerk of Court. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby re- 
quired to deliver to the County Treasurer at the conclusion of the 
year 1930, an itemized sworn statement of all unexpended balances 
from the various items hereinabove appropriated, which statement 
shall be filed by the Treasurer with the Clerk of Court and become 
a public record; and any such unexpected balances shall remain in 
the hands of the County Treasurer for General County purposes. 


§ 6. The Auditor and Treasurer are authorized and required 
to levy and collect a tax, as provided by law, to raise sufficient money 
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to meet and pay amounts appropriated by law for McCormick Coun- 
ty for the year 1930; if the levy herein provided be either excessive 
or deficient, they shall raise or reduce said levy to meet the appro- 
priations herein made, taking into account all other funds on hand 
for the purpose. No money shall be spent otherwise than as herein 
specifically authorized, and none of these items shall be enlarged 
upon or construed as directory, but are mandatory, and any unex- 
pended balance shall be carried over to the ordinary County fund. 


§ 7. No money shall be borrowed by the County or interest 
paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes makes 
it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no note 
in excess of the sum provided by law shall be made by the County 
Commissioners except on written authority of a majority of the 
Delegation from said County filed in the office of the Clerk of Court. 


§ 8. Any change made by the Auditor and Treasurer in the 
amount of levy as herein provided shall only be made upon the ap- 
proval of a majority of the County Delegation, said approval to be 
in writing and filed in the office of the Clerk of Court for McCormick 
County. 


§ 9. That the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County be, and they are hereby authorized, empowered, and directed 
to appoint a reputable physician, practicing or residing in the said 
County, and Health Officer, whose duty it shall be to co-operate with 
the State Board of Health in the enforcement of laws, rules and 
regulations of the said Board of Health of South Carolina, and to 
supervise the control of any epidemic disease in the said County. 


§ 10. That the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County be, and they are hereby authorized and empowered to appoint 
a practicing attorney, resident of the County of McCormick, as 
County Attorney, who shall render legal advice to any County officer 
of McCormick County when so requested by any such officer in 
addition to his duty as attorney of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of said County. 


§ 11. That the County Board of County Commissioners are 
hereby declared to be the financial agents of McCormick County 
and when any officer of the County desires new equipment, or sup- 
plies, or replacement, or extraordinary service in connection with his 
office, he shall file his request, in writing, with the said Board of 
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Commissioners and obtain the consent of a majority of said Board 
before ordering the purchase of new equipment, or supplies, or re- 
placement, or extraordinary service, and no officer of the County 
shall have any authority to make contracts of purchase or other ob- 
ligations in the name of the County, other than the authority now 
conferred by law. 


§ 12. That no bill or claim shall be paid or approved unless 
the same be itemized and state fully, under oath, what it is for, giving 
the kind or quantity of the thing or commodity which it represents, 
in addition to the amount and time furnished: Provided, That an 
expense account of not exceeding Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars each 
per month may be paid the Sheriff and the Deputy Sheriff upon filing 
itemized statement as above set out: Provided, further, That the 
sheriff of McCormick County shall be allowed 75c per day for diet- 
ing prisoners. 


§ 13. That any officer or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions hereof shall be guilty of misconduct in office and subject 
to removal, in addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 15. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Amend Act No. 288, Acts of 1917—McCor- 
mick County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 4 of an Act to Provide for Elec- 
tion of School Trustees and to fix their Term of Office in Mc-

Dollars for School Operating Expenses for the Current 
Year, and to Provide for the Payment of Said Loan. 


Section 1. Washington School District—McCormick 
County—to Borrow—Notes—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Treas- 
urer of McCormick County and the Trustees of Washington School 
District in McCormick County are hereby authorized and empowered 
to borrow the sum of Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars, at the 
best rate of interest obtainable and for such length of time as may 
be fixed by the Treasurer and Board of Trustees, upon a note or 
notes to be executed by the Trustees of said district and counter- 
signed by the Treasurer of McCormick County. The funds when so 
borrowed to be used for the purpose of paying operating expenses 
for the current scholastic year. 


§ 2. Payment.—lIn order to secure the payment of the notes 
provided for in Section 1 thereof, the Treasurer of McCormick 
County and the Trustees of Washington School District in McCor- 
mick County are authorized to pledge the school taxes of said dis- 
trict which are now in execution and when the same have been col-

Branch School District No. 9 and Belvue School District No. 
6, McCormick County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby levied upon all 
the taxable property of Bold Branch School District No. 9, and 
Belvue School District No. 6, of McCormick County, South Caro- 
lina, a special annual tax of Ten (10) mills to be used for school 
purposes in said Districts, provided this levy shall not be cumulative 
but in lieu of all other special taxes now provided by law for school 
purposes in said districts.

AN ACT to Provide for an Audit of the Affairs of McCor- 
mick County and to Provide for Payment Thereof 


Section 1. Committee Appointed to Provide for an Au- 
dit of McCormick County—Make Contracts—Time of Au- 
dit—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That a committee consisting of J. O. Mc- 
Daniel, J. C. Talbert, and T. A. Dowtin, be, and hereby is authorized, 
empowered and directed to conduct a thorough audit and investiga- 
tion of the County officers and affairs of McCormick County over 
such period as said Committee may determine, and for said purpose 
the said Committee is hereby authorized and empowered to make 
such contracts with auditors or auditing concerns as in the judgment 
of the said Committee may be proper. That said Committee shall fix 
the compensation for all auditors employed by it in conducting said 
audit. That said audit and investigation shall be conducted during 
the year 1930, but not earlier than the date of the closing of the tax 
books in McCormick County. The purpose of this audit is to co- 
ordinate and bring up to date audits previously made, and as to such 
officers where an audit has not been made the same shall go back 
to such date as the Committee may determine. 


§ 2. Cost of Audit—Payment of Audit.—That said Com- 
mittee shall certify to the County Auditor the cost of conducting said 
audit and investigation, which amount shall not exceed the sum of 
$2,500.00. That upon the approval of all bills for said investigation 
and audit by the said Committee, the County Treasurer is authorized 
to pay the same from any funds in the treasury unappropriated, or 
if there be no funds available then to negotiate a loan for said pur- 
pose in anticipation of the collection of taxes. 


§ 3. Annual Audit Required—Cost.—That it is hereby 
made the duty of the Foreman of the Grand Jury and the Legislative 
Delegation each year in the future, beginning with the year 1931, to 
conduct an annual audit and investigation of the affairs and county 
offices of McCormick County, the same to be conducted in the spring 
of each year after the tax books are closed and to that end the said 
Foreman of the Grand Jury and Legislative Delegation are hereby 
empowered to employ such auditors as may be necessary annually to 
carry into effect the provisions of this Act.

§ 2. There is hereby levied one (1) mill on all the property 
of Marion County for the purpose of aiding weak schools and the 
amount raised from this one-mill levy shall be apportioned to the 
weak schools by the County Board of Education, approved by a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 3. Provided, That the County Commissioners be,-and are 
hereby authorized to borrow by sealed competitive bids, after written 
notice to all banks in Marion County, an amount not exceeding the 
amount to be raised by the above levy, on notes to be executed by 
the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners and the County 
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Treasurer, which note, or notes, when so executed, shall be a lien 
upon all taxes to be raised by the above levy: Provided, further, 
That no funds of the County of Marion shall be deposited by the

That additional compensation to the Judge of Probate for services 
for the calendar year 1930, if deemed necessary by a majority of the 
Delegation in the General Assembly, shall be allowed out of Gen- 
eral County Funds in such amount as may be prescribed in writing by 
a majority of the Delegation: Provided, further, That the Magis- 
trates of Marion County shall not collect any greater amount of cost 
in civil and criminal actions in a settlement, or otherwise, than is now 
provided for by law, and give a written receipt for the same. That 
any Magistrate neglecting or refusing to comply with these provi- 
sions shall be removed from office by the Governor: Provided, 
further, That Rural Policemen shall not receive checks for collection,

Levy to Meet the Principal and Interest on Said Notes. 


Section 1. Marion County to Borrow—Purpose.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Commissioners of Marion County be, and they are 
hereby authorized and directed to borrow upon the notes of the 
County of Marion a sum of money not exceeding Seventy-five Thou- 
sand ($75,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of liquidating and paying 
the past indebtedness of Marion County. 


§ 2. Notes.—That said notes shall be signed by the Chairman 
of the Board of County Commissioners, and by the County Treas- 
urer, and the seal of the County thereunto affixed and attested by 
the Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners.

§ 2. The appropriations made in this Act are. intended to be 
the maximum amounts to be expended for the purposes specified, 
and the Board of County Highway Commissioners and all other 
officers of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be eco- 
nomical in the expenditure of all public funds and to keep the ex- 
penses below the appropriations when practicable and consistent 
with public requirements. In no case shall the expenditure exceed 
the appropriations for any purpose: Provided, That out of the con- 
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tingent fund of $2,500.00 herein appropriated is to be paid all neces- 
sary expenses for which no specific appropriation was made herein 
and for unavoidable expenses in excess of the appropriation fo 
any purpose. In no case shall more than ten (10%) per cent of the 
contingent fund be used for any one purpose. The Supervisor, the 
County Highway Commissioners and the County Treasurer shall be 
liable in proportion to their salaries for any funds paid out in ex- 
cess of the appropriations provided in this Act, and no officer, agent, 
or employee of Marlboro County shall contract any debt for any 
purpose in excess of the appropriation for the specific purpose or 
for any purposes for which no specific appropriation is made, without 
the authority of the Supervisor and the Board of County Highway 
Commissioners. Any officer, agent or employee shall be personally 
liable for any such debt contracted. 


§ 3. The Board of County Highway Commissioners and Treas- 
urer of Marlboro County are hereby authorized to borrow such 
sum of money as may be necessary to pay and retire any notes that 
may be outstanding. The said Board and Treasurer are also au- 
thorized and empowered to obtain new loans in anticipation of the 
collection of taxes for the year 1930, for the purpose of carrying 
on the business of the County during the year 1930, and may pledge 
the 1930 taxes for payment of said loan or loans: Provided, That 
the total amount of money borrowed in anticipation of, and to be 
paid out of the 1930 taxes shall not exceed $80,000.00. Before 
negotiating any loan, the Board of County Highway Commissioners 
shall advertise for at least two weeks in one or more newspapers for 
competitive bids, and shall obtain such loan or loans at such interest 
and upon such terms, as may, in their judgment, be most advantageous 
to Marlboro County. Unless the rate of interest offered is so low 
that it is deemed advisable to borrow all of said money at one time, 
then the Board and Treasurer shall borrow installments from time 
to time as the money may be needed. 


§ 4. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to confer 
with the Board of County Commissioners and by joint conference, 
decide what bank or banks, shall be the depository for all County 
funds. 


§ 5. The County Auditor of Marlboro County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to make calculation of the amount of levy 
that will be necessary to raise the amount appropriated in this Act, 
and also the amount of levy necessary to raise for other lawful 
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taxes to be paid in Marlboro County, and to impose in due time 
such levy upon the property of the County, or other tax districts 
as will raise the necessary sum of money. The object and pur- 
pose of this Section is to authorize a flexible levy under and by 
which the Auditor shall fix the levy in such amount as will raise 
the sum of money to be paid in Marlboro County under the appro- 
priations duly made for the year 1930. 


§ 6. The County Auditor shall levy such tax as may be neces- 
sary to pay the interest on all County bonds and to retire any serial 
bonds that may become due during the year 1930. In anticipation 
of the collection of said tax the County Treasurer may borrow any 
money necessary to pay such interest on bonds that may become 
due before said tax is collected. 


§ 7. Whereas, $1,200.00 has been appropriated for expenses of 
rural police for the purchase of gas and oil used in performance 
of their duties: Provided, No rural police shall exceed the sum of 
$25.00 for any one month. In the purchase of gas and oil, the rural 
policemen, shall secure invoice or voucher for-such purchase and 
file same with the Board of County Commissioners at the end of 
each month with affidavit showing that all expenditures for expenses 
have been in the performance of their duty in the enforcement of 
law in Marlboro County. 


§ 8. All funds arising or accruing to the credit of the County 
Board of Education or to the County Board of Education Fund 
from any source, including the portions of the three mill and four 
mill State school levies heretofore devoted to the use of the County 
Board of Education shall be received and held by the County Treas- 
urer in the general County funds; and from the general County funds 
the County Treasurer shall pay the appropriations made for the 
County Board of Education activities, viz.: all of Item 5 of Section 
1 of this Act, only upon warrants or vouchers approved by a ma- 
jority of the County Board of Education, and approved by a ma- 
jority of the County Board of Commissioners as other County war- 
rants or vouchers: Provided, That funds from State aid, federal aid, 
or aid from private funds for a designated purpose, or designated 
purposes shall be applied to the purpose or purposes for which desig- 
nated. 


§ 9. The County Board of Commissioners of Marlboro County 
are hereby declared to be the sole financial and purchasing agents 
of Marlboro County ; and when any officer, or board of the County 
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desires new equipment, or supplies, or replacement, or extraordinary 
service in connection with his or their office, or desires that any 
expenditure be made or expense be incurred in regard to his or their 
office, other than those specifically appropriated in this Bill, or de- 
sires to make any purchase or incur any expense which would neces- 
sarily be paid out of a general fund, he shall file his or their request 
in writing with the said County Board of Commissioners, and shall 
obtain written consent of the said Board before ordering or purchas- 
ing such supplies, equipment, materials, or service, or incurring such 
expense.

Agent and the County Home Demonstration Agent. 


°§ 11. The appropriation of $8,000.00 for the treatment in the 
Marlboro County General Hospital of deserving charity patients 
whose condition demands hospital treatment is made subject to the 
‘ following conditions: That no deserving charity patient as above 
described shall be turned away as long as there are facilities and 
room in the hospital, that there shall be no charge for professional 
services to such patients, and no charge whatsoever except the 
daily expense of $4.10 per patient. Provided, That the funds shall be 
available for the use of the Marlboro County General Hospital only 
upon itemized statements of actual days spent in the hospital by 
charity patients, signed by each patient individually and certified by 
the Hospital Management, said statement being presented to the 
Board of County Commissioners at their regular monthly meeting. 
The Duke Foundation payment for charity work of $1.00 per day is 
to be deducted from the amount of $4.10, leaving $3.10 per day per 
charity patient to be paid by the County. These conditions and pro- 
visions are to be interpreted and enforced as meaning, that when 
the Duke Endowment gives $1.00 for charity work, the County will 
give $3.10, not to exceed in total amount the sum of $8,000.00 for 
the year 1930. County funds shall be available only to match in this 
way funds coming from the Duke Foundation for charity beds, and 
shall be paid only in cases approved as charity cases by the Duke 
Foundation. The Board of County Commissioners are authorized and

pital management forms and blanks for making the above-mentioned 
certified statements: Provided, That the charity patients herein re- 
ferred to must be citizens of Marlboro County. 


§ 12. Inasmuch as it has been made manifest that the service 
cfficer of the American Legion Post for Marlboro County has done 
much useful work in securing for the former service men the finan- 
cial and other benefits provided for them under laws of the United 
States, and, inasmuch as it has been found that this work requiring 
technical knowledge and experience takes a great deal of time and 
cannot adequately be looked after by any of the former service men 
without requiring the sacrifice of their other employments, and, 
whereas it appears that there are many veterans of Marlboro County 
entitled to participate in these benefits, many of whom through 
ignorance or inexperience have not been and will not be made ac- 
quainted with their rights without the assistance of one skilled in 
this particular line of work, and, inasmuch as this public service 
is one that ought to be performed and will produce tangible and 
practical results of considerable financial value to the community at 
large, there is hereby appropriated a sum not to exceed Fifteen 
Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars for the employment of a service officer 
for the term of one year beginning April 1. This service officer is 
to be employed by the Marlboro County Legislative Delegation upon 
the recommendation of the American Legion Post at Bennettsville, 
S. C. It shall be the duty of said service officer diligently to seek out 
those who are entitled to obtain any benefits under the laws of the 
United States, to make them acquainted with their rights, and to aid 
them in every practicable way in securing the rights to which they 
are entitled. It shall further be the duty of said service officer to 
make up in duplicate an annual report of all cases handled by him, 
showing with particularity the sums of money or other benefits ob- 
tained by him and the name or names of the persons with their ad- 
dresses for whom said benefits were obtained. One copy of this re- 
port shall be filed with the American Legion Post at Bennettsville, S. 
C., and the other with the Clerk of Court of Marlboro County. 


§ 13. Inasmuch as William Bowyer, who is now far advanced 
in years, and is utterly unable to make any support for himself in 
his present maimed condition, and, inasmuch as the said .William 
Bowyer in his youth lost both of his arms in a service that was then 
and is now considered to be in the interest of good government in 
South Carolina, and, inasmuch as the people of Marlboro, County 
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have always shown that they desire to recognize the importance 
of the service rendered by those with whom William Bowyer was 
associated when he received the injuries which now make him unable 
to provide a living for himself; therefore, there is appropriated out 
of the County Treasury of Marlboro County in part support of 
William Bowyer the sum of Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars per month, 
to be paid to him in monthly installments of Fifteen ($15.00) Dol- 
lars each. 


§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 15. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Permit the School Trustees of Blenheim School 
District No. 15, of Marlboro County, to Use for School 
Purposes in Said School District a Certain Portion of 
Excess Funds Derived from the Levy for Bonds in Said 
School District, and to Authorize and Direct the Pay- 
ment Thereof by the County Treasurer of Marlboro 
County, and to Provide for the Safekeeping of Said 
Sinking Fund. 


Whereas, Blenheim school district No. 15 of Marlboro County 
has now outstanding certain bonded indebtedness contracted for 
school purposes within said district, and since the said bonds were 
originally issued the territory of said district and the expense thereof 
have been considerably increased by consolidation of other school 
districts, and the addition of a large number of pupils, and, 


Whereas, it is now represented by the trustees of said school dis- 
trict and the other school authorities that the trustees of said dis- 
trict have not on hand sufficient funds with which to pay the teachers 
and the necessary expenses of said school district, and that there is 
and will continue to be a critical need for additional funds in order 
to keep the said school running, and, 


Whereas, by reason of the consolidation of additional school dis- 
tricts with the original Blenheim school district No. 15 there is being 
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paid in on account of the levy for said bonds in said school district 
more than enough to provide for the retirement of said bonds when 
and as they become due, and the representation is made by the said 
school trustees that there is no possibility of any impairment of a 
sufficient sinking fund to retire the said bonds, and that as much as 
Seventeen Hundred ($1,700.00) Dollars can be safely diverted from 
the sinking fund each year for the payment of necessary school 
expenses, therefore, 


Section 1. Blenheim School District No. 15—Marlboro 
County—to use Surplus Funds—Purpose.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
trustees of Blenheim school district No. 15, be, and they are hereby 
authorized to use of the surplus funds arising from the bond levies 
- in said school districts an amount not to exceed in any way the sum 
of Seventeen Hundred ($1,700.00) Dollars for the purpose of pay- 
ing the salaries of teachers and for such other purposes as are neces- 
sary in the judgment of the trustees to keep the said school open 
and running during each scholastic year. The Treasurer of Marlboro 
County is hereby authorized and directed to honor the warrant of 
the said school trustees, and to pay the same in an amount not ex- 
ceeding Seventeen Hundred ($1,700.00) Dollars in any year out 
of any excess funds that may be on hand in the sinking fund against 
the said school district. Both the said school trustees and the said 
. County Treasurer, however, are ‘hereby specifically charged with 
the duty to accurately and carefully estimate the amount as shown 
by the actual payment of taxes in each and every year that will be 
necessary to be held intact in the sinking fund for the payment of 
the bonds when they become due, and it shall be the duty both 
of the said County Treasurer and said school trustees to keep the 
sinking fund on deposit and to make up a statement at the end of 
each and every year, and before any withdrawal is made from said 
fund, which will show that any such withdrawal from the sinking 
fund cannot reasonably be expected to impair the same, or to pre- 
vent the accumulation of said sinking fund of a sufficient amount to 
retire said bonds as they become due. 


§ 2. Intention.—This Act is intended to be continuing in its 
nature and to permit the use of said funds not to exceed Seventeen 
Hundred ($1,700.00) Dollars in any year in which the said school 
trustees may find it absolutely necessary to avail themselves of this 
fund in order to keep the said school running. But it is specifically 
made the duty of the said trustees and County Treasurer to care- 
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fully guard and protect the said sinking fund, and to avoid any 
withdrawal from the same unless it shall be shown by the actual 
payment of taxes in the previous year and the statement made up 
thereof that such withdrawal will not cause any impairment of 
the said sinking fund.

AN ACT to Authorize the State Highway Department to Re- 
locate State Road No. 381 Between the Towns of Mc-

thorized to relocate and rebuild where necessary the road between 
the towns of McColl and Clio, and 


Whereas, the State Highway Department was directed to take over 
and add said road to the State Highway System and maintain and

Whereas, the State Highway Department is about to take over and 
maintain said road, and 


Whereas, it is advisable for the State Highway Department to have 
the authority to relocate said road before paving, therefore, 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the State Highway Department is author- 
ized and empowered to relocate the said Highway No. 381, between 
the Towns of McColl and Clio: Provided, That said highway shall 
enter the Town of Clio on Red Bluff Street and traverse said street 
to its intersection with State Road No. 9, and shall enter the Town 
of McColl on Main Street and traverse said street to its intersection 
with State Road No. 30, and shall pass through McLaurin’s Cross 
Roads between Clio and McColl.

§ 2. The sum of Three Hundred Sixty ($360.00) Dollars, if 
so much be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of the road and 
bridge fund for ferrymen at Holly’s Ferry, and also Three Hundred 
Sixty ($360.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, is hereby appro- 
priated out of the Roads and Bridge Fund to supplement the salaries 
of the ferrymen who operate between the Counties of Newberry and 
Fairfield for the year 1930. 


§ 3. Every three months the Highway Commission shall adver- 
tise for at least two issues in one or more of the newspapers pub- 
lished in the Town of Newberry for bids, based on delivery at the 
Courthouse, unless otherwise specified, for all implements and sup- 
plies of whatever kind which may be needed for the County, and each 
and every office thereof, including supplies, equipment and all pur- 
chases whatever for the Commissioners, Sheriff, Clerk of Court, 
Treasurer, Auditor, Judge of Probate, Magistrates, for the County 
Home, Chaingang, Roads and Bridges, and for every other purpose, 
which advertisement shall set forth the article and approximately the 
amount thereof to be purchased and the contract of purchase shall 
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be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder for. a period of three 
months: Provided, however, In case of emergency, the Highway 
Commission may make purchase for the County where the cost 
thereof does not exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, and for such pur- 
pose a majority of the Highway Commission shall certify on the 
claim therefor the necessity thereof: and, Provided, further, In case 
of emergency an advertisement as hereinabove provided may be in- 
serted at any time, but all contracts for the purchase of supplies shall 
be in accordance with the provisions of this Section, and no bill, ac- 
count or claim of any kind whatever against the County shall be 
paid unless previously contracted for by such competition or by 
the Highway Commission in case of certified emergency: Provided, 
further, That all parts of such accepted bid shall be entered upon an 
appropriate form by the successful bidder as may be designated by 
the Chairman of said Commission and all deliveries made against ac- 
cepted bids shall be placed in such column or columns as shall readily 
show the balance of supplies, et cetera, on hand at all times. No sup- 
plies shall be bought or expenses incurred by any County Officer or 
employee except by the consent of the Highway Commission, unless 
otherwise provided by law. The Highway Commission shall have the 
right to reject any and all bids. 


§ 4. The County Highway Commission is hereby authorized 
to allow the Sheriff seventy (7Oc) cents per diem for dieting of 
prisoners when the number of persons for any one day does not ex- 
ceed fifteen; but when the number per day exceeds fifteen, then 
there shall be allowed for dieting the sum of only sixty (60c) cents 
per day for each prisoner above the number of fifteen ; and when the 
number of days for any one prisoner shall exceed 45 days, there shall 
be allowed for dieting the sum of only fifty (50c) cents per day for 
each prisoner exceeding forty-five days. 


§ 5. That no salary provided for Special Deputy Sheriff shall 
be continued, if the Grand Jury of said County find it necessary in 
the discharge of the duty imposed upon them by law, to present said 
officer for failure to discharge the duties imposed upon them by law, 
unless and except in the event that the Court fails to act upon such 
presentment of the Grand Jury, after investigation, the Legislative 
Delegation, by a majority vote, may pass a resolution continuing the 
payment of said salaries, if in their judgment the Grand Jury was 
misinformed or mistaken as to the facts set out in the presentment: 
Provided, That if a majority of the Legislative Delegation from 
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said County reach the conclusion that said Special Duty Sheriffs have 
been remiss in their duties and the good order of the County re- 
quires their discontinuance, then, in that event, a majority of said 
Legislative Delegation may direct the Sheriff to appoint other Special 
Deputy Sheriffs in their stead who shall be subject to the same Jaws, 
regulations and provisions as set out above. 


§ 6. The Head Bailiff of the Court, and the Court Crier, each 
shall receive Five ($5.00) Dollars per day and other Bailiffs Three 
($3.00) Dollars per day for each day’s service for the fiscal year 
1930. 


§ 7. The Sheriff and Special Deputies to Sheriffs shall be al- 
lowed railroad fare, bus fare, and automobile expenses, if neces- 
sary, and actual expenses while traveling without the County in the 
discharge of their official duties. 


§ 8. The Sheriff shall receive ten (10¢) cents for entering 
each tax execution returned nulla bona, and ten (10c) cents for each 
nulla bona return on tax execution. 


§ 9. All salaries herein provided shall be for the fiscal year 
1930, and shall be paid monthly. 


§ 10. The Probate Judge of Newberry County, who is to dis- 
charge the duties of Master in and for the said County, shall re- 
ceive as compensation for his service, both as Probate Judge and 
Master, such fees, charges, compensation, commissions and costs 
allowed to said Probate Judge and Master prior to the time when a 
salary for said Probate Judge in lieu of commissions, costs and fees 
was fixed by the General Assembly. The said Probate Judge is, and 
shall not be required to pay over to the County Treasurer any moneys 
received by him as fees, costs, charges and compensation for the 
year 1930, but all such moneys shall be retained by him for his ser- 
vices. In the event that any such moneys have been paid over by the 
Probate Judge to the County Treasurer, the same shall be refunded 
to the Probate Judge by the Treasurer. In addition to the fees and 
costs herein allowed to the said Probate Judge for his services, be- 
ginning January 1, 1930, the said Probate Judge shall be entitled to 
retain and hold one-half of the marriage license fees; the other 
half of said marriage license fees he is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to expend for the erection and construction of bookracks 
and shelves in his office. The fee for marriage license in Newberry 
County shall be One and 50/100 ($1.50) Dollars. 
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§ 11. That all revenue and income accruing to the County of 
Newberry in 1930 from other sources than from the taxes herein 
provided, shall be used for meeting the appropriations herein made. 


§ 12. The County Auditor and the County Treasurer of New- 
berry County are hereby authorized, empowered, directed and re- 
quired to levy upon all of the taxable property in the County of New- 
berry for the year beginning January 1, 1930, a sufficient tax levy to 
raise a sufficient sum of money to pay any and all appropriations 
made herein, which said tax levy shall be applied exclusively to the 
appropriations herein made, for the County purposes and not other- 
wise. The County Auditor is hereby directed to levy a sufficient mill- 
age to defray interest charges and principal on any note or notes ac- 
cruing from moneys borrowed for county-wide school purposes. 


§ 13. The Revenue provided in and by the two preceding Sec- 
tions shall be applied ratably to the items of appropriations herein 
made. 


§ 14. That in addition to the levy hereinbefore provided for, 
a special tax of one and one-fourth (114) mills is hereby levied on 
all taxable property in the County of Newberry for the fiscal year 
beginning January 1, 1930, the amount produced by said levy to be 
used exclusively for the maintenance and upkeep of the roads, 
bridges and ferries of said County. 


§ 15. In anticipation of the collection of County taxes for the 
fiscal year 1930, the County Treasurer, Auditor and Chairman of the 
Highway Commission are hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row from the Sinking Fund Commission, or elsewhere if it can be 
obtained at a cheaper rate of interest, for ordinary County purposes 
and road maintenance a sum not to exceed Eighty Thousand ($80,- 
000.00) Dollars, but in the event the said sum of money, or part 
thereof, cannot be obtained from the Sinking Fund Commission, 
then, in that event, the said County Treasurer and Chairman of the 
Highway Commission are hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row from other sources an amount not exceeding that already named 
at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent (6%) per annum, and 
shall give their official note or notes therefor: Provided, That Twen- 
ty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars shall be borrowed upon the ap- 
proval of this Act, if so much be necessary; Twenty Thousand 
($20,000.00) Dollars on or about May Ist, if so much be necessary ; 
Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars on or about July Ist, if so 
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much be necessary ; and Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars on 
or about September Ist, if so much be necessary. Said amounts so 
borrowed shall be used respectively, for current expenses and road 
maintenance purposes only for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 
1930, in the same manner as the taxes herein authorized to be used. 
The tax levy for ordinary County purposes for the fiscal year 1930 
and the special levy for road maintenance herein levied shall stand 
pledged for the payment of the said note or notes. 


§ 16. A special levy of one (1) mill for the fiscal year begin- 
ning January 1, 1930, is hereby levied, and directed to be collected 
on all real and personal property of Newberry County returned for 
taxation for the exclusive purpose of assisting weak and needy 
schools and encouraging local community activity in bettering the 
said class of schools in said County, and for building school houses 
and for furnishing the same therein; the money produced by said 
levy to be placed to the credit of the County Board of Education 
of the County and to be disbursed by said Board. It is expressly en- 
acted, however, that before any such fund shall be expended in any 
school district of the County, the Board of Education shall have 
placed in its hands for the people of said school district, from vol- 
untary contributions a sum equal to the amount to be expended by 
the Board; and said Board shall have satisfactory evidence that at 
least three-fourths (34) of the amount due to said school district 
for poll tax for the year 1929, and at least three-fourths (34) of the 
amount due in said school district for dog license for the year 1929 
has been paid. The County Board of Education is directed to make 
a full and complete report of the moneys expended by it as provided 
herein to the Legislative Delegation of the County prior to the con- 
vening of the next General Assembly. The County Board of Educa- 
tion is authorized and empowered and directed to borrow from time 
to time such amount or amounts as shall be deemed necessary by 
said Board to carry out the purposes and provisions herein made, 
and to execute their note or notes for such loans, and the interest 
thereon, and to pledge as security for such loan or loans the levy 
herein made: Provided, That the total amount of said loans shall not 
exceed the amount of taxes to be realized from said levy, that the 
interest to be paid shall not exceed six (6%) per cent per annum, 
and that the County Treasurer shall approve and loan made here- 
under. The levy provided for in this Section may be increased for 
the purposes herein set forth, if the County Board of Education of 
Newberry County shall deem such increase to be necessary: Pro- 
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vided, That a majority of the Legislative Delegation of the County 
consent thereto in writing; and in the event such increase of the said 
levy shall be determined upon, it shall thereupon be the duty of the 
County Auditor of Newberry County, after notice given him to do 
so by the County Board of Education and the Legislative Delegation, 
to enter such increased levy in the manner required by law, and it 
shall thereupon be the duty of the County Treasurer of Newberry 
County to make collections of such increased levy. 


§ 17. For the purpose of assisting in the enforcement of law 
and order in the Town of Whitmire and the vicinity thereof, which 
at present is impossible because the officers of Union County have 
no authority to go into Newberry County, and the officers of New- 
berry County have no authority to go into Union County in the dis- 
charge of their respective official duties, in the event the Governor 
of the State shall appoint and commission a State Constable, or of- 
ficer of the State, to aid in the enforcement of law and order in the 
vicinity mentioned, and in the event the said officer has conferred 
upon him proper authority to enforce the law of the State in the 
two Counties mentioned, which said Constable, or officer, is to be 
appointed upon the recommendation of the Senator from Newberry 
County, the Highway Commission is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, and directed to pay out of the Miscellaneous Contingent 
Fund the sum of not exceeding Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars, 
to help pay the salary and expenses of such State Constable, or 
-officer, so appointed by the Governor, the amount to be paid for said 
purpose to be fixed by the Legislative Delegation of Newberry 
County, but not to exceed the sum herein appropriated, the said sum 
to be paid to the State Constable, or officer, in monthly installments: 
Provided That payments shall be discontinued by said Highway 
Commission at any time when notice to said Commission to discon- 
tinue the same is given by a majority of the Legislative Delegation of 
Newberry County. The said officer is to perform the duties of 
Magistrates’ Constable for Whitmire, and shall receive the salary 
provided for such Constable, and in the event that the power and 
duties conferred upon him as a State Constable are taken from him 
by the Highway Commission as above provided, then such officer, or 
some other person named in his stead, shall continue to hold and dis- 
charge the duties of Magistrates’ Constable at Whitmire and receive 
only the salary provided therefor. 
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§ 18. The County Highway Commission is hereby authorized 
empowered and directed to pay from the Miscellaneous Contingent 
Fund, hereinbefore provided for, any and all claims against the 
County, payment of which is barred because of failure of the hold- 
ers thereof to present the same heretofore in due time when it ap- 
pears to said Commission that said Claims are just and proper claims 
against the County: Provided, That the amount so used, as directed 
herein, shall not exceed the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars. 


§ 19. It shall be the duty of the County Highway Commission, 
before letting or making any contract or contracts for permanent 
road building and permanent road improvements and the building 
of bridges and culverts for such permanent road building, to adver- 
tise for at least once a week for two successive weeks in a newspaper 
published in Newberry County for bids for such road building and 
road improvement, which advertisement shal! set forth approximate- 
ly the quantity, class and grade of improvement to be done, and shall 
state the road to be improved. 


§ 20. That the Chairman of the Highway Commission and the 
County Treasurer shall advertise in two issues of the County papers 
and one issue of a daily paper before placing any loan herein au- 
thorized, requesting bids for the interest on said loan or loans, and 
interest on said loan or loans shall not exceed six (6%) per cent 
per annum. 


§ 21. That the County Treasurer is hereby authorized, directed 
and empowered to pay to the Carlisle Courtenay Home the necessary 
maintenance charges for such children of Newberry County as may 
be inmates of said Home, the same to be paid from the Miscellane- 
ous Contingent Fund of said County. 


§ 22. The Probate Judge shall receive as compensation, to be 
paid out of the pension fund allotted to Newberry County for his 
services as Clerk for the Board of Honor, and for distributing the 
said pension fund, ten (10c) cents for each enrollment and ten (10c) 
cents for each disbursement. 


§ 23. That the County Auditor of Newberry County is hereby 
authorized and directed, upon the request of the County Superin- 
tendent of Education, to make a sufficient levy upon all the property 
of the County to insure the compliance of the County as a unit for 
the administration of the law providing for a seven months’ term 
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commonly known as the 6-0-1 school law, or any excess time thereof. 
And it shall be the duty of the County Superintendent of Education 
to demand and receive from the principal or Superintendent of every 
school in said County along with the annual report, a budget of 
teachers’ salaries in his school according to State schedule, or any 
other information deemed advisable in making County salary budget 
for the ensuing year. 


§ 24. In addition to the funds appropriated for specific pur- 
poses as above set forth, there is hereby appropriated the sum of 
Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, 
which shall be expended to provide Newberry County with a Dairy 
Expert, who shall be chosen by a majority of the Legislative Dele- 
gation upon recommendation of the Newberry County Dairymen’s 
Association. This money shall be paid out of Miscellaneous Conting- 
ent fund of Newberry County. 


§ 25. That there is hereby appropriated the sum of Three 
Hundred ($300.00) Dollars for the Newberry County Library, the 
same to be paid from the Miscellaneous Contingent fund: Provided, 
The Town of Newberry shall appropriate a like sum for the same 
. purpose. 


§ 26. That the sum of Sixteen and 50/100 ($16.50) Dollars 
per month is hereby appropriated for the purpose of reimbursing 
the Chamber of Commerce of the Town of Newberry for money 
expended for fuel and stenographic service, the same to be paid from 
the Miscellaneous Contingent Fund. 


§ 27. There is hereby appropriated the sum of Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars to be used for the purpose of defraying the ex- 
penses of the Confederate Reunion to be held in Newberry, S. C., 
during the year 1930. In the event that the sum of Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars is not expended at said Confederate Reunion then 
this amount hereby appropriated may be used for the purpose of 
defraying stenographic services and other expenses incidental to the 
clerical services of the County Home Demonstration Agent, the 
Dairy Expert and the Farm Demonstration Agent of Newberry 
County. 


§ 28. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed 
to levy a sufficient tax to pay any interest on outstanding indebted- 
ness that may be due for the year 1930. The purchase of a used 
Chrysler car by the office of the Sheriff is hereby ratified and de- 
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clared legal and the amount not exceeding One Hundred Thirty 
($130.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated to pay for same and in 
addition thereto Two Hundred Forty-six and 26/100 ($246.26) 
Dollars for expenses thereof: Provided, Said amounts shall be ap- 
proved by the County Highway Commission. 


§ 29. The Newberry County Delegation in the General As- 
sembly are hereby vested with full power to order an Audit during 
the year 1930 of any or all the departments of the County and the 
cost of such Audit or Audits shall be paid out of any funds in the 
County Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 


§ 30. That in the event there are discovered mistakes in this 
Act, or it becomes necessary to make corrections, or to authorize 
transfers of balances from one item herein to another or to provide 
for moneys or things not otherwise provided for in this Act, the 
same may be corrected, authorized and provided for upon the un- 
animous written approval of the Legislative Delegation from New- 
berry County and a copy shall be kept on file at office of the Clerk 
of the said Commission, and the officer in whose department such 
correction or provision is deemed advisable or who is affected by 
such. 


§ 31. It is hereby declared and made a misdemeanor for any 
employee of the County, either with the chaingang or the mainte- 
nance department and under the supervision of the Newberry County 
Highway Commission, to drive or use in any way, without written 
consent of Chairmen of said Commission, any motor vehicle of the 
County’s during duty hours or after same, other than on strictly 
County business, which hours of duty and County business shall be 
designated by said Commission. Any one guilty of such a misde- 
meanor shall be fined not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars, nor more 
than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars or placed in jail not less than five (5) 
days nor more than twenty (20) days. 


§ 32. All orders for accessories, parts, et cetera, for Main- 
tenance Department solicited by any salesman or agent representing 
any business out of the Town of Newberry, must be countersigned 
by the clerk or the Chairman of the County Highway Commission 
before becoming an obligation of Newberry County. 


§ 33. The Legislative Delegation in General Assembly of 
Newberry County is hereby vested with the power, in its discretion, 
to discontinue or abolish, the chaingang. In the event the chaingang 
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is discontinued or abolished, the convicts shall be sent to the State 
Penitentiary. 


§ 33-A. The County Highway Commission of Newberry 
County is hereby vested and empowered with authority to enter into, 
make or agree to any contract with any firm, individual or corpora- 
tion, relating to road, bridges and ferries in said County, which in 
their discretion, shall be deemed advisable, Provided, such shall be 
passed upon by the County Attorney. The said Commission is fur- 
ther vested with authority to expend any money or moneys upon the 
construction of Kempsen Bridge, derived from sources other than 
by taxes, which shall be deemed in their discretion to the best ad- 
vantage of Newberry County. 


§ 33-B. The Treasurer, Auditor and Chairman of Newberry 
County Highway Commission are hereby empowered with authority 
to renew such note or notes now held by the State Treasurer as a 
form of collateral, from the former National Bank of Newberry, 
which in their discretion shall be deemed advisable, conducive and to 
the best interest of Newberry County. Their joint signatures to any 
stich note or notes shall be construed as legalizing and validating 
said note or notes, notwithstanding any defects, irregularity or omis- 
sion in or lack of statutory authority for the incurring of said in- 
debtedness or issuance of said note or notes. The auditor is hereby 
directed to make a sufficient levy to pay interest on said note or notes. 


§ 34. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 35. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of Not Exceeding One 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) Bonds in 
Newberry County, for the Purpose of Paying Certain 
Outstanding Indebtedness of Said County, and to Leg- 
alize and Validate Said Indebtedness, and. to Provide 
a Tax to Pay Said Bonds.

Section 1. Newberry to Issue Bonds—Purpose—Ma- 
turity—Indebtedness and Notes Legalized.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Treasurer, Auditor and the Chairman of the Highway Com- 
mission of Newberry County are hereby authorized to issue bonds 
in an aggregate amount not exceeding One Hundred Thousand 
($100,000) Dollars, for the purpose of funding, or paying indebt- 
edness heretofore incurred to pay the school claims of said County 
and now evidenced by notes of said County of the aggregate face 
amount of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000) Dollars, which will 
‘become due in full not later than the 25th day of August, 1930, or 
by notes of said County issued in renewal thereof. Said indebtedness 
and said notes are hereby legalized and validated, notwithsanding any 
defects, irregularity or omission in or lack of statutory authority for 
the incurring of said indebtedness or issuance of said note. 


§ 2. Bonds—Sale of Bonds.—The said bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per centum per annum, 
payable semi-annually. They shall be serial bonds, maturing in an- 
nual series or installments of one or more bonds each, the first of 
which series or installments shall be due and payable not more than 
one (1) year after the date of the bonds and the last not more than 
twenty (20) years after such date. Such annual installments may be 
equal or unequal in amount, but none shall be greater than three 
times the amount of any previously maturing series or installments. 
In case the bonds are divided into two or more separate issues, bear- 
ing different dates of issue, each issue shall mature in accordance 
with the foregoing provision, without regard to the time of maturity 
of the other issue or issues. The principal and interest of the bonds 
may be made payable within or without the State of South Carolina, 
and in such medium of payment as may be indicated on the face of 
the bonds. The bonds shall be issued as coupon bonds payable to the 
bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder of having 
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them registered as to principal on the books of the County Treasurer, 
and the principal thus made paybale to the registered holder (unless 
the last registered transfer shall have been to bearer), upon such 
conditions as the County Treasurer and Chairman of the County 
Highway Commission may prescribe. The bonds shall be signed by 
the County Treasurer, Auditor and the Chairman of the County 
Highway Commission, attested by the Clerk of the County High- 
way Commission, and the County Highway Commission seal shall be 
affixed to or impressed on each bond; but the coupons of such bonds 
need not be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of 
the said Chairman in office on the date of said bonds. The delivery 
of said bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes 
in officers occurring before the delivery. The bonds shall be sold at 
not less than par and accrued interest, after publication of a notice 
of the sale of said bonds once in each week for two consecutive 
weeks in at least two newspapers published in said County. How- 
ever, said authorities may reserve the right to reject all bids sub- 
mitted and sell at private sale if deemed in their discrestion more 
advantageous. 


§ 3. Security for Bonds.—The bonds herein authorized are 
declared general obligations of the County of Newberry and the full 
taxing power and credit of said County are hereby irrevocably 
pledged for the payment thereof. The said bonds shall be exempt 
from all State, County, school-and municipal taxes. 


§ 4. Payment.—-Until the principal and interest of all bonds 
issued under this Act shall be fully paid, it shall be the duty of the 
County Auditor of Newberry County to assess and levy annually 
upon all taxable property of said County a tax sufficient to pay each 
bond and interest thereon as they become due, which tax shall be 
annually collected by the County Treasurer. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Treasurer, Auditor and Chair- 
man of the County Highway Commission of Newberry 
County to Issue Bonds of Said County for the Purpose 
of Funding Outstanding Notes Issued for the Construc- 
tion of State. Highways or Bridges, and to Provide for 
the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1, Highway Commission of Newberry County 
to issue bonds—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The Treasurer, Auditor and 
Chairman of the County Highway Commission of Newberry County 
‘are hereby authorized to issue bonds of said County for the purpose 
of funding notes of said County, now outstanding, issued for the 
construction of State Highways in said County, the total amount of 
said bonds shall not exceed the amount of said outstanding notes, nor 
shall the amount of said bonds exceed the amount remaining unpaid 
of the moneys which the State Highway Commission has heretofore, 
by a so-called Reimbursement Agreement or Agreements, agreed to 
pay Newberry County by way of reimbursement for constructing or 
advancing the money for constructing the highways or bridges for 
which said outstanding notes were issued. All moneys to be paid to 
Newberry County under the said reimbursement agreements not al- 
ready, or otherwise, pledged are hereby pledged for the payment of 
the principal of said bonds. 


§ 2. Bonds.—tThe said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, and 
shall mature at such time or times, not later than twenty-five years 
after the date of said bonds, as may be determined by the Treasurer, 
Auditor and Chairman of the County Highway Commission of New- 
berry County. In fixing the time or times of maturity of the bonds, 
the said officers shall consider the probable amounts and times of pay- 
ment by the State Highway Commission of the reimbursement moneys 
pledged by the first Section of this Act for the payment of said bonds 
and shall endeavor to so fix the times of maturity of the bonds that 
the levy of property taxes will not be necessary in order to pay the 
principal of the bonds. The bonds shall be issued as coupon bonds, pay- 
_ able to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder of 
having them registered on the books of the County Treasurer and 
the principal thus made payable to the registered holder (unless the 
last registered transfer shall be to bearer). The bonds shall be signed 
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by the said Treasurer, Auditor and Chairman of the County Highway 
Commission of Newberry County, and the seal of the Highway Com-. 
mission of Newberry County may be affixed to or impressed on the 
bonds ; but the coupons of said bonds need not be signed or authenti- 
cated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the Chairman of the 
Highway Commission of Newberry County, who is in office on the 
date of the bonds. The delivery of the bonds so executed shall be 
valid, notwithstanding any changes in officers occurring before de- 
livery. The said bonds shall be sold at not less than par and accrued 
interest, in such manner as the Treasurer, Auditor and Chairman of 
the County Highway Commission of Newberry County may deter- 
mine: Provided, The bonds shall be advertised two weeks before the 
sale. The said bonds shall be exempt from all State, County and Muni- 
cipal taxes. 


§ 3. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of 
Newberry County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest becomes due. The County Auditor of Newberry County 
is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable proper- 
ty in said County a tax sufficient to pay the said principal and interest 
as they respectively become due, and the County Treasurer is hereby 
authorized and directed to collect said tax and apply it to said purposes. 
But the moneys received by the County from the State Highway 
Commission under the reimbursement agreements referred to in 
Section 1 of this Act not already or otherwise pledged shall be applied 
to the payment of the principal of said bonds and to the reduction of 
said tax. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds issued hereunder 
shall be direct and general obligations of Newberry County, payable 
primarily by means of said property tax. 


§ 4. This Act Cumulative.—This Act shall not be construed 
to be inconsistent with or as repealing any other Act or Acts authoriz- 
ing the issuance of bonds for the purpose for which bonds are hereby 
authorized to be issued, but shall be held and construed to be cumula- 
tive thereto. Newberry County may at its option issue bonds either 
under this Act or any other Act applicable to the County. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Section 1. Newberry County to Borrow—Disposition 
of Excess—Interest to be Paid—Bids Required.—Be it enact- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the Chairman of the County Highway Commission and the County 
Treasurer of Newberry County, be, and are hereby, authorized and 
empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding Fifteen Thou- 
sand ($15,000.00) Dollars to be expended and paid out upon ap- 
proved vouchers and for purposes as herein below designated and 
enumerated: Provided, That any excess above total amount or 
amounts so designated and enumerated herein below, may be paid out 
upon any claim as may be authorized by the unanimous written ap- 
proval of the Newberry Legislative Delegation. The rate of interest 
is not to exceed six per centum (6%) per annum and shall be adver- 
tised in two issues of the local papers for competitive bids ten days 
before any bids are to be received, giving the time and place of such 
bids.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes in Oconee County 
for County and School Purposes, for the Fiscal Year 
Beginning January 1, 1930, and Direct the Expendi- 
ture Thereof. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax of twenty-three (23) mills is hereby 
levied upon the taxable property in Oconee County for the County 
and school purposes, for the fiscal year beginning January 1st, 1930,

“There is hereby appropriated the sum of $6,013.67, which fund 
shall be paid from the estimated revenue derived from the commu- 
tation road tax; fines and licenses from the Clerk of Court; fines and 
costs from the Magistrates, and the revenue derived from other 
sources, which fund shall be paid to the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, and placed to the credit of the County Board Fund and dis-

“§ 3. The Auditor shall levy upon all of the taxable property 
of Oconee County one-half (34) mill to be used by the County Board 
of Education, and designated as the County Board Fund, said fund 
to be used solely for the purpose of aiding weak schools of Oconee 
County. 


“§ 4. That the amounts herein appropriated shall be expended 
only for the purpose herein stated, unless transferred by the order 
of the majority of the Delegation, one of which shall be the Senator 
and one of which shall be a member of the House of Representatives 
from said county ; and no expenditure shall exceed the amount appro- 
priated except upon an order signed by the majority of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation of Oconee County, one of which shall be the Senator 
and one of which shall be a member of the House of Representatives. 


“§ 5. That the Supervisor shall publish monthly a statement 
of all claims paid during the preceding month, and for what purposes 
so paid." 


“§ 6. The Supervisor and Treasurer of Oconee County are 
hereby authorized to borrow for the payment of current expenses 
for the fiscal year 1930, in anticipation of the collection of taxes, an 
amount not to exceed the sums hereinabove appropriated and to

AN ACT to Provide for the Computation of the Amounts 
Necessary for School Purposes in Oconee County and 
to Authorize the Auditor of Said County to Levy and 
the Treasurer to Collect the Taxes Therefor, and to 
Provide a Penalty for Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. Trustees of Several School Districts, Oconee 
County, to Prepare Budgets, etc.—Duties of County Board 
of Education, Auditor, and Treasurer.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That on or before 
the 15th day of June of each year the Trustees of each school district 
of Oconee County shall prepare a budget of the salaries of the teach- 
ers in their respective districts sufficient to pay the additional one 
month of the seven months school and the additional three months in 
the high school and their elementary grades. That said budget be 
then, on the aforesaid date, submitted to the County Board of Edu- 
cation of Oconee County, and upon approval of said budget by a 
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majority of the Board which estimated costs of said schools for the 
next ensuing scholastic year shall be furnished the Auditor of Oconee 
County exclusive of the funds derived from the so-called ‘6-0-1 
School Law.” Then the County Auditor is hereby authorized and 
directed to levy, and the County Treasurer shall collect yearly, a uni- 
form tax on all the taxable property of Oconee County sufficient to 
defray the expenses of said schools (elementary and high), for the 
purpose aforesaid: Provided, however, That the budgets of said 
schools shall be in accordance with the State schedule of teachers’ 
salaries and the other requirements of the State 6-0-1 Law: Pro- 
vided, further, That the County Auditor of Oconee County is hereby 
authorized and directed to levy and the County Treasurer of Oconee 
County to collect yearly an additional three-mill uniform tax upon 
each of the high school districts organized in Section 1 of an Act 
entitled ‘An Act to Reorganize the Public School System of Oconee 
County, to Create High School District Therein,’ known as Act No. 
64, Acts of the General Assembly of 1929, or so much thereof as 
shall be advisable according to a budget prepared by the Trustees of 
each high school of the respective high school districts and approved 
by the County Board of Education of Oconee County. Upon the col- 
lection of the aforesaid tax, the high schools are to be credited with 
the moneys derived from the aforesaid tax, and said moneys are to 
be used to aid in defraying the expenses of the said high schools: 
Provided, further, That the Trustees of each school district in 
Oconee County shall submit to the County Board of Education of 
said county a budget of the cost of transporting all high school pupils 
to the high schools in the respective high school districts of said 
county, and all contracts made for the purpose of transporting high 
school pupils shall be passed upon by the County Board of Education 
of Oconee County before the said contracts shall be legal obligations 
against Oconee County or any school district in Oconee County. 
Upon approval of the said budget for transportation by a majority 
of the County Board of Education for Oconee County, an additional 
tax shall be levied and collected each year upon each respective school 
district of Oconee County for its part of the transportation cost as 
shown by the said budget. 


§ 2. Violation a Misdemeanor.—Any violation of the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be deemed a misdemeanor, and any person 
convicted for said violation shall be sentenced within the discretion 
of the Court. 
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§ 3. This Act Cumulative Only.—All Acts or parts of 
Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed: Provided, That this 
Act shall not be construed to be inconsistent with, or as repealing, 
any State-wide Act or County or local Act for Oconee County au- 
thorizing the Trustees to levy any special taxes, but shall be held and 
construed to be cumulative thereto.

AN ACT to Authorize Oconee County to Issue Bonds in the 
Sum of Qne Hundred and Twenty-five Thousand 
($125,000.00) Dollars for the Construction of Certain 
County Highways and to Provide for the Payment of 
Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Oconee County to Issue Bonds.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The County 
Advisory Board, the County Supervisor, and the County Treasurer 
of Oconee County are hereby authorized and empowered to issue 
serial bonds of Oconee County in the sum of One Hundred and 
Twenty-five Thousand ($125,000.00) Dollars as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


§ 2. Bonds.—The said bonds shall be issued and signed by 
the Supervisor of Oconee County and countersigned by the Treasurer 
of Oconee County, but the coupons need not be authenticated other- 
wise than by a facsimile signature of the Treasurer of Oconee County 
who is in office at the date the bonds bear. The bonds shall bear in- 
terest at a rate not exceeding six per cent (6%) per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually and shall mature not more than fifteen (15) years 
after the date of the bonds. The bonds shall be issued in the denomi- 
nation of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, and shall be is- 
sued in such form as the County Supervisor and County Advisory 
Board may determine. The bonds shall be sold for not less than par 
and accrued interest. The bonds shall be sold upon sealed proposals 
after publication of notice of such sale one or more times at least 
fifteen (15) days before such sale in a newspaper of general publi- 
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cation in Oconee County, and the award shall be made to the highest 
bidder, but the County Supervisor and Treasurer shall have the right 
to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for sale. In fixing the times 
of maturity of the bonds the County Supervisor shall consider the 
probable amounts that Oconee County will receive annually from its 
portion of the so-called Six Cents Gasoline Tax Act of 1929, the same 
being Act No. 102, Acts of 1929, approved the 16th day of March, 
1929, and the said Supervisor shall endeavor to so fix the times of 
maturity of the bonds that the levy of a property tax will not be nec- 
essary in order to pay the principal and/or interest of the bonds. All 
moneys in anticipation of the receipt of which bonds shall have been 
issued under this Act are hereby pledged for the payment of the bonds 
authorized by this Act. 


§ 3. Security.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of 
Oconee County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the payment of the 
principal and interest of the bonds authorized by this Act after such 
principal and interest become due. The County Auditor of Oconee 
County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all tax- 
able property in said County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest as they respectively become due and the County Treasurer of 
Oconee County is hereby authorized and directed to collect such tax 
and apply it to said purposes, but the moneys received by the County 
from the gasoline tax shall be applied to the payment of the principal 
of said bonds, including interest, and to the reduction of said tax. It 
is the intention of this Act that all bonds issued hereunder shall be 
direct and general obligations of Oconee County, payable primarily 
by means of said property tax. 


§ 4. Disbursement—Purpose of Bonds—Definition of 
“Highway” and “Road’’.—The proceeds of the sale of said 
bonds shall be placed in a special fund and used only for the purposes 
of constructing, top-soiling, and surface treating Oconee County 
public roads and/or bridges in Oconee County as follows: 


(a) Road from Tokuna to Fair Play. 


(b) Road from Lay’s Residence on State Highway Route No. 183, 
by the D. A. R. (Tamasee) School to Salem, and such other roads 
as may be directed as hereinafter provided. 


The term “Highway” or “Road” as used in this Act shall include 
necessary bridges. Any residue of the proceeds of the sale of bonds 
remaining after the completion of the construction herein authorized 
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shall be used for the construction top-soiling, or surface-treating of 
such other County public roads in the County as the Senator and at 
least half of the Representatives representing Oconee County in the 
General Assembly shall have approved in writing. 


§ 5. Road Contracts.—When and where any road is sur- 
face-treated under the provisions of this Act, the surface treatment 
shall be done by contract, or otherwise, as seems best to Oconee 
County Legislative Delegation, or a majority thereof, consisting of 
the Senator and one member of the House of Representatives, and 
the Supervisor and County Advisory Board of Oconee County. 


§ 6. Does Not Affect Any State Highway Bonds.—All 
Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall 
not be construed to be inconsistent with or as repealing any Statewide 
Act authorizing the issuance of highway bonds, but shall be held and 
construed to be cumulative thereto. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Oconee County shall order an election for the Trustee or Trustees of 
such school district, and the said order of the election shall be pub- 
lished two weeks prior to said election in a newspaper of Oconee 
County and three (3) notices posted in the district in which said 
election is to be held.

§ 3. For publishing quarterly reports of all transactions during 
each quarter, not to exceed Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum, 
said report to be published in a newspaper in the County of Orange- 
burg designated by the Orangeburg County Highway Commission. 
The said Highway Commission shall also designate a newspaper in 
Orangeburg County to advertise the assessment of notices of the 
County Auditor and the tax notices of the County Treasurer, Sheriff 
and Judge of Probate, same to be let to the lowest bidder. 


§ 4. The Orangeburg County Highway Commission before 
purchasing or placing an order for equipment, material and supplies, 
goods, wares, and merchandise or anything whatever used for County 
purposes shall advertise for bids at least ten days between the first 
and fifteenth of each month in some newspaper published in the 
County of Orangeburg, asking for bids for equipment, material and 
supplies, goods, wares and merchandise that they need during each 
month and shall place order or orders with the lowest bidder, or may 
reject any and all bids: Provided, That in case of emergency or when 
it is necessary to the interest of the County the Orangeburg County 
Highway Commission may purchase such material and supplies, goods, 
wares and merchandise as they may be in immediate need of at private 
sale ; in such case it shall be so stated in the voucher. The purpose of 
this Section is to require the Orangeburg County Highway Commis- 
sion to purchase in bulk, all material and supplies, goods, wares and 
merchandise for County purposes as near as practicable after duly 
advertising for bids for same. 


§ 5. That all unexpended balances for 1929 now in the hands 
of the Treasurer to be applied for any deficit arising during that year, 
and in case of any money specifically appropriated herein is not ex- 
pended for such purpose, the same shall be held by the County Treas- 
urer applicable to’ ordinary county purposes, except as otherwise 
provided: Provided, That the County Treasurer is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay the items authorized by the delegation in 1929, out 
of the unexpended balance of the 1929 Supply Act. 
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§ 6. That after the incomes to be derived from all other sources, 
including road tax, have been applied to this Act, the Auditor and 
Treasurer are authorized and required to levy and collect a sufficient 
amount as provided by law to raise sufficient money to meet and pay 
amount appropriated by law for Orangeburg County for the year 1930. 
If the levy herein provided be either excessive or deficient they shall 
raise or reduce said levy to meet the appropriation herein made, taking 
into account all other funds on hand for these purposes. That no money . 
shall be spent otherwise than as herein specifically authorized and 
none of these items shall be enlarged upon or construed as directory, 
but are mandatory and inclusive and entire, and any unexpended 
balance be carried over to the ordinary county funds except those 
otherwise provided for. 


§ 7. The sums herein appropriated for the specific purposes 
ierein named under the several items herein are the maximum amounts 
which shall be expended for the respective purposes as designated in 
the several items and the officers charged with the disbursement thereof 
are expressly prohibited from issuing any warrant or warrants for 
such items in excess of the amounts appropriated, and the Treasurer 
of Orangeburg County is prohibited from paying any warrants which 
exceed the sums appropriated for the several purposes and under the 
various terms of this Act. 


§ 8. That the sums hereinabove appropriated shall only be used, 
if so much be necessary, and when not otherwise provided, salaries and 
expenses shall be paid monthly : Provided, That expenses shall not be 
paid except upon sworn itemized statements of same. 


§ 9. That a veterinarian be appointed by the County Health 
Director upon recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Dele- 
gation, to work under the direction and supervision of said County 
Health Director. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are. 
hereby repealed. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of School District No. 
36, Orangeburg County, to Borrow a Sum of Money 
Not Exceeding Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars 
for School Purposes and to Provide for the Levy of a 
Tax to Retire Said Loan. 


Section 1. School District No. 36, Orangeburg County, 
to Borrow-——Purpose—lInterest—-Notes—Maturity—Securi- 
ty.—-Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Trustees of School District No. 36, of Orange- 
burg County are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a sum 
of money not exceeding Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars, at a 
rate of interest not exceeding six per cent, per annum, for the pur- 
pose of refunding bonds of said School District maturing in 1930. 
The loan shall be evidenced by note or notes executed by the Trustees 
of said School District and the Treasurer of Orangeburg County, 
and shall have such maturity or maturities, as shall be determined by 
the Treasurer of Orangeburg County and the Trustees of said School 
District: Provided, That the said indebtedness shall be retired with- 
in ten years, and the taxes herein authorized to be levied are hereby 
pledged to secure the payment of the obligations issued pursuant to 
this Act. 


§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of 
the said note or notes, together with interest thereon, there is hereby 
levied an annual tax upon all the taxable property in said School 
District No. 36, Orangeburg County, until the said indebtedness, to- 
gether with interest shall be paid. When the indebtedness has been 
paid, the said levy shall be discontinued. The entire proceeds of the 
levy shall be paid annually on the principal and interest of the note 
or notes given to secure the loan. It shall be the duty of the Auditor 
of Orangeburg County to levy the said tax annually on all of the 
taxable property of the said School District No. 36, and the duty of 
the County Treasurer of said County to collect the tax so levied as 
other taxes are collected by law. 


§ 3. That the amount borrowed shall be deposited with the 
County Treasurer to be used by him to pay and retire the outstanding 
bonds mentioned in Section one of this Act.

Section 1. Notes Issued by Orangeburg County High- 
way Commission Validated.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the indebtedness of One 
Hundred and Thirty-four thousand ($134,000.00) Dollars, evidenced 
by the following notes, to-wit: One note for $24,000.00, dated April 
Ist, 1929, and maturing April Ist, 1930; One note -for $10,000.00, 
dated August 20th, 1929, and maturing September 15th, 1930; and 
Four Notes in the sum of $25,000.00 each dated August 20th, 1929, 
and maturing September 15th, 1930, is hereby ratified, confirmed 
and declared to be legal indebtedness of Orangeburg County, South 
Carolina. 


§ 2. Renewals.—The Orangeburg County, Highway Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to issue and renew notes 
from time to time evidencing said indebtedness or any part thereof 
remaining unpaid until the whole is paid, upon the best ternis -ob- 
tainable. 


§ 3. Payment.—The County Auditor is hereby authorized 
and directed to levy and the County Treasurer to collect two and one- 
half (234) mills on the taxable property of Orangeburg County for 
the purpose of paying the interest and retiring the above indebtedness 
until the said indebtedness together with all interest is paid in full.

AN ACT Relating to the Form of Claim Against the School 
Funds of Orangeburg County 


Section 1. Claims Against School Funds of Orange- 
burg County—Procedure—School Teachers’ Salaries.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That from and after the passage of this Act no Claim against the 
school funds of Orangeburg County shall be approved for payment 
by any trustees or by the County Superintendent of Education, unless 
claimant thereunder shall be the person who actually rendered the 
service or furnished the material or supplies for which the claim is 
made. The claim shall show an itemized sworn statement of the service 
rendered and/or the materials or supplies furnished, together with the 
dates and respective amounts : Provided, however, That for any school 
in which more than fifteen (15) teachers are employed the superin- 
tendent or principal thereof may file one claim monthly for the 
salaries of all teachers in said school if there is attached thereto a 
list of the individual teachers, showing the amounts to be received by 
each, the period of time covered by the said payments, and bearing 
opposite the name of each teacher his or‘her signature in confirmation, 
of the correctness of the said data as regarding such individual. 


§ 2. Unlawful Not to Conform.—The approval of any 
claim not conforming to the provisions of this Act is unlawful. The 
County Board of Education is hereby authorized to have prepared 
and print the form of claim necessary to meet the requirements of this 
Act, and to pay for the same out of funds to the credit of the said 
Board. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act to take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Nomination and Appointment 
of Certain School Trustees in Orangeburg County 


Section 1. Orangeburg County Board of Education to 
Appoint Trustees.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: Upon the expiration of the term of office 
of any Trustee or Trustees in any school district in Orangeburg 
County, or in the event of a vacancy im any such office, the County 
Board of Education shall appoint a Trustee or Trustees to serve in 
such capacity or to fill any such vacancies for the unexpired term, as 
the case may be, as is now provided by law, except as hereinafter 
provided. 


§ 2. Elections—How Provided.—In any year in which the 
term of a Trustee or Trustees shall expire and a petition is filed with 
the County Board of Education, not later than the last Friday in 
February, signed by eighty (80) per cent of the patrons residing in any 
school district requesting an election to nominate the said Trustee or 
Trustees of the said school district it shall be the duty of the County 
Board of Education to order the said election: Provided, That the term 
patron, for the purpose of this Act shall include any parent, guardian 
or head of a family having a pupil in the said school and any resident 
taxpayer who contributes in taxes to the support of the said school: 
Provided, further, That in presenting such a petition for an election 
three or more of the said petitioners shall certify to the County Board 
a list of any and all patrons who have not signed the said petition. 


§ 3. The Election.—In ordering an election under the pro- 
visions of this Act the County Board of Education shall fix a date not 
earlier than the fourth Friday in March, nor later than the second 
Friday in April; the said election shall be held at a school building in 
the said school district designated in the said order and shall be con- 
ducted by managers designated by the County Board in the said order : 
Provided, That the polls shall be open from eight (8) o’clock a. m., 
until four (4) o’clock p. m., that the rules and laws governing general 
elections shall apply, except that the managers shall not require proof 
of payment of any tax or taxes and that the County Board of Edu- 
cation shall make all other necessary arrangements for the conduct 
and holding of the said election, including the designation of the form 
of ballot which shall be used : Provided, further, however, That when- 
ever such an election is ordered the County Board of Education shall 
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give notice of the time, place, and purpose of the said election and the 
names of the said managers by posting the same on the door of the 
school house where the election is to be held and two other conspicuous, 
public places in the said district, and by publication of the said notice 
for at least two successive weeks, just prior to the election, in the 
newspaper having the largest general circulation in the said county: 
Provided, That all expenses necessary for any such election shall be 
paid by the County Board of Education out of the school funds of the 
school district in which the said election is held. 


§ 4. Protests.—The Managers of the election shall make a 
list of all voters who cast a ballot in the said election and deliver the 
same with a report of the votes received by each individual to the 
County Board of Education within two (2) days after the said voting ; 
any one receiving any votes in the said election may file a written pro- 
test in regard to the said election setting forth the grounds thereof 
‘within five (5) days after the said election, whereupon the County 
Board shall set a date within ten (10) days of the said election to hear 
such protest, giving notice of such protest and hearing to all persons 
for whom votes were cast, and after such hearing shall determine the 
issues raised and declare the results of the said election; in case no 
such written protest is filed the County Board shall famed de- 
clare the results of the said election. 


§ 5. Terms of Office of Several Trustees.—In naming a 
Trustee or Trustees in a school district where an election has been 
held under the terms of this Act, the County Board shall promptly 
appoint for the longest term of office the person receiving the highest 
number of votes, and for the next longest term the pergon receiving 
the next highest number of votes, and so on until all necessary Trustees 
have been appointed ; the term of such Trustees shall commence im- 
mediately upon appointment but each term shall expire on the fourth 
Friday in March in the given year or as soon thereafter as a successor 
is appointed and qualifies: Provided, however, That all Trustees ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this Act shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of the general school law while in office and may be removed 
from office for cause as is now or may be hereafter provided by law. 


§ 6. Filing Petitions During 1930.—That during the year 
1930 petitions may be filed as late as the fourth Friday in April, and 
for such year the time allowed for the doing of any Act under the 
general provisions hereof shall be conformable to such date and not 
the fourth Friday in February. 
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§ 7. This Act Not to Apply to Schoo! District No. 26— 
City of Orangeburg.—The provisions of this Act shall not apply 
to School District No. Twenty-six (26), including the City of Orange- 
burg in Orangeburg County, but for this district the election and ap- 
pointment of Trustees shall continue as is now provided by Statute. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Legalize and Validate the Acts and Proceed- 
ings Done and Taken for the Issuance of One Hundred 
Seventy-five Thousand ($175,000.00) Dollars of Bonds 
of School District Number Twenty-six, of Orangeburg 
County, and to Provide for the Issuance of Said Bonds 
and the Levy of a Tax for Their Payment. 


Section 1. Bonds to be Issued by Trustees School Dis- 
trict No. 26, Orangeburg County—Acts Validated.—Be it 
enacted: by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Acts and proceedings heretofore done and taken by the 
Trustees of School District Number Twenty-six, of Orangeburg 
County, or other officers of said school district, for the purpose of 
authorizing the issuance of bonds of said school district in a sum not 
exceeding One Hundred Seventy-five Thousand ($175,000.00) Dol- 
lars, including the election held in said school district on the twenty- 
seventh day of June, One Thousand Nine Hundred and Twenty- 
nine, and the acts done and proceedings taken by the Trustees and 
other officers of said district for the purpose of calling, holding and 
canvassing said election are hereby legalized and validated, and the 
‘Trustees of said school district are authorized, to issue said bonds 
pursuant to said proceedings, and said bonds, when so issued, shall 
be valid obligations of said school district. Said bonds shall be is- 
sued in such form and denominations and with such provisions as to 
time, place and medium of payment of principal and interest, and 
rate of interest, as said Trustees may determine. 
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§ 2. Mode of Payment.—The proper officials directed by 
law to levy and collect taxes in said school district for other purposes 
shall levy and collect annually a tax upon all the taxable property in 
said school district sufficient to pay the principal and interest of said 
bonds as such principal and interest become due.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower George Harrison to 
Bring Action Against the County of Orangeburg 


Whereas, George Harrison, of the County of Orangeburg, was in- 
jured on or about the 26th day of October, 1928, while employed by 
the County of Orangeburg; and 


Whereas, The said George Harrison has requested certain compen- 
sation from the said County, charging that his injury was occasioned 
by the said County, its employees or agents, under such circumstances 
as would render the County liable for damages; and 


Whereas, It is desired that the matter be passed upon by the Courts, 
therefore, : 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That George Harrison is hereby authorized and 
empowered to bring action in the Court of Common Pleas for Orange- 
burg County or in the County Court for Orangeburg County against 
the County of Orangeburg for the recovery of so much damages as 
may be proper, if any, on account of the personal injury of the said 
George Harrison on or about the 26th day of October, 1928, while 
engaged as an employee by the said County of Orangeburg, and the 
principles of law applicable to cases brought against any person or 
corporation organized under the laws of South Carolina shall be 
applicable to the action, or actions, hereby authorized to be brought, 
except that punitive damages shall not be prayed for in the Complaint ; 
the action, or actions, shall be commenced by the service of the Sum- 
mons and Complaint under the Code of Civil Procedure and the 
same shall be served upon the chairman of the Orangeburg County 
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Highway Commission ; either side to the action to have the right of 
appeal to the Supreme Court as in ordinary civil action. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. :

AN ACT to Exempt New Manufacturing Establishments in 
Orangeburg and Florence Counties From County 
Taxes, Except for School Purposes, for Five Years, 
and to Authorize the County Auditors of Said Coun- 
ties to Determine the Industries Therein Entitled to 
the Exemption Provided for. 


Section 1. Orangeburg County and Florence County to 
Exempt Certain Manufacturing Establishments from all 
Taxes Except School Taxes.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That all new manufacturing 
establishments with a capital of not less than Twenty-five Thousand 
($25,000.00) Dollars employing not less than fifteen people full time, 
located and established in Orangeburg and Florence Counties since 
January 1, 1929, shall be exempt from all County taxes, except for 
school purposes, for five (5) years from the time of their establish- 
ment. 


§ 2. County Auditors to Determine the Industries.— 
That the County Auditors of Orangeburg and Florence Counties, be, 
and they are hereby authorized to investigate and determine what 
industries within the counties of Orangeburg and Florence are en- 
titled to exemption herein provided for, and make the necessary 
entries on the tax records as to such exemption. 


§ 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Highway Commission to 
Use the County Chaingang for Certain Work on the 
Grounds of the Orangeburg County Fair Association. 


Whereas, The Orangeburg County Fair Association is a County 
-organization devoted to the sole purpose of providing the best Agri- 
cultural Fair possible for the people of the County, and 


Whereas, The Fair has been of material value in promoting better 
farm crops and live stock and as a Fair has given much favorable 
publicity to Orangeburg County and being recognized everywhere as 
one of the best Fair’s of the State, and 


Whereas, The directors have used every cent of the profit from year 
to year to improve the Fair Plant and make the Fair bigger and better 
and the stockholders have contributed the use of their money for a 
period of twenty (20) years without dividend and that the Fair is not 
being operated for profit or gain to its stockholders, and 


Whereas, The directors of the Orangeburg County Fair desire to 
continue to improve and enlarge the plant by filling and leveling the 
inside of the race track for the purpose of parking cars and other 
conveniences to the citizens of Orangeburg County, and 


Whereas, The chaingang is the only organization in the County 
having the necessary machinery to do this work. 


Section 1. Orangeburg County Fair Association Can 
Get Service of Chaingang.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Orangeburg Highway 
Commission is hereby authorized and allowed to use one of the County 
chaingangs for a period not exceeding thirty (30) days at such time as 
may be convenient to the Highway Commission for the purpose of fill- 
ing and leveling certain portions of the property of the Orangeburg 
County Fair Association as may be requested and desired by the direc- 
tors of the said Orangeburg County Fair Association: Provided, how- 
ever, That during such work the entire management of the said chain- 
gang shall remain exclusively in the control of the usual county officers. 


§ 2. Payment.—That the Orangeburg County Highway Com- 
mission shall keep a record of the cost of such work and that should 
a record of the cost of such work and that should the Fair Association 
ever pay dividends to its stockholders or the property ever be divided 
among the stockholders, then the County is to be reimbursed for the 
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cost of the work above mentioned. The acceptance of the service of 
the chaingang by the Orangeburg County Fair Association will be 
deemed an acceptance of the conditions herein provided. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval.

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§ 2. That transfers from one item to another may be made 
only upon the written approval of the majority of the Legislative Dele- 
gation, and said Legislatiye Delegation, or a majority thereof, shall 
have power and authority to provide for and add to the appropriations 
herein made, any sum sufficient to take care of any deficit which may 
prove to exist from the maintenance of the cost of the County Govern- 
ment during the year 1929.

And in addition to the above there is hereby levied one 
and one-half (14) mills upon all the taxable property of the County 
for the purpose of paying the salaries of all high school teachers in 
the County for a period of two (2) additional months at the State 
schedule. 


§ 6. That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable property 
of the County a levy of one-half (14) mill, the proceeds of which 
shall be applied to the payment of the indebtedness on the Pickens- 
North Carolina Road. 


§ 7. That the Supervisor shall furnish gas to the Sheriff and 
his Deputies and deduct from the salaries of said Sheriff and Deputies 
whatever amount said gas cost the said Supervisor. 


§ 8. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and empowered 
to appoint the Trustees of the several school districts in Pickens 
County for the year 1930, as an Equalization Board for such district, 
whose duty shall be to equalize all property returned in said districts 
and return any property, or persons not returned, and they shall make 
their report to the County Auditor.

Street Improvement in Said Town Pursuant to the 
Provisions of Said Section, and Also to Validate Cer- 
tificates of Indebtedness of the Town of Liberty, 'S.

Section 1. Town of Liberty’s Election Validated in Ref- 
erence Sections 4506 to 4511, Code of Laws of S. C., Vol.

Loan to Pickens School District No. 31, Pick- 
ens County Validated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly

County, by the Pickens City Sinking Fund Commission of Pickens, 
South Carolina, on note executed by the members of the Board of 
Trustees of said school district, bearing date of September 2nd, 1929, 
bearing six per cent (6%) interest, be, and the same is hereby, vali- 
dated and declared to be legal in all respects as an obligation of the 
said Pickens School District No. 31, Pickens County.

AN ACT to Provide for the Surface Treatment of County 
Highway in Pickens County, and to Provide for the 
Issuance and Payment of $94,000.00 Bonds of Pickens 
County for That Purpose. 


Section 1. Reimbursement Agreement Between Pick- 
ens County and State Highway Department Validated— 
Highway Construction in Pickens County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The action of 
the State Highway Commission on March 15, 1928, authorizing re- 
imbursement to Pickens County in an amount not to exceed One Hun- 
dred Five Thousand ($105,000.00) Dollars for the construction of a 
section of State Highway 14 between Pickens and the North Carolina 
line in the direction of Rosman, North Carolina, and the subsequent 
action of the State Highway Department on April 19, 1928, in is- 
suing reimbursement certificate No. 225 providing for reimbursement 
to Pickens County in the sum of Ninety-four Thousand Two Hun- 
dred Forty-two and 61/100 ($94,242.61) Dollars, for the con- 
struction herein referred to, is hereby validated and confirmed, 
and the said reimbursement certificate is hereby made an incontestable 
obligation of the State Highway Commission of South Carolina. 


§ 2. Pickens County to Issue Bonds—Purpose—Bonds. 
-—For the purpose of raising money to surface treat certain Pickens 
County Highway hereinafter named, the Board of Commissioners of 
Pickens County is hereby authorized to issue negotiable bonds of 
Pickens County in the aggregate principal sum of $94,000.00. The said 
bonds shall be of the denomination of $1,000.00 each and shall be dated 
February 1, 1930, and bear interest from that date at a rate not ex- 
ceeding five and one-half per centum per annum, payable semi-annu- 
ally, on the first day of August and the first day of February, and 
shall mature and be payable in installments of the following amounts 
on the following dates respectively, viz. : $10,000.00 January 31, 1935; 
$10,000.00 January 31, 1936; $11,000.00 January 31, 1937 ; $10,000.00 
January 31, 1938; $10,000.00 January 31, 1939; $11,000.00 January 
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31, 1940; $11,000.00 January 31, 1941 ; $11,000.00 January 31, 1942; 
$10,000.00 January 31, 1943. 


§ 3. Bonds.—The bonds shall be serial bonds and the princi- 
pal and interest of the bonds may be made payable within or without 
the State of South Carolina, as may be indicated on the face of the 
bonds. The bonds shall be signed by at least a majority of the mem- 
bers of the said Board of Commissioners and countersigned by the 
Treasurer of said County, but the coupons need not be authenticated 
otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the County Treasurer of 
Pickens County, who is in office at the date the bonds bear. The seal 
of Pickens County shall be affixed to, or impressed upon each bond. 
The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change 
‘in office or seal occurring after the execution of the bonds. 


§ 4. Sale of Bonds.—The said bonds shall be sold by the 
Board of Commissioners upon sealed proposals after publication of 
notice of such sale, one or more times, at least fifteen days before the 
sale, in a newspaper of general circulation in Pickens County, and also 
in a financial paper published in New York City, or Baltimore. 


§ 5. Security—Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Pickens County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punc- 
tual payment of principal and interest of all bonds issued under this 
Act as such principal and interest become due. The Auditor of Pickens 
County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all 
taxable property in said County a tax sufficient to pay said principal 
and interest as they severally become due, and the Treasurer of said 
County is hereby authorized and directed to collect the said tax and 
apply to said purpose: Provided, All moneys received by the County 
from the State Highway Department by way of reimbursement from 
the aforesaid reimbursement certificate, or agreement, shall be applied 
to the payment of said bonds and to the reduction of said tax. 


§ 6. Pickens County Commissioners to Prepare Roads 
—Surface Treatment—Roads to be Improved.—The Board 
of Commissioners of Pickens County shall take the County forces and 
prepare the roads to be surface treated, and the surface treatment 
shall be done by contract, or otherwise, as seems best to the Pickens 
County Legislative Delegation and said Board of Commissioners, and 
shall be supervised by said Board of Commissioners. The roads are as 
follows ; viz.: Road from Easley to Dacusville by way of Cross Roads 
and Loopers Gin ; Road from Cateechee Cotton Mill to Garrett’s Store 
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by way of Six Mile; Road from Central to Anderson County line; 
Road from Central to Laurens Chapel by way of Madden Bridge; 
Road from State Highway near Secona Church to forks of road near 
Frank Looper’s dwelling. Should funds remain, same are to be used 
in surface treating or preparing other roads, as the Legislative Dele- 
gation and Board of Commissioners think best.

Section 1. Sinking Fund Commission for Town of 
Pickens Established.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby created and estab- 
lished a Commission for the town of Pickens, to be known as the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission of the Town of Pickens, Pickens County, South 
Carolina. 


§ 2. Personnel—Terms of Office—Vacancies.—That the 
said town of Pickens Sinking Fund Commission shall be composed of 
three citizens who are residents and qualified electors of said town of 
Pickens, and who shall be appointed by the Town Council of the 
town of Pickens. Upon the appointment of the first Commission here- 
under they shall cast lots for the term of office of each; one of whom 
shall serve for two years; one for four years and one for six years; 
and the successor of each shall be appointed in the same manner for 
a term of six years. Vacancies on the Commission, by resignation or 
otherwise, shall be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. 
Any of said Commission may be removed, for cause shown, by said 
Council of the town of Pickens. 


§ 3. Chairman—Secretary.—Said Commission shall elect 
one of their number Chairman and one Secretary. 


§ 4. Duties.—That the said Commission shall be responsible 
for the payment of interest on all bonds of the town of Pickens as 
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same may fall due, and shall also be responsible for the payment of 
all such bonds as they mature, and it shall be the duty of said Commis- 
sion to receive all money belonging to said fund, and if same cannot, 
at the time of receiving same, be paid on said bonds, then said Commis- 
sion, by and with the consent and advice of the said town council, invest 
the same.

AN ACT to Provide for a Levy of Taxes for Richland 
County for School and County Purposes for the Year 
1930, and to Direct the Expenditure Thereof. 


‘Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That there is hereby levied upon all taxable prop- 
erty in the County of Richland a tax of seven and one-half (714) 
mills on the dollar, if so much be necessary, for ordinary county pur- 
poses, which, together with all further sums available for ordinary 
purposes, shall be used for the payment of all items hereafter stated: 
Provided, That all salaries herein appropriated shall be paid in equal 
monthly installments, and the total of such other items other than 
salaries shall be expended only if so much be necessary: Provided, 
however, That implements and supplies of whatever kind to be pur- 
chased under the terms of this Act shall be purchased only upon com- 
petitive bids each month after advertisement for at least one week 
previous to the letting of such contract in at least four issues of a 
daily paper published in Columbia, which advertisement shall set 
forth the articles and the approximate amount or number thereof to 
be purchased, and the said contract of purchase shall be awarded to 
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the lowest responsible bidder for the period of one month: Provided, 
That in case proper competitive bids after due advertisement are not 
received by the Supervisor of Richland County and goods purchased 
from the lowest bidder at said competitive bids the Supervisor shall 
be liable for malfeasance in office and subject to the penalties now 
provided by law: Provided, further, That in case of emergency the 
Supervisor may purchase without competitive bids where the cost 
thereof does not exceed One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars: Provided, 
further, That no bill, account, or claim against the County shall be 
paid unless contracted for’ by such competition or purchased by the 
Supervisor in the above-mentioned cases of emergency, and unless the 
claim be filed for audit within thirty days from the furnishing of the 
supplies, or in all cases within thirty days from the time a cause of 
action arises against the County. In addition to the above levy, there 
is hereby levied on all taxable property in Richland County a tax of 
three (3) mills for school purposes, the proceeds from which to be 
divided between the City of Columbia and the County of Richland, 
in proportions of sixty-five (65%) per centum to the City of Colum- 
bia, and thirty-five (35%) per centum to the County of Richland. The 
part of the County to be divided among the school districts according 
to their assessed taxable property as near as possible ; and the residue, 
if any, to be divided among the districts in the discretion of the County 
Board of Education. There is also hereby levied on all taxable prop- 
erty in Richland County a tax of one (1) mill for school purposes, the 
proceeds from which shall be used exclusively for the purpose of re- 
tiring the principal of the present indebtedness of School District No.

Whereas, The Columbia Mills Company is desirous of obtaining 
and improving a portion of said street Fifty (50) feet in width and 
extending from what would be the intersection of Lady and William 
Streets to what would be the intersection of Lady and Gist Streets 
were these streets opened ; and 


Whereas, Said improvements will in no wise interfere with traffic 
and transportation in the City of Columbia, and the improvements 
contemplated thereon will add to the taxable value of the Columbia

Section 1. Creation of School District No. 1 of Richland 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That for the purpose of maintaining public schools 
in the City of Columbia and its suburbs, and for the purpose of pro- 
moting their efficiency, the entire area embraced within the corporate 
limits of the City of Columbia and that territory adjacent to the 
City of Columbia which was formerly a part of School District No. 
2 of Richland County, and which was annexed to Columbia School 
District by a Resolution of the County Board of Education dated 
July 3, 1928, also all of the territory formerly known as School Dis- 
trict No. 3 of Richland County, and which was annexed to Columbia 
School District by a vote of the electors of School District No. 3 at 
an election held September 10, 1929, is hereby declared to be consoli- 
dated and a new school district which shall be known as School Dis- 
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trict No. 1 of Richland County is hereby formed out of said territory 
above described. 


§ 2. Government, Rights, Privileges and Liabilities. — 
That the said school district so formed be, and it hereby is, created 
with such government, rights, privileges, and liabilities as other 
school districts possess under the provisions of the general school 
laws of the County of Richland and State of South Carolina.

§ 4. School Commissioners—Duties to Continue—Elec- 
tions to be Held for New Commissioners.—That the School 
Commissioners for the School District of the City of Columbia shall 
continue to exercise within the school district hereby created all of 
the powers and discharge all of the duties of the School Commission- 
ers of said new school district until their successors are elected and 
qualified: Provided, That in the general election held in 1930 there 
shall be elected from the legal voters of said school district hereby 
created two school commissioners whose terms of office shall begin 
January 1, 1931, and whose terms of office shall be for a period of 
four years, or until their successors are elected and qualified; and in 
the general election held in 1932 there shall be elected from the legal 
voters of said schoo] district hereby created two school commissioners 
whose terms of office shall begin January 1, 1933, and whose terms of 
office shall be for a period of four years, or until their successors 
are elected and qualified ; and at every general election held thereafter 
two school commissioners shall be elected by the legal voters of said 
district hereby created whose terms of office shall be for a period of 
four years, or until their successors are elected and qualified. 


§ 4-A. Member of Council City of Columbia to be a 
Commissioner—How Appointed.—That the Mayor of the City 
of Columbia, with the approval of the City Council of the City ‘of 
Columbia, shall name a member of said City Council as a School 
Commissioner of School District No. 1 of Richland County, whose 
term of office shall begin July 1, 1930, and whose term of 
office shall be for a period of two years, or until his succes- 
sor has been named and qualified, and in every general election year 
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thereafter, a School Commissioner shall be so named whose term of 
office shall be for a period of two years, or until his successor has 
been named and qualified. 


§ 5. Additional Commissioners—How Appointed— 
School Board—Organization—Members Not to Receive 
Compensation—Duties and Powers.—The School Commis-_ 
sioners elected as provided for in Section 4 and the School Commis- 
sioner named as provided for in Section 4-a, together with two 
School Commissioners to be appointed January 1, 1931, by the Gov- 
ernor, upon the recommendation of the Board of Trustees of Colum- 
bia Academy, one for a term of two years from said date and one 
for a term of four years, and every two years thereafter, one shall 
be appointed for a term of four years, these seven shall constitute 
a School Board and they may assemble at any time and elect a chair- 
man, a secretary, a superintendent of schools, and such other school 
employees as they may deem proper whose terms of office, duties, 
and compensation shall be prescribed by said Board: Provided, ‘That 
no member of the Board of School Commissioners shall be eligible 
to any salaried office within the provisions of this Act, nor shall any 
member of said Board contract with said Board and any attempted 
contract shall be void: Provided, further, That said Board shall have 
the following duties and powers: To discharge the same duties in 
said school district as are required of boards of school trustees in the 
various school districts under the general law of the County of Rich- 
land and State of South Carolina; to determine the studies and text- 
books to be used in the schools of said district ; to elect a superinten- 
dent, supervisors, teachers, and such other employées of said Board 
and for such terms as they may desire, and to dismiss or discharge 
any of the said employees at the will of said Board; to prescribe the 
duties of all employees and to make such rules for the government 
of the schools and their employees as they may determine; to fill any 
vacancy that may occur in the School Board for the unexpired term 
of the same when caused by death, resignation, departure from the 
State, refusal to qualify, or any other cause whatsoever; to make 
annual reports to the Superintendent of Education as to schools in 
said district, furnishing him with such information as is required of 
school trustees under the general school law of the County of Rich- 
land and State of South Carolina; to buy, sell, mortgage, and own 
real estate, and to erect buildings on real estate owned in fee simple 
by said School Board for school purposes within the said district ; to 
purchase school equipment and to keep in order all properties held by 
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said Board for school purposes, and to determine the manner in 
which the tax hereinafter provided for shall be expended in main- 
taining the schools in said district, and to borrow in anticipation of 
the collection of taxes levied in any fiscal year for the support of the 
public schools in said School District No. 1 of Richland County so 
much money as may be necessary to meet promptly the current ex- 
penses of said schools for the fiscal year in which the loans are made, 
said loans to be payable out of the taxes levied during said fiscal year 
sO soon as an amount sufficient therefor shall be collected. 


§ 6. Moneys to be Protected—Treasurer to Make Re- 
ports—Failure to Report a Misdemeanor.—AlIl the moneys 
received or held by the County Treasurer of Richland County for 
the account of School District No. 1 of Richland County shall be 
protected by the official bond of the said County Treasurer as public 
money. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to report 
monthly on the 15th day of each month to the Board of School Com- 
missioners of School District No. 1 of Richland County, the amount 
of all collections, specifying the source from which said collections 
are received, the various disbursements made by him upon the war- 
rants of said Board during the preceding month, and it shall be a 
misdemeanor on the part of said County Treasurer to neglect, fail, or 
refuse to make such a report, and on conviction thereof he shall pay 
a fine of five hundred dollars, the same to be used for school purposes 
in said school district. 


§ 7. Disbursement of Funds.—The funds held and received 
by the said County Treasurer for account of the School District No. 
1 of Richland County from all sources shall be paid out only on the 
warrant of the said Board of School Commissioners, said warrant to 
be signed by the Chairman of said Board and attested by the Treas- 
urer. The said amount so drawn by warrant together with all other 
funds received from other sources by said Board shall be deposited 
in a bank in the City of Columbia to be selected by said Board, and 
disbursed by said Board by checks signed by its chairman and attested 
by its treasurer. The Treasurer of said Board shall keep an account 
of all funds received and disbursed as aforesaid under such rules and 
regulations as the said Board shall prescribe. 


§ 8. Property—Obligations—Tax Levies.—All of the 
property owned and controlled heretofore by the School District of 
the City of Columbia is hereby vested in the Board of School Com- 
missioners of School District No. 1 of Richland County, and all bond- 
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ed indebtedness and all other obligations now existing against the 
School District of the City of Columbia is hereby assumed by, and 
made the obligation of, the School District No. 1 of Richland Coun- 
ty, and all tax levies which are now fixed by law on the property 
within the School District of the City of Columbia is hereby author- 
ized to be levied by the County Auditor for Richland County on all 
of the property located in the said School District No. 1 for Richland 
County, and the Treasurer shall collect the same with the state and 
county taxes, and it shall be a lien on all property until paid, and the 
defaulting taxpayers shall be liable to like process and penalties as 
defaulters for state and county taxes. 


§ 9. Boundaries—Adjacent. Territory—Procedure to 
Enter Said School District—Procedure to Reduce Area.— 
’ That the boundaries of School District No. 1 of Richland County 
shall remain as hereinabove defined: Provided, The boundaries may 
be changed and the territory adjacent to said school district may be- 
come a part of School District No. 1 of Richland County upon the 
approval of the Board of School Commissioners of School District 
No. 1 of Richland County, the County Board of Education, and 
upon approval by a majority vote of the electors of the territory de- 
siring to be annexed to School District No. 1 of Richland County, 
voting at am election to be called and held by the trustees of said 
school district embracing the territory desiring to be annexed to said 
School District No. 1 of Richland County, and the district so formed 
shall be under the sole jurisdiction of the Board of School Commis- 
sioners of School District No. 1 of Richland County and subject to 
all the rules, regulations, and requirements of said Board. The said 
School District No. 1 of Richland County may, in like manner, be 
reduced in area: Provided, The boundaries of said district shall not 
cross or cut into the boundary or boundaries of the municipality of 
the City of Columbia: Provided, The election provided for above for 
the increase or decrease of the boundaries of said school district shall 
be conducted in the same manner and under the same rules as now 
provided in Section 2607, Volume III, Acts of 1922. 


§ 10. Board of Assessors—How Appointed——Duties and 

- Powers—Privileges—Compensation—Provisos.—T hat the 
Board of School Commissioners for School District No. 1 of Rich- 
land County shall on or before January 1, 1931, and in each and every 
year thereafter, appoint one discreet resident of School District No. 1 
of Richland County from that part of said school district which was 
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formerly School District No. 2 and one from that part of said school 
district which was formerly a part of School District No. 3, and the 
City Council of the City of Columbia shall on or before the first 
day of January, 1931, and in each and every year thereafter, appoint 
three discreet residents of School District No. 1, of Richland County 
from that part of the said district which is now embraced in the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Columbia, or which may hereafter be 
annexed to the corporate limits of the City of Columbia; and the 
said five persons so appointed shall be the Board of Assessors for said

§ 2. That all fees, fines and moneys not otherwise provided 
for shall go into the ordinary County Fund: Provided, That the 
County Board of Commissioners of Saluda County are authorized 
and empowered, where, in the judgment of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the said Board it is practical and feasible to do so, to improve 
by widening and by straightening where the necessity exists there- 
for, and it is practical to do so, any public road in Saluda County 
which leads into a Highway of said County. It is also authorized 
and empowered to form up any of the said public roads with the use 
of the County machinery and the chaingang. Should any person liv- 
ing on or near, or otherwise interested in the improvement of any of 
the said roads desire to top-soil the same the County Board of Com- 
missioners may authorize the same and the said Board is authorized 
to issue to any person working for at least two days with a team in 
top-soiling said road receipt for such work which shall specify the 
name of the person rendering the work, the date, and the amount 
and the road upon which the work is rendered, and the township. 
Such receipt, covering at least two days’ work in top-soiling with a 
team on the part of any person liable for road tax shall be received 
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by the Treasurer of Saluda County in payment of the Commuta- 
tion Tax of such person and the Treasurer shall be allowed credit 
therefor in his settlement. It shall also be the duty of the County 
Board of Commissioners to furnish the Treasurer with a list of the 
names and addresses of the persons to whom it has issued such 
receipts. 


§ 3. That, in anticipation of the collection of the 1930 taxes, 
the County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized to borrow 
an amount sufficient to meet the expenses of the County Government 
as herein provided for, and also an amount to work the roads and 
build bridges as above provided for and to operate the tractors and 
scrapers provided for, and to pledge the taxes of 1930 and com- 
mutation road tax for 1930 in payment therefor. 


§ 4. That the above accounts shall be kept separate and _dis- 
tinct and expended only for the purpose for which appropriated: 
Provided, No Bill or claim shall be approved or paid unless the same 
shall state fully, under oath, what it is for, giving the kind or quality 
of the thing or commodity which it represents, in addition to the 
amount and.time when furnished. Any note or contract made by 
any office of the County or County Board for any amount not in- 
cluded in this Supply Bill shall be null and void: Provided, Any 
officer or employee who disregards any of the provisions hereof,

§ 6. The County Treasurer of Saluda County shall ask for 
and receive bids from banks for interest on deposit to the credit of 
said County, and for terms on loans when needed, and he shall de- 
posit said funds with such bank or banks as shall make the best terms 
for same. A notice shall be inserted in one or more local newspapers 
or sent to the banks of the County for bids on said business for the 

‘year: Provided, That the bank or banks receiving such deposits shall 
give a surety bond sufficient to save the County of Saluda harmless 
of any loss it may sustain, the amount of bond to be fixed by the 
Treasurer of said County. 
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§ 7. That all County officers herein specified, together with 
the County Game Warden, shall make a complete report of all fees, 
fines and moneys received and disbursed by each officer, to the Dele- 
gation in the General Assembly from Saluda County, for the year 
ending December 31, 1930: Provided, That these reports shall be 
furnished not later than January 10, 1931, and without further notice. 
Said reports shall be considered public information to be used for 
the best interest of the County. 


§ 8. As soon as the total amount of property for taxation has 
been ascertained for the year 1930, the Auditor and Treasurer, jointly, 
are authorized to increase or decrease the levy hereinabove made to 
meet the appropriations herein provided for, taking into account all 
other funds on hand for the purpose. 


§ 9. That no special levy shall be voted on or off in any school 
district in Saluda County after July 15, 1930. 


§ 10. The Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners 
shall cause to be published monthly a statement of all warrants paid 
that month, stating briefly what paid for. 


§ 11. The County Superintendent of Education shall furnish 
at the end of each scholastic year an account of the money received 
and claims paid by each school district in Saluda County, also an 
account of any other money received and how disbursed by his of- 
fice. 


§ 12. If, for any cause, the office of Chairman of Board of 
County Commissioners, or either of the two County Commissioners 
shall become vacant, the Governor shall, upon the recommendation 
of a majority of the Saluda Legislative Delegation, appoint his suc- 
cessor. 


§ 13. If any Section of this Act shall be found unconstitutional 
it shall not be construed to affect any other Section of this Act. 


§ 14. It shall be the duty of the County Commissioners to 
participate in election of chaingang boss, guards, tractor foreman, 
and Poor House keeper, to approve claims. In all cases a majority of 
County Commissioners shall be necessary and conclusive. 


§ 15. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Fix the Number of Trustees of Saluda, Ward, 
and Richland School Districts in the County of Saluda, 
and to Provide for the Election of Same. 


Section 1. Term of Office for Trustees—Ward and 
Richland School Districts—Saluda County—-Number.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That at the expiration of the term of Office of Trustees now in office 
in Ward, and Richland School Districts in Saluda County, there shall 
be elected for Ward District, five (5) trustees, and for Richland Dis- 
trict, three (3) trustees, whose term of office shall be for two (2) 
years, or until their successors are elected and qualified. 


§ 2. Elections.—On or before the first day of April preced- 
ing the expiration of the term of Office of the trustees for Ward, and 
Richland School Districts in Saluda County, and on or before the 
first day of April every two (2) years thereafter, the Superintendent 
of Education of Saluda County shall order an election to be held at 
such place within the respective districts as he may designate, at which 
election there shall be elected for the respective districts the number of 
trustees provided for in Section 1, of this Act. The election herein pro- 
vided for shall be held after at least two (2) weeks public notice is given 
by the publication of such notice by the Superintendent of Education in 
some newspaper published and circulated in Saluda County, and only 
qualified electors residing within said district shall be eligible to vote, 
the election to be conducted as general elections are now conducted by 
three managers who shall be appointed by the Superintendent of Edu- 
cation of Saluda County. The Managers shall certify the result of said 
election and the persons declared elected shall be commissioned as 
trustees of the respective districts. The law relating to the election of 
‘Trustees for Saluda County shall remain the same as now provided by 
law, except as to the School Districts named in this Act. 


§ 3. Commencement of this Act.—This Act shall take 
effect upon the expiration of the terms of Office of trustees now acting 
in the districts of Saluda, Ward and Richland.

Payment of Same. 


Section 1. Saluda County to Borrow—Purpose.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Board of County Commissioners of Saluda County, South 
Carolina, is hereby empowered and directed to borrow the sum of $2,- 
771.00 at a rate of interest not to exceed six per cent. per annum, to be 
used in paying the cost of paving and improving the Court House 
Grounds and abutting property pavement assessments, as follows, to 
wit : For abutting property paving assessments, $1,722.26; for paving 
walkways in Court House Square $770.88; for coping around Court 
House Square $970.60. 


§ 2. Notes.—That the loan herein authorized shall be evi- 
denced by four notes of $692.75 each, payable in one, two, three and

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners of 
Saluda County are authorized and empowered to declare abandoned 
and close any public road in Saluda County except State Highway 
roads where a parallel or otherwise suitable road has been provided 
and adopted by the traveling public as a substitute upon a petition 
for that purpose being filed with it signed by at least one-third of 
the owners of contiguous lands to said road; that upon the filing of 
such petition the Board shall give at least ten days’ notice of a hearing 
thereon by posting in at least three places on said road such notice. 
Said notice shall also state the fact of the filing of a petition, its 
object and-the time and place of the hearing and the name and particu- 
lar road or stretch of road to be closed. At such hearing any person 
’ owning land on said road or any person owning land which said road 
affords a reasonably convenient way of travel thereto shall have the 
right to be heard in opposition to the closing of said road and it shall 
be the duty of the County Board of Commissioners to evidence sub- 
mitted on the issue. If it shall appear to the said Board that the clos- 
- ing the said road will work no material damage to any of the afore- 
said owners of land and the continued maintenance of said road will 
serve no useful purpose, the said road shall be declared abandoned 
and ordered closed.

§ 7. The above accounts shall be kept separate and distinct and 
expended only for the purpose for which appropriated. In antici- 
pation of the collection of the taxes herein provided for, the County 
Board and Treasurer are authorized to borrow, on the credit of 
the County and pledge the 1930 taxes in payment thereof, such 
amounts not to exceed Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($250,- 
000.00) Dollars. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceed- 
ing the total authorization shall be null and void. No amount against 
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the County shall be approved or paid except upon previously au- 
thorized expenditures by the County Board, upon an itemized and 
sworn statement of the correctness of the amount, which shall be 
filed in the records of the offce of the County Board. The appropria- 
tions made by this Act, other than those fixed by law shall be ex- 
pended only to the extent of so much as may be necessary under 
the directiorrof an authorization by the County Board. 


§ 8. For each Magistrate in the County of Spartanburg except 
the two Magistrates in the City of Spartanburg, there is appro- 
priated herein an amount equal to his salary to be expended by 
him in employing constables to serve criminal papers in cases of 
emergency as provided in the Act creating the Rural Police System 
for Spartanburg County in 1921. 


§ 9. All costs and fees now required by law to be paid for re- 
cording papers and documents in all cases, or serving the same, shall 
be paid in advance, to the County Treasurer who shall endorse by 
stamp on all papers or documents the words “Fees and Costs Paid,” 
with the date thereof, and no paper or document shall be served or 
recorded by any County officer charged therewith unless said en- 
dorsement appears thereon.

Section 1. Relief for Hail Storm Suffers of Cross 
Anchor, Woodruff, Reidville, Beech Springs and Campo- 
bello Townships—Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Treasurer of Spartanburg County is hereby authorized and 
empowered to remit and refund to the taxpayers of Cross Anchor, 
Woodruff, Reidville, Beech Springs and Campobello Townships in 
Spartanburg County, all ordinary county taxes for the year 1929, 
where said persons have suffered fifty (50%) per cent or more loss 
or crop damage from the destructive Hail Storms of the Summer of 
1929: Provided, That no exemption from taxation shall be granted 
to any such person within said townships who shall make as much as 
fifty (50%) per cent of the crop made by such person during the 
year 1928 or that was made on the same land in 1928: Provided, 
further, No taxes shall be refunded other than the taxes on the 
identical land where the loss from Hail Storms occurred. 


§ 2. Procedure to Obtain Relief—County Taxes only 
Returned.—Every person claiming exemption from said taxes shall 
present to the County Treasurer an affidavit in which is set forth 
the damages incurred as mentioned and described in Section 1, which 
affidavit shall be duly attested by D. B. Irby, I. W. Gray and A. B. 
Pearson, and upon presentation of such affidavit duly attested, the 
County Treasurer is directed to remit all County taxes: Provided, 
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That this exemption shall not include any State taxes. The County 
Treasurer shall take a receipt therefor and the receipt shall state 
only the purpose for which it was given which shall constitute his 
proper voucher, and the Comptroller General is hereby authorized 
and required to approve and allow same in his annual settlement.

Section 1. Spartanburg County to Issue Bonds—Pur- 
poses.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The County Board of Spartanburg County is here- 
by authorized to issue bonds of Spartanburg County in an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Six Hundred and Sixty Thousand 
($660,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which bonds shall be used 
by the Spartanburg County Board for one or more of the following 
purposes, namely: for maintaining and supporting prisoners, paying 
jurors and county officers, for litigation, quarantine, and court ex- 
penses, to support paupers, and to pay past indebtedness and out- 
standing county bonds and interest on the same, which purposes may 
be determined by said County Board either before or after the is- 
suance of the bonds. 


§ 2. Bonds.—The said bonds shall be of the denomination of 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each. They shall bear interest 
from their date at a rate of not exceeding five (5%) per centum per 
annum, payable semi-annually. They shall be serial bonds maturing 
in annual series, or installments, of one or more bonds each, the 
first of which series, or installments, shall be due and payble not 
_ more than one year after the date of the bonds and the last not more 
than twenty years after such date.

§ 3. In anticipation of the tax herein levied, the County Board 
of Commissioners is authorized to borrow such sum or sums as may 
be necessary not exceeding the revenue arising hereunder at the best 
obtainable rate of interest and return any loan so made from the 
revenue herein provided as the same may become available. 


§ 4. The amount appropriated in Item 1, Item 1-A and .Item 
1-B shall include the amount to be received from the gasoline tax, 
such amount to be used according to law, on the roads of Sumter 
County and the streets of the City of Sumter as prescribed above, 
respectively, and nowhere else. 


§ 5. The County Board of Commissioners shall publish in at 
least one newspaper published in said County, a consolidated state- 
ment of all receipts and disbursements semi-annually on January 
lst and July Ist of each year. 


§ 6. That after the expiration of the six months’ school term 
as provided for in Section 11-A of Act No. 539 of the Laws of 
1924, the tuition charges for the remainder of the school term for 
_ high school pupils who come from non-high school districts shall 
be paid by the District Board of Trustees of said non-high school 
district, from the school funds of their respective districts, and in 
case there are no funds available for this purpose, then the school 
trustees of such districts shall authorize and direct the County Audi- 
tor, not later than July 1, to add a levy to the general school levy of 
such district sufficient to pay such tuition, and the same shall be 
collected as other taxes are, and shall be paid out by the said trus- 
tees on order of the County Board of Education. 


§ 7. That the County Auditor and Treasurer, upon the request 
of the school trustees of any district within the County, shall reduce 
the present levy in said school district to such an amount as will 
take care of the needs of the said school district for school purposes. 
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§ 8. The Auditor of the County shall raise or lower the levy 
herein provided for as may be necessary to raise the amount herein 
appropriated. 


§ 9. The County Treasurer is hereby directed to arrange the 
interest-bearing dates of all permanent road funds which he may 
have on deposit in the banks of Sumter County, so that the interest 
on such deposits shall mature a sufficient length of time prior to 
the due dates of the County bonded obligations, for said Treasurer 
to remit the required amount of his bonded debt to New York with- 
out losing interest on his deposits; the purpose of this provision 
being that the County will obtain the maximum amount of interest 
possible on its deposits: Provided, however, That if the said banks 
in which the said County Treasurer may have his deposits refuse to 
arrange the interest-bearing dates of said deposits as they may be 
requested by the Treasurer of Sumter County, then the Treasurer 
of Sumter County is authorized and directed to borrow for short 
period of time, at a rate of interest not to exceed the rate being paid 
on said deposits, a sufficient amount of money to meet the County 
bonded obligations when due, and in order to secure the payment 
of said loans, the Treasurer of Sumter County is authorized and 
empowered to secure the payment thereof by an assignment of said 
funds on deposit in said banks. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Validate Loan of Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.- 
00) Dollars Made to School District No. 1, Sumter 
County, by the Sinking Fund Commission of South 
Carolina, and to Fix a Tax Levy to Provide for the 
Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Loan to School District No. 1, Sumter Coun- 
ty, by State Sinking Fund Commission Validated.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
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a loan of Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars made to School 
District No. 1, Sumter County, by Sinking Fund Commission of 
South Carolina, on note executed by the County Treasurer and mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees of said School District, bearing date 
of January 20, 1930, be, and the same is hereby validated and de- 
clared to be legal in all respects as an obligation of the said School 
District No. 1, Sumter County, S. C. 


§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment 
of said note there is hereby levied an annual tax upon all of the taxa- 
ble property of the said School District No. 1, Sumter County, suf- 
ficient to retire the loan plus interest at seven per cent (7%) per an- 
num within a period of five years. The entire proceeds of this special 
levy shall be paid over annually to the Sinking Fund Commission by 
the County Treasurer to be applied on the principal and interest of 
the note given to secure the loan until the said loan is paid in full, 
at which time the tax shall no longer be levied. It shall be the duty 
of the Auditor of Sumter County to levy the said special tax an- 
nually on all taxable property of the said School District and the 
duty of the County Treasurer of said County to collect the tax so 
levied as other taxes are now collected by law. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Fix the Salaries of the Sheriff, County Superin- 
tendent of Education, and the Clerk of Court for Sum- 
ter County, and to Require the Fees Collected by the 
Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Auditor, and Sheriff to be 
Paid into the General County Funds. 


Section 1. All Fees Collected by Clerk of Court, Treas- 
urer, Auditor, and Sheriff, Sumter County, to be Paid to 
Treasurer of Sumter County—Date of Effect.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: From and 
after the next election or appointment and qualification of the Clerk 
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of Court, Treasurer, Auditor, and Sheriff of Sumter County, all 
fees collected by said officers shall be paid to the Treasurer of Sum- 
ter County, and by him placed in the general funds of Sumter 
County. 


§ 2. Account of Fees for Service Required—Inspection. 
—From and after the next election or appointment and qualification 
of any of said officers above mentioned, they, and each of them 
shall keep an accurate account of any fees received by him, in a 
separate book, for such purpose, which said account book shall be 
submitted to the Board of Commissioners monthly for verification 
by it; and no credit shall be extended by any of said officers for 
services rendered for such fees, but said officers shall collect cash 
in advance for services rendered for such fees. 


§ 3. Salaries—Clerk of Court—Sheriff—Superintend- 
ent of Education.—From and after the next election or appoint- 
ment and qualification of the said Clerk of Court and Sheriff, the 
said Clerk of Court shall receive as salary the sum of Three Thou- 
sand Six Hundred ($3,600.00) Dollars per annum, payable in 
monthly installments; and the Sheriff of said County shall receive 
as salary the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars per an- 
num, payable in monthly installments, and the County Superinten- 
dent of Education shall receive a salary of Twenty-four Hundred 
($2,400.00) Dollars per annum, payable in monthly installments.

AN ACT to Create a Delinquent Tax Commission for Sum- 
ter County and to Define Its Powers and Duties 


Section 1. Creation of Delinquent Tax Commission— 
Sumter County—Appointed—Term of Office-——Successors. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That a Delinquent Tax Commission for the County of 
Sumter is hereby created consisting of three members to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor on recommendation of a majority of the 
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House Delegation and the Senator of Sumter County; they shall 
elect a Chairman among themselves; the members of said Com- 
mission to serve for a period of one year, and in case of death, res- 
ignation, or other disqualification or any or all of said members of 
said Commission, their successors shall be designated by a majority 
of the County Delegation, and shall thereupon succeed to all powers 
and duties imposed by this Act upon said Commission. 


§ 2. Compensation—Clerk.—The said Commission shall 
be paid for their services the sum of Five Dollars for each day in 
active attendance at the meeting of said Commission; provided that 
they shall not receive pay for more than four days a month and they 
shall by a majority vote have the right to employ a clerk to perform 
such duties as said Commission shall require of him. 


§ 3. Duties—Powers.—That said Commission shall examine 
the list of delinquent taxes due in the County of Sumter prior to 
1929, and shall have the power to mark any executions in the hands 
of the Sheriff for Sumter County “Nulla Bona,” and the epee, 
may thereupon take credit on his books therefor. 


§ 4. Powers.—The said Commission shall have the power to 
adjust, settle by compromise, or discount any amount due on any 
tax execution in the hands of the Sheriff for Sumter County, when 
it shall appear to said Commission that it is for the best interests 
of the County of Sumter, and upon such discount, adjustment, or 
compromise being made, as herein authorized, no costs of the Sher- 
iff and/or the Treasurer of said County on such execution shall be 
paid to said Sheriff and/or Treasurer. 


§ 5. Tax Executions—Adjustment, etc.—On adjustment, 
compromise or discount of any tax execution, and the payment of 
such amount as may be agreed upon by said Commission, the said 
Commission shall deliver to the taxpayer against whom the execu- 
tion has been issued, a receipt therefor, and the same shall forever 
discharge the lien of any execution for such taxes from, off and 
over any property owned by such taxpayers; and the Sheriff shall 
enter on his books the amount of such settlement. 


§ 6. Payment of Tax Executions—Expenses Allowed.— 
Any payments of taxpayers in settlement of any execution in the 
hands of the Sheriff shall be made to the Treasurer of Sumter Coun- 
ty, and out of such funds the Treasurer shall pay any expenses, in- 
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cluding salaries, which shall be incurred by said Commission, on 
order of the Chairman of said Commission. 


§ 7. Termination.—The powers of the Commission shall 
terminate, and the Commission shall cease to function one year 
from the date of the approval hereof by the Governor.

of a Tax for Their Payment. 


Section 1. Authorizing of Issuance of Bonds by Jones- 
ville School District No. 12, Union County—Legalized and 
Validated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the acts and proceedings heretofore done 
and taken by the Trustees of Jonesville School District No. 12, of 
Union County, or other officers of said school district, for the pur- 
pose of authorizing the issuance of bonds of said school district in 
the sum of Forty-five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dollars, dated the 
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first day of January, One Thousand Nine Hundred and Thirty, and 
maturing in annual installments or series on January first in each

Section 1. Union County to Issue Bonds—Purposes— 
Disbursement.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Advisory Board of Union County shall 
have power to issue and sell either at one time or from time to time 
serial coupon bonds of Union County of an aggregate principal amount 
not exceeding One Hundred Thousand Dollars payable as hereinafter 
provided and bearing interest at a rate which shall not exceed six per 
centum (6%) per annum, payable semi-annually, and which shall be 
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payable at the office of some banking or trust company to be determined 
by said board. The proceeds of said bonds shall be applied exclusively 
to the following purposes in not exceeding the following sums respec- 
tively, viz.: The sum of Twenty-five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) 
to the payment of the principal of certain court house bonds of Union 
County now outstanding, the sum of Seven Thousand Dollars ($7,- 
000.00) to the payment of interest on current indebtedness of said 
county, the sum of Thirty-one Thousand Dollars ($31,000.00) to the 
payment of interest heretofore accrued or hereafter to accrue on out- 
standing bonds of said county, the sum of Nine Thousand Dollars 
($9,000.00) to the payment of outstanding indebtedness incurred for 
ordinary county purposes and interest on such indebtedness, the sum 
of Twelve Thousand Dollars ($12,000.00) to the payment of out- 
standing indebtedness incurred for the building and repairing of 
public roads and bridges and interest on such indebtedness, and the 
sum of Eighteen Thousand Dollars ($18,000.00) to the payment of 
the principal of outstanding notes of Union County issued for school 
purposes, 


§ 2. The Bonds—Execution—Sale—“The Outstanding 
Obligation Fund.”—Said bonds shall be signed by the Chairman 
of the Advisory Board of Union County and countersigned by the 
Clerk or Secretary of said board, and the seal of Union County or of 
the Supervisor of said County shall be affixed to or impressed on each 
bond. The coupons to be attached to said bonds need not be authenti- 
cated otherwise than by the fac-simile signature of said Chairman. Said 
bonds shall be sold by the Advisory Board after the publication of a 
notice of such sale once in each week for two successive weeks in one 
or more newspapers published in Union County. Said bonds shall not 
be sold for less than par and accrued interest. The proceeds of said 
bonds shall be deposited with the County Treasurer of Union County 
and shall be kept by such County Treasurer in a fund to be known as 
“The Outstanding Obligation Fund,” the same to be drawn out upon 
warrants signed by the Chairman and Clerk or Secretary of said 
board. 


§ 3. Bonds Exempt From Taxes.—tThe said bonds shall be 
exempt from state, county, school and municipal taxes. 


§ 4. Payment.—The County Auditor of Union County is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable property 
in Union County a tax sufficient to pay the principal and interest of 
the bonds issued under this Act as such principal and interest respec- 

‘tively becomes due, and the County Treasurer of Union County is here- 
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by authorized and directed to collect said tax and apply it to the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of said bonds. 


§ 5. Maturity.—Said bonds shall be payable in annual series 
or installments of one or more bonds each, the first of which series or 
installments shall be due and payable on the first day of July, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-one and the last not more than 
twenty-years after such date.

Section 1. Jonesville School District No. 12—Union 
County—To Sell Bonds—Powers of Trustees—Bonds.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Trustees of Jonesville School District Number Twelve, of 
Union County, are hereby authorized to sell and issue, at such time or 
times as they may deem best, all or any part of the Forty-five Thou- 
sand ($45,000.00) Dollars bonds of said District, referred to in the 
Act entitled: “An Act to Legalize and Validate the Acts and Pro- 
ceedings Done and Taken for the Issuance of Forty-five Thousand 
($45,000.00) Dollar Bonds of Jonesville School District Number

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied upon all taxable 
property in the County of Williamsburg for the County purpose for 
the fiscal year commencing January 1, 1930, for the amounts and 
for the purposes herein stated, respectively, that is to say: For all 
County purposes, twelve (12) mills, of which five (5) mills shall 
be used for ordinary County purposes and seven (7) mills used 
for roads, bridges, road engineer and chaingang. All to be expended 
as follows, if so much be necessary: 


Item 1. (A) Roads and Bridges: 
Cross Country Roads, Perma- 
nent Road Improvement,

§ 2. The County Supervisor may, whenever he and the Coun- 
ty Board of Commissioners deem it wise, hire a civil engineer from 
time to time when the services of one are needed. The Civil Engineer 
to be paid out of the Roads and Bridges Fund. 


§ 3. The Supervisor is hereby directed, whenever it is possi- 
ble, to use the labor from the chaingang equipment in unloading and 
hauling carload shipments of supplies, material and equipment. 


§ 4. The Supervisor and County Commissioners are herein 
prohibited from issuing any pay check to any of the Magistrates of

Section 1. Williamsburg County Board of Education

Board of Education for Williamsburg County is authorized to pay 
tuition now due for past years to High Schools in Williamsburg 
County and to High Schools in school districts adjoining Williams- 
burg County, and tuition hereafter to become due to High Schools 
in said County and to High Schools in school districts adjoining 
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Williamsburg County, for high school pupils of said County attend- 
ing High Schools therein, or in adjoining school districts, out of 
County Board Fund. 


§ 2. Clerical Help in Office of Superintendent Educa- 
tion Williamsburg County—Amount.—That the County Board 
of Education for Williamsburg County is authorized to pay an 
amount not to exceed Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum as 
salary for clerical help in the office of the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion for Williamsburg County.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy and Distribution of a Ten 
(10) Mill Tax to Supplement Funds for Teachers’ Sal- 
aries and to Supplement Other School Funds in Wil- 
liamsburg County, to Provide a Levy in Certain School 
Districts in Addition to Said Ten (10) Mill Levy to 
Supplement Other School Funds in Meeting Payment 
of Excessive Salaries, Incidentals and Other School Ex- 

‘ penses of Such School Districts in Williamsburg Coun- 
ty, to Provide for the Liquidation of Indebtedness of 
Certain School Districts in Williamsburg County by 
the Board of Education of Said County, and to Regu- 
late the Transportation of School Children. 


Section 1. Tax Levy Williamsburg County to Pay 
Teachers.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable 
property of Williamsburg County ten (10) mills to provide for the 
payment of salaries of teachers in all public schools of Williams- 
burg County for a period of at least one month as required under 
the 6-0-1 law, and to provide funds for other school purposes and 
expenses. 
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§ 2. Trustees to Furnish Reports—Failure to Furnish 
Reports.—That the trustees of each school district in Williams- 
burg County on or before the first day of March in each year, shall 
certify to the Board of Education for Williamsburg County the 
number of school children who reside in said district and who have 
been enrolled that scholastic year in some public school in said dis- 
trict or in some other district. When the said report of trustees has 
been approved by the Board of Education for Williamsburg County, 
said report shall become the basis for the next scholastic year for 
the distribution of the ten (10) mill levy provided for in Section 1 
of this Act: Provided, That if the trustees of any school district 
fail or neglect to furnish the certificates herein provided for, it shall 
become the duty of the Board of Education of Williamsburg County 
to apportion to such school district so much of the funds derived 
from the said ten (10) mill levy as in said Board’s discretion is a 
fair and just allotment to such school district. 


§ 3. Disbursement of Funds.—That the funds collected 
during any scholastic year from the said ten (10) mill levy provided 
for in this Act shall be distributed and allotted to the various school 
districts of Williamsburg County according to the number of school 
children in each school district the preceding scholastic year as 
determined under the provisions of Section 2 of this Act. And upon 
the number of teachers necessary for the teaching of the schacl 
children in such districts upon the basis of the requirements of the 
6-0-1 School Law: Provided, That in school districts where the en- 
roliment is less than the minimum under the 6-0-1 School Law, the 
County Board of Education shall allot sufficient funds to such dis- 
tricts as the educational needs of such district demand. 


§ 4. “Past Indebtedness Fund” Established in Certain 
School Districts.—That in each school district in Williamsburg 
County where there is an existing deficit, and where there is no tax 
levy, or not sufficient tax levy, designated for past indebtedness, to 
retire said deficit or indebtedness within a reasonable time, in the 
discretion of the Board of Education for Williamsburg County, it 
shall be the duty of the Board of Education for Williamsburg 
County to allocate so much of the funds apportioned to such school 
district under Section 3 of this Act as in said Board’s discretion is 
just and equitable and to the best interest of such school district as 
a “past indebtedness fund” to be applied to the payment of said 
past indebtedness. ; 
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§ 5. Additional Levies—Purpose.—That in addition to 
the levy hereby imposed in Section 1 of this Act, there shall be levied 
upon the following school districts of Williamsburg County the 
following mills to supplement other funds in meeting the payment 
of teachers’ salaries in excess of the State Schedule of Salaries and 
in meeting incidental and other general school expenses of such dis- 
tricts, to wit: Hemingway School District No. 12, ten (10) mills; 
Kingstree School District No. 16, four (4) mills; Hebron School 
District No. 19, four (4) mills; Greeleyville School District No, 22, 
six (6) mills; Venters School District No. 23, nine (9) mills; Wil- 
son School District No. 24, six (6) mills; Heyward School District 
No. 27, nine (9) mills; Pergamos School District No. 29, twenty- 
six (26) mills; Lane’s School District No. 34, three (3) mills; 
Turkey Creek School District No. 51, nine (9) mills; Singletary 
School District No. 54, nine (9) mills. 


§ 6. Further Additional Levies—Purpose.—That in ad- 
dition to the levies herein provided for in Sections 1 and 5 of this’ 
Act, there is hereby levied additional mills on the following school 
districts of Williamsburg County to meet the payment of deficits 
existing in said school districts, to wit: King School District No. 7, 
two (2) mills; Hemingway School District No. 12, five (5) mills; 
Muddy Creek School District No. 13, one (1) mill; Kingstree 
School District No. 16, three (3) mills; Hebron School District No. 
19, two (2) mills ; Greeleyville School District No. 22, two (2) mills; 
Cades School District No. 25, two (2) mills; Cedar Swamp School 
District No. 28, two (2) mills; Salters School District No. 32, one 
(1) mill; Retreat School District No. 48, two (2) mills; Mulberry 
School District No. 50, two (2) mills; Johnson Swamp School Dis- 
trict No. 52, two (2) mills; Piney Forest School District No. 61, 
two (2) mills. 

When the purpose of the levies provided for in Section 6 of this 
Act has been accomplished in any school district, it shall be the duty 
of the County Auditor of Williamsburg a to take said levy 
off such district. 


§ 7. Levies in Sections 1, 5 and 6 to be in lieu of All 
‘County Levies, Except School Bonds in Certain Districts— 
County Treasurer to Make Levy.—That the levies herein pro- 
vided for in Sections 1, 5 and 6 of this Act shall be in lieu of all 
county unit levies and of all levies in any of the school districts of 
Williamsburg County, except the levies for school bonds in the school 
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districts that are bonded, and the levies for loans or certificates of 
indebtedness in such school districts where such exist, and the 
County Auditor of Williamsburg County is hereby directed to levy 
ten (10) mills on all property of Williamsburg County as provided 
for in Section 1 of this Act, and to levy the other mills as provided 
for in Sections 5 and 6 of this Act upon the several school districts 
therein mentioned, and the County Treasurer of Williamsburg 
County is hereby directed and authorized to collect the levies herein 
provided for in Sections 1, 5 and 6 of this Act as other taxes are 
now collected, and to place a fund to be used as provided for in this 
Act. 


§ 8. Transportation of School Children—-Contracts 
Necessary—Must Be Approved.—That transportation of school 
children from one school district to another school district shall be 
upon written contract entered into and between the trustees of the 
school district desiring to transport its school children and the trus- 
tees of the school district to which transportation is to be made, said 
contract fixing definitely the amount of the school funds of the school 
district that transports its school children that will be appropriated to 
the school district that receives the said school children so trans- 
ported: Provided, That said contract must be approved by the County 
Board of Education before it shall become effective and valid: Pro- 
vided, further, That the County Board of Education shall not ap- 
prove any contract unless there is sufficient available funds to finance 
same. 


§ 9. Funds to be Allocated When Contracts are Under 
Section 8.—Whenever a contract is entered into between two 
school districts under provisions of Section 8 of this Act, it shall be 
the duty of the County Board of Education to allocate sufficient 
funds of the transporting school district to the receiving school dis- 
trict to meet the terms of such contract. 


§ 10. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 


§ 11. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of $50,000.00 in Bonds 
for the Purpose of Equipping and Maintaining a Hospi- 
tal in Williamsburg County and to Provide for a Tax 
Levy for Payment of Interest of said Bonds, and a Sink- 
ing Fund to Retire Same. 


Section 1. Williamsburg County Commissioners to issue 
Bonds—Equipment and Maintain Hospital—Bonds.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
Board of County Commissioners of Williamsburg County be, and 
they are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to issue and sell 
coupon bonds in an amount not to exceed Fifty Thousand ($50,000- 
.00) Dollars, for the purpose of equipping and maintaining a hospital 
at Kingstree, in said County, the said bonds to bear interest at a rate 
not to exceed six (6%) per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, 
and the proceeds of sale of said bonds to be used solely for the pur- 
pose herein mentioned. 


§ 2. Execution of Bonds.—Said bonds shall be signed by 
the Chairman of the County Commissioners of Williamsburg County 
and countersigned by the Clerk thereof: Provided, That the name on 
the coupons attached to said bonds may be lithographed, which shall 
constitute a proper and sufficient signing thereof. 


§ 3. Payment—Maturity.—That there is hereby levied an- 
nually upon all taxable property in Williamsburg County a tax suffi- 
cient to pay the interest upon said bonds and retire the same at ma- 
turity: Provided, That the bonds shall be retired at a rate of not less 
than One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each year after the date of 
maturity of the first bond, which shall be not less than five (5) years 
from the date of issuance thereof. The date of issuance, the date of 
maturity of the first and the date of maturity of the last within the 
limitations herein fixed to be in the discretion of the County Board of 
Commissioners of Williamsburg County; the Auditor of Williams- 
burg County shall enter the said tax upon his tax duplicate as herein 
required and the County Treasurer shall collect the same and pay in- 
terest when due and bonds as they mature. 


§ 4. Bonds exempt from Taxes.—That all bonds issued 
pursuant to this Act shall be exempt from all State, County, School 
and Municipal taxes and any and all bonds issued pursuant to this 
Act shall be incontestable in the hands of bona fide holders notwith- 
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standing any irregularities that may be made or may arise in n the i is- 
suance, execution, purchase or sale of bonds. 


§ 5. Election to Establish Hospital—County Commis- 
soiners to Hold Election.—That before any bonds shall be issued 
under and pursuant to this Act there shall be held an election in Wil- 
liamsburg County for the purpose of submitting the question to the 
qualified electors in said County, which election shall be ordered by 
the County Board of Commissioners, and said Board shall give three 
(3) weeks’ notice of said election in some newspaper or post notice in 
three (3) places in said County, and they shall cause to be printed a 
sufficient number of ballots for use at voting upon said question, the 
qualified electors voting in favor of the issuance of said bonds to 
cast their ballot with the following words plainly written or printed 
thereon: “Bonds for Hospital, Yes” ; those opposed to the issuance of 
said bonds to cast a ballot with the following words plainly written 
or printed thereon: “Bonds for Hospital, No.” It shall be determined 
by the managers of the election that if a majority of ballots cast in 
said election is in favor of issuance of said bonds the bonds may be 
issued as hereinbefore provided, but if a majority of said ballots is 
opposed to the issuance of said bonds the bonds shall not be issued. 
The County Commissioners of Williamsburg County shall provide 
for such election, appoint managers and do all things necessary for 
the purpose of carrying out the said election. 


§ 6. Trustees—Appointment—Term of Office—No Phy- 
sicians.—Should a majority of the qualified electors vote in favor 
of the issuance of the bonds above provided for, the County Legis- 
lative Delegation shall proceed at once to appoint seven (7) trustees 
chosen from the citizens of the County, with special reference to 
their fitness for such office. Not more than three (3) of said trustees 
to be residents of the Town of Kingstree, who shall constitute a Board 
of Trustees for such County Hospital. Two (2) of said trustees shall 
be appointed for two years, two for four years, and three for six 
years. They shall by lot determine their respective terms. Every two 
(2) years thereafter the officers of trustees whose terms of office ex- 
pire shall be filled by the appointment by the said County Delegation 
and the ones so appointed shall hold office for six (6) years. None of 
such trustees shall be practicing physicians. 


§ 7. Organization— What Expenses Allowed.—The 
trustees shall, within ten (10) days after their appointment, qualify

by taking the oath provided by the Constitution and organize as a 
Board of Hospital Trustees by the election of one of their number 
as Chairman, one as Secretary, and by the election of such other offi- 
cers as they may deem necessary, but no bond shall be required of 
them. The Treasurer of Williamsburg County shall be Treasurer of 
the Board of Trustees, and he shall receive and pay out all moneys 
under the control of said Board as directed by it, but shall receive no 
compensation from such Board. No trustees shall receive any com- 
pensation for his services, but he may receive reimbursements for any 
cash expenditure actually made for personal expenses incurred as 
such trustee, and an itemized statement of all such expenses and 
money paid out shall be made under oath of each of such trustees and 
filed with the Secretary, and allowed only by the affirmative vote of 
all the trustees present at a meeting of the Board. 


§ 8. Government.—The Board of Hospital Trustees shall 
make and adopt such by-laws, rules, and regulations for their own 
guidance and for the government of the Hospital as may be deemed 
expedient for the economic and equitable conduct thereof, not incon- 
sistent with this Act, and the ordinances of the town wherein such 
public Hospital is located. They shall have the exclusive control of 
the expenditure of all money collected to the credit of the Hospital 
fund and the purchase of the site, or sites, the purchase or construc- 
tion of any Hospital building or buildings, and the supervision, care, 
custody of the grounds, rooms, or buildings purchased, constructed, 
leased or set apart for that purpose. 


§ 9. Trustees to Make Appointments.—The Board of 
Hospital Trustees shall have power to appoint a suitable superintend- 
ent, or matron, or both, and necessary assistants, and fix their com- 
pensation and shall have power to remove such appointees, and they 
shall in general carry gut the spirit and intent of this Act in estab- 
lishing and maintaining a County Public Hospital with equal rights 
to all and special privileges to none. 


§ 10. . Duties of Trustees.——-The Board of Hospital Trustees 
shall hold meetings at least once each week, and shall keep a complete 
record of all its proceedings. Four (4) members of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of the business. One of the 
Trustees shall visit and examine the Hospital at least twice each 
month, and the Board shall, during the first week in January of each 
year, file with the County Board of Commissioners and County Dele- 
gation a report of their proceedings with reference to such Hospital 
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and a statement of all receipts and expenditures during the year; and 
they shall at such time certify the amount necessary to maintain and 
improve the Hospital for the ensuing year. No trustees shall have a 
personal pecuniary interest either directly, or indirectly, in the pur- 
chase of any supplies for such Hospital. 


§ 11. Vacancies.—Vacancies in the Board of Trustees oc- 
casioned by the death, resignation, or removal from the County, or 
- otherwise, shall be reported to the County Delegation and be filled in 
like manner as original appointment; such appointees to hold office 
for the unexpired term of the one or ones in whose place they are 
appointed. 


§ 12. Deposit and Disbursement of Monies.—Ali money 
received for such Hospital shall be deposited in the Treasury of the 
€ounty to the credit of the Hospital fund and paid out only upon 
warrants drawn by the County Supervisor upon the properly authen- 
ticated vouchers of the Hospital Board. 


§ 13. Condemnation to get Property Allowed.—If the 
Board of Hospital Trustees and the owners of any property desired 
by them for Hospital purposes cannot agree as to the price to be 
paid therefor, they shall report the fact to the County Board of Com- 
‘missioners and condemnation proceedings shall be instituted by such 
_ County Board of Commissioners in the name of the County under 
‘the provisions of law for the condemnation of the land for railroads. 


§ 14. Plans and Specifications Required.—No Hospital 
‘buildings shall be erected or constructed until the plans and specifi- 
cations have been made therefor, and adopted by the Board of Hos- 
‘pital Trustees, and bids advertised as for other County Buildings. 


§ 15. Gifts.—The Board of Trustees of said Hospital may 
accept donations of money, personal property, or real estate for the 
‘benefit of such Hospital, and any person, firm, corporation, or so- 
-ciety desiring to make donations of money, personal property, or real 
-estate to such Hospital shall have the right to vest title in property so 
donated in said County to be controlled, when accepted, by the Board 
of Hospital Trustees, according to the terms of the deed, gift, devise, 
-or bequest of such property. 


§ 16. Patients.—Such Hospital, if established under this Act, 
shall be for the benefit of inhabitants of Williamsburg County, and 
-of any person falling sick, or being injured, or maimed, within its 
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limits, but every person who is not a pauper shall pay to such Board 
of Hospital Trustees, or such officer as it may designate for such 
County Public Hospital, reasonable compensation for occupancy, 
nursing, care, medicine, or attendance according to the rules and 
regulations prescribed by the Board, such Hospital always being sub- 
ject to such reasonable rules and regulations as the Board may adopt 
in order to render the use of the Hospital of greatest benefit to the 
greatest number. The Board may exclude from the use of such Hos- 
pital all persons who shall willfully violate such rules and regulations ; 
the Board may extend the privileges and use of such Hospital to per- 
sons residing outside of the County upon such terms and conditions 
as may be prescribed from time to time by its rules and regulations, 


§ 17. Rules and Regulations.—When such Hospital is es-

§ 4. Any surplus which shall accrue to the County from the 
gasoline tax in excess of the sums provided for in this Act shall be 
held by the County Treasurer.as a separate road and bridge fund: 
Provided, That upon the written approval of a majority of the York 
Delegation to the General Assembly, filed with the County Treasurer, 
the said surplus, or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be 
used for roads and bridges, not now in the State Highway System. 


§ 5. The Supervisor and County Commissioners are hereby 
required to purchase all implements for the chaingang and County 
Home in such quantities and on such terms as will guarantee the 
lowest price and be most advantageous to the county and for this 
purpose the County Supervisor and County Commissioners in their 
discretion, shall contract upon competitive bids each quarter with 
the lowest responsible bidder for all implements and supplies for the 
chaingang and county home, after advertisement for at least one (1) 
week in not more than five (5) newspapers published in the County 
previous to letting such contract: Provided, That the County Su- 
pervisor and County Commissioners shall have the right to reject 
any and all bids. The Supervisor and County Commissioners are 
hereby required to keep a book called “File Book of Claims,” and in 
it shall be entered all claims presented for payment. 


This book shall be kept so as to show: (1) Claim Number; (2) 
date of filing; (3) to whom claim belongs; (4) nature and amount 
of claim; (5) amount allowed and on what account. This book shall 
be open for inspection by the grand jury and the public, and it shall 
be the duty of the Supervisor within two (2) weeks after the first 
day of July and January, respectively, to publish one time in some 
newspaper which is published in the County, and which has the 
largest circulation within the county, at a cost not exceeding Sixty 
($60.00) Dollars, an itemized statement of all claims allowed during 
the preceding six (6) months, and it will be that which is done in 
strict conformity to the law governing same. 
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§ 6. For ordinary County purpose the County Commissioners 
are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a sum not exceeding 
One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, if so much be neces- 
sary, at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent, and to pledge

Red River School District No. 9, York Coun- 
ty, to Borrow—Purpose—Notes.—Be it enacted by the Generat 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Red 
River School District No. 9, York County, are hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding Six Thou- 
sand ($6,000.00) Dollars at a rate of interest not exceeding six (6) 
per cent per annum.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Fort Mill School Dis- 
trict No. 28, York County, South Carolina, to Issue 
Not Exceeding Seventy-five Thousand Dollars of Bonds 
for School Purposes. 


Section 1. Fort Mill School District No. 28, York Coun- 
ty, to Issue Bonds—Purpose—Question to be Submitted to 
the Voters.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Trustees of the Fort Mill School Dis- 
trict No. 28, Fort Mill, York County, State aforesaid, are hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue and sell coupon bonds of said 
school district in an amount not exceeding Seventy-five Thousand 
($75,000.00) Dollars in such sum or sums as they may deem neces- 
sary for the purpose of paying off existing indebtedness, buying a 
lot or lots, erecting new building or buildings, altering or repairing 
or adding to existing buildings, and equipping same in said school 
district as said Trustees may deem advisable: Provided, That the 
question of issuing the bonds authorized in this section shall be first 
submitted to the qualified voters of said school district at an election 
to be held to determine whether said bonds shall be issued or not, 
as hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. The Election.—That for the purpose of determining 
the issue of bonds as authorized in Section (1) of this Act, the said 
Trustees shall order an election to be held in said school district on 
the question of whether said bonds shall be issued, in which election 
only qualified voters residing in said district shall be allowed to vote; 
and the said Trustees shall publish notice once a week for two weeks 
in one or more of the newspapers published in Fort Mill, shall desig- 
nate the time and place of voting, and appoint the managers of such 
election, receive the returns of the managers and declare the results. 


§ 3. Ballots—Result—Bonds.—The said ‘Trustees shall 
have printed for the use of the voters in said election two (2) sets 
of ballots, a sufficient number of each of which shall be placed at 
each voting place. On one set of ballots shall be printed the words: 
“For issuing of Bonds,” and on the other set shall be printed the 
words “Against the issuing of Bonds.” If the majority of votes cast 
at said election shall be for the issuing of bonds, the said Trustees 
shall issue negotiable coupon bonds of the Fort Mill School District 
in the amount of not exceeding Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) 
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Dollars as they deem advisable, consisting of not more than seventy- 
five bonds of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, and numbered 
one (1) to not more than seventy-five (75), inclusive. Said bonds 
shall bear interest at the rate of not exceeding six per cent (6%) 
per annum, payable semi-annually ; said bonds and interest shall be 
payable to bearer at such place or places as the said Trustees may 
designate in any legal currency of the United States, and shall ma- 
ture in annual series as determined by said Board of Trustees: Pro- 
vided, That the said bond issue shall be matured in not exceeding 
twenty (20) years. 


§ 4. Execution of Bonds.—That the said Board of Trus-

Health Nurse Committee Commission Cre- 
ated—York County—Term of Office.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly. of the State of South Carolina: That there is 
hereby created a Commission of three (3) persons, residents of the 
Townships of Bethel, Bethesda, Bullocks Creek, Broad River, Fort 
Mill, Kings Mountain, and York, in York County, to be known as 
Health Nurse Committee Commission, said Commission to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of

Section 1. State Highway Department to Divert Funds 
From Route No. 28 to Federal Route No. 1.—Be it resolved 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
State Highway Commission of South Carolina be, and it is hereby, 
authorized and empowered to divert the funds now being used on the 
temporary ten mile detour from Route No. 28 to Federal Route No. 
1 in aiding the construction of a temporary bridge at Sanbar Ferry. 


§ 2. Purpose.—This Act is intended only to divert the funds 
now being used by the State Highway Commission on the above de-

AN ACT to Incorporate Limestone College 

Section 1. Limestone College Corporated—Rights.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Trustees, who have been elected by the State Con- 
vention of the Baptist Denomination of South Carolina, are hereby 
constituted as a corporate body under the name of “Limestone Col- 
lege,” said Trustees at present being: Mrs. George E. Smith, Ker- 
shaw, South Carolina; Mr. J. K. Hamblin, Union, South Carolina ; 
W. C. Hamrick, Gaffney, South Carolina; B. D. Carter, Bamberg, 
South Carolina; J. N. Lipscomb, Gaffney, South Carolina; Henry 
Moore, Gaffney, South Carolina; W. J. Wilkins, Gaffney, South 
Carolina; A. N. Wood, Gaffney, South Carolina; Dr. R. A. Mc- 
Farland, Gaffney, South Carolina; Mrs. Edgar Groce, Wellford, 
South Carolina; Mrs. Edward Long, Clinton, South Carolina; 
Horace L. Bomar, Spartanburg, South Carolina; Mrs. George E. 
Davis, Orangeburg, South Carolina; J. M. Kinard, Newberry, South 
Carolina, and J. L. Vipperman, Spartanburg, South Carolina. 


Be it further enacted and understood that the successors of the 
above named Trustees such as shall be elected by the State Con- 
vention of the Baptist Denomination of South Carolina shall be a 
body corporate which shall have the right to conduct the business of 
Limestone College and shall be responsible for the same. This body 
shall have the right to contract and be contracted with, to acquire 
property, to hold and dispose of any and all kinds of property, and to 
lease and mortgage the same; in general, this body corporate elected 
by the State Convention of the Baptist Denomination in South Caro- 
lina shall have all such rights, powers and privileges as are usually 
incident to corporations of like nature, and as may not be contrary 
to the Constitution and the laws of this State, of the United States, 
or of the State Convention of the Baptist Denominaion. 
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§ 2. Trustees of Limestone College—Location—Pur- 
pose.—The corporation created above, to be known as Trustees of 
Limesone College, shall have the power to maintain and operate in 
the City of Gaffney, South Carolina, a standard college for the edu- 
cation of women, or of both men and women, as it may be deemed 
expedient, and this body shall be authorized to make such contracts 
and such provisions as are necessary for the operation of such an 
institution referred to. 


§ 3. All Usual Rights and Powers.—lIt is further under- 
stood that this Board of Trustees, referred to above, elected by the 
State Convention of the Baptist Denomination in South Carolina, and 
their successors in office, shall have all the rights and powers usually 
pertaining to such a body. 


§ 4. Degrees.—The said corporation shall have authority 
and power to award and to confer degrees, honors, and distinctions 
usually awarded or conferred by colleges. 


§ 5. This Act shall be deemed to be a public Act, and shall 
continue in force from and after its approval by the Governor.

Incorporated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Food Growers Assocition of 
South Carolina; organized and to be operated in association and 
conformity with the requirements of the Capper-Volstead Act of 
the Federal Government and the Federal Farm Act, be, and the 
same is hereby authorized and constituted with full power to organize 
and conduct the same under such rules.and regulations as may here- 
inafter appear or as may be promulgated by the directors thereof 
consistent with the requirements of this Act. 
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§ 2. Object.—That the object of the Food Growers Associ- 
ation of South Carolina shall be to buy and sell for its farmer mem- 
bers on a commission or brokerage basis; to finance and store for 
its farmer members; to negotiate insurance for its farmer mem- 
bers ; and to render such other service as may be helpful in the con- 
duct of ordinary business of farming. 


§ 3. Membership.—That membership in the Food Growers 
Association of South Carolina shall be divided into two classe, A 
and B respectively; class A to be non-voting and to be selected out- 
side of agricultural pursuits, with earnings limited and retirable with 
notice; class B to be’exclusively of farmers with exclusive power 
to vote and having the right to participate in full co-operative earn- 
ings. 

-§ 4. Capital Stock.—The capital stock of the corporation 
shall consist of ten thousand membership shares of the par value 
of fifty dollars per share, to be apportioned to class A and B with- 
in the discretion of the Board of Directors of said corporation. 


§ 5. Disposition of Net Funds.—That all net funds arising 
from subscriptions to stock of this corporation, whether originally 
subscribed in property values or in cash shall be invested in securities 
approved by the State Insurance Commissioner and said securities 
deposited with the said State Insurance Commissioner in trust to 
be used as a basis of credit for said corporation; withdrawals and 
substitutions of securities to be permitted upon request of the Board 
of Directors and approval by the Insurance Commissioner of securi- 
ties substituted. 


§ 6. Board of Directors Vested with Certain Power— 
Secretary of State to Issue Charter Without Usual Cost— 
Exempt from Certain Taxes and Fees.—That the power and 
right to charter the Food Growers Association of South Carolina 
is hereby vested in the Board of Directors of said company and the 
Secretary of State is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to issue a charter to said corporation without charging the usual 
Corporation fees incident to the issuance of a charter by his office, 
and said corporation shall be exempt from State, County and Muni- 
cipal taxes, licenses and fees of any officer of the State or subdivision 
thereof. 


§ 7. Expenses.—That expenses of organization shall be paid 
out of membership fees as directed by said organization. 
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§ 8. Conform to Capper-Volstead Act—Organization. 
—That the Food Growers Association of South Carolina shall con- 
form and comply with the Capper-Volstead Act of the Federal 
Government and the Federal Farm Act and that details of a pre- 
liminary organization shall be under the direction and supervision 
of the Department of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries, pro- 
vided that nothing in this Act shall give the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Commerce and Industries right to interfere with the operation 
of the Food Growers Association of South Carolina after a duly 
constituted Board of Directors have been elected and qualified. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 10. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor, .

Section 1. Charter of Holding Company Renewed.—

ties and subject to the responsibilities and liabilities heretofore 
granted to and imposed upon said corporation, together with such 
powers as are granted to corporations under the general laws of 
the State.

JOINT RESOLUTION to provide for the Establishment of 
a License and Road Sign Tag Plant in the State Peni- 
tentiary; to Provide Authority for Purchasing '!Ma- 
chinery and Negotiating Loans for the Purchase Price 
Thereof. 


Whereas, That State of South Carolina annually purchases in ex- 
cess of 500,000 motor vehicle license plates and enormous quantities 
of metal road signs and, 


Whereas, The principal occupation of the prisoners at this time in 
the State Pentitentiary is in the manufacture of fibrecraft furniture, 
and, 


Whereas, Under Federal legislation soon to become effective 
articles manufactured by the State Penitentiary will be sold at a 
tremendous disadvantage outside of South Carolina, and, 


Whereas, The manufacture of motor vehicle license plates and 
metal road signs is a very profitable industry and will afford employ- 
ment for a number of prisoners, and, 


Whereas, The Legislature of twenty-three states of these United 
States have seen the wisdom of providing their Penitentiaries with 
such plants, and, 


Whereas, It is conservatively estimated that the profits from the 
manufacture of the State’s motor vehicle license plates and metal 
road signs alone would more than pay for such plant in less than 
four years’ time, based upon the prices now paid for such plates and 
signs, and, 


Whereas, the State Penitentiary would be able in such a plant to 
manufacture municipal license plates and other metal signs at a 
fair profit, now, therefore, 


Section 1. State Penitentiary to Establish License Plate 
Plant.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the State Penitentiary be, and the same is 
hereby authorized to purchase the machinery and establish a plant 
for the purpose of manufacturing motor vehicle license plates and 
metal road signs. 


§ 2. State Sinking Fund Commission to Lend Money.— 
That the State Pentitentiary is hereby authorized to borrow from 
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the State Sinking Fund Commission sufficient funds, not to exceed 
Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, for the purchase and installa- 
tion of such manufacturing plant and the said State Sinking Fund 
Commission is authorized to loan such amount, said funds shall be 
re-paid to the State Sinking Fund Commission out of the profits 
from said plant. 


§ 3. Price of Products.—That the charge for license plates 
‘and metal road signs sold to the State Highway Department shall 
be in line with the prices heretofore paid private manufacturers and | 
all State motor vehicle license plates, metal road signs and other 
signs capable of being manufactured by such a plant shall be pur- 
chased through the State Penitentiary and manufactured by it: 
Provided, however, That the State Highway Department shall have 
the right to prescribe the specifications of plates and signs used by 
such Department, the specifications to include colors, quality and 
quantity. 


§ 4. That this Resolution shall become effective immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School Trustees for 
School District No. 40, Lancaster County, to Fix the 
Term of Office of the Trustees so Elected. _ 


Section 1. School District No. 40, Lancaster County 
to have an election—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The County.Board of Edu- 
cation for Lancaster County shall conduct an election in School Dis- 
trict No. 40 of Lancaster County, partly in Kershaw County, for the 
purpose of electing three (3) trustees to be the school trustees for 
the said school District No. 40 of Lancaster County, partly in Ker- 
shaw County. This election shall be held on the second Tuesday of 
April, 1929, and on the same date every two years thereafter. The 
trustees so elected shall have all the duties, powers and authority vested 
in school trustees by the General School Law of the State of South 
Carolina. 


§ 2. Notices.—The County Board of Education shall post 
notices of the time and place of such election ten days before the time 
of holding the same, and shall provide as many voting places as shall 
be necessary. 


§ 3. Candidates.— Any qualified elector desiring to become 
a candidate in such election shall file his or her name with the said 
Board of Trustees not less than five days before said election. 


§ 4, Ballots.—The ‘said County Board of Education shall 
provide a sufficient number of ballots to be voted at such election and 
shall appoint the managers thereof, 


§ 5. Voters.—That at said election only the qualified voters 
residing in said school districts shall be allowed to vote. 


§ 6. Three receiving majority vote to be elected.—That 
the three persons voted for receiving the highest number of votes, 
provided that each shall receive a majority of the votes cast, shall be 
declared elected by the managers of the said election, and the County 
Superintendent of Education shall commission such persons trustees 
for said school districts for one year: Provided, That if less than 
three of the persons voted for receive a majority of the votes cast, 
that another election shall be held at the same voting place on week 
after the previous election, at which election the candidates receiving 
the next highest number of votes cast only shall be voted for to fill 
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out the said Board of Trustees: Provided, further, That said election 
shall continue to be held as herein provided until three trustees are 
duly elected.

thorize the Construction of Certain Roads Leading 
Thereto. 


Whereas, The patriotic citizens of South Carolina, North Carolina, 
Virginia, Tennessee and Georgia, together with representatives of the 
other original thirteen states of the United States, are, under the lead 
and guidance of a central committee comprised of leading citizens and 
the heads of the patriotic societies of South and North Carolina, pre- 
paring to hold on October 7, 1930, a great and nation wide celebration 
of the Sesquicentennial Anniversary of the Battle of Kings Mountain, 
that great and glorious victory for the American Army which marked 
the turning point in the Revolutionary War, and 


Whereas, The said battlefield is located in York County, South Caro- 
lina, in a sparsely settled and undeveloped section ; and 


Whereas, It is necessary for the States of South Carolina and North 
Carolina to make adequate and suitable preparations for the reception 
and handling of the crowd of One Hundred Thousand or more people 
who are expected to attend this celebration, to which the President of 
the United States has accepted an invitation to attend, Now, therefore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: 
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Section 1. Invitations to be Sent.—That the Governor of 
South Carolina, in conjunction with the Governor of North Carolina 
be, and hereby is, requested to extend a cordial invitation to the Gov- 
ernors of the original thirteen colonies to attend and to send repre- 
sentatives of their States to participate in this celebration. 


§ 2. Military Forces of this State to be Used.—That 
the Adjutant General of South Carolina is hereby authorized and 
directed to use the military forces of the State in participating in this 
celebration. 


§ 3. Roads to be Built by State Highway Department. 
—That the State Highway Department is hereby authorized and 
directed, in conjunction with the county authorities of York County, 
to build suitable and adequate highways leading to said battlefield from

garee River Bridge Between Richland and Lexington 
Counties. 


Whereas, The bridge over the Congaree River was constructed by 
the State Highway Department at a cost of approximately $6,000,- 
000.00; and, 


Whereas, The lighting standards and fixtures were placed on this 
bridge by the State Highway Department and paid for out of funds 
contributed by the counties of Saluda, Lexington and Richland ; and, 


Whereas, There is no provision of law for the lighting of this 
bridge ; and, 


Whereas, Under the agreement between the State of South Caro- 
lina and the Columbia Railway, Gas and Electric Company made by 
and between the State and this Company, the State of South Caro- 
lina is to receive in perpetuity the equivalent of six hundred (600) 
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electric horse power for the use of the State Government and its 
agencies located within a radius of ten (10) miles of Columbia; and, 


Whereas, It is specified in the agreement herein referred to that 
the amount of current used by the State shall be calculated and the 
average taken from the highest continuous sixty (60) minute 
period in any one month; and, 


Whereas, The peak hour of the State’s consumption of electric 
power is between the hours of eight and ten o’clock, a. m.; and, 


Whereas, The current that would be used in lighting the Congaree 
River Bridge would not be used until dark and would be concluded 
prior to eight o’clock in the fore-noon with the result that the light- 
ing of the bridge would not require of the State any additional funds 
or expenditures ; 


Section 1. Congaree River Bridge to be Lighted— 
Source of Electric Current.—Be it resolved by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the State Electrician be, 
and he hereby is authorized and directed to permit the State High- 
way Department to use so much of the surplus current as is referred 
to in the preamble hereto for the purpose of lighting the Congaree 
River Bridge, until such time as the State shall need such surplus 
current for purposes of State institutions. That no contractual obli- 
gation is hereby assumed by the State for the purpose of lighting 
said bridge, and this Resolution is intended to permit the use of such 
surplus current only until the same is needed by the State. That no 
funds of the State Highway Department shall in any way be involved 
in the lighting of said bridge, other than to maintain the lighting 
structures already erected on said bridge by the State Highway De- 
partment ; the maintenance of the said lighting structures to be pro- 
vided by the State Highway Department as in other maintenance for 
the said bridge. That the State Electrician shall not make any charge 
for the use of said current, any law or rule to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 


§ 2. When Discontinued.—That the State Eéectrician is 
hereby authorized and directed to discontinue the lighting of the 
said bridge at such a time as it may appear to the said State Elec- 
trician that the State needs the said current for ordinary purposes 
of the State. 
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§ 3. This Resolution shall become effective upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize, Empower and Direct the South Caro- 
lina Board of Fisheries to Extend the Time for Catch- 
ing Shad in the Year 1930. 


Section 1. Season for Catching Shad Fish Extended— 
Within Forty Miles of the Coast—Proviso.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the South 
Carolina Board of Fisheries be, and they are hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to extend the season for catching shad fish, within 
forty miles of the Coast, until not later than the 5th day of April, 1930: 
Provided, That should, in the opinion of the Board of Fisheries, the 
shad become what is known as ripe, the Board of Fisheries shall have 
the right to declare the season closed any time between the 25th day of 
March and the 5th day of April, 1930. ~ 


§ 2. Season for Catching Shad Fish Extended—Beyond 
Forty Miles From Coast—Proviso.—That the South Carolina 
Board of Fisheries, be, and they are hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to extend the season for catching shad fish beyond forty 
(40) miles from the coast until twelve days beyond the limits of the 
present season. Provided, That should, in the opinion of the Board 
of Fisheries, the shad become what is known as ripe, the Board of 
Fisheries shall have the right to declare the season closed at any time 
after the end of the hitherto existing legal season. 


§ 3. Good During 1930 Only.—This Act shall have force 
and effect only for the year 1930, and shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Amend an 
Act Entitled ‘An Act to Incorporate the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Presbyterian College of South Carolina,’ ”’

Repeal Sections Thereof, so as to Enlarge the Powers 
and Duties of the Board of Trustees. 


Whereas, A Concurrent Resolution has heretofore passed the House 
of Representatives and the Senate by a two-thirds (2/3) vote, allow- 
ing this bill to be introduced ; Now, therefore, 


Section 1. “An Act to Amend an Act Entitled ‘An Act 
to Incorporate the Board of Trustees of the Presbyterian 
College of South Carolina,’ ”” Approved February 18, 1905, 
Amended—so as to Repeal Certain Sections, so as to Enlarge 
the Powers and Duties of the Board of Trustees.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
an Act entitled “An Act to Amend an Act entitled ‘An Act to Incor- 
porate the Board of Trustees of the Presbyterian College of South 
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Carolina,’” Approved 18th day of February, 1905, be amended by 
striking out all of Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 after the enacting 
words and by inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 1. That the Board of Trustees of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege, at Clinton, South Carolina, shall consist of male members of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States elected as follows: One 
member from each Presbytery within the Synod of South Carolina 
and one from every ten thousand (10,000) communicants therein, or 
major portions thereof, to be elected by the Synod of South Carolina; 
and one member from each Presbytery of the Synod of Georgia and - 
one member from each ten thousand (10,000) communicants therein, 
or major portions thereof, to be elected by the Synod of Georgia and 
three members of the said Board to be elected by the Alumni Associa- 
tion of the College in an annual meeting. The said Trustees shall serve 
for a term of three years. If either of said Synods or the Alumni of . 
said College shall fail to appoint or elect Trustees, appointments to 
fill vacancies shall be made by the remaining members of the Board 
in an annual meeting assembled: Provided, Such appointments shall 
hold good only until the Synods or Alumni shall elect Trustees as above 
provided. ~ 


“Section 2. That the said Board of Trustees of Presbyterian Col- 
lege, at Clinton, South Carolina, shall have perpetual succession and 
a common seal, may sule and be sued and may purchase, take, receive 
and hold any real or personal property whatsoever and may sell, trans- 
fer, lease, mortgage and convey any property held by them for the use 
and benefit of said College, but nothing in this Section shall authorize 
the said Board of Trustees to use or dispose of any property given, 
bequeathed, devised or conveyed to them contrary to the conditions 
annexed to any gift, bequest, devise or conveyance. 


“Section 3. That the Board of Trustees of Presbyterian College, 
at Clinton, South Carolina, as above constituted shall control, manage 
and govern Presbyterian College, now established at Clinton, South 
Carolina, for the purpose of promoting Christian Education in har- 
mony with the Constitution of the Presbyterian Church and make a 
Constitution, Laws, Rules and Regulations for the Government of 
said College and for the preservation of order and good morals therein, 
not inconsistent with the laws of the land or the Constitution of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States. 


“Section 4. That the Board of Trustees of Presbyterian College, 
at Clinton, South Carolina, as above constituted, shall have the ex- 
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clusive right to elect a President of said College and such Professors, 
Tutors and Officers as they think proper. In making provision for the 
salaries for such professors, it shall not be lawful for the said Trustees 
to make the payment of same a claim on the real estate and endowment 
of said College.

Colleges and Universities. 


“Section 6. That the Board of Trustees of Presbyterian College, 
at Clinton, South Carolina, shall have perpetual succession of Officers 
and Members, and shall adopt their own by-laws and may lawfully 
appoint an Executive Committee, to consist of not more than nine 
members with the right to transact all business needful for the good 
of the College, except in such matters as are especially reserved by the 
Board of Trustees. 


“Section 7. That the Board of Trustees of Presbyterian College, 
at Clinton, South Carolina, shall be authorized to change the name of 
said College and may change the name and title of the Body Politic 
and corporate hereby created. In case of change of name and title, the 
new Body Politic and Corporate shall succeed to all the rights, powers, 
privileges and advantages conferred by this Act upon the Board of 
Trustees of the Presbyterian College of South Carolina. The said 
Board shall not change the location of said College without the con- 
currence of a two-thirds vote of each of the controlling Synods, after 
notice given at the preceding stated meeting of the Synods, “‘so that 
the said Act when amended shall read as follows: 


Section 1. That the Board of Trustees of the Presbyterian College 
at Clinton, South Carolina, shall consist of male members of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States elected as follows: One member 
from each Presbytery within the Synod of South Carolina and one 
from every ten thousand (10,000) communicants therein, or major 
portions thereof, to be elected by the Synod of South Carolina; and 
one member from each Presbytery of the Synod of Georgia and one 
member from each ten thousand (10,000) communicants therein, or 
major portions thereof, to be elected by the Synod of Georgia and 
three members of the said Board to be elected by the Alumni Associa- 
tion of the College in an annual meeting. The said Trustees shall serve 
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for a term of three years. If either of said Synods. or the Alumni of 
said College shall fail to appoint or elect Trustees, appointments to fill 
vacancies shall be made by the remaining members of the Board in an 
annual meeting.assembled: Provided, Such appointments shall hold 
good only until the Synods or Alumni shall elect Trustees as above 
provided. 


Section 2. That the said Board of Trustees of Presbyterian Col- 
lege at Clinton, South Carolina, shall have perpetual succession and a 
common seal, may sue and be sued and may purchase, take, receive and 
hold any real or personal property whatsoever and may sell, transfer,

AN ACT Granting to Wando Dredging Company, When 
Organized, the Exclusive Right for a Period of Five 
Years to Remove Deposits Other than Phosphate 
Rock, Phosphatic Deposits and Oyster Shells, From 
the Bed of a Portion of the Wando River. 


Section 1. Wando Dredging Company Can Remove Cer- 
tain Material From Bed of Wando River—Condition Pre- 
cedent.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the parties interested in the Wando Dredging 
Company, the corporation to be formed as soon as the charter can 
conveniently be obtained from the Secretary of State agree to orga- 
nize the said corporation and to be in a position to deliver to the 
State Highway Department, or to contractors engaged in State High- 
way work the material to be removed from the bed of the Wando 
River which is suitable for Highway construction purposes. The or- 
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ganization of the Company and the ability to deliver the material 
suitable for Highway construction within ninety (90) days from the 
approval of this Act-are conditions precedent to the granting of this 
franchise. 


§ 2. Term of Right to Dig, etc.—Sale of Material.— 
That on and after the commencement of this franchise, the Wando 
Dredging Company, its successors or assigns, is to have the exclu- 
sive right, for a period of five (5) years from the approval of this 
Act to dig, dredge, or otherwise remove from the bed of the Wando 
River, between the Cain Hoy landing and Wards Bridge all deposits 
other than deposits of the phosphate rock, phosphatic deposits and 
oyster shells ; on the condition that the methods employed for the re- 
moval of such deposits shall not interfere with the navigation of said 
river, either during the process of removal or thereafter, and on the 
further condition that the State Highway Department of South 
Carolina and/or the Sanitary and Drainage Commission of Charles- 
ton County and/or Highway authorities of Berkeley County or a 
contractor or contractors or other parties designated by either or all 
of said Commissions or departments, shall have the right to pur- 
chase material suitable for use on highways or in highway construc- 
tion and/or to have the first claim and right to such material, or ma- 
terials, which is removed from the bed of the Wando River, the 
State Highway Department of South Carolina and/or the Sanitary 
and Drainage Commission of Charleston County and/or Highway 
authorities of Berkeley County or a contractor, or contractors or 
other parties designated by either or all of said Commissions or De- 
partments, shall be entitled to purchase from the party .or parties 
holding this franchise any material, or materials, to be used in high-

§ 3. This Act Not to Affect Construction of Bridge 
Across Wando River Near Cain Hoy.—That the provisions of _ 
this Act shall not in any way interfere with or obstruct the con- 
struction of a bridge across the Wando River at or near the village 
of Cain Hoy connecting the Counties of Charleston and Berkeley.

Session thereof there was created the Society Hill Bridge Board and 
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the Marlboro Bridge District for the purpose of constructing a toll 
bridge across the Pee Dee River at Society Hill in State Highway 
No. 30, and certain school districts of Marlboro County and Darling- 
ton County were authorized and directed to sell bonds for the con- 
struction of a toll bridge and the said work of constructing and put- 
ting in operation the said toll bridge was long since completed as con- 
templated by the terms of said Acts of the General Assembly, and, 


Whereas, The said toll bridge now in operation, together with the 
approaches thereto, embraced in the Marlboro Bridge District form 
an essential and indispensable portion of State Highway No. 30, one 
of the primary and original state highways, under the terms of the 
Act of the General Assembly commonly known as the Pay-As-You- 
Go Act, adopted in 1924, and 


Whereas, It is desirable for the said toll bridge and the approaches 
thereto to be under the complete control and management of the 
State Highway Commission instead of being under the control of 
the Society Hill Bridge Board and the Commissioners of Marlboro 
Bridge District, and 


Whereas, As above stated, the said toll bridge now in active opera- 
tion was constructed at the expense of certain school districts of Marl- 
boro County and Darlington County and no reimbursement contracts 
were ever entered into with the State Highway Commission in con- 
nection with the construction of the said bridge and the approaches 
thereto ; therefore 


Section 1. State Highway Department to Take Over 
Society Hill Bridge for Maintenance.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the State 
Highway Commission is hereby authorized and directed to take over 
for maintenance the bridge commonly known as the Society Hill Toll 
Bridge heretofore constructed by the issuance of bonds and the bor- 
rowing of funds by the Marlboro Bridge District and by the Town- 
ships of Hartsville and Society Hill in Darlington County, and the 
said State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and directed to 
take over for maintenance the approaches to said Society Hill Bridge 
now embraced in the Marlboro Bridge District in Marlboro County. 


§ 2. To Ascertain Cost of Construction—Payment.— 
The said State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and 
directed to enter into negotiations with the Society Hill Bridge Board 
and the Marlboro Bridge Commission for the purpose of ascertain- 
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ing and agreeing upon the amount of the outstanding debt incurred by 
the Marlboro Bridge District and by Hartsville and Society Hill 
Townships in Darlington County in the construction of said bridge, 
and the said State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to assume and pay the total cost of the construction of said 
bridge and approaches thereto as the same shall be ascertained and 
agreed to by the State Highway Commission as a result of said nego- 
tiation.

State Capitol Commemorating the Bravery and In- 
trepidity of Those Six Gallant South Carolinians who 
In the World War Signally Honored This State In Hav- 
ing Citizens of This State Awarded the Greatest Num- 
ber of Congressional Medals of Honor Per Quoto of 
Soldiers Than any Other State in the Union, and Pro- 
viding Funds for the Erection of Same. 


Whereas, the Congressional Medal of Honor is awarded by the 
President of the United States in the name of Congress to such 
person who, while an officer or enlisted man of the army shall in 
action involving actual conflict with an enemy, distinguish himself 
conspicuously by gallantry and intrepidity, at the risk of his life 
above and beyond the call of duty, and is considered the highest 
military decoration in the world; and 


Whereas, in the World War, of the seventy-eight Congressional 
Medals of Honor awarded to the members of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces, six of these medals of honor were awarded to South 
Carolina National Guardsmen, all of whom were members of the 
118th Infantry of the 30th Division, this number being in proportion 
to her military quoto the highest number of medals awarded to any

Whereas, the gallantry and intrepidity of these six sons of South
